ARBUTHNOT,  Marriot,— we  believe  was  the  M^ 
phew  of  the  celebrated  Dr.  Arbuthnot,  the  ^end  of 
Swift,  of  Garth,  and  of  Pop^,  and  one  of  the  mod  eminent 
yn\&  of  the  age  in  irtiich  be  lived.  This  gentletnan  was  bora 
sibotit  the  year  1711,  and,  after  a  fervice  of  many  yean 
continuaace  in  the  royal  navy,  was,  towards  the  ena  of  thft 
ScottiOi  rabellion  in  1746,  appointed  ciHnmander  of  tht 
Jamaica  floop.  At  the  conclulion  of  that  year  we  6nd  thii 
veirelemployedasacruiferintheChannel, and  is  mentioned 
ss  the  captor  of  two  Anall  French  privateers  belonging  to 
Boulogne,  one  called  the  Furet,  the  other  the  Fly.  On  tht 
aid  of  June,  1747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  th4 
Surprize  frigate,  but  did  not  long  continue  inthatflation, 
having  been,  before  the  enfuing  winter,  removed  into 
the  iryton.  In  this  (hip  he  was  employed  in  cnuf- 
iog  in  the  Channel,  where  ho  had  the  good  fortune  to 
capture,  in  the  month  of  January,  1 747,  a  flout  privateer 
belonging  to  Bayonne,  which  had  done  conliderable  mif- 
chief  to  the  Britilh  trade,  and  even  in  the  preceding  part 
of  the  cruifc  on  which  flie  was  taken,  had  made  three 
prizes. 

No  fubfequent  mention  is  made  of  this  gentleman  tiH 
the  year  1757.  when  he  commanded  the  Garhnd  of  twenty 
guns,  a  Ycwi  employed  is  a  ciutfcr.    In  1759  he  wa^ 
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faptsun  of  the  Porthnd,  of  iifty  guns,  one  of  the  fquif 
(Jron  employed  in  Quiberon  Bay,  and  off  the  coall  of 
France,  under  commodore  DiifF,  in  watching  ihp  motions 
of  the  Breft  fleet,  a  fer vice-,  which  was  concluded  by  its 
total  defeat,  ID  the  month  uf  November,  atthc  very  inflant 
whenthc  French  admiral  was  preparing  to  dari,  as  on 
*.£cj(Viii  fftyj  iipon  Mr._Duy  and  his  little  vraament. 
Mr.  Arhuthnot  isnot  otberwife  mentioned  during  the 
W$us^i£e?^  afr.haying  centtftued  otfttain  of  t^c  Portland, 
we  believe  till  towards  its  conclufion,  about  which  time 
he  cpmmandetl  the  Orford  of  iixty-fix  guns,  on  the  Weft- 
Jndia  ftation.  We  Uo  npt  find  him  holding  any  fub- 
jequent  command  till  the  year  1 770,  when  he  was  taptain 
of  the  Terrible,  a  third  rate  of  feventy-four  guns,  in  whiclj 
he  continued  fhree  years,  that  being  one  oiF  the guard^lhips 
Itationijd  a:  Portfmouth.  Jn  1715,  in  confequence  oi'thp 
difpiite  and  war  which  then  took  place  between  Great 
Britain  and  America,  he  was  appointed  a  commjflioner 
of  thf  nayy,  nlident  at  Halifax  in. Nova  Scotia,  which 
Vi.af  the  only  port  where  fliips  of  war  could  he  refitted, 
^nd  whe^e  the  belt  provifion,  exiOing  circiim&ances 
SvQiild  ?<lmit  pf,  was  made  to  carry  fuoii  fervice 
'into  |rxeciit(on.  Mr.  Arbuthnot  retained  that,  office 
only  till  ihe  yft(r  1778,  when  he  reiurned  to  Europe, 
having  bci-D,  on  the  23d  of  January,  advanced  to  be 
rear:admiral,  of  the  white.  He  arrived  at  Portfmouth 
about  the  middle  of  the  month  of  September,  and  in  the 
beginning  of  the  following  fpring  was  appointed  to  com- 
mand in  chief  on  the  North  American  ftation ;  he  accord- 
ingly hoi(led  hi$  flag  *  on  board  the  Kiirope,  and  failed  on 
the  ift  of  May.  '  Hearing  on  the  enfuing  day,  by  a  veflel 
jic  fpokc  with  in  the  Channel,  that  the  iilaiid  of  Jerfey  was 
jtiqcked  by  a  French  armament,  confilHng  of  five  flups  of 
war,  belides  bomb-ketcheti  artd  other  fmall  veffels,  which 
nere  feporied  tp  have  landed  a  body  of  men,  he  bent  his 
pijurfe  thither  fqr  jts  rehef;  b«t  finding,  previous  to  his 
})^ying  reached  the  ijland,  that  the  en«my  had  been  repulfed, 
jiurfued  his  }jrigi|ial  initru^tiops,  and  procef;ded  for  New 
York,  where  he  arrived  without  havrng  met  with  any  , 
(f^CHWSPffi  iP:*I))l<lcg''PO  rtiroartable  wshile  on  his  paflage,

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The  arrival  of  the  count  d|E(taing  on  the  Amcricaii 
ftstion  with  a  Freitch  fleei,  confifting*  of' upwards  of 
twenty  rtiips  of  thc'Hne,  fr6m  the  Weft  Indies,  con- 
fined Mr.  Arbiiihnot,  ttiroi^h  ncceflity, '  to  the  pnrt' 
of  New  York:  but  the  enemy,  af^r  the  failure  of 
their  well-knoWn  attempt  on  Savannah,  the  ,cDpitaI  of 
Georgiaj having qiiitted'thore  feaj.Mr.  Arbiithno'rpretiared 
to  efcort'  fir  H.  Clinton  and  his  troops  on  ah  expedition, 
which  had  long  been  projefled,  againft  South'Carolina." 
■  He  failed  on  the  adth  of  December,  and  on  this  occafion 
removed  his  flag  into  the  Roebuck,  of  fi>rty-foOr  guns, 
veffels  of  a  Hght  draught  of  water  beir^-  .'adapted  to 
that  particular  fcrvice.  Some  of  the  fliip'^  of  the' line 
then  on  that  (taiion,  which  confifled.nf  the  Ruflel 'and 
Robiilt,  of  fevenry-four  guns;  the  Europej  Raifonable 
and  Defiance,  of  fixty-four  g^ins  each,  accompanied  the 
admiral  to  his  place  of  deftinalion  ;  but  on  his  preparing, 
to  pafs  into  the  harbour  of  Charlcilowr,  in  the  month  of 
March,  the  heavier  fhips  returned  to  New  YOrk,  under 
the  ordtrs  of  Captain  Drake,  in  the  Rulfel,  leaving  with 
the  admiral,  only  the  Renown,  of  fifty  guns;  the'RomuluS^ 
otfoily-four;  the  Blonde,  Perfeus,  Camilla,  and  Raleigh 
frigates.  Which,  whh  fome  other  Veffels  of  the  fame  de- 
fcription,  daily  ex peiSed,  were  deemed  a  force  quite  ade- 
quate to  the  wants  of  that  particular  fervice. 

The  admiral  having  made  the  neceflary  preparatioris  by 
lightening  his  two-decked  (hips,  pafTed  the  bar  gn  the 
2oth  of  March  ;  and  the  enemy's  fhips  of  war,  amiAiritihg 
to  ten  in  number,  which  had  till  then  made  a  fhew  of  refo- 
liitely  defending  the  palTage  up  the  harbour,  immediately 
abandoned  that  plan  of  defence  and  retired  to  the  towri, 
off  which,  five  of  them-were  funk*  with  chevaux-dc-frize 
on  their  decks,  for  thepurpofc  of  blocking  up  the  channel. 
On  the  9^  of  April,  the  admiral,  who  had  been  in  the 
interim  joined  by  the  Richmond  and  Virginia  frigate?, 
together  with  the  Sandwich  ai'med  fiiip,  drew  wi3i  hi* 
Iquadton  nearer  lo  the  town  for  the  purpofe  of  flreight- 
cning  and  cloitng  in  with  the  eifcmy.     He-was  obliged  to

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n)fs  under  a  ven  flroog  hn,  pollened  by  the  etiemj  on 
Sullivan's  Iflatia,  from  which  a  very  fevere  nnnonada 
commeiKcd  unmpdiately  on  his  moving.  The  lofs,  how- 
cTeri  fuflained  by  all  the  fhips  was,  comparatively  fpeak- 
jng,  incoii(iderab]e,  amounting  to.  no  more  than  twenty- 
levcn  perfons.  killed,  and,  wounded.  Preparations  were 
immediately  made  by  Mr.  Arbuthnot  to  attack  a  poll 
poITefTed  by  the  enemy  ai  Mount  Pleafant,  as  alfo  the  fott 
on  Sullivan's  Illand  itfelf,  without  delaying  or  interfering 
with  the  regjilar  operations  carrying  on  by  the  army.  A- 
brigade  of  five  hundred  Teamen  was  accordingly  iormed 
ana  put  under  the  command  of  the  captains  Hudfon^ 
Orde,  and  Gambicr,  who  took  poiTefiion  of  the  former  on 
the  29ih  without  oppofition,  the  garrifon  fiying  on  their 
approach  into  Charleftown,  which  the  greater  part  of  them' 
were  fortunate  enough  to  reach.  This  was  only  the 
forerunner  of  the  furrender  of  Fort  Sullivan  on  the  5th  of 
May>  which  capitulated  on  the  hril  fumtnons,  as  Charlef- 
town  itfelf  did)  on  the  loth  of  the  fame  month*. 

lotellieence  having  been  received  from  England  that  a 
French  Iquadron,  under  the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  might 
be  daily  expe£led  from  Europe,  the  vice-admiral  made, 
the  utmoft  halte,,  confillent  with  the  neceflkry  arrange- 
ments, to  return  to  New  York  and  concentre  nis 
force.  A  reinforcement  of  fix  Qiips  of  the  line  t  was 
font  out  to  him  under  rear-admiral  Graves ;  but  they 
unfortunately  did  not  arrive  in  time  to  prevent  the  arrival 
of  the.  French  admiral  in  port.  The  fubfequent  operar 
tjans  pf  tlie  year  %  were  confined  to  the  captive  of  priva- 
tarSt  and  watching  the  enc[iqr,.who  kept  cl^c  in  fx>rt  at 
Siode  Iflaud,  where  they  were  protcaed  by  batteries^

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and  by  that  means  were  enabled  to  bid  dcfiartre;,  not  only 
to  any  attempt  that  coiild  be  made  by  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  but 
alfo  by  fir  George  Rodiiey,  who  arrived  from  the  Waft 
Indies  with  a  fquadrol),  and  toolc  upon  blm  the  American 
command  during  the  hufricaric  months. 

Early  in  the  enfulng  Tpring  the  encmyi  eilcoiifaged  ]t(y 
the  reduced  flate  of  tne  fguadton  iinder  Mr.  Arbiithnot^ 
one  of  wliofe  (hips,  the  Cullodem  of  fe'venty-fotir  guns, 
Wps  totally  iuft;  the  Bedford,  of  the  fame  force,  difmafted ; 
and  two  other  fhips,  one  of  (ixtyfour  (the  America) driven 
to  fea;  the  other  of  fifty  guns  (the  Adamant),  abfeQt, 
are  faid  to  have  abfolutely  had  in  contemplalion  an  attack 
on  Mr-  Arbuthnot,  who  then  lay  in  Gardiner's  Bay,  Long 
Ifland.  This  attempt,  howa  Ver^  thev  rerolycd  to  abandon  on 
more  mature  refleflion,  and  better  information  concerning, 
the.polltion  of  theBriiith  iliips.  Foiled  in  their  firft  pointy 
the  enemy  next  directed  iheir  attentioii  to  the  fmali  nav^ 
force  which  had  been  difpatched  from  NeW  York;  to  co- 
operate with  general  Arnold  on  the  Virginia  ftation.  Jn 
thi),they  were  alfo  difappointed ;  but  on  their  return  were 
fiaitunate  en«ugh  to  capture  the  Romulps,  of  fortj-fotir 
guns,  ^hofe  captain  had  not  been  apprjfad  that  an  eneiqy 
was  off  the  coaft.  The  chef  d'efciii^re  was  not  yet  dif- 
heartened,  and  encouraged  by  infofmation  that  the  Bed- 
ford, not  yet  having  taken  in  her  lower  mfifts,  lyas  not  fit 
for  &a,  rcfolved  to  make  a  fecund  and  more  conTequentiat 
attempt. with  his  whole  force.  ■  Having  'taken  on  board  . 
two  thoufand  French  troops, their  fquadroii  put  t-o  fea,  with 
z  Rioi^  e^fttJrly  gale,  on  thjj  evening  of  the  8th  of  March. 

Mr-  Arbutl\not,  who  had  accurate  inielligenCe  of  the 
enemy's,  motions,  preparei.lo  purfue  on  the  following 
day,  and  on  the  lOth  was  fortunate  enough  to  cle?r. 
the  coali  of  Long  Ifla'nd  with  his  whole  fqUadron^ 
having,  by  great  exertions,  put  the  Bedford  In  a  flate 
fit  for  fetvice.  Ou  the  1 6th  the  enemy  was  difcover?d 
Aecring  for  the  Capes  of  Virginia ;  and,  after  a  f«w  prc- 
vicHis  and  .nnintercfting  manceuvres,  were  brought  to  » 
diltani  action  about  two  o'clock.  The  enemy  began  ta 
fail  into  difoidcr  after  an  hour's  conteft;  but  a  thick  ha^e 
whic^  had, prevailed  previous  to,  and  during  the  aftion 
itfelf,  together  with  the  difabled  fituation  of  fome  of  the 
Britifh  Qiips  which'led  into  a£li6n,  made  it  impoflible 
to  purfue  ihc  partial  advant^^e,  and  rendered  the  contefl 
A  4  indt- 
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.  indccffive,  Mr-  Arbuthnot  put  into  Lynn-haven  Bay, 
,  where  he  liad  it  in  his  power  to  cover  and  proteft  the 
'  operations  of  the  army  in  yirgifiia  ;  and  the  chevalier  de 
■  Ternay,  defeated  in allhispfdjeits, returned fu■cccIslef^l» 
Rhode  Ifland. 

.  Very  little  folid  advantage,  however,  was  derived  from 
this  event ;  and  no  other  confequentiat  occurrence  appears 
to  have  taken  place  during  the  time  Mr.  Arbuthnot  re- 
tained the  command.  The  mofl  remarkable  was'  the 
capture  of  two  or  three  American  frigates,  and  fome  p'ri-' 
vaieers  of  force,  by  difFetcnt  cniifers  under  his  order*. 
Mr,  Arbuthnot  having;  (hifted  his  flag  from  the  Royal  Oafc, 
on  board  which  fhip  he  had  continued  during  the  preced- 
ing naval  campaign,  to  the  Roebuck,  failed  from  New 
York  early  in  Jnlyi  and  arrived  at  Spithead,  after  a  vety 
profperous  paiTage,  on  the  iftof  Auguft.  He  immedi- 
ately I!  nick  his  flag  and  repaired  to  London,'vvhere  he  was 
Very  gracioudy  received  by  his  majerty,  but  never  accepted 
of  any  fubfequent  command.  On  the  24.lh  of  September, 
1787,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red ;  as 
he  alfo  was,  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  admiral 
of  the  blue.  This  laftpromotion  he  furvived  but  a  Ihint 
time,  dying  at  his  houfe  in  Great  Suffolk-ftreet,  Chaiing- 
crofs,  on  the  31ft  of  January,  1794,  having  reached  the 
advanced  age  of  eighty-three  ye.irs.  The  bulk  of  his 
fortune  he  bequeathed  to  his  daughter-in-law,  the  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Rumney,  vicar  of  Berwick-upon- 
Tweed,  widow  of  his  taft  furviving  fon,  deceafed  fome 
years  before, 

ASKEW,  Robert,— in  the  year  1745,  commanded  the 
Serpent  (loop,  a  veflel  ftationed  off  the  coaftof  Scotland  for 
the  purpofe  of  preventing  ariy  fupplies  being  carried  thi- 
ther for  the  ufc  of  the  rebel  pany.  'In  this  almoft  undif- 
tinguiihable  ftation  he  was  afliduous  enough  to  acquire 
conliderable  credit,  by  his  alertnefs  in  Jendmg  parties  on 
fllore  to  diAurb  fuch  of  the  enemy's  quarters  as  were 
within  his.  reach.  He  was' promoted,  on  the  2ift  of 
Auguft,  1747.  to  be  captain  of  the  Fort  Mahon  frigate; 
and  in  the  enfuing  year  was  tried  by  a  court-martial  at 
Louifburg,  for  detaining  the  trade  under  his  convoy  longer 
than  was  neccflary  at  Salt  Tortoga.  He  was  alfo  charged 
with  having  brought  away  a  confiderabie  quantity  of  fait 
ill  the  frigate's  hold,  a  part  of  which  he  afterwards  fold. 
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He.wa^  fouQd  guilty,  and  fined  twfi^it^tnoaUi'j  pa^     He, 
died  in  the  coiirfc  of  the  year  1756.  , 

BAIRDi  Pamcjt,~a  gentleman  of  S<jptti(h  extraaion, 
was  one  of  the  lieutenants. of  the  Gloueeiter  at'l^e  time 
that  fbip  proceeded  on  the  celebrated  voyage  *oiuid  tW 
world  under  the  orders  of  commodore.  An  Ion.  "  He  waa 
afterwards  advanced  to  be  commander  of  the  Fly  ./loop,  in 
which  velTel  he  maintained  3  very  gallant  encounter  tvith.a 
French privateeroffarfuperior force,  inwhichcapt.  Batrd 
w^  feveiely  wounded.  Almofl  immediately  after  his  reco-, 
very  he  was,  on  May  27,  174"?,  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Rainbow,  a  new  fliip  ot  forty  guns.  In  1749  wq 
find  him  appointed  to  tbeShoreham,  of  twenty  guns,  anc[ 
in  the  enfying  year  10  the.  Surprize ;  in  both  which  uncon- 
fequential  Nations  no  farther  notice  is  taken  of  him. 
We  know'him  to  have  continued  in  the  Ihip lalt- mentioned 
till  the  year  1752,  but  in  other  refpedls  he  is  unnoticed  .till 
the  year  1750,  when  he  commanded  the  Portland,  of  fifty 
giins,  one  of  the  ihips  employed  under  Mr.  Edgecumbef 
and  afterwards  under  Mr.  £^ng,  on  the  Mediterranean 
ftation.  He  behaved  with  the  greateft  gallantry  during 
the  aftion,  was  one  of  the  witnefles  afterwards  examined 
on. the  trial  of  i(is  unfortunate  commander-in-chief", 
91^1  bore  tcftimony  which  we  think-  in  no  fmall  degiee 
&vourat)Ie  to  himi  having  declared  in  exprefs  terms,  that 
when  the  French  fleet  bore  away,  that  of  the  Englifli  was  Hi" 
no  condition  to  puifufe  them,  or  even  to  renew  the  aftioii 
on  the  enfuing  day.  Immediately  after  the  conclufion  of 
the  ^trial  he  was  promoted  to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty  guns, 
one  of  the  fleet  fent  in  the  enfuing  fummer,on  the  unfuccefs- 
ful  expedition  agaioft  Louifbiirg,  under  the  command  of 
Mr.  Holburne;  ds  he  moreover  was,  in  1758,  on  that  more 
fortunate  one  conducted  by  Mr.  Bofcawen  againft  the" 
fame  place.  >  In  1759  he  ferved  in  the  Channel  fleet 
Older  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and  bore  a  very  diftinguilhcd 
Ihare  in  the  defeat  of  the  French  fleet  under  the  marquis 
de  Conflans.  Being  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Wefl  Indies 
he  died  at  fea,  on.  his  return  froin  thence  for  the  recovery

-  BARRINGTON,  Honourable  Safflucl.— This  gentle- 
man, who  is  now  living,  is  the  5rh  fon  of  John,  firft  lorJ 
vifcount  BarringtOn,  of  the  kingdbtii  of  Ire]and,  and  Anntf 
hiswife,  datighter  and  coheireft  of  fir  William  Danes'^ 
Having  betaken  himfelf  at  a  very  early  age  to  the  fea, 
we  find  him,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  17+7,  com- 
niander  of  ihe  Weazle  floopj  from  which  hii  Was,  on 
the  2gih  of  May  enfuing,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Bellona  frigate.  He  had  not  lofig  obtained  this  command 
■  tcfore  he  (ignalized  himfelf  very  remarkably  in  the  attach 
and  Capture  of  an  outward-bound  French  Eaft  India  (hip, 
tailed  the  Due  de  Chartres  f .  Before  the  conclufion'  of 
the  year  he  was  promoted  to  the  Romnfiy,  of  fifty 
guns.  Excepting  which  circUttiftance,  we  do  not  find 
any  partictibr  mention  made  of  him  till  1750,  when 
he'Comitianded  theScahorfe,  a  fliipof  twenty  guns,  at  that,

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amounted  to  five  times  that  number,  bcTides  the  lot's  of  sit 
her  mafts.  In  the  year  1760  he  failed  for  Louifburg,  and 
returned  at  the  clofc  of  the  year  without  haying  met  with 
any  occurrence  worthy  our  relation,  in  1761  he  was 
engaged,  under  commodore  Kcppel,  on  the  expedition 
undertaken  againft  BelleiUe,  where,  having  been  verjT' 
actively  employed*,  he  was  difpatched  to  England  with: 
the  intelligence  of  the  landing  having  been  at  laft  effefted 
on  the  aad'of  April,  though  not  without  the  greateft  dif- 
ficulty. Captain  Barrington  remained  in  the  Achilles 
nearly  till  the  conclulion  of  the  war,  having,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1762,  been  one  of  the  commanders  in 
fhe  finall  fquadron  to  which,  in  confequencc  of  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  the  French  armament,  in  1759,  the  Britilh  naval 
force  in  the  Channel  was  reduced. 
.  No  material  'incident  occurred  after  this  time  to  Mr^ 
Barringlopduringlhe  continuance  ofhollilities;  nor  do  we 
find  farther  mention  made  of  him,  except  that  juft  before 
the  peace  he,  commanded  the  Hero  of  feventy-four  guns, 
under  vice-adini rat  fir  C.  Hardy.  In  1768,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to. the  Venus,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  at  that  time 
efteemed  .thp  fineft  veflel  of  her  clafs  in  the  Britifh  navy. 
His  royal  highnefs  the  lat©  duke  of  CuoiberUnd  entered 
at  the  fame  time  as  a  volunteer,  or  mid(bip-man,  with 
him,  preparatory  to  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  a  flag- 
ofGcer,  as  will  be  feen  hereafter.     Captain  Barrington' 

Quitted  this  command  for  a  ihort  titne,  in  the  montb  of 
tilober^  ifor  the  purpofe  trf  giving  his  royal  highnefs 
the  rank  df  pofl  captain,  'but  immediately  refumed  it; 
and  the  duke  having  been  not  long  afterwards  advanced 
to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  Mr.  Barrington  ac- 
companied him,  as  his  captain,  to  Lifbon.  In  1771 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
one  of  the  fhips  ordered  to  be  equipped  at  Chatham, 
on  account  of  the  difpute  with  Spain  relative  to  Falk> 
land  Illand.  That  being  accommodated,  we  do  not 
believe  him  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubCequent  com- 
mai)d  till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  commilnoned  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  a  third  rate  of  feventy-four  guns;  in

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which  (hip  he  was  employed  in  cruifing  to  diftrefs  tho 
American  commerce,  a  fervice  he  had  no  inconii^ 
derable  fuccefs  in.  On  the  ajd  of  Januarj-,  1778,  1m 
was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white,  antf 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  being  invefted  with  the  chief 
conaioand  on  that  ftation,  as  fucceObf  to  Mr.  Young, 
Xhtt  rupturt  with  France  took  place,  as  may  be  well 
remembered,  in  the  coiirfe  of  the  funimer,  and  commo- 
dore Hotham  was  accordingly  difpatclied  from  North 
America  with  a  fmall  Iquadron,  conlifting  of  two  Ihips  of 
lixty-faur  gups,  three  of  fifty,  and  a  bomb- ketch,  having 
under  their  convoy  fifty-nine  traofporis  with  troops  on 
board,  to  reinforce  Mr.  Barrington,  who  till  then  had  uridcr 
his  orders  only  his  own  fhip,  and  the  Boyne,  of  fixty* 
yight  guns,  wiUi  two  or  three  fmall  frigates  and  Hoops.  , 
A  jundion  was  happily  formed  at  Barbadocs  on  the 
lOth  of  November,  and  an  attack  was  immediately  re- 
folved  to  be  made  on  the  French  iQand  of  St.  Lncia  *, 
which

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a.  very  fuperioi:  force,  'm  vaio  repcatqlly  attesvf^ed  tp 
difpoirefs  the  I^ucceTsful  ajlailaiits.  Mr.  Byron  arrived  oq

The  fuperior  force,  how- 
ever,of  the  enemy  cnaWed  thejn  tq  withftand  the  attack  ; 
arid  their  fituation,  in  having  the  \vcather-gage,  to  avoid  ;i 
■clofe  aiSion,  which,  throughout  the  whole  encounter,  they 
always  moft  cautiotiOy  fhiinned.  The  fleets  feparated 
after'an  indeciiive  con^eft,  injurimis  only  to  Britain  on 
ac-count  of  the  brave  men  who  loft  their  lives  wiihotit 
producing  any  advantage  to  their  country.

convoywasfirft.dilcovered.  In  the  enfuing  autumn  hecom- 
'  manded  jhevanorfeconddivifion  of  the  main  fleet  fent  under 
.lord  Howe,  to  relieve  the  fortrefs  of  Gibraltar;  and  wai, 
con fcquently,- concerned  in  the  indqcifive  flcirmilh  which 
took  place  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spaiii  j 
in  which,  fhort  and  diftant  as  the  ailion  was,  the  Brilannig 
jiad  twijnjy  men  kUled.and  wo.unded.

Mr.  Barringtnnconfe^uently  fjuitted  his  command*.  . 

On  the  24ih  of  September,  1787,  he  was  ad  van  cad  to 
the  rank  of  admiral  of  the  iiliie ;  and,  in  1790,  on  the 
profpeiSl  of  a  rupture  wiih  Spain,  again  toalt  upon  bim 
the  Itation  of  fecond  in  command  irt  the.inain  or  Channet 
fleet  under  Lord  Ho-.7e.  He  accordingly  hpilled  his  flag 
on  board  the  Royal  George  :  but  the  dilpute  was  accom- 
modated without  the  neceflity  of  fending  the  fleet  to.fea. 
Subfequent  lo-that  time  [je  never  has  held  any  naval  com- 
mand ;  but,  on  the  i  2th. of  April,  1794,  was  advanced  tO" 
be  admiral  of  ihe  wtiite,  in  which  rank,  the  highcll  in  th& 
fervice,  thai  of  admiral'.uf  the  fleet  excepted,  Jie  confe-. 
qiiently  nowcontinues-t. 

BARTON,  Matshe-w. — Oiiraccount  of  ihis.gentleman 
is  principally  taken  from  one  already  pubiifhed,  we  be- 
lieve under  the  iiifpedtion  of  a  relative.  It  is  there  flated 
that  he  went  to  fea  in  1730,  in  ihe  Fox,  with  captain 
Arnold,  to  South  Carolina  ;  returned  in  Auguft  1732,  and 
■was  paid  off.  In  the  n:ionth  of  November  following  he  was 
appointed  a  midlhipman  on  board  the  Falmouth,  captaia 
Evng.withwhomhewenlloLilbonandtheMediierranean.- 
He  returned  to  England  in  May  1 735,  and  beiiigttirned  over 
To  the  Cornwall,  captain  Vanbrugh,  was  paid  off  in  March 
1736.  In  the  month  of  May  following  he  was  a  mid- 
fliipman  on  board  the  Edinburgh  guard-lhip,  captain  J  > 
Oavis;  and  in  Odober,  was  a  midlhipman  on  board  the 
Eltham,  lord  Augujtus  Fit^oy,  with  whom  tie  went  (o 
Newfoundland,  and  from  thence  to  the  Mediterranean.  In 
March  1739,  he  was  a  midlhipman  onboard  the  Somcrfet, 
admiral  Haddock  ;  in  September  he  came  home  in  the  St. 
Jofeph  Prize,  being  put  into  that  fliip  otF  Cadiz,  as  fecond 
ofEcer  under  Mr.  Bradfhaw  Thompfon.  In  1739-40  he 
was  made  lieutenant  of  the  Lenoi;,  when  that  Ihip,  with

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Ae  Kent  and  Orford,took  the  Princefla,  in  which  pTi«e  Mr. 
Barton  came  to  £n|Und:  in  OA.  1 740,  he  was  removed  into 
the  PiincefsCarohnc  and  went  to  Jamaica,  where  admiral 
Verntm  hoifted  his  flag^on  board  the  Caroline,  and  removfed 
all  the  officers  into  the  Burford.  He  was  lieutenant  of  the 
Barford  at  the  ficge  nf  Carthagcna ;  came  home  and  was 
paid  offin  the  Burford,  but  immediateTyappointediieutenant 
of  the  KonTuch:  that  fliip  was  a  weitern  cniizer  till  June 
1743  {  and  then  went  to  the  Mediterranean  with  convoy. 
He  was  lieutenant  of  the  Nonfuch  in  the  engagement -off 
Toulon  with  admiral  Mattiews;  in  September  1744,  was 
appointed  firft  lieutenant  of  the  Marlborough  :  in  March 
I745>  was  removed  into  the  Neptune,  admiral  Rowley's 
fbip;  and,  in  May  1745,  was,  by  the  admiral,  appointed 
commander  of  the  Duke  fircfhip.  On  the  7th  of  February, 
1746-7,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Antelope,  by 
admiral  Medley.  In  AprilfoHowinghe  wasappointed  to 
the  Pofliliion  Kbecfe;  in  April  1748,  the  Pollillion  was 
ordered  to  be  left  at  Port  Mahon,  and  he  cainc  home  with 
admiral  Byng  in  the  Boync  i  was  paid  ofFin  O^ober  1748, 
having  been  only  one  day  unemployed  during  that  war. 
In  January  1755,  he  was  made  captain  of  the  Litchfield^ 
and  failed  with  admiralBofcawen  to  LouifbureandHalifax. 
In  June  1756,  he  took  the  Arc  en  Ciel,  a  l^ench  fliip  of 
war  of  fifty  guns,  ofFLoutfbui^;  came  home  in  December 
1756,  and  was  fent  out  fcnior  captain  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea, 
from  wh;nce  he  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  the  Leeward 
Iflands;  in  Aueufl  1^58,  he  brought  home  under  convoy 
one  hundred  fail  of  (hips.  In  November  T758,he  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  admtraf  Keppel's  fquadmn  againfl^Curee; 
out  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  being  unfortunately  caft- 
away  on  the  coaft  of  Barbary,  remained  on  the  Rrand  a  fort- 
night without  any  thing  to  Aibfift  upon  but  a  few  drowned 
jbeep  that  were  driven  afhore :  himtelf,  and  that  part  of  his 
crew  which  efcaped  from  the  wreck,  were  quite  naked*.

Tor  they  had  not  t\ft  hutnanity  Itf 
aflill  anybody  that  waj  eniirely  naked;  bur  would  fly  to  tbofewhoba't 
any  thing  about  [hetn  and  flrip  them  before  they  were  quite  out  of  the 
water,  wrangling  among  ihcmfelves  about  the  plunder;  in  (be  mean 
time  the  poor  wretches  were  lefl'  to  cravl  up  the  rocki  if  they  were 
able,  if  not  they  pcrifbed'Unr^rdcd.  The  fecqnd  lieutenant  Ind 
myrelf,  with  about  lixty-fiue'otheri,  got  afhore  before  dark,  bat  were 
Irit  expoCed  to  the  weather  upon  the  cold  fand;  and,  to  keep  ui  from 
(larving,  were  obliged  to  go  down  to  the  Dtore,  and  bring  up  piecei  of 
the  wreck  to  nuke  a  fitej  and  if  we  happened  to  pick  up  a  (bin  or  a 
handkerchief,  and  did  not  give  -up  to  the  Moon  at  the  lirft  demand) 
the  ntxi  thing  wai  a  dagger  offered  to  our  breaHi.  They  allowed  ui 
a  piece  (if  an  old.fail,'  which  ihey  did  not  think  worth  carrying  off,  of 
which  we  made  two  tenis  and  ciowded  ourfelves  into  them,  evSiy  one 
fitdng  between  anoihcr'a  !e^  to  preferve  warmth  and  make  room. 
Ill  this  unearyliiualion,  contfnuaflv  bewailing  ourfetvei  and  our  poot 
fbip-niatei  upon  ihc  wreclc,  we  jJaRed'!  tnofl  tcdiout  night  without  io 
much  as  a  drop  oF  naier  to  refrelfaui,  except  what'wecatebed  tbtougti 
our  fail  dbih  covering.

Aa 
noon  we  joined  the  crcwiof  one  of  ihe  tranfporli,  and  a  bomb  tender, 
that  were  wrecked  about  three  Iraguc*  10  the  norihwaid  of  ua;  then 
every  body  wa*  mounted  upon  cameli,  eicept  the  captain,  who  ynm 
furnifbed  with  a  horfe.  We  never  flopped  lill  fcven  m  the  evenii^ 
vbcD  thev  procured  ui  two  tei:la  only,  wbich  would  not  contain  one- 
third  of  the  men,  fo  thai  taolt  of  them  lay  exporcd  to  ibe  dew,  which 
wai  heavy  aud  very  cold.  Wc  found  our  whole  nimber  la  be  three 
buodicd  and  c^ly-eigbi,  inelvtbng  o&cen,  lata  and  boy(i  three 
B  4  wnmco.

BRISTOL,  Auguftos-Jobn  Herver,  Eari  oT^—waa  the 
Ibeaod  Ion  of  John,  lord  Hetrty,  and  Mary;  daughter  of 
kigadier-gcneral  Nicholas  Le  PcU ;  at  die  time  of  her 
Bnrriage  ant  ot  the  maids  of  honour  to  her  ni3Pal  hi^ineft 
Caraiiflc,  then  princcfs  of  Walea.  He  was,  confcqueiidy, 
nandfen  to  Jotui,  firft  eari  of  Briftol.  He  was  born  oa 
vu  1961  (J  Mar,  1734;  and  hiving  betaken  himfelf  to  a 
natai  life,  we  nnd  hinii  in  the  month  of  September  fJ46f 
pronoted  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  *  to  be  commandec 
t^  the  Porcupine  floop.  He  t«u  employed,  while  retain- 
ing this  command,  as  a  cruifer,  and  before  die  dofe  of  tha 
Tliar  had  the  fingulat  good  fortune  to  capture  a  fmall 
French  privateer  belonging  lo  Cherburg,  called  the  Bac- 
^uer  Court,  carrying  twelve  carriage  ana  fwivel  guns,  and 
a  proportionate  crew:  but  the  ctrcumflance  which  reo' 
dered  this  little  fuccefs  morecotlfequential  was,  that  it  had 
captured  a  greater  number  of  EngliQi  veOels  than  any 
three  crulfers  belon^ng  to  the  enemy,  and  had,  in  defi- 
ance of  purfuit,  infclied  the  Britifli  coaft  between  Ponland

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Stnaigs  tor'retate,  heen  feht  out  withoot'  any'veifelof  that 
defonption  attached  to  his  fquadron.  SablcqDcnt  tvema, 
ho-vrejer,  did  not  render  it  neccfTary  to  ufe  the  Phcenix 
in  tbe  way  propofed  :  and  after  the  conclufion  captain 
Hbrvey  was  protnoted,  by  the  admiral,  to  the  Defiance* 
as  fucoeffcK-  to  captain  Andrews, '  who  had  ^llen  in  the 
cncouaten  'Herwas  afterwards  ordered  hoioe  as  an  en- 
dence  oo  thc-fubfequcM  trial ;  and,  after  its  concluflODi 
being  promoted  to  the  Hamptoti  Court,  of  feventy-four 
gons,  iras  frnt  back  to  his  former  (tation,  where,  in  the 
nionHi  of  July,  he.didinguilhed  himlcif  by  thedeflrudion 
of  a  large  Fteiu:h  frigate,  which:  he  drove  on  Oiorsiat  the 
tlland  01  Majorca.  The  circuntl^nces  attending  'this 
exploit  were-hich  as  tended  more  to  encreafe  lU  brilltaniy 
than  the  immediate  confequcnse  rentliing  from:  it. 

The  enemy's  (hip,  on  being  chaced,  Jdoki^cfiige  under 
the  illand;  and  having  landed  a  part  of  HetNoffinrs  and 
people,  they  took  pod,  hoiOed  French  colours,  and  pre- 
pared a  battery  with  fome  of  tfcc  fliip's  gura..  .Ths^aoip- 
toD  Court  ran  in,  as  clnfe  as  the  IhaJlowneJV  of  the  water 
would  permit.'  The  French  captain  was  fummoned  lo 
furretider;  he  rcfufcd;  but  after  hiving  difcbarged  a  few 
^gUBs,  fet  his  fliip  on  fiie,  making,  togethsr  with  his 

f>0ople,  for  the  (hore.  The  guns  of  the  frigate,  which  were 
oaded  with  grape-lhot,  going  oiFesi  the  fire  reached  them, 
Ind  annoying  the  Hampton  Court  confiderably,  captain 
Harvey  put  an  end  to  the  affair  by  difcharging  his  broad- 
Ode  into  the  flaming  ctirimy,  whichtn  an  io^t  fent  her 
to  the  bottom.  He  immediately  afterwards  captured  a 
large  French  Jhip  laden  with  timber  and  ftorea  intended 
for  the  refitment  af  two  ihlps  of  the  linQ  which  .then  lajr 
unfit  &r  (ak  at  Mabon ;  and  or.  his  ^ogrefs  np  the  gulph 
of  Lyons  re-capturcd  two  Engli^  Ihips;  which  he  earned 
with  him  into  Nice. 

We  find  him  {till  continuing  oo  the  fasie  Ilation  la 
the  mtmth  of  February  1758,'.  being  under  the  comtnand 
of  admiaal  OAome  bt  the  time  he  fell  in  with  the^njsw 
quisdu  Quefna't  little  fquaiiron.  The  Hampton  Gbutt 
wa^.one  of  thfe  flilps  difpatched  in  ptirfuit  of  the  Fon-i 
droyant,  but,  as  we  hatre.  already  related  in  our  account 
of  caT>tai;iiiCiardincr,..was  not  fortunate  enough-ttj.:gelE 
up  tiU  -th^  furiendet  ^f  tbe.eoenjy.wa^  tendered  (Xitaioj 

by 
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bj  the  brzvenr  ind  nod  ctaduft  di^layed  bjr  the  oScert 
and  crCTr  of  4he  Matnaoadl.  Captain  Harvey  atmoft 
immediately  afterwards  removedinto  the  Morunoath,  and 
in  the  montli  of  July  burnt  a  French  fhip  of  war,  called 
the  Rofc,  off  the  iOand  of  Malta,  ancxpunt  of  which  tho 
Maltefe  are  &id  to  have  hearily  compl^ncd,  as  an  iofiJt 
to  their  neutrality.  He  continutd  in  the  fame  ibtp  s 
confidenbie  time ;  and  in  the  year  enfuine  having  nturned 
to  England,  vtaa  emplo^  in  the  Channel,  princi- 
TNiUy  in  watching  the  motions  of  the  French  annament  at 
Ken.  He  diftinguiOied  himfelf  extremely,  paiticularly  in 
the  month  of  July,  not  only  by  his  alBduitv  and  diligence, 
but  by  his  intrepidity  alfo,  en  which  the  following  vtrr  ho~ 
ndurabte  mentioii  is  nv«i — On  the  14th,  having  the  raUaa 
frigate,  commanded  Dy  captain  Clements,  in  company,  he 
diuovered  four  fiiini  aitemptinK  to  get  into  Brdl  between 
tfie  fliore  aod  tlie  rocks,  in  the  pallage  de  Tour. 
Captain  Hcrvey,  inunediately  on  difcovering  dicm,  got 
aooer  weigh,  and,  accompanied  by  the  frigate,  worked  up 
to  the  enemy's  fbips,  which  anchoring  uoder  fome  bat-- 
teries  cannonaded  and  threw  Ihclls  at  the  aflailants  as 
they  went  in.  Thefe  were  not  in  the  leaA  intimidated  bjT 
£a  fpirited  a  reflftatwe ;  the  boats,  fetting  all  oppolitioo  at 
dehance,  boarded,  cut  the  csbia,  and  brought  off  all  the 
the  four  ftips,  which  had  hoifted  Swedifli  colours,  and 
were  laden  with  cannon  and  warlike  Aorcs  for  the  ufe  of 
the  enemy's  fleet. 

The  MonmooA  and  Pallas,  1^  a  conftant  and  well- 
diiefied  fire;  drove  the  people  in  the  forts  and  battcriei 
from  their  polls,  and  ttw  prizes  were  carried  off  by  the 
frigate,  having  received  very  little  damage.  The  Ma>- 
moidh  maintaintd  her  ftatton  till  they  were  all  in  fafcty^ 
and  then  followed  herfeif,  having  fulbmKl  no  injury,  or, 
at  moll,  what  was  very  trivial ;  being  unoppofed  by  any 
part  of  the  enemy's  tavai  force,  thou^  they  had  at  that 
very  time  no  lefs  uun  four  flags  flying  in  fiill  view  of  the 
«ril^  tranfadton,  and  twenty  fail  of  the  line  completdy 
mdr  for  fea.  He  had  no  farther  particular  o^ortuniljr 
of  diftinguilhing  himfelf  during  the  remainder  of  the  ycar^ 
nor  was  he  concerned  in  the  menor^dile  encounter  with 
Cooflana;  but  very  early  in  the  enfuing  fprtng  was  ap- 

'       t  te  the  Dragoi),  of  feventy-four  guns,  in  which 

he 
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be  was  employed,  during  the  (ummer  and  fpring,  nearly  a* 
in  the  former  ye&ri  *.  In  the  autumn  he  was  ordered  to 
die  Weft  India,  with  commodore  Barton,  to  jotn  rear- 
admiral,  afterwards  lord  Rodney,  who  commanded  in  chief 
the  espediiionfentagainllthc  fTench  tflandof  Marttnico. 
On  the  commencement  of  the  attack  he  wat  ordered 
againfl  a  battery  at  Grand  Ance,  which  he  foon  filenccdj 
and  having  landed  his  marines,  with  a  party  of  feamen^ 
took  potTefTion  of  it  without  lofi.  He  afterwards  com- 
manded the  left  divifion  of  boats  which  landed  the  troops; 
and,  on  the  complete  conquell  of  the  iHand,  was  Tent  with 
a  detachment  againfl  St.  Lucia,  which  furrendercd  to  him 
without  oppolition.  The  power  of  France  being  now 
annihilated  in  that  part  o(  the  world,  a  new  field  for 
eoterprize  opened  itfclf  in  the  attack  <rf  the  city  of  the

Capiain  Hetvey,  in  [he  Dragan,  icd  three  other  Baat,  ittcmpied  a 
defccnc  on  the  iiland  of  Gwutii,  in  Quihcion  Bay ;  but  finding  the 
ifland  beitci  foriified  with  cannon,  and  fupplicd  with  iroopi,  ibin  be 
hid  reifoQ  10  expe^,  he  thought  uroper  t»defifl  after  •  Jrnitleft  it- 
tempt  to  lind  in  the  ni;;ht  in  older  (o  take  the  pliec  ty  furphic.' 
Before  be  auitted  hii  deGgn  be  runmoned  the  sovcrDOT  to  rurreoder,: 
and,  to  idd  weight  lo  hii  menKct  in  care  of  retural,  be  brought  up  % 
convoy  of  empty  viSu^lIcn,  to  appear  like  Uanrportt  with  troop*  o« 
board.  But  the  governor,  ihouili  he  was  deceived,  made  anrwer,  that 
be  was  refolred  tc>  defend  tbe  idand  to  the  Itfl  eutcmily.  Upon  ibl* 
anfwer,  fay  the  French,  captain  Hervey  ordeied  up  etgbtceo  traMt 
ports,  efcorted  by  fame  frigates,  who  eaiored  the  road  next  nMniii^  ; 
iDt  tbe  necelTary  dirpofitions  being  nude  for  a  good  defence,  tbegood

e  our  people  k;pt,  overawed  the  Cnglifii,  and  ibcir 
Toon  retired  without  making  any  attack.  Tbe  five  men  oFvrar,  bow* 
ever,  renained  Tome  days  before  the  fort  and  fired  a  few  bmdfide)^' 
wbich  were  anfwered  it  the  ailillery  froni  tbe  fen.  Sow)  afie*^  ■ 
very  bard  pie  of  wind  obliged  tbe  fliips  to  get  off  a*  &S  as  palSWe. 

Secondly.    On  the  Sth  of  July  he  ebafcd  i  vcn>  rich  Fr«ach  veftl 
into  ■  river  near  Port  Louis,  in  the  bav  defended  by  ■  bttlerjt.    Hs 
clofe  to  this  battery  with  his  own  fiip,  4ro«e  the  men  from  dtetr 
and  knocked  down  tbe  gurd-faotire.     He  himfelf  boded  die 

jight  with  his  boats,  Rnd.jDll  it  daylight,  furpriied  twemy-Sx 

of  the  guard,  threw  the  guns  into  the  fei,  bsnu  the  jtiard-honliiy 
brought  off  tbe  ammunition,  and  fent  his  boats  op  ta  bripig  away  die 
vcflel,  bat  Jhe  had  run  into  s  dry  fliore,  fo  that  ibey  could  only  ddtttiy 
and  bam  bert  hmMver  he  bnu^i  off  four  Onall  bafi:s  and  that/ 
priboen.

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Uav^nnah,-  the  capiul  of  ail  the  Spanifh'  Jettlements  in 
tbr-WtA- India  iflands:  thither  captain  Kervey  was  or- 
der«jj-with  fir  George  Pocock,  who  had  failed  from 
England  with  a  fmall  force,  and  was  to  be  joined  by  fie 
James- Douglafs,  with  neatly  all  the  Ihips  of  the  line  which 
were  in  that  quarter. 

.  The  firft  iervice  on  which  he  was  employed  was  the 
attack  of  the  callle  which  defended  the  river  Coximar: 
this  he  effedled  without  difficulty,  and  thereby  opened  an 
tinmoleftcd  paffagefor  the  earl  of  Albemarle  and  the  army 
to  the  ground  which  it  was  ordered  to  occupyduring  the  tne- 
dilated  Gege.  He  was  afterwards  fent,  together  with  the 
captains  Gooflry  and  finrnet,  in  the  Cambridge  and 
Marlboroirgh,  to  attack  the-  Moro  Caftle  from  the  fea- 
wanl,  and  thereby  create  a  diverfion  in  favour  of  the  land- 
batteiies,  This  fervice  was  performed  with  much  cool- 
ncfs  and  intrepidity,  but  not  without  confiderable  lofs, 
the  Dragon  alone,  though  lefs  damaged  than  the  Cam- 
bridge, paving  had  _fifty-three  men  killed  and  wounded. 
She  had  the  misfortune  almoft  to  touch  the  ground  on  the 
filing  of  the  tide,  but  got  off  Without  damage,  after  ha- 
ving {laved  her  vrater.caiks. 

,  Captaia  Hervey  was  fent  home  by  the  admiral  with  the 
news  of  the  fiirrender,  and  was  alfo  very  highly  recom- 
Diended  on'  account  of  his  gallantry  and  general  good  con- 
tfiiil  during  the  expedition.  On  his  paffage  to  England,  he 
captured  a  large  French  frigate,  laden  with  military  (lores 
for  Newfoundland,  which  iiland  the. enemy  had  a  (hort 
time  before  made  a  defcent  upon.  But  peace  taking 
place  ainioft  immediately  after  his  arrival  in  England,  he 
refigned  his  command,  and  accepted  of  ihar  of  the  Centu- 
rion, of  fifty  guns,  under  his  royal  highnefs  the  duke  of 
Vork,  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  At  the  genera!  eleftion  in 
1761,  he  was  returned  one  of  the  reprefentatjves  for  St. 
Edmoudtbury,  but  vacated  his  feat  in  the  month  of  April 
1763, "On  bejng  appointed  Colonel  of  the  Plymouth  divi- 
Han  of  marines.  In  the  month  of  November  following 
be-was  nominated  one  of  the  grooms  of  his  majefty's' 
bed-chamber,  aiid  was  foon  after  remrned  10  parliarhenl  as 
member  for  the  borough  cf  Saltafli.  In  1 767  he  rendered 
himfelf  very  popular  in  the  navy,  by  a-  motion  made  by 
him,  in  parliament,  for  an  augmentation  of  one  (hilling 
per  day  in  the  pay  of  lieutenants.  This  highly  com- 
mendable 
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fiiendablc  augmentation  and  toearure  he  promoted  and- 
purAied,  with  unabated  perfeverance,  till  fuccefs  at  )aft 
crowned  his  very  laiidabie  endeavours,  endeavours  certainly 
Writing  the  higheft  praife,  as  their  objedt  was  the  relief 
of  a  brave  and  oppreHed  body  of  officers,  many  of  whom, 
on  account  of  the  very  fcanty  pittance  allowed  them,  fuf- 
fered  every  extremity  of  want,  and  dillrefs. 

'  At  the  general  ele^ion  in  1768,  he  was  again  returned 
for  the  fame  place  he  before  reprefentcd,  St.  Edmundf- 
bary-j  and  on  the  26th  of  January,  1771,  was  appointed 
one  of  the  cemmiffioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord 
high  admtra).  This  ftation,  together  with  the  office  of 
groom  of  the  bed-chamber,  and  his  command  in  the 
marines,  he  retained,  tilt.byihc  death  of  George- William, 
the  fecond  earl  of  Briftol,  he  fucceeded  to  the  peerage, 
on  the  i8th  of  March,  T775".  He  immediately  refigned 
ail  his  appointments,  and  was,  on  the  ^tfl  of  the  Lmo 
month,  protnoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue:  on  the 
28th  of  April,  1777,  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  rear 
of  the  white;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  (he  a3d  of  January, 

1 778,  to  be  rear  of  the  red  ;  and  on  the  19th  of  March, 

1779,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  did  not  long 
furvive  this  his  laft  advancement,  dying  at  his  hoiife,  in 
St.  James's-fquare,  on  the  23d  of  December,  1779,  in 
the  fifiy-fixth  year  of  his  age. 

From  the  time  of  his  exaltation  to  the  peerage  he  was 
very  ailiduous,  and  conftant  In  his  aitendance  at  the  houfc 
of  lords,  more  particularly  when  any  qiicftion  relative  td 
the  navy  was  to  be  agitated.  He  is  faid  to  have  beerx 
extremely  ambitious  of  holding  the  office  of  firft  commifi 
fioner  of  the  admiralty,  atid  in  no  fmall  degree  difappointe^ 
at  not  being  able  to  obtain  it.  He  became,  whether  or  no  in 
confequence  of  tlyat  difappointment  we  cannot  pretend  to 
fay,  one  of  the  molt  violent  partizans  of  oppofition,  and. 
enemies  of  the  earl  of  Sandwich,  who  at  that  time  held" 
the  office,  purfuing  him  with  an  acrimony  that  rendered' 
highly  fufpicious  the  motives  of  the  attack  t.  The 
fpeecK

How  far 
Jt  may  in  fome  few  refpefls  be  exaggerated,  thofe  who  were 
then  immediately  connected  with  the  naval  adtniniftratJon 
of  England  can  onlyanfwer. 

On  the  4th  of  Auguft,  1 7+4,  being  then  fcarcely  twenty 
years  old,  aiul  a  lieutenant  only  in  the  navy,  he  was  pri* 
vately  married  to  Mifs  Chudkigh,  at  that  lime  one  of  the 
maids  of  honour  to  her  royal  highnefs  the  princefs  of 
Wales.  They  afterwards  lived  together  privately  in 
London  for  a  Ihort  time,  till  his  lordfliip  was  ordered  oq 
fervice  to  the  Mediterranean ;  when  he  returned,  after  aa 
abfcnce  of  nearly  a  year  and  an  half,  their  intercourfe  was 
again  renewed ;  but  a-  mifunderflanding  prefently  fucceed- 
ing,  a  mutual  indifference  arofe,  which  ended  in  a  fcpara- 
tion,  and,  finally,  an  ecckfiaflical  divorce.  The  lady,  under 
the  idea  of  this  fentence  having  totally,  and  in  a  legal 
fenfe,  annulled  the  marriage,  efpoufed  his  grace  the  duke  of 
Kingfton.  The  event  is  too  recent  to  be  forgotten,  or  to 
icquire  any  farther  account.  His  lordfhip,  however,  en- 
tered  into  no  other  matrimonial  contraft  i  and  the  child, 
vhich  was  the  ilTue  o{  the  Tnarriage,  having  died  when  an 
infant,  the  title  defcended,  on  h[s  lordfhip's  deceafe,  (a 
his  brother,  the  right  reverend  Frederic,  >  lord  biHiop  of 
Dcrry,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland.

■  He  ii  fiid  to  have  been,  when  ■  boy,  bound  apprentice  to  thfi 
fnafler  of  a  Scotch  coaOer,  and,  before  he  bad  ferved  hie  lime  out  tbe 
veBUwat  bonded  by  a  king'ioSccr  then  on  the  i mp re fi  fervice,  who, 
u  uAt»\,  took  out  every  pcrfbn,  except  the  mafler  and  liii  appienlice.' 
Among  lb*lc  who  were  ciken,  wei  the  mace  of  tbe  veflel,  who^  it- 
.  £de«  the  aver&on  witidb  every  man  lutiirally  bit,  to  beini  forced  uint 
a  («avke,  which  perha^a  be  hat  b«en,  very  unvprrantabry,  taught  I< 
diOikc,  (ot  tei.b»»  tonlly  defiimte  of  irnu  and  fJDuadaiisn,  happincd 
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command  of  Mr.  Anfon.  Hence  arofe  that  intiiDacy  and 
frier.dlhip  between  Mr.  Kcppel  and  himfelf,  which  con- 
tinued uninterruptedly  through-^eir  whole  lives.  Not 
long  afer  his  return  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  and  from  thence  to  be  commander  of  a  floop 
of  war;  from  which  flation  he  was  advanced,  on  the  23CI 
of  November,  17471  to  be  captain  of  the  Bellona,  as  fuc^ 
celTor  to  captain-  Barrineion.  He  continued  in  the  fame 
fliip  during  the  war,  and,  in  the  month  of  Febniary,  j  74,7- 
8,  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  large  French  prtv^ 
teer,  canyjng  twenty-two  guns  and  one  hundred  and  fixty 
men,  called  the  Grand  Biche.  In  the  month  of  July 
1749,  he  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  court-martial, 
held  on  board  the  Invincible,  for  the  trial  of  the  piratical 
mutineers  on  board  the  CheOerfield  ;  and  was  about  the 
fame  time  made  daptain  of  the  Mermaid  frigate.  Ko 
mention  is  again  made  of  him  till  the  end  of  the  year 
*75S>  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Prince,  a  fecond  rate^ 
of  ninety  guns,  as  fucccTor  to  captain,  afterwards  fi7  Ch. 
Saunders.  In  17571  and  a  part  of  the  cnfuing  year,  he 
commanded  the  Effex,  a  third  rate,  on  the  home 
ftation  ;  but  docs  not  appear  to  have  been  concerned 
in  any  of  the  material  events  of  naval  war  which  took 
place  previous  to  the  year  1759;  at  which  time  he 
feived  under  (ir  Edward  Hawke,  as  his  captain,  on  board 
the  Royal  George.  He  confequently  bore  a  very  confpi- 
ciious  part  in  the  total  defeat  of  the  marquis  de  Conflans 
in  the  month  of  November,  and  was  difpatched  to  Eng- 
land, by  the  admiral,  to  bear  home  triumphantly  the  inicl- 
llgence  of  that  glorious  fuccefs,  which  his  own  moft  fpi- 
riled  exertions  added  to  thofe  of  others,  had  fo  gallantly 
acquired  •.

*'  Captain  Campbell  was  never  but  of  employment  in  the  lime  t( 
war,  except  far  a  ihort  time  after  the  aifair  oi  admiral  Keppel  and 
lirHu^h  Pal  lifer,  to  (be  former  of  whom,  though  then  a  rear-admiral, 
be  a£led  ai  firll captain  in  the  engagement  of  the  ajlh  of ^uly,  1 778,  and, 
perhaps,  in  fafl,  direQed  every  operation,  A  moft  intimate  friendfbip 
had  alwayt  fubfifled  between  Mr.  Keppel  and  Mr.  Campbell,  from  tba 
time  they  failrd  loj^cihcr  under  lord  Anfon,  and  iherefoie  !i  it  not 
furpriaing  that  the  liiicr  took  To  decided  *  part  as  he  did  in  the  feqnel 
CO  the  bufinefi  of  that  day.

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letirement  from  the  feivice,  a  feclufion  which  continued 
till  the  complete  change  of  adminillration  in  (he  month  of 
March  1782.  In  the  interim,  however,  he  partook,  ac- 
cording to  his  fenioriiy,  of  the  difiirent  promotions 
made  in  the  Vid.  of  flag-ofHcers,  having  been,  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1779,  promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the 
blue,  as  he  alfo  was  of  the  white,  on  the  36th  of  September, 
1780.  In  the  month  of  April,  1782,  he  was  appointed 
governor  of  the  ifland  of  Newfoundland,  and  commander- 
in-chief  on  that  flaiion:  having  accordingly  hoiited  his 
flag  on  board  the  Portland,  of  fifty  guns,  he  failed  on  the 
17th  of  June,  and  pa  fled  through  the  ufual  ptriiid  of 
abfence  there  in  the  fame  uninterrupted  tranquillity  wliich 
fcarcely  fails  to  attend  that  particular  command,  even  in 

He  returned  thither  after  the  peace  in  the  three  cnfuing 
years,  having,  however,  removed  into  the  Salill'ury,  % 
(hip  of  the  fame  force  with  the  Romney.  On  the  2+th 
of  Septeniber,  17S7,  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of 
the  red;  but  never,  after  the  government  of  Newfound- 
land, accepted  of  any  appointment  whatever.  He  died  at 
his  houfe  in  Charles-Areet,  Berktey-fquare,  on  the  i6th  of 
December,  1790*. 

CLARKE,  Edward, — was,  on  the  nth  of  September, 
1747,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  ihe  Milford  frigate. 
He  did  not  long  continue  in  this  velTel,  but  was  promoted 
to  the  Strafford,  of  fifty  guns;  in  which  (hip  we  ftnd  him, 
in  Ihe  month  of  January,  en  fuing,  one  of  the  captains 
tinder  the  orders  of  commodore  Digby  Dent,  at  Jamaica. 
Mr.  Knowles  arriving  on  that  ftarion  on  the  28th,  took 
upon  himfelf  the  chief  command;  and  very  foon  after^. 
wards,  having  conceived  fome  auachment  to  Mr.  Clarke,. 
appointed    him    to    the    Canterbury,     of     lixiy-guns,

(hip.  He  ferved  there  during  the  continuance  of  th<t 
war,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter,  with  the  Spaniih 
fquadron,  under  vice-admiral  Rcggio,  on  the  ift  of  Oftti- 
ber  following. 

The  cotidud  of  captain  Clarke  on  tl^is  occafion  was 
very  highly  approved  of  by  the  admiral,  who  reports  him, 
together  with  captain  Brodie,  of  the  Strafford,  to  have  at- 
tacked admiral  Reggio  himfelf,  in  the  Africa,  with 
fuch  fpirit  as  to  have  completely  difabted  that  Ihip,  which 
in  two  days  after  the  a£tion,  being  totally  difmafted, 
was  fet  on  fire  by  the  Spaniards  themfelves,  to  prevent 
her  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Englilh.  The 
court's-martia!,  and  private  difputes  which  grew  out  of  this 
event  may  be  ftill  remembered.  Violent  altercations, 
produced  by  difference  of  opinion,  took  place  while  the 
court  ilfelf  was  littingi  and,  as  ws  believe,  almod  within 
its  hearing.  Private  bickerings  fwelled  into  the  moft 
furious  animofitics;  and  the  lives  of  half  the  difputants 
wer«,  at  one  tjme,  fcarcely  deemed  a  fufficient  atonement 
to  the  remaining  moiety  for  the  folly  and  impropriety,  of 
having  thought  differently  from  each  other. 

A  very  ferious  difputc  took  place  between  the  captains 
Innes  and  Cbrke,  and  was  at  laf^  fatally  terminated,  at 
wchave  already  (hewn*,  by  the  fall  of  the  former,  in  a 
duel,  on  the  i2th  of  March,  1750.  This  evpnt  was  pro- 
(Iu£live  of  a  verdifl  of  wilful  murder,  found  by  the  coro- 
ner's jury,  againft  captain  Clarke,  and  was  afterwards 
followed  by  a  fimilar  decifion  on  the  trial,  which  took  place 
at  the  Old  Bailey  at  the  end  of  April.  A  variety  of  cir- 
cumftances,  however,  were  fo  effeflually  urged  in  his 
favour,  as  to  induce  his  majefty  to  grant  him  his  royal 
pardon  on  the  25th  of  May  following :  he  was  in  coofe- 
queiKe  immediately  enlarged,  rear-admiral  Knowles  be- 
coming his  fecurity  that  he  ihouJd  plead  it  according  to  the 
ufual  form.  In  1757  he  was  appointed  cqptain  of  the 
Prince,  a  fccond  rate  of  ninety  guns,  as  captain  to  admiral  ■ 
Ofborne,  then  on  the  Mediterranean  ftaiion :  fubfe- 
quent,  however,  to  this,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  ' 
Jhavc  held  any  command.  In  1778  he  was  put  on  the

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admiral ;  but  did  not  long  furvive  this  advancement,  dying 
either  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuingycar,  or  that  imntedi* 
■tely  fuccceding. 

CUST,  Wiliiam, — was,  in  the  year  1745,  lieutenant 
of  the  Royal  George :  from  thence,  in  the  month  of  Ja- 
nuary 1746,  he  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the 
Otter  floop  of  war..  He  continued  in  this  veffel  till  the 
month  of  July  17471  and  is  then  meniloned  as  thecaptor 
of  a  privateer  belonging  to  St.  Maloe's,  called  the  Vigt- 
lante>  carrying  eighteen  carriage  and  fwivel  guns,  which 
he  carried  into  Piymouih.  On  the  i8ih  of  the  fame 
month  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Bodon  fri- 
gatCf  and  foon  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
vhere  he  folicited  rear-admiral  Knowles  for  his  permif- 
fion  to  accompany  him'  on  his  expedition  againft  Port 
Louis  in  themonth  of  March.  He  accordingly  embarke<J 
on  board  the  Elizabeth,  of  (Ijity-four  guns,  with  captain 
Xaylor,  and  unfortunately  fell  in  the  aflault  of  the  fortrefs 
juH  mentioned  on  the  13th  of  March,  1747-8. 

DARBY,  George,— "We  have  no  particulars  relativeta 
this  gentleman  previous  to  his  promotion,  on  the  r2th  of 
September,  17+7,  to  be  captain  of  the  Warwick.  In  this 
fhip  he  did  not  long  continue,  as  we  find  him,  in  ths 
month  of  December  enfuing,  captain  of  the  Aldborough, 
a  twenty-gun  (hip,on  ihcN  .American  ftation ;  from  whence 
he,  in  the  month  of  January,  accompanied  commodore 
Knowles  to  Jamaica.  His  rubfeqcient  commands  were 
for  many  years  fo  little  confpicuous  or  noticed,  that  wc 
have  no  account  of  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Norwich,  of  fifty  guns,  on  the  Weft  India 
fiation.  In  1761  he  was  captain  of  the  DevonJhirc,  of 
fixty-fix  guns,  one  of  the  North  American  fquadron, 
and  having  joined  rear-admiral  Rodney  previous  to 
his  attack  on  the  ifland  of  Martinico,  was  difpatched  to 
England,  with  ihe  important  news  of  the  capture  of  the 
citadel  of  Fort  Royal  and  its  dependencies.  We  have  no 
account  of  his  ever  holding  any  other  command  as  a  private 
captain.  On  the  33d  of  January,  1778,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  rear-admiral  of^the  while,  as  he  was  moreover,  on  the 
iQth  of  March,  1779,  lo  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the 
blue,  and  fcrved,  during  the  enfuing  fummcr,  as  fecond  in  . 
command  of  the  main  or  Channel  fleet,  under  the  orders 
pf  admiral  fir  Charles  Hardy.  Very  few  intcrefting  oc. 
C  4  currcnces 
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currences  took  place  during  that  period,  or  in  the  enrujng 
fuminer,  when  he  ferved  on  (he  fame  rtation,  as  third  in 
command  under  admiral  Geary  and  Mr.  Barritigion.  When 
Jhofcgentlemenftruck  their  flags  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
Auguit,  the  command  devolved  on  Mr.  Darby,  lo  whom 
it  was  afterwards  continued  till  the  change  of  miniftry 
took  place,  in  the  month  of  March  1782.  On  the  6th  of, 
September,  1780,  immediaiely  after  he  fucceeded  to  the 
pbove  important  flaiion,  he  was  named_  one  of  the  com- 
miflioners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral; 
and,  on  the  26th  of  tlie  fame  month,  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  white.  At  the  general  elec- 
tion which  took  place  at  the  fame  time,  he  was  chofeo 
lepre Tentative  fur  the  borough  of  Plymouth. 

No  occurrence,  beyond  that  uf  occafionally  cruifing  in 
the  Channel,  took  place  during  the  remainder  of  the  year; 
but  great  preparations  having  been  made  in  the  winter  to 
equip  a  formidable  fleet  and  convoy  for  the  relief  of  Gi- 
braltar, it  failed  from  Porlfmouth,  imder  the  orders  of 
Mr-  Darby>  on  the  13th  of  March,  Its  force  was  equal 
to  the  magnitude  of  the  objeft  it  was  fen^  to  execute, 
amounting  to  two  (hips  of  one  hundred  guns  each,  feven 
,  of  ninety,  one  of  eighty,  eleven  of  feventy-four,  feven  of 
fixty-four,  and  one  of  fixty,  eight  large  frigates,  and  a 
proportionate  number  of  fmaller  veflels,  with  a  nume- 
rous fleet  ot  tranfporis  and  florefhips.  He  arrived 
off  Gibraltar  on  the  ;3th  of  April  without  the  fmalleft  in- 
terriiptlon  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  notwithRanding  they 
had  at  that  very  time  a  fleet  ready  for  Tea  in  Cadiz  conli- 
derably  fuperior  in  force,  amftunting  to  thirty-lhrec  fhips 
of  the  line*  All  the  ftores  and  reinforceinerils  were  put 
on  (hore  by  the  20th,  and  the  fiett  failed  on  that  day  for 
England,  having  fuftaiiied  no  farther  damage  during  the 
■whole  of  fo  dangerous  an  expedition,  than  the  lofs  of  a 
mizen-mafl  in  the  Nonfuth,  and  a  few  men  wounded  m 
fome  of  ihg  frigates  by  the  defultory  attacks  of  the  Spanilh 
gun  boats. 

Mr.  Darby,  with  the  greater  part  of  his  fleet,  arrived  in 
the  Channel  on  the  19th  of  May,  having  left  a  detach- 
ment tinder  Mr.  Digby,  confiding  of  ten  fail  of  the  line 
?nd  two  frigates,  to  cruife  for  a  iburt  time  to  the  Weft- 
1^^^.     f^otnirig  very  material  happened  during  the  re- 

'      ■  ("aititJe;: 
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mainder  of  the  year,  except  that  a  jun^ion  having  taken 
place  between  the  French  and  Spanilh  fleets  from  Brell 
and  Cadiz,  a  circumftance  which  rendered  them  far  fupe- 
rior  to  the  Englilh,  Mr.  Darby,  who  had  received  intel- 
ligence of  their  being  off  Sciliy,  repaired  to  Torbay,  where 
he  made  every  prudent  difpofitloij  to  give  the  enemy  a 
warm  reception,  provided  they  had  thought  proper  to  pro- 
ceed up  the  Channel  and  attack  him.  They  hadi  h6^- 
ever,  no  fuch  intention;  but  after  having  enjoyed  a 
ufelefs  parade  for  a  few  days,  returned  back  to  their  own 
pons,  and  the  remainder  of  the  year  paiTed  on  quietly 
without  any  encounter  whatever. 

On  the  much-lamented  death  of  the  late  lord  Hawke, 
fir  George,  afterwards  lord  Rodney,  fucceedcd  him  in  the 
honorary  appointment  of  vice-admiral  of  Great  Britain, 
atid  Mr.  Darby  was  nominated  fucceflbr  to  the  latter  io 
the  office  of  rear-admiral:  aboiit  the  fame  lime  he  was 
alfo  elci^ed  one  of  the  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity-houfc. 
Mr.  Darby  never  went  to  fea  after  this  lime,  having,  as 
we  have  already  flated,  refigned  his  command,  when  the 
great  political  convulfion  took  pli^e,  ip  the  month  of 
March  1782.  On  the  24ih  of  September,  1787,  he  was 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red  fquaclron,  which 
was  the  highed  rank  he  lived  to  attain,  dying  on  the  26th 
of  November,  1790,  He  married,  in  1768,  the  daughter 
of  fir  William  St.  Quintin,  of  Scamplton,  in  the  county  of 
York,  bart._  by  whom  he  had  two  foHP.  He  married 
fecondly,  in  1776,  Mrs.  Bridges,  relift  of  Thomas 
Bridges,  efq.  He  furvived  this  lady  onlv  fouiteen  days; 
and  ner  deceafe  is  iaid  in  fome  degree  to  have  accelerated 
his  own. 

EVERITT,  Michael,— is  not  noticed  till  his  appoint- 
ment, on  the  I3ih  of  December,  1747,  to  be  captain  of 
the  Amazon  frigate.  No  other  mention  is  made  <»f  him 
till  the  year  1755;  he  then  commanded  the  Buckingham, 
of  fixty-eight  guns,  one  of  the  Ihips  put  into  commilHon 
at  Chatham,  in  confequence  of  the  apprehfuded  rupture 
with  France.  This  (hip  appears  to  have  been  employed 
on  the  home  flation  d  .riogthe  remainder  of  ihc  year.  Iq^ 
the  month  of  April  1756,  he  proceeded  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean in  the  ftaiion  of  captain  to  rear-admiral  Weft, 
whg  b^  hoifled  his,  Hag  od  board  the  Buckingham,  as 
fecond 
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fecond  in  command  of  the  fquadrom  under  Mr.  Bytrg* 
The  event  of  that  expedition  wc  have  already  had  tor* 
much  occafion  to  enlarge  upon:  it  is  ncedlefs  to  fay 
farther  than,  that  neither  captain  Evcritt,  nor  his  princi- 
pal, who  were  fortunately  admitted  to  have  behaved  with 
great  gallantry,  were  unhappy  enough  to  be  involved  in 
thantorrent  of  popular  periecution  which,  perhaps,  the 
fafety  of  fome  individuals,  connefled  with  the  then  reign- 
ing admin iftration,  rendered  neceflary  for  them  to  raife. 
He  quitted  the  Buckingham  on  her  return  to  England  at 
the  conclufion  of  the  year,  and  was  foon  afterwards  ap- 
pointed to  the  Union,  of  ninety  guns.  We  are  unac- 
quainted with  any  fubfequent  commiflion  held  by  him  till 
the  year  1 761,  when  he  was  captain  of  the  Stirling  Caflle, 
on  tW  Weft  India  Itation.  He  quilled  that  fliip,  however, 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  not  having  commanded 
her  when  prefent,  in  1762,  at  the  fiege  of  the  Havannah  ; 
nor  do  we  find  him  again  employed  till  the  year  1767, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bellona,  of  fevenly-four 
guns,  one  of  the  guardfliips  ftationed  at  Portfmouth.  We 
telieve  he  held  this  port  during  the  ufually  limited  period 
of  three  j'cars,  but  after  its  expiration  have  no  rcafon  to 
believe  him  to  have  again  entered  into  aflive  fervice.  Ho 
died  on  the  ijth  of  September,  1776. 

GAMBIER,  James, — was,  in  1743,  appointed  lieute- 
nant of  the  Buckingham,  of  feventy  guns,  by  admiral 
Mathewa,  that  fliip  being  one  of  the  fleet  then  under  his 
command  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation.     On  the  5th  of 
December,  1747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Flamborough  frigate.     We  do  not  meet  with  any  faiihcr 
information  relative  to  this  gentleman  till  the  year  1755, 
when  he  commanded  the  Severn,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the 
fliips  on  the  Jamaica  ftaiion,  from  whence  he  returned  in 
the  month  of  Jure   1756.     He  was  not  long  afterwards 
promoted  to  the  Namure,  a  fecond  rate,  but  was  fuper- 
'""ded  very  foon  after  he  had  taken  polTeflion  of  his  com- 
and,  being  one  of  the  captains  ordered,  in  the  month 
September,  to  embark  for  the  Mediterranean,  on  board 
e  Ambufcade  frigate,   to   fupply   the  place  of  ihofc 
icers  who  were  to  rerurn  to  England  as  evidences  on  the 
preaching  trial  of  admiral  Byng.    During  the  enfulng 
year 
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year*  DO  mention  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervicc;  but  in 
1758  we  find  him  captain  of  the  Burford,  a  feventy-gun 
ihip,  one  of  thofe  ordered,  in  the  month  of  February,  to 
Louilburg  with  Mr.  Bofcawen.  After  the  fuccefsful  con- 
clufion  ofthat  eifpcdiiion  he  returned  to  England,  and  was 
«  the  clofe  of  the  fame  year  fent  to  the.Weft  Indies  with 
commodore  Hughes;  he  was  confequeaiily  prefent  at  the 
attacks,  which  took  placeinfucceilionimme^ately  after  the 
fauadron'sarrival  in  the  Weft  Indic8,ofFtheiflandsof  Marti* 
'  nico  and  Guadaloupe.  After  the  redudlion  of  the  latter 
iHand  he  returned  toEngland,  andjoinedthehomc  or  Chan- 
nel fleet,  then  commanded  by  fir  Ed,  Hawke,  under  whofe 
prdcrs  he  continued  to  fcrve,  not  only  at  the  memorable 
epoch  of  Mr.  Con  flans 'defeat,  but  for  a  confiderablc  time 
afterwards  when  that  admiral  was  employed  in  watchingihe 
ihattcrcdremainderwhich  had  efcaped  up  the  river  Viliaine. 
Capt.  Gambier  continued  in  the  Burford  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  war,  but  is  not  otherwife  particularly  menti- 
oned. At  the  end  of  the  year  1767  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Yarmouth,  of  64  guns,  one  of  the  guardlhips  Rationed  at 
Chatham.  He  fcarcely,  however,  retained  this  ftation  dur- 
ing the  u fual I y  allotted  time,  but,  in  1770,  was  appointed 
commodore  on  the  North  American  ftation,  whither, having 
hoifted  his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  ijalifliury,  of  fifty 
guns,  he  failed  from  Plymouth,  on  the  5th  of  Auguft, 
accompanied  by  two  frigates.  Nothing  material  hap- 
peited  while  he  continued  to  hold  this  command.  In  the 
month  of  July  1773,  he  wasmadecomptroilcr  of  the  vii3u» 
ailing  accoiuits,  but  held  this  office  only  one  month,  being 
promoted,  in  Auguft,  to  be  commiHioner  of  the  navy, 
refident  at  Porlfmouth.  Here  he  continued  till  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  blue.  He  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered  to 
Nev^  York  as  fccond  in  command,  or  rather  as  port-ad- 
miral there,  under  lord  Howe.  He  continued  there 
during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  being  left  by  hislordftiip 
to  regulate  the  bufinefs  of  the  port,  during  his  abfence. 
when  he  failed,  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  to  fcek  the  fleet

York  as  commander-in-chief.     We  do  not  know  hitn  to 
have  held  any  other  command  during  the  remainder   of 
the  war,  _but  find  him,  in  17S3,  appointed  commander- 
in-chief  on   tlie  Jamaica   (talion,  whither  he  proceeded 
in  the  month  of  November,  having  his  flag  on  board 
the  Kuropa,  of  fifty  guns.     He  did  not  continue  there 
to  long  as  is  generally  the  cafe  in  fuch  appcinlments^  and, 
after  he  returned  to  England,  accepted  of  no  fubfequent 
ccHnmand.     On  March  16,  1779,  he  was  advanced,  whei? 
abfent,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red  ^  as  he  was  ^er  his 
return,  on  September  26,  1780,  to  be  vice-adpiral  of  the 
blue.     On  the  24th  of  ^ptember,  1787,  he  was  farther 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  red,  and  died  at  Balh, 
■without  having  experienced  any  other  promotion,   on 
the  Sth  of  January,    1789.     He  was  at  the  time  of  hhs 
■leath  in  his  66th  year.     About  a  year  before  his  dcceafc 
lie  married  a  fecond  wife,  of  ihe  name  of  Newcombe. 
By  his  firft  he  left  four  children,  two  fons  and  two  daugh- 
ters.    The  eideft  of  the  former,  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy* 
rfied  at  Teflon,  in  Kent,  on  the  Uth  of  Oaober  following. 
It  is  obferved  in  one  of  the  periodical  pubtications  of  the 
time  (the  Gent.  Mag.)  that  he  was  a  man  of  poIiOicd 
manners,  generous,  but  expenlive,  otherwife  he  might 
fiave  died  rich,  as  he  had  more  than  once  comtnands  in' 
which  he  might  have  made  a  fortune.     His  Gfter  is  mar- 
ried to  the  prefent  fir  C,Middleton,bart,of  iivhom  hereafter. 
GWYN,  Richard, — was,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1747,  commander  of  the  Falcon  floop,  which  vcflel  was 
attached  10  the  fleet  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Anfon, 
which  attacked  and  totally  defeated  the  French  fqiiadron 
commanded  by  monf.  de  la  Jonquiere.     Captain  Gwyn 
■was  ordered  by  the  admiral  to  purfue  the  convoy  during 
i  aiflion,  and  to  make  proper  fignals  for  the  guidance  (^ 
ch  (hips  as  might  be  aflerwaids  difpatchcdto  follow  the 
gitivcs.     He  was  fo  fuccefsful  as  to  capture  the  Dart- 
outh,a  very  valuable  Eaft  Indiaftiip  taken  from  the  Engliih 
me  time  before,  and  when  retaken  fully  laden  with  (tares 
r  the  French  Eall  India  fettlemenis.     He  rejoined  the 
:e-admiral  with  his  prize  on  the  enfuing  day  ;  and,  as  a 
ry  proper  reward  foe  his  diligence  and  adivity,  was 
pro- 
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promoted,  on  the  27th  of  ihc  fame  month,  »  be  captain 
»f  the  Ambufcade,  a  frigate  carrying  forty  guns. 

We  hear  nothing  of  him  during'the  cnfuing  peace,  biit 
on  the  piofpe£l  of  a  rupture  with  France,  in  1756,  he 
was  again  appointed  10  the  Amhtifcaikj  and,  alter  the 
commencement  of  hoftilities,  was,  for  3  (hort  time,  em- 
ployed as  a  cruifer.  In  this  fervice  he  had  the  good  for- 
tune, about  the  latter  end  of  Auguft,  in  company  with 
captain  DuSF,  of  the  Rochefter,  to  capture  five  large  Dutch 
Ibips,  part  of  a  numerous  convoy  taden  with  contrabantf 
naval  and  military  (tores  for  the  French  pnrts.  Imme- 
diately on  liis  arrival  in  port  he  was  ordered  to  ihe  Medi- 
terranean, with  the  feveral  captains  who  were  Tent  thither 
from  England  to  take  the  command  of  ihofe  (hips  whofe 
■former  commanders  were  ordered  home,  as  evidences  on 
the  approaching  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  We  know  nothing 
further  concerning  him  till  the  year  1759,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Rainbow,  of  forty-four  guns;  in  which 
ihip  we  find  him,  not  long  afterwards,  employed  on  the 
Mediterranean  (Nation.  We  believe  him  to  have  conti- 
nued in  the  Rainbow  nearly  till  the  conclulion  of  the 
war  ■,  before  which  period,  however,  he  returned  to  Eng- 
land. We  have  not  been  able  to  collect  any  other  parti- 
ciilan  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  in  England {in 
Ihe  roth  of  December,  1766. 

HAMILTON,.James.— The  name  of  this  gentleman 
is  omitted  in  nearly  all  the  lifts  of  naval  officers,  moft  pro- 
bably in  confequence  of  the  very  (hort  time  he  livetl  to 
retain  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  navy.  He  was  appointed 
captain  of  the  Dartmouth,  a  fi fly  gun  (hip,  on  the  iStli 
of  July,  i747i  and  being  quickly  afterwards  ordered  oiu 
on  a  cruize,  fell  in  with,  not  far  from  Cape  St.  Vincent's, 
a  very  large  Spanilh  fhip  of  war,  called  the  Gloriofo, 
carrying  fcveniy-four  guns.  This  fhip  had  been  before 
unfuccefsliilly  engaged  by  the  Warwick  and  Lark*;  fe- 
condly,  by  the  Oxford,  of  bftyguns  alonet;  and,  jiift  be- 
fore the  Dartmouth  came  up,  by  the  King  George,  Princa 
Frederic,  Duke,  and  Princefs  Amelia,  better  known  by 
ihe  naine  of  the  Royal  Family  Privateers,  commanded  by 
Mr,  Walker,      The  action  took  place  on  the  8th   of

blew  up  and  all  on  board  perlfhed,  feventeen  excepted, 
kmong  whom  was  Mr.  Obrien,  one  of  her  lieutenants  *.

He  engaged  (be  enemy  in  a  running  figbl,  very  warmly,  for  ibouc  aa 
hour  aniTbdf  with  hi)  bow  chace,  which  the  Spaniard  as  brifkly  re- 
turned from  hia  flem,  and  had  come  almoft  to  a  clofe  engagement, 
nhen  the  Prince  Frederic  had  brought  her  bow-cbacc  lo  bear, 
and  bad  alfo  begun  to  engage.

They  took  up  feventeen  of  ilicm  alive, 
smong  whom  there  wai  no  one  of  any  rank,  except  Mr.  Obrien,  who 
waa  a  young  gentleman  of  Ireland,  and  ihca  an  a£ling  lieutenant.

He  was  a  young  gentleman  of  great  cafe  in  behaviour,  and  of  a  happy 
leadincfi  of  wii,  which  talents  he  has  Sncc  improved  to  fining 
the  clteem,  ai  he  before  engaged  the  favour  of  mankind.  Hi*  firn 
falute  lo  Mr.  Dottin  was,  "  Sir,  you  mull  excufe  iRc  unfitnefs  of  mr 
drefi  to  come  aboard  a  Orange  fhip,  but  really  I  left  my  own  in  fuch 
a  fauiry  that  I  bad  no  time  to  flay  for  a  change."  Thia  cafy  turn  of 
thought  amidll  the  tnclancholy  Icenc,  lightened  tbe  eon (i deration  of 
the  prefent  diflrefs,  and  made  true  ihe  refleflion,  ihat  good  humour 
js'half  way  to  philofophy.  Of  all  the  perfons  faved,.  Mr.  Obrien' 
waa  the  only  one  who  couldgive  any  account  of  tbe  affair,  which  wai 
ibii,  "  Being  Tent  on  a  meOage  from  capiain  Hamikon,  to  the  offictr 
who  commanded  below,  ai  he  wat  down  belween  dccki  he  wai  met 
by  the  gunner  who  attended  the  magazine,  flaring  wild,  and  trembling. 
KeatkedMr,  Obrien  where  ihe  captain.was.  ■'  Wh^re  Ihould  he. 
he  but  upon  deck,"  fayi  Mr.  Obrien.  "  O,  firl  the  magazine  !" 
At  which  word  the  explolioD  happened,'  lad  he  knew  ho  ntore  till  l|c 
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tlILL,Chri(lopher, — was,  on  the  5th  of  December^ 
fj4.j,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Biidgewaier.  Ko 
orber  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the  year  1751,  when  he 
'Was  appcMnted  to  the  Lyme,  of  twenty  guns.  He  after- 
wards comnHnded  the  Uover,  ■  fifth  rate,  but  in  v/hM 
particular  year  we  have  not  been  able  to  afcertain. '  la 
1757  he  married  a  lady  of  the  nacpe  of  Ea(l.  His  fubfo- 
tjuent  commands  were  extremely  undiftinguithable,  for  we 
have  no  account  of  his  having  held  any  commiflion  after 
the  Dover.  He  wai,  hovKver,  a  man  much  edecmcd  for 
probity  and  proprte^  of  condud,  infoinuch  that  he  wjn, 
10  his  proper  turn  of  fenioilty,  promoted,  on  the  23d  of 
Jaauary,  177!^,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue.  This  ad- 
vancement fie  unhappily  did  not  long  furvivc,  being  Icilled 
by  a  fall  from  his  tiorfc,  when  on  his  road  from  London 
(o  Croydon,  on  the  4th  of  July  following. 

HOLMES,  William,— was,  on  the  5lh  of  April,  1747, 
promoted,  in  the  Eall  Indies,  to  be  captain  of  the  Med- 
■way's  Prize,  a  forty-gun  fliip,  taken  from  the  enemy  not 
long  before.  He  was  unfortunately  killed,  at  the  fiege  of 
Fondicherry,  in  the  month  of  September,  1748. 

HUTCHENSON,  Thomas  Howard,— was,  on  the 
a3d  of  November,  17471  promoteiJ,  from  being  com- 
niander  of  a  Hoop  of  war,  to  be  captain  of  the  Rofe,  3 
twent/'gun  (hip.  In  1751  he  was  commifTioned  to  tht. 
Torringion,  a  fifth  rate  of  forty  gilns ;  but  Is  not  other- 
wife  noticed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1756,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  command  of  the  Ncwcaltle,  a  fifty-gua 
ftif.  In  1758 'he  wai  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  but 
died  00  his  ralfage  thither  at  the  ifland  of  St.  Helena.

dition againll  Geriah,  the  attaclcs  of  Calciltia,  and 
Chandernagore,  under  vice-admiral  Walfott,  who  fent  him 
,  on  fliore  at  the  latter  place  10  receive  the  fubmiffion  of 
Ihe  enemy,  and  take  pofTeffion  of  the  fort.  Afterwards, 
under  Mr.  Pocock,  he  behaved  with  the  mod  diflinguilhed 
Courage  in  the  feveral  aflioris  with  the  French  Tquadron* 
commanded  by  M.  D'Achfi.  l"he  admlra],  who  be- 
llowed on  him  the  highefl  encOmhims,  fent  hitn  to 
Europe,  in  i7S9t  panenger  on  board  the  Admiral 
"Watton  Eaft  India  lh!pi,'as  the  bearer  of  his  public 
difpalches.  He  accordingly  arrived  in  England  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  after  that  time  we  do  nOt  know  him 
to  have  held  any  cOmmahd.     He  retired  into  Shropfhire^ 

caret);  but  a  fiiip'*  compiny  cannot  be  more  healthy  ihan  wc  are. 
i  have  bad  about  three  feveri  in  ihc  fhip  fxace  I  left  England^

MACKENZIE,  George,— was,  on  the  24th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1747,  promoted  from  the  rank  of  comtnander,  of  a 
floop  of  war,  to  be  captain  of  the  Invernefs  frigate.  No 
other  mention"  is,  far  as  we  can  find,  made  of  him  till 
the  year  1752,  when  he  commanded  the  Fowev,  of  24. 
guns;  nor  have  we  any  fubfequent  account  of  nim,  till 
fomc  time  after  the  re-commencement  of  the  war  with 
France.  At  length,  about  the  year  1757,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Sunderland,  of  fixty  guns;  and  in  1760  was  cap- 
tain 6f  the  Renown,  of  thirty-two  gtms,  on  the  Weft 
India  flation ;  from  this  velTel  he  was,  in  1761,  removed 
into  the  Glafgow,  of  twenty- four  guns,  employed  in  the 
fame  quarter.  He  was  not  long  afterwards  promoted,  by 
the  commander-in-chief  there,  to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty 
guns,  one  of  the  fhips  employed  in  the  enfuing  year,  under 
iir  George  Pocock,  in  the  menjorable  and  ^rtunate  ex- 
pedition agajnft  the  Havailnab  ;  in  the'courfe  of  which  h^  - 
had  the  good  fortune  to  diflinguifh  himfclf  by  the  capture 
of  two  Spanilh  frigates,  the  Venganza,  of  twenty-fix  guns, 
and  the  Marte,  of  eighteen,  which  he  attacked  and  brought 
offontof  Fort  Mariel  harbour.  Wcdonot  meet  with  hitn 
inanycommaiKlimmcdiatclyafterthcconcltilionofthewa'r, 
nor  do  we  know  him  to  have  held  any,  till  the  year  1 766, 
when  he  was  captain  of  the  Cornwall,  a  third  rate,  fta- 
-  tioncd  as  a  guardthip  at  Plymouth  i  and  afterwards,  in  the 
year  1768,  when  he  commanded  the  Arrogant,  of  feventy- 
louT  guns,  a  vefTel  in  the  fame  line  of  feivtce,  iUtioned 
alfo  at  the  fame  place. 

In  the  month  of  Augufl  lyjt^,  he  was  appointed  com- 
modore and  commander-in-chief  of  the  fhips  on  the  Ja- 
maica Ihttion,  as  fnccelTor  to  Mr.  Forreft :  but  during  his

In  ihe  month  of  May  1777*  he  was  promoted  to  be  .rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue,  aS  he  afterwards  was,  in  the  month 
of  January  1778,  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white^  On 
the  i9Eh  of  March,  17791  ^^  was  advanced  to  be  vtce-ad> 
tniral  ofthelduc;  as  he  moreover  was  to  the  fame  fank 
in  the  white  fquadron*  on  the  26th  of  September,  i78o< 
This  we  believe  to  have  been  the  higheft  rank  he  lived  to 
tittaint  as  he  dif;d  in  the  courfe  of  the  following  yeat, 
never  having  taken  upon  him  any  command  as  a  flag 
odicer. 

MARSHALL,  Samuel,— after  having  been  for  many 
year  commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  was,  on  the  17th  of 
July,  i747>  promoted  to  the  command  of  the  Namure,  of 
fevenly-foUT  gunsi  a  (hip  Mt  long  afterwards  ftnt  to  the 
£all  Indies,  iinder  the  orders  of  Mr.  Bofcawen,  who 
hoided  his  flag  on  board  heri  The  leading  operations 
which  took  place  during  this  expeditionhavct  confequently, 
beca  already  detailed,  with  the  melancholy  fate  of  the 
fliip  itfelf,  as  well  as  the  greater  part  of  her  crew  t. 

After  hit  return  from  this  unfortunate  expedition  be 
Vas,  early  in  1753,  appointed  to  thcTygcr,  of  fixtyguns, 
one  of  the  veflels  put  into  commiflion  as  a  guard-fhip  at 
Ponfmouth.  About  the  month  of  Augufl  in  the  enfuing 
year  he  removed  into  the  Nottingham,  a  ftiip  of  the  tame

his  arrival  from  New  York,  in  the  month  of  July.  In 
the  enfi:ing  year  he  was  again  employed  on  the  fame  fer*- 
vice  under  ihc  more  fortunate  aufpices  of  Mr,  Bofcawen  ; 
but  the  only  material  fubfequcnt  relation  we  find  giverj  of 
him  is  in  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Devonfliire,  one 
of  the  fleet  Employed  in  the  expedition  againft  the  Havan- 
uah, 'under  fir  G.  Pocock,  who,  on  the  death  of  captain 
Gooflry,  appointed  tiaptain  MarthaU  his  fuccefTor  in  the 
Cambridge.  We  do  not  know  him  to  have  held  any 
cocnmiflion  after  the  conclufion  of  the  warj  nor  indeed 
have  we  any  other  particulars  concerning  him,  except 
that  he  died  at  Gofport  in  the  month  of  April  1768. 

PARKER,  Sir  Peter.— This  gentleman,  who  is  navf 
living,  is  the  fon  of  rear-admiral  Chriilopher  Parker, 
of  whom  we  have  already  gU'en  a  fhort  account,  vol.  iv, 
p.  49.  He  was  appointed  lieutenant"  of  the  Ruffel,  in 
1743,  by  admiral  Mathews,  who  was  at  that  time  com- 
mander-in  chief  on  the  Mediterranean  ftalion.  In  what 
particular  velTels  he  ferved  during  the  time  he  held  the 
rank  of  commander  we  know. not,  but  find  him,  on 
the  6th  of  May,  1747,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Margate,  which  we  fuppofe  to  have  been  a  frigate;  and 
from  whence  we  believe  him  to  have  been  advanced,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  17+9,  to  the  Lancafter,  a  third 
;^te>  We  have  not  any  particulars  of  his  fubfequent 
commands  till  fomcliltte  time  after  the  rc-commencc- 
nient  of  the  war  with  France,  in  1756.  In  the  following 
year  he  was  captain  of  the  Woolwich,  a  fourth  rate 
of  fifty  guns,  employed  on  the  Weft  India  ftation;  and 
after  his  return  from  thence  we  believe  him  to  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Montague.  He  was  employed  dnrmg 
the  winter  of  the  year  1 758,  and  the  following  fpring,  to 
cruife  in  the  Channel,  a  fervice  in  which  he'  met  with 
fome  fuccefs,  having  captured  feveral  private  fliips  of  war, 
and  other  veilels.  His  next  command  was  that  of  the 
Buckingham;  in  which  ftiip  he  was  employed,  during 
the  greateft  part  of  the  fumtner  of  1761,  under  commo- 
dore Keppel,  in  covering  the  newly  acquired  conquett,  the 
.ifland  of  Belleifle,  and  blocking  up  the  fmall  remains  of 
the  French  naval  force  in  the  diffcient  contiguous  ports. ;

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In  the  month  of  July  he  had  a  britk  encounter  with  a 
number. of  prapKS  belonging  to  the  enemy,  which  having 
been  purpgfely  confirui^ed  for  the  purpofs  of  carrying 
very  heavy  cannon,  were,  from  tnat  circumftance,.  added 
to  their  lying  remarkably  low  in  the  water,  confidered  by 
their  inventors  as  extremely  formidable.  The  (kirmifh, 
however,  of  which  we  are.  now  talking>  u  well  as  other 
unfuccefsful  experiments  of  a  fimilar  nature,  made  of  them 
by  the  enemy,  fuSciently  proved  hvw  ralfaly  they  had

.He  continued  to  comnund  the  Buckingham  till  the 
year  1762,  when  that  Ihip,  being  estretneiy  crazy  and 
Out  of  repair,  wai  ordered  to  be  difmantled,  and  captain 
Parker  was  appointed  to  the  Terrible,  of  feventy-four' 
guns,  3  new  Ihip  jufl  launchld.  This  fhip.was  put  out, 
of  cooimiflion  at  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  2  circum-' 
flance  which  took  place  not  long  afterwards;  and  we  do' 
not  find  any  pofitive  information  of  his  having  held  any, 
fubCequent  command  till  the  year  1772,'  in  wbjc^h  year  h?

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1775,  he  vras  appointed  to  a 
command  on  the  Araericafi  ftarion  with  the  r^nk  of  com- 
modore :  he  accordingly  hoifted  his  bioad  pendant  on 
board  the  Briflol,  of  fifty  guns,  a  fhip  newiy  launched. - 
He  failed  from  Portfmouth  on  thc'  26th  of  December,  but 
meeting  »rith  extreme  bad  weather  and  other  impetilments 
on  his  paflage,  did  not  arrive  at  Cape  Fear  till  the  be- 
^nningofMay.  Here  alfo  a  delay  took  place  which  pre- 
vented; the  fquadcon  from  proceeding  to  Charledown  in. 
South  Carolina,  which  it  was  deftined  to  attack,  till  the 
comrhencemtnt  of  the  tnfuing  month. 

The  Americans  had  long  exerted  their  utniofl  ability 
and  ingenuity  to  piit  this  place  in  a  formidable  llate  ca 
defence:  they  had  expended  a  conHderable  fum  of  mon^ 
in  theereftion  of  fortifications  for  itsfecnrity;  and  thefe,

iQand.  Here  he  had  the  happineu  of  meeting  with  the

'  lots.  He  continued  in  comitiand  at  this  port  while  he 
remained  in  America;  but  having,  on  the  28th  of  April 
following,  been  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  btuct 
was,  ID  the  miHith  of  November,  appointed  to  conamand  oa 
the  Jamaica  ftation,  as  fucceflbr  to  Mr.  Gayton.  ■ 

Here  he  continued  during  the  greater  part  of  the  re. 
munder  of  the  war  •,  and  by  a  flcilful  diftribution  of  hi? 
crulfers,  had  tlie  happinefs  of  conliderably  injuring  thp 
«mtedencmiesofhi6couiitry,averyconfiderabie  number  of 
prizes  being  taken,  as  well  from  the  Spaniards  and  French 
as  from'  the  Americans.  He  returned  to  England  with  a 
convoy  in  Augufi  17(^2,  having  his  fiag  onboard  the  Sand- 
wich. The  fubfequent  appoijitmcnts  of  this  gen  tie  man  have 
been  confined  merely  to  that  of  poft-admiral,  which  he  has 
always  filled  widi  the  higheft  reputation  to  himfelf  and  ad,-

Tied  to  John  Ellis,  cf^.  In  the  month  of  June,  1788, 
he  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  his  brother,  who  died 
pt  his  houfe  in  Brianftone-flreet,  Portman-rfquarc, 
Early  in  the  year  1787,  he  was  chnfen  reprefentative  in 
parliament  for  the  borough  of  Maiden,  but  continued  to 
retain  that  ftation.  no  longer  than  till  the  conclufion  of 
that  feflion.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was 
advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue,  as  he  was,  moreover» 
on  the  I2th  of  April,  1795,10  the  fame  rank  in  the  white 
fquadron.     He  is  now  the  third  flag-officer  on  the  lift. 

RODDAM, Robert.— Thisgentleman.whoisaifpnow  . 
living,  was,  in  the  year  174?,  appointed  one  of  ihc  lieuie- 
>nants  of  the  Monmouth,  at  that  time  commanded  by 
taptain  Charles.  Windham,  He  was  afterwards  pro- 
moted to  be  commander  of  the  Viper  floop,  carrying 
fourteen  gu lis,  with  a  crew  of  jiinety  men  and  boys,  .an3  ■ 
diflinguilned  himfelf  very  highly  off  the  Spaniih  coaft,  near 
.Cape  Ortwgal,  having  at  one  time  taken  and  burnt  32  fail 
of  merchant  velTels,  as  well  as  brought  out  a  privateer  of 
force,  although  defended  by  batteries  on  (hore,  indepen- 
dent of  which,  the  force  of  the  enpmy  afloat  was  five  times 
greater.  th3n  that  of  the  Viper,  On  the  9th  of  July, 
3747,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Greyhound 
frigate  :  after  which  time  we  have  no  information  what- 
ever corceming  him  till  1757,  in  which  year,  being 
then  captain  of  the  Greenwich,  a  fourth  rate,  be  was 
unfortunately  Captured  in  the  Weft  Indies  by  a  French 
fquadron,'  cotriifting  of  five  or  (ix  (hips  of  the  lijie.  Being 
foon  afterwards  exchanged,  and  mofl  honourably  acquit- 
ted of  all  blame  by  the  court-martial  held  for  the  purpofe  - 
bf  enquiring  into  the  ciicumllances  attending  the  capture, 
he  was,  early  in  the  year  1759,  appointed  to  the  Colchefter, 
of  fifty ^ms,  in  which  lie  continued  till  1762,  employed,' 
yrt  btlieve,  entirely  on  the  home  or  Channel  fervice*. 
The  Colchefter  benig  then  ordered  to  be  difmantled,  a^ 
unfit  for  fervice  witliout  thorough  repair,  captain  Rpddani 
0oes  not  appear  to  liavc  accepted  of  any  fubfe^uent  cotm-

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npand  till  1771,  when,  on  occafion  of  what  was  called  th« 
Falkland  Iflaiid  armament,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
X^DOX,  of  feventyrfour  guns,  a  command,  we  believe,  he 
retained  for  two  years.  In  1777  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Cornwall,  of  fcveiity-four  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  put  into 
coramiHion  in  confetjuence  of  the  apprehended  rupture 
wth  France.  We  believe  him  to  have  continued  in  this 
fliip  as  long,  or  nearly  fo,  as  he  continued  a  private  captain^ 
for  on  the  23d  of  Jan.  1778,  he  was  advancwl  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  white,  and  foon  afterwards  hoifted  his 
Bag  on  board  the  Coni^viefla^ore,  as  commander-in-chief 
St  the  Nore.  On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  far- 
ther promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue ;  and  to  the 
feme  rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  26th  of  Septem^ 
ber,  1780. 

He  continued  to  retain  the  Nore  command  till  the  end 
of  the  war,  and  after  that,  took  upon  him  no  other  tiU 
the  year  1790*,  when,  in  confequencc  of  an  apprchendeS 
lupture  with  Spain,  he  hoifted  his  flag,  at  Spithead,  pn 
b«ird  the  Royal  WtlUam,  fince  which  time  he  has  ncvct 
beld  any  a&ive  employment.

WILLET,  Saltern- William,— was,  on  the  rit  of  Oc- 
tober, 1747,  appointed  captain  of  the  Qiieenborough,  a 
twenty-gun  fhip,  in  which  ^e  continued  fill  1749,  if  not  a 
later  period :  but  we  have  no  certain  account  of  him  after 
the  above  time  till  the 'month  -of  March,  1755,  when  he 
commanded  the  Audita,  of  fixty  guns,  at  Plymouth.  la 
the  year  1756  he  was  appointed  to  the  "Weymouth^  as  fuc- 
ceflbr  to  captain  Hanway,  who  removed  into  the  Chi- 
chefler;  and  aftxr  continuing  in  that  fhip  ibme.time, 
was,  in  1757,  promoted  to  thefiurford,  of  fwenty  guns; 
This  command  he  retained  till  the  year  ii];6o,  and 
b»ng  cooitantly  employed  on  the  Channel  fervice,  had  the 
hippinefs  of  contributing,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1759,  td 
the  memorable  defeat  of  the  Fnnch  fleet  under  the  marquis

BALFOUR,  Charles,  —  a  genilcman  of  Scottifli  ex- 

tiadion,  is  known  to  us  only  as  having  bcco  priMnoted  to 
the  rank  of  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  i  ith  of 
Septemlier,  1747 ;  and  from  thence  to  be  captain  of  ttw 
Tnvernefs  frigate  on  the  3d  of  May,  1748  ;  we  fuppofo 
him,  indeed,  to  have  died  not  long  afterwards,  as  h«  WM 
nM  on  the  lift  c^  captains  at  the  conciulion  of  tbs  year 
1750- 

BARNSLEY,  Henry,— was,  on  the  loth  &f  January, 
1745-6,  promoced  to  the  rank  of  commander  of  a  floop 
of  war.  He  was  farther  advaiKed  to  be  captain  of  tna 
America,  a  fliip  of  forty-fouc  gum,  built  for  government 
at  Pifcataqua,  by  way  of  experiment ;  but  being  found  on 
her  arrival  in  England  very  unfit  for  fervice,  wai  put  out 
of  commillion  and  difmantled.  We  have  no  farther 
account  of  this  un&rtunate  gentleman  till  the  year  175711 
when  he  was  employed  as  captain  of  the  Tilbury,  a  Cixty- 
gun  dip,  one  of  the  fleet  lent  on  tH^  fruitlefs  cxpeditioa 
agunQ  Louifbui^,  under  the  oidert  of  Mr.  Holburne. 

A  vi<^t  ftonn  arofe  on  the  25th  of  September,  whicil 
completely  difperfed  the  whole  fquadron,  nuterially  d»« 
magcd  a  confiderable  part  of  it,  and  oocaftoned  the  total 
lob  of  the  TUbury,  which  was  driven  on  Aore  near  Lo»~ 
iibatg.  Captain  Barafley  with  many  of  his  officers  and 
pMpfe  wece  drowned  on  this  melBnchoty  occalion ;  tfa« 
more  fortunate  remainder  fell  into  the  hangs  of  the  tnemy, 
and  were  made  pnfoners,  butotfaerwiie.wemafliajuftice 
lay,  treated  with  the  greatell  hofpitality. 

K<.ODie,  Davidy~a  gentlenan  of  Scotch  extnaien, 
was  made  commander  of  the  Terror  bomb-ketch  to  tfaa 
month  of  May,  1743*-  We  believe  this  gendeman  to 
have  contiMtsd  in  the.Weft  Indies  duiiag  the  greater  part 
ef  the  tkse  which  intervened,  between  the  date  of^hit 
advancement  <o  f  he  rank  of  comnunder  and  his  [womotioB 
uthat  of  poft  captain.  Early  in  the  yew  I747-8  he  waf 
tMointed,  by  rear-admirai  iCnowles,'  to  command  tho 
Canteiilnuyt  by  order.'

DRAKE,  Francis-Wiliiam, — was,  on  the  29th  at 
January,  1747-8,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Fowey, 
of  twMity  guns.  From  this  frigate,  as  it  was  then  caited^ 
he  removed  early  •  in  1749.  *o  the  Mercury,  a  veffel  of 
the  fame  defcription^  uid  ^ain,  in  1751,  fhifted  hjs 
CDoimand  to  the  Bof^on,  alfo  a  twenty-gun  lhi{),  huilt,  as 
an  experiment,  in,  Americaf.  In  1755  he  was  captain 
of  the  Winchelfea,  a  Qiip  of  the  (amc  force  with  ihofe  bt 
.  before  commanded.  After  this  time  we  have  no  infor- 
mation concerning  him  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  com- 
manded the  Falltland,  of.hfty  guns,  on  the  American 
flation.  On  his  return  to  Europe  he  was  employed  ia 
the  Channel  or  home  fetvice,  and,  in  1759,  was  pi*' 
moted  to  the  Edgar,  of  fixty-four  guns.  He  retained  the 
fame  conapiand  till  the  conclution  of  the  war,  having 
latterly  been  ordered  to  the  Wefl  Indies,  and  ftationeS 
there.  After  peace  had  taken  plac%  he  held  no  command 
till  1766,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Burford,  sf 
feventy  guns,  one  of  the  guardfliips  Qationed  at  Rynwutfi,  ■ 
and  in  which  he  continued  during  the  three  fucccading 
years,  the  period  ufually  allotted  to  {itch  commands. 
He  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  cemmif- 
fion  after  this  time  during  his  continuance  in  the  rank  of 
a  private  captain.

Wc  mulf  not 
omit  that,  in  the  monih  of  September  178©,  he  hoifte^ 
his  flag  on  board  the  Vl&arj,  and  commanded,  during  one 
cniife,  a  divifion  or  fquadron  in  the  Chamiel  fleets  then 
Under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Daibyj  but  being  giier-

EVANS,  John, — entered  into  the  navy  at  the  early  age 
of  i4yeari,  in  17311  but weknow  nothing  farther  concern- 
ing him  for  a  conftderable  period,  except  that  he  was  pro- 
moted from  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  to  be  commander  of  a 
fioop  of  war,  on  the  20th  of  Augull,  1746.  He  is  Dated, 
as  well  in  Mr.  Hardy's  as  in  other  naval  lifts,  to  have 
been  commiflioned  as  a  poft  captain  to  the  Flamborough* 
on  the  20th  of  April,  1748,  and  that  he  retained  that  com- 
mand three  days  only';  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  he 
removed  into  foine  other  fliip.  W^  know  him,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  month  of  April,  to  have  been  appointed  to 
the  Squirrel,  which  may  probably  reconcile  us  to  the  fore- 
ECHng  account.  We  hear  nothing  of  him  after  this  time 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1753,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Rye.  In  the  month  of  Augnft  or  September  1755, 
le  was  priHnoted  to  the  Prince  Edward  of  forty  guns,  and 
in  1757,  aswellasdtuingapartof  theenfuing  year,  com- 
manded the  Prefton,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  em- 
ployed on  the  home  or  Channel  fervice,  atid  in  the  Bay  of 
Bifcay.  Hewasafterwards  ordered  totheMcdiicrrancati, 
where  we  believe  him  to  have  continued  during  the 
remainder  of  the  war;  but  for  the  fame  reafons  given  ia 
other  inllances,  that  is  to  fay,  the  fear  or  inability  of  the 
cneqiy>  which  prevented  them  Uom  Duking  any  atumpt  to 
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fif  out  3  naval  amameiH  able  to  fiice  that  of  Britain, 
was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  any  (^ponumi^ 
of  ibftifwuiihing  himrelf  during  that  period,  exceat  hav< 
hig,  in  the  month  of  Febnixry,  1758,  affifted  in  the  cap» 
ture  of  the  Orphce,  of  fixty-four  ^ns,  one  of  the  iblps  bo- 
k/nging  to  the  marquis  du  Quefne's  fmall  fquadron,  whkh 
endeavoured  to  piilh  forward  from  Toulon  to  leinfons 
de  la  Ciue  at  Carfhagena. 

We  do  not  find  him  holding  any  command  after  tbtf 
Conclufion  of  the  war,  tilt  the  year  1767,  when  lie  wm 
appointed  to  the  Aujgufta,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-foar  gutt^ 
Rationed  as  a  guardfnip  at  Chatham,  In  this  commawl 
he  continued  during  the  ufually  allotted  period  of  thKM 
years.  In  i774hewascaptainoftheRamilIieE,offeT0i]ty> 
feur  guns,  then  Rationed  as  a  guardffaip  at  Outhaau 
How  long  he  continued  in  this  fhip  does  not  ^ipear,  bul 
he  ts  not  again  found  in  commiflion  till  the  year  177^ 
when,  having  hoifted  his  broad  pendant,  as  a  coaunodom 
on  board  the  Invincible,  of  fevcnty-four  guiw,  be  was 
fent  out  te  Kewfeundland,  as  fecond  in  command  uadev 
vice-admiral  Montague.  He  was  detached  by  the  adnu- 
ral,  in  the  month  of  September,  with  a  fm^l  fbrccy  cm* 
filling  of  the  Romney,  of  fifty  guns,  with  four  o»  fiie 
frigates  and  (loops  of  war,  having  a  paity  of  artillery  aaA 
two  hundred  marines  on  boaid,  to  take  poflel&an  m  tht 
tllands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  which  were  at-  that 
time  occupied,  according  to  treaty,  by  the  French.  Tbs 
governor,  not  having  even  heard  of  the  comtncncement  rf 
hoflilities,  furrendered  at  the  firft  fummons;  and  Urn 
commodore,  having  foeaftly  atchieved  a  bloodlc&  conqud^ 
immediately  returned  to  Mewfoundland,  it  being  un£liis 
to  continue,  at  that  feafon  of  the  year,  on  lo  dangerous  a 
coaft.  On  the  19th  of  March,  1779.  Mr,  Evans  w«» 
advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white;  as  he  moreover 
Was,  on  the  26th  of  September,  1780,  to  be  vice-admirat 
of  the  blue.  The  only  commifSons  he  appears  to  hav« 
held,  as  a  flag  officer,  during  the  war,  was  the  commawl 
in  the  Downs,  having  his  nag  on  boanl  the  Dromadiry 
during  a  part  of  the  year  1780 ;  and  that  at  Spitbewl  dur- 
ing part  of  the  years  1781  and  2,  having  bis  flagoiilra«4 
the  Diligente,  of  fcventy  guns,  a  prize  taken  from  dw 
Spaniards  by  admiral  Rodney.

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Tliia  gentleman  experienced  no  advancement  from  ((i0 
Tank  he  obtained)  in  1^80,  till  the  24th  of  September/ 
178^*  when  he  was  raifKi  to  that  of  vtce-adoiiral  of 
the  white.}  and  on  the  xifl  of  September,  1790,  to  the 
lame  rank  in  the  r«{  fquadron.  On  the  ift  of  Febniaryy 
1793*  he  was  farther  promoted  to'  be  admiral  of  the  biue^p 
but  did  not  long  furvive  his  la(t  advancement,  dying 
at  Feltham  on  thei^th  of  July,  1794,  in  the  fe»enty-i 
feventh  yc^ir  of-  his  age,-  after  havings  as  is  etfewhere 
lemariced,  palTed  fixty-thrce^  with  the  higheft  honour,  in 
the  fcrvice.of  his  country^ 

HALDANE>  Robert,— was,-  oh  the  24th  of  f cfeniaryy 
1747-8,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Shoreham  frigate  1 
but  no  other  information  relative  to  this  geBtleman  has 
come  to  our  knowledge  till  the  beginning  of  the  year' 
1756,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Triton,  of  twenty 
guns.  In  1757  he  commanded  the  Lowefto^e,  a  fhip  of' 
the  fame  force  with  the  Triton,  on  the  Newfoundland 
ftation.  How  long  he  continued  in  this  fhip  we  have 
been  unable  to  afcertain  with  precifion ;  but,  early  in 
1760^  he  commanded  the  America,  of  lixty  guns,  and  was 
order^  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  in  company  with  captain 
Tinker,  iii  the  Medway  of  the  fame  force,  and  two  fri-< 
gates.  He  arrived  fafely  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year} 
and  immediately  on  his  junflion  with  the  Britilh  fqua- 
dron, then  employed  in  that  quarter  under  the  command 
of  Mr.  Stevens,  was  left  by  the  admiral,  he  being  com- 
jKlled  to  quit  the  coaft  for  the  purpofe  of  refitment,  to 
carry  on  the  very  important  fervice  of  blockading 
Pondicherry  by  fea.  The  force  left  under  his  orders  foi* 
this  purpofe  confifted  of  five  Ihips  of  the  line  ^  and  the 
following  memorabJeencomium  on  hiscondiidwaspublicly 
given  by  fir  Eyre  Coote,  who  commanded  the  army,  in 
his  difpatches  to  government. 

"  I  ihould  likewife  do  great  injudice  to  captain  HaN 
dane,  if  I  omitted  to  mention  his  aiiention  and  alliJuiiy 
for  the  public  fervice,  during  his  having  the  command  of 
the-  fliips  left  on  the  co^  hy  Mr.  Stevens,  and  of  his  doing 
every  thing  that  could  be  wilbed  or  expctiled  fron]  a  good 
wmI  gallant  officer." 
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He  unhappily  did  not  long  furvive  this  opportunity, 
which  he  fo  well  improved,  of  addine  to  hla  poflhumous 
fame,  dying  on  the  22d  of  Auguft  folTuwing,  having,  tilt 
the  time  of  his  death,  retained  the  command  tn  th* 
America. 

HOLBURNE,  William,  —  the  brother  of  admiral 
Francis  Holburne,  of  whom  we  have  already  given  fome 
account*,  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  (loop  of 
war  on  the  2ift  of  April,  17+7  ;  and  on  thf  15th  or  the 
fame  month  in  the  enfuing  year,  was  advanced  to  be  cap- 
Iain  of  the  Prince  Fredenc.  We  have  no  farther  ac- 
count of  this  gentleman  till  the  beginning;  of  the  year 
1755,  when  he  was  appointed  to  command  the  RamilHeSf 
a  fecond  rate,  under  nts  brother,  who  hoiAed  his  broad 

Jicndant  on  board  that  fliip.  The  commodore  removing 
bon  afterwards  into  the  Terrible,  captain  Holburne  was 
appointed  to  the  Ncwcaftle,  of  fifty  guns,  one  of  the  (hips 
put  into  commiflion,  at  Porlfmouth,  in  confequence  of 
the  rupture  then  apprehended  with  France.  Early  in  the 
year  1757  hp  was  promoted  to  the  tommand  of  the  New- 
ark, of  .eighty  guns,  on  board  which  (hip  his  brother 
ho'ifted  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  expedition 
ordered  againft  LouKburg.  The  various  particulars 
which  tooK  place  during  this  unfortunate  expedition  hav- 
ing been  already  given  in  the  life  of  the  admiral,  it  is 
needlefs  to  enter  into  any  ufelefs  repetition  of  them.  After 
the  return  of  captain  Holburne  to  England  he  continued 
in  the  Newark,  and,  indeed,  never  afterwards  removed 
into  any  other  (hip.  He  died  on  the  ift  of  April,  1760. 
HUGHES,  Sir  Edward, ^was  the  fon  of  a  private 
gentleman  of  good  family,  pofleffed  of  a  refpe£lable  pro- 
perty in  Hertfordfhire.  Or  the  town  of  Hertford,  ir'Wc 
millake  not,  his  father  was  many  years  an  alderman,  and 
once,  if  not  ofiener,  mayor.  Thefubje£lof  thismcmoir 
was  early  in  life  intended  for  the  naval  fervice,  and 
accordingly  went  to  fea  when  very  youngs  but  the 
firft  extraordinary  mention  we  find  made  of  -nim  is,  that 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  as  a  reward 
for  his  fervtces  under  Mr.  Vernon,  at  the  capture  of  Porto 
Bcllo,  his   firft-  commiflion  in  that  (lation  being  dated

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Auguft  35)  t74f>>  Our  next  account  of  him  is  in  tlia 
year  1 7+7,  at  which  time  hetontinued  to  hold  the  fame 
rank,  and  went  out  to  Louilburg  patTenger  in  the  War- 
wick, with  a  particular  and  fpecial  recommendation  to 
'Commodore  Knowtes.  The  encounter  wbiclf  took  place 
between  the  ihip  in  which  he  tmbarked,  and  the  Gloriofo 
SpaniAi  fliip  of  war,  carrying,  feventy  guns,  have  been 
tattady  rented  in  our  account  of  the  captains  Crook- 
:  ihanks  and  Erfkine *.  The  former  gentleman  has  been 
particularly  fevere  on  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Hughes  relative 
lo  that  affair.  He  charges,  in  the  firfi  inftance,  captain 
Erlkine  with  having  fent  oif  Mr.  Hughes  in  a  clandcitine 
manner,'  by  the  Montague  Bilander,  with  a  complaint 
aciinft  Mr.  Crooklhanks  to  the  commodore,  and  that 
Mr.  Hughes  took  that  opportunity  of  very  unwarrantably 
mifrcprefenling  his  conduct.  On  the  5th  of  September  Mr. 
Hugheswasappointed,by  order  from  commodore  Knowles, 
to  command  the  Lark  pro  tempore,  as  fucceifor  to  captain 
Crooklhapks,  who  was  fufpended.  Capt.  Crookihanks  in 
his  narrative,  takes  occafion  to  make  many  complaints 
againft  llie  behaviour  of  Mr.  Hughes,  while  cominning  in 
this  llation ;  but  we  mult  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  it  it  one 
of  the  frailties  of  human  nature  to  condemn,  and  in  terms 
perhaps  rather  too  harlh,  thofe  whom  we  fufpeft  of  think- 
ingus  to  have  a£led  imprupetly. 

The  trial  of  captain  Crookihanks  being  concluded,  and 
he  fufpended  from  all  command,  Mr.  Hughes  was  regu- 
larly appointed,  by  the  commodore,  to  the  command  of 
the  Lark,  by  commiilion  bearing  date  February  the  6th, 
1747-8.  This  was  afterwards  allowed  by  the  admiralty, 
and  Mr.  Hughes  took  rank  as  polt  captain  accordiug  to 
that  date.  We  -hear  nothing  farther  of  him  till  the 
beg'nningof  the  year  1756,  when  he  was  appointed  cap- 
tain of  the  Deal  Caitle,  a  ftiip  of  twenty-four  guns.  He 
it^faid  to  have  been  fent  out  to  the  Mediterranean  in  the- 
month  of  September,  a  paflenger  on  board  the  Ambufcade, 
to  take  the  command  ol  the  Intrepid,  as  fucceObr  to  cap- 
tain Young,  who  was  ordered  home  to  England  as  an 
evidence. jon  the  approaching  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  Wc 
have  nottJlO.wiyer,  any  certaiaj^aniculars  that  can,  in  the 
fmallefl  degree,  warrant  our  pofitivcty  aiferting  he  did  hold

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»he  cammand  iufl  flatcd.  In  1757  he  was  captain  of  the 
Somerlet,  of  leventy-four  guns,  on  the  Amerkan  natiDn^ 
and  continued  ui  the  fame  fliip  nearly  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war*,.eiiiptoyed  at  the  latter  pari  of  it  on  (he 
Mediterranean  Aaliont.  '  He  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  fubfequent  command  after. this  till  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  1770,  when,  on  tlie  profpe£i  of  a  rupture  with 
Spain  relative  toihe  Falkland  lilands^c  was  again  appointed 
captain  ^f  the  Somerfet.  He  remained  in  this  'Ihip 
during  the  three  fuccecding  years,  and  at  the  concluflon 
of  that  time  was  appointed  to  the  Eaft  India  idation 
with  the  rank  of  conimodore.  He  accordii^ly  pro- 
ceeded thither  in  the- SaliJbury,  of  fifty  guns ;  and,  after 
remaining  there  till  the. year  1777,  returned  to  Europe,, 
being  fucceeded  in  his  commatid  by  fir  Edward  Vernon, 
-and  having  met  with  lio  occurrence,  while  abfent  theic^ 
finrajtar  enough  to  attraS  our  n(kice. 

On  the  23dof  January,.  1778,  he  was  nifedtothenink 
of  teoF-adfiuf  al  of  the -bluer  and  in  tb»  beginning -of-^he 
-enfuing,  year  was  again  appointed  to  command  in  chief  in 
the  Eaft  Indies.  A  ihorl  lime  previous  to  this  he  was 
■  honoured  with  the  order  of  the  Bath.  He  hoifled  his 
flagon  board  the  Superbe,  o^&venty-four  guns,  and  pro- 
ceeded for  ,lndia  with  the  roljoiving  force,  eiclufivc  of 
the  flag  fhip;  ithe  Exeter  and  Burford,  of  feventy  gun) ; 
the  Eagle,  BelleiSe,  and  Worcefter,  of  fixty-four  guns 
each ;  the  Vengeance,  of  feventy-fotir  guns,  accompanied 
him  part  of  the  way,  and  then  .parted  company  for  yie 
Well  Indies.  On  his  paiTage  to  India  he  reduced,  with- 
•  out  ditScuhy,  the  French  fettlement  of  Goree,  on  the 
coaft  of  Africa ;  and  on  his  arrival  in  India,  finding  the 
,  enemy  had.no  naval  force, in  that  quarter  capable  of  con- 
:  tending  with  his  fquadron,  the  Belleifie,  together  with  tjie 
Alia  and  Ripponiiwhich  the  rear-admiral  found  there  under 
commodore  Vernon,  were  ordered  to  England  with  that 
gentleman  foon  afterwards.

'  Every  thing  remained  in  aVmod  a  perfc£l  flatc  of  tran* 
quillity*,  far  as  the  French  were  concerned,  till  the  end  of 
The  year  1781.  Altthefettlementsonfliorctthat  had  been 
pofieffed  by  the  enemy  having  been  reduced,  by  the  anny, 
and  the  fquadron  meeting  with  no  opponent,  the  admiral 
was  obliged  to  content  himfelf  with  the  fatisfafiion  erf 
continuing  undiflurbed  maRer  of  thofe  feas^.  At  \aStf 
however,  France,  who  had  long  been  preparing  to.rff- 
eflablifh  an  equality,   if  not  fuperiority  of  force  in  that 

J  quarter,  and  had  accordingly  difpatched  thither  feveral 
imall  reinforcements,  which,  on  account  of  their  appa- 
rently contemptible  ftrength  had  paffed  unobferved,  or,  at 
leaft,'had  been  permitted  to  proceed  unmolelled  from 
Europe,  made  a  grand  effort,  by  fending  out  a  fquadron 
confiuing  of  five  fliips  of  the  line,  befides  feverd  others 
trme  mflule,  under  the  orders  of.monfieur  de  SufTrein,  3 
man  untverfally  and  defervedly  cdeemed  one  of  the  ableft 
■  Commanders  the  enemy  had  in,  their  fervice. 

■  The  onlf  occuneacc  woiih^  notice  wu  the  following  little  fuc- 
ceriful  entErpriie  uodcruken  igainft  Hyder  Alt'*  nav*!  foite,  wUch 
it  tbat  related  by  the  vice-admiral  hitnCelf,  in  a  letter  from  Bombay, 
dated  January  9,  1781, 

"  Oa  the  Sih  of  December,  being  off  Mangalore,  the  principal 
fcaport  of  Hyder  Ali  on  ibe  Malabar  coall,  I  faw  two  (hitia,  a  lais« 
(oow,  three  keiches,  and  many  fmaller  vefTali,  at  *a  anchor  id  ine 
road  with  Hfder  All'a  colouri  flying  on  board  them.  Standinx 
with  the  faiiadTOo  clore  into  the  road,  I  found  ibem  to  be  velTeli  oT 
force,  and  all  armed  for  war:  on  which  1  anchored  ai  clore  to  the 
enemy's  velTels  ai  poflible,  with  fafeiy  to  ihc  Ihipt,  and  ordered  the 
'  aroKd  boat!  of  the  fquadron  to  attack  and  deftioy  them,  under  cover 
of  the  lire  of  the  company'!  two  armed  foowi,  and  of  the  prize-fbiB 
cut  out  of  Calicut  toao,  which  were  anchored  in  Ihoal  Water  and  dole 
to  the  enemy*)  (hipi.  This  fervice  wai  conducted  on  the  part  of  our 
boats  with  a  Tpirit  and  atlivity  that  do  much  honour  to  the  officeil 
and  men  employed  in  ihem.  In  two  hourf  they  took  and  burnt 
two  fhipi,  one  of  twcniy-ciRht,  the  other  of  twenty-Cx  ^tis;  one 
ketch,  of  twelve  guna,  wai  blown  up  by  the  enemy  at  ibc  inflanlour 
boat)  were  boarding  her;  another  ketch,  uf  ten  guni,  which  cui  her 
cables  and  endeavoured  to  put  to  Tea,  wai  taken  ;  and  the  third  ketch 
with  the  fmaller  vefleti  were  all  forced  on  (hore,  the  fnow  oaly 
efcaping  into  the  harbour,  atuc  having  tbtown  every  thing  overboard 
to  lighten  bcr."

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"The  French  chef d'efcadre  arrived  jnlfldiaattliektlereiKl 
of  the  year  1 781  <  and  immedi'ateiy  prepared,  witKcheutmoll  ; 
aAtvtty  and  rerolution,tocontel>fhat  naval  Ai}>erioriiy  which 
die  British  fquadrofl  had  fo  long  and  To  unifllerruptedly  pof- 
fetfed.  Sir  £dward,  who  on  his  part  had  been  joined  by 
the  Monarca,  of  feventy  ^ns;  thcHero,  of  feventy-fourj 
ihe  Monmouthi  of  fixty-four,  and  the  Ifis.  of  fifty,  from  - 
England,  was,  ss  may  be, fitppofed,  not  backward  m  ad- 
vancing to  tlu:  conteft.  The  enemy  were  far  IjiocrioE  ia , 
force,  their  rquadronconfifttngof  twelve  Ihipsqf  thelijie, 
fix  frigates,  and  eight  large  lliips  ami  enfiutt^  while  the  . 
Britifh  armament  confided  but  of  nine  two-decked  ftiips,. 
one  of  them  carrjring  fi%  guns  only,  a  twenty  gun  Ihip, , 
and  a  firelhip.  The  French  chef  d'efca^lrc  i^pp^ared  ofF< 
Madras  on  the  I  ;th  of  February,  having  in  company  five  , 
or  fix  prizes,  taken  from  the  Englilh  during  his  pad^e 
^rom  the,  IQce  of  Bourbon.  No  material  event  took 
place  on  that  day,  but  on  the  fucceeding,  hveofthe£ngLilIi 
prizes  were  re-captuicd  by  the  Britilji  fquadron,  together 
with  the  Lauridon,  one  of  their  l^'ge  it)ips  armi  en  fit^e^ . 
having  on  board  a  great  number  of  French  officers,  toge-  ■' 
thcr  with  three  hundred  foldiers  beloniging  to  the  French 
regitnent  of  Laufanne,  and  a  lading  of  the  greateft  coofe- 
quence  to  the  enemy,  coofiding  ofcannon,  ammunitioR, . 
and  military  ftorci  of  .different  kituJs. 

On  the  17th,  at  daylight,  the  enemy's  fquadron  was 
feen  in  the  north-eaft  i^uarter,  at  the  diftance  of  thres 
leagues.  There  was  very  little  wind,  and  even  that,  fpoo 
flattened  toa  perfe^  calm.  Light  ai^s  occafionally  fpmng 
up  during  the  day,  but  they  were  of  very  ftiort  continu- 
ance; and  calms  ^cceeded  thenvfoF  fuch  long  intervals  ai 
to  prevent  the  f^u^d^ons  frofii  neapoS  each  other,  till  about 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoonj  the  enemy,  who,  pradifing 
a  new  manoeuvre,  had  formed  their  fquadrtHi  ia  a  doubly 
line;  then  taking  advantage. of  their  weatherly  politioiir 
and  a  very  light  breeze  which  favoured  their.. attempt,, 
bore  down  on  the  Englifh  ftfuadrorij  fo  that  tb^ir  head*, 
mollfhips  became  abreail  of  theSuperbe,  on  byard  which 
fir  Edward  had  his  flag.  There  wa«  not  fufiicfent  wind 
for  the  (hips  of  th<;  Bntifli  van  to  tack  and  get  into  a£lioD, 
lb  that  the  gupdft^,  the  Exeter,  ti^e  Monuca,  the  Hero, 
and  the  liisj .  WQte  .obliged  to  fulUiHf  for  three  boun,  f 
E  3  veiy 
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viry  unequal  cortibat  ag^nft  eigiit'of  di^  bed  ffiipi  in 
the  enemy's  TquadrAn. 

'Monfieijr  Suffreifi  having,  however,;  fuffiired  con« 
fiderably  in  the  eticouriter,  took  advantage  ttf ■  a  fmatt- 
Wcezc  of  wind  which  fprung  up  from  the  foot li-citft  about 
fix'o'clock ;  and  in  about  half  an  hour  aftcrWards,  it  being  ■ 
then  nearly  dai-k,  haoled'his  wind  anddbed  toihenorth- 
caft.  Of  theBriiiJh  fquadrop,  the  Supetbe  and  Exeter  in ' 
pliytictilar,  had  received fo  much  injury  in  theatSion,  that 
the  aditiiral'fbuAd  if  neteflacy  to  proceed  to  Trincomatc  to" 
refit.  He  arrived  there  on  the  24th;  and  having  ufed  the' 
ultnc^  expedition  in  procuring  fuch  repairs  as  "trcrc  abOs,- 
llitely  nedefliry  for  the  purpofe  of  rendering  bis  Ihipsfit 
for  (er vice,  wasena'bled  to  put  to  fea  with  the'fquadrbn 
on  ihe  4th  of  March.  The  adtiiiral  proceeded  to-Madrai^ 
biit  Wi^fiotil  having  been  fortunatc'enoughto  difcover  the 
enemy.  On  the  36th  the  Suitan,  of  74 -auris,- ahd  the* 
Magnanim'e  «f  fixty-four,  Whith  had  been ^ifpltched  from' 
En^and.'jbinidKini.  AhhougH  thefe  ftipsamwd  in  »■ 
very  fe'duecd  and  ficlfly  ftalt;'  owing  tothe  fct»iy  which 
raged  viyently  among:  'be  crews,  the  admiral' refolved  noi- 
li  proceed  idMsidras,  buttftTrincomalSytolahd^thelick^ 
thrnkirtg-ttet  m<:arure  moft  advifeablc  for  tbi  good  Of  the 
fervfce,  although  itT*3s  more  than  probable  he  might  fell'

aHFrein  hbvlngobtained  the  weather-gagcj  in  oonfeqndncd 
ctf -fir  Edttard  having  boi-e  away  for  Trincopiale,  whichi 
Tifas  thtiii dnly  fifteen  ibagiies  dilkiir,  tht  enemy,  conftiotfj 
ef  their  (Jvv'n  Uiperi(>rity,crouded  fkil-io  get  up  w'iih  the  ^tuf 
Of  the  BST?fti.  SlrEdwaVdVWhd.foufehis  owrfVfbrds;  did 
-jhot,  in  tile cjrcu'mftancdrtic  then  fdunJ  himfelf,ehher  feerk^ 
hr  fhuri  -an  actiofi,  th^  refolved  10'  eiigage  the  eiieinyi 
Tifther'ihan  lift  even  the  ^ppeSfantft  of 'Wjlhihg  16  avdid 
thim,      Ar  fiitie  "in  the    mftming  thb'fign^  ■Waif  mad^ 
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who  were  then  about  fix  mi1esdiflant,rpent  upwards  of  three' 
bours  in  nian<Euvring ;  and  at  laft,  about  fifteen  minute* 
pail  noon,  bore  away  for  the  purpofc  of  commencing  the 
a^ion.  Five  of  their  van  ftretched  forward  to  allacic 
that  of  the  Britifh,  while  the  remainder  of  their  force, 
confining  of  feven  fliips,  attacked  with  their  utmoft.  fury 
the  Superbe,  Monmouth,  and  Monarca,  which  formed  fir 
Edward's  center.  Monf.  SufFrein,  in  the  Hero,  together 
with  the  L'Orient,  attacked  the  Superbe  within  piAoU 
fhot.  The  French  admiral,  after  receiving  a  fevcrc  fini 
for  about  nine  minutes,  which  did  that  Ihip  confi-i 
derable  damage,  ftood  on  to  attach  the  Arloiuilootli; 
making  thereby  room  for  the  fliips  in  Wis  rear  to 
come  up  and  attack  the  Superbe.  This  partial  engag&l 
nent  which,  from  the  conduft  of  the  enemy,  fell  particu-J 
larly  heavy  on  the  flag-ihip  and  the  Monmouth,  continued 
Wth  great  fury  till  near  feven  o'clock,  when  the  enemy 
drew  off  in  great  diforder:  their  flag-thip,  the  Hero,  wai 
fo  confiderably  damaged  that  Suffrein  was  obliged  to  r&^ 
move  on  board  the  Hantbal,  another  feventv-four  belong<i 
ing  to  his  fquadron.  In  (hort,  the  general  condition  of 
jheir  (hips  after  the  a£tion  ceafed,  leaves  but  little  roocd 
to  doubt  it  would  have  ended  in  their  total  defeat,'  hati 
Ae  weight  of  the  eiicounter  been  more  equally  diAiii 
buted. 

The  lofs  futlained  by  the  Superbe:  was.  extremely 
beavy,  amounting  to  ftfiy-nine inen  killed,  and  ninety^jiit 
wounded  ;  among  the  former  wbre  twoof  the  lieutenants^  ' 
and  the  maftef.  The  enemy  continued  at  anchor  and  in 
fight  for  five  days,  during  which  time  both  parties  wer« 
bnfily  employed'  in  repairing  their  daniages,  as  well  as 
could  be  done  at  Tea,  neither  being'  in  a  condition  to  rev 
new  the  attack.  On  the  19th  the  enemy  got-  under  faili 
aad  taking  advantage  of  the  fea  breeze.  Hood  in  for  the 
center  of  the  Britifh  (qu&droii  witJv  an  apparent  intention 
of  engaging,  uikder  tte  hope,  as  fir  ^ward  bimfelf  ima- 
gined, of  getting  potfefSon  of  the  Mtinmoulh,  which  was 
compIet«lV  difmalted,  and  incapable  of  making  any  refitl^ 
ane^.  Such,  however,  was  the  difpofition  made -by  the 
Englifh  admiral,  and  fuch  had  been  ^ledtligence  noiwitb- 
ftawjling  thereduccti  Aate  ot  many  .of  the  drews,  which  had 
beenuTed  to  put  the  Aips',  the- Monmouth  excepted,  in 
E  4  "  '  *W 
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condition  for  defence,  that  on  a  nearer  approach,  finding 
every  thing  prepared  for  their  reception,  they  thought 
proper  to  haul  their  wind,  {land  to  the  eaf^ward,  and! 
.finally,  for  a  time,  to  tjuit  thofc  feas,  where  they  hoped 
to  have  become  vi£lorious,  and  to  have  reigned  triumphant. 
Sir  Edward  having  repaired  his  Ihips,  and  in  fome 
meafure  refreshed  their  crews  at  Trincoinale,  according 
to  hisibrigihal  intention,  failed  from  thence,  in  fearch  (S 
the  enemy,  about  the  20th  of  June ;  but  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  no  encounter  took  place.  H«  was 
joined  after  this  time  by  fir  R.  Bickerton,  who  had  been 
difpatched,  early  in  the  year  1782,  from  England  with  a 
firtHig  reinforcement,  confifting  of  the  Gibraltar,  of 
eighty  euns ;  the  Cumberland  and  Defence,  of  fevemy. 
four;  the  Inflexible,  Africa,  and  Sceptre,  of  fixty-four: 
betides  which  the  Briftoi,  of  fifty  guns,  a  fingle  fliip,  had 
reached  him.  Hofiilities  had  ceafed  in  Europe  early  in 
the  year  1783,  but  intelligence  of  this  event  had  aot 
reached  India  in  ihe  month  of  June,  when,  on  the  13th, 
•being  off  Cuddalore,  which  was  then  befieged  by  general 
Stuart,  the  enemy's  fquadron  appeared  in  fight  from  tho 
fouthward.  A  variety  of  unconfeqgcoliRl,  and,  of  courfe» 
unintereEling  mai>Geuvres  took  place  between  this  time  and- 
the  20th,  when  the  enemy,  apprifetl,  as  it  is  fuppofed,  of  th© 
faavocktnadeby  the  fcurvy  among  thecr^wsofdifferentHiips, 
particularly  of  thofe  which  had  arrived  under  commodore 
'  Bickerton,  and  having  alfo  the  advantage  of  the  weather- 
gage,  bore  down  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
beginning  the  aftion  with  an  heavy  cannonade,  which 
was  returned  with  the  greatefl  fpirit  by  the  Britifh  fieet*^ 
It  continued  three  hours,  when  the  enemy  thought  proper 
to  haul  off.  On  the  aid  they  were  again  defcried  to 
windward,  off  Poudicherry, ,  and  the  admiral  immedia^ly 
made  fail  towards  them ;  hut  no  encounter  took  place. 
The  fcurvy  had  by  this  time  caufed  fuch  havock  in 
the  fquadrdm  in  which  there  were  nearly  fifteen  hun- 
dred men  unfit,  for  duty,  more:  than  half  of  them  in 
the  laft  Aage  of  the  diforder,  that  the  admiral  found  it

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-abfolutcly  neceflary  to  proceed  to  Madras,  where  be 
arrived  on  the  25th,  and  received  information  that 
peace  had  taken  place.  Hodilities  of  couife  mutualljr 
ceafcd,  and  the  fleet  returned  to  England,  at  intervals,  in 
divilions.  After  his  arrival  fir  Edward  never  took  upon 
hjm  any  command.  On  the  24th  of  September,  I787,  ' 
be  was  advanced  (o  be  vice-admiral. of  the  red;  as  he 
afterwards  was,  on  the  i(l  of  February,  1793,  to  be  ad* 
miral  of  the  blue.  He  died  at  his  feat  at  Luxborough,  in 
Elfex,  in  a  very  advanced  age,  on  the  17th  of  February, 
1794. 

It  is  almoft  needlefs,  in  cafe  of  a  perfon  fo  lately  de- 
ceafed,  to  fay  much  in  commendation  of  thofe  manifold 
private  virtues  which  all  who  knew  him  muft  admit  him 
to  have  poffeiTed.  As  to  his  fervices  they  (land  on  record, 
and  from  their  nature  require  not  the  afliftancc,  either  of 
panegyric  or  praife  ;  we  fhall  therefore  content  ourfelves 
vrilh  faying,  that  after  acquiring  a  mofl  princely  fortune 
in  India,  he  returned  to  his  native  country  neither  arro- 
gant on  account  of  his  wealth,  nor  prefuming  on  his 
worldly  profperily,  but  retaining,  to  the  lail  moment  of  his 
life,  a  benevolence  which  proved  him  truly  worthy  of  the 
riches  he  had  acquired,  and  which  he  appeared  ever  ready  to 
di/trlbute,  on  all  proper  occafi on s  (unlike  fome  perfons  who 
have  acquired  fortunes  in  the  fame  quarter,  and  have  been 
afterwards  only  dillinguiflied  for  their  meannefs  or  prodi- 
gality) as  though  he  confidercd  himfelf  only  the  almoner 
of  other's  wealth,  and  not  the  poffeflbr  of  his  own.  It  is 
clfewhere  truly  and  corcifely  (aid  of  him,  that,  inpriv^to 
life,  the  goodnefs  of  his  heart  led  him  to  afts  of  bene- 
volence which,  though  not  uHentatious  in  themfelves,  will 
remain  recorded  in  the  memories  of  many. 

JEKYLL,  Edward, — the  nephew,  if  we  miftake  not, 
to  fir  Thomas  Jekyll,  mafter  of  the  rollsduring  part  of 
the  reigns  of  king  George  the  Firfl  and  Second,  ferved, 
in  17+3,  as  lieutenant  of  the  EfTex  under  captain  Norris. 
He  afterwards  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Lion,  a 
fourth  rate,  on  the  5ih  of  March,  1747-8.  He  is  faid, 
in  the  year  1754,  to  have  accepted  the  command  of  the 
Happy  floop  of  war,  a  circumllanCe  by  no  means  unlikely, 
8S  It  was  tnea  not  very  uncommon  foi  poft  captains  to 
accept 
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accept  of  fuch  fubordinatc  commands  in  time  of  peace. 
In  the  year  1756,  about  the  time  the  deciaration  of  war 
againft  France  took  place,  he  was  m^cfe  captain  of  the 
FJa'mborqugh,  3  twcnty-gtin  fhipv  and  was,  very  earty  ih 
1758,  promoxed  to  the  command  of  the  Rippon,  a  new 
fourth  rate  of  fixty  guns,  then  juft  launched.  At  the  clofe 
of  that  year  he  was  ordered  out  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
the  fijuadron  fent  thither,  under  commodore  Hughes,  to 
attack  tht  French  pofTeilions  in  tha^  quarter.  That  of 
Martinico  was  firlt  undertaken,  and,  as  it  may  be  re- 
membered, failed.  Captain  Jekyll,  however,  wss  highly 
diftingiiiihed  by  the  fuppott  he  afforded  captain  l^ilje,  of 
the  Briftol,  in  ihe  attack  of  Fort  Negro.  After  the  ene- 
my's fire  was  filenced,  the  marines  belonging  to  both  (hips 
were  put  on  fliore  and  took  poffeffioij;  but  having 
lendered  the  guns  unferviceabic,  abandoned  it  foon  after- 
wards by  order  of  the  Commander-in-chief. 

The  troops  were  landed  the  fame  afternoon  it)  Cas  do 
Navires  bay,  about  two  miles  from  Fort  Negro,  the' 
Rippon  being  one  of  the  (hips  ordered  to  cover  the  dcv 
■  barkation.  It  was  determined  in  a  council  of  war,  held 
five  days  afterwards,  that  as  the  citadel  of  Fort  Royat  was; 
held  to  be  unavailable  by  fea,  the  attack  on  that  place 
Jhonld  be  abaridoned-,  and  the  ftorm  of  war  transferred  tff 
St.  Pierre,  a  town  at  that  time  of  conBderable  rrade  an4 
confeonence,  defended  by  a  ftrong  regular  fort,  or  cita- 
del. The  Rippon  was  ordered  tn,  to  filence  a  battery 
ereQed  about  a  mile  to  the  northward  of  the  town,  and 
the  fignal  being  made  for  all  the  tranfports  to  bear  down 
under  (he  commodore's,(Mr.  N^Oores'sJ  (lern,  it  was  con- 
ieflurcd  an  attack  would  have  immediately  taken  place 
It  'vas,  however,  almoft  at  the  fame  inftant  refolved,  in  a 
council  baftily  held,  to  abandon  this  attempt  atfo;  but, 
pwing  either  to  cnnfiifion,  miftake,  or  fome  ftrangc  for- 
getfulnefs,  the  Rippqn  was  fuffered  to  proceed  according 
fo  the  firll  order;  fo  that  captain  Jekyll  navingbrou^t  up 
againft  the  fort,  attacked  with  the  greateft  fpirit,  and  fooq 
/iJei^ced  it.  Xw  ff^f''  batteries  however  were  fooo 
opened  3gainft  this  unfortunate  Ihip,  one  on  a  point  of 
land  to  the  northward,  and  the  other  on  a  hill  to  the 
|qutbward  ;  .ihcfe,  together  with  a  battery  at  the  north 
50(1  of  the  towni"ahd  a  mortar  battery  alfo,  began  at  bnca 
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a.treaiendous  fire,  which  was  inceTTanlly  kept  up.  Cap-, 
tain  Jekyll,  howevt:r,  did  not.dcfpair,  biK  immeilLaicly 
be^n  to  return  the  enemy's  fah  Hat  ion  from  both  fidesof  ihe 
ihip  at  once,  and  continued  cnga^d  for  fome  time  without 
either  fuccour,  or  orders  to  defiH.  At  length,  after 
fuftatning  this  complicated  cannonade  for  two  hours  and 
an  half,  and  obferving  that  the  bomb-ketches  were  not 
<xily  called  off,  but  that  the  cummodure  and  the  tranfpom 
were  two  leagues  from  him,  be  naturally  concluded  that  all. 
idea  of  farther  attack  was  abandoned,  and  of  courfc  save 
orders  that  his  boats  Ihould  be  manned  for  the  purpole  of. 
towing  him  off.  The  garrifon  of  the  fort,  which  had 
been  lilenced  by  the  Rippon,  finding  at  this  time  the- 
ftoali  force  they  had  to  oppofe,  and  confequently  refum- 
ing  courage  from  this  circumftance,  returned  10  their 
guns,  and  not  only  raked  the  Rippon  fo;ie  and  aft,  but 
biak  her  long  boat  allem. 

In- this  ftate  of  diltrefs  captain  Jekyll  continued  for  an 
boiif,  when  the  commodore  having  difpatched  boats  to  his 
lelief,  and  a.  breeze  of  wind  fpringingup  at  the  fame  time,, 
the  Rippon  foon  gotourof  gjtnlfaot.  The  attack  of  Gua- 
flaloupc  beitigrnexi  reCblved  on,  the  fquaijron  made  the 
iflaod  on  the. 23d  of  the  fame  month  [January },  and  the 
next  morning  the  fignal  was^made  by  the  commodore  for 
Iheibips  to  proceed  to  the  feveral  lUtions  of  attack  Wiicb 
were  affigned  them,  and  begin  their  cannonade.  About 
ten  o'clock  captain  Jekyll  opened  his  fire  on  a  battery  of 
fix  gvas  beloi^ing  to  the  etieiuy  on  the  Mbrnc  Rouge* 
but  having  ran-  in  rather  too  clofc  before  he  let  go  his 
^chor,  the  Ihiptailed^and  Duck  fa(t.  A  feven gun  battery 
9H  ihe  north  fide  opened  in  fupport  of  that  en  the  Morne 
Kouge,  and  the  Rippon,  being a«round,  had  to  liiltain  theis 
anited  fire  in  the  belt  manner  ihe  could.  At  two  in  iha 
afteroCKXi  the  guns  on  the  Morne  were  afiually  lilenced  ; 
but  the  enemy  finding  the  Ihip  was  on  Ihore,  affembled  in 
great  ntjatbers  on  the  brow  of  the  hil),  and  kept  up  a  very 
wiflc  firt  frMn  tJie  trenche*.  which  raked  the  Inip,  killing- 
And  wounding  a  number  of  tha  crew.  About  ihrea 
p'clock  the  militia  of  thqilland  having  dragged  an  eigh- 
teen'pobnder  up  the  height,  be^n  to  ^re  briflcly  Irum 
}t,  and  a  the  (btion  taken  by  the  cn?my  was  very 
fc^fiderably  lu^er  ihaa  the  Qiif»  this  part  of  the  attack 
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was  not  filenced  without  great  difficulty,  nor  till  after  the" 
Rippon  had  endured  a  cannonade  of  two  hours  continuance. 

The  officers  and  men  behaved  in  the  midft  of  their  dif- 
Bculties  with  the  mod  undaunted  fpirit.  The  colours  of 
the  enemy,  which  they  had  hoifted  m  their  trenches,  were 
fliot  down  and  never  again  rehoifted.  Some  of  the 
officers  were  wounded;  and  out  of  twenty-eight  n:>ariners 
ftationed  on  the  poop,  etgtit  were  killed,  or  dilabled.  The 
forecaftle  was  fo  enfiladed  that  the  feamen  quartered  there 
.  ■were  obliged  to  abandon  it.  Their  ftate  was  rendered 
the  more  defperate  by  the  Rippon  having  at  that  time 
ninety  men  fict  in  the  hold  ;  to  perfeift,  if  poffible, 
her  diftrefs,  a  box  of  cartridges  blew  up  on  thp  poop,  and 
fet  the  fhip  on  hre.  It  Is  faid,  that  by  this  time  all  the  ' 
grape-fliot  as  well  as  the  wadding  on  board  the  Rippod 
was  expended,  but  that  the  zeal  of  the  feamen  was  flich 
that  they  eagerly  tore  up  their  jackets,  and  (hirts  for  the 
purpofe  of  fupptying  the  want,  and  continued  their  fire 
with  the  utmoft  impctuofity,  while  their  comrades  were 
employed  with  equal  affiduity  in  extinguifhing  the  effe3s' 
of  the  explofion  juft  mentioned. 

Such  was  the  diffrelfed  flate  captain  Jekytl  and  his  fhip 
were  in,  when  theBrlftol,  commanded  by  capt.  Leflie,  came 
in  from  Tea,  that  officer  obferving  the  critical  fituation  of 
the  Rippon,  mo(t  gallantly  ran  in  between  her,  and  the 
feven  gun  battery,  from  which  the  fhip  had  received 
her  principal  annoyance  during  the  a3ion.  He  iriMne- 
diateiy  poured  a  broadfidc  on  the  enemy,  and  the  marines 
at  the  fame  time  flanking  the  alTailants,  the  Rippon  ex- 
perienced fome  relaxation  from  attack. 

At  half  jpall  five,  the  commodore  Tent  an  officer  on 
board  the  Rippon  with  orders  for  that  fliip  to  tow  of^ 
but  being  aground,  thofe  of  courfe  became  void.  At 
feven  o'clock,  the  batteries  of  the  enemy  being  filenced^ 
the  bomb-ketches  flood  in,  and  attacked  the  town,  a  cir- 
cumflance  which  in  fome  degree  diverted  the  attention  of 
the  enemy  from  the  Rippon.  At  nine  o'clock,  that  fhip 
having  ran  her  larboard  guns  over  her  ftarboard  fide,  ara 
Itarted  thirty  tons  of  vrater  in  the  forehold,  fet  all  her 
boats  afloat,  hoping  they  wcwid  be  able  to  tow  her  oflfi 
The  attempt,  however,  was  ineSeftual,  the  anchors  came 
Jtome,andthe  fhip  reiTKiincdimmoveabki  J  hut  about  twelvo 
o'clock  at  night,  contrary  to  the  cxpedatioa  of  every 
petfoq 
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perfon  on  board,  the  (hip  gave  a  fudden  ftart  and  floated. 
Ail  difficulties  then  ceafcd,  and  captain  Jckyll  foon  after- 
wards confidered  himfclf  out  of  all  danger.  He  returned 
lo  Europe  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year,  and  retained  the 
command  of  the  fame  (hip,  in  which  he  was  afterwards 
employedon  the  home  ftatioH  til!  the  veaii762«.  TJicRip- 
pon  was  then  ordered  to  be  dtfmantled,  and  captain  Jekyll 
does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command  till 
theyeari770,whcnhe  was  appointed  to  the Egmonl, of  74 

funs,  fjae  of  the  Ihips  put  into  commifTion  on  the  appre- 
en(ion  of  a  rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Iflands,  and  afterwards  [lationed  as  a  guardfbip  at  Portf* 
moath.  la  this  command  he  continued  during  the  pe- 
liod  ufually  allotted  to  it,  but  never  accepted  of  any  fub- 
fequent one.  lie  died  full  of  years  and  honour,  althoujh 
he  never  lived  to  attain  an  higher  rank  than  that  oTa 
private  captain,  on  the  26th  of  June,  1776. 

KELLER,  Edward, — was,  on  the  20th  of  November, 
1744,  raifed  from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  be  commander 
of  a  Hoop  of  war.  On  the  23d  of  April,  1748,  he  wag 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Flamborough,  and  having 
foon  afterwards  removed  into  the  Mermaid,  was  orderra 
to  South  Carolina,  where  he  died  in  the  year  1750. 

KIRK,  James.  —  This  gentleman  was  appointed  a 
lieutenant  on  the  29th  of  January,  1742-3.  On  the  23d 
of  June,  1748,  during  which  interval  we  have  no  account 
of  him,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Elizabeth. 
His  next  command,  faias  we  have  been  able  to  invefllgate, 
was  that  of  the  Lynn,  a  forty-gun  (hip,  to  which  he  was 
u>poimed  early  in  1755.  He  retained  this  command  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1759,  and  in  the  preceding 
autumn  was  employed  in  convoying  ihe  homeward-bound 
fleet  from  Jamajca ;  but  we  are  not  acquainted  with  the 
length  of  lime  he  had  been  employed  on  the  Weft  India 
flation.  His  voyage  tn  England  was  far  from  being  agree- 
able to  him,  as  appears  by  the  following  memorandum.

filling  of  one  hundred  and  forty-feven  fail,  was  tMs  Ay 

made  public,  complaining  of'  the  difregard  paid  to  hi» 
■  fignals  by  many  of  :he  mercha'ntmcn,  and  of"  the  obfiinate 
and  iintowaidly  behaviour  of  others,  by  which  the  fleet 
fiiffered  inuch,  but  more  particularly  rt-prefenting  the 
irregiilaritits  conimilted  by  feveral  of  the  crews  on  the 
Spaoifli  fettlements  where  they  were  obliged  lo  put  in  for 
water,  by  which  much  offence  was  givtn  to  the  governor 
of  the  Havanna,  and  much  injury  done  to  the  poor  people, 
Tvhofe  cattle  and  hogs  they  killed  and  carried  off  in  num-' 
bers  without  referve,  after^  they  had  hofpitably  Ihewn 
them  where  they  might  be  fupplied  with  water." 

This  genileman  was,  foon  after  his  arrival  in  England^ 
promoted  to  command  the  America,  of  fixty  guns,  one 
'  of  the  fquadron  fent  out  under  Mr.  Bofcawen,  early  in 
■  the  enfuing  year,  to  the  Mediterranean.  He  diftinguiihed 
himfelf  extremely  in  the  attack  made  on  M.  de  la  Clue's 
'  ftjuadron.  On  the  day  fucceeding  the  ailion  captain  Kirk 
'was  ordered,  together  with  captain  Prattnn  in  the  Intre- 
pid, to  dertroy  the  Ocean,  M.  de  ia  Clue's  flag-(hip, 
which,  after  having  been  confidcrably  damaged  in  rfie 
adlion,  ran  among  the  breakers  to  avoid  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  Englifli.  Captain  Pratten  having  let  go  his 
anchor  loo  foon,  was  not  able  to  join  in  the  attack  ;  bjit 
captain  Kirk,  more' fortunate  in  his  operations,  got  in,  and 
performed  the  fervice  alone.  The  Ocean  furrendered 
immediately  on  receiving  the  fire  of  the  America,  and 
captain  Kirk,  on  fending  his  lieutenant  on  board*,  finding 
it  impoHible  to  get  the  Oiip  off,  fet  her  on  fire- 
Captain  Kitlc  quitted  the  command  of  the  America 
iriimediately  after  his  return  to  England,  that  (hip  being 
ordered  to  the  Eall  Indies,  and  never  afterwards  accepted 
of  any  naval  command.  In  1777  he  was  appointed  one 
of  the'commiffioners  of  the  vjflualling-ofEce,  a  ftation 
which  he  continued  uninterruptedly  to  hold  for  ten  years', 
till  the  time  of  his  death,  an  event  which  happened 
in  the  courfeof  the  month  of  Oaober,  1787.

LLOYD. 
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LEOYD,  William, — was,  from  being  commander  of 
tlic  Otter  (loop  of  .war,  on  the  12th  of  January, 
174.7-8,  protnotEd  to  be  captain  of  the  InviRcible.  There 
was  at  this  time  a  captain  John  Lloyd 'in  the  navy  ; 
from  this  circumllance,  as  we  have  obfcrved,  on  former 
occafions,  no  fmall  difficulty  has  arifen  to  us  in  the  attempt 
todilcriminate  between  them,  and  appoint  to  each  their 
proper  refpcflive  commands.  We  can  only  fay,  that  in 
1753  2  captain  Lloyd  commanded  the  AriindL-1,  and  two 
years  afterwards  the  Cheflerfield,  without  peremptorily 
allotting  thofe  (hips  to  either  of  thefe  gentlemen.  In  1756 
however  we  believe  this  individuaSgentteman  to  have  com- 
manded the  Ncwcaftle,  of  fixty  guns,  which  he  quitted  In 
the  enfuing  year.  We  have  no  account  of  any  fubfequent 
command  held  by  him  during  the  continuance  of  the  war, 
except  that  of  the  Conqueror,  a  third  rate  of  fevcnty-four 
guns,  cmjployed  on  the  home  or  Channel  ftaiion.  In  the 
month  of  April  he  returned  from  Cadiz  with  a  convoy, 
and  remained  after  that  time,  we  believe,  either  in  port, 
or  employed  on  very  fliort  crutfes,  till  tfie  25th  of 
OSober,  a  day  rendered  remarkable  by  two  unfortunate 
events,  the  death  of  king  George  the  Second,  and  the  lofs 
of  the  Conqueror,  which  having  ran  aground,  throi^  the 
mifcoadudl  of  the  pilot,  on  St.  Nicholas's  Illand  in  Ply- 
mouth harbour,  was  there  totally  loft. 

Captain  Lloyd  was  honourably  acquitted  of  all  blame 
on  the  foregoing  account,  but  we  believe  never  afterwards 
accepted  of  any  naval  command.  On  the  23d  of  Janu- 
ary, 1778,  he  was  advanced  tQ  the  ra  k  of  rear-admiral 
of  the  bluet,  -as  he  was  farther,  on  the  19th  of  March, 
1779,  to  that  of  rear  of  the  red.  On  the  26th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1780,  he  was  promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the 
blue;  and  on  the  24ih  of  September,  1787,  to  the  fame 
rank  in  the  red  fquadron.  On  the  ift  of  February,  1793, 
he  was  made  admiral  of  the  blue ;  as  he  was  moreover  of 
the  white  on  the  i6th  of  April,  1795.  This  his  laft 
promotion,  and  which  indeed  was  ts  the  higheft  rank  in  . 
the  navy,  he  did  not  long  furvive,  dying,  at  his  feat  at

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Turnham-green,  on  the  19th  of  July,  1796,  In  tbe.yiH 
year  of  his  age.  It  is  faid,  in  the  obituary  of  the  Gen- 
tleman's Magazine  for  the  month  laft-mcniioned,  that  he 
died  without  ifTile,  and  left  the  ptincipal  part  of  his  pro- 
perty to  Thomas  Stepney,  efq.  one  of  the  grooms  of  the 
chamber  to  his  royal  liighnefs  the  duke  of  York. 

MARSH,  Henry, — was,on  thei2thof  Mafch,  1747-8, 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Chichefter.  Many  pet- 
Ions  have  confounded  this  gentleman  with  captain  Wil- 
liam Marfli,  who  commanded  the  little  expedition  againll 
Senegal  in  1757,  and  of  whom  fome  account  ha^  been 
already  given*.  Many  lifts  of  naval  officers  have  this 
gentleman  inferred  as  captain  of  the  Hirwich  at  that 
time ;  but  it  is  not  poUiblc  this  fliould  be  oiherwife  than 
a  miftake,  from  the  circumftance  of  captain  Marlh  hav- 
ing been  commanding-officer  of  the  expedition  juft-men- 
tioned.  Captain  Sajer,  who  was  fenior  to  captain  H. 
Marth,  was  then  captain  of  the  NalTau,  one  of  that  fqua- 
dron,  a  circumflanoe  which  fixes,  beyond  a  doubt,  the 
identity  of  this  command  with  captain  William  Marfh, 
and  would  be  fufficient  to  prove  the  miftakc,  had  we  no 
other  information.  We  (hall  take  this  opportunity  <ot 
correfling  a  flagrant  error  inadvertently  committed  in  the 
account  of  that  gentlemant.  He  is  there  faid  to  have 
commanded  the  Naffau  at  the  time  of  that  expedition, 
when  the  UQ.  is,  he  never  in  his  life  was  captain  of  that 
fliip;  the  miitake  made  by  us  arofe  from  taking  the  ac- 
count too  fuperficially  from  the  general  hiftory,  in  which 
the  NaflTau  is  ftated  as  the  commodore's  fliip. 

The  firit  authentic  account  we  have  of  captain  H, 
Marfli,  after  his  promotion  to  the  Chichefter,  is  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1762,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  Catherine  yacht,  in  which  he  remained 
till  1765,  when  fome  accounts  ftate  him  to  have  been 
made  captain  of  the  Triumph  guardfhip,  of  74  guns. 
Admitting  thefe  to  be  correii,  a  circumftance  we  much 
doubt,  he  certainly  quitted  that  ftiip  in  the  enfuing  year, 
and  was  appointed  to  the  St.  Anthonio,  of  fixty  guns.  This 
fliip  had  been  taken  in  the  preceding  war  from  the  Spaniards 
'  at  the  Havannah,  and,  at  the  time  Juft  ftated,  was  put  into

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Commiflion  as  a  guardfliip  at  PortfAiouth.  He  hcM  this 
fUtioa  till  the  end  of  the  yezr  1768,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  captains  on  the  eftablifliment  of  Green- 
wichrhofpital.  He  did  not  long  enjoy  this  honourable 
rettremcfit,  dying  in  the  year  1773. 

MARTIN,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  .of 
lieutenant  on  the  aQth  of  Augufl,  1746,  and  appear^  to 
have  continued  in  the  intermediate  one,  of  commuidcr  of 
a  floop  of  war  a  very  (hort  time,  not  improbably  di^ring  a 
few  days  only.  On  the  i6th  of  Aoguh,  1748,  he  wa» 
appointed  captain  of  the  Nonfuch ;  after  which  time  we 
have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the  year  175!, 
when  we  find  him  appointed  to  the  Blandford,  of  twenty 
guns.  The  next'  mention  made  of  this  gentleman  is  in 
the  end  of  the  year  1757,  when  he  is  Hated  to  have  b'^ift 
captain  of  the  Salilbiiry  on  the  Eaft  India  ftation.  His 
name  does  not  however  occur  as  holding  this  command  * 
in  any.  of  the  lines  of  battle  given  by  admiral  Pocock  in 
tiii  difpatches ;  tior  is  his  name  even  given  as  captain  of 
any  other  flto ;  nevcrtheiefs  he  is  llated  to  ha*e  been 
wounded  bylijplinter  in  the  ieg,  in  the  aftion  which  took 
Jtlace  on  ihtf^  and  4th  of  Auguft,  1758.  He,  muft  « 
•ny  rate  have  returned  from  the  Eaft  Indies  foon  after  this 
Htne,  for  on  the  20th  of  May,  1760,  he  was  married,  id 
&igiand^  to  the  only  daughter  of  admiral  Rowley.  We 
do  not  find  him  to  have  accepted  of  any  command  aftdr 
his  return  to  England,  nor  indeed  have  we  any  farther  par- 
ttcniars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  on  the  a7tii 
of  Tunc,  1766. 

MILBANKE,  Mark.— This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  is  the  third  Ton  of  Ralph  Milbankc,  of  Halnaby 
lA  thccounty  of  York,  baronet,  and  Anne  his  fccond  wife, 
dxi^ter  to  Edward  Delaval,  of  South  Dillington,  in  the 
county  of  Ndrthumberland,  efq.  Having  entered  into 
Ae  fea  fervice,  he.  was,  on  die  13th  of  September,  1746, 
advanced  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  imd  pro- 
mpted  from  that  itation  by  commillloD,  bearing  date  May 
the  2rft,  1748,  appointitig  him  capuin  of  the  Inveme(s> 
Wc  have  no  acctTunt  of  the  fubfequent  commands  held  by

PARKER,  Sir  Hyde,— iwaj  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on> fie  i6ch  of  January,  1744-5, 
He  appears  to  have  been  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  for 
a  very  ftiort  time  only ;  nor  have  we  any  account  of  the 
vefTct  or  vcQels  in  that  clafa  which  he  was  appointed  to. 
On  the  z+th  of  March,  1747-8^  he  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  Lively  frigate.  We  find  no  fanhcr  mea^ 
lion  iDflde  of  him  till  the  year  1757,'  when  he  com-' 
manded  the  Squirrel,  of  twenty  gnns.  He  ii,  however^ 
no  otherwifb  noticed,  than  as  having  {lopped^  xt  £aib- 
den,  a  confiderable  (juamily  of  forage  intended  for 
the  ufe  of  the  French  army.  Nothing  is  faid  •  of  hiai 
after  this  time  till  the  month  of  April  t7S9«  when

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atitl  captured  a  large  French  privsteer,  called  the  Bafdue, 
belonging  to  Bxjonner  carrying  twenty-two  giins  nine- 
pounacrs,  with  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and  ten  meti.  In 
1760  be  was  promottd  to  the  Norfolk,  of  fe'venty-four 
guns,  at  that  time  fent  out  to  the  Eatl  Indies*,  The 
Nntfolk  being,  foon  after  M  aftiyal,  taken  by  admiral- 
Corniih,  to  he  hii  fl3g-fhip,~ea|iuin  Parker  removed  firft 
Hito  the  Grafton,  and  from  (hesce,  in  17&2,  into  the 
Panther.  In  thu  laft  fhi{>  he  ferved  under  admiral  Cor- 
iiifii  oi  the  memorable  aJod'  fnccefsftil  xxpedttion  againfl 
Manilla.: 

He  Was  dettfthed  by  the  commander-rn-obief,  oA  the 
4th  of  OSob^r,  with  captain  King  in  the  Argo,  to  fearctj 
for  a  gaVeon,  called  the  Philippine,  from  Acapulco 
Bound  to  Manilla,  which  was  faid  to'be  then  otFCajayagam, 
betweert  the  Embocadaro  and  Cape  Spiritu  Santos.  On 
the  30th  of  the  fame  month  he  defcried  aJaige  vefle!,  to 
which  he  immediately  gave  thace,;  in  full  perfuafion  that 
it  tvas  the  identical  Jhip  he  had  been  fent  in  purftiit  of. 
Owing  to  the  rapidity  of  a  counter-currem  ihe  Panther 
being  driven  among  the  Naranjo's,  was  in  the  utmoft  dan- 
ger of  being  lolV,  and  was  compelled  to  come  to  aA  anchor; 
but  the  Acso,  havingavoidedthedifficoliy,  got  up  with  the 
enemy  «id  b?gan  to  engage.  TI*e  very  great  fopcriority 
the  Spaniftt  fhip  pofleiled  in.  poim  of  Cie,  added  to  the 
fhicknefs  of  her  lides,  enabled  her  to  treat  the  Argo  fo 
tough)yVli£  to  compel  her  to  defift  after  at^adion  of  two 
htiOrs.  The  cun-ent  having  in  the  interim  flackenedi  capt. 
Parkerigan  got  under  fail,  and  abont  nine  the  next  mo«t- 
ihg  began  tO'engage  the  chace.  The  defence  was  merelv 
pailive,  for.the  enemy  eonfided  merely  to  the  ftrengtn 
and  thfarkne&of  ttleiriides,  whidi  the  mot  of  thePaather 
Were  unobie  to  penetrate,  exc!ept  th~  the  top-bde  or  upper 
"wotks.  Findiog,  however,  ttiaf  fefiftance  was  vain,  the 
Spaniards  furre'ndered,  ifter  l\il!atning  a  .canrloiiade  of 
two  bows.  .  How  grsTitt  however,  was  captain  Parker's 
furpriiie,  OB  finJmg  that  his  prize  was  not  tbe^ilippih*

Trinidadiit, 
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Trinadada,  which  had  failed  from  Manilla,  oh  the  ift  of 
Auguft,  for  Acapulco ;  biu  having  met  with  a  fevere  nte 
of  ^vind  three  hundred  Jeagucs  to  the  eastward  of  the  £iii- 
bocadero,  was  difmaflad,  and  of  courfc  compelled  to  put 
bock  for  refitment.  The  prize  was  equal  in  magnitude 
to  a  Britith  firit  rate,  was  pierced  for  fixty  guns,  but  when 
captured  had  only  thirteen  inouated,  feven  of  which  were 
taken  out  of  the  hold  during  the  a3ion  itfelf,  a  flrong  and 
uticontrovertible  proof  of  the  fecuriql^n  which  the  crew, 
confifting  of  eight  hundred  and  ten  men,  confidered  them- 
felvcB  from  the  {hot  of  their  aSaibnts,  oc'thev  could 
liot,  at  fuch  a  period,  have  taken  thofe  moafures  for  their 
defence  fo  coolly.  The  prize  was,  though  inferior  to  the 
expcQed  capture,  of  very  confiderahle  value,  exceeding, 
as  it  is  faid,  fix  hundred  thoufand  pounds.  Capt.  Parker 
is  reported  to  have  returned  to  Kurope  in  the  Norfolk 
after  the  furrender  of  Manilla,  and  to  have  arrived  in 
Eiigland  with  that  fhip  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1764. 

We  find  noiarther  mention  made  of  this  gantleman 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
Invincible,  a  third  rale  of  feventy-four  ffias,  piit  into 
commldion  in  confequence  of  the  holme  appearance 
which  the  condu6\  of  France  then  alTumed. 

On  the  23d  of  January,  1778,  he  was  promoted  to  be 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  having  foon  aftsrwardi 
hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  Royal  Oak,  was  appointed 
lecond  in  command  of  the  fquadron  fent  out  to  America 
with  admiral  Byron.  He  atterwaKls  ftiifted  his  flag  inta 
the  Conqueror,  and  the  misfortunes  which  attended  this 
ill-fated  armament  having  been  already  given  in  the  ac- 
count of  Mr.  Byron,  it  is  needlefs  to  enter  into  any  farther 
repetition  of  them,  than  to  fay  tbatthe  rear-admiral  arrived 
at  New  York  on  the 29th of  Auguft,  carryingin  with  him 
the  Royal  Oak,  Conqueror,  Fame,  Sultan,  Bedford,  and 
Grafton,  but  a)i  of  them  in  a  very  Shattered  and  di  fabled  (late. 
The  French  fleet  having  alfo  fulUined  confiderable 
damage  in  a  gale  of  wind,  retired  about  the  fame  time  to 
JBoflon,  for  the  purpofe  of  repair  and  re-equipment.  It 
failed  from  thence  to  the  Weft  Indies  at  the  concluflon  of 
the  year,  and  Mr.  Byron,  with  Mr.  Pallet,  and  the  force 
under  their  orders,  followed.  M.  D'Eftaing,  the  French 
admiral,  retired  into  Port  Royal,  unwilliog-to  truft  to  a 
■  F  3       .  con- 
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£ont«ft,  at  leail  till  (he  .arrival  of  a  reinforcement,  wfiifb 
VM  daily  expefled,  and  would  render  his  fleet  manifdUy 
fuperior  in  point jof  apparent  iorcf,  and  Hrength. 

The  ibafon  pafled  on  wiihout  encoiintei-,  or  the  ii>tcr- 
vention  of  any  material  ocpiirrence,  till  ihe  beginning  of 
the  month  of  July,  when  M.  de  ia  Motte  Piquet,  having 
joined  D'Eftaing  with  a  ftrong  fquadcon,  the  Utter  ven- 
tured to,  iea^  and  attacked,  the  iUand  of  Grenada.  'i~he 
Britifh  fleet  puifued,  btit  that  colony  was  fo  little  capable 
of  defence  that  it  furrentiered  before  Mr,  Byron  could  gel 
up,  and  M.  D'£ftung,  with  twenty-fevcn  fliips  of  the 
]inc,  called  op  fufficient  refolution.to  {land  out  to  fea, 
with  an  apparent  inipntioji  of  deciding  the  fate  of  the 
Britilh  Weft  Indies  by  a  decifive  conieft.with  Mr,  Byron, 
whofe  whole  fleet  amounted  only  to  twenty-o;ic.  Mr. 
Parker  jcommanded  ihe  rear-divifion,  and  was  not  fottu-; 
natc  enough  to  have  any  Ihare  in  the  a^ion,  Mr^  Byroq 
returning  to  England  foon  afterwards,  as  Mr.  Barrington, 
the  fecond  in  command,  had  a  ftiort  time  before  him; 
the  chief  ci»0iDQand  devqlved  upon  Mr.  Parker,. ^who 
remained  there,  during  the  winter  fcafon,  with  a  ffirce' 
cpnfifting  of  fixteen  or  Teventecn  (hips  of  the  line. 

The  operations  of  the  winter  were  principally  confined 
«>  watching  the  motions  of  the  enemy.and  difpofin^  cruifers 
to  as  moll  efFeflually  to  diflrefs,  the  commerce  of  the 
enemy,  as  well  as  prote£t  that  q(  Britain,  Mr.  Parker  was 
fxtretnely  fortunate  in  his  arrangements,  a  conlidcrabt? 
numberof  (hips  of  Ijrge  burthen,  laden  with  provjfionE, 
fimmuniiion,  ftores,  and  merchandize  of  djiTerent  kjnds, 
were  captured,  feyeq  at  one  time,  on  the  22d  of  Septem- 
|>er,  all  armed,  feveral  of  ihem  mounting  thirty  gun^, 
jind  in  burthen  fix  hundred  tons.  The  Tuccefs  of  the 
force  under  the  rear-admiral 'e  orders  was  not  confined 
pierely  to  thp  capture  of  vefTcls  of  this  defcripsion,  a  confi- 
^rable  number  of  frigates  and  (hips  of  war  were  alfo 
taken :  the  mo(t  ponfiderable  of  thcjc  were  the  Alcmene, 
of  thirty-two  guns ;  the  Compafs,  of  twenty  j  the  Fortunee, 
flf  forty-two  i  the  Blanche,  of  thirty-eight ;  and  thp  Ellis, 
pf  twenty-eight,  together  with  the  Sphynx,  a  re-captured 
-Prjtjili  frigate,  which  had  ))een  taken  by  th«  enemy  ^ 
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fliorl  time  before*.  Monfieiir  dc  Giiichen  arrived  at 
Maninico  in  the  montb  of  February  wilh  a  reinforce- 
ment of  feventeenfliipsoftheline,  fourfriptes,  and  three 
luggers,  and  having  con  fequently  rendered  the  force  of  the 
French  fleet  fo  evidently  fupcrior  to  that  of  the  Britiih, 
Mr.  Parker  was  compelled  to  be  content  v/ith  acting  merely 
on  the  dcfenfive,  till  the  arrival  of  fir  G.  Rodney,  in  the 
month  of  March,  with  four  fhips  of  the  line,  enabled 
the  Englifli  once  more  to  infult  the  enemy  in  their  ports, 
and  dare  them  to  the  combat.     In  the  adtion  which  took 

Slace,  as  we  have  already  related  in  the  account  of  fir  G, 
-odneyt,  on  April  17,  rear-admiral  Parker,  who  had 
Aiified  his  flag  into  the  Princefs  Royal,  commanded  th« 
fecond  or  van  divifton,  and  it  is  almolt  needlefs  to  add, 
behaved  with  the  greateft  gallantry  and  go(xl  conduct, 
In  the  flcirtnilhes  which  enfued  in  the  month  of  May  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  concerned. 

He  failed  for  England  not  long  after  this  lime,  having, 
if  we  miftake  not,  Ihifted  his  flag  into  the  Medway,  of 
fiKty  guns,  and  taken  upon  him  the  charge  of  a  convoy,

Under  ihefe 
circuijiltanccs  the  alttioefi  and  difpaich  wiih  which  ihe  Oiipt  put  lo 
fea  was  furpi  mne  even  10  me,  who  am  no  llringer  to  the  aftivily  and 
brifkncfs  of  Englilh  officers  and  feaiiLen.  At  the  fquadrdn  flood 
over  for  Fox  Royal  the  enemy')  Ihipi  were  difcovered  to  be  a  convoy. 
Before  four  in  the  afieiQooD  nine  or  teo  of.  tbcm  run  tbeTfclvt*  on 
Oiore  00  the  iibnd  of  Maninico,  and  wer*  fei  on  fire  by  out  boat*; 
either  immediately  or  the  nei{l  morning'  About  thg  faqa  line  I 
obfcrvcd  ibe  Boi'eai  engaged  with  the  French  frigate  in  Pert  Jtoyal 
bayi  a  Trench  reai-admiial,  wiih  two  other  fcveijly  fouf  gun  fi)tp>t 
flipped  iheic  cablei.and  bote  down  upon  him',  which  obliged  the 
Boteat  10  (heei  off,  Thit  dextrous  maotcuvre .bvfd  iberr  frig^eand 
fome  of  their  merchanr-Oiifi.  The  FrencR  admual  bauled  h|i  win^ 
in  eood  lime;  and  kept  plyuia  for  the  road."

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yrhiph  he  brought  fafely  home  in  September.  Ob 
the  a6th  of  {hat  month  he  was  advanced  to  be  vice- 
admiral  of  the  blue,  as  he  had  before  been,  while  abfent  on 
the  Weft  India  ftation,  on  the  19th  of  iilarch,  1779,  to 
be  rear-admiral  of  the  red.  During' the  remainder  of  ' 
the  year  Mr,  Parker  held  no  command;  but  in  the 
month  of  March  1781,  was  ordered  into  the  North 
Sea  with  a  fmall  fquadron,  which  the  rupture  with 
Holland  rendersd  neceflary  Ihould  be  fent  thither.  H« 
firft  hoiftcd  his  flag  on  board  the  Victory,  of  one  hundred 
guns*,  that  {hip  not  having  been  ilKluded  in  the  powerful 
armament  fent  juft  before  that  time,  under  vice-admiral 
Darby,  to  convoy  a  fleet  oi  tranfportG  and  ilorelhipa 
for  Gibraltar :  but  the  fleet  returning  to  England  befor« 
Mr.  Parker  had  proceeded  from  the  Downs,  the  ViSorjr 
was  Ordered  back  to  Portfmouth,  and  the  Fonitude,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  fubftituted  as  the  admiral's  flas  (hip, 
being  better  calculated  for  the  fliallow  water  m  the 
German  Ocean,  and  the  nature  of  the  fervice  on  which  the 
fquadron  was  fent.  According  to  the  new  arraitgemcnt 
it  confifted  of  the  Fortitude,  of  feventy-fdur  guns;  the 
Princefs  Amelia,  of  eighty-foHr ;  the  Bienfaifant,  of  fixty- 
four;  the  Buffelo,  of  fixty;  the  Prefton,  of  fifty;  the  ^ 
Polphin,  offorty-fow;  the  Latona  and  Cleopatra  frigates, 
with  the  Alert  brig,  the  Bufy  and  Sprightly  cutters. 
With  this  force  the  vice-admiral  convoyed  into  the  Sound 
the  outward-bound  Bahic  fleet  in  the  month  of  June,  an<J 
^as  on  his  return  from  thence,  in  the  beginning  of  Augnft, 
vihen,  having  fortunately  been  joined  a  fliort  time  before 
by  the  Berwick,  of  feventy-four  guns,  with  the  Belle 
t^ule  and  Cleopatra. frigates,  he  fel!  in  with  the  Dutch

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figeaneiit,  vrtuct;  cotJd  fcarcely  be  called  decifive,  took 
place;  d)e  «aetny,  indeed,  appear  to  have  been  tired  of 
the  conteft,  but  were  in  a  condition  to  make  good  their 
fetreat,  when  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  admiral  to 
{Mirfue  them.  It  muA,  howeyer>  be  admfited,  the  admiral, 
and  all  thediKnDtcaptatniundcrhitcoramand,  did  every 
thing  that  could  be  expend  &om  brave  men,  and  firilaia 
certainly  gained  every  advantage  of  a  c(»TU>lcte  vi^ory,  if 
the  claim  to  th«t  honour  was  not  fo  dearly  eflablifhed  by 
the  capture  of  half  their  fleet  aa  it  hai  been  on  other  occa- 
0ons.  One  of  their  Olips,  cairying  fixty-c^t  guns, 
.funk  imm^iately  after  the  a^on  ceafed  i  and  the  reft  of 
their  force  was  happy  in  retumii^  back  to  the  Texel  ia

The  force  of  the  Dutch  fquadron  was  certainly  fupe-

wb  have  cadangered  my  convoy.  Having  Icpanled  the  menof  vnr 
from  ike  mercbial-fbipi,  and  made  ■  figail  to  ibe  lift  la  hctp  ihtW 
wiad,  I  boie  iwiy  witb  a  genenl  fignal  to  chace.  Tbc  eaeay 
formed  ihfir  line,  confiding  of  eiEhiiw<vdecked  Ibtps,  0n  tfaeAarboara 
uct.  Oan,  including  ibe  Boljihin,  confiding  of  fcven.  Itot  >gun 
v»  fired  on  either  fide  until  within  the  diftancc  of  half  muOiel-lhot. 
The  Fortitude  being  then  »brea&  qf  the  Dutch  idintral,  the  Bfiion 
be^an,  aud  continued  witb  tn  n«ce«6i)g  be  for  ibrce  hoart  ind  forty 
uunuics.  By  rbi'  time  oiu  fiiipi  were  aamaaagetblc.  1  made  tn 
effort  to  form  the  line  in  order  tg  renew  the  aftion,  hut  found  it 
impraQicablc.  The  Bienfaifant  had  loft  hii  main-top  mall,  ud  the 
Buffalo  hia  fore-yarf ;  the  reB  of  ritC  fbipi  were  not  lefs  Ihutercd  in 
their  maflt,  liratinc,  and  bill.  The  enemy  appeared  to  b*  in  aj  bad 
a  condiiion.  Botb  bjuadrooi  li^-to  a  coiiMciable  tlnte  near  etch 
other,  when  the  Dutch  with  their  caavof  boie  uwtf  for  the  Tcxel. 
We  were  rtot  in  a  cooditioii  to  follow  them." 

The  damages  fuRaincd  by  the  Fortitude  were  ten  fhot  between 
wind  and  water,  and  *  great  many  above  water;  three  fhot  throagh 
tDiio-mii),  one  ditto  u>re-nuifi,  and  one  lodged  in  it;  two  fliot 
thtough  bow-fprit,  jib-boom  carried  away,  niaia-iop-maft  badly 
wounded,  fparc  one  unfit  for  fervice ;  driver-boom  gone,  fpue  ftye- 
tup-Git-yard  unfit  for  fervice ;  fix  cbaiii-pUtei  and  dead-eyes  gone; 
bed  bower  anchor  flock,  badlv 'wounded  i  five  nuiii-fhroud)  on  the 
Itarboard  and  five  on  the  larboard  gonej  five-  fore  ditto,  and  two 
bacL-ftays,  fiarboard-fide,  gone;  fbre-top:mafi  day,  fpring  ditto, 
■nd  mizeo-fiay  gone  J  foie  and  aiun-to^^naS  flaya,  and  top-galUiit 
back-Aay  gone;  greater  part  of  the  rtinaiog-iigging  fhot  ^way;  all  the 
toati  damaged ;  two  lower-deck  guns,  three  main-deck  ditto,  oqe  ~ 
quui^i.dccK  ditto,  and  oac  curonide,  readereil  unfcrviceiblc. 
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attheNore,  in  the  Downs,  at  Hatwicfi,  and 'other  placed 
contiguous  to  the  fcene  of  encotiiiter,  which,  it  is  faW, 
might  have  joined  the  admiral  previous  to  thfe 'iflion-, 
thereby  enfiiring  the  deftruflioB  dr  capture  of  the'wholfc 
Duich  force,  if  admimihation  had  afted  with  proper 
energy,  and  given  timely  orders  for  the  different  com- 
manders to  have  cflefted  fiAh  a  junftion.  ^  This  clrcum- 
fiance,  violently  infilled  on  by  one  party,  and  as  peremp- 
torily denied  by  the  other, -created  no  fmall  degree  of 
cOntroverfyj ' 

Certain  it  is,  the  admiral  confidered  himrelf  neglcded 
and  ill-^treateri.  His.  majcfty,  by  way  of  encouraging 
bolhthc  officers  and  men  who  had  behaved  (b  gallantly,  and 
at  the  feme, time  convincing. the  people  how  well  he  wiS  ' 
hiinfelf  faiisfied  with  a  condudl  which  had  not  been 
erownediwith  that  brilliant  fnccefs  the  fanguine  temper 
of  Britaas'rarely  fails  to  expert,  repaired  tb  the  Nore 
immediately,  on  the  fquadron's  arrival^  to  review  it,  and, 
as.it  is  Jaid,  with  an  intentisn  of  beftowing  fome  fignal 
mark  of  his  favour  on  the  admiral  himfelf.  This,  it  is 
alfo  faid,  was  refnfed  tobe  accepted  with  fome  degree  of 
ill-temper :  and  in  a  very  fhort  time  afterwards  the  dtf; 
pute,  if  it  could  be  called  one,  was  terminated  by  the 
admiral's  ilriking  his  flag  inmuch  difguft. 

When  that  well-knojvn  political  revolution  happened, 
and  which,  as  is  (till  in<  the  memory  of  all,  took  place  in 
'  the  month  of  April  1 782,  Mr.  Parker,  of  courfe,  returned 
fo  the  fervice,  and^hojUed  ^hjs  flag  on  board  the  Cato,  4 
jiew'  Qjip  of  fifty-eight  guns-,  having  been  appointed  com- 
TOBnder- in -chief  of  t^e  fleet  then  employed  in  the  Eaft 
Indies,  tAboiit  this  'ime  he  fucceeded,  on  the  death  of  his 
brother^  the  Rei-.  Sir  Harry  Parker,  d.d.  to  the  dignity  of 
a  bar.onct,  FJe  failed  on  the  i  Jlh  of  Oflober  following,  but 
jievei  did  any  tidings  arrive  relaiive  to  that  unfortunate  ftiip 
after  it  had  patTed  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Somcperfons 
have  fuppofed  it  was  wrecked  cither  on  the  Illand  of 
"IVJadagafcar  or  off  the  Maldives ;  but  the  more  general  and 
l)cft  founded  opinion  appears  10  be,  .that  it  was,  by  fome 
.accident  or  other,  fei  on  fire  and  blown  up  at  fea. 

PEARCE,    Vincent,— was  one  of  the  lieutenants  of 

the  Neptune  at  the  time  of  the  a3ion  with  the  French 

"fleet,  off  Toulon,  in  1744.     On  the  nth  pf  September, 

17471  ^e  was  promoted  to  t)c  commander  of  ji  Qoopi  an4 

froM 
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firom  thence  advanced,  on  the  4th  of  November,  1748,10 
{)e  captain  of  the  Bofton  frigate.  We  have  no  farther 
account  relative  to  this  gentleman  till  the  year  17571 
ivhen  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Lizard,  a  fri- 
gate of  thirty-fix  guns,  employed  as  a  cruifcr  on  the  home 
jtation.     In  the  year  enfuing,  or  early  i{i  1759,  he  was 

Eromol^d  to  the  York,  of  lixty  guns,  one  of  the  fmall 
juadron  ordered  to  the  Kad  Indies,  under  rear-admiral 
C-ornilh,  to  reinforce  that  already  on  the  fame  llation  under 
vice-admiral  Pocock.  Hp  anivcd  fafely,  tc^ether  with 
his  admiral,  and  formed  a  jun£tion  with  Mr.  Pocock  on 
the  i8ih  of  O£lober,  b^t  unfortunately  died  in  the  month 
of  December  following,  before  any  new  operations  were 
ijndertaken  fuflicienlly  confequcntial  to  require  detail. 

ROWZIgR,  John, — was  appointed  commander  of  a  , 
floop  of  war  on  the  27th  of  December,  174.5;  and,  iq 
1747,  we  find  him  in  jhe  Swallow,  of  fourteen  guns,  on« 
of  the  fn^uadron  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  on  the  expedi- 
tion agamft  Pondicherry,  commanded  by  Mr.  Bofcawen, 
Captain  Rowzier  was  promoted  by  that  gentleman  to  the 
peal  Cfllle  frigate,  by  commiflion,  bearing  date  Ot^obec 
the  9th,  1748.  No  farther  particulars  are  come  to  our 
knowledge  relative  to  him,  except  that  he  died  in  England 
on  the  25th  of  July,  1752. 

SAUMAREZ,  Thomas.-^is  faid  to  have  been  lieute- 
nant of  one  of  che  IhipE  engaged  in  the  expedition  againll 
La  Gulra,  in  1743,  under  the  orders  of  commodore 
Knowles.  Hq  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  comfnandcr 
of  a  floopcjf  wi(r  on  the  23d  of  November,  1747.  After 
continuing  ii)  this  ranlr  for  twelve  months,  during  a 
Confidcrable  .part  of  which  time  be.  commanded  the 
Falcon  Jloop  on  the  hpme  or  Channel  ftation,  he  was 
^vanced,  on  the  tjih  of  N ov^mber,'! 748,  to  be  captain 
of  the  Biddeford,  a  (wenty-gun  fliip^  Wcdo  not  find  any 
other  particulars  related  concerning  him  till  the  year  I752» 
when  he  is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  captain  of  the 
Wager,  and  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies  as  fenior  officer  of  the 
few  fliips  employed,  in  time  of  pcac?,  on  that  fta- 
tion.  We  hav^  no  farther  Recount  of  him  till  the 
year  175S,  vfheo  he  was  appointed  to  the  Antelope,  a 
fourth  rate  of  fifty  guns,  uationed  as  a  cruifcr  in  the 
^riflol  Qhanpel,  Tnus  was  he  employed  when,  in  the 
j^QDth  of  November,  a  French  Ihip  of  war,  mounting 
lixty.. 
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fixty-fix  guns,  called  ihe  Belliqueux,  was  reported  to  be 
ill  the  Irilh  Channel.  Common  report,  but  which  we 
believe  on  the  prefent  occafion  very  correft,  informs  us, 
that  captain  Saumarez  was  engaged  in  a  very  pleafurable 
party  at  the  time  he  received  the  information  of  the  near 
approach  of  the  enemy's  fhip.  He  hailed  the  intelligence 
with  the  higheft  glee,  and  declared  he  would  capture  the 
enemy  before  the  enfuing  night.  He  quitted  (he  afTetnbly 
with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  and  by  exertions  almoft  incre- 
Hible,  was  alongOde  his  antagonlll  on  the  enfuing  morning. 
The  refiftante  was  trivia!  though  the  force  w»s  fo  confi- 
derably  fuperior.  The  Belliqueux  (iibmitted  almoft  on 
the  appearance  of  the  Antelope,  and  was  quietly  carried 
into  port :  but  the  pufillanimity  of  the  enemy  by  no  means 
detrafls  from  the  perfonal  merit  of  captain  Saumarez, 
who  afted  with  fpirit  unexceeded,  and  in  expeftation  of 
meeting  an  enemy  which  would  have  made  a  rcfiilance 
equal  to  his  force.  He  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the' 
Belliqueux,  the  fhip  he  had  taken  and  fent,  in  1761,  to 
rtw  Weft  Indies,  where  he  did  not  long  continue,  having 
.  quitted  the  ftiip,  -not  improbably  on  account  of  ill  health. 
No  farther  mention  is  made  of^  him,  except  that  he  died 
in  England  on  the^lft  of  September,  1766. 

SCOTT,  Samuel, — was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the" 
FoTkftone  on  the  29th  of  Jamiarv,  1747-8.  We  have  no 
fiibfcquent  account  of  him  till  the  year'  17571  '*'f'*ij 
he  commanded  the  Humber,  of  forty  guns,  on  the 
Weft  India  ftation.  In  1760  he  was  captain  of  the 
Aurora,  a  frigate  of  thirty-eight  guns,  taken  from  the 
enemy.  In  this  fhip  he  did  not  continue  longer  than  the 
end  of  the  year  iT^i)  and  before  the  conclufion  of  the 
war  is  faid  to  have  accepted  the  command  of  the  Badger 
floop.  He  did  not'loRg  continue  in  Vhis  ftation,  and  is 
not  Known  to  have  accepted  of  any  fubfcquent  commilEon. 
He  died  on  the  iSth.of  Auguft,  1774. 

STORR,  John,— was,  on  the  3d  of  July,  1746,  pro- 
moted to  be  commander  of  a  {loop  of  war.  He  was  ad- 
vanced from  that  ilation  to  be  captain  of  the  Gloucefter, 
by  commiifion  bearing 'tiatc  November  the  ifl,  1748. 
We  hear  nothing  farther  of  him  tilj  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1 755,  when  he  was  made  captain  of  the 
St.  George,  a  fecond  ratff  of  ninety  guiis.'  He  was  one  of 
the  captains  onlered  out  to  the  Mediterranean  in  the

In  Uut  en< 

countef  capt.  Sttar  Vx  wounded  in  the  lee,  tve  beUere  b^ 

a  fpUnter,  which  *tore  away  its  calf.     He  retuned  not 

•  long  afterwards  to  England,  and  was  employed,  dunng 

the  year  1759,  in  the  main  or  Chaunel  fleet  under  the 

orders  of  fir  EdvrzT^  Hawke.     He  fignalifctl  himfelf 

extremely  in  the  attack  and  defeat  of  Conflans  in  the 

month  o(  November,  the  Revenge  having  been  one  of 

the  fitft  ihips  which  got  into  aflion.     Captain  Storr  waj 

drivER  to  Tea  on  the  night  of  the  a^ion,  but  gob  in  agaifi 

without  having  fudained   any  material   damage.     Hs 

quitted  the  Revenge  not  long  afterwards,  and  does  not 

appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequcnt  commilTion  till  the 

year  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Monmouth,  of  lixty* 

ionr  gunt,  on  the  North  American  Hation.     He  quitted 

this  inip  foon  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  and  we  do 

not   fiitd  hjtn  to  have   held   any   fubfet^uent  commtf- 

lion.     On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  advanced 

to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white ;.  as  be  was  fiuther^ 

to  the   fame  naik  in  the  red  fquadron,   on   the  26xh 

of  September,  1780.     This  was  the  htghed  promotioa 

he  li«d  to  obtain,  dvii^g  in  the  year  1 783,  at  Bath,  where 

hs  bad  for  a  confiaen^le  length  of  time  refided^     Mr. 

Hardy,  in  his  lift  of  naval  officer's,  erroneouUy  itates  him 

to  have  died  in  t777> 

VINCENT,  Nicholas,— a  gentlemai  now  Kvii«,  was 
promoted  to  the  tank  of  lieutenant  on  the  3d  of  Febiu- 
itf,  t74;j-4.  Wff  believe  him  to  hare  held  the  rank  of 
cammatKler  of  a  floop  of  war  tiuring  fome  very  fliort  pe- 
liod  dniy,  as  we  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  him  in 
8  that 
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Hi»'HiMm-  He  w^.tdvanced  ra  that'of  captiTn' rd* 
lln.'nwy,.OBiKe  4ih:  lof;  Npvember,  1748,  he  being 
•b  that  dfty  cMntniflion«i  tb  The  Boftoh.  ■  We  do  tiot 
Cnd-.iflf  farther  nentton  mode  of  him  till  the  montb' 
M  Jnne  17$$,  when  he  vrai  4ppi^nKd  captRin  of  the 
Dteadnought,  a  fourth  rate  of  fixty  gunt,'  then  commif-' 
fioHed  ea  accouMof  theamrehended  rnptore  nhh  France. 
He  did  Nbi  long  remain  in  this  (hipy  and  continued  foi* 
feme  rinraWter wards  out  of  commiflioni  but  in  the  year 
'757  '^3^  appointed  to  the  Weymouth,  s  (hip  of  the 
lame  force  with  the  Dreadnought,  and  ordered  to  the 

JO^'the  encMniCr  with  the  cbuM  O'Ache,  which, 'as 
wtB  haVe  already  related  in  our  account  of  fir  George 
Pflcocf,  took  place  on  the  79th  of  April,  1758/  he  was 
unfortnnate  enough  cither  to  mifunderitand,  vi  not  be  able 
fb  promptly  to  obey  the  fignals  of  the  commander-in-'  < 
chief  as  the  latter  wllhed.  He  was  brought  to  a  coun- 
tnartial,  at  Madias^  in  the  month  of  June  fcJlowing,  and 
being  fentcnced  to  be  dlfmilTed  from  the  command  of  the 
"Weymouihi  confequently  remained  unemployed  during 
the  ^sar. 

Maturer  cort(ideration,hoWevdr,and  attetitionio  Ihehard 
cafe  of  this  gentleman,  reftored  him  again  to  the  fervice.' 
He  is  faid  not  even  to  ha^e  been  allowed  half-pay  till  the 
)-car  1 763  i  but  in  1766  was  appointed  to  the  Greyhoundy 
of  twenty  guns.  He  did  not  continue  in  this  fhip  longer 
than  the  following  year,  and,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  invclligate,  held  no  fubfequent  commiflinn  tiH  the  year 
1770,  wheir  a  fliort  time  before  the  ptefutnption  of  a 
lupture  with  Spain  took  place  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Iflandf,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Hero,  of  feventy-fdiif 
guns,  one  of  the  giiardfhips  ftationcd  at  Ptymoinh,  id 
which  iie  continued  two  years.  Soon  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  difputewilh  America  he  wasappointed  to  the 
Yarmomh,  of  uxty-four  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Weft 
Indies.  While  on  that  Jlation  be  had  tbe  fortune  to  Ealt 
in  with  ihe  largeft  (hip  of  war  belonging  to  the  American 
ftatcs;  it  was  called  the  Randolph,  and  (iiouiiled  thi/iy- 
fix  urJbirty-eijght  guns.  The  enemy  anemptmg  reflftt 
ance  ■  fbort  anion  took  place;  but!  after  the  YarmoKtlt 
had  fired  a  few  guns,  the  ciute  unfortunately  blew  up^ 
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A  very  enraordinairy  circumK^ict  sccurrcd-  oo  .this  occa^ 
Con  :  lhi;ee  or  four  days  after  -tl^  ^cftru.^ion  of  the  Ran- 
dolph, at  a  conl'tderable  diltance  fFom  the  place  wheM 
that  event  took  place,  the  crew  of  thcr  Yarmeulh  took  up 
.  four  perfons  formerly  belonging  to  the  Randolph,  who 
had  been  floating  on  tlie  wreck  of  the  nafl  ever  Itnce  tb* 
a&ion. 

Captain  Vincent  having  relMrped  Id  England  foon.afiwr 
this  event,  was  promoted  to  be  Ee^r-admtra)  of  the  blue 
cm  the~i9ih  of  March,  1779^  ai>d  of  ihe  red  on  the  26tfa 
of  Seplerabc^,  ijHo.,  He. was  (lor^gain  promoted^tJll  tiw 
24th  of  Si.pten)ber,  1387,  when  he  w^(.)n8iJe>ice-ad[iu< 
ral  of  the  white';  and  from  thence,  on  the  i  ft-.pf  ■  Febtu* 
aiy,4793,  vice  of  the  red  :  admiral  ,pf  the.'bili4  on  the 
i2th  of  April,  i794iandof  tht  white  o»  the  lilof  June, 
1795  i  but  has  no^  accepted  of  any  ccHHntAnd  iince  he 
haibeeo  raifed  toihe  rank  E)f  a  flag-o^cer.  - 
'  ..yVHEELER,  Edward,— was  prpmoted  to  the  rank  of 
lietitenaat  in  the  navy  on  the.  2jd  of  Janitaryy  I74i^3( 
and^ntinuei)  f<^  I0  Qiort  a  lim^in  that  of  commander  of 
» lloyp  of  war,  that  we  have  no  account  whatever,  of  hit* 
in  that  fta'tioni.  On  the  5th  of  July,  1748,  he  was  ad. 
vaticed  to  be  captain  gf  the  Eollou^  ai;td  was  ordered  10  the 
Weft  Indies,  where  ne  appears  to  have  bean  involved  in  a 
dispute  with  the  marquis  de  Cayliis  relative  to  ihe  inland 
ni  Tobago.  We  hear  nothing  farther  of  him  tilt  the 
year  1751,  wlien  wc  find  him  commanding  the  Sph);nxi 
that  fliip  being  ordered  to  the  coait  of  Africa  as  oii« 
of  the  fmall  Iquadron  fent  thither  under  the  orders  of 
commodore  Biaklc*.  We  hear  noihing  farther  of  thia 
gentleman  till  the  year,  17551  when,  on  the  profpedl  of  ^ 
rupture  with  the  court  of  France,  he  was  appointed  to  thq 
llis,  of  fifiy  guns,  in  which  fhip  he  continued  till  ilie  lima 
tii  his  unfortiioate  death,  which  happened  in  the  manner 
as  will  be  prefently  related.  He  was  afterwards  principallj 
employed  on  the  cruifmg  fervicc,  and,  in  lysii,  was  one 
of  the  rtjuadron  engaged,  uiidt^r  commodore  Howe,  on  the 
various  dcfuitory  expeditions  umlertaken  againft  the  coaft 
of  France.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  he  captured  a  large 
fliip,  called  the  Rhinoceros,  of  feven  hundred  tons  burthen,

he  Itmk  the  veM  rather  than  weaken  the  crew  of  the  Ifis, 
uid  thereby  frtiftrate  the  obje£t  of  his  cruife  by  fending 
ber  into  port. 

In  the  year  1759  he  was  employed  under  rear-admirsd 
Rodney  on  hia  dif&rent  expeditions  againft  Hxvrc-de- 
Grace>  and  in  the  cou^e  of  trie  enfuing  year  was  ordered 
to  the  Mediterranean,  on  which  Nation  he  was  unfortu- 
nately killed,  on  the  ill  of  April,  1761,  in  an  engage- 
inem"with  the  Oiiflamme,  a  French  jhip  of  war  mount- 
ing forty  giins. 

WHITWELL.  Matthe**— *wis  the  fecond  fon  of 
William  Whuwtili  of  Oundle,  in  Northamptonlhlre, 
and  Ann,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Edward,  lord 
Griffin.  He  was  promoted  from  the  tank  of  lieatenast^ 
to  he  commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  on  the  5th  of  Oe- 
oember,  1747.  We  have  no  fatther  account  of  this  grtii 
tlemm  tilfthe  eve  of  the  recommencement  «f  the  warwitfi 
Franeo,  when  he  Was  appointed  to  fomft  ffii^,  the  name

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t>f  which  we  have  been  unable  to  Jifcover.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  1758  he  was  appointed  to  the  Anfon,  of  fixty 
guns,  in  which  fhip  he  continued  for  the  whole  re- 
mainder of  the  war,  employed  during  the  latter  part  nf 
■it,  that  is  to  fay  from  (he  year  1760,  on  the  Meditc 
ranean  (tation.  After  the  peace  he  was  appointed  1 
the  Augufta,  of  fixty-four  guns>  a  (hip  (tationed  for  th  ■ 
three  fucceeding  years,  during  which  time  he  continue*: 
her  commander,  as  a  guardlhip  at  the  Nore.  After  ih* 
expiration  of  this  term  he  is  laid,  in  fome  accounts,  to 
have  removed  into  another  third  rate,  the  name  of  which 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcover,  and,  indeed,  totally 
doubt  the  truth  of  the  report.  In  the  year  1771  and  72 
his  name  was  omitted  in  fome  of  the  lifts  of  captains 
publiflied  in  the  court  calendar  for  that  year,  whence, 
probably,  Mr.  Hardy  took  occafion  to  fuppofe  he  died  at 
that  time,  and  has  xninuted  him  accordingly  in  his  lift  of 
naval  officers.  We  do  not  believe  him,  however,  to  have 
ever  held  .any  fiibfequent  command.  In  1779  he  was  put 
on  the  fuperannuated  lilt  with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  4 
rear-admiral.  He  married  firft,  Mary,  daughter  of  James 
Deacon,  of  Portfmouih ;  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Theophilus  Pugh,  of  Suffolk  county,  in  Virginia ;  and, 
thirdly,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Jolin  Champernowne,  of 
Devonftiire,  efq.  but  left  no  ilTue  by  either.  His  third 
wife  died  at  Teignmouth,  whither  flie  had  gone  for  the 
recovery  of  her  health,  on  the  4th  of  September,  1784. 
The  rear-admiral  himfelf  died  at  Exeter,  on  the  tfth  of 
February,  1789.

CAMPBELL,  James.— This  gentleman  was,  on  th« 
^h  of  September,  1744,  made  commander  of  a  Qoop  of 
war  whoK  name  we  have  been  imable  to  colle£t,  as  well 
as  ihofe '  fubfequent  appointmems  he  afterwards  held 
during  the  war.     We  niid  no  other  mentioQ  of  him  till

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(he  26ih  of  Jamiaryj  17+9,  when  he  was  promoted  to  hs 
captain  of  the  Chefierfield.  In  1760  he  commanded  the 
Nightingale,oftwcnty-fonr  guns,  on  the  American  (lotion  i 
biit  otherwife  no  fubfcqiient  notice  is  taken  of  hitn 
till  the  year  1762,  when  he  commanded  the  Sterling 
Caft!e,of  fixty-fourguns,  one  of  the  fleet  employed,  under 
Hr  George  Pocock,  on  the  memorable  expedition  againll 
the  Havannah.  Captain  Campbell  is  mentioned  in 
the  official  difpalches  of  the  commander-in-chief,  as  hav- 
ing been  one  of  the  officers  employed  by  him  to  cover 
the  bomb-ketches,  when  they  threw  (bells  into  the  toWn, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fiege.  This  fervicc  Mr. 
Campbeti  appears  to  have  performed  very  much  to  the 
admiral's  fatisfa^ion.  But  in  a  fubfequent  part  of  hir 
difpafch  the  foUowrng  not  very  honourable  mention  is 
made  of  him:  "  It  was  thought  three  large  (hips  woultf 
prove  ferviceable,  if  placed  againll  the  nbrth-eaftpart  of 
theMoro:  I  therefore  ordered  for  that  ferrice  the  Dragon, 
Marlborough,  and  Cambridge.  Captain  Harvey  having 
leadily  oj^red  to  command  the  attack,  and  made  very 
judicious  difpofitions  in  placing  the  three  fliips,  the  Ster- 
ling Cadle  was  ordered  to  lead  until  the  6rll  fiiip  vras 
properly  placed,  and  then  to  make  fail  off;  but  cap- 
tain Campbell  not  having  performed  that  fervice  agreeable 
to  the  orders  he  received  from  captain  Harvey,  he  has- 
complained  of  him,  and  defired  his  eonduft  may  be  en- 
quired into,  which  (hall  be  done  as  foon  as  the  prefent 
affairs  will  permit." 

The  circumltance  juft  alluded  to  took  place  on  the 
ift  of  July,  1762,  and- after  having,  on  the  lOth  of  Augufl 
following,  undergone  a  regular  inveftigation  before  a 
court-martial,  Mr,  Campbeii  was  fentenced  to  bedifmlf- 
fed  the  lervice.  There  is  a  print  now  extant,  engraved 
by  Canot,  from  a  piflure  painted  by  Serres,  purpofely  to 
fhew  the  relative  fituatlons  of  ihq  Ihips:  by  this  it  appears 
the  Sterling  Caftle,  inflead  of  having  led  acccwJing  to- 
order,  was,  at  the  time  the  Cambridge,  Dragon,  and 
Marlboiongh  got  abreaft  of  the  Moro,  at  a  confiderable 
greater  diftance  from  the  fort  than  either  of  thofe  veffcls^ 
and  nearly  abreaft  of  the  fternmoft,  namely,  the  Mari- 
borotigh.  From  whofe particularinformationthe  pidturc 
alluded  to  was  painted  does  not  appear,  but  it  is  averr.ed  ta 
be  a  true  reprefentation  of  the  event.  The  time  of  Mr, 
Campbell'* 
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Campbell's  death,  as  well  as  every  other  p«rticular  relative 
to  him,  are  unknown  to  us. 

CHRISTIAN,  Edward,— appears  to  have  been  ap- 
pointed a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  isth  of  Augul^, 
1743;  but  no  mention  is  made,  as  to  the  time  of  his  being 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander.  On  the  aSih  of 
July,  1749,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Med* 
iray's  Prize;  but  no  other  particulars  concerning  him 
have  come  to  our  knowledge,  except  that  he  died  on  the 
15th  of^anuaiy,  1758. 

LEIGHTON,  Edward,— was,  on  the  ift  of  Oflober, 
I742,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  So  rapid  was  his 
advancement,  that,after  palling  through  the  flation  of  com' 
mander,  in  which,  however,  we  do  not  find  any  particular 
mention  made  of  him,  he  was,  on  the  9th  of  January^ 
1749,  promoted  to  the  Supcrbe.  He  died  ere  he  could 
poHtbly  have  any  opportunity  of  acquiring  fame  to  him- 
ielf,  or  alFording  advantage  to  his  country,  on  the  27th  day 
of  March,  1750. 

MANTELL,  William.-^*Our  information  relative  to 
this  gentleman  commences  with  his  appointment  to  the 
tank,  of  lieutenant  on  the  I2th  of  May,  1740.  He  was, 
on  the  8th  of  June,  1749,  promoted  to  be  oaptain  of  the 
Syren.  No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till  the 
month  of  0£tober  1754,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Centurion,  of  fifty-four  guns,  under  commodore' 
Keppel,  who  commanded  the  Iquadron  convoying  the 
troops  intended  to  be  fent,  on  the  profpeiS  of  a  rupture, 
to  Vli^nia.  Captain  Mantetl  continued  in  the  fame 
command  till  after  the  year  1758,  as  we  hnd  him,  during 
the  fummer  1757,  employed  under  Mr.  Holbufne,  in  the 
uofuccefsfut  expedition  againll  Louifburg;  and  in  the 
enfning,  on  the  fame  more  fortimately  terminating 
fervice,  undfr  Mr.  Bofcawen.  We  have  not  been  able  10 
CoUeS  any  other  particulars  concerning  this  gentleman, 
.  {avethat,  in  1760,  he  was^aptain  bf  the  Deal  Calile,  of 
twenty-four  guns,  on 'the  home  llation;  and,  in  1761, 
commanded  the  Montague,  of  fixty  guns.  He  died  in 
England  dn  the  13th  of  December,  1765, 

PRESTON,  Williaip.  — We  know  nothing  of  this 

gentleman  till  his  appointment,  on  the  id  of  March, 

1749,  to  b«  captain  ef  the  Deal  Caftle.     No  other  parti- 
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culan  relative  to  this  gentleman  have  come  to  our  Icnov* , 
ledge,  except  that  he  died  at  Jamaica  on  the  nth  of 
March,  1756,  being  at  that  time  captain  of  the  Wager.

iuid  his  wife  Catharine  Mufgrave.  He  was  lieutenant 
of  the  Ruflel  at  the  time  of  ihe  encounter  off  Toulon; 
and  was  appointed  maficr  and  commander  on  the  25th  of 
June,  1746.  He  was  farther  promoted  to  be  captain  of 
the  Mermaid  on  the  13th  of  December,  1750.  Being 
afterwards  ordered  out  on  the  South  Carolina  (tatlon,  he 
died  there  on  the  i8th  of  July,  1752. 

COCKBURNE,  Andrew, — was  made  a  lieutenant  oo 
the  9th  of  June,  1741  >  and  was,  on  the  i6th  of  January^ 
1749,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  York.  In  the 
month  of  June  1752,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Gloiy 
frigate.  No  other  notice  is  taken  of  this  gentleman, 
except  that,  during  a  confiderable  part,  if  not  the  whole  of 
the  enfuiiig  war,  he  ad1:ed  as  a  regulating  captain  on  the 
imprefs  fervice.  He  died,  we  believe,  without  having  had 
any  fubrcqucnt  appointment,  on  the  13th  of  November, 
.  1768.  ** 


NO  officer  appears  to  have  been  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
poft  captain  during  the  above  year. 


SCROPE, 
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,  1752- 

SCROPE,  Can-,— the  defccndant  of  a  very  ancient 
and  refpedable  family  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  where 
they  have  long  held  large  pofleffions.     This  genllcmaat 
who  was  the  youngeft  ot  three  fans,  having  entered  at  an 
eaily  age  into  the  navy,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  about 
the  year  1742,  and  ferved  in  that  capacity  on  board  the 
Neptune  at  the  time  of  the  encounter  off  Toulon  with  the 
combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain.     He  was  one  of  the 
wilnefles  examined  on  the  trials  of  the  captains,  Ambrofc 
and  others,  9s  well  as  thofe  of  the  admirals  which  4uickly 
followed.     He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander 
on  the  iithof  Auguft,  174.6, and  appointed  to  the  White- 
tiaven  armed  fliip.     This  veiTe!  was  unfortunately  burnt 
in  the  month  of  September  1747)  off  the  coallof  Ireland, 
"but  the  whole  of  the  crew,  leventeen  peifons  excepted, 
were  happily  faved  by  the  boats.     Captain  Scrope  was, 
in  confequence  of  this  accident,  tried  by  a  court-martial, 
held  on  the  15th  of  Oflobcr,  and  honourably  acquitted. 
We    find    no    farther    mention    made    of  him    till    hia 
promotion,  on  the  14th  of  November,  1752,  lo  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Alfurance.     It  is  not  improbable  he  was,  pre- 
vious to  the  above  promotion,  commander  of  a  floop  of 
War  on  the  Jamaica  ftation,  as,  early  in  the  enfuing  fpring, 
we  find  him  coming  from  that  illand  having  lu>  excellency ' 
governor  Trelawiiey  and  his  ladypn  board  nis  Ihip,  as  paT- 
fengers.     Misfortune  appears  to  have  almoll  conuantly  at- 
tended this  gentleman  through  life,  few.  perfons  having 
expeiienced  a  greater    number  of  misfortunes,  or  had 
narrower   efcapes  than  himfell.     This   (hip    in   pafling 
through  the  Needles,  was  taken  up  by  a  part  of  the  bafis 
pf  the  rock  under  water  •  and  totally  loll ;  the  captain,  his

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crew,  and  the  palTengers  were,  however,  fortunately  faved, 
together  with  the  fum  of  nearly  fixty  thoufands  in  fpecie 
brought  home  in  this  Ihip,  one  bag  only,  containing  nearly 
five  hundred,  being  mifling,  atid  that  too  was  Tuppofed  to  ' 
have  been  ftolen  out  of  the  boar. 

We  do  not  find  any  fubfequent  mention  made  of  cap- 
tain Scrope  m!1  tlie  month  of  April  1756,  at  whicl^  time 
lie  commanded  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty-four  guns,  one  of 
the  frigates  belonging  to  Mr.  Edgecumbe's  fquadron  on 
the  Mediterranean  llation.  When  the  French  effe£led 
their  landing  on  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  little  Bri- 
tiffli  fquadron  failed  from  Mahon  for  Gibraltar,  to  prevent 
being  blocked  up  in  the  former  harbour,  Mr.  Scrope,  with 
the  commodore's  permiffion,  landed,  with  the  greater  part 
of  his  people,  and  fome  other  individuals,  who  turned  out 
as  volunteers  from  the  other  (hips,  fending  the  Dolphin 
out,  under  his  lieutenant,  with  juft  a  fufficient  quantity  of 
Bien  on  board  to  navigate  her  to  Gibraltar.  Capt.  Scrope 
behaved  with  the  greateft  gallantry,  and,  together  with  his 
people,  rendered  the  moft  eflential  fcrviee  to  the  weat,  and 
reduced  garrifon  during  the  fiege.  After  the  iinfortUB3te» 
though  not  difficult  to  be  forefeen  termination  of  it,  cap- 
tain Scrope,  who  had  arrived  in  England  fome  lime  before 
the  troops,  the  garrifoii  not  having  been  made  prifuners  of 
war,  was  fent  out  to  the  Mediterranean  to  lake  the  c«m- 
inand  of  the  Defiance,  as  fuccefTor  to  captain  Hcrvcy, 
who,  with  many  qiher  captains,  were  ordered  hpme  as 
evidences  on  the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  He  failed  from 
England,  on  the  3d  of  September,  with'  the  captains  Storr, 
Hughes,  Gambier,  Ogle,  and  other  pafTengcrs,  on  board 
the  Ambufcade.     Tiie  greater  part  of  the  fleet  returned

at  a  quedion,  Cuggeiied  by  mere  curiofiiy,  what  depth  of  water  there 
wai  round  It,  and  how  neir  the  fliip  would  pafi  to  thit  part  of  the 
Tock  appearina  above  water.  The  mifler  anfwercd,  they  {houSd  pafi 
To  dole  thii  the  Sty  of  the  cnGgn  miehi  touch  the  rock.  Tbii  an- 
fwer,  probably  not  intended  ai  a  liieru  one,  was  flridly  and  unfortu- 
nately verified,  for  the  (hip,  after  fte  hung,  lieeliiig  with  the  hW  of 
the.[ide,  the  prediaion,  if  it  could  be  called  one,  was  (Iriaiy  fuieijed. 
The  maOerjvai  afterwardB  tried ;  and  it  being  proved  that  the  pro. 
jcQioD  of  the  rock,  occaGoning  the  lofi  of  the  Ihip,  wai  unknown  to 
the  bell  pilot,  be  w^i  oolf  fentcoccd  to  be  impriloiieii  three  moathi 
ia  ibc  Nlarlbalfca." 

with 
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with  fir  Edward  Hawke  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year^  and 
in  1757  he  was  captain  of  the  Coventry  frigate,  of  twenty- 
eight  guns,  a  veflel  attached  to  the  fleet,  commanded  by 
the  fame  admiral,  on  the  expedition  againd  Rochfort. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  collect  any  farther  informa- 
tion relative  to  him  till  the  year  1761,  when  we  find  hint 
captain  of  the  Hampton  Court,  one  of  the  fllips  employed 
on  the  expedition  againft  Bellelde. 

In  the  month  of  May  captain  Scropc  had,  for  the  third 
time,  an  efcapc  for  his  life,  if  poffible  more  critical  than 
either  of  the  two  which  he  had  before  experienced.  He 
ftrrived  from  BdSeiffe,  in  company  with  the  Edgar,  on 
the  3d  of  the  month  juft-mentioncd,  having  under 
his  convoy  a  fleet  of  twenty-five  empty  tranfports, 
which,  on  account  of  the  injuries  they  had  fuflained 
from  the  weather,  and  other  caufes,  in  the  road  of 
Bdlcifle,  were  obliged  to  come  into  port  for  refitment. 
During  the  fame  afternoon,  when  coming  on  fhore  in 
his  boat,  it  was  overfet  by  a  violent  fqoall  when  about  half 
a  mile  diftant  from  the  (hip.  Two  lieutenants  and  a 
feaman,  who  were  with  him,  were  drowned ;  as  to  hiiiifelf 
he  had  the  good  fortune  to  get  an  oar,  on  which  he  con- 
trived to  fupport  himfelf,  when  wearied  with  fwimming, 
till  a  boat  from  the  (hip  with  much  difficuhy,  on  account 
of  the  heavy  fwell,  reached  him,  and  took  him  up,  toge- 
ther with  a  packet  he  was  entrufted  with,  and  which, 
even  in  what  might  be  thought  his  h<\  extremity,  he  had 
fufficient  prefetice  of  mind  left,  to  keep  with  him.  His 
prefervaiion  was  the  more  critical  and  extraordinary,  as,  . 
It  is  faid,  nearly  two  hours  had  elapfed  before  the  boat 
reached  him,  and,  as  may  be  reafonably  concluded,  his 
Hrength,  and  fpiriis  were  totally  exhaufted. 

Captain  ^ropc  failed  again  for  Belleille  on  the  29th; 
but  the  remaining  occurrences  of  his  life  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  marked  with  any  fmgularity  fufficient  to  render 
our  notice  of  them  nccelfary:  indeed,  he  did  not  long 
furvive  the  foregoing  event,  dying  in  the  courfe  of  the. 
year  1762,  but  in  what  month  is  not  precifely  known, 
being  then  captain  of  the  Hampton  Court. 

N.B.  The  Angular  chriftian  name  of  Carr  was  given 

him  as  being  collaterally  defcended  from  the  family  of 

Cvr,  carl  of  Somerfct,  in  the  reign  of  James  the  Firft  ; 
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ft  circumftance  which,  <;onridering  the  very  in&mou« 
pharafter  of  that  perfonagc,  wp  cannot  think  reflets  ^y 
wjditional  fplendor.

DIGGES,  Dudley,— was,  on  the  13th  of  June,  1740^ 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant;  but  we  do  not 
lind  any  fubfequent  mention  made  of  him  previout 
to  his  promotion,  on  the  i8th  of  December,  1753,  to 
be  captain  of  the  Centaur.  In  the  monih  of  OiSober, 
J754,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Nightingale,  of  twenty- 
four  guuE.  In  this  ve0el  he  continued  till  the  month  of 
April  1756,  when  he  removed  into  the  Kennington,  a 
vefTel  of  (he  fame  force.  In  this  he  continued  during 
the  year  1757,  b^ing  then  attached  to  the  fleet  fitted 
for  the  expedition  againll  Louifburg,  under  admiral  Hol- 
burne,  as  well  as  that  more  fortunate  one,  in  the  enfuing 
year,  which  took  place  under  Mr.  Bofcawen.  In  1759 
he  was  promoted  to  the  Maidftoru;  frigate,  one  of  the  vef- 
fels  cotnpofing  the^  light  fquadroo  under  commodore 
Duff,  which  was  employed,  as  It  may  be  weli  remembered, 
in  watching  the  motion  of  ihe  French  fleet  in  Breft,  and 
■which  it  was  one  of  the  firft  objeiSs  of  that  formidable 
armament  to  deftroy,  the  French  admiral  being  a£tually 
in  chace  of  Mr.  Duff,  when  the  appearance  of  fir  Edwar^ 
Hawke  put  a  fudden  period  to  their  purfuii,  and  hopes. 

Sir  Edward,  indeed,  had  been  joined  by  the  Maidftone 
and  Coventry,  another  frigate  belonging  to  the  fame 
fquadron,  a  day  or  two  before  the  aaion;  and  captain 
Digges  being  one  of  the  commanders  ordered  to  run  ahead 
of  the  fquadron  on  the  look-out  for  the  enemy,  had 
the  happinefs  and  honour  of  getting  the  firfl:  fight  of  their 
fleet  on  the  morning  of  the  iothof  November.  The 
event  is  well  known. 

About  the  month  of  September  1761,  he  was  promoted 
to  the  Deptford,  and  immediately  ordered  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  where  he  continued  till  the  year  1 764,  after  whicb 
* '  '    " tima 
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tiine  as  we  have  no  information  concerning  him,  we  natu* 
rally  concWe  him  to  have  held  no  commiinon  fubreqiient 
to  his  return.  He  died  in  England,  9s  we  have  been  in- 
formed, in  the  month  of  December  17791  but  Mr.  Hardy 
ftates  his  death  10  have  happened  two  years  earlier. 

EDWARDS,  Richard, — was  appointed  commander  of 
a  Hoop  of  war  on  the  3d  of  Auguft,  1 747 ;  after  which  time, 
except  that  in  the  month  of  June  1752,  he  was  appointed 
comcnander  of  the  Falcon  floop  of  war,  we  have  no  intel- 
ligence concerning  him  till  December  27,  1753.  He  was 
ihen  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Ainftance,  and  in  the 
month  of  September  1734,  was  made  captain  of  the 
Golport.  Trivial  were  the  fervices  on  which  he  had  the 
fortune  to  be  employed  for  a  confiderable  time  after  the 
commencement  of  the  war,  during  which,  at  lead  till  after 
theyear  1 758,  he  continued  iniheGofport.  We  find,  indeed, 
no  particular  mention  made  of  him  till  the  end  of  the  year 
I701,  when  he  commanded  the  Bclliqueux,  of  fixty-fiK 
guns,  a  prize  taken  from  the  French  by  captain  Saumarez, 
in  the  Antelope,  not  long  before,  and  at  the  time  alluded 
to,  employed  on  the  Leeward  Iflandllation  under  fir  James 
Douglafs.  Captain  Edwardswas  invefted  with  the  above 
command  as  fuccelTor  to  captain  Saumarez  himfelf ;  but 
no  particular  mention  is  made  of  him  during  the  time  he 
held  it.  After  the  peace  he  was  occafionally  employed  od 
thofe  ftations  which  the  pacific  fituaiion  of  aifairs  permit- 
ted, in  particular  in  1768,  and  the  enfuing  year  he  com- 
manded the  Ramillies,  of  feventy  four  guns,  a  guardlhip 
at  Chatham.  He  quilted  this  Oiip  in  1770  for  the 
Mary  yacht,  in  which,  he  uninterruptedly  continued  till 
the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  captain  of  ihe 
Sandwich,  of  ninety  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  attached  to  the 
([Channel  fleet  under  the  orders  of  admiral  Kepp?  1.  In  this 
ftation  he  feived  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off 
Ufhant,  on  which  occafion  his  Ihip  was  one  of  thofe  mod 
difabled ;  in  addition  to  which  we  iind  he  had  twenty-two 
men  killed  and  wounded.  He  was  one  of  the  witnelfes 
examined  00  the  fnbfcquent  couri-maitial,  but  depofed 
nothing  very  interciting. 

On  the  19th  of  March,  1779,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
^nk  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  and  was  not  long 
'  jfierwards  appointed  governor  and  commander-in-chief 
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en  the  NewfouudUnd  flation,  a  command  where  he  HiC- 
played  great  diligence,  in  the  diftribution  and  difpolitioD. 
of  his  cruifers,  as  well  as  in  the  execution  of  every  other 
.branch  of  public  fervice  committed -to  his  charge.  He 
retained  this  command,  having  his  flag  on  board  the- 
PoTtland'i  till  the  complete  change  in  ad  mi  nitration,  in 
the  month  ol  April  178a,  cauCed  him  to  rcfign  it:  neither 
party  disfavour,  nor  difgull  had  any  fhare  in  producing 
this  meafiire,  but  merely  that  mode  of  adting  which  almoit 
invariably  influences  and  guides  the  condu3  of  all  men, 
in  the  choice  of  thofe  to  whom  on  one  tide  they  adhere, 
and  on  the  other  of  thsfe  whom  they  affeft  to  patronize 
or  honour  with  their  particular  confidence.  Suffice  it  to 
fay,  every  poflible  exenion  within  the  fcalc  of  fo  fmall  a 
force  was  made  by  Mr.  Edwards;  nor  perhaps  was  it 
poflible,  recurring  to  his  very  limited  command,  fur  more 
ample  prote£tion  to  have  been  afforded  either  to  the  fcttlers, 
to  the  fiihery,  or  to  the  commerce  of  that  part  of  the  world 
in  general ;  and  while  on  one  hand  he  defended  fuccefsfully 
that  of  his  countrymen,  he  was  no  lefs  fortunate  in  the 
annoyance  of  that  of  their  enemies. 

Mr.  Edwards,  after  his  return  to  England  in  1781,  he 
twt  having  proceeded  to  his  government  in  the,  enfuing' 
year,  lived  in  retirement  till  1788,  when  he  was  made 
comma ndcr-in-chief  in  the  Medway  and  at  the  Nore. 
On  this  appointment  he  hoillcd  his  flag  on.  board  the 
Sandwich,  of  ninety  guns;  but  is  no  otherwife  noticed 
than  as  having  been,  on  the  a+th  of  September,  1787, 
advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  whirej  on  the  ift  of 
February,  1793,  of  the  red;  and  admiral  of  the  blue  on 
the  izth  of  April,  1794-  He  died  at  a  very  advanced 
age  at  ihe  end  of  the  year  laft-mentioned. 

HOLLWELL,  or  HOLLWALL,  John,— was  pro- 
moted from  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  that  of  commander  of 
a  (loop  of  war,  on  April  4, 1747,  butthcnameof  the  vcflel 
10  which  he  was  appointed  is  no  where  given.  It  is  moft' 
probable  thai,  during  at  leaft  a  confiderable  part  of  the  time 
while  he  commanded  a  floop  of  war,  he  was  employed  on 
the  American  llatian ;  and  while  abfent,  was  appointed,  by 
the  commander-in-chief,  to  rank  as  a  poll  captain  in  the

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Uermaid  fri^ste,  on  the  3Cth  of  Jane,  1753.  We  ue 
lengthened  in  thie  opinion  by  binding  an  eleg;ant  public 
enteruinmeat,  on  the  19th  of  October  following,  given 
to  him  by  the  Carolina  merchants^  at  which  time  alfo  a 
very  fuperb  gold-hilted  fword  was  prefenied  him,  "  in 
tcftimony,"  as  their  vote  exprelTed  it,  "  of  their  grateful 
fenfe  of  the  protection  and  many  fervtces  be  had  rendered 
to  the  trade  of  that  province." 

The  commands  he  held  during  the  enfuing  war  are 
unknown  to  us  till  the  year  1757,  when  he  was  made 
captain  of  the  Roebuck,  and  the  year  1760,  when  he 
commanded  the  Nottingham,  of  flxty  guns,  under  rear-* 
admiral  Rodney;  and  afterwards,  in  1761,  the  Marl' 
borough,  of  fevenity  guns,  as  captain  to  the  fame  admiral 
on  the  expedition  tent  againft  Martinico.  He  did  noti 
however,  continue  in  that  Ihip  fo  long  as  it  re- 
mained on  the  Welt  India  flation,  but  when,  or  in 
what  veCfel  he  returned,  is  not  n[ientioned.  Some  time 
after  tlie  conclulion  of  the  peace  he  was  appointed  ti> 
the  Phoenix,  of  forty-four  guns,  and  afterwards  to  the  St. 
Anthonio,  of  lixty  guns,  a  guardlhip  at  Portfrnuuth.  This 
fliip  be  quitted  in  1769.  In  1770  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  a  (hip  of  the  line  ordered  to  be  oquippcd 
in  confequence  of  a  rupture  apprehended  with  Spain,  on 
theTalkland  Ijland  bulinefs.  We  have  not  any  farther 
account  of  this  gentleman,  except,  merely,  that  he  died  in 
in  thccourfe  of  the  year  1775. 

ROWLEY,  Sir  JoOiua,— the  fon  of  fir  William 
Rowley  whom  we  have  before  noticed,  was  appointed  a 
lieutenant  on  the  2d  of  July,  i747>  He  continued  but  a 
very  Ihort  time,  in  the  rank  of  a  commander,  and 
was  promoted,  on  the,  4th  of  December,  1753,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Rye,  a  twenty-gun  fhip.  Is  this  veUel  he 
does  jiot  appear  to  have  remained  during  any  confider- 
able  fpace,  for,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1 755, 
he  commanded  the  Ambufcade,  of  forty  guns,  at  Pottf- 
moutn,  one  of  the  vefTels  we  believe  to  have  been  put  in 
commiflfon  in  confequence  of  the  daily  apprehended 
rupture  with  France.  About  the  month  of  January, 
1756,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Hamplhire,  of  fifty  guns^ 
in  which  he  continued,  without  meeting  with  any  parti- 
cular occurrence,  till  the  month  irfOSober,  1757,  when 
lie  was  nude  captain  of  the  Montague,  a  new  Ihip  of  fixty 
guns. 
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guns,  then  recently  launched.  Mr.  Rowley,  as  (bon  a* 
the  Montague  was  ready  fur  lea,  was  oidcred'fo  the  Me- 
dftenaocaB  to  join  admiral  Olborne,  and  in  the  month  of 
F^niary  following  diftinguilbcd  himfetf  in  the  attacfc 
made  on  the  niarqiris  du  Qpefne's  fquadron  by  a  part  of 
the  Britifli  force,  the  particulars  of  which  encounter  have 
been  already  fi^jtnncd  id  a  note  to  thenoemoin  c^the  admi- 
jal  himfelf*.  The  Montague  returned  to  England  noC 
long  afterwards,  and  was  employed  during  the  fummer  in 
the  ^uadroo  under  the  lui^  vifcount,  now  carl  Howr^ 
who  was,  during  that  period,  conftanily  engaged  in 
covering  a  variety  of  defultory  expeditions  made  on  the 
coaft  of  France. 

The  unhappy  afiair  at  St.  Cas  is  ftili  recent  enough  to 
|>e  in  general  recolledion.  On  that  occafion  Mr.  Rowley 
commanded  one  of  the  divifions  of  flat  boats,  and  having, 
in  conjun£lion  with  his  cdleagoes  connedcd  with  him  in 
the  (ame  fpecies  of  dnty,  exerted  himfclf  extremely  in 
endeavouring  to  bring  off  as  many  of  the  rear  as  poUiblff, 
was,  unfortunately,  not  only  wounded,  but  taken  prifbnert. 
On  being  exchanged  he  was  reinftated  in  his  command, 
and  employed  on  the  home  fervice  for  the  enfuing  yeart, 
during  which  time,  no  confequential  occurrence  took 
place,  except  that  ever- memorable  one,  fnflicient  to  fupply 
a  myriad  of  lefs  note,  the  defeat  of  the  armament  under 
Conflans.  At  this  he  was  prcfent,  and  was  one  of  thofe 
commandeis  who,  by  being  fortunate  enough  to  get  early 
into  a£lion,  perfunally  and  eminently  contributed  to  that 
glorious  event. 

In  the  courfc  of  the  year  1760,  no  particular  mention  is 
made  of  this  gentleman,  except  that,  during  a  part  of  it, 
he  was  employedon  the  Jamaica  Nation,  and  that,  towards 
its  conclufion,  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Superbe,  of

the  Ttport  of  the  lind-oSccii  concerqcd  in  thai  Tcrvice,  I  cannot 
onit  tbii  noiice  of  it."

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ftrenty-foor  gunc.  In  the  month  of  March  1761,  he  was 
ordered,  together  with  captain  Swanton,  in  the  Vanguudi 
to  convoy  the  outwanl-bound  Eall  India  QiipSj  and  was 
Qthefwife  unintereltingly  employed  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  In  the  month  of  May  1762,  he  was  again 
ordered  out  on  a  fimilar  fervice,  his  force  confifting,  inde- 
pendent of  his  owu  fliip,  the  Superbe,  of  only  the  Gof-  , 
port,  of  forty-four  guns;  and  the  Danae,  of  thirty-eight. 
Thus  was  he  fituated  in  point  of  flrength,  and  with  the 
additional  inconvenience  of  being  encumbered  with  a 
convoy,  when,  on  the  i  tth,  he  fell  in  with  M,  de  Ternay, 
whs  was  then  bound  on  an  expedition  againfl  the  Britifli 
colony,  at  Newfoundland,  with  the  following  Ihips,  the 
Kobulie,  of  feventy-four  ;  the  Eveille,  of  fixty-four ;  the 
Garonne,  of  forty-four  ;  and  the  Licorne,  of  thirty  guns. 
Notwithitandingthisdifpariiy  of  force,  Mr.  Rowley  made 
tiie  lignal  for  his  (hips  to  draw  into  a  line,  in  the  double 
hope  of  protecting  his  charge  and  difcomhting  the  enemy; 
but  the  French  chef  d'efcadre  no  fooner  perceived  this 
refoiution  than  he  hawled  his  wind,  and  crowded  all  the  fail 
becouldcarryinthehopesof makinghisefcape.  Thiscir-' 
cumftan<^  capt.  Rowley  was  not  able  to  prevent,  as  well 
in  confequence  of  that  inferior  quality  in  point  of  failiuz, 
which  was  at  that  time  particularly  attributable  to  Briti& 
(hips,  as  alfo  that  attention  which,  circumllanccd  as  b< 
was,  it  was  indifpenfibly  incumbent  on  him  to  pay  to  the 
Ihips  under  his  convoy. 

Captain  Rowley  continued  in  the  Supei1>e  till  after  the 
conclulion  of  the  war ;  but  we  do  not  find  any  mention 
made  (^  him  fubiequent  to  the  event  juft  Hated,  even  as 
holding  the  command  of  a  guardfhip  during  the  long 
cnfuing  peace.  In  1778*  we  find  him  captain  of  the 
Monarch,

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Monarch,  offeventy-four  guns",  but  hfcvras  not  engaged  in 
any  more  interefting  fervicc  than  that  related  beneath,  if 
ve  except  that,  after  his  return,  he  was  one  of  the  com- 
manders belonging  to  the  Channel  annament,  then  under 
the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  whofe  fleet  he  appears  to 
have  been  Rationed  to  lead,  in  the  encounter  of  the  37th 
of  July,  on  the  (larboard  tack,  and  to  have  had  eleven  men 
billed  or  wounded.  Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  year 
he  removed  into  the  !>uSblk,  and  vnts  appointed  to  com- 
mand, with  the  tank  of  commodore,  the  Vein  force  ment 
.ordered  out  to  Mr.  Byron  in  the  Weft  Indies,  whither  he 
was  alfo  inftrufled  to'convoy  the  outward-bound  fleet, 
amounting  to  upwards  of  two  hundred  fail.  The  force 
immediately  under  Mr*  Rowley's  orders  conftfted  of  feven 
ihips  of  the  line  and  three  frigates,  but  for  greater  fafetyj 
they  were  attended  to  a  fafe  latitude,  by  lord  Shuldham, 
with  a  diilinA  fquadron  of  ten  Oiips  of  the  line.  The 
.commodore  t  cife£led  his  jun^ion  with  Mr.  Byron  tn 
fafety,  and  was  prefent  with  him  at  the  encounter  with 
the  French  fleet  under  the  count  D'Eftaing,  olF  Grenada, 
on  the  6th  of  July  following  ;  the  particulars  of  which 
have  been  already  given  at  fome  length  in  our  account  of

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.ihe  greater  part  "of  the  following  year,  firll  under  rear- 
admiral  Parrer,  who  fucceeded  to  the  chief  command  on 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Byron  for  England,  and  afterwards 
under  fir  George  Rodney,  who  arrived  there  in  the  month 
of  March  1780, 

In  the  month  of  December  he  was  detached  with  his 
©wn  ftip,  the  Vengeance,  the  Magnificent,  and  the  Stir- 
ling Cattle,  in  purfuit  of  three  French  frigates  which  had 
been  feen  from  the  Mome  at  St.  Lucia.  After  a,chace 
of  conliderable  length  they  were  all  captured,  and  were  ■ 
found  to  be  the  Fortunce,  of  forty-two  i  the  Blanche,  of 
tlurty-fix ;  and  the  Ellis,  of  twenty-eight  guns, ,  Nothing 
material  took  place  in  tFie  fame  quarter  of  the  world, 
vhich  was  now  1>ecome  the  moll  bufy  fcene  of  war,  till 
the  encounter  with  De  Guichen  on  the  17th  of  April. 
In  this  event  Mr.  Rowley  bore  a  very  diflinguilhed  fhare, 
his  ihip,  the  Conqueror,  having  fuflained  an  heavier  lofs 
in  killed  and  wounded  (amounting  in  number  to  forty  nine) 
dian  any  in  the  fleet,  the  Sandwich  and  Cornwall 
excepted. 

.  In  the  fubfcquent  (kirmifh,  which  happened  on  the 
iSth  of  May,  and  which  nothing  but  the  caution  and 
.early  flight  of  the  French  prevented  from  becoming  a 
general  aftion,  the  rear-admiral  was  equally  dilHnguiftied, 
as  well  by  his  gallantry,  as  by  the  injury  his  fhip  fuflained, 
ciFCuroHances  which  wereparticularly  noticed  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief in  his  oftcial  difpatches.  In  the  month 
of  July  following  Mr.  Rowley  was  detached  to  Jamaica,  in 
conjundion  with  commodore  Walfingham  and  ten  fliips  of 
the  line,  it  being  fuppofed  that  important  colony  was  then 
menaced  by  a  formidable  naval  force  pofleifed  by  the 
Spaniards  at  the  Havannah.  He  arrived  there  on  the  ift

clution  of  the  war,  but  met  not  with  any  opportunity  of 
acquiring  to  himfetf  additional  fame  or  fortune,  for  though

convoy 
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convoy  in  the  courfe  of  the  fummer  of  the  year  1782*^^ 
and  the  return  of  Mr.  Pigot  with  the  main  fleet  to  the 
Leeward  Iltands  in  ihe  enuiing  autuicn,  he  became  the 
CO mmaiKler- in-chief,  the  flames  of  war  were  fo  much 
fmoihered  by  ihe  approach  of  the  daily  expe£led  peace, 
that  the  mere  embers  of  hoflilities,  though  fiill  fanned  by 
fome  trivial  occafional  capture,  ferved  only  to  keep  up  tiie 
remembrance  of  that  conflagration  which  had  once  raged. 
In  1783  Mr.  Rowley  returned  to  England,  and  was  no 
more  engaged  in  the  public  fervice;  but,  as  a  very  ho- 
nourable teftimony  of  the  high  fenfe  entertained  of  his 
meritorious  conduft  while  he  had  been  fo  engaged,  he 
was,  on  the  loih  of  June,  1786,  created  a  baronet  oi 
Great  Britain.  On  the  a4th  of  September,  1787,  he  was 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the  white,  which 
•was  the  highell  he  ever  lived  to  attain,  dying  at  his  feat  of 
Tendring  Hall,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  on  the  26th  of 
February,  1790,  being  then  in  the  fifty-eighth  year  of  his- 
agct. 

VERNON,  Sir  Edward,^was  one  of  the  lieutenants 
ttnder  Mr.  Mathews  at  the  time  of  the  encounter  with  thd- 
Trench  and  Spanifh  fleets  off  Toulon  ■  He  was  appointed 
commander  of' a  Hoop  of  war  on  the  5th  of  December, 
1747 ;  and,  on  the  3d  of  April,  1753,  was  promoted  to 
bo  captain  of  the  Mermaid,  In  1756  he  commanded 
(the  Lyme,  of  twenty  guns;  and  in  the  month  of  May, 
being  engaged  in  a  critife  with  the  Colchefter,  captaii) 
Obrien,  had  a  long  and  fpirited  aflion  with  two  French 
Ihips  of  very  fuperior  force,  of  which  encounter  we  havt

the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Watfon,  who  had  been  juA  befoi? 
appoiiMed  cq|vmai>der'in-chicf  in  the  Ealt  Indies.  Durins 
tly  cMtinuance  of  capt.  Speke  on  that  flation,  it  is  ahnoft 
~  ~  ^v  to  add,  that  he  di^Iayed  tbd  grealeft  aflivity,  a* 
PgJlantry,  in  every  adytn  or  eoWrprize  iii  Which 
{^engaged,  and,  as  m^  be  fecn  by  referrii^  to  ih« 
lifeo|pdiniral  Watfoftjthey  were-by  no  meant  few.  While, 
thu^hployed  he  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  his  fon,  who 
<ftd  of  a  locked  jaw  in  confequence  of  his  thi^  being 
Ibatleredby  acannon  (hot,and  afterwards  amputated.  Xhis 
unhappily  threw  captain  Speke  imo  a  melancholy  habit, 
from  which  he  never  afterwards  perfeflly  recovered. 

On  his  return  from  India,  which  happened  fome 
time  in  the  year  17^8,  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
Sandwich,  inwhich  fiiip  he  ferved  during  a  Ihori  time 
only,  having,  about  the  month  c^  Auguft,  1 759,  been  com— 
minioned  to  the  RefbJulion,  of  fevcnty-four  guns ;  in  which 
fiiip  he  ferved,  during  the  remainder  of  the  vearr  in  the 
main  or  Chutrw)  fleet,  under  the  command  of  lir  Ethvard 
Hawke :  he  was,  confcquently,*' prefent  at  the  memorabte 
defeat  of  Conflana,  where  he  gained  the  higheft  honour 
and  renown,  infonrach  that  the  gallant  admiral  is  faid  to 
hinre  exclaimed,  in  the  highefl  exltacy,  *'  that  captain 
Speke,"  -with..cihers  we  have  befoie  noticed,  "  behaved 
bee  ungcls."  The  Scfidution  was  the  fourth  lliip 
-  H3  Wt^ 
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wfiich  got  into  aflion,  and  very  vigoroufly  attacked  the 
Formidable,  of  eighty  guns,  the  flag-fhip  of  the  rear-ad- 
miral du  Verger,  which,  on  fir  Edward  Hawke's  coming 
up,    immediateiy    furrendered,    after   having    made    tho 
bed  defence  of  any  ihip  in  the  enemy's  fleet.     Captain 
Speke  took  pofleltion  of  his  prize,  and  by  the  time  it 
■was  fecured  the  clofe  of  the  day  put  an  end  to  the  conteft, 
Xhe  night 'fucceeding  this  (>rilliant  fuccefs  *as  extremely 
iempeftuous,  and  the  Refolution  was  unfortunately  driven 
On  a  fand,  called  the  Four,  where,  notwithftanding  every 
poflible  affiftance  was  rendered  her,  flic  was  irrecoverably 
loft.

Vimfelf  J^  foa  to  William,  fifth  lord  Uigb>->  of  the 
kingdo^j^preland,  and  Chafloilc.cnly  Surviving  daughter 
to  fir:ae(*en  Fox,  knight,  fiftet  to  Sto*i4,  pari  of 
lllcheA«i\  and  Henry,  lord  Holbnd.  Having  entered 
early  in^fe  inio  the. naval  fervice,  he  was  appointed,  on 
the  5th  of  Auguft,  1755,  being  ihen-about  twenty-three 
years  old,  to  ^captain  of  the  Solebay  frigate.  From  this 
flitp  he  was  promoted,  we  believe  in  the  following  year, 
10  be  captiuii  of  the  Dunkirk,  of  fixty  guns,  ia  which  fliip 
we  find  him  employed,  in  1757,  under  fir  Edw.

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colleded  by  admiral  Gravea  for  the  purpofc  of  forcing  to 
m  ^ftion  the  French  fleet,  under  de  Grafle,  t^o  at  thu 
time,  >viih  numbers  far  fuperior,  completely  blocked  up 
thcChcfapcak,aiKJ,confeqiicntly,  the  port  of  York  Town, 
Where  the  earl  ComWallis  had  taken  pod  with  the  armj- 
under  his  command.  The  neceflity  which  that  nobleman 
Vas  under  of  riurendering  before  tbe  fleet  could  pofSbly 
carry  the  above  fpirited  meafirre  into  execution,  rendei^ed 
totally.unnecelTary  an  Attempt  of  attackingthecnemy,  which 
was  fuggeited,  and  indeed  warranted  only  by  the  extftii^ 
prellure  and  podure  of' affairs,  in  the  hope  of  relievirig 
and  extricating  his  tordditp  from  his  perilous  iiiuation. 

The  above-mentioned  co-operation  of  the  French  fleet 
from  the  Well  Indies  with  the  Aoicrican  army,  had  b^n 
undeitaken  by  M.  Gralfe  during  the  hurricane  months, 
for  the  double  purpofeof  linking  theabove  important  blow, 
aiuJ  fecuring  bis  fleet  from  the  fatal  ef&^s  of  thofe  tempers 
which  are  fo  common  in  that  part  of  the  world,  i'hat 
&ital  feafon  being  paft  he  returned  to  his  original  dation^v 
whither  the  Britilh  force  followed  htm  iinmediBtely  ^  and 
Mr.  Digby  having  ftiifted  his  &ag  from  the  Prince  Georss 
to  the  Lion,  of  lixty-four  guns,  detached  every  other  Ulip 
of  the  line  under  his  command,  with  fir  Samuel,  now  lora 
vifcount  Hood,  to  the  Well  Indies,  for  the  belter  prWec- 
rion  of  the  BritiOi  poflcflions  in  that  quarter.  The 
theatre  of  naval  war  on  a  grand  fcale  now  became  tianf- 
ferred  from  the  American  coaft,  and  returned  not  thither 
during  the  ccmtinuance  of  hi^iliiies,  fo  that,  except  an' 
occafional  caftial  capture,  no  event  or  occurrence  woTihy 
particular  notice  appears  to  have  taken  place.  Since  hu 
return  to  Europe,  *  after  the  conclullon  of  peace, 
Mr.  Digby  has  not  taken  upon  him  aoy  command.

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admiral  of  the  blue;  on  the  21  (I  of  September,  lobe  vice 
of  the  white;  and,  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be 
vice-admirsi  of  the  red:  on  the  J2th  of  April,-  1794,  he 
was  promoted  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue;  and,  laflly,  on

DORRIL,  Richard,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  foon 
after  the  commencement  of  the  war  with  Spain  in  17391 
and  ferved  in  that  capacity  on  board  the  Royal  Oak  at  ihe> 
time  of  the  encounter  with  the  combined  fleets  off  Toulon. 
He  was  advanced  to  the  command  of  the  Jamaica  floop  of 
war  on  the  2d  of  March,  1746;  but  from  this  lime  we 
have,  no  farther  account  of  him  till  the  1  llh  of  February^ 
1755,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in 
the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Penfance.

He  had  the  for- 
tune to  fall  in  with  five  French  privateers  off  the  Ifle  of 
Wight,  two  of  which  were  of  equal  force  with  the  South- 
ampton herfelf.  Notwithllanding  this  wonderful  difpa- 
rityiCapt.Gilchrid  engaged  them  with  the  uimod  refolution 
forthefpaceof  nearly  three  hours,  during  the  lalt  of  which 
the  Southampton  lay  between  two  fires :  neverthelefs,  in 
(his  very  perilous  fituation  captain  Gilchrift  and  his  people 
behaved  with  fo  much  gallantry  and  good  condudl,  that 
one  of  the  enemy's  Ihips  was  obliged  to  drop  aflern,  and 
the  other  was  completely  filenccd.  The  Southampton, 
however,  was  in  no  condition  to  reap  the  advantage  of 
her  vi&ory  and  purfue  her  routed  foes ;  the  (hip  was  ex- 
Ucmely  leaky,  having  received  eight  very  dangerous  fliot 
in  her  hull,  ten  alfo  of  her  crCw  being  killed  on  the  fpot, 
fourteen  mortally  wounded,  and  as  many  llightly.  Capt. 
GilchriR  was  therefore  very  reluctantly  compelled  toput  into 
Weymouth  for  the  purpofe  of  refitting,  and  arrived  there 
vith  his  ftiip  reduced  almolt  to  a  wreck.  The  intrepi- 
dity difplayed  by  this  gentleman  on  the  occafion  juft 
fiated,  was  rendered,  if  poilible,  more  interefling  and 
confequential  to  the  nation,  from  the  circumftancc  of  the 
Southanujton  being,  at  the  time  of  encoonter,  bound  to 
Flymouth  with  a.  confiderable  quantity  of  fpecie  on  board, 
deJlincd  for  the  payment  of  the  (hips  at  that  port. 

Captain  Gilchfift  was  ordered  fo  foon  as  his  Ihip  wa 
refitted,  t»  jcnn  the  fleet  then  under  the  command  of  fir 
Edward  Hawkc,  and  deftined  for  the  attack  of  Rochfort, 
&ing  detached  by  the  admiral  to  reconnoitre  the  port  of 
Brcft,  he  fell  in  with  and  captured  the  Emeraude  rrencti 
frigate,  of  which  little  fuccefs  the  following  account  it 
ofhcially  given. 

"  Captain  Gilchrifl,  of  the  Southampton,  being  on  a 
cmife  ofi*  Bred,  at  break  of  day  faw  a  fail  in  full  chace  of 
him,  he  tacked  and  ftood  for  her.  At  two  in  the 
afternoon  he  was  within  mulket  (hot,^when  the  French  fhip 
l(>egan  tb  fire  at  him ;  but  \ie  did  not  return  it  till  he  was 
within  twciu^  yards,  and  the  fire  foon  became  brilk  en' 
|x>th  fides:  captain  Gilchrift  having  killed  th«r  firft  and 
fec(HKl 
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ftcond  csptaws,  Heutenann,  and  meSt  of  thai  oStxrs, 
Ibe  Hriick  The  ei^gemefit  hHeA  about  thirty-five 
mioinns,  Slic  is  a  kind's  Ihipof  wu,  called  tbeLEmc- 
raudCf  mounts  tweniy-fbar  nine  and  iwo  fix-pounders, 
having  two  liUD^d  and  forty-five  iikd  on  boud,- 
her  kHIcd  And  wotmdcd  are  fuppofed  to  be  abetit  fixty.  ' 
Capt^n  GilchrilV  had  his  fecood  tieutcoaat  and  nineteen 
men  killed,  together  with  twenty-eight  irtilinded,  among 
the  latter  ail  tl^  otficcfs  but  himfdf*." 
.  The  SouihaiSpton  had  received  fe  ntuch  damage  in  tIM' 

Etceding  encounter,  that  immediate! r  after  c^aia 
itchrift  had  rcjdined  the  fleet  with  his  prize  he  wai  or- 
dered to  England  to  refit,  and  was,  coafcquently,  no  far* 
ther  concerned  in  the  expedition.  During  the  year  1758 
Captain  Gilchrift  appears  to  have  been  folcly  employed  as 
a  cruifer,  a  r«nice  in  which  he  difplajed  confideiabte 
^ddreff,  gallantry^  and  aiflivhy ;  nor  were  his  exertion 
devoid  ot  fucceis,  foi,  in  the  month  of  Oflobcr,  he 
Captuied,  Mid  carried  into  Kiiitale,  two  large  f  rench  prj- 
i(M«trs,  one  of  thetit  called  the  Canmailin,  a  Ihip  bekmg- 
iog  to  Dunkirk,  carrying  eighteen  fix-poubdora,  twelve 
fwivels,  and  nn.  hundred  and  htty-iix.  men,  cofiHnanded 
by  M.  Jean  Baptift  Cock,  who  did  not  furrender  till  after 
^  moii  (fcrfperate  defence  and  reiiftance  of  thtec  hours 
continiiaacc  ^  iIk  othei  a  privateer,' otBayonne,  carrying 
twenty- guns  artd  two  hundred  and  ten  men,  whicl^  though 
of  biperior  flrengih  tc  the  fomier,  by  no  means  canfed 
io  much,  trouble  la  her  captor.  '

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Early  m- the  cnfuingyear,  hcwas  Qtdkrcd  on  a'crrifiin 
the  North  Sui,  accompanied  hy  capiain  Hutbaoi  In.  the 
Mieiantpc,  wa4  on  the  erening  of  the  28th  of  March,  had 
the  for  tunc  to  fall  i;i  with  the  Danae,  a.  French,  fciguc 
carrying  forty  guns  and  thuee  hundred  and  forty  mca.

£uilh  one  fhip  from  the  other,  and  captain  Gilchrift  was 
obliged  to  continue  as  it  were  neuter  till  day.Hght,thr(fttgh 
•fearof  firing  into  his  companion.  Soon  asfhedaybroke 
tie  bore  down  and  compelled  the  eneiliyi  to  furreoder, 
though,  in  /u{tice  let  ijs  record,  not  till  after  a  gailao^ 
and,  indeed,  defperate  refilUnce.  This  coDi^ueft^  as 
Campbell  Te/y  prepeply  obfcrves,  *'  was,  however, 
clouded  by  a  misfortune  whith  happened  to  the  brave 
Gilchrift:  he  received  a  woijnd  in  the  (houlder^  which, 
thou^  it  did  not  deprive  him  pf  life,  rendered  hirji  itnca- 
-pable  ^f  future  fervice."  He  was  Uruck  with  a  fwtvel, 
or  grape-fljol,'  in  the  fhoulder.  The  Gazette  account 
aflertshe  was  fliotthrough  the  right  (houlder  with  a  pound 
ball,  and  we  hcjieve  this  llatement  'correct.  This  braxfc 
aiid  uniartuQate  potleman  was  put  alhoie  at  YarmoMth, 
and  was  foTTaconfidcrable  time  in  the  grcaicft  eKtremi«y, 
but  the  (kill  of'  his  TurgeMtt  at  Icngrh  'proved  fufficientljr 
"fucceftful,  to',  preTerve  his'  life,  which  he  continued  tp 
enjoy  tnany  years,  as  cornfort^bly  as  the  eiFe£ls  of  his 
wound, -ami  a  Itate  of  inactivity,  always  irklome  to  a 
man  of  his  gallantry,  >vou]d  permit. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  fubfeqtient  to  the  a£lion  juft 
related,  he  was  prefented,  by  lord  Anfon,  to  his .majeilji, 
■who  received  him  with  the  moft  flaiteiiijg,  the  moft  fym- 
-patheticaffeiSiiH),  and  ordered  him  immediately  afterwards 
a  pcnfionof  300I.  a  year.  On  this  herciircd  to  Scotland, 
his  native  country,  where  he  died  in  the  couife  of  this 
year  1777.  His  daughter  was  married  to  the  right  ho- 
nourable the  earl  of  Dundofiald,  aiul  died  at  Brompton, 
ijn  Middlefex,  in  the  29th  year.of  hei  age,  on  the  tsthof 
November,  l-jSt,  leaving  five  children.

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GRAVES,  Thomas, — the  defcendant  of  a  very  rcfpdfl- 
able  family  fettled  in  the  county  of  Cornwall*,  is  ftilf 
living:  having  entered  very  ^arly  in  life  into  the  naval 
fervice,  he  was,  on  the  ■J5th  of  Jutie,  1743^' promoted  t* 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  t.

"  Onhiiamval  oEFthe  American  cfult  >□  [he  following  yetr,  h« 
learned  tbat  a  French  fquadran,  under  M.  Dc  Tieinay,  wiih  a  bod/ 
of  land  foice),  haiJ  taken  Si.  Johnis  and  medilatcd  the  conqaell  of 
the  whole  ifiand.  Upon  this  in[cllt{;ence  he  pulhed  through  a  frozen 
Tea,  GUed  *nih  dreadrul  floating  ijlmdi  of  iee,  and  at  great  rifque, 
for  Placcntia.

John's,  and,  if  polTible,  the  capture  of  the  enemy's  ItjaadroD.  The 
eeneral  and  admiral  loll  no  time  in  fupplying  aforcc  for  (hit  purpofe, 
lord  Colville  coming  himfelf  with  hit  fquadron,  «ad  the  general  lend- 
ing hit  brother  with  a  body  of  troops.  So  foon  al  they  arrived  off 
St.  John's  colonel  Amherfl  called  a  council  to  determine  (lie  proper 
pUce  for  landing  his  foldicry,  hut  adopted  ibc  advice  ihe COmmbdote 
gave,  although  different  frotti  that  of  Ihe  other  ofGccrs,  and  fucceeded 
in  all  his  opeiations.  T'hc  French  were  defeated,  and  the  town  with 
i^t  whole  garri  foil  taken-.  M.  ITe  Tiemay,' under  favour  of  a  ddrk  m'ghi, 
and  the  commencement  of  a  north-well  breeze,  dole  out  of  ihe  har-  ' 
bour  with  all  his  Oiips  and  made  the  b'cQ  of  his  way  for  France,  atihougb 
they  were  much  Tupe^iof  in  force  to  the  EngllQi.  Mr.  Graves  ac- 
quired great  credit  for  hi»  judgment  and  abilities  during  ihefe  tranf* 
.adions,,  and  had  many  thanks  from  colonel  Amheift  for  his  advice. 
This  re-conqueft  'was  aceomplifhed  with  fo  much  alertnefa  that 
it  preceded  the  peace  then  in  treaty  berween  the  iwo  nationi^ 
When  Mr.  Graves  returned  to  ihii  country,  he  propofcd  fevcral 
new  reeiilaiions  with  refped  10  the  govcrnmeni,  and  for  the  (ecufltr 
•f  the  lOaod  ID  future,  which,  being  approved,  were  adopted  by  the 
iqini(lrj. 
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CommancI  held  by  tiim  during  the  long  enfuing  peacr, 
except  that  of  the  Teateraire,  c^  fevcnty-four  guns^ 
a  guardOiip'  at  Plymouth,  to  which  he  was  appointed  in ' 
1769,  though  it  is  bj  no  means  probable  he  CGntimicd 
unemployed  (hiring  lb  extended  a  period.  The  pnly  occa- 
iion  ttouwvar  on  which  w«fnid  his  name  mentioned  is,  his 
having  been  appointed  one  of  the  colnneU  of  marines,  on 
the' 4th  of  April,  1775,  as  fuccelTor  to  Mr.  Keot,.who 
ivas'  at '  the  fanie  time  promoted  to  be  a  fldg-officer.

May  1779,  iHider  the  otdersof  Mr.  ^yron.  He  arrived 
611  the  28th  of  Auguft  at  the  Hook,  after  having  been  fe- 
parated  in  a  gale  of  wind,  with  rear-admiral  Parker  and- 
£ve  other  Qilps  of  the  line,  from  the  commander-ia-cbief. 
Thefe  ihips  arriving  together,  though  ia  a  very  di fabled 
ftate,  formed  a  very  formidable  and  feafonable  reinforce- 
ftient  to  the  Britilh  naval  force,  which,  previous  to  that 
time,  was  conliderably  inferior  to  the  French  Jquadron 
under  the  count  D'Eftaing.

occafiOBed  the  iota4  loft  4f  the  Gulloden,  of  feventy-fofflr 
guns,  anddifmafted  the  Bedford  of  rhe^  fame  forCe>  put  to 
1^  on  the  8th  of  Manth,-  hating  taken'  two  thoufand  <i£ 
their  beft  fioopa  on  borfrd  the  ftip«  of  wir^for  the  pnrpol« 
of  eo-operating  with  a  firoijg  deiachinenC  frohi  ith 
Af^erican  army,  iA'  tfte  attack  of  a  firitifh  corps.  Which* 
under  tho  oMnmaNit  6f  brigadier-general  Arnold,  had 
neM-ly  ovei'riiri  flic  -whole  province  of  Virginia.  TRk 
Ei^lflh  ft^uadrdVi  followed  on  die  xotti,  and,  as  we  haVc

Voi.  VI.  I  alread/ 
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klready  ftated  fn  our  account  of  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  caine  W 
tm  a^ioa  with  the  enemy  on  the  i6th  j>f  the  fame  month. 
This  could  fcatccly  be  called  more  than  a  Qcinnilh,  th« 
frendi  line  having  been  broken  after  half  an  hour's 
encounter,  which  took  place  between  the  van  of  each 
fquftdfont  and  hardly  extended  far  enough  along  the  line- 
of  the  Bcitifh  fi^uadron  to  include  the  London,  or  pertnic 
<hat  (hip  to  fbare  In  it,  fo  that  the  whole  injury  fuf- 
tained  by  her  amounted  to  no  more  than  the  \oCs  of  her 
^ain- top- fail -yard,  and  three  of  her  crew  wounded. 
Admiral  Aibuthnot  being  under  orders  of  recall,  failed  for 
Eflj^and  in  the  month  of  July,  leaving  the  chief  command 
on  the  American  Aation  with  Mr.  Graves,  who  ufed  every 
pofTible  exertion,  to  put  the  Britilh  naval  force  in  that 
4]Uarter,  in  the  bcfl  CQodkion  for  fervice  circumfianceK 
;pcroiittcd  him.  ,     . 

„.  His  prud«ice.  became  necelTary,  for  very  fooa  after- 
vards,  the  French  fleet  from  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the 
orders  of  count  de  GraiTe,  arrived  ofF  the  coaft  of  America^ 
.  Sot  the  purpofe  of  co-operating  with  that  already  in  the 
£une  quarterunder  the  count  deBarras,and  preventing  any 
reinforcement  being  thrown  in  by  fea  to  the  fmall  Britifh 
army,  then  in  Virginia,  commanded  by  earl  Comwallis  ; 
againft  whom,  alt  the  troops  America,  aided  by  France, 
could  multer,  had  marched  under  the  command  of  general 
Wafhington  in  perfon.  Rear-admiral  fir  Samuel  Hood, 
with  a  fquadron  confjfting  of  fourteen  fliips  of  .the  line, 
arrived  oif  Sandy  Hook  on  the  28th  of  Augult,  carrying 
>vith  him  intelligence  that  the  fquadron  under  Barras, 
.confifting  often  ffiips,of  the  line,  from  Rhode  Ifland,  had 
.been  feen  off  the  Cfapes  of  Virginia.  As  lo  the  motions  . 
of  the  count  de  GralTc,  nq  certain  intelligence  had  beett 
procured  concerning  them.  Mr.  Graves  had  at  this  lime 
only  five  (hips  of  the  line,  and  one  of  fifty  guns,  in,  a 
coiulition  for  fervice  i  two  others,  the  Prudent  and 
RobuHi  being  iq  a  ftate  of  nece.(&ry  refitment,  and  not 
capable  of  being  made  ready  for  fea  in  Icfs  than  ten  days. 
'With  this  force,  however,  reduced  as  it  was,  he  proceeded 
X)ver  the  bar  on  the  31ft  of  Augu(t,  having  the  day  hefore 
arranged,  and  delivered  to  the  fleet  the  line  of  battle.  He 
proceeded  to  fea  imincdiati:ly,  fleering  dire£tly  for  the 
Chefapeak,  in  hopes  of  arriving  there  before  the  French 
wlmiral 
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ftdmiial  from  the  Wed  Indies,  and  ^flefiing,  inru^ceffion; 
tint  diroomfiiure  of  de  Barras,  and  dc  Gralfe. 

Od  the  jth  of  September,  between  nine  and teir o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  frigate  detached  by  Mr.  Qraves  to 
look  out  ahead,  difcovered  the  enemy's  fleet  Jying  within 
Cape  Henry.  Between  ten  and  eleven  o'docic  it  was 
feen  by  the  whole  fleet,  and  tAough  its  number  could  ndt 
be  afcertaincd,  on  account  of  the  clofc  though. confufcd 
manner  in  which  their  fiiips  were. anchored,  as  ii&  cultow 
marjr  with  the  French  nation,  ybt  its  fovea  was;  not  flip 
pofed  to  confid  of  more  than  fifteen  fhipa  of  the  liqe  i  Mn 
Gram  formed  bis  force  in  a. line  ^lead,  and.  advanced 
towards  the  enemy  with  all  expedition.  At  half  paflnoon 
the  enemy  began  to  get  under  weigh  and  rah  out  to 
ieaward,  to  leeward  of  the  Britifh  line,. they  were  diC* 
covered  about  two  o'clock  to  confifl  of  twenty-four  heavy 
ftips  of  the  line,  a  circumflance  which  thenfirA  convinced 
the  Englifli  of  the  arrival  of  the  count  de  GralTe. 

When  the  van  of  the  Englifh  had  patTed  on  the  con- 
tiaty  tack  -to  that  of  the  French,  fo  far,  that  the  enemy's 
beadmod  fhip  was  nearly  abreafl  of  the  London,  on  board 
which  fhip  Mr.  Graves  had  his  flag,  the  Hgnal  was  mad« 
to  wear,  as  well  for  the  purpofe  of  bringing  the  fleet  do 
the  fame  tack  with  the  enemy,  as  of  avoidiag  a  fhoat  < 
called  the  Middle  Ground,  which  the  headmofl  (hips  had 
very  nearly  approached.  The  fignal  for  this  purpofb  was 
nade  at  eleven  minutes  pafl  two,  .and  the  Englifh  fleet 
continuing  to  approach  that  of  the  enemy,  as  tafl  as  tba 
count  de  Grafle,  who  kept  occafionally  edgiiu;  away, 
would  permit  th«ni  about  a  quarter  paCt  four  the 
adion  commenced  between  the  van  of  each  fleet,  and 

ErogrefEveiy  extended  to  the  twelfth  fhip  in  the  Englifh 
OK.  We  muA  obferve  in  this  place,  that  the  van  of 
both  fleets  were  fairly  abreafl  of  each  other,  hut  the  rear 
of  the  French  fleet  was  confiderably  to  leeward  of  its  van 
mi  center,  and  fnun  the  circumflance  of  its  confiding  of 
five  Ibiiis  more  than  that  under  Mr.  Graves,  reached  a 
oenfldeiable  difianca  beyond  his  rear  divifion  to  the 
w«ftward.<  The  enemy  taking  every  poffible  opportu- 
jrity  of  beaiing  away,  the  feven  rear  fhips  were  not 
ft  laU  engaged.  The  conteft  ended  with  the  fetting  fun, 
«fid,  ibort  ai  it  vtw,  feveral  of  the  Englilh  fhips  received

fliU  more  infbrior  to  themftom the  neccffity  ofdeftrDyit^ 
the  Terrible^  of  fevcnty-four  guns,  thrae  dajs  after  the 
a3ioii,-flie-h»vingreceiiedfoBac  injary  iniheeiqjagniientv 
mid  havit^'be«>  obliged  to  kcbp' five  puBips  going  jibtat 
en  her  palliige  to  America.     ; 

The  lo&  in  killed  and  ivoundedwas  not  confeqasntiali 
amounting  to  three  hundreidand  thirty^Ax  ontyj  nf  both 
defcriftions.  The  Frandi,  howew,  obtainet^tlKireiMl; 
though  with eveiy  appexisDccef  defdat^  cxoepe  the  difad- 
TiBtage  ufually  attending  it,  they  having  ciecidecSy  fboed 
away,  and  fliunned  the  conieA.  The  fleets  continued  ia 
light  of  each  other  for  fivedayswithont  the  enemy  harvn^" 
nuUMfrftcd  the  fmallefl  inclination,  notwithftanding  tficir 
fiifiehority,  ofitncvring  trhea6tian.  The  count  dcGnfl^ 
tben  uking.  advantage  of  a  favmirablB  change  of  wind, 
aiafhed  ftir  tbe  Chefapeak,  and  having  anchored  his.ficev, 
bid  deiaoce  biany  attempt  t4iat  ccnkl.be  Oiadeto^diQodgc 
liink.  ThceventoftbisadiQia  cmfetifiTnieniiinnDrbcRk 
In  lite  nation  and  on.  board  the  £ect  itfelf;  happily 
fnr  the  fitrrice  they,  foon  fubfided,  and  it  is  net  our 
bulihals  or  indinattos  to  enter  mw  the  finalkft  dkicoilkM 
of  tbiE  fcibjed.  We  cannot  Iw  aritigmt,ena^b  tcvbzzani 
a<  decidiMt  opinion,  or  fit-  indMkace  to. tbe  parties  cmi> 
fluned^  as  even  to  lepeas  that  of  otiieTi  betteiinftnoed 
tiian  ourielives.  Adhering  t«  faS&onbp,  as  isnur  proper 
provinoe  and  dntyj  we  fheli  repeat  numnanlyr  that  tf. 
appears  the  enemy  having  ar  force  of  tw«nty>four  fliip&of 
the  IIm,  were  attacked  bf  Mr.  Grayea  with  a.flest  coid- 
rilHng:on4y  of  nineteen,  maDy.of.nhiehiwereiix.a.veiy  itt 
condition  for  fen'Lce;  ibat  the  enamyt  tetized  &csii  the 
combat,  and  though  the  Engllfli  admiral,  was  under  a 
necclTityi  of  doQroying  one  cv  bis  flupsr  aot  atev^y  oa 
socountof  the- damage  it  hod  fulbiAci^ia.  the  adioa^bat 
from  hev  general  ill  Aate.  of  repair  and  oonditibn,  the 
c*»nt  de  GtalliF,  vritb  afuperion^  of  fuc  Jh^oftlwliiot^ 
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■     did,  during  the  .5ve  fucceeiluig  day),  >ftiKUeM%  nvotd  ^1 
farther  contcU. 

The  French  admira},  as  an  additional  incentive  to  en- 
terprise againll  the  weakened  Btitifh  fleet,  found,  on  his 
amvat  in  the  Chelapeak,  that  the  count  de  Barras  with  the 
Rhode  liland  fq^uadron,  conlillingof  ten  Hiips  of  thelinCr 
had  arrived  during  his  ablcnce :  but  even  this  event  did 
not  encourage- him  to  any  thing  beyopd  the  main  and 
principal  objed,  <^  cx>vering  and  prote&ing  the  operationt 
of  the  American  arny,  by  icmainiug  merely  on  the  defen- 
live.  Mr.  Graves  returned,  to  New  York  for  the  purpofe 
of  meeting  fome  reinforcementt  which  were  expelled  froia 
England  and  the  W^ft  Indies,  as  well  as  conceiting  with 
fir  Henry  Clinton,,  the  general-in^chief,  what  meafures 
potild  be  beft  purfued  for  the  purpofe  of  extricating  eart 
Cornvrallis  from  his,  perilous  (ituation.  Onhis  paHage 
to  Sandy  Hoolc,  w^cre  he  airived  on  the  t9th  of  S^ 
tember,  he  was  joined  by  the  Prudect,  of  Gxty^oui  gaas, 
as  be  WHS  at  New  York  by  the  Robult,  of  fcventy-iour ; 
and  on  the  z^th  by  rear-admiral  Digby,  froin  England, 
with  the  Prince  George, of  ninety-ci^t  guns ;  the  Canada, 
of  feveoty-four ;  and  the  Lion,  of  fiKty^four.  He  was  more- 
over Tt^nfarced,  O^ober  1 1  >  by  the  Torbay,  of  feventy- 
four;  and  the  Prince  William,  of  fixty-four  guns,  from 
Jamaica.  His  force  thus  concentered  coolilled  of  twcnty- 
feven  fliips  of  two  decks,  two  of  .them,  the  Wanvick  and 
Adamant,  mounting  fifty  guns  only.  The  utmofl  dif- 
patcfa  was  ufed  La  embarking  as  many  troops  as  could  be 
fpared  from  the  defence  of  New  York,  amounting  to  up- 
wards of  feven  thoufand  men ;  but  this  duty,  arul  the  ii»- 
difpcoTibly  necelTary  repairs  of  the  difi«rent  fhips,.maae  It 
the  19th  of  0£lober  before  the  fleet  was  in  a  condition  to 
put  to  lea.  Mr.  Graves  arrived  oiF  the  Chefapeak  on  the 
a4th,  aod  then  had  the  mortihcatiot)  to  iearn  that  earl 
Cornwatlis  had  been  obliged  to  capitulate  oa  the  i8th,  the 
day  before  the  fleet  laileo  from  New  York.  The  fleet  of 
^c  enemy,  coQfifling.at  this  time  of  upwards  of  thirty  Ihips 
of  the  line^  was  anchored  in  the  form  of  a  crefcent  at  the 
entrance  of  the  York  River,  between  the  laade,  called  the 
Horfefboe  and  the  York  Spit,  the  ViUe  de  Paris  in  itw 
center.  Formidable  as  were  their  i^imbers,  andjudici^ully 
-Qha&D  M  wu  ibar  pofitign,  ihC'  Mar'WhqiflU  ftepd  in 
1 3  «loft 
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Ctol^  to  the  back  of  the  randsduringtworuceeedingdayf, 
in  hopes  of  provoking  them  to  riSt  another  aftion,  ana 
^ye  nim  an  opportunity  of  retaliating  On  them  for  the 
yucccfs  the  French  admiral  had  co-Operated  in  procuring 
io  the  united  arms  of  France  anid  Amarica  on  fliore.  The 
enemy  had  not-,  however,  the  fmalleft  inclination  to  put 
ftny  thing  to  the  haraiH ;  fo  that,  with  the  flight  gralifica* 
tion  of  having  infulted  and  dared  them  to  combat  with  fo 
inferior  a  force,  Mr.  Graves  was  obliged  to  ttiake  fail, 
Ofi  the  29th  of  Oaober,  for  Sandy  Hook,  and  anchored 
'ihelfe.-withhiswhole  fleet  in  fafety,  on  the  2d  ofthcerifu-* 
ingmonth.  Rear-admiral  DJgby,  who,  as  we  have  already 
ftatcd,  had  arrived  in  America  a  (hOrt  time  before  with  a 
fmall  reinforcement,  was  appointed  to  command  in  chief 
en  that  (taiion,  and  Mr.  Graves  himfelf  was  under  order* 
to  proceed,  in  the  London,  to  Jamaica,  and  join  fir  P. 
Parker;  The  critical  lituation  of  public  affairs  having 
Tendered  it  extremely  improper  the  fleet,  inferior  as  it 
was  to  that  of-the  enemy,  fhould  have  its  force  fo  much 
farther  diminrflied,  as  it  neceflarily  would  have  been  by 
a  ftrift  compliance  with  the  orders  received  from  £nglancf> 
and  the  abfence  of  fo  capital  a  fhip  as  the  London,  Mr; 
Graves  very  fpiritedly  and  jpatriotically  rcfolvedtocontintio 
«ntheftation  till  the  final  termination  of  the  naval  cam- 
^ign.  This  beingclofed  by  the  unfortunate  event  of  the 
liirrcnder  at  York  Town,  and  the  termination  of  the  hur- 
ricane feafon  in  the  Weft  Indies,  immediately  after  which 
it  wais  well  knpwn  the  count  de  Grafle  would  return  thithcf 
■with  his  whole  force,  Mr.  Graves  failed  on  the  loth  of 
November  for  Jamaica,  where  he  arrived  after  a  prof- 
pelous  pafTage,  in  the  courfc  of  which  he  captured  a  largo 
French  fliip,  mountiftg  thirty^eight  guns,  called  the  Im«. 
perieux.  He  was  employed  after  his  arrival,  under  the 
orders  of  fir  Peter  Parker,  in  Concerting,  with  general 
Campbell,  on  the  bed  mode  of  defence  againlt  the  attack 
■with  which  the  ifland  was  ihert  threatened  by  the  Spaniards. 
Nothingi  however^  material  occurred  to  him  during  the 
■time  he  Was  employed  on  this  {lationt 
'  having  rcquefted  leave  to  return  to  England  in  1783,  hft 
W»s  appointed,  by  lorf  Rodoey,  to  command  the  convoy 
fent  home^with  the- lAimerous  fleet  of  merchantfliips,  iit 
'^9  uuuthbf-J'ulj'i  Hefaotfted  his^gaccoAlingly  onbcnK} 
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the  Hamillies,  of  feventy-four  guns*,  and  failed  on  the 
35[h  from  Sluefieldi,  having  under  fais  orders  the  Canada

*  The  diflre(rei  ind  lori  of  ihii  unfortunate  (hip,  logerber  with

"  The  oHicen  of  the  Aiitnt  toon  nniftd  in  fiRrilng  fuch  a  repre* 
IcDtation  of  her  miftrabJe  plight,  ai  induced  Mr,  Gravfi  ra  order 
her  back  to  Fori  Royal ;  and  the  Jafon,  b)^  not  j>uttiDg  to  Tea 
with  the  convoy  from  w;ini  of  water,  never  joined  hire  at  all :  tht: 
reft  proceeded :  bat  the  He3or  loft  cotnpiny  about  the  Bfiih  of 
AuguK  in  the  Gulph  flrean,  in  latitade  34  N.  and  the  whole 
convoy,  after  tht»rc  tor  New  Yort  had  icpanied,  became  re- 
duced to  ninety-two  or  nmety-ihrec  (iil.  Upon  the  8ih  oT  Septem** 
ber  the  Caion  fprineing  a  leak,  made  Cath  alinning  catnplainti,  that' 
the  admiral  direcled  her  and  the  Pallai,  which  wat  alfo  beeonte  leaky, 
to  bear  away  immediately  together  and  keep  companv.  making  for 
Hallux,  which  then  bore  N.  N,  W.  and  wai  but  erEniy-feven  leaguei 
diftant.  The  afiernoen  of  the  l6lbof  SeplCniber  ibewing  indicanon* 
of  a  gale  and  foul  weather  from  the  fonih-eall  quarter,  every  preps* 
latiob  wai  made  on  board  the  flag  (hip  for  fuch  an  event,  not  only  on' 
account  of  bcr  own  lalety,  but  alio  by  way  of  etimple  lo  the  reft  of 
the  fleet,  llie  admiral  collefied  the  Ihipi  about  Gx  o'clock,  and  brought 
to,  pnder  hi*  main  fail,  on  the  larboard  tacfc,  having  all  hit  other  (aila 
fiirlcd,  hit  top-gatlant  yaidi  and  malli  lowered  down.  Tbe  wind 
foon  inereafing,  blew  flrongty  from  the  E.S.E.  wiihavery  heavy  fea. 


HMiDd  to  tbe  contrary  point,  blowini;  moS  iremendoully,  accompanied 
with  rain,  thunder,  and  ligblnine,  tbe  Rami  Hi  ei  was  taken  by  the  lee,' 
her  main-fail  thrown  arack,  her  tnaio  mall  came  by  tbe  board, 
and  tbe  mizen-maft  halfway  up;  the  fore-top-maft  fell  over  tbe  (tar- 
board  bow,  the  foie-yard  broke  in  the  (lin|;i,  the  tiller  fnipped  in- 
two,  and  tbe  rudder  wai  nearly  torn  off.

•f  tbc  lolb  ibc  admiral  ordered  tbe  fpare  and  fircam  aocbon  to  be 
c«  awaf ,  and,  within  tbc  contlie  of  thii  day,  all  the  lowcr-dcek  gun* 
aa  be  hovan  overboard.

"  At  three  in  the  momiag  of  the  cifi,  being  the  Fourth  nisbt,  tlie 
well  being  quite  broken  in,  the  calki,  billaft,  and  reciainittg  Ihot 
ruDied  togccner  and  defiroycd  the  cyliitden  of  the  pumpi ;  the  frame 
and  carcafi  of  the  (hip  began  to  give  way  in  every  part, '  hoih  within 
and  without :  and  the  officeri,  carpeiqlcr!,  and  whole  ciew  exclaimed.

£ck  were  gotten  rid  of,  he  Ihould  begin  to  remove  the  whole  of  the 
trev  with  the  utmo&difpatch  without  rifquing  too  many  in  one  boat: 
accordingly,  at  dawn,  the  Cgnal  wai  made  for  the  boali  of  the  mer-  ' 
chanU-fliipi ;  but  nobody  farpc6lcd  what  wai  to  follow  until  the  brea4 
wb  intirely  removed,  and  tbe  fick  gone.

The  admiral  dircEtly^  huifted  Ha 
Naf  «a  bmrd  the  jailer,  and  Uiling  wiih  the  firlt  Tiir  wind,  airitsd 
the  I7ih  Id  Plymouili  ^Mnd^  apparemly  ingood  health,  bat  with  a 
fttiled  opprclUon  upon'hii  breaS  from  Aaving  Been  fo  long,  and  ft 
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a  fecond  rate  of  ninety  guns.  On  the  24.th  of  September, 
JQ  the  preceding  year,  ne  had  been  advanced  to  the  rank 
(tf  vice-admiral  of  the  blue,  as  he  afterwards  was  tu  the 
fame  rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  2ift  of  SepteBi- 
btr,  1 790.  When  a  rupture  was  apprehended  with  Spaih,, 
in  the  fummer  of  the  year  laft  mentioned,  the  vice-ad* 
nirat  removed  his  flag  into  ihc  Cambridge,  which,  trivial 
as  It  certainly  is,  is  the  only  anecdote  we  meet  with  con- 
cerning him  in  tiie  three  years,  during  which  he  held  the 
fiatlon  juft  mentioned. 

After  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  coateft  witti 
France,  he  vras  appointed  to  command  in  the  fecond  po{l, 
under  lord  Howe,  the  main  or  Channel  fleet;  and  on  the 
ill  of  February,  1793,  was  advanced  to  he  vice-admiral 
of  the  red;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  the  izth  of  Apriljl 
>794,  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue;  on  this  ftaiion  he  ferved- 
during  the  ever  memorable  a£tion  of  the  ill  of  June,  in 
that  year.  On  this  occafion  the  admiral  had  the  happinefs 
of  contributing  in  a  very  eminent  degree  to  the  fuccefs 
of  this  brilliant  encounter-  The  Royal  Sovereign  was 
among  the  firfl  fliips  in  aflion,  and,  at  its  conclufion,  ac- 
cording to  the  reprefentation  made  in  a  celebrated  teov* 
porary  pifturc*  of  the  engagement,.  "Was  at  the  head 
of  eleven  fhip?  of  the  line,  well  formed  and  in  purfuit 
of  fourteen  fail  of  the  flying  enemy,  when  the  laft  Ognal 
was  made  by  the  commanderrin-chief  for  the  Briiifh 
line  to  clofe."  In  the  preceding  encounter  the  Royal 
Sovereign  loft  her  fore  and  m  ai  n  -  to  p>gali  ant- malts,  had 
fourteen  men  killed  and  forty-four  wounded,  amo^g  th? 
latter  was  the  admiral  himfelf,  very  ftverely,  in  his 
Tight  arm,  of  which  he  is  faid  not  to  have  recovered  the 

A  portrait  has  lately  been  pnblifhed  of  this  gentleman, 
engraved  by  Bartolozzi,  having  in  the  back  ground  « 
view  of  the  memorable  aSion  julb  related,  <M  which 
we  have  been  furnilhed  with  the  following  defcription,. 
We  have  been  the  rather  induced  to  infert  it,  as  it  is  faid' 

dreadfully  cxpofed  upon  the  deck  of  the  Ramiltiei  in  thit  horrid  night 
IrheQ  the  florm  Grft  alighied  upon  her,  nor  coijtd  be  retyove  thia- 
pomplaiol  for  iipw4rd>  of  Gx  montht.  He  had  broughi  off  with  fatin> 
felf  no  more  thin  foincfcw  of  hi*])rinteptpen,  ther^ftofhiieffcfte 
fciviiw  partakcB  of  the  (tme  fitf  vith  hif  Quf  1" 
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to  contain  a  <:om&  account  of  the  particular  Qure  tidrae 
by  the  admiral  in  that  great  encounter. 

"  The  difbnt  view  in  the  plate  <)enotes  a  poiot  of 
lime  near  the  clofe  of  the  naval  engagement  of  the  ill  of 
June,  1794-  The  difablcd  (hip  of  the  enemy,  wfaidi  it 
feen  next  the  miu^in  going  off  on  the  wouaded  arm  of 
the  portrait,  reprefents  Le  Teirible,  the  flag-lhlp  of  the 
French  fecotiii  in  command,  into  which  defenoeieTs  Aattt 
Qte  had  been  beaten  by  the  Roya)  Sovereign,  the  6ag-fhw 
of  admiral  Graves,  the  Englifh  fecond  incoBimwid,  whick 
is  alfo  £een  tiom  behind  the  portrait  ettgagine  wtol^er 
(hip  of  the  enemy.  La  Montagne,  the  nag-ihij)  of  lbs 
French  cotnmander-tn^chief,  who  in  the  onlet  bad  beea 
engaged  with  th«  Queen  Charlotte,  the  fiag-(hip  of  earl 
Huwe,  the  Englifh  commander-in-chief,  and  hadelcap^ 
through  the  circumllance  of  the  main  and  fore-top-coaft 
of  the  Queen  Charlotte  being  (hot  away.  JLa  MoBt|^i« 
is  feen  at  this  time  with  top-gal lant-faiis  kt,  -havillg  ta 
palled  from  the  centre  of  the  Frendi  line  to  th«  van  'of 
the  Englifh  line  for  the  purpotc  of  relieving  La  Terribly 
whofe  capture  or  deilru£lton  was  otberwile  inevitable.' 
After  more  than  half  an  hour's  (harp  contcd  between  the 
fire  of  both  ihefe  (hips  and  that  of  the  Royal  Sovereign, 
the  enemy's  frigate«  towed  off  the  (hattered  La  Terrible, 
and  La  Montagne  is  alfo  kta  to  follow  and  make  off 
from  the  (ire  of  her  viSorious  adverfary,  who  afterwards 
filenced  and  c(l<:£led  the  .capture  of  the  eBs^ny'^  (hin 
L'Amcrica,  of  feventy-four  ^ns." 

His  rpirited  condufl  on  the  foregoing  occaTioa  wat 
rewarded  not  long  afterwards  by  an  iri(h  peerage,  he 
hei«g  created,  by  patent  bearing  date  Augull  the  latb, 
J794,  lord  Graves,  haron  erf"  Gravefend  in  the  county  of 
Londonderry ;  and  on  the  lilof  June,  1795,  was  advanced 
to  be  admiral  of  the  white.  The  wound  his  lordlhip 
received  in>his  aitn  rendered  it  necelTary  for  him  to  quit 
his  command  for  a  lioje,  and  he  has  not  been  inveded  with 
any  fublequent  to  his  recovery*.

Of  this  fcfl,  however  true  it  may  be,  we  ba*c  no  account 
whMdvev,  except  from  the  authority  juft  l>ated ;  and  fuch 
other'  particulars  we  have  been  able  to  cotle£l  relative 
to  this  gentleman  are  extremely  (hort  aild  fcanty.  In  1761 
Mitf  2  he  commanded  the  Winc!hefler,  of  fifty  guns,  lat*

During  the  early  part  of  the  War  he  does  not 
ffpjbcar  t!o  have  been  employed  on  any  very  diftingnifhcd 
fervice,  remaining  principally,  if  not  cntitcly,  in  a  fri-

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ftfcfequent  infonnatEon  concerning  him  till  the  yeat  1761^ 
at  which  time  he  was  captain  of  the  Alcide,  of  fixty-fout 
guns,  a  thip  taken  (rotn  the  Franch  in  the  courfe  of  the' 
preceding  war,  and  ertipioycd,  as  we  believe,  in  the  pro- 
greflive  expeditions  undertaken  in  1762)  againft  Marti- 
aico  and  the  Havann^.  We  have  no  other  information 
concerning  him,  except  that,  about  the  month  of  March 
1779,  he  was  put  on  trie  fuperannuated  lifl.with  the  rank 
and  half-pay  of  a  rear-admiriil,  an  advancement  he  did 
not  long  Hirvive,  dying  ere  theconclufionof  thaf  ycar,'oc 
Ml  the  courfe  of  the  cnfuing. 

HARRISON,  John,— was  the  fijn  tJf  Captain  Robert 
Harrifon,  whom  we  have  already  given  a  mort  account 
of*.  We  do  not  find  any  mention  made  of  this  gentle- 
man previous  to  his  appointment,  on  the  4.th  pt  July» 
175$,  to  be  captain  of  the  Cumberland,  ot  lixty-flxgnns, 
kt  that  time  the  flag-fliip  of  rear-admiral  Pocock,  who 
Was  fecond  in  coinmatid,  imder  Mr.  Watfon,  of  thtf 
'  ;'(i}uadron  on  the  Eaft  India  llatloni  He  afterwards  re- 
moved with  Mt.  Pocock  into  the  Varmouth,  and  conti- 
nued with  him,  as  his  captain,  we  believe  fo  long  as  be 
remained  there;  the  leading  occurrences  of  which  period 
we  need  not  repeat,  as  they  have  been  already  related  in 
that  admiral's  memoirs.  He  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  engaged  in  fervice  after  his  return  from  India  with 
Mr.  Pocock,  till  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1761,  Whenhe 
was  appointed  to  command  tbo  Sandwich,' under  the  fame 
admiral,  during  the  memorable  and  very  fucccfsfml  expe^ 
dilion  agairift  the  HaTamia'h.  He  bchivcd  in  this  ard*- 
ous  ftation  with  the  fame  ffnrit  and  .rigid  attention  to 
his  diity  which"  had  before  invariably  marked  his  cha- 
taStei. .  "JTlje  exceffive  fatigues  both  of  mind,  and  body 
which  he  underwent  on  this  occalion,  are  faid  to  have 
befcn  the  highly-to-be-taMented  caufc  of  that  grievous  in- 
difpolition  under  which  he  laboured  during  tho  latter  part 
<^his  life.  Almoft  immediately  after  his  return  to  Eng^. 
land  he  loft  the  ufe  of  one  fide  by  a  ftroke  of  the  palfy,  a 
toalady  from  which  be  never  recovered  and  which  pro- 
duced,-as  ai  natural  confeqnence,  his  total  inabilily  to 
■accept  of  any  fubfeqtient  comfnand.  We  do  not  find  any 
other  mention  inade  of  him,  except  that,  in  1779,  he

-  admirjtls  Anfon  and  Warien,  at  the  time  of  the  defeat  of

mention  is  made  of  him  till  the  i8lh  of  July,  1755,  .when 
hewasadvancedtobecaptain  of  the  Qiicenborough  frigate.

RAWLIHG.  John-T-The,  firft  information  we  have 
.  been  able  ^o  procure  relative  .to  this  gentleman  is,  his 
"appointment  to  the  coipniai^l  of  the  Raven  Hoop,  at  the 
■  end  of -the  yeai  1 753.  He  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the 
L  raiik  of  a  c^ptaio  in  the  navy,  ^nd  appointed  to  the  Seaford 
frigate  Onine  nth  of  Maich^  I75S'  He  was  in  a  Ihort 
tunATvOoved  into  the  Unicom,  of  twenty^foiir  .guns,  and 
was  employed  ^  a  Chanq^l  jcruifer  in  the  yeai  ;.757. 
,.:.'■  '       "Wjijie 
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While  thus  emplopcd  he  fell  in  with  z  very  large  privateer 
belonging  to  St.  Maloes,  callerl  the  Invincible:  the  forcc>  - 
in  rcfpecl  to  guns,  was  equal,  but  the  crew  of  the  Frendi  ■ 
fhip  conGftcd  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  men*  - 
more  than  that  of  the  Unicom.  A  dcTpcrate  encoMMt ' 
took  place,  in  which  captain  Kawling  was  unfortunately 
killed,  tt^ether  with  the  armourer,  the  boatfwain,  and 
one  marine  ;  five  of  the  crew  were  alfo  wounded.  Not-' 
ivithftanding  this  difaller,  Mr.  Clements,  the  lieutenant, 
whofe  memoirs  we  (hall  hereafter  record,  fought  the  fliip 
ivith  fo  much  bravery,  that  the  enemy's  fhip  furrenderot 
after  a  contefl  of  two  hours  and  an  half  continuance,  vid 
having. had  nearjy  fifty  of  her  crew  killed  and  wounded.' 
This  event  took  place  on  the  i8th  of  May,  1757. 

ROUTH,  Jlobert,: — was  appointed  a  lieiKeoant  in 
1746 ;  but  we  find  no  farther  mention  niadf  of  him  tilt' 
the  i9tlT  of  January,  1755^  when  he  was  pTonJotcd  to  be 
captain  of  the  Jafon  frigate.  He  was  afferwards,  but  at 
what  particular  time  we  have  been  unable-to  idmtify^ 
promoted  to  the  Prince  Frederic,  one  of  the  ftips  employed 
in  the  Channel  fervice,  and  ftationed  in  Quibcron-bay* 
■with  the  fleet  then  watching  the  remains  of  the  French 
armament.  He  was  captain  of  thefame  ihip  at  the  time 
of  his  deceafc,  an  event  which  took  place  in  the  year  1 760. 

SUCKLING,  Maurice. —This  gentleman  was  the 
defcendant  of  a  Norfolk  family  both  of  antiquity  and 
refpedability.  Having  entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very 
early  period  of  his  life,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
Keutenant  on  the  8th  of  March,  174+-5  5  but  after  that" 
time  no  particulars  concerning  him  have  come  to  our 
knowledge  previous  to  his  appointment,  on  the  ad  of  De- 
cember, 1755,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dreadnought^  of  fixty 
guns;  in  which  (hip,  being  oidered  to  the  Welt  Indies 
after  the  commencement  of  the  war,  he  bore  a  moft  dif- 
tingiiilhed  Ihare  in  the  encounter  with  the  very  fuperior 
French  fquadron  olF  Cape  Francois.  The  leading  particu* 
lars  of  which  having  been  already  given  in  our  account  of 
Mr.  Fotreft,  who  was  the  fenior  and  commandiiig  officer; 
to  that  we  have  only  to  add  the  following  ci  renin  fiances, 
vrhich  more  particularly  relate  to  captain  SuckjiAg.

TAYLOR,  Wittewronge,m-iras  i^HKHntsd  « lt«iitv> 
nant  in  the  navy  as  &r  ^clc  as  the  ^th  of  Seplcmlwr* 
174.1,  but  we  have  no  firthpt  lubfequent  account  of  him 
till  the  2d  of  December,  1755)  when  he  wai  promoied  to 
be  captain  of  the  Magnanime.  Id  the  month  of  JuM 
following  he  was  removed  into  t'he  Marlborough;  af  be 
WAS  not  long  afterwards  into  the  Royal  William.  In  this 
ihip  he  ferved  during  the  unfuccefsfiil  expedition  agpinft 
Rochfort,  undertaken  In  the  month  of  September,  1757. 
Being  fomctime  afterwards  promoted  to  the  RamUlies,  a 
(econd  rate,  he  ferved  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  as  his  cap- 
tain, during  the  period  that  admiral's  flag  was  hoifted  on 
board  that  Ihip.  On  hi$  remn^  into  the  Royal  George, 
capt.  Taylor,  unhappity  fof  him,  as  will  be  prcfently  fcen, 
dia  not  accompany  hnn.  On  the  i5th  of  February,  1760, 
a  violent  hurricsuie  came  on,  which  dqm^ged  very  c^nfi- 
derabty  the  fhipptng  in  thp  various  ports  of  the  kifigdora. 
The  Ramillies  had  failed  a  few  days  before  in  (simianjr 
with  admiral  Bofcawen,  in  the  Royal  WilUatn,  th«  Mnd* 
wi<;h>  rear-admiral  Geary,  the  St.  George  and  j^riocfifs 
Amelia,  all  of  them  three  deck^  (hips.  The  wind  was 
then  weflerly,  but  Mi:>  Bofcawen,  ipip^tisrit  to  get  on  hjS' 
Aation,  refolved  to  work  down  Chafinel.  The  wind^t  laft 
rofe  to  fuch  a  height  th?t  they  were  difperfed  and  ebJig^ 
to  put  bacfc.  The  Ramillies,  feparated  from  her  Gpiqpf- 
nioijE,  was  rtmning  up  Channel,  the  weather  being  very  ' 
thick  and  hazV)  fo  that  the  people  on  board  uf)fortunate)y 
miftoqk  tbf:  polt  Head  for  the  Ram  Hfiit  an4  (h>*p«d 
their  couffe  accordingly.  The  mtftaka  was  foM)  4ifco- 
vcr^,  but  i)ot  till  this  unfortunafe  Ihip  had  approached  &t 
near  the  lan4  ?s  to  be  in  the  mod  iimainent  danger.  The 
beft  bower  anchor  was  ordered  to  be  let  go  inltantly,  b^t 
'  lungifig  for  a  mofpent,  ^he  fmall  bpwcr  was  ctXt  loofe  from 
uie  bow^,  ^(id  both  'he  cpble;  riinoing  out  at  the  lamp  tii^e 
unfoctunately  crolTpd  each  otbqr  i  thfl  mofls  wei«.cut  Rway^

cafioncd  by  the  circumllance  juA  related,  caufed  them  tp

■  ANGELL,  Henry, — was  appointed  a  lieulenant  pre- 
vious tQ'tlte  rupture  with  Spain  in  1739;  hut,  excepting 
that  circwmftance,  we  find  no  mention  made  of  him,  far- 
ther than  his  having,  in  Auguft  1 755,  been  appointed  com- 

■  mander  of  the  Swallow  Qoop  of  war,  till  he  was,  on  the 
aoth,  or,  according  to  Mr.  Hardy's  lift,  the  23d  of  Au- 
guft, 1756,  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Deal  Caftle. 

•From  this  fliip  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 

-  Stag  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber 1758,  and  appears  to  have  retained  that  command 
during  the  remainder  of  the  war,  but  is  no  otherwife 
mentioned  than  as  a  cruifer,  a  fcrvice  too  in  which  he 
appears  to  have  been  by  no  means  fortunate,  for  the 
only  official  notice  we  find  taken  of  him  is,  that,  in  the 
month  of  June  1759,  he  captured  and  carried  into  the 
Downs  an  armed  fhip  belonging  to  Dunkirk :  and  farthei', 
that  in  the  month  of  January,  1761,  he  maife  prize  of 
a  fmall  French  privateer,  carrying  ten  guns  and  li;vcnty 
men.    We  have  no  account  of  his  having  held  any  other 

'appointment  fubfequent  to  the  peace  in  1763,  except 
that  he  Continued  captain  of  the  Stag  till  1766;  we  have  p 

I  not  been  able  to  collefL  any  other  information  concerning 
ittni,  except  ihM  he  died  in  the  year  1777. 

•  BARBERt 
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BARBER,  Edward.— At  what  time  this  gentlcmaft 
was  pratnoied  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  does,  not  appear^ 
but  wc  find  him  advanced  to  the  command  of  a  floop  of 
war  on  the  i8th  of  May,  1747.  We  hear  nothing  of 
him  after  this  time  till  the  year  1756,  when  he  commanded 
the  Peggy  (loop  of  War;  and  was  from  thence  advanced^ 
on  the  15th  of  June,  to  be  ca5>tain  of  the  Princefs  RoyaU 
He  is  faid  to  have  been  a  fecond  time  commifHoned  to  the 
fame  ftiip,  either  in  the  month  of  February  or  March 
1758;  but  no  other  material  notice  is  taken  of  him.  In 
the  month  of  April  1759,  he  was  removed  into  the  Prin- 
ceda,  of  feventy  guns,  a  prize  taken  from  the  Spaniards 
in  the  preceding  war.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  nearly 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  but  unfoimnately  em- 
ployed on  no  fervice  particularly  interefting.  The  only 
mention  farther  made  of  him>  being,  that  he  died  on  the 
4th  of  April,  1762. 

BRIDPORT,  Alexander  Hood,  Lord This  noHe 

officer,  who  is  now  living,  is  the  younger  fon  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hood,  many  years  vicar  of  Burleigh,  in  the  county 
of  Somerfel;'  and  afterwards  of  Thorncombe,  in  Devon- 
(hirc.  He  is  moreover  the  younger  brother  of  lord 
vifcount  Hood,  of  whom  fome  account  will  be  found 
in  the  conrfe  of  this  year  (1756)-  Having,  as  well  as 
his  elder  brothef,  entered  into  the  navy  at  an  early  age, 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  2d  of 
December,  1746;  but  we  do  not  know  precifely  the  timo 
when  hi  was  railed  to  that  of  commander  of  a  floop  of 
war.  He  was  appointed  a  poll  captain  on  the  loth  of 
June,  1756;  he  being  then  commiflioned  to  the  Prince 
George,  he  did  not  continue  long  in  this  (hip,  and  not 
improbably  received  the  commiHton  merely  to  give  him 
the  rank  of  fioll  captain.  Early  in  the  cnfuing  year  he 
commanded  the  Antelope,  of  fifty  gun?,  and  in  the  month 
of  May  diflinguilbed  himfelf  exce^ingly  by  attacking  and 
driving  on  Ihore,  in  the  north  part  of  Hieres  Bay,  after  a 
running  fight  of  two  hours,  the  Aquilon,  a  French  fliip  of 
war  mounting  forty-eight  guns,  and  manned  with  a  crew 
of  four  hundred  and  fifty  incn :  nor  did  this  fuccefs  come 
alone,  for  on  the  following  day  he  captured  a  French 
privateer  of  fixteen  carriage  and  fwivcl  guns,  which  had 
Wed  in -company  with  the  Aijuilon  the  day  preceding  her 
deftruc- 
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deftni^on;  In  tSe&iag  ths  fervice  I'uft- mentioned, 
captain  Hood  had  only  three  of  his  crew  killed  and  tkjr^ 
teen  wounded,  while  the  enettiy  had  thirty  killed  and 
twenty-five  wppudcd.  The  fhip  itfelf  was  irrecoverably 
loft.  ' 

In  the  enfuing  year  this  gentleman  was  aj^oinfed  to  the  - 
Minyrva,  a  thi"y-two  gun  frigate,  in  which  he  ferved 
during  the  greater  parf  of  t^e  naval  campaign  in  17591 
ui^der  the  orders  pi  eon^pip^oro  DufF,  and  cpntiniied  iri 
the  fame  fliip  till  the  eodof  the  year  1761,  without  being 
fortunate  etiqu^h,  as  jt  appears,  to  meet  with  any  parti- 
cular opportunity  of  di(iinguj(faing  himfelf,  till  the  tnpnth 
of  Januaiy  in  the  year  jpft-mention^d.  As  a  forerunner 
pf  his  future  fucf  els,  he  captprpd  the  |]cureuil,  a  i^out 
privateer  htted  out  ^t  B^yonne,  carrying  fourteen  guf}s 
and  one  hundred  ?nd  twenty-two  men;  ^nd  on  the  ajd 
of  the  fame  montb  had  the  good  fortune  to  retake  the 
Warwick, -formerly  a  Britilh  Ihip  of  war,  ai)d  then 
mountipg  fixty  guns,  the  capnire  pf  which  had  caufed  the 
■greateil  eKultation  qn  the  part  of  the  French-  (Df  this 
very  fpirited  and  fuccefsful  encounter  the  following  offi- 
cial account  is  given  by  hiinfelf, 

**  At  dayrligbt  in  the  morning,  being  jn  the  latitude  of 
45  degrees  2^  minutes  N.  Cape  Pinas  hearing  S.  by  ^, 
dillant  thirty  icagues,  I  faw  ^ng  gave  chace  to  ^  large  Ihip 
fteering  to  the  weftward,  which  Ifoon  difcovered  to  be  an 
enenay,  having  twp  (jeeke.  At  twenty  minutes  after  tCHt 
with  a  frefh  gi^le  caf^erly  and  a  great  feg,  I  beg^i)  a  clofe 
engagement  widi  her.

1  hefe  were  yery  unfortunate 
tKcidents,  find  I  alipofl  defpatred  of  ^i^ing  able  to  attack 
the  enemy  again  j  however  I  cut  the  wreck  away  as  foon 
9spoll;|)lB,  and  ^bout  one  q'(]lQc)i  cleared  the  fhip  of  it  with 
the  lofs  pf  one  (p^t)  and  ths  Ofset  anchor.

fwain  ana  thirtgcn  killed,  and  the  gunqer  and  thirty-three 
M^oiinded;  the  fofmcr  died  on  the  27th  togfthar  \yith  tw»

Captain  ffood  was  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year  pro« 
moted  to  the  Africa,  ^  new  third  rate  of  fixty-four  guns, 
tbenjuft  launched,  but  does  not  appear  to  have  met  witb 
any  farther  opportunity  of  didinguiOiii^g  himfelf  for  th» 
remund^r  of  the  war,  during  which  he  continued  in  th?

After  the  peace  h^d  taken  p\^^ 
in  J?63i]  and  thf  reduiSion  of  our  marine  in  commifQon, 
vrhich  followed  confequent  to  it,  captain  Hood  vr^s  upr 
pMnt^  to  the  Xhuo^cr*'*  0^  feyentyrfour  guns,  Aatiooecl 
as  ^  guard-Oiip  at  Pprtfmouth,  in  which  he  conti|iued 
durii^  ^e  ufua^  tjpie  of  appointment,  threp  years.  In 
ij^Qhp  was  appointed,  on  the  redgnatton  of  fir  Charles 
MUndf  rSi  to  the  office  of  Treafuier  of  Greenwich-hofpital, 
^Kh^ch  he  h^B  (ininterruptedly  held  ever  fince.  Some  little 
tiipe  after  hi;  aujtiing  the  Thunderer  he  Was  appointed  ta 
tt>p  itomoey,  pf  fifty  guns,  as  coainwdore  on  tne  North 
Ani^it-'an  ^fiiiani  where  we  belicye  hjm  to  hay?  sooti^ 
nuet}  twti  -^j  three  year*. 

After  his  return  from  thenct  he  Is  not  known  tous  a* 
tioldine  any  Fomtia^id  till  the  eve  d  the  war  with  France 
in  I  ^78,  when  Kc  was  appointed  to  thfcRobude, of  feventy^ 
fput  guns^  oqe  of  the  Ihips  ordered  to  be  equipped  for 
(^huuiel  fcrvice.  He  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  witb 
tlw  French  fleett  off  U|hanty  on  the  27th  of  July,  being 

Asuwopfi  lA  tbf  Iw  w  ope  of  the  feepijd)  tQ  ][ice-adnuni 
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fir  Hugh  Pallifef  •,  biil  quitted  iliat  command  foon  * 
after  the  return  of  the  fleet  into  port  at  the  approach  of 
winter,  and  never  accepted  of  any  fubfequcnt  commir- 
fion  as  a  private'  captain.  On  the  26th  of  September, 
1780,  he  was  advanced  to' the  rant  of 'a  flag-officer,' 
as  rear-admiral  rf  the  white;  but  held  ho  command, 
liil  he  was,  in  1782,  appointed  to  command  the  fecond, 
Or  larboard  divifion  of  the  center  fqiiadron,  under  lord 
Howe,  in  the  fleet  f^nt  frotn  England  to  the  relief 
of  Gibraltar,  on  which  occafion  he  had  his  flag  on 
board  the  Queen,  of  ninety  guns.  7n  the  fkirmiffi  which 
took  place  with  the  combined  ficels  of  France  and 
Spain,  the  ftrcfs  of  the  aSioh  lay  principally  on  the  van,' 
fo  that  his  Ihjp  had  only  five  men  Killed  and  wounded,  a 
lofs, 'how ever,  not  exceeded  by  any  Ihip  in  thecenter 
divifion,  except  the  Alexander,  which  had  two  men  killed 
ind  four  wounded.  Peace  fucceeding  immediately  on  the 
return  of  the  fleet  to  England  after  the  foregoing  event, 
we  have  no'  other  immediate  [wrticulars  to  relate  concern- 
ing this  gentleman,  except  that  he  was  fecond  in  com-  ■ 
mand  at  Port fmouih  at  (he  lime  the  treaty  was  figned. 

At  the  general  eleflion  in  IJ84,  he  was  elcflcd  repre- 
fcnlative  in  parliament  for  the  borough  of  Bridgwater,  for 
which  town  he  did  not,  however,  continue  member 
longer  fban  the  then  current  feflion,  being,  (hortty  after  the 
return  of  the  new'parliament,  elefled  a  burgefs  for  the 
town  of  Buckingham.  '  On  the  z+th  of  September,  1787, 
he  Was  advanced  from  the  rank  of  reaf-admiral  of^  the' 
white  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  fame  fquadron.  In  178S. 
he  was  eleSed  one  of  the  knight's  companions  of  the 
order  of  the  Bath,  but  does  not  appear  to  have  accepted 
any  naval  command  li!lthe  year  1790,  when  he  hoifled 
his  flag  on  board  the  London,  of  ninety  guns,  as  fourth 
in  command  qf  the  fleet  Ordered  t^  be  equipped  for  Chan- 
nel or  home  fervice,  under  the  command  of  lord  Howe. 
This  meafure  took  place  in  confequence  of  a  rupture, 
apprehended  w'ith  the  court  of  Spain,  a  cloud  which  broke 
away  foon  after,  and  caufed  the  formidable  fleet,  which 
had  on  that  occafion  been  equipped,  to  be  immediately 
diftnantled.  About  the  time  of  nis  appointment  to  tho_ 
command  juft-ltated,  he  was  lionoured  with  the  cjvil  em-

On  the  (ft  of  February,. 1 793,  immediately  ccnfequent 
to  the  commenccmeai  of  the  prefegt  ruptiije  with  France, 
he  was  advanced  to  the  rafd^,  ai  vice^dmiral  of  the  red, 
and  immediately  afterwards  was  inveded.  with  a  commaad* 
under  earl  Howe,  in  the- main  or  Channel  fleet.  He 
,fcrved  in  the  fanpe  Qation  at  the  time  of  the  memorable 
encounter  ^th  the,  French  fleet  oq  the  ift  of  June,  1794*, 
till  when,  nothing  materia}  enough,  to  demand  our  parti- 
cular notice,  appears  to  .have  occurred.  Sir  AL^xaD^er 
diflinguifhed  bimfelf  extremely-  ofi  this  occafi^n;  the 
Royal  George,  on  board  which  £bip  his  flag  w;^  boifted, 
Iq&  her  fore  and  main-toprt^aite)  togetlicr  with  l^r  foEe^ 
niad ;  bad  twenty  men  kilted  and  feventy-two  wounded. 
■His  condu^qa  this  occafion  was  honoured,  in  common 
.with  other  fla£-officeis  who  fcrved  with  him,  hy  a  prefcBt 
fromhis  maj^y,  of  a  g(dd  chain  qnd  medal;  andanlrifli 
barony,  by  patent  bearing  date  Augull  the  i?th  sfltrurng, 
creating  him  baron  Bridport,,of  Cri^kt^St,  Thom»G, 
with  remainder  to  Samuel  his  fecond,  and  e.Yery,oU)erlba 
or  fons  alter  him,  ctf  Henry  KoQd,  |0f  Catheringtocr  in 
^Hampfhire,  efq.  a  captain,  in  the  pavy, , and  thgeir. heirs 
male  refpedively.  He  continued  to,  fetaifi  the  fame 
ftation  during  the  rcmaiodcf.  of  the  year,  but,  as  might 
.  well  ^e  expeSed  after  To  fignala  defeat,  no  material  event 
occurred.  In  the  enfaing,.fiiqimer.his  lordlhip  com- 
manded a  llout  fquadron  orde^d  to  cmife  off  the  coall  of 
.  France  fo|r  the  purpofe  of  watching,  the  enemy's  portt, 
and  attacking  any  fquadron  that  might  attempt  putting , 
to  fca. 

On  June  22,  I795i  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  difco- 
ver  the  enemy's  fleet:  it  confided  of  twelve  fhifisof  the 
line,  eleven  frigates,  and  fome  fmaller  velTels.  A  chace 
■-  immediately  commenced  and  continued  unremittingly  the 
whole  day,  none  of  the  purfuers  being  able  to  get  fo  near 
the  enemy  as  to  permit  tnem  to  commence  an-aftibh  with 
any  prebability  of  fuccefs ;  early,  however,  op  the  ifi<^rn- 
ingof  the  23d,  fix  of  the  Britifli  fhipSThad  n«ued  tiw 
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tSnciflj  fe  tMMeiittly  *a  to  M  enabled  to  cotntMiiM  til 
AAion  aktmt  fix  0'dMk.  It  eedtinucd  nearly  three  hotin 
luid  then  cesifcd,  in  confequence  of  the  greater  part  of  thfe 
amthy'li^M  hkvi&^wAikBd  silinoft  ti6k  in  with  the 
poft  ©f  L'OHeiit  Three  of  their  fhips.howtever,  fitt 
tfita  the  haads  of  the  ErlgUA  ib  *  fubltehtial  rewxnl  fdt 
Aeir  fpirited  peWeyennce  •. 

Onthe  15th  6f  March,  1796,  Ni»lord(hip  was  advanced 
»o  the  elVil  offite  rf  Tice-adthiral  of  Gi«M  Britain,  ^ 
fuCceflbf  to  earl  Howe,  who,  on  the  death  of  adtfiintl 
Forlfeg,  :becMBe  admiral  of  the  fleet.  Oh  the  31ft  of 
May  following,  ht  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  qf  a  peer  rf 
Greiit  Brttain,  hy  the  fame  (He  an((  titfe  he  had  beforfe 
hcM  )h  Irelaiod>  Since  the  retirement  of 'carl  Hotte  Hit 
tordlhip  has  held  fht;  diief  command  6f  the  maiti  6t 
Channel  flce*^.

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COLBY,  Stephen, — was  appointed  commander  of  a 
ilocf  of  war  on  the  jotb  of  March,  1746  j  after  whicJi 
time  he  renuins,  fn  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover, 
unnoticed,  till  his  promotion,  on  the  xoth  of  AuguA, 
1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Deal  CalUe.  From  this  Ihtp 
he  was  promoted,  in  the  month  of  July  17J7,  to  be  cap* 
tain  of  the  Princefs  Amelia,  an  eighty  gun  ihip,  one  of 
the  fleet  immediately  afterwards  ordered  out  on  the  expe- 
dition againd  Rochfort,  undenhe  command  of  fir  £dward 
Hawkei.  In  the  month  of  April,  1758,  we  find  him 
obtain  of  the  Thames,  a  frigate  rhountine  thirty-two 
gHfis  t,  one  of  the  velTels  Hationed  in  the  Channpl  as  a 
CFuifer  for  the  prote^on  of  the  Brititb  commerce,  Tbua 
was  captain  Colby  employed,  whcny  on  the  1 8th  of  May, 
1759,  being  in  company  with  captain  Lockhart,  after* 
wards  dt  J.  L.  RoCs,  in  the  Chatham,  and  captain  Har- 
rifon  in  the  Venus,  he  fell  in  with,  and  after  a  chace  of 
two  hours,  brought  to  clofe  a^on,  in  Hodierne  Say,  the 
Arethula,  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns,  com- 
manded by  the  marquis  de  Vandrcuil.  The  enemy  did 
not,  indeed,  furrender  tilt  the  V^nua  came  up  and  laked 
him ;  but  the  merit  nf  fubduing  him  certainly  relied,  in 
the  ^atcd  degree,  with  theTlmmes,  which  &ip  had  only 
four  men  killed  and  eleven  wounded;  while  on  the  other 
band  the  lofs  fuftaJned  by  the  enemy  amounted  to  nearly 
fixiy. 

Captain  Colby  flill  coiittaued  in  the  Thames,  and 
^ring  the  fucceeding  yeatr,  we  believe,  was  uninter- 
ruptedly employed  in  the  rame.')tind  of  fervice;  but  th^ 
only  fuccefs  he  appears  to  have  been  fortunate  enough  to 
experience  was,  the  capture  of  a  Privateer  fnow,  off

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Tory  Ifland,  on  the  26th  of  September,  called  the  Bieil 
Aivae,  carrying  twelve  ninc-pounders,  twenty-four  fwi- 
vels,  and  one  hundred  and  twelve  men.  In  1761  he  ij 
faid  to  have  commanded  a  third  rate,  but  wc  know  not 
cither  the  name  of  the  fhip  or  the  lervice  on  which  it  was 
employed.  .  In  the  month  of  April  1762,  he  is  moreover 
faid  to  have  taken  the  command  of  theBiddeford,  afmall 
frigate ;  from  which  time  no  mention  is  made  of  him  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  177I1  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Kent,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  ftjips  ordered 
to  be  equipped  at  Plymouth  m  cunfequence  of  an  appre- 
hended rupture  with  Spain;  as  he  was  afterwards,  in  1777, 
on  a  fimilar  apprehenlion  from  Prance,  to  the  Fame,  of 
feventy-four  guns.  Inthis  fhip  he  proceeded  to  America^ 
being  ordcrecT thither,  in  1778,  with  Mr.  Byron.  He  ar- 
rived at  the  Hook,,  off  New  York,  on  the  aSlh  of  Auguft, 
having  been  feparaled,  with  feveral  other  fliips,  from  ths 
admiral  in  a  gale  of  wind.  He  returned  to  EBgland  not 
long  afterwards,  and  died  cither  in  1779,  or  in  the  courle 
of  the  enCuing  year. 

COLLINGWOOD,  Thomas.— Of  this  gentleman 
vie  have  no  account  previous  to  his  promotion,  on'  the 
^th  of  November,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Syrcri 
frigate.     In  the  month  of  Oflober,  1758,  he  was  ap- 

Sointcd  to  the  Crefcent,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  pr- 
ered  for  the  Weft  Indies,  where,  in  the  couife  of  the 
cnfuing  year,  he  diHinguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  in  the 
attack,  i^the  iQand  of  St.  Chrlflopher's,  of  two  French 
frigates,  called  the  Amethyfte  and  Berkeley,  the  latter  of 
which  had  been  formerly  taken  from  the  Englifh ;  the 
forn^er  efcaped,  but  the  Berkeley  was  not  fo  fortuntfe^ 
and  was  carried  into  EatTeterrc.  Captain  Colliogwood 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip,  remaining  alfo  on  the  fame 
Hatibn,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  or  nearly  fo.  We  do 
not  find  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  any  fliip,  after  the 
conclufion  ofthe  peace,  till  the  year  1767, or  1768,  when  he 
was  commiflioned  to  ttie  fw^^d,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  on^ 
of  the  cniifing  frigates  always  kept  ready  for  Immediate 
fervice  in  times  even  of  the  moft  profound  peace.  T0.I 
"wards  the  conclufion  of  the  year  1771,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Rainbqw,  of  forty-four  guns  :  from  this  time,  till 
the  year  1778,  no  particular  or  memorable  occurrence 
^ppearc  10  have  taken  place  with  relped:  to  him :  but  when 
'      tb« 
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Ae^riAi&  of  the  Ftencb  cdurt  difplayci  fiicliivideiit 
■narllB  of  dvplidty,  that  it  became  ncceiraiy  to  equip  and 
fimd  «  fletf  to  Aoi^ica,,  whidt,  as  we  likve  aliesdy  ihewn, 
wac  pQt.'liftdel:  Uie  orders  of  Mr.  Byron,  Mr,  CoUingwood 
Was  appdntcd  to  the  Monmouth,  of  Tixty-^our  :gaDs,  one 
of  the  ih'tfa  ordered  on  tbat  (icrvioc.  He  arrived  at  Ncw 
YoA  on  the  t^th  of  Augvfti  ■fter  harvine  been  feparated 
from  the  re(l  of  the  fqnadron,  ,on  the  4tn  cf  July,  in  a 
Ttolant  gale  lof  wifid,  in  which  the  iiup  ^^ng  her  main- 
tnaft.  Soon  after  the  arrival,  and  coUeOBin  of  the  fqria>. 
droa  Mr.  Colliolrwood  was  promoted,  by  the  coaunaiiacn- 
in-chief,  to  the  GtAob,  in  which  fltip  he  repaired  to  the 
Weft  Indies,' having  railed,  with  Mr.  Byron,  itooi  Rhode 
Ifland  oa  the  i4JbcHf  Deceiaber.     Notningnuierialtook 

{lace  tin  theinonth  of  July,  When'the  French 'fleet,  uodor 
>'£flaii^,  having  made  an  attack  on  the  illand  ef  Gro-  . 
nadft,  the£ngiiOi  admiral  put  to  fea  in  ho{)e}  of  fruftratit^ 
his  attompt.  This  brought  od  a  fharp  rencounter,  which 
-took  place  on  the  6th  of  the  month  jull-mentioned,  but 
which  was,  from  the  extreme  caution  of  the  enemy,  pro- 
;du3ivc  of  no  achrenttge  to  the  alfailants. 

CaptBtnCoIlingwrnxl  wasflationedtolead  thefquadnm 
)m  the  larboard  tack,  and  diHinguilhedhiiRfelf  inthemoft 
exemplary  manner,  as  the  injuries  fuftaincd  by  the  (hip 
itlclf,  and  the  numbers  of  his  killed  and  wounded^, 
which  unhappily  exceeded  that  of  any  other  fhip  in  the 
9eet,  may  fvliy  prove.  Nothing  memonble  took  plaoe 
hftcrthifi  time,  till  the  approach  of  Chriftraafs,  in  whidh 
istenral  Mr.  CoUingwood  was  mod  defervedly  advanood 
to  bean  eftablifhed  commodore,  and  accordingly  boilled 
bis  broad  pendant  m  board  the  Oiip  he  had  commanded  as 
a  private  captain.  During  the  winter  he  commanded  a 
detachment  Dcxalionally  fent  out  to  Icour  thofe  jeaa  froQi 
any  6ying  fquadrons  of  the  enemy  ;  but  his  diligeoce  and 
-attention <do  not  appear  ta  have  been  rewarded  in. due 
proportiontohis  merit.  After  the  arrival  of  (tr  Geoi;ge 
Rodney,  who  reached  Barbadoet  in  the  month  of  MaMh

DRAKE,  Francis  Samuel,-i^-was  the  brother  of  ad- 
AiiTaLfrancis-UiUllMin-DralteT^f -whom  we  have  already 
^ven  fome  account.'  W^filiii>«o  memion  m'ade  of  this 
.  r  .1  ,1  'geatlemaa 
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gentleman  in  the  fervice  till  his  appointmcDt,  No- 
vember 15,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Biddeford. 
While  he  contimicd  in  this  Ihip,  no  particulars  either 
publicly  or  privately  .  related  ,  concerning  him,  ati^ 
about  ttic  month  of  September,  1758,  we  btlieve  him  tp, 
have  been  appointed  to  the  Aurora,  a  frigate  of  thtrty-fix 
guns,  taken  from  the  French.  He  was  next  made  cap- 
tain of  the  Falkland  in  the  beginning  of  (he  year  1759.  as 
fuccefTor  to  his  brother  Francis  William  Drake,  and, 
ferved  on  the  home  or  Channel  ftation  during  the  whole 
of  that  year,  being  one  of  the  commanders  employed, 
under  commodore  Dufi^',  in  watching  the  motions  of  the 
French  armament  at  Breft,  He  was  afterwards  ordered  ' 
to  Ajnerica  or  the  Weft  Indie?,,  where  he  appears  to  have 
continued  in  the  fame  ihip  during  the  remainder  of  the  war. 
Towards  its  concluflon,  or  immediately  afterwards,  here- 
moved  into  the  Rochefter,  of  fifty  guns,  then  on  the  fame 
ftation. 

In  1 763  we  believe  him  to  have  married  — ■. — ,  daughter 
of  fir  Thomas  Heathcote,  of  Hurfley,  in  the  county  of 
Southampton.  In  1772  he  was  appointed -to  theTorbay, 
of  fevemy-four  guns,  a  guard-lhip  at  Plymouth,  in  which 
he  continued  during  the  ufualiy  allotted  period.  No 
mention  is  made  of  him  after  the  above  time  till  1778, 
when  a  rupture  wlih  France  being  d^ly  apprehend- 
ed, he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  KuITel,  of.  fevenly- 
four  guns.  He  continued  in  this  ihip  till  after  his  ap- 
pointment to  the  rank  of  a  flag-officer  in  1780.  In  the 
beginning  of  May  1778,  he  was  ordered  to  America, 
whither  lie  failed  on  the  20th  under  the  command  of 
admiral  Byron,  This  unfortunate  fquadron  experienced, 
as  it  is  well  known,  the  moft  tremendous,  and  almoft 
unimerrupted  gales  of  wind  on  its  palTage,  fo  that  the' 
fhips  were  in  a  great  meafure  feparated  from  each  other, 
the  RuITel  was  compeJSed  to  put  back*;  and  at  the  clofc 
of  the  year  met  with  a  very  extraordinary  and  melancholy 
accident,  this  was,  having  occafioned  the  lofs  of  the  Lon- 
xlOD  Eall  India  fhip,  by  running  on  board  her  off  the  Ille 
of  Wight.  In  May  1779,  captain  Drake  was  ordered  to 
A  merica  as  a  captain  in  the  fquadroii,  confiding  of  five  Ihips 
of  the  line,  fent  thither  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Arbuth-

gbidiinghimfelf,  took  place.  Early  in  the  year  1780,  when 
«ie  admiral  failed  with  the  greater  part  of  his  force  on  the 
expedition  againft  Charleftown,  captain  Drake  accom- 

.  paoied  him  thither  in  the  Ruffel,  but  quitted  him  on  the 
8th  of  March,  bcixig  ordered  to  New  York  to  take  upon 
him  the  command  at  that  port,  during  the  abfence  of  the 
rte'ct.  ■  He  was,  not  long  afterwards,  raKed  to  the  nominal 
rank  of  commodore,  without  a  permanent  cftablifhment, 
And  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  for  the  purpofe  of  rein- 

.  forcing,  with  his  finglc  Ihip  Only,  admiral  fir  George 
Rodney,  who  was  then  far  om-nilmbered  by  the  united 
force  p£  France  and  Spain.  No  encounter  took  place 
dfier  his  arrival,  and  on  the  srppmach  of  the  hurncane 
months  he  returned  with  fir  George  to  America;,  where 
the  fleet  rfemained  inadi^ve  dliriti^  the  periodical-  continu- 
ance of  the  incUment-lcafon  jnft  mentioned. 
■  Soon  after  his  return  to  the  Weft  Indiesj  in  the  month 
6f  December,  fir  Samuel  Hood  arrived  there  with  a  rein-| 
forcement,  and  a  commiflion  for  Mr.  Drake  as  rear-ad- 
iniral  of  the  blue,  to  which  he  Had  been  promoted,-  it] 
£nglatid,  on  the  26ih  of  Sebtbmbcr  preceding.  He  im- 
nicdiately  removed  into  the  Princeffa,  and  hoiftcd  his  flag 
accordingly.

£uftatia,  and  was  detached  in  the  month  of  April,  witH 
firSamuelHood,  to  intercept  a  (trong  reinforcement  for  the 
French  fleet  in  that  quarter,  which  was  then  expefled  from 
Europe  under  the  command  of  the  count  deCraffe.  Th« 
force  of  the  enemy  proved  far  fupericJr  to  what  was  ima- 
gined, and  the  hopes  of  the  Britim  were  terminated  by  an 
unfuccer»ful,  or,  at  leafl,  indecilive  flcirmifh,  the  particulars 
of  which  have  been  already  given  in  the  life  of  ford  Hood^ 
On  this  occahon  rear-admiral  Drake  had  his  flag  flying  on 
lioaTd  the  Gibraltar,  and  appears  to  have  been  very  warmly 
cnjgaged,  confidering  the  infignificahce  of  the  fltirmifli, 
Slaving  had  iwenty-one  men  killed  and  wounded,  a  lofs  not 
exceeded  by  any  (hip  in  the  fleet,  the  Centaur  excepted. 
"Sir  George  Rodney  joined  them  from  St.  Eullatia  in  a  ftw 
"days  aii^  the  aflion  i  and,  on  the  28th  of  May,  detached 
'Mr.  Drake,  with  fi\  fliips  of  the  line  and  three  frigates'.

damaged  ihc  Moaarca  in  fo  great  a  degree  that  (he  w^s 
obliged  to  put  back  to  England  ;  the  reinainder  of  the  Heet

the  preceding  a6Hon,  together  with  thofe  that  had  been  dif- 
abled  and  refitted.  ■  An  unfuccefsfiil  attack  was  made  by  the 
enemy  <m  the  illand  of  St.  Lucia:  foiled  in  that  attempt

Sir-Sfttnuel  Hood  fpUatrtJ 
hipi  thither,  by  prdei  of  fir  George  R/jdney,  [who  returned 
to  EnglaiKl)  with  fourteei}^  Aiips  of  the  Ijae,  for  th^  pu^ 
pofe.of  reinforcing  rear-admiral  Grav,es»  who  at  tlyit  time 
commanded  in  cbief  on  the  America  flaiion  with  a  force 
very  incapable  of  rcfiftingfo  formidable  an  opponent.  The 
leading  occurrences  which  took  place  during  the  ablencc 
of  the  fqiudron  from  the  Weft  Indies  have  been  already 
TQlated  at  fufficient  length  in  our  account  of  lordGrav^, 
to\which  it  is  confequenily  needlel^  to  make  any  addition, 
except  to  fay,  that  the  rear  of  the  fleet,  commanded  by 
fir  S.  Hpod,  who,  though  fecond  in  cooimand,  was  thrown

The  ttiatquis  de  Bouille,  at  the  head  of  eight  thoiifanj 
tncD)  hidmadehimrelfmafterofthc-vrholeifland,  BriU-  , 
ilone  Hitl  e*ccpted  i  in  that  poft  he  had  ehclofal,  altd 
■vrks  then  befieeing  bdgadier-gcneral  Fntfer,  who  bid 
colleded  there  all  the  troctps  On  the  illand,  avnounttng  to 
*bout  feven  hundred  merr.  The  marines  and  trot^  on 
^oardthc  Britifli  fquadron,  amounted  ro  no  more  tbdn

wards, When/the.  gtoomr  ptuiped  vanilhcd.  He  had  no  ■ 
^rther  apppintment  till  aftet  the  commencement  of 
tffe  prefem  conteft  with  France  in  1791.  Oti  tht  ift  of 
pebruary,  X793i  ^^  was  advanced  to  be  ▼ice-adtnind'  of 
rile  red;  iiid  aimoft  at  the  fame  inftant  appointed  cx«n- 
niander-in-chicf  of  the  fleet  ordered  to  the  McditerrVieatl ; 
he  accordingly  hoided  his  flag  00  board  his  fisnnef  'flup* 
tbe  Viftory,  and  proceeded  niithet  in  the  month  W  M|iy. 
The  fubfequent  events,  among  which  we  have  to  cnuBie- 
Jfatc  the  fill-tender  and  evacuation  of  Toulon,,  as  well  as 
the  fuh(ec[uenl,oonqiieft  of  the  French  ports  on  the  iflant) 
•^Corfica,  are'ftriltoofrefhinthe  memt>r76f  all,  to  render 
jT  particular  account  ncccfl"ary.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  tlat 
the  port  of  Toulon  was  tak'en  pofleflion  of  on  the  vjih  of 
Auguft.

His  lordftip  was,  on' 
the  1 2th  of  April  prccet^g,  advanced  to  be  adtnfral  of  the. 
bhic,  and  returned  to  Bighiid»  OBboardthe  VlQory,  with' 
fiicfr  ftips-as  tKeded  repaifi  at  die  conciufion  of  tm  year,- 
kaWng  the  chief  cDimnnd  in  the  Mediterranean  wttir 
vice-admiral  Hbdiara.  On  the  94th  of  March)  T796;hir 
lonlifatp  was,  in  confidence  of  the  death  of  fir  Hogh' 
Killifer,  appointed  to  Iticceed  himaq-madei  of  theroyal' 
hofpitaF  at  Greenwichy  and  one  of  the  commfffloners  ot 
gfaeatota  iberooff  and-  oit  the  aSth  of  M^  following>i 
was  advanced  to  tha  dignity  of  a  vifcount  of  Great  Britaio^.

While  In  that 
Ihip  he  docs  not  appear  la  have  been  fortunate  etHMigh  ta- 
owct  viib  any  panicular  opportunity  of  %nalifiiig;  him- 
felif;  but,  iif  1759)  beine  at  that  time  captain  of  tho 
Koebuck,  one  of  the  fijuanron,  under  commodore  Mooce, 
which  6rll  unAiocefrfiiliy  attacked  Mminico,  and  after. 
yWit,  with  much  better  fuccefs,  aflailed  Guadaloupie,. 
he  diliinguifhed  himfelf  b  eminently  as  to  be  mentioosd 
mod  ^nicgUriy  by  the  general  in  his  difpatches.

**  wfaid)  I  have .  reccired  fnmi  C34>lain  L^nn,  tf  his 
majefty's  fhip  die  Roebuck,  in  thediavrciit  fecricei  I  hinns 
been  carrying  (^  for  the  redudintt  of  thefciflands,  oaght 
never  to  be  forgotten  by  me,  as  well  as  tfaoCE  <if  Itis  lieoto* 
nam,  Mr.  Keating,  both  of  whom*  t  beg  kave  to  r- 
conuncnd  to  your  favour."  Captitin  Lynn  returned  to 
England  immediately,  and  wat.jmHnoted  foon  after  his 
arrival  tn  be  captaib  of  the  Royal  Sovereign,  a  fit<t' 
rate.  This  was  merely  a  tediporvy  cwnmand,  tor  ho 
wa£  vay,  foon  removed  into  the  Chatham,  of  fifty  guns, 

Sd  ordered  to  the  Ead  Indies  ki  the  monthof  May  1760* 
aving  been  guilty  of  fotne  trivial  hrtach  of  duty  ibon 
after  his  arrivU  dure,  he  was  brought  to  a  court-maitial

,  f  Captain  MaplefiJen,  of  his  maje%'s  floop  Fortnne, 
ia  his  letter  of  the  22d  of  Iflft  month,  from  Gibraltar  Bay, 
gires  an  account,  that  upon  bis  receiving  intelligence  of' 
the  Barbary  ciuizer,  helongii^  to  Larrach,  being  ready 
for  the  fca,  he,  on  tiie  19th,  pM>ceeded  thither,  with  hia 
maiefty's  floopt.  Fortune. and  Raven,  and  found  the-faid' 
oniizer  there.  On  bis  arrival  the  alcaide,  in  the  nanv? 
cf  the  grand  baihaw  of  Satlce,  with  tbe  mifterof  the 
cruizer,  came  on  board,  declaring,  "  That  the  fliip  now 
fitted  out  for  a  cruize  at  Latrach  Ibould  never  commit 
any  hollilities  on  the  Englifli  wherever  flie  (houtd  happen 
tp  meet  with  any,  as  they  are  now  in  profound  peace  wit{)  - 
them,  and  defiie  always  to  continue  fo."

Portland,  of  fifty  guns.  He  continued  in  Uiis  fliip  till 
the  year  17581  when  being  one  of  the  ofBcen  empWed 
under  commodore,  now  earl  Howe,  in  the  various  deltil- 
toTj  expeditions  at  that  time  undertaken  againll  the  infe* 
rior  French  ports,  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be  taken 
prifoncr,  with  fame  other  captains  in  the  navy,  at  St.  Cas, 
in  attempting  to  faring  oif  the  iear>guard  of  the  arenjr 
comnrtanded  by  general  Drury,  a  particular  account  of 
which  tranfa£tion  has  been  already  given  in  the  memoirs 
of  the  captains  DufF  and  Rowley. 

Soon  after  Mr.  Maplefden's  releafe  from  captivity,  he 
was  appointed  captain  of  the  Intrepid,  of  I'xty  guns,  ono 
of  the  mips  belonging,  during  the  year  1759,  to  the  nuin 
or  Channel  fleet,  commanded  by  fir  Edward  Hawke, 
with  whom  he  confequently  participated  in  the  ^ory  of 
defeating  M.  de  Coitflans  on  the  2otn  of  November.  He 
is  not  otherwife  noticed  during  the  war  than  as  having, 
in  1761,  and  the  enfuii^  year,  commanded  the  Prince 
Frederic,  of  fixty-four  guns.  Little  mention,  after  his 
quitting  that  Qiip,  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervice,  except 
that,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1778,  he  retired  from  it  all 
together,  on  the  very  honourable  appointment  of  lieute- 
naotrgovemor  of  Greenwich-hofpiul.  This  he  had  not 
long  the  fatis&dion  of  enjoying,  dying  in  the  courfe  of 
the  year  I781. 

MARLOW,  Benjamin,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navv  on  the  ajlh  of  July,  1743;  tHit  no  farther 
notice  is  taken  of  him  till  the  month  of  April  1756,  at 
vrhich  time  wv  find  him  to  have  been  lieutenant  of  the. 
Dolphin,  of  twenty<four  rains.  This  fhip  was  at  that 
time  one  of  the  fmall  fquadrons  Ibtioned  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, and  being  in  the  harbour  of  Mahon,  under  the 
command  of  Mr.  Scrope,  at  the  time  Fort  St.  Philip's  was 
attacked  by  the  Frencn  army  umler  the  due  de  Richlieu } 
the  captain  thought,  as  we  have  already  fhewn  in  his  life, 
that,  con fidering  the  weak  Aateof  that  garrifon,  he  might 
probably  afford  fome  afliRance  towards  its  defence  by  re- 
inforcine  it  with  as  many  of  his  fhip's  cranpany  as  could 
po^bly  DC  fpared,  leaving  a  fufScient  Dumber  00  board  t^ 
I  I  barelf 
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kudy  MvigaletheveflettoGtbfaltar,  and  haring  acconf >' 
ini^draftedoff'as  many  men  as  he  thougbt  prudent,  fcnt 
4ie  DD^iMn  out  imdep  the  cemtnand  ot  Mr.  Mariow  as 
sAing  captain.  H»  frrved  in  this  ftatkm  during  the  month 
tt  Mm,  and  was  prefent  at  the  indecirtve  enceuntcT  on 
the  i^m.  (te  tbedthof  Junefbllinvinghe  wasappoimnf, 
Vf  Ac  admiral:,  »  cemaiand  the  above-mcnrioned  Qnp 
widi  thc'rank  of  poft  captain,  which  commiffion  was  after 
varrfscenfirmed  bytheadmiraltyboard.  Hewxs  nmtong. 
aftarwards  erdcnito  England  as  one  of  the  witneOcs  on 
the  trial  of  admiTal  Byng,  but  hia  eWdcnce  proved  nothing 
■Mtecial.  Very  little  mention  is  made  of  nim  during  the 
continuance  of  the  war,  and  he  does  not  appear  in  that 
period  ever  to  have  obtaised  a  command  higher  than  that 
•f  afiwhrate". 

We  do  not^  extraontii»iy  as  it  mav'^pcar,  RtoMwith  - 
tim  in  any  command  fiibreqnent  to  the  peace  till  nteyeinr 
1774,  he  tken  commanded  the  Covtotiy,  of  twenty-eight 
mats,  »  fri^e  attached  to  the  finall  (qtiadron  flationed  in 
Bu  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  continued  leveral  year?.  He 
wn  ptefent  at  the  fliort  encounor  which  took  place  on. 
the  lotb  of  AhcbA,  1778,  between  the  Britiih  fliips  in 
diat  qitaner,  under  the  orders  of  cornmodoie  fir'E.  Vernon, 
and  the  French  ft|Hadron  eommancfed  by  M.  de  Tron- 
j<dly,  of  which' we  hive^rcady  given  the  particular  official 
acconntt.  (^this  eceafion  me  Coventry  had  one  man 
billed  and  twenty  wounded^  Mr.  Manbw  afterwards 
lemoved  into  the  Rippon,  where  he  continued  to  ferve  as- 
capttte  ta  ihe  commodore  ^  and  returning  widt  him  to 
Europe  after  the  artival  of  fir  Edward  Hughes,  ftcceffbr- 
neomntand  tofirE.  Vemon^,  came  intotheDbwns,  witti' 
a.eonvo«-o#  India  Slips,  itt  the  month  of  March  1781.

Me  wis,  in  his  latter  days,  a  man  of 
conlrdcrriilc  opulence,  nor  coiild  any  perfon  employ  it 
more  liberally  iA  the  relief  of  the  neccflitous,  and  the  en- 
joyment of  his  friends.  So  extremely  was  he  attached 
to  the  profeflion  in  which  he  had  be^n  bred,  that  the 
differem  flags,  belonging  to  the  Britilh  navy,  were  almofl 
uninterruptedly  feen  flying  from  the  turret  in  his  garden.  On 
fotidays  ht  always  caufed  the  (tandard  of  England  to  be 
hoilled  as  a  tribute  to  the  folemnity  of  the  day,  and  as 
a  complifrtent  to  his  foWfeign^.  When  employed  on  the 
Mediterranean  Ration,  he  was,  in  the  opinion  of  Al\  hfs 
cotemporarics,  treaied  with  much  tindeferved  afperify  by 
Mr.  Bofcawen,  the  commander  in  Ohiefj  the  cirt^iimftancM 
We  fhall,  in  jultice  to  his  character,  briefly  relate-  He 
had  caufed  a  phiper  barricade  or  bulwark  to  bfe  ere^ed  <At 
the  qilatter-deck  of  his  ftiip,  for  the  prote^ion  and  fafety 
of  hispeqpte  in  cafe  of  aftion.  .Mr.  Bofcawen  gding  oti 
board  and  viewing  the  priyjer,  indeed  neceflaVy  precaution 
he  had  taken,  faid  to  thole  in  his  confidence,  with  much 
iitiprCiprieiy,  and  indeed  illiberality,  that  a  man   might 

as  well  write  c^ on  his  flefn.     The  injufttce  of  the 

afperfion  carried  with  it  its  own  punifhment  of  rfeprbba- 
tron  and  contempt  even  frottithofe,  the  greflteft  admirers 
of  the  high  charafler  generally/and  with  jufiiceallowed 
to  that  admirnl.  All  perfonS  who  were  acquainted  with 
Mr.  Moore's  chara6ler,  united  in  one  opinion,  ihat'he  was 
B  very  brave,  though  eccentric  man,  and  the  imdeferved 
caliithHy  vented  againft  him,  as  we  have  juft  fhcwrt,  re- 
liiains  an  inconteftible  proof,  that  the  greateft  chara^cM 
are  not  exempt  from  frailty  and  error. 

NORTON,  William,— was  the  fecond  fon  of  Thdrtias 
Norton,  of  Grantley,  in  the  county  of  York,  Efqi  ahd 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Serjeantfnn,  of  Hanliih, 
in  Craven,  Efq.  He  was  confequently  younger  brother  to 
the  right  honourable  ftr  Fletcher  Norton,  knight,  fpeaker 
of  the  houfe  of  commons,  created  lord  Gi^ntley,  baron  of 
.  Markenfield,  in  the  county  of  York,  by  letters  patent, 
bearing  date  April  the  gth,  1782.  This  gentleman  was 
appointed  a   lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  7th  of  April,

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174.2,  but  we  do  not  find  any  fubfequent  notice  taken  of 
him,  till  his  promotion,  on  the  15th  of  Novctnbcr,  i756» 
to  be  captain  of  the  Amazon  frigate.  He  was  not  long 
afterwards  «rdered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  appears 
to  have  been  very  aflivc  and  remarkably  fuccefsful,  hav- 
ing, while  on  that  ftation,  captured  twenty-fix  priva- 
teers. On  his  return  to  England,  the  We  ft- India  mer- 
chants gave  him  a  moft  fplendld  entertainment  at  the 

,  king's  arms  tavern,  Cornhill,  on  the  19th  of  June,  1760. 

No  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  during  the  war,  but 
afier  its  conclufjon  he  was  made  captain  of  the  Africa, 
of  fixiy-fourguns,  a  guard-fliip.  On  his  qiutting  this 
command   he  was  appointed  to  the  William  and  Mary 

.yacht}  in  which  veiTelwe  find  him  in  f}6S,  ■  He  unin- 
terruptedly remained  in  the  fame  ftation  till  the  time  of 
his  death,  an  event  wbich  happened  on  the  19th  of  April, 
1779.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Wood, 
of  Copmanthorp,  in  the  county  of  York,  efq;  and  was 
buried  at  that  place.  .  .  , 

OQLE, ,  Sir  Chaloncr,7— fon  to  fir  Chaloner  Ogle, 
knight,  whom  we  have  already  had  occafion  to  give  an 
account  of  *,-having  betaken  hipifelf  verv  early  in  life  to 
the  .fea,  was,,  on  the  19th  of  November,  1745,  ap- 
pointed a  Heme  nam  in  the  navy.  We  hear  nothing  of 
him-  after  this  time  till  his  promotion,  on  the  30th  of 
June,  1756,  to  be  captain  of  the  Yarmouth.  In  the 
month  of  September,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Mediter- 
ranean, as  palTenger  on  board  the  Ambufcade  frigate,  to 
take  upon  him  the  temporary  command  of  one  of  the 
fhips  whofe  captain  was  ordered  home  as  an  evidence  on 
the  trial  of  Mr.  Byng.  Not  lon^  after  his  return  to 
England  he  was  appointtd  tO  the  Aquilon,  in  which 
ihip  we  believe  him  to,  have,  continued  lill  the  con- 
ciufion  of  the  war.  He  is,lo  be  parllcularly  noticed  for  his 
aflivityand  fuccefs  during  ihe  year  1761,  when  he  was  em- 
ployed totally  as  a  cruifer.  Numerous  as  his  prizes  were, 
the  inferiority  of  iheir  force,  when  compared  with  that  of 
the  frigate  he  commanded,  was  fuch,  as  to  render  it  un-  , 
neceifary  for  us  to  do  more  than  briefly  recount  ihefe  fuc- 
cefles  as  they  progreflively  took  place.  Early  in  the  month 
of  January  lie  captured,  and  carried  into  Cork,  the  Santa

with  a  fecond  of  inferior  force  ;  this  was  fcarcely  effected 
when,  in  the  month  of  February,  we  find  him  to  hare- 
carried  into  Lilbon  a  private  Ihip  of  war  of  fomewhat 
more  confequence,.flje  was  called  the  Compte  de  Gram- 
mont,  belonging  to  Bayonne,  aiul  carried  twenty  guns, 
with  a  crew  of  one  hiindred  and  feventeen  picked  men ; 
on  the4ih  of  March,  beingon  his  return  to  England,  he 
captured  anotber  privateer,  belonging  to  the  fame  placc^ 
called  the  Z^hire,  a  fhip  having  twelve  guns  and  one' 
hundred  and  fourteen  menl 

In  the  month  of  July  he  captured,  off  cape  Machicacoa^ 
a  privateer,  of  ten  gtins  and  fevenly-five  men,  called  tha. 
Aurora,  belonging  to Rochelle;  andonrthe7thof  Auguft* 
being  on  a  cruize  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  leagues  tO' 
the  wcftward  of  cape  Finiilerre,  he  fell  in  "virith  and  eap-l 
tured  the  Subtile,  a  frigate  (being  fo  called  In  the  officinl 
account)  belonging  to  the  French  Eaft-India  company, 
homeward  bound  from  the  Mauritius,  with  difpalches  and 
a  cargo,  carrying  fixteen  guns  and  eighty-four  men.  Soon: 
after  this  time,  that  is  to  fay,  on  the  7th  of  Sepfemher,  ftc] 
married  niifs  Efther  Thomas,  ynungeft  daughter  to'the 
bilhop  of  Wincbeffer.  Fortune  appears  to  have  no 
longer  befriended  this  gentlemaa,  as  we  .do  not  find  any 
l?irl  her -mention  madeof  his  fuccelfes  during  the  conttnu-. 
ance  of  the  war,  towards  the  latter  part  of  whldt 
period  iie  was  employed  on  the  Weftilndia  Ration. '  No^ 
notice  ii  taken  of  him  after  peace  had  taken  :ptace'tiU 
the  year  1770*,  when  he  commanded  the  Elizabeth  of 
fsveniy-four  guns,  one  of  the  ihips  put  into  cemmriTion 
at  Portfnnouih,  we  believe  in  confequence  of  the  appre- 
hended rupture  with  Spain,  relative  to  tbeiFalklandilland.^ 
He  did  not  long  retain  this  command,  the,  Elizabeth  being 

Eut  out  of  commilRon  as  foon  as  the  appearance  of- 
ollilities  palTed  aiVay.  In  the.  year  1774,  however,  be. 
was  appointed  to  the  Refolution,  alfo  a  third  rate,  carry--  ' 
ing  74.  guns,  then  commiflioned  as  a  guard- (hip  at  Poftik 
mouth.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  fome  years  after -tK» 
commencement  of  the  progreffive  wars  firft  with  Americft

panions  could  get  up  to  their  fiipport.  We  believe,  during' 
his.abreiK:c  at  Gibraltar,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
cbiumodore,  lord  Robert  Mantiers  being  aj^inted  hit 
captain*' 

Sir  Geofge  Rodney  having  executed  the  principali 
inteiuion  of  the  expedition,  parted  from  the  fleet  and  the 
mizes,  with  four  (hips  of  the  line,  on  the  iSth  of 
Eebruary,  he  being  under  orders  to  proceed  with  that  part 
ofJiis  force-to-the  Weft  Indies.  The  remainder  of  it  Was, 
OR  its  return  to  England,  tinder  the  command  of  rear-ad- 
miral Oigby  and  fir  John  Lockapt  Kofs,  when,  on  Ihf 
ajd,  they  fell  in  with  a  French  convoy,  bound  to  tho 
£afl  Indies,  confifting  of  thiiteen  fail  of  vefTels,  con- 
Wyed  by  two  Ibips  of  fixty-four  guns  each,  the  AjaX  and 
frothee,  a  frigate,  and  two  large  l^ore  fhips,  arnii  en  Rute; 
the  Reioiution'  had  the  good  fortune  to  get  up  with  lh« 
Prothec,  which  was  the  commodore's  Ihip,  about  oiw 
o'clock,  and  after  a  brtfk  ai^ion  of  half  an  hour,  captured 
thAt.fhi|)f  wiriicut  the  lofs  of  a  man.  Sir  Chaloner,  foon 
after. his  return  ta  England,  was  ordered  to  America,  in 
company  with  (bme  other  fhips  Tent. thither  under  rear-' 
admiral  Graves,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  Mr.  Ar- 
buthnot,  but.as  we  have  already  ftated  in  our  account  of 
Mr.  Arimthnot  and  lord  Graves,  the  Fr^nchiadiniral,  the 
,  ohjGvalier  de  Ternay,  having  fecured  himfelf  in  port,  no 
QCcmieoce  worthy-our  notice  took  place. 
.  Sin.G^or^e  Rodney  having  repaired  thither  diuing  the 
iurricane  months,  with  a  fquadron  from  the  Weft  Indies, 
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fit  Chmloner  rctiirncd  ihithcr  with  that  cdmmahder,  but 
hdvingbeen*  onSepTeniber26,  1 780^  promoted  to  be  rear- 
admirftl  of  the  biue^  he  was  recalled  to  England,  a  fufficient 
-number  of  flag  officers,  fenTOrsiofirChalgner,  being  then 
previuufly  employed  on  the  Weii-India  itation.  He  atcord- 
iDgly  returned  to  England,  oh  board  the  Greyhound,  in 
themortthof  Fcbniai^iySl ;  and  having  never  fiuce  that 
tin)e  held  any  comtnand,  ve  have  nothing  farther  to  a'dd 
Concerning  him,  except  the  dates  of  his  different  promo- 
tiotiSi  on  the  a4th  of  September,  1787  •,  vice-admiral  of 
the  billet;  vice-admiial  of  the  red  on  the  lit  of  February, 
1793  i  >>nd  admiral  of  iheblue,  at  the  head  of  which  rtnk 
he  no*  is,  on  the  12th  of  April,  1794. 

ROSS,  Sir  John  Lockart,— more  generally  known  per- 
haps as  captain  Lockart,  was 'a  gentleman  of  Scotch  ex- 
traction, and  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  as  far  back  as  the  21ft  of  October,  1743.  How 
long  he  held  the  rank  of  commander  in. the  navy  does  not 
appeaf ;  it  is  fuppofed,  however,  for  a  fliort  time  only. 
On  the  23d  of  March,  1756,  he  was  advanced  to  ti;at  of 
pt^-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Tartar,  a  frigate  of 
twenty-eight  guns.  In  this  ihip,  which  was  an  extreme 
feft  failer,  and  was  conftantly  Rationed  as  a  cruifer  in  the 
Eritifl)  channel,  captain  Lockart  had  the  good  fortune  to 
meet  with  (nore  fuccefs,  and,  as  a  natural  confequence, 
acquired  greater  popularity  than  perhaps  ever  was  attained 
by  any  of  his  cotemporaries  ;  this  current  of  g'xid  fortune 
.commenced  early  in  the  year  1757.  His  firli  capture  was 
the  St.  Maria,  a  privateer,  new  from  the  ftocks,  carrying 
twenty. four  guns  and  two  hundred  and  forty  men,  a 
prize  he  made  in  the  month  of  March.  Captain  Lockart 
afterwards  engaged  a  French  privateer,  carrying  twenty 
nine  pounders,  Catled  the  Mont  Oxeir,  the  crew  of  which, 
after  flriking  their  colours,  had  the  audacity  to  refume  their  . 
arms  and  board  the  Tartar.  The  affailanis  fuffered  how- 
ever very  feverely  for  their  treacherous  temerity,  thirty-

The 
Tartar  foon  afterwards  fell,  in  with  the  Due  d'Aquitain 
French  privateer,  mounting  twemy-lix  guns,  all  far 
heavier  than  her  own  ;  after  an  encounter  of  an  hour  and 
twelve  minutes  the  enemy  furrendered,  having  had  fifty  of 
her  crew  killed  and  wounded,  while  the  injury  fuftained 
among  captain  Lockart's  crew  amounted  only  to  four 
men  killed  and  one  wounded.  The  Tartar,  in  the  courfe 
of  the  enfuing  fummer,  made  prize  of  two  other  priva- 
teers, though  of  inferior  force  to  thofe  already  mentioned,; 
but  his  moft  brilliant  fnccefs  was  Ilill  to  come.  In  the 
month  of  OiSobcr  enfuing  he  captured,  after  a  chace  of 
thirty,  and  a  fmart  engagement  of  three  hours  con- 
tinuance, the  Melampe,  a  French  privateer  (hip  of  war, 
,  belonging  to  Bayonne,  carrying  thirty-fix  guns  and  three 
hundred  and  iweniy  men.  It  is  Hated  in  the  official  ac- 
count, that  when  the  Tartar  firft  began  to  chace  (he  was 
in  company  with  feveral-of  the  king's  (hips,  but  during  the 
aflion  itfelf,  and  indeed  at  the  time  the  enemy  furrendered,  . 
hardly  any  of  them  were  in  fight  even  from  the  maft- 
head.    - 

When  we  confider  the  relative  force  of  the  two  (hips, 
.  the  Tartar  carrying  twenty-eight  guns  and  two  hundred 
.men,  the  McIampe  thirty-iix  guns  and  three  hundred  and 
twenty  men,  and  find  with  what  apparent  cafe  the  con- 
queit  was  obtained,  we  can  wonder  but  little  at  that  ter- 
ror which  the  very  name  of  this  gentieman  is  faid  to  have 
created  in  theenemy,  before  the  cefPation  of  hoftilities, 
particularly  among  thofe  connefted  with  private  (hips  of 
war*.  His  la(Umentioned  fnccefs  came  not  alone  i  during 
the  chace  he  recaptured  a  prize,  taken  ju{t  before  by  the

force  duriiig  the  nighi,  ind  finding  thai  ibc  exigencies  of  her  fitualion 
demanded  the  moft  prompi  and  vigorous  exertions  to  prcferve  her 
even  from  capture ;  tbc  commander  ii  reported  to  havefpiriieilJy  ran 


along  fide  and,  hailing  the  enemy,  1 

Tartar,  captain  Lockart ;  a  demand  which,  it  ii  faid,  Wat  without  the 

fmallelt  hcGutiao  complied  with. 

Melampe, 
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Melampe,  3  fhip  called  the  Princefs  Amelia,  bound  to  ' 
Halifax  with  provifions,  and,  on  the  agih  of  Oflober, 
made  prize  of  another  private  Ihip  of  war,  called  the 
Count  dc  Gratntiiont,  carrying  eighteen  giins  ancf  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  men. 

His  candufit  on  the  foregoing  occaflons  was  efleemed 
fo  meritorious,  that  the  magiftrates  of  Plymouth,  imme- 
diately after  hi^  return  into  port,  voted  him  the  freedom 
of  their  corporation  in  a  gold  box.  A  prefent  equally 
honourable  was  made  him  early  in  the  enfiiing  year  ;  the 
merchants  and  imdcrwriters  of  the  city  of  London  pre- 
fented  him  with  a  filver  cup  and  falver,  curioudy  chafed 
and  emboHed  with  his  arms,  the  reprefentation  of  the 
Tartar,  and  the  feven  privateers  taken  by  him  ;  the  fal- 
ver, which  was  twenty-fix  inches  in  diameter,  had  the 
following  infcription  engraved  on  it:  "  The  gift  of  the 
ti^o  public  companies)  the  underwriters  and  merchants 
of  the  city  of  London,  to^raptain  John  Lockart,  com- 
mander of  the  Tartar,  for  his  fignal  fervice  in  fupporting 
the  trade,  by  diftreffing  the  French  -privateers,  1757." 
Early  in  1758,  he  captured  a  St.  Domingo-man  home- 
ward boundofconfiderable  value,  butduring the  remaining 
part  of  the  year  the  enemy  appear  to  have  enjoyed  fome 
reA  from  this  very  fucccfsful  naval  partlzan,  as  we  have  no 
account  of  any  other  confequential  prize  made  by  him  till 
the  year  1759.  Such,  however,  was  the  terror  in  which 
bis  name  was  held  by  them,  that  a  (lout  frigate,  carrying  . 
eighteen  and  twelve,  pounders,  was  fitted  out  purpofely  to 
cruise  in  the  fuppofed  track  of  theTartar  ^  it  was  manned 
with  a  choice  crew  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  men,  one 
hundred  of  whom  were  the  fons  of  merchants,  who  came 
forward  as  volunteers  in  a  cruize  fo  material  to  the  com- 
mercial intereds  of  their  country. 

Early  in  1759,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Chatham,  of  , 
fifty  guns,  and  fent  on  the  fame  fervice  and  duty  we  have 
feen  him  before  employed  in,  but  in  a  fomewhat  fuperior 
ftation.lwo  frigates,  the  Venus  of  thirty- fix  guns  and  the 
Thames  of  thirtjf-two  guns,  being  put  under  his  orders. 
This  little  fmiadron  had  the  good  fortune  to  defcry  the 
Arethufa,  a  French  frigate,  mounting  thirty-two  guns> 
commanded  by  the  marquis  de  Vaudreiul,  on  May  18. 
The  two  frigates  getting  Up  and  doling  with  her,  after  a 
N  4  chace 
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iftwohourstheArethufafurrcndcred,  though  notriU 
b  ftiftained  confiderable  lofs  and  effedled  very  tittle 
I  to  the  aHailants ;  little  conrequential  tnention  is 
mSnfof  this  gentleman  duringthc  remainder  of  the  year. 
His  fhip,  having  been  Hocked  and  refitted  in  Juiy> 
was  put  under  the  orders  of  commodore  DutF,  who,  as  it 
kas  been  already  ftated,  was  fent  into  Quiberon  bay, 
with  a  light  fqiudron,  for  the  purpofe  of  watching  the 
motions  of  the  French  armament  in  Breft  * ;  the  circutn- 
ftances  of  which  we  paTs  overt  having  nothing  material 
to  add  to  what  we  have  already  related. 

Jmmediately  on  his  return  into  port,  that  is  to  fay,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1760,  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Sedford,  a  third  rate,  but  did  not  retain  that  command 
even  dminH  the  then  current  year,  in  the  cnurfc  of  which' 
he  changed  his  name  to  Rofs,  and,  in  1761,  was  eU€te4 
reprefenlative  in  parliament  for  the  united  burghs  of 
l,anerk,Linlilhgow,Selkirkatvil'eebles,  and  at  the  general 
election  in  1768,  was  returned  member  for  Lanerlcnirre, 
as  well  as  the  burgh  jufl  mentioned,  hut  made-  his 
nle^ion  for  the  former.  He  continued  in  parliament 
ihiring  that  fedion,  but  we  believe  did  not  accept  of  any 
command,  fubfequent  to  that  of  the  Bedford,  till  the  year 
17.77,  when,  on  the  profpeift  of  a  rupture  with  France, 
which  it  may  be  remembered  took  place  foon  after  that 
time,  was  appointed  to  the  Shrewfbiiry,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  one  of  the  fleet  employed,  during  the  enfuing  year, 
in  the  Channel,  under  the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  and 
in  which  fhip  he  was  confetjuently  engaged  in  the  en- 
counter with  the  French  fleet  on  the  27th  of  July.  Tho 
Shtewlhury  was  ftatioiitd  fecond  in  the  line,  on  the  ftar- 
board:-tack,  but  though  very  brilkly  engaged  had  only 
three  men  killed  and  fix  wounded.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  enfuing  year  he  fefved  in  the  fame  quarter  under  fir 
Charles  Hardy,  having  been,  on  the  19th  of  March, 
1779,  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  »ftd 
appointed  fourth  in  command  ofthe  main  or  Channel  fleet. 
In  confeqiience  of  this  promotion  he  hoiked  his  flag  on 
board  the  Royal  George  of  one  hundred  guns,  which  (hip 
he  quilted  for  a  Ihoit  time,  having  been,  about;the  month

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«f  September,  appointed  commsuiding  officer  of  a  (mtSl 
fquadron,  ordered  to  fea  for  the  purpose  of  driving  out  of 
the  Britilh  feas  an  American  fquadroa  which  bad  failed 
from  rOricnt,  at  the  latter  end  of  July,  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  well-known  charaflcr,  Paul  Jones. 

The  rear-admiral  was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  this  defperate  partizan,  and  his  career  confequently 
remained  unchecked.  About  this  time  he  fucceeded  to 
the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  Scotland,  in  confequcnce  of 
the  death  of  the  heir  of  Lnckart,  of  Catiairs,  who  wai 
raifed  to  that  rank  in  theyear  1677.  At  the  clofe  of  the 
year  be  accompanied  lir  George  RodneT  on  his  fortunate 
expedition,  undertaken  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  and 
owing  10  the  feverity  of  the  weather,  which  look  place 
immediately  fubfequent  tn  the  defeat  of  Langara,  was 
for  fomc  time  in  c on fiderable  danger  of  running  aniore 
on  the  (hoals  off  Si.  Liicar.  He  returned  to  England, 
and  ferved  in  lhe~  home  or  Channel  fleet,  during  the  re-- 
mainder  of  the  year  *,  under  the  admirals  Hardy  and 
Geary,  as  alfo  towards  Its  conclufion  under  vice-arimirat 
Darby  ;  this  period  we  may,  however,  Oiortly  ptfs  over, 
no  confequential  naval  occiirr«nce  having  taken  place. 
Early  in  the  year  1781,  the  extremity  to  which  the  garrifon 
of  Gibrahar  was  reduced,  rendered  it  again  necelTary  to 
fend  a  formidable  fleet  thither  for  its  relief.  It  was  c(xn- 
manded  in  chief,  as  that  in  the  Channel  had  been  at  the 
-conclufion  of  tb«  precedit>g  year,  by  vice-admiral  Darby, 
anit  under  him  by  rear-admiral  Digby  and  Sir  John  Ro&. 
When  the  fleet  reached  Gibialtar,  it  was  found,  that  the 
^aniards  had  collefted  fo  formidable  a  flotilla  of  guihr- 
boats,  for  the  purpofe  of  impeding  the  difembarkation  of 
suiy  provifions  or  ftores  from  the  tranfports,  as 'to  render 
it  abfolutely  neceffary  for  feveral  Ibips  of  the  line  ta 
anchor  in  the  bay  for  their  protection. 

Of  thefc  fir  John  Rofs,  having  Ihifted  his  flag  into  the 
Alexander  of  74  guns,  took  the  command,  wid  exectited 
the  fervice  cntruflcd  to  him  with  the  greateft  diligence,  at- 
tention, andfucceisginfoniuch  that  the  commander-in-chief 
payed  him  the  following  compliment:  "Sr  John  Rolk 
has  been  inde&tigabSein  his  attention  to  all  points  of  this

duty 
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duty."  This  was  a  duty  which,  we  muft  beg  to  remark,  was 
by  no  means  flight  or  trivial,  the  gun-boats  of  the  enemy 
carried  eighteen  and  twenty-four  pounders,  and  were  ex- 
tremely troublefome  as  well  as  difficult  to  repel,  in  confe-  . 
i}uence  of  their  lying  fo  low  in  the  water  as  to  render  it 
almoft  impoffible  for  the  Engiifh  Ihips  of  war  to  llrike 
them  with  their  Ihot,  their  guns  being  fo  much  above 
them.  Nothing  material  took  place,  after  the  return  of 
the  fleet,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  After  the  , 
faid  year,  1781,  fir  John  went  very  little  to  fea,  we  be- 
lieve, only  during  a  fliort  cniixc,  under  lord  Howe,  in  the 
month  of  July.  Having  quilted  the  Royal  George  fome 
time  before,  he  hoifted  hts  flag,  on  this  occalion,  on 
board  (he  Ocean,  but  on  the  return  of  the  fleet  refigncd 
his  commandi  and  appears  never  to  have  accepted  of  any 
tiibfequent  one.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  this 
gentleman  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  vice-admiral  of 
the  blue,  which  was  the  highell  he  lived  to  attain,  dying 
at  his  family-feat,-  Balnagowan  Caftle,  in  Scotland,  on 
the  oth  of  June,  1790. 

SMITH,  Henry, — is  known  only  to  ns  from  being 
inferted  in  fome  litis  of  naval  oflScers  we  have  feen  as  a 
pofl-captain,  taking  rank  from  the  15th  of  November, 
1756,  but  even  the  name  of  the-lhip  to  which  he  was 
appointed  is  not  given. 

STRACHAN,  Sir  John,— was  promoted  to  be  a 
lieutenant  in  the  month  of  January,  1745-7.  In  1755  he 
'  was  appointed  a  fecond  lieutenant  of  the  St.  George,  at 
that  time  the  flag-thipof  fir  Edward  Hawke.  After  two 
cruifes  in  the  Bay  of  Blfcay,  fir  Edward  being  ordered  out 
to  Gibraltar,  on  board  the  Antelope,  for  the  purpofe  of 
fupercediilg  Mr.  Byng  ;  lieutenant  Sirachan,  and  all  the 
reft  of  his  officers  accompanied  him  thither,  by  order  of 
the  admiralty  board,  and  was  immediately,  after  he  reached 
Gibralter,  promoted  to  the  command  of  9  floop  of  war, 
whofe  former  captain  was  ordered  home  as  an  evidence 
on  the  approaching  trial ;  on  the  9th  of  September,  fol- 
lowing, he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  pofl-captain, 
and  appointed  to  the  Experiment.  He  was  confequently 
principally  cmpto)-ed  as  a  cruifer  in  the  Mediterranean, 
where  he  diftingutftied  himfelf  exceedingly  in  an  en- 
counter with  a  very  large  French  privateer,  caljed  the  Te- 
lemaque.  It  may  be  tlwught  foroewhat  fmgular  no  public 
notice 
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notice  ever  was  taken  of  this  very  gallant  ^ftion,  but  the 
account,  iranfmiltetl  by  captain  Sirachan  to  admiral  Of- 
born,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean, having  been  by  feme  accident  or  negleft  miflaid* 
thistranfa^ion  unfortunately  remained  unnoticed. 

We  have  been  favoured  with  a  copy  of  captain 
Strachan's  letter,  ivhich  it  is  but 'a  bare  2£t  of  jutlice 
to  the  memory  of  this  dcceafed  gentleman  to  infert*.

As  the  wind  at  that  time 
was  N.  E,  and  the  enemy'i  (hip  on  board  of  us,  &c.  we  were  under 
a  neceflily  of  coming  to  an  anchor  near  a  Spanifh  fort,  between 
Mount  Carpi  aod  Cape  de  Lanau.  A  Ihol  being  fired  at  ui  from  the 
fort,  I  feni  my  boat  on  (faore,  when  the  governor,  after  demandiBg 
who  we  were,  and  from  whence  we  came,  (aid,  that  if  in  the  morning 
we  would  fend  our  boat  on  fhore  with  an  accfuni  of  the  prize,  he  . 
vould  conie  on  board  and  give  ui  prallick;  but  in  the  moraiug  be 
delired  to  fee  my  commilTion,  and  that  I  would  vait  upon  him  or 
Ihore.  To  avoid  trouble,.!  feni  my  maflcr  with  ailctter  to  a  perfon 
who  calls  himfclf  the  £nglilh  conful  there,  to  acquaint  him,  if  be 
or  the  governor  would  Come  off  I  would  give  them  all  the  falisfac- 
tion  in  my  power,  or  to  any  one  he  would  be  pleafcdto  appoini,  but 
be  immediately  imprifoned  my  maOerJ;  I  then  fent  my  purfer  loeo' 
quire  the  reafon  of  fuch  proceediDgs.  The  governor,  or  bailiff  at 
the  caftle,  told  him  he  bad  received  an  order,  from  the  govemor  of 
Denia,  to  detain  me,  or  any  ofBcer  beluDging  10  the  Englilh  frigate 
that  fhould  come  on  fborc  there,  that  be  had  Tent  an  account  to 
the  governor  of  his  having  detained  the  mailer  ;  and  farther,  that 
fame  of  his  people  befieved  we  were  within  gun-fliot  at  the  time  the 
Freticb  fliip  flruclt,  while  others  denied  it.  The  puifcr  w»  likcwife 
imprifoned,  but,  on  the  follicitaiion  of  ourcoulul,  was  fet  at  liberty, 
aoa  brought  me  off  word,  that  there  would  be  au  order  fcni  10  (lop

1  prifoner  on  parole,  haiing  the  liberty  of  walking  in  the  town,  a  confiJera- 
ble  time  longer. 
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It  is  on  another  ground  rendered  intcrefting  as  a  irtH 
lie  papef)  in  confequence  of  ttic  conduct  difptajwl 
by  the  Spaniards  on  that  occafion ;  in  fo  iltegally  im- 
prifoning  the  mafter,  and  lieacheroufly  endeavouring  to 
polTefs  themfelvcs  of  the  frigate  and  her  prize  alfo. 
Captain  Slrachan  did  not  long  remain  iuthe Experiment, 
being  promoted  to  the  Sapphire,  a  frigate  of  ihirty-twd 
guns,  iti  which  fliip  he  continued  iilT  the  year  1762,  being 
employed  from  1758  •  on  the  home  or  channel  fervice, 
where,  as  well  as  he  had  before  done  in  the  Mediterranean , 
he  juftly  acquired  the  eiteem  and  frlend(hip  both  of 
ihole  different  fuperior  commanders,  under  whofe  ordert 
be  aded,  as  well  as  the  admiration  and  love  of  all  ihoth 
who,  in  a  fubordinate  ftation,  afled  under  his  own  He 
was  concerned  in  feveral  trivial  encounters,  which,  al- 
thotigh  they  tended  much  to  encreafe  his  general  re- 
putation for  gallantry  and  good  condudt.  were  not  fuffi- 
ciently  diftinguifhed  10  rife  into  more  public  notice. 

Towards  the  conclufion  of  the  war  we  have  already 
noticed  that"  he  quitted  ihe  Sapphire,  and  do  not  know 
Mm  to. have  held  any  fubfequent  commaitd  till  the  year 
1771,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Orford,  of  fevetity 
guns,  oneof  thefmall  fquadron  ordered  to  the  Eatt  Indies,  . 
■  under  the  command  of  rear-admiral  Harland,  in  cwife- 
qiience  of  France  having  given  fome  caufe  of  didrull  by 
cnc.reafing  her  naval  ftrcngth  in  that  quarter.  Hcquirtea 
the  Orford,  however,  in  177*,  and  Hoes  not  appear  to  us 
to  have  ever  taken  upon  him  any  fubfequent  command.

He  died,  we  believe,  at  Bath,  in  the  year  1776,  having, 
during  the  latter  part  of  hts  life,'been  in  an  indiflcrent 
ftateof  health.  In  1765  he  fiiccecded  to  the  rank  of 
a  baronet  of  Scotland. 

TINKER,  John  Bladon,— was,  in  1756,  firft  lieu- 
tenant of  the  St,  George,  under  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and 
having'  accomjianiod  him  to  Gibraltar,  in  the  Antelope, 
was  ordered  to  take  the  cotnmand  of  the  Experiment ;  he 
was  afterwards  promoted,  July  4,  1756,  to  be  captain  of 
the  Trident.  He  did  not  long  retain  that  command,  and, 
after  his  quitting  it^  appears  for  a  (hort  time  to  have 
held  no  commiflion.  In  the  month  of  Oi^ober,  1 758,  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Argo,  of  28  guns,  but  no  material 
occurrence  appears  to  have  taken  place,  with  refpttA  to 
this  gentleman,  during  the  time  he  continued,  in  that 
fliip.  Early  in  1760,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Med. 
way,  of-  fixty  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  £a(l  indies, 
with  captain  Haldane,  of  the  America,  alfo  a  fixty  gun 
fliip,  the  South-fca  Caltle  and  Eiverpool  frigates,  having 
under  their  convoy  eight  merchant  fhips;  they  failed 
from  Spithead  on  the  12th  of  March,  and  arrived  in 
India  without  mctting  with  any  finifter occurrence.  Cap- 
tain Tinker  appears  to  have  been  prcfent,  and  to  have 
borne  an  aiSive  part  in  the  (iegc  of  Pondicherry  •, 
of  which  fortiefs  he  was,  at  the  time  of  its  furrendcr, 
fcni  to  take  polTeflion,  accompanied  by  rear-admiral 
"CottMi  and  captain  Haldane>  He  isAippofedtohavebeen 
prefent  at  the  fiege  of  Manilla,  though  no  mention  what- 
ever is  made  of  him-  in  the  official  difpatches,  but  we 
find  him  immediately  afterwards.  In  the  month  of  No- 
vember, engaged  in  a  difpute,  apparently  rather  fcriouS, 
with  the  governor  c^  the  Punto  de  Gatlet-  As  related 
beneath

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beneath,  he  acquitted  himfelf  with  the  highell  reputation 
and  credit ;  he  continued  in  India,  flili  retaining  the 
commandof  the  Medway,  and  remaining,  latterly,  fiiperior 
or  commanding  officer  on  that  ftation  till  the  end  of  1764, 
.  when  he  returned  to  Europe.  He  arrived  in  England  about 
the  month  of  July,  and  a  complaint  of  mifcundudt,  during 
the  time  he  held  the  chief  command,  as  jufl  related, shav- 
ing been  preferred  againft  him,  he  was  tried  before  a 
court  martial,  held  on  board  the  Superb,  at  Spithead,  on 
the  25lh  of  March,  1766,  but,  after  an  examination' 
of  the  evidence  on  boih  fides,  he  was  not  only  very 
hunourably  acquitted  of  the  charge,  but  the  court  gave  it 
9S  their  opinion,  that  he  had  in  every  rcfpedt  behaved 
like  an  able  and  good  officer,  worthy  the  command 
which  had  been  repofed  in  him.  He  never  accepted  of 
any  fubfequent  commiffion,  nor  did  he  indeed  long  furviVe 
the  event  juft  mentioned,  dying  in  England  on  the  17th 
of  Auguft,  1767.- 

TOWNLEY,  Edmund, — was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  commander  in  the  navy,  as  far  back  as  the  2;ih  of 
Auguft,  1745,  but  we  have  no  fubfequent  intelligence 
concerning  him  till  the  21ft  of  June,  1756,  when  he  wa9 
advanced  10  be  captain  of  the  Triton,  of  twenty  guns. 
In  this  (hip  he  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Eaft  Indies, 
having  been,  for  fome  time  previous  to  his  failing  thither, 
employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the  Home  or  Channel  fervice. 
He  quilted  the  Triton  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  not  improbably 
on  account  of  his  ill  health,  and  died  in  the  courfe  of  the 
year  1759. 

TRELAWNEY,  Sir  William,— the  defcendant  of  a 
very  ancient  and  honourable  family,  long  fettled  in  the 
County  of  Co.rnwall  *,  was  the  fon  of  Edward  Trelawncy, 

tbat  hi]  majelly's  (hips  SbosM  come  within  piflol-Ihot  of  his  viUs, 
and  if  a  (ingle  fhoi  was  fired  by  the  Duich  he  would  not  leave  one 
fione  on  another  in  Gallcl — thi>  fpiritcd  anfwer  ehaDged  their  tone, 
and  they  behaved  with  the  greateft  complaifance  during  our  flay,  A 
Dutch  admiral  arrived  in  a  fixly  CUD  Ihip,  Mr.  Tttiicer  Tent  his  com- 
pliments, dcliring  the  Dutch  to  give  up  the  EngllOi  fubjcSs  he  might 
have  in  his  Crew  ;  the  Dutch  admiral,  feeing  he  could  not  help  bun- 
fclf,  gave  up  all  he  had,  which  were  about  twenty. 

•  Trelawny,  Trelany,  Treiotie,  Trilone,  and  al  in  doomfdajr 
book,  Trelocn,  a  lordlhip  Ciuate  in  Allernon,  in  the  county  of  Corn- 
wall, gave  denomination  to  this  ancicQl  family  which  flouritbcd  in  the 
faid  coiiDt)'  before  the  conqucS.

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d«j;  heretofore  reprcfehtative  in  pftrliamcnl  for  the 
borough  of  Weft  Looe,  in  Cornwall,  ccimtnilTioner  of 
the  victualling  ofHce  and  cullotns,  and  afterwards  gover- 
nor of  the  iflandof  Jamaica,  from  the  year  1736  to  1752. 
The  firft  information  we  have  of  this  gentleman,  as  a 
naval  officer,  is,  that  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  to- 
wards the  latter  end  of  September  1743;  after  which 
time  we  have  not  been  able  to  colle£t  any  information 
concerning  him  till  the  9th  of  April,  1756,  when  he  vras 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Port  Mahon  frigate,  and 
was  about  the  fame  ticne  elected  member  for  the  borough 
of  Weft  Looe.  He  did  not  continue  any  confiderable 
time  in  the  Port  Mahoti,  and  after  he  quitted  that  fltip 
appears  to  have  held  no  command  for  a  fhort  period, 
that  is  to  fay,  from  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1757,  to 
nearly  the  fame  time  in  the  enfuing  year.  He  was  then 
promoted  to  the  Lyon,  of  fixty  guns,  one  of  the  ft^uadron 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  command  of  com- 
modore Robert  Hughes,  He  diflinguifhed  himfelf  very 
much  at  the  attack  of  Guadaloupe,  being  ordered  to 
filence  a  ftrong  battery,  on  which  were  mounted  nine 
very  heavy  cannon.  Thiswas,  after  fome  conteft,  effefled, 
though  the  undertaking  was  rendered  additionally  diffi- 
cult, in  confequence  of  a  fmaller  battery,  mounting  two 
■  heavy  guns,  which  raked  the  Lyon  a-ftern,  and  did  her 
confiderable  injury,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  the  citadel 
did  her  no  lefs  mifchief  a-hcad,  till  the  attention  of  the 
defenders  was  too  much  occupied  by  thofe  fliips  which 
more  immediately  alfailed  them.  Captain  Trelawney 
himfelf,  together  with  the  lieutenaat  of  the  marines  fer- 
ving  on  board  the  Lyon,  were  wounded  in  the  encounter, 
1]ut  as  it  appears,  fortunately  in  a  llight  degree  only. 

Captain  Trelawney  returned  to  England  with  commo- 
dore Hughes,  and  the  fquadron,  in  the  month  of  June, 
and  early  in  the  enfuing  year  was  promoted  to  the 
Triumph,  of  74  guns,  a  new  ftiip  launched  a  fliort  time 
before,  and  built  on  a  newly  improved conftrudtion.  While 
in  this  command,  during  which  he  continued  on  the 
home  or  Channel  ftalion,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  had 
any  remarkable  opportuiiity  of  difttnguilhing  himfelf 
beyond  the  ordinary  routine  of  fervice.  In  1761  he 
removed  into  the  count  dc  St.  Florentine,  of  60  gutis,  a 
priz? 
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prize  taken  from  the  enemy  a  flion  tv/fiie  before'  hf 
captain  BaKrington,  in  thti  Achilles,  About  this  tktit 
captain  Trelawney  fucccedcd  to  th'O  title  of  b&t6n«t,  and 
was  iliortly  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  wlvtrt 
he  caniiniied  during  tKe  remainder  of  the  war.  After 
it^conclufion,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  com- 
mi/IioHi  is-  a  naval  officer.  In  1766,  he  was  appoiMed 
to  the  very  exalted  llation  of  governor  of  Jamaica,  itiA 
he  retained  it  till  the  titno  of  his  death',  which  haftpeneij 
on  the  nth  of  December,  1772.  He  cowiiilied  in  par- 
liament,  as  reprtfcntative  for  the  borough^  of  Weft  Looci 
no  longer  than  the  year  1768. 

WARD,  Thomas,— Was  promoted  to  the  rahk  of 
•  commander  of  a  Hoop  of  war  on  the  (^h  of  J«nuiryj 
.  1-746-7,  which  isthe  firft  infotmafion  we  iiaVe  concern- 
ing him  ;  nor  has  any  fubfcquent  to  that,  coitle  to  otif 
knowledge,  till  his  promotion  on  the  22d  of  July,  f^t'f 
to.'  be  captain  of  the  Syren  frigate.  He  was,  not  long 
aftervt-ards,  ordered  pn  the  Mediterranean  ftatiorijWhert 
we  know  him  to  liavc  continued  till  the  year  1758.  Aftet- 
his  quitting  this'  veird,  which  he  appears  to  hhve,  done 
not  long  after  the  time  jnft  ftated,  we  do  not  believfe  hJni 
to  have  held  any  command,  nor  have  we  any  farther  par* 
ticulars  concerning  him,  eKcept  that  we  fuppofe  him  tO 
have  died  in  the  couife  of  the  year  1774. 

WEBBER,  Charles, — was  promoted  by  admiral  Ma- 
ihcwS'  to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Elizabeth,  at  the  end  of 
January  1743-4,  ^  few  days  before  the  well-knOwn  en- 
counter, with  the  French  and  Spanilh  fleets,  took  place 
off  Toulon.  He  is  not  particularlv  noticed  fubfeqiient 
to  that  time,  till  his  promotion  on  the  5th  of  April.  1756, 
to  be  captain  of  the  Rofe  frigate.  He  continued  in  this 
veffel,  being  principally  employed  as  a  cruifer,  till  the 
year  1758,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Cerberus,  of 
twefity-eight  guns.  In  this  (hip  he  remained  til! 
the  year  1762,  emploved,  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
time,  on  the  Weft-India  ftation  ;  but  after  he  quitted  tht 
Cerberus,  which  he  appears  to  have*  done  at  the  time  juft 
Aated,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  ha^e  held  any  com-  ' 
Itiand  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  nor  indeed  fub- 
feqitent  to  it.  He  nevcrthelefs  was  highly  efteemed  as  an 
ef^cr  of  gaUotttry  and  ability,  having  been  promoted  to

ihe  rank^of  captainsi  This  advancement  toolc  fHact  Ori 
the  26th  of  September,  1780,  he  being  then' appointed 
fenior  on  the  lift  of  rear-admirals  of  the  while.'  >He'did  ' 
not  live- to  attain  any  higher  rank,  dyiilg  either  in  tile  year 
1783  or  the  enfuing,  having  never  taken  upon  hitn  an^ 
command  as  an  admiral.    ' 

WYATT,  Francis, — was  appoihtcd  a  li elite nimt,  as 
far  back  as  the  4th  of  Aprils  1740,  and  walpifbtTidted-to 
the  rank  of  commander  of  the  Difpatch  flbop  of  yrii,  on. 
the  7th  of  MaV)  1748-  He  afterwaills  recboVdd  into  the 
Fly,  a  vcffei  of  the  fame  defcription,  and  from  tbeMce,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1751,  into  (he  Vulf tire,  which 
are  the  ortly  paiticutars  we  have  btea  able'  to  colled'  coa- 
ceming  him  previous  to  his  advHiicdment'tothc  rank  of 
pod-captain,  on  the  17th  of  Aiiguft,  1756,  he  being  theh 
co^mtflioned  to  the  Lively  frigate. ' '  He  remaitKd  m  thik 
veffel  till  the  year  1758  or  9,  and  was  then  appointed  tA 
theChaj-lotte  yacht,  froift  whence,  1111761,  ht  removed  iiit6 
the  Augufta,  a  veiTel  of  the  fame  defcrip^n.

AFFLECK,  Sir  £idmund,-^was,  dn  the  oA  of  Jufjr 
1745,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  a  Iteiitenantt  but-we 
have  no  farther  inforiBation  relative  to  him  en  which  we 
dare  .depend,  except  that  he  appears,  to.have  been  pro>- 
ntoted,  in  1755,  by  commodore  Franklind,  then  conr- 
mander  in  chief  On  the  Leeward  lilaild  ftatioA^tocotOK 
iiiand  the  Advice>  of  fifty  guns ;  this  commillion,  bow- 
ever,  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Admiralty  board,  inaf- 
much  as  he  takes  rank  as  a  poft-capuin  only  from  the 
zjd  day  of  March,  1757,  being  then  appointed  to  the 
Mercury,  of  twenty-four  guns.  He  did  not  tctng  retain

ibrty  guBE,  which  we  believe  to  have  ^en  his  next 
fubfequent  appointment,  and  in  which  he  appears  to 
nave  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  war»  though 
without  beitig  fortuilale  enough  to  meet  with  any  par- 
^ciUaj*  opportunity  of  dillinguifhing  himfelf.  After

Byron  ^failed  fbr  the  W«(t 
Indies,  in  the  month  of  December,  the  Bedford,  having 
received  much  damage  from  ftorms,  was  ordered  to  EiK- 
ibnd,  and  arrived  at  Spiihead,  ot^ihe  25lh  of  janUaryfiin 
company  with  the  Amazon  frigate.  During.the  eafuing 
year  captain  Affledk  ferved  in  the  hotnef]^,  Under  the 
orders  of  ^lir 'Charles  Hardy,  but  :no  encounter  or  occur- 
rence otherwife  memorable  having  taken  pllLce*  wejiafs  oa 
to  relate,  that  the  Bedford  having  been  one  Of  the  fhkis 
forming  -the  armament,  fent  under  fir.G,  B.  Rodney,  .to 
the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  December ;  capt. 
Affleck  had  the  happinefs  of  firfl  difcovering,  on  the 
i6th  of  January,  1 780,  the  Spanifh  fquadrvn,  commaujed 
by  Don  Juande  Langara,  in  the  encounter  with  whuin 
he  bore  a  diftirguiftiod:ft>are.  Some  fliort  time  after  his

Graves,  for  the  ptirpofe  of  counterading  that  of  France^ 
commanded  bythe  chevalierde  Ternay,  bnt  nothio2;ru(Ii> 
ciently  material  took  phce,  to  tiemand  any  circumltaatial 
rel&lion,  in -addition  fo  what  we  have  alteiady  given,  in 
the  account  of  Mr.  Arbuthnot  and  lord  Graves.  The 
'Bedford  was  unfortunately-difmadcd  in  a  violent  gale-of 
wind,  which  aroTe  on  the  33d  of  January,  17B1,  wJiea 
'that'fliip  was  ofFthe  eaft  end  of  Long  ifland.  By  very 
gKit  exertiOBs  fhe  was  ro-mafted  by  thelirft  of  March,  ind  . 
;tfie  fqusdfon  immediately  put  to  fea.  In  the  partial 
RJlioii,  "which  took  place  ofFthe  capes  of 'Virginia,  on  fhe 
tith<rf'-'the- fame  month,  with  the  French  fquadron,  under 
the  chevalier  de  Ternay,  the  Bedford,  and  indeed  tbt 
^»rhole-^earef"the  Britiftv^uadron,  were  pr«a«tited  ffora 
getting^oa£lioQ  by  the  enemy's  line  having  tieen  broken 
before  it  became  general-  On  the  20th  o^.^lay  enfuing, 
.captain  Affleck  was  protnOIed  to  di<  rank  ^  an  eflablifor 
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;  ed  comfflodore,  and  hoilled  his  broad  pendant  on  board 
the  Bedford.    He  fliifted  it  almod  immediately  afterwards 

-  into  a  frigate  •,  being  appointed  to  fuperintend  the  port 
department  at  New  York,-where  it  was  deemed  neceirary 
to  have  an  officer  of  rank  fUtioned,  in  coofequence  of 

~  the  commander  in  chief  being,  as  may  naturally  be  fup- 
pofed,  frequently  abfent  on  other  fervice. 

Mr.  Affleck  continued  thus  occupied  till  the  return, 
of  Mr.  Graves  into  port,  after  his  encounter  .off  the 
Chefapeak  with  the  count  de  GjraOe.     Exiting  circuat- 

-  ftances  then  calling  for  the  greatefl  exertions  to  be  made 
for  the  relief  of  earl  Cornwallis,  at  York  Town,  Mr.  M- 
fieck  rehoidedhisbroadpendantonboard  theBoiford,  and 
was  fhiiioned  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  larboard-tack.  The 
g^rifon  having  unfortunately  been  compelled  to  capitu- 

-  late  'before  the  Britilh  armament  could  reach  the  Chela- 
-  peak  ;  ail  farther  attempt  to  bring  the  enemy  to  an.en- 
'  gagement  became  unnecclTary,  and  the  fleet  returned  to 

Sandy  Hook. 

It  arrived  there  on  the  29th  of  0£lober,  and,  09  the 

I2th  of  the  cnfujng  month,  Mr,  AfHeck,  who  ftill.  cMi- 

tinued  on  board  the  Bedford,  failed  for  the  Weft  Indies, 

with  lir  S,  Hood,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  combiited 

armament  of  North  America  and  the  Wefl:  Indies,  in 

order  to  argain  oppofe  the  count  de  Graffe,  who  had  him- 

.    felf  repaired  thiilffir  with  a  very  fuperior  force.     He  now 

had-thc  command  of  a  fqiiadron,  ordivifion,  conGlliDg.of 

feven  fhips  of  the  line,  and  diflinguiflied  himfelf  excecd- 

i'  ingly  in  the  encounter  with  the  eneiny's  fl^et,  on  the

':Chn(lopher's,  infomuch  that  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  in  his

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Mr.  Affleck  was  equally  fortunate  m  having  a  fimilar 
ttpfottunity  of  diAinguifhing  himfelf,  and  was  alfo 
equally  eager  in  improving  it,  during  the  well-knowft 
conSins  with  the  count  de  GralTe,  on  the  9th  and  12th 
of  April  enfuing*.  On  account  of  his  condu£l  on  that 
occafton  he  wa<  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of 
Great  Britain,  and  received,  in  concert  with  the  flag- 
officers,  the  juftly-merited  thanks  of  both  houfes  of  par- 
liament. Sir  George  Rodney  having  proceeded  to  Jamaica 
with  fuch  Oiips.as  had  received  material  damage  in  the 
encounters  J  u  ft  mentioned,  left  the  remainder,  amounting 
to  tvrenty-fix  ihips  of  the  line,  to  cruife  off  Hifpaniola* 
for  the  double  purpofe  of  picking  up  any  draggling  or  dif- 
abted  (hips  belonging  to  the  defeated  fieet,  as  well  as  watch- 
ing the  motions  of  the  Spanifh  fquadron,tha  force  of  which 
amotinted  to  fourteen  Ihips,  or  upwards,  of  the  line,  re- 
ported to  be,  all  of  them,  in  good  condition.  Sir  Edmund 
on  this  occafion  rcfumed  his  ftation  as  commander  of  the 
rear  divifion,  but  the  enemy  were  too  prudent  and  cau- 
tious to  put  any  thing  farther  to  the  hazard,  although  their 
naval  force,  when  united,  would  have  been  infinitely  fu- 

g:rioi:  in  numbers  to  the  fleet  under  the  orders  of  the 
citiOi  admiral. 

The  remainder  of  the  war  pa0ed  on  in  a  manner 
equally  uninte reding ;  fir  Edmund  repaired  to  America, 
with  admiral  Pigol,  and  the  fleet,  as  is  cuftomary  on  the 
approach  of  the  nurricanc  months.  While  on  that  {Ra- 
tion, he  was  detached,  with  a  flrong  fquadron  of  ten  or 
tvvclve  {hips  of  the  line  fent  under  the  orders  of  lord 
Hood,  to  cruife  off  Boflon,  in  hopes  of  intercepting,  oa 
its  attempt  to  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  a  part  of  the 
French  nect  which  had  repaired  thither  under  the  com-' 
tnand  of  monfieur  de  Vaudreiul.  This  well-concerted 
plan  was,  however,  fruftrated  by  the  caution  and  good 
fortune  of  the  enemy.  His  lordlhip  and  the  commodore 
repaired  to  the  Weft  Indies,  on  the  approach  of  winter, 
and  rejoined  admiral  Pigot,'who  had  returned  thither  witl} 
that  pajt  of  the  fleet  he  had  retained  under  his  own  com- 
mand, fome  time  before.     Peace  being  concluded  imme-

KM,  as  he  afterwards  was,  on  the  24^1  of  Scpfemjjcr,

defeat  of  the  count  de  Grafle  was  known  in  Efigtand,  )ie  .'

Wr-  Chriftophcr  Potter,  for  the  borough  of  Colchefter, 
A(i  continued  member  for  that-  town  til]  his  djcceafe. 
H's  lady  dying  at  CfJchcfter,  on  ihe  15th  of  Decembpr^ 
X^iy,  he  married,  on  the  16th  of  May,  in  the  fptlo^r 
ing  year,  Mrs.  Smithers,  a  widow  lady  fro|h  New  Vork, 
but  did  not  long  funrive  this  union,  dying  on  the  i^lh  of 
Nwember  enfuing,  at  his  houfe  in  Qucpn-Apn-fifeet, 
Eaft. 

BAILLIE,  Thomas,— was,  on  the  29th  of  March, 
1745,  promoted  to  l^e  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  continue^ 
in  the  fame  (hition  till  the  year  1756,  when  we  find  hjm 
fcrving  as  fecond  lieutenant  Of  the  Deptford,  of  fifty 
^int,  at  the  lime  of  Mr.  Byng's  aflion,  not  long  aftf^ 
which  he  was  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the  A|dcrney 
floop.  Mr.  Baitlie  was  one  of  the  witneffes  examined  qit 
tfie  trial  of  Mr.  Byng,  and  gave  teftimony,  we  think, 
rather  unfavourablfe  to  him.  In  17E7,  haying  beetf 
fen t  to  fea  in  the  Tartar  frigate,  as  captain  perprder^  - 
I|e  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  very  large  frcnch 
privateer,  called  the  S^-  Maria,  carrying  twenty- four 
guns  and  two  hundred  and  forty  men,  which,  being  pur- 
chared  into  the  fervice,  was  commifTioned  as  a  pofl  Qiipi 
falltd  the  Tartar's  prize,  and  given  to  Mr,  Bifillip  ^;>'^ 
fewanl  for  his  tneritorioDE  conduct  on  the  preceding  opc^- 
non,  his  cOmmilTion,  emitting  him  to  take  rank  at  a  c^p- 
ikin  in  the  navy,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  March.  He  was 
trincipallj  employed  as  a  cru'ifef,  and  cohvpyed,  once 
lir  (wrce,  the  Baltic  trade  to,  and  frpmj^e  Scaw,  hut^vas 
i^fierwirdsfini  into  the  Meditpn^nean,^ipre  theTartar'i 
frize  was  loft  early  i(i  the  veaf  1760'.  Captain  Baillie 
felurncd  t^  £ng]an^  after  this  accident,  apd  does  not  ap. 
^etf  toh^yf  accep(ccj  of  any  command  riibfequent  to  it, 
tiKW'gh  iKJsfiudjby  (bfOC)  tohaveaftciwudscommand^ 
17.  .  ^..  ...,:.,.,.'  ^  •-,,   ■  *  frigate 
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■  Mgsite  on  tbe  Weft-India  {fauion.  On  the  death  of  cap* 
uin  Cotton  Dent,  in  the  month  of  January,  i76i>  thil 
gEMtleman  was,  through  the  imeieft  of  the  earl  of  But«; 
as  it  is  fajd,  promoted  to  be  one  of  the  captains  in 
Greenwich  Hofpitai ;  aai,  not  improbably  through  the 
fiune  intereft,  to  be  lieuten^nt^SDvernor  of  the  fame  nd>Ic 
inftttution,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  BoyS)  in  the  month  of 
March  1774.  He  retained  this  honourable  (tation  only 
till  the  year  1778,  when,  having  indituted  a  complairft 
relative  to  fomc  abiifcs  in  the  direSion  and  management 
of  the  hofpitai,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  ftcets,  th* 
ibirts  of  the  pcnfioners,  and  the  cloathing  of  the  nurfe^ 
he  vr»t  difmiired  from  his  flation  by  th«  admiralty  boatdt 
and  captain  MaplcTden  appointed  to  Aicceed  him. 

This  affair  occafioned  no  i[iconridcrable  notfe ;  a  public 
inquiry  was  moved  for  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  by  the  duke 
qf  Richmond,  in  the  enfi^ing  year,  but  after  fome  littl* 
progrels,  the  party- influence  of  the  minillry  prevailed, 
and  the  whole  difpute  fell  to  the  ground.  Tne  buHnefs, 
bowever,  which  hadjull  been  agitated,  created  foftri^  ao 
intimacy  between  captain  Baillie  and  his  grace,  that  on 
the  latter  having  been,  in  1783,  raifcd  to  the  high  flalion 
of  mafter-general  of  the  ordnance,  he  *  fbon  utmwards 
appointed  Mr.  BailHet  to  the  lucrative  office  of  clerk  of 
the  deliveries,  whichllation  he  nowccmiinues  to  fill.

Oa 
the  23d  of  March,  1757,  he  was  advanced  10  the  rank  of 
captain  of  the  Phoenix,  a  Ihip  of  twenty-four  guns,  but 
imoKdiately  afterwards  was  promoted  to  the  Rainbow, 
9  jiflh  rate,  of  forty  guns,  employed  on  the  home  ftation

■  BURNET,  Thomas,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  c£ 
lieutenant,  on  the  2pth  of  Auguft,  1744;  after  which 
time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the 
year  1756,  when  we  iind  him  commanding  the  Happy 
jlopp  of  war.  In  this  velTel  he  had  the  good  fortune  to 
captiire  a.  very  large  Dutch  velTel,  of  conftde'rable  con- 
'ic<|uence  to  the  enemy,  inafmuch  as  it  was  laden  with 
.tnads  and  yards,  for  the  equipment  of  their  fieet  at  Brefl. 
,0n  the  5th  of  May,  1757,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank 
:of  poflrcaptain,  and  appointed  to  the  Cambridge,  of 
eighty  g'-ifU  ;  in  which  fhip  he  was  ordered  not  long  after* 
,wari^  to  the  Weft  Indies,  aS' captain  to  commodore 
MoD[^,  «vhQ  w^s  then  invelled  wilh  the  chief  command 
jm.that  itatton.

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oninteiTuptingly  occupied  in  the  ordinary  routine  of 
fcrvke  till  the  commencement  of  the  year  i7S9j  when,  in 
confeijuence  of  a  (trong  reinforcement  Tent  from  Englandf 
under  the  orders  of  commodore  Robert  Hu^es,  a  formi* 
dable  attack  was  refolved  on  againfl  the  different  FrenA 
fettlementE  ii»  the  Weft  Indies.  When  offcnfive  opera- 
tions were  on  the  point  of  being  undertaken  againft 
Guadaloupe,  the  commodore  fhifted  his  broad  pendant 
from  the  Cambridge  to  the  Woolwich,  and  the  former 
Aiip  was  ordered,  tozether  with  th& Norfolk,  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  and  the  St.  George,  of  ninety  guns,  to  attack 
"the  citadel,  which,  though  extremely  ftrong  and  well- 
defended,  was  completely  filenced  by  the  alUilants  after 
s  tremendous  cannonade,  which  commenced  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continued  till  four  in  thfe  ' 
afternoon. 

Captain  BUrnet  returned  to  England,  we  believe  in  the 
month  of  June,  With  commodore  Hughes,  and  not  long 
after  his  arrival  removed  into  the  Bedford,  of  fixty-four 
guns,  but  remained  in  that  fhip  a  very  Ihorttime,  havings 
early  in  1760,  again  removed  into  the  Rochefter,  of  fifty 
guns.  In  this  Ihip  he  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  on  the 
North  American  ftation,  where  he  remained,  retaining 
the  far.ie  command,  till  1762  ;  but  having  in  that  year 
joined  the  fleet  in  the  Weft  Indies,  deftincd  for  the  ex- 
pedition projeded  againft  the  Havannah,  under  the  orders 
of  fir  George.  Pocock,  be  was  promoted  to  the  Marl- 
borongh,  of  fixty-fix  guns,  which,  a  Ihort  timtf  before, 
had  been  the  flag-Onp  of  rear-admiral  Rodney.  He 
was  one  of  the  commanders  ordered,  on  the  firft  of  July, 
to  attack  the  Moro  Caftle,  a  fervice  which  he  allifted  in 
carrying  into  execution  in  fu.ch  a  manner  as  to  obtain  the 
moft  complete  approbation  Of  the  commander  in  chief. 
The  injury,  howeverj  fuftained  by  the  Marlborough, 
owing'to  her  ftation  being  much  lefs  expofed  to  the 
enemy's  ftiot  than  that  of  the  other  ftiips,  was,  compared 
with  theirs,  extremely  trivial,  amounting  to  no  more 
than  two  men  killed  and  eight  wounded.  After  the  for- 
tunate terminaiitm  of  the  expedition  he  prepared  to  return 
to  England,  and  failed  from  the'  Havannah,  on  the  3d 
of  November,  in  company  with  fir  George  Pocock  and 
the  Beet.  During  the  firft  three  wedts  tficy  had  a  prof- 
'        ,  '  '         perous 
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perous  jpadagCt  but  when  about  two  hundred  lei^ues 
diltsnt  from  the  land's  end,  the  wind  Aiddenljr  caow 
round  to  the  caftward,  and)  cncreafing  to  a  Horm,  diC- 
perfed  thp  fleet,  and  reduced  manv  of  the  fltips  to  the 
grcateft  exlrcmity  of  dil^refi.  The  Marlborough  at- 
tempted to  bear  away  for  hiihan,  and  was  on  the  point 
of  foundering,  when,  the  Antelope,  of  fifty  guns,  from 
Newfoundland,  providentially  fell  in  with  her.  Captain 
Burnet  had  been  obliged,  for  fome  time,  to  keep  fifty 
men,  night  and  day,  at  the  pumps,  till  the  whole  crcir 
became  fo  exhaufled  by  faugue,  that  they  would  have 
been  unable  to  have  kept  tne  fhip  afloat  one  ni^ 
longer. 

Capt.  Bkirnel  and  his  people  ivere  confequcntl^  fcarceljr 
taken  out  before  the  Oiip  went  to  the  bottom ;  this  misfor- 
tune, which  had  fo  nearly  proved  far  more  dreadful  by 
fjccaftoning  the  untimely  death  of  fomany  brave  men,  was 
principally  owing  to  the  injury  the  Marlborough  had 
ftiltained  from  the  worm  while  lying  at  the  Havannah. 
We  do  riot  find  captain  Burnet  to  have  held  any  fubfe- 
quent  command  after  this  time  till  the  year  1771,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Boyne,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of 
the  ftiips  put  into  commtfhon,  we  believe,  in  confe^ 
quence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  relative 
to  the  Falkland  iuands-  Notwithllanding  matters  were 
compromifed,  capuin  Burnet  appears  to  nave  continued 
in  the  command  of  the  Boyne  during  the  remainder  of 
the  current  year,  and  a  part  of  the  enTuing ;  afitpr  whidi> 
time  he  was  ^gun  out  of  commifRon  till  fotne  time  after 
the  commenfi^Tiient  of  the  difpute  with  France,  Spain, 
and  America, 

Early  in  1779  he  was  appointed  to  the  Prudent,  a 
thtid  rate,  of  frxty-four  gcini,  in  which  fhip  he  ferved, 
during  that  year,  in  the  hoibc  or  Channel  fleet,  under 
the  orders  of  iir  Charles  Hardy.  In  the  month  of 
March,  17S0,  the  Prudent  was  ordered  to  America 
at  one  of  the  fquadron,  coDflfling  of  fix  fhips  of  the 
line  and  a  frigate,  fcnt  thither  under  the  command  of 
rear-admiral  Graves.  Kothing  material  pccurred  on 
that  ftation,  as  we  have  already,  had  occafiOR .  moi^ 
than  once  to  obfcrve,  till  the  month  of  March  17811 
when  the  French- chef  d'^fcad[o  bnvipg  put  to  f^* 
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iras  fellQwcfl  imiMdiataly  br.the  Britiih  Ainadroo,  anil 

pirertaken  Dear  die  Capes  of  Virgioia,  pt)  the  i6di  of  the 
inonttijuljimratiDoed.  Capt-Buntct  being&itioncdiiithe 
ran,f^ch  ^ras  the  ool)r part  of  thcBiitiOi  foreo  which  was 
fiiccctsfifl  enough  to  pWfe,  anfl  brmg  the  enemy  to  i&ion  ; 
the  IVudest,  together  with  the  £uR)pe  and  Robuft,  had 
to  fuflain  the  attack  of  the  whole  Ficnch  fquftdron;  tbia 
jbey  did  To  refolutdy  and  judicipully  u  to  compel  It  to 
retire  with  much  precipitation^  after  a  fevere  adiaa  of 
)ialf  jtn  hour ;  but  the  damage  thoie  Ihips  had  unfoi- 
pin^tely  liillained  in  this  Tc^  gallant  though  tndeci((ve 
^ncouifter,  prevented  vicc-adtiural  Arbuthnot  from  pur- 
futtiE  this  dawning  of  fuccefs;  the  rigging  of  the  Prudent 
vasTo  completely  cut,  that,  as  foon  as  the  a^on  ceafed» 
^e  admiral  wa«  under  the  ncceflity  of  ordering  her  to 
be  taken  in  tow  by  the  Adamant.  Her  lofs  m  killed 
and  woifnded  yfit  not  fo  material,  amounting  to  ooljr 
feyen  in  the  former  clafs,  and  twenty-foor  in  the  Utter; 
ppverthelefs  the  Prudent  was  very  materially  damaged, 
confidering  the  Ihortncfs  of  the  a^ion,  owing  to  the  di- 
re6:ion  of  the  enemy's  fire,  which,  according  to  their 
)|fual  cuRom,  was  aimed  at  the  mads  and  rig^g  of  the. 
adailaoti.  The  fhip  being  fligntjy  refitted  by  filhing  ]\ts 
mafts,  as  well  ai  the  exigencies  and  circumftaaces  attend^ 
JDg  the  fervice  would  permit,  continued  to  cruife  in 
company  with  the  fquadron,  during  the  greater  pan  of 
thf  rummer.  But,  in  the  month  of  July,  meeting  witb 
weather  rather  more  boillerous  than  fuited  a  fhip  in  her 
crazy  condition,  he  was  obliged  to  be  ordered  to  Neir 
York,  for  the  purpofe  of  being  re-ma(lcd.  This  circutft* 
llance  preveiited  captain  Burnet  from  being  prcfent  at 
the  cncofintf  r  with  the  count  de  GralTe,  off  the  Chefapeak. 
^ut  thpugh  almoft  completely  difmantled  at  the  time 
Mr<  Craves  and  the  ficet  put  to  fea,  on  the  30th  ot 
Augufl,  fuch  was  the  expedition  ufed  by  this  gentkoian 
and  his  people,  that  thf  ihip  was  fitted  and  joined  the 
admjrali  when  on  hU  ictum  towards  ^ifdy  l^oo^,  pit  the 
15th  of  September. 

Capt.  Burnet  having  immediately  aftefwanla  DHnoved, 
by  order  of  the  commander- in-chief,  into  the  Royal 
Oalt,  when  the  fleet,  reinforced  by  Mr,  ()igby,  pns- 
cceded  Id  («a  ^  fccond  time  in  the  hopes  of  forcing  the 
^ouat  de  Grafle  to  a  saozf  deeifivc  anion,  and  by  that^. 
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mams  relieving  tfie  carl  Cornwallis,  at  York  Town, 
he  was  Oafioned  in  the  fine  as  one  <rf  the  feconds  to 
the  cmnmandeV-in-cIiief ;  'Vat  as-  wc  have  already  had 
occafion  to'rdate,  and  as,  indeed,  may  be  wctl  rcmem- 
bercd,  no  encounter  took  place.  Captain  Barnet  does 
Dot  appear  to  have  (ailed  for  the  Weft  Indies  at  the  fame 
time  with  fir  Samuel  Hood,  as  the  Rc^al  Oak  is  not  iti- 
duded  in  the  line  of  baiHeat'the  time  of  thi  encounter 
off  5*.  Chriftopher^ -,  he  ihnft.have  arrived,  however, 
ftortly  after  this  period,  as  we  find  him  in  the  well- 
fciiown  aSions  of  the  gtii  and  12th  of  April  enfijing,  off 
l>on]iriica,  ftationed  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the  ftarboard- 
lack.  On  the  firft  of  the  days  juft  mentioned,  the  van  fuf- 
tainedthe  whole  weight  of  the  encounter,  and  the  Royal 
Oak  was»  according  to  the  official  account  given  by  fir 
Geowjc  Rodney,  completely  difabled  ;  the  larboard  divi- 
lion  having  led  into  aflion  on  the  twelfth,  that  com- 
manded by  fir  Samuel  Hood,  to  which  the  Royal  Oak 
belonged,  was  confequently  lefs  cxpofed.  In  both  thefe 
encounters  captain  Burnet  conducted  himfelf  with  the 
greateft  intrepidity.  His  firft  lieutenant  and  feven  of  the 
crew  were  killed  ;  his  captain  of  marines  and  twenty- 
nine  other  perfons  were  wounded.  Soon  after  this  very 
memorable  aflion,  captain  Burnet  returned  to  England 
as  a  paflenger,  and  never  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  com- 
mand.' We  believe  him  to  have  died  in  the  courfe  of 
the  year  1784.  ■ 

CAMPBELL,  Alexander, — the  firft  information  wc 
have  of  this  gentleman  is,  that  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Tw>k  of 'poft-capiain,  and  appointed  to  the  Port  Mahon 
ft^te,  by  commiffion,  bearing  date  April  the'+th,  1757. 
He  almoft  immediately  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Nightingale,  of  twenty  guns ;  and  before  the  concluflon 
dfxht  year  was  ordered  tii  America.  "He  again  removed, 
early  in  1758,  into  -the  Rye,  in  which  Iltip  he  died  at 
Antigiia,  on  the  17th  of  November  in  that  year. 

-  CLEMENTS,  Michael,— vre  find  this  gentleman  to 
have  been,  jn  the  month  of  May,  1757,  lieutenant  of  the 
Unicorn  frigate;  this'vefTel  being  then  employed  as  a 
cruifer,  fell  in  with  the  Invincible,  a  very  large  privateer, 
belonging  to  St.  Malot'sj   mounting  tvrenty-four  nine 

pounders,  oianned  with  a  chofen  creW-  of  two  hundred 
■  '  -■  '      - -'■- -■■■-     .-■  •       '  -■■  -and 
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■  and  ei|hty-fix  men.  The  caplajit  (Rawlings}  beiog  kilM» 
Mr.  Clements  took  upon  him  (he  command,  and  en- 
gaged the  privateer  with  the  utmoft  g^y^ntry  foj  an  hour 
and  a  hal^  wh«ji  the  enemy  rurrea(li;red,  having  bad  be- 
tween forty  and  fifty  men  killed  and  wounded,  vrbilf  the 
Unicorn,  from  the  confiifed  manner  in  which  her  antagD> 
nifi  fought,  had  only  her  boatfwain,  her  armourer^  and 
one  marine  killed,  together  with  five  feamen  wounded. 
This  fuccefs  of  Mr,  Clements  did  not  end  here,  Svt, 
meeting  with  intelligence,  from  perfons  on  board  the 
prized  that  ftie  had,  or  the  28th  of  April  preceding  in 
company  with  another  TclTel  of  the  fame  defcrip^oa  with 
hexfclf,  captured  a  private  fhip  of  war  beloi^iiig  to 
Guernfey,  he  immediately  refolved  to  fail  in  queA  of 
iier.  fie  was  fortunate  enough  to  fall  in  with  the  efiefoy 
after  a  few  days  cruife,  and  captured  her  «n  excfaangiag 
two  or  three  broadfldes ;;  the  prize  proved  to  bo  the 
CouDtelTe  de  Noaifles,  belonging  to  Bourdeaux,  m^unlipg 
fourteen  guns,  ,^nd  having  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  men.  In  coDfequencG  .of  th«  gallantry  dU^ 
,  played  on  tiie  foj^going  oqcafions,  Mr.  Clements  was 
hrft  raifed  to  the  jank  of  commander  of  a  floqp,.aBd 
quickly  aftennrards  promoted  to  that  of  poll  captain  bciijg 
appainied  to  the  Afleon,  a  new  frigate  built  of  fir,  by  com- 
million  bearingdate  September  29,  1757.  He  remained 
in  this  fliip  till  the  fpring  of  (he  year  1759,  having  been 
next  promoted  to  the  Pallas,  a  frigate  of  thirty-fijt  guns, 
..  attached  to  the  6eet  then  employed  in  the  Channel,  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  He  diliinguifhed  him- 
felfcxceedinglyiivihe  month  of  July,  under  the  honotji-alile 
captain  Hervey,  afterwards  earl  of  Briftot,_  in  the'  auj^k 
orfuur  ihips,  under  Swedifli  colours,  laden  with,  can npn 
and  warlike  (lores  for  the  enemy's  fleet,  which  attempted 
to  get  imoBreft*. 

Towards  the  conclufion  of  this  year  he  was  ordered 
on  the  Irifh  ftation,  and  in  the  month  of  Febmary, 
1760,  again  rendered  himfelf  much  noticed,  with  ca^- 
tain  Elliot,  in  the  attack  and  capture  of  the  ImaU 
fquadrpn  commanded  by  the  celebrated  Thurot ;  ,^e 
-Blonde,  carrying  thirty-two  guns  and  tour  hundred  nien,

dements  contmued  in  the  lame  uiip  during  the  whde 
of  the  war,  bcieg  ordered,  before  the  concllifion  of  tbc 
then  current  year,  to  the  Mcdk«rranean,  where  he  re- 
■'Biained  till  theceflation  of  honHitics  took  place,  aiid  its  it 
appears  without  having  it  fortunately  in  his  power  to  add 
to  thafe  honours  he  had  alreaify  molt  defervedly  acquired* 
He  continued  cwtain  of  th«  Pallas,  and  remained,  we 
Ipelieve,  on  Ae  Mediterranean  ftation  till  the  end  of  the 
year  -1764,  when  he  returned  to  Plymouth,  and  m^s  paid 

AftH  ibistipK  we  do  not  find  him  afpin  employed  till 
the  year  1769,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Dorfet- 
(hire,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of  the  guardfhips  (lationed 
Bl  Porlfmomh.  He  retained  this  command  till  the 
end  of  the  year  177 1 ;  but  does  not  appear  to  have 
held  «ny  rubfeouent  cOitmillion  till  .the  end  oflhc  year 
1778,  when  lie  vnu  appointed  to  the  Vengeance,  of 
feventy-four  gutis,  in  which  Ihtp  he  was  prefent  at  the 
'engagertient  with  D'Orrilliers,  off  Ufhant,  and  had 
twenty-two  nwn  killed  and  wounded.  He  continued  in 
the  Vengeance  during  a  few  months  only  after  this  time* 
und,  after  he  quitted  it,  docs  not  appear  to  have  accepted 
of  Bny^rommand.  This  gentleman  feems  to  havft  been 
Hther  hardly  treated,  not  having,  when  he  became  in  due 
eourfc  of  (eniority  on  the  lift,  of  captains,  fairly  entitled  . 
to  fuch  a  dillinaion,  been  promoted  to  the  rank  ctf  a 
-fiag-eiScer  even  on  the  fuperannuated  lift.  A  mottbo 
of  enquiry  relative  to  naval  promotions  having,  how- 
ever, been  dflerwards  made  in  the  houfe  of  commons, 
Ve  find  him,  in  common  with  fome  others  who  bad 
experienced  the  fame  injurious  and  infulfing  treatment, 
-fajfcd  to  the  rank  of  a  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated 
lift.  This  aAianctrnfnt  took  place,  we  believe,  in  the  year 
-1790,  and  was  from  its  nature  all  the  diftin^iion  in  Jer- 
'tke  he-cvei  lived  to-obtain.    Hedied,  We  believe,  in  the

Febhmy,  I7571  be  was  pitHnoted  to  the  rapk  of  poft-' 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Grafton>  He  remaineil 
but  a  veiv  ikon  time  in  this  Ihip,  to  which,  indeed,  he 
was,  in  all  probability,  appointed  merely  for  the  parpoft 
of  givlnghimnink  at  a  poft-captain.  About  March  1760, 
he  was  niadc  captaia  of  the  Emerald,  of  thirty-four  guns, 
but,al  in  the  former  inftance,remaincdin  that  vclTel  aveiy 
fliort  time  only*  He  does  not  appear  to  luve  held  any  othtv 
command,  either  dtiring  the  war'or  after  its  conclufion, 
except  that  of  the  .Miiford,  of  twenty-eight  gUns,  tp' 
which  Ihip  he  is  &id  to  liave  been  appranted  in  1766, 
but  ih  which  alfo  be  certainly  did  not  long  remain.  In 
1771  he  was  chofen  lepreiimtative  in  parliament  for  the 
IDwn  of  MoBlgomcry^  but  vacated  his  feat  in  1772. 
Having  been  fo  lilt]c  connected  with  the  fervice,  he  was 
not,  in  coutfe  of  fenlority,  raifed  to  the  rank  of  a  flag- 
oiEcei;,  which  together  with  his  long  retirement  from 
fcrrice,  is  not  to. foe  imputed  to  the  fmalteft  impropriety 
cither  of  fentimenE  or  condufl,  but  merely  to  his  very 
infirm  Hate  of  his  healtbt  he  having,  for  a  conijder«b)C 
nua^r  of  years,  laboured  under  the  fevercft  reiterated 
attacks  of  ae  gout;  a  diforder  that  in  the  .end  occa- 
riORcd  his  death,  which  happened  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1796,  at  his  ibat  at  Chart  Park,  near  Dorking,  Surry. 
A  Awrt  mcmoianduni,  given'  in  a  periodical  publicalionf 
briefly  and  modeAly,  llatcs,  that  he  died  uniwrfally  la- 
loeated  ;  to  the  truth  gf  which  aflertion  all  perfons  who 
were  honoured  with  his  acquaintance  bore  ample  tefli- 
mony.  Thon^  fb  extremely  initrm  he  was,  even  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  by  no  mesni  an  aged  man,  being 
■onlr  in  his  ftxty-fifth  year. 

CRAIG,  Robert, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tetumt  on  the  a^th  of  February,  1740-1,  and  to  that  of 
commander  of  a  iloop  of  war  on  the  a^d  of  June,  1746. 
We  have  00  oilier  iiubrmation  cMKCming  him  previous 
to  his  promotion  on  tbe4lh  of  January,  1757,  tobc 
captain  of  die  Solcbay,  of  twenty  guns.  In  t^s  vefltl, 
which  appears  40  have  been  etsployed  principally  as« 
craifer,  captnn  Craig  continued  till  the  eftfuing  year, 
tvfacn,  in  the  month  of  May,  he  had  the  misfortune  to 
be  grievoufly  wounded  by  a  muflcet-ball  in  the  throat, 
in  an  engagement  with  a  French  privateer.  This  un* 
lucky 
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lutky  accident  we  believe  to  have  occaiioned  his  retirtf* 
jnent  from  the  ferrice,  as  his  name  doe^  not  again  occur 
as  holding  stay  comnuind.  He  died  in  thccourfe  of  the 
year  1769. 

ELLIOT,  John,— is  the  defcendant  of  a  veiry  anciuit 
.and  honourable  family  in  North  Britain,  but  the  firfl  infOT- 
mation.  v/t  have  concerning  him  in  the  line  of  feivice 
is,  that  he  was  promoted,  on  the  5th  of  Aprilj  1757,  to 
.be  captain  of  the  Royal  William  ;  we  bclievs  him,-how'- 
ever,  to  .have  retained  this  command  but  a  very  litde 
.time,  and  after  his  quitting  it,  he  appears  to  have  Con» 
tinued  duribg  a  fbort  period  out  of  commiffion.  In  th& 
courfe  of  the  year  1758,  he  was  appointed  to  the^olusja 
iiigate,  catrying  ihirt)--two  guns,  then  newly  launched. 
.On  the  fifteenth  of  March,  1759,  he  had  the  good 
fortune  to  capture  the  Mignonc,  a  fmall  French  frigate, 
carrying  twenty  guns  and  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
men,  after  afmarta£lionof  no  long  duration,  in  which  the 
captain,  the  chevalier  de.Tianfanville,  and  a  confidcrable 
-number  of  men  were  killed,  the  fecond  captain  loft  his 
thigh,  and  twenty-five  of  the  crew  werewoonded  ;  while 
the  lofs  fjiftained  by. the  .£oIus  was  no  more  than  one 
.or  two  men  woimded.  Early  in  the  year  1760  weiind 
.him  employed  on  thp  Iriih  Itation.  He  -.was  lying  at 
.Kinfalc,  on  the  24th  of  February,  having  in  company 
with  him  the  Pallas  and  Biilliam,  of  thirty-fix  gims 
.each}  when  he  received  information  :  from 'the  lord- 
lieutenant  of  Ireland,  that  Thurot's  fquadron  was  then 
off  Carrickfergus ;  he  immediately  ufed  the  utmoll  di^ 
patch  in  getting  out.  to  ifeaV  and  was  fo  expeditious 
when  out,  that,  on  the  twenty-iixth,  he  was  offCarrick- 
fergus  himfelf.  ■      ■  ,  . 

The  weather  proving  .tempeduous,  and  the  wind  con- 
trary, the  Britilh  ihipa  could  not  get  in,  but  capuin 
Elliot  having  procured  intelligence  of  the  courfe  Hecred 

*  Ic  hu  b«en  reported  to  ut,  we  believe  on  good  autborii^,  ih« 
,at  the  time  ibe  expreli  arrived  to  capiaia  &lliai,  vriih  intelligence 
that  liic  enemy  wuoD,ibe  coaft;  oneot  ibe  frigatci,  «c  believe  tha 
Pallas,  wa)  lying  with  her  forc-top-mafl  fpning;  but  fucb  wai  tlte 
'  expedition  ufed  that  tbe  yard  wai'fo't  down,  the  top-mall  wai  llrippcd, 
'•irefli  one  np,  tad  the  yard  actoG  id  three  qmrteiiof  a  boar. 
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by  the  enemy;  He  direSed  his  purfuit  accwdiagly,  and 
was  ferldnatc  enough  to  difcovtr  them  at  four  o'clock 
•Ha  the  morning  of  the  aSth  ;  a  chace  was  immediately 
(»)inmenced,  and  with  fuch  fucccfs  that  about  nine  Mr. 
£ttiut  himfelf  brought  Mi,  Thurot,'in  the  Belleifle,  of 
forty-four  guns,  to  adion.  In  a  few  minutes  afterwarda 
the  engagement  became  general,  and  the  French  commo- 
dore himfelf  being  killed,  after  it  had  continued  with  much 
brifknefs  for  an  hour  and  an  half,  the  BelleiHe  llnick 
her  colours,  immediately  after  which  he^  two  companions 
'  followed  her  example.  The  lofs  fuflained  by  the  enemy 
.  "WM  very  confiderable,  it  amounted  to  upwards  of  three 
'hundred  men  killed  and  wounded,  including  the  brave 
Thurot  himfelf,  and  feveral  of  (he  principal  officers, 
while  the  numbers  killed  and  wounded  amounted,  in  all 
riie  Britifh  (hips  together,  to  no  more  than  five  killed, 
four  in  the  £olus  alo'nc,*and  tliirty-one  wounded. 

The  BelleiDe  loll  her  boltfprit,  mizen  mail,  and  main 
yard,  ihe  fore  and  main>maft  alfo  were  fo  much  damaged, 
as  well  as  the  hull,  that  it  was  with  the  utmofl  difficult/ 
the  thtp  was  carried  into  Ramfey-bay,  and  prevented  from 
foundering.  Such,  however,  was  the  expedition  ufed  in 
tefitting  the  prizes,  that  on  the  loth  of  March,  captain 
£lliot,  together  with  them  and  his  fquadron,  got  into 
Kinfale  *,  and  from  thence  proceeded  to  Spithead,  where 
he  arrived  on  the  a6th.  He  was  prefented  to  his  ma- 
jefty  and  mod  gracioufly  received,  bcmg  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  on  a  cruize,  off  the  coafl  of  France. 
He  again  difUnguifhed  himfelf  exceedingly  in  the  month 
of  May,  by  cutting  out  a  French  brig,  laJen  with  navat 
ftores,  from  under  a  French  battery  of  very  confiderable . 
fifength,  on  the  illand  of  Belleifle.  Immediately  on  his 
return  into  port  he  was  appointed  to  the  Uofpon,  of 
forty  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Sound,  as  convoy  to  the 
outward-bound  Baltic  trade.  He  remained,  however,  in 
this  fhip  but  a  very  (hort  time,  probably  no  longer  than 
vhile  Ihe  ^olus  was  under  repair,  as  wc  find  him',  early 
in  (he  enfuing  year,  1 761,  to  have  commanded  that  frigate,

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which  was  tbon  employcfl  as  %  chiiAt  in  the  BaJ*  of 
Kfcay.  H«  is  no  oiherwifc  mentioned  while  thus  oc- 
cupied, than  as  having  captured,  off  Ca|ie  FiniAerre,  on 
thc;a3daf  March,  a  French  privateer,  calkd  the  Caf' 
nival,  carrying  four,  camage-guns,  and  Gxty-twt  mco- 
Captain  Elliot  proceeded  with  his  prize  to  pithead,  luid 
ms  promoted,  on  his  arrival,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Chicheller,  a.  ihifd  rate,  of  TcveRty  guns.  In  this  (hip 
he  continued  ^ring  the  remainder  of  the  war,  and  to- 
wards  its  concturion  was  ordered  \o  the  MediteiraneaDr  ' 
■(rtere,  for  reafons  aheady  repeatedly  given,  he  had  oo 

■  farther  opportunity  of  particularly  djflinguifliing  himfclf. 
In  (he  year  1763  he  was  comaiiilioiied  to  theBellona,  of 
Aventy-four  guns,  and  it  is  faid  proceeijed  in  that  fhip 
to  the  Eafl  Indies. ,  He  muA,  however,  have  leturoea 
iKry  rpeedily  from  thence,  as  vrc  hnd  him,  in  1764)  at 
Plymouth  in  the  fame  ftiip.         * 

In  1767  he  is  faid  to  have  commanded  s  6fth  rate,  but 
we  have  been  unable  to  difcover  its  name  or  flation,  aod 
Tcry  much  daibt  the  fad*.  On  the  afith  of  SepteDiher, 
1770,  he  was  appointed  captain  of  the  Porllana,  of  fifty 
guns,  but  continued  in  that  ihip  no  longer  than  the 
enfuing  year,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  received. 
SBV  fubfequent  commilTion  till  1777,  when  he  was 
»>poinicd  to  the  Trident,  of  fixty-fonr  gnns.     In  thli 

.  (fiip't  he  fiilerf  for  America^  in  1778,  having  as  paf. 
Angers  wtth  him  the  carl  of  Carlifle,;  Mr.  £len,  and 
govemdr  Johnfon,  who  were  fent  thither  as  t^omdliffioaefs 
to  treat  and. agree  on  the  means  of  ficttHng  thedtfputa^

fubrequem  to  hts  return  till  towards  the  end  of  tht 
yoar  1779,  whet>  having  been  appointed^  as  a  private 
captain,  to  the  Edgar,  of  fevenJy-tbur  guns,  a  (hip  newlf 
laiKched,  he  accompaniei)  lir  George  Rodney,  in  the 
month  (rf  December,  on  hit  foitunate  expediltun,  under*  ' 
taken  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.-  He  appears  to  hav« 
borne  a  very  confideruble  Ihaxe  in  the  defeat  and  capttiir« 
of  Langara's  fquadroD,  the  Edgar  having  had  twenty-lis 
n)en  Icilled  and  wounded  *  4  an  heavier  lofs  than  was  fuC* 
tairKd  by  any  Ihip  in  the  fleet,  except  the  Monarch  and 
pefcncB.  When  the  fleet,  reiurned,  Mr.  Elliot  wa^  left 
at  Gibraltar  with  the  £dg%r,  as  commanding  officer  at 
that  port,  it  having  been  thought  that  a  fhip  of  hc^  latn 
in  addition  to  the  qaval  force  which  had  been  previoUfly 
•mployed  on  the  fame  fervice,  might  afford  confiderabls 
afliilance  To  the  befieged  garrifon.  This  fuppofition 
proving,  however,  {bon  afterwards,  to  be  ill-foundad,  and 
the  coatinuancc  (here  rri"  fo  capital  a  Ihip  rendered  dan^ 
gcrous,  bv  the  reiterated  attacks  of  the  Spanifh  gun  boats, 
capuiii  Elliot  returned  to  England  wilh  the  Edgaj,  and 
fervcd  during  the  greater  part  of  the  cemainder  of  ths

«iodor»,  continuing,  except  zt  a  few  ftort  intervals,  oa 
'boafd  the  Edgar,  till  the  mouth  of  June  17^2^.  Ha 
the»  removed  into  the  Romney,  of  fifty  guns,  and  aftec 
'fecving  under  lord  Howe  for  a  uiortcruifeintheChaniitdf 
icmained  qq  the  home  flation,  when  the  main  fleet  pro* 
ceeded  to.  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  No  evenn,  however* 
in  any  degree  confequential  took  place  durias  the  coa-

armaoUnt  was  confequcntly  countermanded  on  tTie  ettlH 
juft  ntentioned  taking  place. 

Mr.  Elliot  held  no  command  from  this  time  till  thtf 
year  1786,  when  he  was  ap|>ointcd  governor  of  New- 
foundland; which  ftaiion  he  continued  to  hold  dilriiig 
the  time  ufually  allotted  to  that  appointment.  While  he 
held  it,  he  was,  on  the  a^-th  of  September,  1787,  advanced 
to  be  lear-admiral  of  the  red,  which  was  his  firft  rank  aa 
a  flag-officer.  On  the  21ft  of  February,  1790,  he  was  far- 
ther promoted  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue*,  as  he  was,  on 
the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  vice  of  the  white,  and  on 
the  12th  of  April,  1794,  to  be  vice  of  the  red;  on  tha 
16th  of  April,  1795,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  he  now 
holds,  as  admiral  of  the  blue,  but  owing  to  an  infirm 
ftate  of  health,  has  not  taken  upon  himTelf  any  farther 
command  as  a  flag-officer.  * 

FAULKNER,  Robert,— was  the  fon  of  the  unfortu- 
nate captain  Samuel  Faulkner,  who  was  drowned  in  the 
Viflory,  with  the  gallant  fir  John  Balchen  t:  Having  been , 
intended  from  his  earliefi  youth  for  the  fea  fcrvice  by  his 
father,  he  went  to  fea  when  very  young,  and  was  promot- 
ed to  be  a  lieutenant  on  the  5lh  of  Oftober,  T7+1.  We 
have  no  farther  information  concerning  bim  till  the 
year  fj^^,  when  we  believe  him  to  have  teen  lieutenant 
of  one  of  the  (hips  either  p re vioufly  employed  on  the  Me* 
diterranean  flation,  or  fent  thither  under  Air.  Byng,  and 
to  have  been,  foon  after  the  engagement  with  GalifToniere, 
promoted  to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war.  He  was 
afterwards  examined  as  one  of  the  witfieiTes  on  the  trial 
of  the  unfortunate  admiral,  on  which  occafiqn  fome  ae- 
counts  have  confounded  him  with  captain  Samuel  Faulk- 
ner, at  tftat  time  captain  of  thcWindforJ.  On  the  19th 
of  January,  1757,  the  trial  being  then  pending,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Marlborough,  of  90  guns ; 
a  command  we  believe  him  raifed  to,  merely  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  giving  him  rank,  he  having  quitted  that  ihip  al* 
moft  immediately  afterwards,  and  remained  for  a  fiiort 
lime  out  of  commiffion.  In  1760  he  commanded  the 
Mercury,  a  fixth  rate,  on  the  Weft  India  ftation.     Early

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in  the  enfuing  year  he  was  promoted  to  the  Bellona,  of 
.  feventy-four  guns,  and  being  ordered  on  a  cruife,  off  ths 
coafl  of  Trance,  in  company  with  the  Brilliant  frigate, 
commanded  by  caj)tain  Lo^e,  had  the  good  fortune,  on 
the  14th  of  AuguQ,  1761,  to  fail  in  with  the  Courageux, 
a  French  Ihip  of  war  carrying  feventy-four  guns,  and 
feven  hundred  men,  together  with  the  Malicieufe  and 
Herroione,  of  thirty-two  guns  each.  A  defpcrate  a£tion  * . 
iilmoft  immediately  commenced,  which  ended  in  the  fur- 
xendcrofthe  CouraKcux,  the  particulars  officially  given. 
Kre  eiLtremely  CQncife,  and  relate  merely  to  matters  of 
fad,  but  fevcral  very  intercfting  particulars  are  intirely 
omitted,  owing  to  the  modelt  matteniion  of  captain 
Faulkner.  The  crew  of  the  Courageux  out-numbered 
that  of  her  BritiOi  opponbnt  by  one  hundred  and  fif^ 
then ;  but  this  difparity  was,  perhaps,  more  thancompen-

Domingo  The  Brilliani  continued  to  engage  the  two  frigateij  at 
half  pail  feven  the  French  frigatei  bore  away,  and  oeidier  of  ourlhipi 
were  in  1  condiiion  to  purfue  them;  at  the  Time  limc  the  prize'* 
nain-maft  went  away.  We  found  oui  lower  rigging  much  eut,  ihe 
fore-maQ,  main-mall,  and  miio-iop-maft  mnch  tfaattered;  we  lofl  in 
the  aSion  lix  men,  and  had  iweniy-eigbt  wounded ;  At  enemy  had

%nal  from -the  commodore,  prepared  toattjrckthe  Brilr' 
Ijant,  and  the  remainder  of  me  ccmtcfi  was  left  en- 
tirely to  tbe  two  commanding  fhips ;  at  the  time  the 
mizen-maft  of  the  BeHona  tras  carried  away,  the  reft- of 
that  Blip's  rig^ng  was  fo  completely  deftfoyed  by  the' 
enemy's  fire'j  as  to  afford  a  very  probable  opporionity  for" 
Irerefcape;  to  prevent  this  captam  FaiiHrncr  immediatrly 
Tcfolved  to  board  his  amagonift,  but  tTieir  rehtive  fitna- 
tion  retideted  this  tneafure  Tinp  radii  cable,  except  the 
Bcliona  CoiiM  be  -wore  rourrd,  fo  (hat  flie  might  by  on" 
the  oppofile  quarter  of  the  Courageiix  ;  iheie  appeared- 
but  little  probability  that  captain  Faulkner  wonid,  owrng" 
to  the  ditabled  ftate  of  his  (hip,  be  able  to  carry  this 
meafure  into  execution  ;  in  farther  ppeventi on  rf  Hj  the 
pofition  of  the  Bellona  vras  extreirrefy  unfiivouralile,  fo' 
that  nothing  could  have  preierved  the  Briti(h'^ip  but  a' 
IKtniSeii  fiiperiority  of  judginejit  m  Iter  officers,,  and  4; 
|«romplitFU<le  ofAdion  in  hexcr^w  ;  the  haul-yards,  fhwasj 
aiid  greaferpan  of  .the  iHrming  rigging  were  deflroyed,- 
fo  that  tbc  fafety  of  the  (hip  depended,  in  2  great  meafure,' 
on  the  life  oF  her  ftuddjug  fails.  TTiefe  were  fo  triaoagetj. 
by  captain  Faulkner  and  his  maOer,  ihat,  with  an  a&i-^ 
vily  (carceiy  to  be  conceived,  the  BelJona  was  bmught  inC» 
the  defircd  pofnior,  the  aftion  was  reneveed' with  the' 
utmoft  fpirit  from  the  oppoliteguns,  and,  as  it  is  officially 
flated,  after  an  action  of  thirty-nine,  minutes  only,  from 
its  Hid  conunenoemcDt  10  its  concIu(k)ii,  ihc  enemy  fur- 
reodeMd. 

Mr.  Entick  makes  the  following  (hort  remark  on  the 
foregoing  adion,  and  adds  a  particular,  which  we  06  not 
othexwife  meet  with:  *'  The  defperate  fituatjon,"  faya 
he,  "  from  which  the  Euglifh  had  juft  recovered  their- 
own  fliip,  by  mere  dint  of  knowledge  and  dexterity,  made 
them  fcnfible,'  that  any  relaxation  or  delay  mi^ht  fooh 
prove  their  ruin  ;  there  was  no  tniRiiig'  to  '  the  (hips 
fvorkidg,  the;|  muft  dther  profit  by  tbeir^efent  politkui^ 
pr  be  carried  in  triumph  tnto  Franoo.     Thefe  icfle^ont • 

jKcelcrated  their  difcharges,  which  never  abated,  and  were

with  it.  The,  fides  of  the  Courageux  were  fliattereS 
and  torn  by  every  broadfidc,  and  her  decks  were  covered 
with  the  flain ;  yet,  as  if  thcfc  wretches  had  refolved  not 
(oftiTvive  thedifgraceof  theday,  fome  of  them,  by  firing 
a  ftot  from  the  lower  tie?  of  the  CourageuK,  after  their 
captain  had  furrendered,  and  the  Englilh,  having  left 
their  quarters,  were  congratulating  each  other  on  the  ftiC- 
eefs  of  the  day,  fo  provwced  the  conqaerorB  that  the'  fea- 
men  ran  to  their  quarters,  and,  without  orders,  polfredtws 
broaddd^  into  the  Frenchman,  which  obliged  che  impru- 
^nt  captives- to  call  for  quarter,  when  they  had  violated 
die  Iaw6  of  arms,  and  thereby  almoft  put  it  out  of  the 
power  of  the  viAorious  commander  to  fave  their  lives." 

The  difpariiy  of  tefsfuftained  by  the  two  (hips  was  almoA. 
incredible,  for  while,  at  may  be  fecn  by  cape.  Faulkner'J 
Ietter,-ih8t  of  the  Coiirageux,  in  killed  and  wounded,  waa 
ditee  hundred  and  thirty  men,  that  on  board  the  Bellon^ 
amounted  to  only  thirty-four.  About  half  an  hour  after 
the  enemy  furrendered,  her  main-maft  went  by  the  board, 
and  on  her  paffage  to  LiJbon  (he  narrowly  efcaped  being 
burnt,  by  a  calk  of  fpirituous  liquor  accidentally  fet  on 
(ire  from  the  centinel  having  carried  the  candle  tod 
near-the  bung;  twefftyof  the  prifoners,  hearing  the  alarm 
of  fire,  jumped  into  the  fea  and  perjOied.  The  Coiirageo< 
and  her  prize  being  refitted,  captain  Faulkner  retiirncd  Id 
England,  and  it  faid  to  have  afterwanls  proceeded  to  tha 
Weft  Indies,  as  captain  of  the  Meitiwy,  a  fixih  rate,  car- 
rying tweniy-ibur  guns.  In  this  fituation  nothing  mate- 
rial is  faid  concerning  him,  nor  does  he  appear  after  his 
return  to  England,  on  the  conclufion  of  holiilities,  to  hart 
taken  upon  him  any  command.  He  relided,  during  t 
confidersblc  part  of  the  remainder  of  his  life,  at  Batfi*, 
but  died  in  Frai\ce  on  the  9th  of  May,  1769. 

FORTESCUE,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rant 
of  lieutenant  in  the  navy,  November  124,    1744.  sn^

1745-6.  After  this  time  we  have  no  account  of  him  til} 
hii  appointment,  as  a  poft-captain,  to  the  Prince  f^ward, 
of  fony  euns^  his  commillion  for  which  {hip  horc  datef 
January  tne  4th,  1757.  His  firft  occupation  was  merdy 
that  of  a  crUifer,  in  which  he  appears  to  have  been  un- 
intereftingly  employed,  except  in  a  very  gallant  encountec 
wjih  a  French  Ihip  of  force,  of  which  the  following  ac- 
count is  given  in  a  letter  from  Briftnl,  dated  Aoguff  27, 
1757.  "  The  Prince  Edward  man  of  lyar  is  arrived  here 
toith  the  lofs  of  her  main  and  mizen-malts,  and  ver^ 
much  Ihattered,  having  had  an  engagemient,  on  the  241^1, 
with  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-fix  or  forty  guns,  tweniy- 
lix  leagues  to  the  weflward  of  Scilly,  latitude  foity-oino 
degrees  fifty-two  minutes,  which  was  renewed  the  next 
morning  and  continued  till  eleyen  o'clock,  when  tluj 
frigate  meered  off."  It  happened  unljickily  that  ihp  Pfincc  ' 
^ward  had  her  main  and  mizen-ma{ts  f)iot  away  ths 
firfl  broadfide,  and  co^ild  never  bring  ^ny  more  (hait  five 
fflins  to  bear  pn  the  Frenchman,  and  the  fe*  ran  fo  jligh 
ftiat  file  could  not  open  her  lower  ports,  ftie  had  tep  men 
filled  and  upwards  of  forty  woundefl",  fcvcral  of  them  ipor- 
tally.  No  farther  mention  is  made  of  hipi  till  the  end  of 
the  year  1758,  when  he  was  put  tinder  the  orders  of 
commodore  Keppel,  who  con^manded  the  expedition  fent 
put  agiunll  (joree.  ^Vhen  the  attack  took  place,  the: 
prince  Edward  was  prdered  to  coyer  tlie  Firedrake  bomb 
Icetch  froqi  the  fire  of  thp  citadel.  The  enemy  con- 
fidering  this  as  the  mofl  formidable  part  pf  the  attack,  di- 
fe£ted  their  belt  efforts  to  repel  il;  they  opened  a  tremend-, 
ous  fire  on  the  Prince  Edward,  and  with  ("rich  fuccefs  as 
pot  only  to  carry  away  her  flagitaff,  byt  alfo  blow  up  ai^ 
arm  ched.  This  lad  accident  having  nnivoidably  occa- 
floned  fome  confufion  on  board  the  Prince  Edwai^l,  th^ 
crew  were  tenable  to  return  tjie  fire  fo'brilkly  ^s  t(iey 
"fyould  otherwife  fiave  don?,  an^  >he  enemy,  taking  a<f- 
yantage  of  the  cjrcumftance,  redoubled  their  exertions,  and

the  prince  fidward.  This  aflillaDce  vm,  however,  fruf- 
trated  for  fome  titnci  by  the  difficulty  the  NalT^u  met  wit^ 
in  ^earingr  captaip  Fortefctfc  yns  ^t  hill,  however,  brought 
off,  after  having,  upon  the  whole,  fullained  ^  lofs  extremely 
frivfal,  vrhen  fomparet)  with  the  weight  and  magnitude 
of  the  attaclf. 

paptain  |<'ortercue  having,  on  the  foregoing  occsfion, 
fwhaved  with  the  utmoft  pmdence  and  coolnefs,  as  well 
as  ^lantiy,  mis,  as  a  very  iufl  icward  for  his  conduA, 
promoted,  at  the  clofe  of  ttie  year,  after  his  return  to 
^ngland,  to  the  Hercules,  of  feventy-^^our  euns,  as  fuc- 
fietfor  to  captain  Porter,  who  had  been  wounded  in  an  ac* 
^<xi  with  the  Florilfant,  of  74  guns.  He  fprved  under  Gf 
Edward  [{airke,  and  was  prefent  at  the  memorable  dofeas 
pf  the  tnarquis  de  Conflans.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  was 
prdcTe4  to  the  Medjtenanean,  but  we  fcarcely  kt^ow 
whether  he  proceeded  thither,  having,  at  the  very  com* 
menceo^ent  ot  1761,  being  appointed  to  the  Hero,  of 
leycnty-four  guns  *,  2  (hip  then  coijiloycd  in  cruifing 
off  the  Frencli  copft.  In  the.  beginning  of  the  montn 
of  April,  Having' the  Veous  frigate  in  company,  he  hatt 
^e  good  fortune  to  fall  in  with,  and  capture  a  very  larn 
French  Eatl-Jndi^.  fltip,  called  the  fiertin,  pierced  ^ 
fxty-four  guns,  but  mounting  only  twenty-cight,  with  a 
crew  of  three  hundred  unii  fifty-three  men,  bound  frooi 
L'Qrient  to  the  IQeof  France.  This  capture  was  of  matc-r 
rial  injury  to  the  concerns  of  the  enemy's  Eall-India  com- 
f  any,  the  Ihip  being  laden  with  naval  (tores  and  ordnance, 
lodependant  qf  a  conlitlerable  quafitity  of  valuable  mer- 
f:handife,  and  twe nty- four  thou fand  dollars.  Finding,  on 
taking  poffedion  of  the  prize,  that  ihe  had  quitted  port

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five  days  before  pii\y,in  company  with  the  Valiant,a  ftiji 
C^tke  fame  fitc'and-foTc'c;  and  the  Fitfrfie  frigate,  captain  . 
Fortcfcue  /ent  the  VcHus  to  attend  ilie'  Bertin  itito  port, 
and  itiadefeH  inpurfiiitdf  liet  rwoconforts;  he  was  not, 
ho*e«r,  fbrtunate'  enough  to  add  to  hrs-former  fucccfs. . 
After  ■his  quvtting  the  Htro  we  hav?  -becii  utiable  to  dif- 
tover  wha1-,fliip  he  commanded,  thtnirfi  he  is'faidlohavc 
cofltmued  in 'coinmiffioti  as  captain  «a  third  rate  during 
Hie  remainder  of  ^hc  war.    ;  ■ 

AftCT  its  conclufion  he  does'  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  commiffion,  nor  h^ve  we  any  farther  patliculars  con- 
cerning him,  exc^t'diat'he  died  at'  Bath,  in  ^e- year 

HARRISON, 'niontas,-.was  the  ftn  ofihe  gallant 
idmit^l  Henry  Harri'fonj  of  whom  an  a«;otmt  has  beeij 
already  given  *.  He  Was  appointed  aJiKrtenant  in  the- 
nary  oil  the  3d  of  .December,  1747,  but  after  this  time  . 
we  nave  no  information  concerning  hrm,  trll  hispromotioQ 
en  the,  i7tfc  of  January,'  1757,  from  the  Gftef  ftoop  of 
war,  vfhich-  he  then  _c6nirtiarafed,tt)  ^i  captain  of  thd 
Greyhound -frigate,  a  vefiel  either  at  that'time-under'orderS 
for,  or  which  was  Jmiiiediately  afterwards. employed  on^ 
tke. Mcdhef ranean  ftatron.  While  he  ctontinued  in  this 
Blip  we  do  not  find  any' particular  mention,  made  of  him;. 
but  havirtg  returned  to  England,  ?nd'beeH,  eariy  InthS 
entVijng  year,  promoted  to'  the'VetniS,  a  irigatt  juft  built 
«n  a  liew  and  improvwJ  ctrnftruftion,  he  immediatelj 
afterwards  became  remarkably  conJjpicnous  .on  account  m 
*he  number  of  prizes  captured  ty  Hi  mfelf  Singly,  or  in 
confort  with  t>ther -fhjps.  In  the  month  of  May  1759, 
being'in  company  with  captain  Lockartpn  the  Cnali)am, 
aiid  taptain  Colby,  tn  tTie  Thames,  they  fell'  in  with  a 
Frsnch  ftigaTe,  called  the  Arethufa,  mounting  thirty-two 
guns,  and  commanded  by  the  marquis  de  VSudreuil,  thic 
enemy's  Ihip  loft  her  lop-mafts,,  after  3  chace  of  tw^ 
holirs,  and  the  ITiames  was  confequently  enabled  to  get 
up  and  engage  her.  She  did  not,  however,  furrcnder  till 
the  Venus  came  up  alfo,  and  laked  her  i  in  this  trivial 
cncoHRtcr  the  Venus  had  no  more  than' frveineHWDundcdi 
C^ain  Harrifonwasaltervraids,  duiijlg  the  item&iB^rof 
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flit  year,  flarioncd  under  comomdore  DirfF,  rfF  tlie  cotft 
<rf  France.  The  particulars  relatire  to  tliij  fcrvice  we 
|i3TC  alTeady  had  repeated  occafions  to  emimeTatc, 

Dnring'thc  year  1760  no'particBlar  mcrrtic»h  is  mafle  of 
Km,  hat  veryeariy  in  i^ot*,  he  diftinguiflied  himfeff  . 
verytiotaHIy  in  an  cngagemeirt  wi AthcBniire,  aTcniattably^' 
fine  French  frigato,  carrying  ihirty-twognns,  and  three' 
bonttrcd  and  fixtecn  liiea.  The  Juno,  cmnmaBded  by 
captain  FhiHps  Towry,  was  then  in  company,  but  the 
Venus,  having  a  very  great  ■fupCTioriiy  in  pohit  of  failrng,. 
catxic  np  wittti'hc  memy  and  engaged  her  far  two  hours 
before  the  Juno  couH  get  within  gun-fhot;  qs  foon  as 
ever  that  was  ihc  cafe,  the  Brune  fmrendered.  The 
Veinis  had,  ofi  this  occafiou,,  four  men  killed  and  cigtiiwa 
ironnded,  amongthe  htterare  to  be  icckohed  captain  Har- 
rifon  ■himftlF,  his  fii'ft  'iicutenam,  and  Tnalter,  The 
enemy's  ihip  had  firffcredftr  more  cbnfideraWy,  havdng! 
had  nineteen  perfons  kilTed,  and  thirty-nine  wouiidod.'- 
Ihe  Venus,  four  days  afterwards,  when  on  her  rctiira" 
into  port  with  the  prize,  captured  a  fmall  French  priva*' 
teer,  carrying  twelve  carriage  jnd  fwivct  guns,  with  a" 
crew  of  rhirly-nine  ,men.  As  foon  3s  the  Oiip  was  re- 
fitted captain  Harrifon  relumed  to  his  ftation,  but  appears' 
t6  harve  had  no  farther  fuccefs  during  ftie  remainder  of 
the  year,  eicepl  the  caprnrc  of  a  fmall  privateer,  belong- 
ing 10  Bayonjic,  called  the  Limii  Carrying  fix  carriage  and' 
twelve  fwivel  ^iins,  witba  crtfw  of  eighty-five  men,  which 
captain  Harrifon  fell  in  with  on'  the  lixth  of  April.  He' 
had  been,  four  days  pr'evious  to  this  fuccefs,  prefent 
with  captain  Fortefcue,  in  the  Hero,  at  the  capture  of 
the  Bertiu,  as  has  been  juft  now  related  in  onr. account 
of  tlK  gentleman  laft  tnentiqned.  In  the  beginning  of 
January  1762,  he  brought  intb  Flymrjuth  a  French  Eaft 
india  (hip,  from  the  lile  of  France,  called  "the  Boulogne, 
ladeq  with  coifee  and  pepper.;  the  enemy  made  a  nin- 
ilmg'fight  of  an  hour's  ■contuurance,  during  which  ftie  had 
fcven  men  killed  aix!  twenty  wounded. 

Reluming  to  Tiis  flitijon  itnmediately  after^te,  he. 
captured,  on  the  ibth  of  February,  off  -Cape.  Ortugal

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a  Frencfa  privxteer,  belonging-,  to  Bayonne,  called  ths. 
Creole,  carrying  eight  four  pounders  suid  84.  men ;  fnHq 
the  peribns  on  board  which  (hip  Tome  very  confequentUl 
information  was  derived,  as  to  the  meafures  intended  to  be 
taken  by  the  enemy  in  the  profeaition  of  the  war.  In- 
tbe  month  of  March  he  captured,  and  brought  iato  Ply- 
mouth, the  Lovely  Jofephi  a  Spanifh  privateer,  carrying 
twelve  guns  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  men,  the  finf 
fliip  of  force  taken  from  the  Spaniards  after  the  corn- 
ntencemenl  of  hoftilities ;  captain  Harrifon  alfo  brought 
in  with  him  a  French  (hip,  which  he  had  taken  on  oer 
pafTage  to  St.  Domingo,  aitd  two  Englifh  vdTels  which 
lie  met  with  at  fea,  delcrled  by  their  ci^w^*.  On  the  ill, 
ci  the  enfuing  month  h^||Mtured,  o^  the  Lizard,  a 
French  privateer,  called  u^miquelet,  carrying  fourteen 
fix  and  four  pounders,  with  a  crew  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-fix  men,  as  he  foon  afterwards  did  the  S^nora  de 
Begonia,  a  Spanilh  privateer,  carrying  fixteen  carriage, 
twenty  fwtveVfiuns,  and  otfc  hundred  and  ninety-five  men. 
Captain  Hacrifon  continued  to  command  the  Venus 
during  the  reoiainder  of  tU|  war,  but  is  not  mentioned, 
farther  than  what  we  mnb  llated.  On  the  approach 
of  peace  he  was  ordered  ra^tte  Weft  Indies,  but  istumed 
from  thence  in  fome  other  Ih^as  a  paHengcf,  ana  on  hia 
lurival  in  England  was  ^po^kid  to  the  Centurion,  Itf^ 
tfits  Qilp  he  immediately  proceeded  for  the  Mediterranean, 
having  his  royal  hlghnersEdwardtithe  late  duke  of  York, 
<Hi  hoard  as  a  paflenger ;  and  while  abfent  on  the.  fame 
fiatlon  was  inflrufied  to  demand  an  apology  from  the 
Dey  of  Algier,  for  fome  outrage  or  Infult  committed  by 
his  people  ;  after  his  return  he  never  held  any  commifGon, 
but  died  in  England  on  the  ift  of  February,  1768. 

HOTHAM,  William,  Lord,— was,  on  the  17th  of 
Augu[t,  1757,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Gibraltar,  . 
■which  Is  the  nrft  Information  we  have  concerning  hin>. 
Early  In  the  enfuing  ye^r  he  was  promoted  to  the  Me* 
lampe,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  a  frigate  employed  as  a  cruifer. 
He  diftjiiguilhed  .htmfelf  exceedingly  oi)  the  z8th  of 
March,  1759,  in  a(i  aflion  with  the  Danae,  a  very  largei 
-J    - 

*  In  ihc  atontli'  of  Apr!],  la  iljit  year,  Mn.  Harriron  $ed, 
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Freodi  fidgatej  canyine  foity  guh«  and  tTiree  hundred  «nd 
dnm  men.  The  Mcumpei  King  conltdei^Uy  ahead  of 
die  Southampton,  which  was  in  company  with  her« 
btou^t  the  enemy  to  clofe  aftion,  In  which  the  Danao 
had  upwards  of  twenty  men  kilted  and  as  many  wtitinded 
before  the  Southampton  could  get  up.  The  united  efFbrts 
of  thefe  fliips  fotm  compelled  the  enemy  to  furrcnder, 
tliough  not  tillcapt.  Gikhrift,  who  commanded  the  Suutfa- 
amptcw,  was  dangwoufly  wounded,  as  already  ftated  y  the 
lofs  tm  board  the  Mdampe  amounted  to  <Mily  eight  meit 
lulled  and  twenty  wounded.  On  quitting  the  Melampe,  as 
captain  Hotliam  did  in  1761,  he  removed  into  the  ^c^us^ 
and  continued  to  be  employed,  during  the  remainder  of 
die  war,  as  a  cruifer  in  thc-Channel,  and  off  the  coafl  of 
France.  In  February,  176a,  he  captured  two  fmall 
French  privateers,  carrying  fix  guns  each,  belonging  la 
Bayonne,  one  of  them' called  the  Pierre  the  other  the 
E/perance,  the  former  of  which  had  a  crew  of  eighty,  the 
Other  of  lixty  men.  He  moreover  recaptured  a  valuable 
Ihip  from  Jamaica,  which  had  been  made  prize  of  by  the  ' 
enemy.  In  the  month  of  April  enfuing,  having  the 
Brilliant  frigate  in  company,  he  captured  two  other  fmaH 
privateers,  and  retook  a  Oiip  bound  from  Maryland  to 
LfOndon.  About  the  end  of  Augufl  1762,  he  drove  into 
the  bay  of  Aviles,  near  Cape  Ray,  two  lai^  Spanifh 
Weft-India  fliips,  and  ftanding  into  the  bay,  on  the  2d  of 
the  enfuing  month,  drove  both  of  them  on  fliore.  He 
came  to  anchor  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  to  bring  his  guns 
to  bear,  not  only  on  the  largeft  {hip,  which  was  laden 
with  hides  and  cocoa,  from  the  Caraccas,  and  of  one 
duHifaod  two  hundred  tons  burthen,  but  alfo  on  a  battery 
lituated  on  an  eminence,  by  the  fire  of  which  (he  was  pro- 
teded ;  after  a  brilk  out  fltorl  contell  the  enemy  abandoned 
both  the  Ihip  and  batterv,  neverthelefs  captain  Hotham 
on  taking  pofTeflion  of  his  prize  finding  her  bilged,  was 
cdtliged  to  fet  her  on-  fire.  Her  confort  got  afloat  during 
the  enfuing  night  and  unfortunately  made  her  efcape. 

As  a  recompence,  however,-for  this  difappointment, 
he  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture^  on  the  20th  of  the 
latne  month,  a  valuable,  (hip,  from  BoUrdeaux,  bound  to 
St.  Domingo,  called  the  Formidable,  which  he  fent  Into 
Plymoudi  i  two  days  afterwaidB  he  fell  in  with  a  French 
eonvoy. 
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foavt^,  confining  of  one  1%^  of  tib&  Urn,  Atet  fiigiiiti 
»ad  four  tnnfporUi  Which  captalQ  Hottum  vcty'  ^ofit-* 
oily  followed,  and  by  axteadiag  cnttcall)'  u>  his  otra 
politiDii,  as  well .  as  thu  ^  the  enen^,  contrived  to  kce^i 
fight  of  ihein  foi  tive,dR.ySi  without  bwiRging  hJoUGKlf  iMa 
jeopardvt  ia  hc^s  of  meeting  with  fome  Britilh  Dii^of 
war,  wnoTe  force  ought  cQahle.  tbem  to  attack  the  enemy 
with  a  profpe^  of  advantage.  None,  howevci^  baviog 
appeared,  and  being  »  ttat  lime  bejiDiKl  the  cruinng 
tfack,  Mr.  Hothan^  very  reluiQantly  ^itctng  ibctn  at 
the  time  limjied  fox  the  durados  of  his  cruife,  returned  to 
England. 

This  was  the  lafl  opporlunily  this  geatUinan  cOulJ 
poflibly  have  of  diftingui&ing  himfe^  duiijng  the  war, 
which  then  cxifled,  peace  having  taken  place  almoft  ijH- 
mediately  after  the  event  jtill  aow  A^led.  The  Mobia 
'  was,  itv  conC^quetLce,  put  out  c^f  commiffion  and  &P- 
mantled.  Captain  Hothaoi  is  faid  to  have  been  appoint* 
ed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1763,  to  the  Superb,  of 
levenly-four  guns,  one  of  the  giiardlhips  ftittiooed  at 
■  Plymouth.  If,  howeCer,  it  be  leally  a  fafl*  wliich  wo 
Tcry  much  doubt,  that  he  received  this  appointment,  he 
certainly  held  it  bui  a  very  fhorl  time,  nor  do  wefindbim 
again  mentioned  as  having  any  command  till  after  the 
commencement  of  the  difpute  with  (he  North  American 
colonics  in  1775,.  In  the  year  enfuing,  he  wasadvanced 
to  the  rank  of  commodores  and  having  hoifted  his  broad 
pendant  on  board  the  Prelton,  was  fent  out  to  America} 
fie  failed  from  Spilhead,  on  the  fctth  «f  May,  having 
under  his  convoy  a-Jiumefous  fleet  of  trapfports,  in  which 
were  embarked  a,  ftrong  corps  of  Hdflian  troops^  taken 
into  the  pay  of  Briiain,  and  a  detachment  of  the  guards. 
The  armaraent  reached  America  without  any  fioiflcr  ac- 
cident intervening ;  and  the  hjll  fervJce  in  which  he  apn 
pears  to  have  been  employed  was,  that  of  dire^ng  the' 
difembarkatiOn  of  the  army,  under  genera!  HoWe,  on 
Long  liiand. .  The  commodore  ftuftcdbis  pendant  about 
this  lime  into  the  Phcenis,  and  was  particukrly  occu- 
pied,  on  various  occafions,  in  the  fame  manner  ■We  ba« 
ju(l  feea  him,  that  is  to  fay,  in  forwarding  and  profecut* 
ing  the  operations  ^^  ftiovenvents  of  tbo  army.  He  is 
particulwly  diAinguiflied  by  the  geaecal,  is  his  official 
difpatchcs> 
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diipatche^  for  his  ajflivitjt  and  the  ^ceat&rvice-he.ren- 
deied  tbp  armyt.on  the  i2th  of  Oflpber,  at  thctiwe  (h^ 
Ucdiiig  on  Fcogs-neck  took  place,  which  Is  dtfcnbed,  b^ 
fir  Willi  am  Howe,  as  beiag  a  very  difficult  and  tiajtgeious 

'  iiidertaiing-  "  The  jjrefsnce  of  loid  Howe,",  fays  hs, 
'.'  the  aftiyity  of  comjnodDre  Hoihaoa,  moft  of  the  cap^ 
tains  of  the  tteet,  and  the  naval  officers  in  general,  werq 
JAJiniteiy  conducive  to  the  king's  fervice  in  this  diiEcijlt 
tpovemsnt.''  .    ,,. 

In  tha  month  of  December  he  was  detacned>  with  fic 
Peter  Parker,  to  cover  the  expedition  fefltagainlt  Rhod« 
Illand,  and  his  coudu^  on  tbis  occafion  received,  from 
fir  PcKr  Parker,  a  repetition  of  tbo/e  well  deferved,  en- 
conuums  ,which  baii  juft  beiorc  been,  be  Ha  wed  on  him  by 
Xocd  HowC'^nd  the  generaL  Soon  as  this  fervice  was  ex< 
ecuted,  the  commoifore  was  fent  fouthwatd  to  tlie  Chefa-. 

■  peak,  where  he  met  wjtlj  fome  fuccefs,  having  captured 
two'large  veflels,  one  Wen  with  tobacco,  the  other,  far 
more  confei^uential,  with  arms  ,aiul  ammunition,  from 
Nantz.  He  continued  to  the  fouthward,  occafionally 
cruifingofFthe  Delaware  and  Chefapeak-,  forthe  purpofe 
of  ilreightenii*  and  diftrefljng  the  American  commerce, 
till  ihe  eve-  of  lord  Howe's  departure  from  New  York,  ' 
with  the  greater  part  of  the  fleer,  as  convoy  to  the  ex- 
pCfi^on  projected  againii  Philadelphia. .  Mr.  Hothain 
W9S  then  recalled,  Ijiy  iiis  lordflup,  to  condud  the 
bufieefs  of  i^e  port  of  New  York,  during  his  abfence. 
"jf  be  tbsatre  of  war  beln^  in  a  great  meafure  remsved, 
lUiduQg  very  intercfling  could  be  expei^ed  to  take  place  j 
it  was  intendedr  indeed,  ihat  a  confidcrable  part  of  the 
tffoops,  left  under  the  orders  of  Cr  Henry  CUnton,  at 
New  York,  Oiould  proceed  ua  the  north  liver,  under  the 
^9tp&ion  of  a  number  ox  f^U  frigates  and  light 
neSels,  in  order  to  open  a,  conmiunication  with  the  army 
under  general  Burgoyne,  which  was  endeavouring  to  force 
its  way  to;Albany.  The  raeafure  was  carried  into  execution 
in  as  gr^t  an  extent  as  wa^  polCble.  Sir  J.  Wallace  being 
i^t  up  the  liver  with  £r  H.. Clinton  arid  three  thoufan^ 
iFOfmftonaed.aad  took  poflfjiion  of  the  forts  Montogeney 
4DdX«Ci  d^lkoyed  a,  boom  the  Americans  had  laid  at  an 
igimenfe  expence,  from  fort  Alont£omery  to  St.  Anthony's 
Nofcj  and  burnt  the  tgiwn  of  ^fopus.  As  it  was  found 
,    ;  -  impolfiblc 
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itapbSShle  to  ^enetrdte  farttie^,  the  antumenf  was  misf 
k  neceflitjr  of  ftfurnirig  to  New  Yort  j  and  the  fur^cnde^ 
bf  general  Bufgoyne,  thoiigh  then  iinkndwh,  at  the  ieif 
time  the  expedition  ^ras  proceedings  put  ah  end  to  zlf 
ferther  Operations  df  this  kind.  Sir  Heiiiy,  in  his  dif- 
fiatches,  mentions  Mu  Hoth^m  in  the  following  vcrf 
ndnourable  terms  >  "  the  conjniocforc  has  alHfted  me  by 
His  advice,  and  by  every  pothMe  cffoi-t." 

Nothing  very  materia]  took  place  after  this  time  iti 
which  Mr.  Hotham  nas  perfonuly  coiicemedi  till  after 
the  arrival  ofthetountd'Cming,  and  the  French  fquadroni 
off  New  York.  Having'  then  his  broad  pendant  on  boarif 
his  original  fhip,  the  Freflon  ;  he  accompanied  lord 
HoWe  on  his  expedition  for  the  intended  rtlicf  of  Rhode 
Iflf  nd,  kiid  though  no  general  encounter  took  place,  owing 
to  drcumft'dnces  already  related  in  our  account  6f  hid  ; 
lordfliip  *;  the  commodore  diltingpifbed  himfelf  in  ttiti 
moft  eminent  d^ree  in  a  fpiritcd  attack  on  the  Ton^nt,- 
1  French  (hip  of  war)  mounting  eighty-foui*  gtini.  lit 
juftice,  however,  to  the  enemy's  cotirage  and  condtifl,  it 
mull  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Tonant  had  fiiflaincd 
confiderable  damage  in  a  gale  of  wind  immediately  pre- 
cedingt  tvhich  had  carried  aWay  her  fote  and  nvi<en-mafts,- 
in  this  fituation  was  Ihe  when  the  commodore  fell  in  with 
her  during  the  night  of  the  ijth  of  Auguft.  He  imme^ 
diately  engaged  her,  and  the  conteft  bore  every  appearanctf 
of  the  mod  favourable  termination,  when  a  numberj  of 
French  Ihips  of  the  line  unfortunately  came  in  fight*  And 
compelled  him  to  confult  his  own  fafety  by  abandoning  the' 
prize  which,  but  for  this  events  he  was,  as  it  were,  in  the  aft 
of  feizing  on.  At  the  conclution  of  the  year  Mr.  Hotham 
was  detachfd  to  the  Weft  Indies,  as  commanding  officer 
of  a  fquadron  confilting  of  two  (hips  of  fixty-four  guns»' 
three  of  fifty,  and  the  carcafs  fiombketch,  having  under 
their  convoy  a  fleet  of  fifty-nine  tranfports,  in  which  vrere 
embarked  5,000  troops,  commanded  by  general  Grant,  and 
intcndcdaswellfor  the  reduction  of  any  of  the  French  fet- 
tlements  in  that  quarter,  that  might  be  found  afTailable,  sri 
the  prote£tion  of  thofe  which  belonged  10  Great  Britain, 
.  The  fleet  arrived  at  Barbadofcs  on  the  i  oth  of  Deeeii)ber,and 
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ifar>adnfir*l  Bamngton,  having  joined  Mr.  Hotham  with 
tbc  ibips  previouHy  under  his  orders  on  that  iUtion>  afTumed 
thecommandofthe  whole.  The  ^rft  operation  was  the  at- 
tack f^  the  idand  of  St.  Lucia,  in  whicn  we  find  the  cran-* 
nodore  occupied  in  tjie  fame  maimer  we  have  befort 
l!cn  him  with  To  much  credit  to  himfelf,  and  adraiuage  to 
biscouiAr]',  that  of  fuperintending  ilie  debarkation  of  the

On  the  l6th  of  April  following,  immediately  on  news 
of  the  fuccefs  juft  mentioned  arriving  in  England,  Mr. 
Gotham  was  advanced  10  be  admiral  of  the  blue  ;  nothing 
material  took  place  after  this  time  on  the  Mtditerranean 
ftillon,  till  the  month  of  July,  when  the  French  fleet, 
baviDgagainventured  tofea,  andchaced  iiito  St.  Ftoren^  - 
m  the  yih,  a  fmall  fquadron  which  had  been  detached  a 
few  days  before  under  commodore  now  lord  Nelfon.  The 
admiral,  whofe  hrll  information  of  the  enemy  being  oiit 
was  derived  from  that  accident,  immediately  put  to  fca, 
^ut  did  not  get  ftght  of  the  French  fieet  till  the  13th  *,

;  KEMPENFEL'r,  Richard,— was  the  fon  of  Heuten- 
_3nt-co!dnel  Kenipenfelf,  a  native  of  Sweden,  of  whom 
fuch  honourable  and  diAinguifiied  mention,  is  made  in 
the  ,Speflator,  under  the  fiSitiaus  charafler  of.  captain 
Sentry,  He  followed  the  fortunes  of  king  James  the 
Second)  but  was  afterwards  invited  to  England,  and  ac- 
cepted from  queen  Ann  a  coinmillion  in  her  fervice.  He 
died  in  the  reign  of  king 'George  the  Firft,  lieutenant- 
governor  of  Jerfey,  leaving  two  ions  and  two  daughters, 
none  of  whom  were  ever  married,  Mr.  Richard  Kem- 
pcnfelt  was  born  in  WeRminller,  and  having  entered  very 
.early  in  life  into  the  navy,  was,  on  the  14th  of  January, 
1740-1,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  but,  as  may

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years.  No  other  information  cojicemtng  him  has  come 
to  our  knowledge,  except  that,  on  the  27th  of  April',  1 75t>i 
he  fcrvcd  on  board  th^  Anfon  in  the  capacity  Jurf  re- 
lated. 

We  have  not  even  been  able,  to  learn  at  what  time  he 
■was  appointed  commander  of  a  (loop  of  war,  but  we  find 
him  to  have  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  port  captain, 
iind  commiflioned  to  the  Elizabeth,  of  fixty-four  gnns,  on 
the  17th  of  January,  1757,  as  captain  to  commodore 
Stevens,  who  bnil^ed  his  broad  pendant  on  board  that  (hip 
as  commander  of  a  fmall  fquadron  then  under  orders  for 
the  Eaft  Indies.  He  failed  thither  not  long  afterwards, 
and  diftingiiilhed  hiirfelf  fo  highly  in  the  cncotmter  with 
the  count  d' Ache, ,  in  the  month  of  April  1 758,  as  to  be . 
Very  particularly  commended  by  the  admiral  in  his  offi- 
cial difpatches.  Captain  Kempenfelt  removed  fome  time 
after  theeucounterjuft  mentioned  into  the  Qucenborough 
fiigate,  being  fent  to  convny  the  Revenge,  a  fliip  belong- 
ing to  the  Englith  Ealtrlndia  company,  into  Madrats, 
that  veflel,  together  with  the  'frigate,  having  on  board  a 
ftrong  detachment  of  colon  el"  Draper's  regiment,  under 
the  command  of  major  Monfon,  Their  arrival  wai 
critical,  and  their  fafety  contributed  very  coijfiderably  to 
the,  prcfervation  not  only  of 'Madrafsitfelf,  Wt,  .in  alt 
probability,  to  that  of  the  greater  part  oF'^Re  Britifll"  pof- 
teffions  in  India.  Madra^  v^as  then  clbfely  invefted  by  the' 
French  army,  underthe  count  Lally.;  but  this. reinforce- 
ment to  the  garrifon,  being  fandni  immediatriy  on  itl 
arrival,  ftnick  fuch  x  terrbr  into  the  bcfiegcrs  tn^  they' 
raifed  the  fiege  with  much  precipitatioh  before  day-lighl? 
the  next  morning,  blew  lip  their  powder-mills  irtd  march-! 
fed  off.  This  check  gave  fo  fiidden  an&  decilive  it  tun»Jtd 
jhe  irflereft  ofthe  enertiylas  to  enable  the  Bi^ttji,  whoft?

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■doiinl)  having  hcnfted  his  flag  on  board  the  Grafton,  of 
Cxty>cight  guns,  Mr.  Kempenfelt  removed  into  that  {hip 
M  hiB  captain,  and  fcrved  in  that  (lation  at  the  time  w 
the  thim,  and  final  encounter  with  the  count  d'Ache. ' 
After  the  d^artiue  of  adjpirai  Pocock  for  England,  the 
chief  command  of  coufle  devolved  on  Mr.  Stevens,  who 
having  removed  his  flag  into  the  Norfolk,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  Mr.  Keinpenfelt  accompanied  him  into  that  dip 
alfo,  and  continued  to  command  it  after  his  deaih.  Cap- 
Jain  Kempenfelt  was  afterwards  taken  by  Mr,  Corniiti* 
who  fucceedcd  to  the  chief  command,  to  be  his  captain, 
and  dUtinguiihed  himfelf  exceedingly  during  (he  fiege  of 
Manilla,  having  been  employed  on  many  important  fer* 
vices,  all  which  he  executed  with  the  higheft  credit  to  him4 
felf,  and  advantage  to  liis  country.  He  was,  in  particular, 
one  of  the  captains  towhom  the  debarkation  of  the  troop^ 
was  entruHed.  He  was  afterwards  fent  with  the  Norfolk, 
$eaford,  and  Seahorfe,  to  take  poflefHon  of  the  Port  of 
Cavitc  which  had  been  included  in  the  fame  capitulation 
'^ith  Manilla.  He  was  appointed,  by  lir  William  Draper, 
the  commander-ia-chicf  .of  ihe  land  forces,  to  act  as 
governor  of  that  place,  concerning  which  appointment 
the  following  honourable  mention  is  made  of  tiim  in  the 
general's  public  difpatches ; 

"  As  a  fraall  acknowlegement  of  the  great  fervices 
which  the  whole  army  had  received  from  captaiji  Kem* 
penfelt,  the  admiral's  captain,  I  begged  he  would  aft  at 
Cavitc  with  a  coinmiflion  as  governor  foriijs  majpfty,  be- 
in^  afTuted  (hat  no  one  could  difcharge  that  truft  with  more 
^onduit^and  abilitTes.".  t[eappears,Tiowev?r,  to  h;>vehel^ 
this  honamable  appointment  but  a  very  fliort  time. only,  b«- 
inc  fent  home  by  the  admiral  as  the  bearer  of  his  difpatchifs, 
'  09  wHct^  0|^(^on  he  is  alfo  mentioned  in  th?  handfomt^ 
ternis*.  Cagtaln  Kempenfelt  is  reported, to  h<i.ve:Tpt^)rnea 
to  India  aftfwards,  where  be  fefujaied  his  ftittidii.  as  cap- 
tain of  the  Norfolk,  on  board  which  fliip  Mr.  Cornifli 
bad.  his  Jag  iji  the  year,  1763.,,  Ijf  the  Mpviripg:  year

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«iid  of  die  year.  It  is  faid  of  him  -that,  "  after  the  peace, 
he  genenUy  fpent  a  part  of  the  year  in  France,  rot  is 
oleaTurablc  f  urfuits  hut  in  learch  of  piofellional  know- 
ledge, in  wKich,"  it  is  added,  "  if  he  did  not  excel,  it  ^ 
may  -vnth  truth  bc'  {Jud,  he  was  eijual  to  any  officer  ia 
Europe."  .    . 

In  the  year  1^70,  probably  on  account  of  the  ihenexi- 
pcfled  rupture  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkland  IHands, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Biickiogham,  of  feventy  guns. 
He  did  not,  however,  continue  long  in  tfiis  fhip,  having 

S|uitted  it  in  the  courle  of  the  year  177 1 .  Captain  Kempen- 
clt  does  DQt  appear  to  have  beta  any  fubfequent  com- 
milHon  till  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Alexander,  a  p^w.  third  rate,  mounting  74  guns.  Neither 
did  he  long, retain  this  Itatioor  b^ing,  m  the  enfuing  year, 
^pointed  firll  captain  (or  what  is  generally  called  captain 
<tf  the  fleeij  under  fir  Chailps  Hardy,  on  board  the  Vic- 
tory. On  the  26th  of  September  he  was  advanced  to  be 
'  rear-admiral  of  the  bjuc ;  but,  nevcrthltlers,  fcrved  un- 
interruptedly in  his  former  ftation  till  the  end  of  the  year 
J781,  under  fir  Charles  himfelf,  and  hisfuccelTors,  admiral 
deary  *  and  vicc-admiial  Dai^y,  m  our  account  c>f  whom 
the  principal  naval  events  which  took  place  during  th^ 
j>erIod  have  already  been  related. 

At  the  eud  of  the  year  1781,  ffill  continuing  on  board 
the  Viflory,  he  was  appoipted  to  command  a  Iquadron  of 
twelvefliipsof.theline,  oneof  50  guns,  and  fome4rigates, 
which  wsre  ordered  to  fea  for  the  purpofe  of  intercepting  ' 
a  French  fleet  faid  lobe  bound  to  the  Weftlndies,  of  fupe- 
jior  force,  and. intended  to  (irengthcn  that  already  there 
under  the  count  de  Grafle.  Mr.  Kempenfelt  fortunately  fell 
inwith  the  enemy,  but  unfortunately  alfo,foundthejt, num- 
bers far  exceeding  what  report  had  ftated  them  at,  they 
proving  to  .amount  tp.niaeteen  falLof  the  line,  and  twoof  6i}. 
g;uns,ariiie' en  flute,  j  nev.erth  clefs  having  a  profpefl  of  being 
able  to  pafs  between  tlie  enemy's  mips  of  war  aiid  their-

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convoy,  this  meattire  was  very  foirif  ediy  cOTrirf  into  exeai- 
tion,  in  confequence  of  which  fifteen  of  the  latter  were  taken 
and  ihrce  ov  four  funtj  a  very  mater  isl  Infs  to  the  cncmyi 
"tht  prizes  being 'laden'p'rincipaHy  with  naval  a'nd'iniHtary 
"ftores,  and  having  upwards  of  onr  thoufand' fpHiers  on 
board,  exclufive  of  their  proper  crews.  He  continnetf-in 
the  Viflory  till  after  the  general  change  of  miniftry  had 
taken  place  in  the  month  of  March  enfuing,  and- then 
removing  into  the  Royal  Geoi^e,'  ferved  as  a  flag  officer* 
in  the  fquadron  fent  to  fea-,  under  Mr.  Barr|ngton,  lo  ini 
tercept  the  French  fquadron  then  ready  to  fafl  from  Brcfti 
to  the  Eaft  Indies;  afid  ^afterwards  in  ihettai'n  orChinnd 
fleet  under  lord  Howe.  "  Tfieexcharige  was' extremely 
unfortunate  for  him,  for  after  a  Ihori  cniife,  unHiffin- 
guifhed  by  any  confequential  occurrence)  except  what  isre- 
Jaied  beneath  t ;  the  firip  having,  while  at  fea,  bccomfe  uji- 
ufually  leaky,  a  circumflance  rendered  more  alarming 
from  the  leak  not  having  diminithed  when  the  fliip  came 
to  Spithead,  an  order  was  given  for  her  to  be  properly  in* 
fpefled  and  repaired,  if  poflibic  without  coming  into 
harbour. 

On  Augull  ig,  at  fix  in  the  morning,  the  weather  being 
moderate,  the  bufinefsof  heeling  the  Royal  George  com- 
,menced,and  the  (hip, by  ten  was  got  into  a  proper  fimation 
.  for  difcovering  the  leak,  but  in  order  to  take  off  fomc  fur- 
ther (heets  of  copper  to  caulk  the  feams  properly,  flie  was 
ordered  to  be  lowered  another  ftreak.  Daring  this  ope- 
■ration  a  great  part  of  the  trew  were  at  dinner,  the  meifes 
having  been  jufl  fdrved  up,  when  the  fliip,  by  a  fudden 
.goft  c«  wind,  fell  on  one  fide,  and  the  lower  ports  being 
open  in  Order  to  run  out  the  guns,  flic'filleHin  abriut  eight 
minutes,  and  went  to  the  bottom  before  any  fignal  of 
diflrefs  cotild  be  rhade.  "'    -'      ^     '

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about  two  hiindVed  and  fifty  women  and  feveral  children, 
chiefly  belonging  to  the  feamen,  who  had  been  pentiitleij' 
(o  go  onbpard  when  t!ie  (hip  cart  anfc:bor,  at  Spithead,  and 
to  remain  there  tillthe  oider  for  faiiirig  arriTed.,'  The 
people  who  wcM  on  watch  on  tieck,  to  the  number  of 
two  hundred  and  thirty,  were  moIHy  faved  bj-  the  boatr. 
that  went  out  to  their  affiftance  ;  but  ihefc  were  delayed 
6>r  fome  little  time  by  the  fwell  occafioned  by  tbe  (inking 
of  fo  large  a  body,  which  imcft;  a  momentary  whirlpool  in 
the  water.  About  feventy  more  of  the  people  who  rofe 
after  the  (hip  difappeared  were  alfo  picked  up,  among 
whom  were  four  lieutenants,  eleven  women,  anclthe  re- 
mainder, ftamen  ;  upon  the  whole,  il  is  generally  fuppofed 
that  nine  hundred  people  fiitFered  by  thisdilafter. 

Thus  peri(hed  the  brave  but  unfortunate  admiral 
Kempcnfelt,  of  whom  we  (hall  fiibjoin  the  .following 
very  juft  and  fplendid  chiirafter,  felefled  from  the 
common  opinion  of  thofe  who  appear  to  have  kn()wa 
bioi!  "His  abjlities  were  univcrfslly  acknowledged  by 
all  the  nava!  powers,  and  he  was  properly  efteemed  as  brave 
and  able  a  fea  officer/  as  thii  6r  'any  other  nation  ever 
boafted  of."  His  cha rafter  in  private  life  rendered  him 
an  acquilition  to  every  man  who  had  the  happinefs  of  his 
acquaintance,  and  as  an  officer  it  will  be  remembered  as 
long  as  the"Eriti(h  navy  exKiis. 

As  too  warm  a  tribute  of  praife  cannot  be  offered  to 
the  memory  of  the  virtuous,  it  is  but  juftice  to  fay  (and 
it  is  faid  from  authority)  that  jhe  late  admiral  Kempen- 
felt's  merit!  as  an  oflTcer. were  very  con(iderably  height- 
'ened  by  his  deferts  -is  a  Chriitian  :  nor  was  he  lefs  re- 
garded for  his  ben«vrilence,  than  efteemcd  for  that  kind 
of  good  breeding,  by  which  a  man  of  fenfc  knows  how 
to  adapt  himfelf  to  the  three  degrees  of  charailerin  life'; 
viz.  hi$  iuperiors^  hit  equals,  and  thofe  who  arc  "below 
him,  .:  .  ■■.     '■ 

To  ibis  is  added,  in  one  of  theperiodical.pvblitation) 
(rf  the  time;  " Xhe unfortui)fttecircumftanceof hi^death 
fcems  to  have  been  the  only  in(lance  in  which  fortune  did 
oiot  favokirhini,  as,  till  then,  ail  his  adlo^&Hddrccl^n' 
-ed  with  fucccfs;  while  his  great  Gourase  ^Bnd  talAiH 
-fnioted  him  out  as  one  who^bidifair  to  Ihu^c'-afnoAg  the 
^jrft  of' nxvalifaetaes.  Jjc-^vts'ttie  youiigeftilag^offi^  ok 
<.  the 
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the  lift  at  tbt  time  of  hjs  decease.  "  But"  it  is'tiieir 
"  having  been  for  many  years  diftinguifhed  for  his  great 
fluU  in  manoeuvring  a  fleet,  an  extraordinary  promotioD 
was  made  for  the  purpol^  of  including  him." 

In  the  beginning  of  1783  vi  elegant  moiiument  was 
ereScd  in  the  church-yard  of  Portfea,  to  the  memory  <^ 
this  gentleman  and  his  fellow  fufferers.  The  moiuiment 
is  lofty,  in  a  pyramidal  form,  omamented  with  marino 
trophies,  arms,  urns,  &c.  j  in  an  oval  compartment,  upon 
the  upper  part  of  ihe  pyramidf  in  VUck  marble  and  golij 
letters  is  this  infcripcion: 

**  Reader,  with  folemn  thought,  furvey  this  grave, 
and  refleA  on  tlic  untimely  death  of  thy  teliow 
'  mortals;  and  whilfl,  as  a  man,  a  Briton,  and  a 
patriot,  thou  read'ft  the  melancholy  narrative, 
drop  a  tear  for  thy  country's  lofs." 

Uademeatb  is  the  following  infcriptiont 

"  On  the  Mthdayof  Auguft,  ijSa^hismaJcfty'* 
Ihip,  the  Royal  George,  beii^  on  the  heel  at 
Spithead,  everfet  and  funk,  by  which  ^tal  ac- 
cident about  nine  hundred  perfons  were  inftantly 
launched  into  eternity,  among  whom  was  that 
brave  and  experienced  officer  rear-admiral 
Kempenfelt,  Nine  days  after,  many  bodies  of 
the  unfortunate  floated,  thirty-five  of  whom 
were  interred  in  one  grave,  near  this  monument, 
which  is  ercifled  by  the  partlh  of  Portfea,  as 
»  grateful  tribute  to  the  memory  ot  thatgre^ijt 
.  commaader,  and  his  fellow  fufieiers." 

Upon  a  pedellal  in  gold  letters  is  this  epitaph: 

.  '*  rris  not  this  ftonc,  regretted  chief,  thy  name, 
Thy  worth,  and  merit  ihall  extend  thy  fame. 
.  firiliiant  atchievementb  have  thy  name  impred 
'In 'lading  chara^ers  oil' Albion's  breatt."

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family  of  Kennedy,  of  Carrlks.  This  ts  very  fiifficichtly 
prov«l  by  Mr.  Dou^ffl }  the  term  Kennedy  bciog  de- 
sivod  frooQ  the  Gallic  or  Celtic  word  Kean-na-ty,  which' 
item  fies  head  of  the  tioufet  or  chief  of  the  clan,  Mr. 
iCennedy  having  been  early  bred  to  the  fea,  was,  on  the 
16th  of  .Dccemhet-t  I744>  promoted  to  the  nnk  of  iieu- 
tttnant ;  but  ^ter  this  time,  we'  ■do  not  find  any  mentioB 
made  of  him,  till  his  advincemcnt  to  the  rank  of  poft- 
captain,'aHd  his  being  commiflioned,  on  the  4lh  of  Apiil, 
1757>  to  be  Captain  of  thir'Vefbl,  a,  fifth  rate ;  we  b^eve 
him  to  have  received  this -sppDiBtmeAt  merdyibr  the 
purpoCe  frequently  prai^iftd  .of  giviite  him  rank  as  a 
pdfVcaptxin,  and  that. he  quitted  the  Vedal  very  foon, 
if  not' immediuely  afterwards.  No  farther  mention 
is  raade'of  hioj  till  the  yew  1760,  when,  being  captain  of 
the  Fltmiwrough,  a  twenty  gun  fhip,  he  djflinguiflied 
faimfelf  in  a  mott  remarkable  jnd  gatiant  manner,  in 
company  wirh  ca^ain  Skiimer,  who  commanded  the' 
Biddeford,  alfo  a  twenty  gun  fhip,  by  engaging  and  de^ 
feating  two  French  frigates  of  nearly  double  their 
force  *.

mander-in-chief of  the  flotilla  employed  on  the  lakes. 
.The  diCTerent  veflels  which  were  deemed  neceffary,  as 
well  to  oppofe  the  naval  force  of  the  enemy,  as  to 
^rpteA  the  paOage  of  the  troops,  nere  all  conHrufl-Cd 
.under  his  fu  peri  n  ten  dance,  the  greater  part  of  them  at 
.Ticonderago.  Such  was  the  diligence  wiih  which  this 
fervice,  fo  efTential  to  the  fiiccefs  of  the  campaign,  was 
conduf^ed,  that  a  floop,  mounting  fixtecn  guns,  which  it 
was  dctertnined  In  council  to  conllru£t,  on  the  3d  of 
September  was  completed,  and  arrived  at  Crown  Pointt 
on  tlie  nth  of  O^ober,  The  naval  force  when  col- 
lefled,  confifted  of  the  iloop,  juft  mentioned,  called  th.t 
Mohawk,  a  brigantine  called  the  Mondaga,  mounting 
eighteen  fix,  and  four  pounders,  which  veflel  Mr.  Loriiig 
himfelf  commanded,  and  a  radeauX  mounting  fix  twenty 
four  pounders.  Under  the  protedion  of  thefe  veflels  the 
troops,  which  were  immediately  embarked  in  Battocs, 
proceeded  onward. 

Captain  Loring,  leaving  tiie  Radcaux  to  proteft  the 
Baltoes,  made  fail  ahead,  with  a  fair  wind,  in  purfuit  of 
the  enemy,  and  on  the  1 2th  had  fight  of  a  fchooner,  which  " 
was  the  commanding  vcfiel  of  their  flotilla.  The  brigan- 
tine and  floop  both  ran  a  ground  in  chace,  but  were  got  off 
without  damage,  and  in  the  courfe  of  the  enfuing  day  drove 
three  of  the  enemy's  veflejs,  which  were  floops  moupting 
eight  guns  each,  into  a  bay  on  the  Weftern  fliore ;  the  cr:ews 
(lefpairing  of  getf|i)g  clear,  funk  two  of  them,  and,  run- 
ning the  third  on  (hore,  tnade^their  cfcape.  That  which 
had  ran  a  ground  was  immediately  got  ofF,  and  the 
damage  (he  h&d  fiiftainfid  repaired  with  fuch  celerity, 
that  on  ih'e  i8th  flie  failed,  in.  company  with  captain 
Loring,  in  purfuit  of  the  fmall  remnant  to  which  the 
enemy's  naval  force  v/m  rtduced  by  the  foregoing  ad-

■  Nothing  materia!,  however,  was' effefled  during  ^ 
remainder  of  the  campaign.  The  troops  returned  im- 
mediati^Iy.toCrown  Point,  wherea  ctmftderable  force  was 
lUtioiHnii^duiing  the  ^winter,  and  captain  LorJng,  'vrho 
I    V  ■•  ■      :'■■  ■■  ■■  ■*»« 
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was  ordered  to  make  fuch  preparations  as  he  Ihoulcl 
think'  neceffary  for  the  fervicc  of  the  cnfuing  cam- 
paigR,  repaired  to  Niagara.  Operations  commenced- in 
the  month  of  July  1760,  the  firft  enteiprizc  was  the  at- 
tack of  a  ftrong  fort,  potTeiTed  by  the  enemy  on  the  Ifl? 
Royale,  on  which  occafion  there  appears,  from  the  terms 
made  ufe  of  by  the  general  in  his  difpatches,  to  have  bee« 
fbme  fmall  mifunderftanding  between  captain  Loring 
and  himfclf :  "  I  ordered  the  veiTcIs,"  fays  he,  "  to  fat! 
down  clofc  to  the  fort,  having  put  as  many  markfmen  oii 
board  each,  as  the  commanding  officers  chofe  to  have,  ii) 
order  to  keep  the  enemy  from  their  batteries.  The  goine- 
down  of  ihefc  vefTels  was  not  effefled  in  the  manner  I 
could  have  wilhed,  and  1  determined  not  to  purfue  i»^ 
plan  that  day." 

All  operations,  however,  as  well  naval,  as  military, 
.  were  clofcd  almdl  immediately  after  this  time,  by  the  fur- 
.  render  of  Montreal,  which  completed  the  redu&ion  of  all 
the  French  poiTeflions  in  North  America.  Captain  Loring 
continued,  ncverthelefs,  to  command  on  •  the  lakes  till 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1762,  it  being  deemed  a  nc- 
eelTai-y  precaution,  that  a  force  111 ould  be  Itill  kept  up  in 
that  quarter  fufEcient  to  prevent  any  attempt  on  the  pail 
of  the  enemy  to  repoflcfs  thcmfelves  of  a  pi-ovitKe',  the 
conqueft  of  which  had  cofl  Great  Britain  fo  great  an  ex- 
pence  both  of  men  and  treafure.

MAC  CLEVERTY.William.—was  promoted  to be» 
lieutenant  in  the  navy,  July  13, 17+5.  Afterthis  time  wc 
h^vc  no  intelligence  concerning  him  till  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1757,  when  he  commanded  the  Peggy  floop- 
of  war.  He  was  promoted  from  this  veffel,  by  commiHion

MARTIN,  Sir  Henry, — was,  January  31, 1.757,  Pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  commander,  and  appointed  to  the 
Lightening  fire-fbtp,  a  veflel  afterwards  employed,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  year,  on  the  Nonh  American  ftation.  He 
was  from  thence  advanced,  on  the  19th  of  December  foU 
k>wing,  which  was  immediately  afler  the  return  of  ad- 
miral Holbume  from  the  unfuccefsful  expedition  againS 
Ilronifburg,.  to  :the  Northumberland,  of  feventy  guns,  one 
of  the  (hips  which  had  been,  as  well  as  the  Lightening, 
employed  on  the  fame  fervice;  this  appointment  Wat 
mirely  temporary,  during  a  Ihort  abfence  of  lord  Colville, 
and  granted,  as  is  very  common,  merely  for  (he  purpofe  of 
giving  Mr.  Martin  the  rank  of  poU-capiain.  He  fix)n 
tfterwards  removed  into  the  Arc  eti  Cielj  9  fourth, 
rate  of  fifty  guns,  in  which  fhip  he  returned  la  En^

MEADOWS,  Charles,— was,. in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  1757,  commander  of  the  Renown,  a  velTel  mounting 
twenty  guus,  but  on  the  iloop  eftablifhmcnt ;  he  was  ad- 
vjjiccd  from  thence,  on  the  17th  of  Aiiguft  in  the  fame 
year,  to  be  captain  of  the  Shannon  frigate.  In  this 
vefTel  he  was  oraered,  not  long  afterwards,  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, and  continued  in  the  command  of  the  fame 
ibip  till  the  2d  of  April,  .1761,  when  he  was  promoted, 
by  vice-admiral  Saunders,  to  command  the  Ins,  of  fifty, 
gun«,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Wheeler,  who  was  killed 
juft  before  that  time  in  aftion  with  the  Oriflamme,  which' 
was  captured.  He  continued  in  the  fame  fliip,  on. the. 
Mediterranean  ftaiion,  til]  the  conclufion  of  the  war, 
and  in  1769  retired  altogettier  from  the  feivice.  On  the, 
death  of  the  late  duke  of  Kingflon,  coining  into  pofTer- 
fion  of  a  confiderablc  part  of  his  property,  he  look  the 
name  of  Pierrepoint.  He  was  moreover',  on  the  23d  of. 
July,  1796,  created  a  peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  title 
Of  vifcount  Newark. 

GURRY,  Paul  Henry, — a  native  either  of  Guernfcy. 
or  Jerfey,  was,  on  the  14th  of  Novembcir,  1742,  promot-'^ 
cd  by  Mr.  Mathews,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief  ia 
the  Mediterranean,  to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Elizabeth.  He, 
aftcrwaitls  fsrved  as. lieutenant  under  the  command  of  the* 
honourable  captain  George  Edgeciimbe,  late  earl  of  Mount. 
Edgecumbe,  in  the  Kennington,  Salifbury,  Monmouth, 
and  Deptford.  We  have  no  other  lubfequeiH  account  of 
this  gentleman  till  the  month  of  May,  1756,  previous  to 
which  time  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander. 
of  ,a  floop  of  war.  At  the  period  juft  (Uied,  he  fer- 
ved  as  a  volunteer  on  board  the  Lancarter,  with  Mr.' 
Edgecumbe,  and  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  ihe 
French  fleet,  off  Mahw.n,  on  the  20th  of  May.  He  was, 
examined  as  a  witnefs  on  the  court  martial,  held  at  the_ 
clofe  of  the  .year,'  on  the  unfortunate  admiral  Byng,  but" 
is  not  otherwife  noticed  till  his  promotion,  on  the  3d  of 
February,  1757,  to  be.captain  of  the  Succefs,  of  twenty- 
two  guns.

PASTON,  William,— we  know  this  gebtlema»  *i 
have  been  bred  from  hi^iearli^lt  youth  in  the  na*y,  an^ 
to  have  ferycd  as  a  midlfaipman  about  the  year  1740,  but 
have  been  unable  to  cdietEl  any  other  particultre  "con- 
cerning him  till  his  appoiatment,  on  riie  ^d  of  Auguft,' 
I757<  ^  ^^  captain  of  the  Jafun  frigate.  He  contiiWed 
in  this  velTel  till  the  enfuing  year,  and  was  then  put  undet* 
(he  orders  of  cotnmodore  lord  Howe,  who  commandeJ 
the  expedition  fent  agaioft  the  inferior  French  ports  of 
Chcrbou^,  &c.  at  the  memorable  and  unfortunate  affair  of 
$r.  Cas.  He  was  one  of  the  ofEoers  commanding  undei' 
commodore  OulF a  divifion  of  flat  boats,  on  the  tith  of 
September,  an  occafion  on  which  he  exerted  himfelf  tX-_ 
ceedingly,  and  was  unhappily  taken  prifoner.  ■  After' 
being  exchanged  he  wa^  in  17519,  appointed .  to  "^ 
Tw«d,  of  thir^-fix  guns,  i«  which  he  coniinuod'  during^ 
(he  icniainder  of  the  war.  Though  employed  46  a  pfiaifief' 
the  whcde  of  that  -period,  he  appears  unfottutiattflf  ta* 
hare  obtained  no  other  oppommity  of  being  hoticed,' 
than  as  having  been,  on  the  30th  of  September,  1760^' 
the  captor  of  a  fmall  privalecr,  belonging  (o  St.  Maloes, 
palled  the.

PENNY,  Taylor,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  ' 
lieutenant  .on  the  6th  of  Augull,  1745,  after  which  time 
we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the  year 
1757,  when  we  findbimiCommanding  the  Firebrand  firc- 
Oltp'  On  the  lil  of  November,  in  the  fame  year,  hs 
was  a4vaBced  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  and  appointed 
to  the  Aldborougb, .  a  fixth  rate,  of  tweniy  guns.  In 
1760  he  commanded  the  Loo,  of  forty  guns,  and  COr- 
liau^  in  the  fame  ilation  tilt  the  concluflon  of  the 
War..  In  the  month  of  June  1762,  he  captured  a  large 
,  f  rQn^ch  privateer,  carrying  twctity-two  carriage,  ten 
^\yp]  guns,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  men,  called 
t}le  JLiipiler;  as  he  alfo  foon  afterwards  did  a  fmall 
$p)tRiQl  pjrivateer  of  four  guns  and  thirty  men,  called  the 
M^rifi  .wi|d  Jofeph,  which  he  carried  into  Cork.  After 
the  cefTatiop  of  hjjftililifcs  we  do  not  know  him  to  have 
held  any  command  tilt  the  recommencement  of  them 
ilvith  France,  in  177S-  He  was  then  appointed  to  the 
BarflftoTiof  ninety-gntis,' but  that  (hip  bei^ig  found  ur^t 
for  feryice  without  firft  undergoing  a  thoroogh  repair, 
he  Tecojltved  into  the  Marlborough,  a  third  rate,  in  vmich- 
hie  <;(Jntin>ied  to  ferye  during  the  whole  of  the  war.

(^nte(VR<ttwith(landing. their  fuperio^ity  in  point  of  ap-

-  Atlheendirfthe  year  lySijthe  Marlborough  was  one 
of  the  Ihips  ordered  to  the  Weft  indies  with  lir  Ueorgi 
Jiodney.  Captain  Penny  accordingly  proceeded  thither, 
and  was  prelent  at  the  total  defeat  of  the  count  de 
Graffc,  on  the  12th  of  April  following.  He  was  fta- 
tioned  to  lead  the  divifion  o{  rear-admiral  Drake,  but, 
though  materially  engaged,  had  only  three  men  killed 
and  (ixteen  wounded.  He  afterwards  went  wiih  ad'- 
niiral  Pigot  and  thfc  ficet  to  America,  and  Was  one  of 
ihe  captains  put  under  the  orders  of  lord  Hood,  and  fi^nt 
to  cruife  off  Boilon,  from  whence  that  divifion  retiim«d 
back  to  the  Wed  Indies,  fometime  after  ihe  main  body  - 
cf  the  fleet  had  proceeded  thither.  Peace  being  cortcluded 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1 782,  the  Marlborough^  of  courfe, 
returned  to  England  early  in  the  enfiiing  fi)mmei,  and  on 
her  arrival  was  put  out  of  commillion.  We  do  not  find 
him  to  have  ever  held  any  fubfequent  command,  nor 
are  we  prccifely  acquainted  with  the  time  of  his  death* 
but  believe  it  to  have  taken  place  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 
178&. 

*  PEYTON,  Jofeph,— this  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  is  the  fon  of  commodore  Edward  Peyton".  He 
was  appointed  lieutenant  of  the  Elfex,  by  Mr.  Malthewg, 
at  that  time  commander-in-chief  of  the  fleet  in  the  Medi- 
terranean, his  commiflion  to  that  llation  bearJi^  datd 
June  the  4th  1743-  He  was  one  of  the  witneifes  ex- 
amined on  the  fubfequent  trials  <^  the  admirals  and 
captains  which  took  place  in'  the  years  1745  and  6. 
We  have  no  farther  account  of  his  appointments  till 
the  year  1756,  when  we  find  him  promoted,  on  the  23d 
of  March,  to  the  rank  of  (Commander,  and,  we  believe, 
appointed  to  the  Savage  lloop  of  war,  in  which  he 
continued  till  t'he  clofe  of  the  enfuing  year  employed 
principally  in  the  Downs,  or  the  North  fea.  On  the  2d 
of  December,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Prince  George,  a  fecond  rate,  of  ninety  guns, 
then  fitting  as  the  flag-fhip  ot  rear-admiral  Broderi^,

Tbe  <k<adful,  mirfoitpne  which  bef<tl  thb  &ip  on  its 
juflage  to  Gibraltar,  as  wc)I  as  thoTc  partteotars  Mtending 
the  tatal  accident  whkh  ivatntAitxeiy  relate  ta  captain 
Peyton,  hav«  already  been  unavoidably  idaio^in  our  nif- 
moiis  of  tba  admiral  *,  and  to  that  account  it  is  oecdldf 
en'the  prcr<fnt  occaiioB  Ut  add.  Captain  Peyton, whc^ 
»5  is  thcie  Aated;,afterhavifflg(inv»c,  made  every  poflible 
CKcrtioa  to  lave  ttic  Oq^p,  was  taken  by  a  boat  frocn.thc 
fiem  ladd«r,  and  put  on  board  tbe  Atdecney  fioop.  He 
aftcrwudr  proceeded  to  the  Mediterianean,  and^  wc 
believe,,  commanded,  nnder  Mr.  Brodcrick,  two  dif* 
feient  fliipst,  on  board  which  his  flag  was  hoifterf 
duTJAg  hi;  continuttoce  ob  that  (latlon.  He-  ccntinutd 
}a  I76o»  captaia  of  tlic-  Piirtce,  and  ictnatned  io 
tliat  ib\f  during  ihe^  w^oJe  of  ibc.war,  fsrving  ahta> 
wards  tindei  the  orders  of  ftr  Edward  Hawke,.  and  the 
duke  of  Yock,  wbo  cotnniandad  the  Ihia^l  fi^droh 
to  which,  in/ confequence  of  the  reduced  ftate  of  tke 
'French  ^aval  t«rce,  the  matn  or  Chamicl  Aect.  was 
then  reduced.  Mr.  Peyton  does  not  appear  to  have  hidd

Spain  relative  k>'  the  Fallcland  IlTaads..  He  quitted  this 
wo^  before  the  coDclufiim  of  tbe  yeac,.  and  does  not 
again  appear  holiling  any  command  till  tbc  year  1778^ 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Cumberldndy  of '  fevebty-' 
four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  ordered  t«  fea  under  the  conw 
niiwd  of  admiral  Keppel.  '  *

SCHOMBERG,  Sir  Afexander,— now  living,  was 
promoied  to  the  rank  of.  lieutenant,  DeCeilil^r  Ii, 
1747,  and  continued  in  the  fame  Ihition  till  after  the 
-tnd  of  the  year  1756,  as  we  then  find  hinii  ferving 
in  that  (laiion  on  board  the  Intrepid.  He  was  after- 
wards promoted  to  the  rank  of  [wft-captain  by  com- 
iniilion,  appointing  him  to  the  Richmond  frigate, 
bearing  date  April  the  5tK  1757.  He  continued  in  this 
velTel  a  very  fhort  time,  being,  before  the  conclufton  of 
the  year,  appointed  to  the  Diana,  of  thirty-fix  guns.  He 
continued  in  this  frigate  till  the  year  1760,  having,  early 
in  the  fpting,  accompanied  commodore  Swanton  on  the 
memorable  and  fortunate  expedition  undertaken  for  the 
relief  of  Quebec.  He  arrived  off  the  Ific  of  Bee,  in 
company  with  the  commodore,  on  the  i  ith  of  May,  and 
having  anchored  off  Point  Levi,  on  the  IJth,  was  ordered 
on  the  enfuing  morning,  in  company  with  captain  Deane 
in  the  Lowelloffe,  to  (lip  his  cable  and  attack  a  fmall 
French  force  which  lay  above  the  town,  confifting 
of  two  frigates,  two  armed  ftips,  and  fome  inferior 
veflels.  The  fuccefs  was  complete,  and  purchafed  at  the 
eafieft  rale,  for  no  fooner  did  the  enemy  perceive  the 
Engliih  frigates  approaching,  than  they  fled  with  the  ut- 
mdlt  precipitation,  one  of  their  frigates,  the  Pomona,  ran 
aftiore  above  Cape  Diamond,  the  other,  the  Atalante,  at 
Point  an  Tremble,  ten  leagues  above  the  tow^n,  where  it 
was  burnt ;  the  whole  remainder  of  their  force,  with  t 
»ery  i  neon  fide  rable  exception,  was  taken,  or  deftroyed.  ■ 
Captain  Sehomberg  was  chofen  by  the  commodore  tb 
bear  to- England,  the  tidings  of  this  glorious  and  confe- 
quential  fuccefs.  Soon  aftt-r  his  arrival  he  wa^  appointed 
to  the  Etfcx;  6f  fixty-fourguns,  a  new  fhip  launched 
but  a  ftioft4ime  before,  and  iii  which  hecontirracd  dtirjng 
the  remainder  ofttie  war.  He_  is  not,  hdi*,evcr,  other- 
*vife- mentioned  in  that  ■period  than  as  hai'lng  been,  in 
ij62,  on«  of  the  officers  employed  under  the  ordersof 
lir£ldward  Hawkeand  the'dukeof  York,  in!f)0c?arioni11y 
-  cruifirg  in  the  Channel,  watching  the ■ftiaH 'remnant 
of  the  French  navai  forcei  •which  had  efca^ed-Tl^fhiiEtiqn 
at  the  time' of  the  marquis  de  Confliiiis  defeat.  "'■The 
£ilet  being  put  out  of  co)nmi{lion  at  the  conclufion  of 
«  holtilities 
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Jiollilitta^  aq>^In  S<:hotnber;g-heId  J19  Dth([T  cotsiPim^  tUl 
die  beginning  of  the  year  1 771,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  prudent,  of*  Iixty-ft)urguns,one  ojf^th.e,  fhips  put 
into  commilTion  in  conlequencc  of  the  appre)icri(led  rup-. 
ture  with  Spain;  this  norm,  quickly  blowing  over,  na 
accepted,  in  the  month  of  December  following,  thecoma 
mand.  of  the  Dorfet  yacht,  a  flatlon  which  he  MviijB 
*ver  fiiice  retained,  renders  it  unneceHkry  for  us  to  add 
any  thing  to  the  foregping  account,  except  that,  in  1777^ 
he  receivecl  the  honour  c^  Knighthood.' 

SHtJRMUR,Williani^.-was- promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  on  the  23d6f /anua^,  1745-6,  and  in  t747», 
as  well  as  a  part  of  the  Tucceeding  year,  fenced  in  that 
flatioii  on  board  the  Royat  George,  after  which  we  are 
unacquainted  with  any  other  particulars  concerning  him 
till  his  promotion*  on  the  iJth  of  March,  1757,  to  he 
Captain  of  the  Wager,  at  that  tunc  employed,  we  be- 
lieve, on  the  Weft-Indi^  llation.  He  coniihucd  in  this 
velTei  till  the  year  I761,  and  is  faid  to  have  comrnanded 
another  ffiip  of  the  fame  rate  and  force  in  the  eiifuinft 
Jeari  the  name  of  which ,_  however,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  difcoVir.  After  this  time  we  believe  him  to  hav^ 
retired  from  rfie  Hae  of  adtive  employment,  and  to  bavft 
been  appointed  during'  the  war  to  luperintend  the  imprefs 
fprvic*  at  Briftol,  where  he  married,  in  the  month  of 
"I'lly,  a  lady  of  liie  "nanie  of  Perry.  We  do  npt  believe 
_iiin  iver  to  have  received'  any  fuhfet^uept  commiffion, 
no;' have  we  been  able  to  collet  any  farther  particulars 
coQCerritng  him,  ^cd^  that  he  died  on  the  13th  t^ 
February,  1777+. 

SPENCER,  SaTnuel,— w^jpromoted  to  the'  qink  of 
lieutenant  as  far  back  as  tn^  illl  of  January,  1741-2. 
After  which  tinie  we  have  not  beei^  able  10  coiled  any 
infonnation  cotice^in'g  hial,  tifl  he  was^  on  the  3d  of 
June,  1757) .  advanced  tb  the  ra^k  of  p6(l>captain,  iUid 
appointcd^to  the  Msgnanime.  He  continued  but  a  very 
Ihort  time  in  thi(  thifi,  tnoll  pr^bly  only  long  enough' 
te  acquire  the  rank  of  poft^cTa^tain^  and  w^  do  not  know

^ptfnnnuUed  lill,  but  cnntuiucd  on  that  of  captains. 
Wc  have  not  been  able  to  colled  any  faither  intelligence 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  (ilea,  we  believe,  ip  the 
tourfe  of  the  year  1795. 

TAYLOR,  Thotpas, — was  ,in  the  eady  part  of  the- 
Tcar  1757,  commander.of  the  , Badger  limp,  aiuJ  ^as 
from  thence  jicomoled,'  March '3,'  in  the  fame,  year,'  to  be. 
Captain  of  the  Princeft  Amelia,  of^ghly  guns.  He  waS 
removed  from  this  fliip  almolt  i^mediavely  afterwards 
into.the  Seahorfe,  a  fixth  rale,  and  being  ordered  into  the 
German  ocean  as  a  cruifer,  diHinguiOied  "himfclf  oit 
the  firtt  of  Augult  ehfuing,  in  i  very  remarkable  encounter 
with  twd  French  frigates;  The  Seahorfe,  on  the  day 
luft  l\ated,  was  at  anchor  in  Offend  road,  having  the 
'  Sonetta  and  Raven  floops'ln  company,  when  four  vefTels 
were  difcovcrid  in  the  norlh-eaft  q^^atter,,  two  of  theni 
large  DiTps,  Captain  Taylor"  matje.  the  fignaV  to  get 
finder' weigh  and  immediately  be^r  downr,  At  half  pad, 
twelve  the '  Siiahorfe,  being  ahe;t,(i^  of  hej^  comnaniptis^ 
^rotight  the  ^eathermofl  Ihlp  of  the  enemy  (o  aaioti 
within  piftol-Diol,  but  as  itioii  as;  the  $re  vvas  ff turucdL 
fli'e'  French  fbh"  bore'away  to  he;'cqnl'oit,\yho,was'4 
fmal!  diflan'ce  «)  leewardV'urider  ju^-Iop'-mafts'..

Taylor,  cbntinu- 
lag  in  the  fame  fhip  as  his  captain,  diftinguiOicd  himfelf 
no  Icfs  icuiarkably  than  he  had  done  on  the  preceding 
occalion  in  thepurfuit  of  the  French  boats,  and  iranrporti  " 
up  the  river  Ems.  TTic  particulars  of  which  galliUit 
aaion  have  been  already .  raated  in  the  life  of  admiral 
Holmes*.  '- 

Very  foon  after  his  teturh  to  England  he  rttitOTCd  Irifti 
the  Griffin,  of  28  guns,. and  was  ordered  to  the  Wtft 
Indies,  where  he  ffiTl  farther  diftinguiflied  hlmfelf  uridef 
the  orders  of  c^ain  Obricii,  in  the  Temple,  at  the  atf 
tack  of  a  French  floop  of  war  And  fome  privateers,  which 
Were  protected  by  forts,  and  batteries  on  the  Ifland  of 
Martinicot.  The  GrifHn  was  unfortunately  lofV  in  th(! 
month  of  Odober  following,  and  captain  Taylor  appfrari 
to  have  retired  from  the  fervice  after  the  above  accideiit* 
as  he  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  taken  upon  him  anj 
fubfequent  command.  He  was  not  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  ;  but  wSS 
put  on  that  of  retired  captains,  when  he  became  tcDlor  t^ 
a  flag,  according  to  the  regulation  made  in  the  fervice  hf 
i£t  (^  parliament.  He  uirvived  ten  years,  and  dte^'at 
his  houle  in  Nonon-ftrcet,  on  the  21R  of  April,  17971  i*^ 
■  the  75th  year  of  his  age. 

TOWRY,  Henry  Jbhn  Philips,— we  believe  was  thfc 
nephew  of  captain  John  Towry,  afterwards  commifEoner 
of  the  navy,  reQdent  at  Mahon,  of  whom  we  have  dreadj 
given  fome  account}.  On  the  death  of  that  gentleman^ 
widow,  in  1760,  he  changed  his  name  from  Philips  tb 
jXpwryy  and  became  inheritor  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
.propertr)rof  that  lady,  in  purfuance  of  thewitlof  herdeceaf- 
'  td  huftund.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  ^S 
far  back  as  May  16, 1746,  after  which  time  we  are  ignorant 
of  any  particulars  concerning  him  fortenyears.  In  I7;8, 
however,  we  find  him  to  have  been  firft  lieutenant  of  the 

'Seevol,^. 'p.'aoo.

Ou;re's  fquadibn,  off  Mahon.  He  was,  not  long  after- 
yards  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and  was 
ordered  to  England,  in  September,  as  a  witnefs  on  the 
trial  of  Mr.  Byng,  The  evidence  given  by  him  was  liot 
very  material,  tending  only  to  eflablifh,  as  far  as  his  own 
private  opinion  went,  that  the  rear  had  not  made  fuffi- 
cient  fail.  Before  the  court  martial  was  over,  captain 
Fhillips,  as  be  was  then  called,  was,  by  commifllon  bear- 
ing date  January  the  17th  1757,  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
polt-cuttain .  atKl  appointed  to  the  Fowey.  He'  was 
,  orderecf,  not  long  jiterwards,  to  Newfoundland,  and  we 
believe  hipi,  whHe  employed  in  that  station,  to  have  met 
with  no  very  remi^rkablc  occurrence.  On  his  return  to 
England  he  was  appointed  to  the  Captain,  of  lixty  giins^ 
a, Imp  ^  that  time  ftationed  in  the  Thattics  as  a  floating 
batteiy.  He  removed  from  thtnce  jn  1760,  foon  after 
lie  had  taken  the  name  of  Towry,  into  the  Juno  frigate> 
or  thirty-two  gtins-     This  ihip  was  immediately  em- 

f'  Joyed  as  a  cruifer,  and  early  in, the  enfuing  year  cap- 
urcd  the  Dutchefs  de  Granimont,  of  twelve  guns,  for- 
JDerlv  the  Hawke  floop  of  war,  which,  afier  being  cap- 
tui;ea  by  the  enemy,  was  purchafed  by  the  merchants  of 
St.  Maloes,  and  converted  into  a  privateer.  In  si  very 
Jew  days  after  this  fiiccefs,  captain  Towry  had  the  good 
fortune  to  ainft  captain  Harriion,  of  the  Venuj,  in  the 
capture  of  riie  Brunc,  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-two 
jmns  ;  but  owing  to  the  Venus  being  a  much  faller  failer 
than  the  Juno,  the  latter  was  not  able  to  get  up  till  after 
the  former  had  been  a  confiderablc  time  eti^gcd  by  the 
cocmy.    Almoft  immediately  as  captain  Towry  caice 

,within  gun-fliot,  the  Bnine  furrendered,  but  not,  how- 
ever, tul  (be  had  fired  fome  guns  at  the  Juno,  whtcf^ 
fonunately  did  her  no  other  injury  than  wounding  tw» 
men.  Captain  Towry  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any^ 
farther  confequcntial  opportunity  of  diltingtiilhtnghimfeif 
during  the  fhort  time  he  lived,  for  we  have  not  been  able 

..to  colTeft  any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except 

jhat  he  died  on  the  3d  of  September,  1762. 

TUCKER,  William, — is  not  known  to  as  previous 

•toihicappotntt^ept,  on  the  nth  -of  January;  1757,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Sphynx,  of  twpniy  guns.     In  this  vcQel 

4ie  could  have  continued  but  a  vciy.flwirt  time,  bejog 
■■  pro- 
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promoted,  early  in  the  eofuing  year,  to  the  Lenot,  X 
fifth  rale  of  t)venty-cight  guns.  He  continued  id  thisfhi^ 
the  whole  of  the  wat'i-but  we  have  not  been  able  to  p#6-' 
cure  any  other  particulars  relative  to  him  except  thatin  thd 
year  1760,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  we" 
believe  him  to  have  continiied  till  1763.  After  his  reiurt»' 
to  Englantf  he  appears  to  have  held  no  command  whatw' 
ever,  but  to  have  lived  totally  retired  from  the  fervice.  A- 
very  fingutar  circumflance  is  conneAed  with  the  death  of 
this  eentleman.  Three  different  dates  are  given  us  for' 
the  time  when  it  took  place.  Wofrember  16,  JTJoi 
January  the  3111  1773,  aira  March  tho  tith  1773.  From

■WALLIS,  Samuel, — in  1755  was  lieutcnwit  6f  thB' 
Gibraltar,  a  twenty  gun  Aiip,  from  which  he  was  pro- 
moted to  be  lieutenant  of  the  Torbay,  a  diird '  rate  d$ 
ftventy-four  guns,  then  vice-admiral  BoTcawen's '  fUg 
f})ip.  Our  next  intelligence  relative  to  ibis  gemlc' 
man,  is  his  advancetnent,  by  commtflion  bearing  da(# 
April  the  8th  1757,  to  be  captoin  of  the  PortmahOn,  of 
twenty  guhs,  irt  which  vcfTel  he  was  immediately  after- 
wards ordered  to  North  America  vrith  Mr.  Holburrfe,  wh» 
commanded  id  chief  the  expedition  Pent  againft  Louif- 
bui^,  but  during  which  period  no  circumftante,  in  any 
degree  material  enough  to  require  our  infertion,  appears 
to  have  taken  place  with  regard  to  him.  In  1760  we 
lind  him  to  have  been  captain  of  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
a  reduced  third  rate,  and  ordered  to  Canada:  on  his 
return  from  whence  he  was  employed  on  the  home  flation.'

^fo,  particvlarly  by  the  women.  Captain  Wallis  gave. 
thaa  tp.underftaod  thM  ^here  were  oo  board  his  Ihtp  ar- 
""'  titles 
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-tides  of  far  more  value,  with  feme  of  which  he  would 
Brd«mt  thein E  jQuwingthciDiat  il)efamelime,:atesaBd 
bilUhooks,  but  f  ointio^  to  fonte  Cuanicoes  and  Ot)ric)teh 
fome  of  which  he  indtnated  that  hecxpeded  in  return^ 
the  natives,  however,  either  did  not  or  would  not  undcr- 
ftantJ  hhw,  fo  that  no  traffic  took  place. 

SoBWiol  them  were,  notwithlhndiilg,  iftvitc4  bti  boHd 
iheDtriphin,  whence  among  thofe  articles  which  muft  hav^ 
appean^  extremely  curious  to  them,  nothing  feemed  ta 
;ittra3  their  notice  more  than  looking  glalTes;  they  ad^ 
iniied  every  thing  they  faw,  but  were  not  particu^rly 
eovetoui  of  »>y  thing,  except  clothes.  Some  trifling 
prcfefits'  being  made  Theili  they  Were  difmiHed,  and  on 
th<i  eiirtiirigday  the  (hips  purfued  their  voyage..  On  the 
25th  jChrillmas  day)  tnc  circumnavigators  anchQred 
under  £^z«beth'e  Illand,  and  a  party,  together  with  the  fur- 
EeoBviianng  landed,  brm^t  on  boord'aconfiderabte  qnan- 
Biy  of  celery,  which  was  thought  of  very  confiderablc  fer- 
Vice  as  an  antifcorbutic.  On  the  261K  the  ftiips  anchored 
at  Port  Famine,  the  people  were  landed  here,  the  Hck 
put  on  {bore,  the  (eats  pitched,  and  a  forge  ere£ted  to  n- 
pairthe  inm-woi^'  of  ihe  fhtps.  The  coopers  were  alfb 
let  ttt  work  to  trim  the  empty  calks,  the  ftore-fiiip 
was  unladen,  and  h^r  cargo  being  dillributed,  Ihe  was 
ordered  to.return  to  Epgland,  toiiLning  at  Port  EgmOBt

On  the  lyh  of  Jtntitry  the  Dolphin  and  Swallo* 
ratled,*dhd  on  the  23d  anchored  imder  Cape  Gallant,  ip 
Streights  of  Magellan,.  After  a  variety  of  occurrences  very 
little  iiuerelling.  in  Hie  narrative,  they  cleared  the  {Ireighu 
on  ihe-morning  of  the  tsth  of  April,  afier  a  palTage  of 
neariv  four  months.  On  the  night  of  the  fame  day  the 
Swallow  paned  company,  and  the  two  fliips  never  after- 
wards met  till  their  return  to  England.  XKe  Dolphin 
purfued  her  courfe  to  the  wellward,  but  had  no.  ob- 
fcrvatioo  till  tlie  2zd,  when  cs^ain  Waltis  found  himfelf 
to  be  in  longitude  95"  46'  welt,  latitude,  42°  24'  fOuth. 
He  kept  more  wellerly  than  any  navigator  had  done 
before  him,  and  after  having  experienced  Tome  trivial 
inconveniences  from  the  inroads  of  the  Tcurvy  among  the

-werevAibinvonarMT  of  a  mile  of  ibeihora,  bat  could  iind  nofouod- 
iii|jii  tbeiflaad  baiug  funousdcd  by  raeiuon  which  lU  fca  breafca< 
very  biih.  Ai  4o  appcinncc,  fai>i  and  inbabtaai*,  it  differed  little 
from  tbt  iflandt  whkfc  ibey  bad  juD  left.  Tbe  captain  mined  it 
GlooctftcT  Ifbtid,  in  honour  of  hit  loyal  bighnefi  tbednkc  of  that 
•ame.  It  lie>  in  Isiiiude  nineteen  degrees  eleven  minaie*  (butb, 
lonpiade  one  bundled  and  forty  dcgreei  four  minutei  wei). 

In  iaitiog  weft-ward  ibc  captain  Afcovared  two  other  fmall  lAandt, 
the  6rft  of  which  bo  named  after  ibcdiikeaf  Cumberland,  and  the 
focond  after  priocs  Wiljiam  Meaiy.  Thciie,  however,  had  neihiiig> 
to  recAmmend  them  above  ib»fo  already  meniioncd,  fo  ih^t  ha 
eoDlinaed  to  prtxetd  weO-ward'  in  hope*  of  finding  higher  land, ' 
where  the  Ihip  might  come  to  an  anchor,  and  futh  icfrcihmeiiti  m 
they  fl*od  in  need  of,  be  prscured.  On  the  1 7th  he  dilcovcred  higb 
laad  with  iVequeni  fire*,  Vi4)ich  proved  it  to  be  inhabited,  Tbi*  aifo 
wa*  an  ifbud  neaily  circular,  about  two  milci  in  diameter.  There 
wai  no  iDchorage  to  be  found,  but  tbe  inhabitiitti  appcired  more  nu«

weft,  OTuabureb,  in  honour  of  prince  Fiederick,  bore  away  to  the 
foubward,  and  ihe  fame  dny  di,fcovEred  very  high  land  in  the  weft- 
Ibntb-well;  ihii  wa*  the  famou*  itlind-of  O-Tabeiie,  which  captain 
Walli*  named  King  George  the  Third'*  iftind.  It  conlifti  of  two 
principal  divifioni,  which  are  united  by  a  narrow  neck  of  land,  tha 
circamlerance  of  boili  ii  about  forty  league*,  lying  in  latitude  (even- 
teen  degreei  forty-fii  miniiiei  fouth,  and  longitude  one  hundred  and 
Ibrty-nnie  degieei  thirteen  minute*  well.  The  Dolphin  h*ppened  to 
approach  ibii  coaR,  the  18th  of  Jnne,  during  a  thick  fog,  and  the 
crew  wen  much  fiirprifed,  when  il  cleared  away,  to  find  themfetvca 
in  the  middle  of  Com  bHudreda  of  Cuoe*.  The  lo^iMi,  who  af.

were  af^rwardsdircorered,  as  was  King  George's  ifland, 
fine*  that  time  better  known  by  (he  nain^  of  Otahcttee.

apd  To  eatremcly  fufccptibla  of  aiiachment  that  feveral  of  ihem,  eft 
pxially  the  qoecn  of  the  ilbnd,  were  cxccodingly  affli&>d  wken  theif 
vifilaDti  were  obliaed  lo  depart. 
'  After  leaving  tbit  ifland,  wbicb  hia  been  examined  with  mtve  Ur 
tgntion  in  later  voyagei,  the  captain  ficered  biicourfe  foaTioiaa< 
In  hi)  way  (hither  he  fell  in  with  feveral  fmail  iOandi,  Done  of 
wbich  afforded  good    kncborue.     The  pHotipal  of  ib«^  i*  Bot 

'  uwcn'i  Ifland,  lying  in  latiiuM  fifieeJt  degrcei  fifiy  minuiei  (bttih, 
l«agitiide  one  hundred  aad  fevenly-iive  dcgMci  WeB.  Keppei't  I0c  ia 
Uttiude  fifteen  degreci  and  lifty-6ve  ninatei  foutb,  loagiuide.ona 
hundred  and  feveniy-five  degieei  three  minutei  well :  and  Wallii't 
IQc  ia  latitude  thirteen  degrees  eighteen  miaulet  foulh,  longitude  one 
Iiundred  and  fcvaniy-Jeven  degree*  weft.  The  boaia  in  ewmininf 
the  Ufi,  foand,  that,  ia  two  or  three  placca,  there  it  aochontte  ia 
eighteen,  faurtocn,  and  iweivbtfiihotn,  upon  fand  and  coral,  wiuout 
a  ncf^f  rock*  which  furrounda^the  ifland.  There  it  alio  *  breach  in 
thi*  teef  abcBit  liaty  fttbom  broad,  and  a  Ibip,  if  prc&ed  with  atr 
ceflity,  might  anchor  here  in  eight  fathom,  bfit  it  it  not  fafi:  to  moot 
with  a  greater  length  than  half  a  cable.  The  plant  of  all  thefe  illaodi 
were  delivered  by  the  captain,  on  bit  return,  into  the  hindi  of  the 
admiralty,  with  their  longitudes  and  latitudei  fo  accurately  laid  doyq 
bat  fuMcediag  navigaiort  bad  no  difficulty  in  iniiiiif;  tbnpt

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■Tbe  di(Ebri=nce  beinfi  accommodated,  the  waow  of  the 
^oIphjn>  which  cen^ucd  principa]!}'  in  water,  were  jiot 
only  relieved,  but  a  confidprafale  quamity'of  ht^s,, poultry, 
ju\a  bread^'ruit  yras  procured  for  the  relief  of  tbolc  wh* 
wcrcaffli£le^  with  the  feu rvy,  which  had  long  mailp  iti 
j^)pearaDce  airfpug  the  crew.  So  peifeiSly  were  all  dit  . 
ferences  accqmmodated  that  a  number  oF  tents  i/feie  fet 
up  on  fhore  for  the  reception  of  the  fick,  and  the  moft 
Irtendly  inteicourle  fuccecdedto  the  unpromifing  hoftili- 
ifeij  which,  the  couduiSl  of  the  natives  appeared  ftrongly  ta 
forebode  cm  the  firfl  arrival  of  the  Dolphin.  Captaiq 
Willis  failed  on  the  37th  of  July,  and,  after  the  fubfe- 
iguent  difcorery  of  the  iflands  already  enumerated,  arrived 
fin  the  19th  ,df  Auguft,  at  Tinian.  where  the  captaiq 
continued  till  the  i  fith  of  September,  when  he  proceeded 
to  Batayia.  Nothing  remarkable  occurred  on  the  paflage 
ifaither..  except  that  in  a, violent  tempelt,  which  overtook 
the  fliip  aifd  did  her  conGderable  damage,  on  the  27th  ot 
Oflober ;  one  of  the  feamen,  Edmund  Morgan,  fell  over- 
board, without  being  perceived  by  any  of  his  cordpanions. 
The  Dolphin  anchored  in  Batavia  Road  on  the  30th  of 
November,  the  crew,  of  which  one  man  only  was  on  the 
Cck  lilt  when  they  entered  the  port,  foon  became  tli^ 
caTed  ;-  by  the  8th  of  December  many  were  incapable  of 
^ty,  and  three  were  dead,  notwith Handing  every  pofltble 
precaution  was  taken  to  adminifter  relief  to  the  indifpoled, 
and  prevent  ths  contagion,  as  it  were,  from  fpreading^  The 
number  of  lick,  who  were  principally  afRi^ed  with  fluuf 
and  (piers  of  the  putrid  kind,  continued  rapidly  to  en- 
creafe,  nor  did  its  violence  appear  in  any  degree  abated 
till  after  having  quitted  the  noxious  fpotjuft  mentioned; 
On  the  loth  of  January  they  palTed  the  twcnty-fecond 
c^grce  of  fpuih  latitude.  In  latitude  33"  40'  on  the  asd  of 
the  fame  month,  a.fecond  dreadful  ftorm  overtook  the  Dol- 
phin, fplit  many  of  her  fails,  and  carried  away  her  ftarboard 
ludder-chain,  neverthelefs  flie  reached  Table  Bay,  at  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in  perfefl  fafety,  on  the  +th  of  Feb- 
niary.  There  fufScient  refreOiments  were  procured  for 
thole  who  wer«  ftill  difeafed  or  in  a  convafcfcent  ftate, 
fpd  thefe,  added  to  the  afliftancc  of  the  ftores  and 
applies.  captaiA  "^allls  puicbafed,  enabled  him  te 
^  reacb 
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reach  England  without  any  farther  diminutfon  of  hi< 
people  bf  death,  or  impairment  of  their  health  hj  fjck- 
ttefs.  The  Dolphin  quitted  Table  Bij  on  the  3d  of 
March,  and  having  procured  a  fupply  of  frefh  water  at 
St.  Helena,  where  (he  arrived  on  the  i6th,  was  offScilly, 
■  Mayi3,i768.  Infivedays thcDolphinafterwardsanchor- 
edinihe  Downs,  it  being  then  fix  hundred  and  thirty-fevcn 
days  (ince  Ihe  had  failed  from  Plymouth  found. 

Captain  Wallis,  quittinethc  Dolphin  ioWncdiafely  after 
his  arrival  in  England,  dia  not  take  upon  him  any  jarther 
command  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1771,  when,  in 
^nfequence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  rela* 
tive  to  the  Falkland  iflands,  and  tne  fuppofed  nccel&ry 
equipment  of  a  formidable  naval  force,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Torbay,  of  74  guns.  He  continued  in  this  fliip 
till  the  following  year,  and  never  afterwards,  we  believe^ 
accepted  of  any  command,  except  for  a  fliort  tim^  in  the 
year  rjSo.thatof  the  Dublin.  From  this  Ihip  he  removed 
on  being  appointed  extra  commiflioner  of  the  navy,  an 
office  which  was  difcontlnued  as  thought  no  lunger  necef- 
fary,  after  the  ceflation  of  hoftilitics  ;  but  it  being  after- 
wards found  really  cITential  to  the  fervicc,  was  revived  Ja 
1787,  and  captain  Waliis  was  a  fecond  time  appointed  to 
it  on  the  a7th  of  Oflober,  in  that  year.  He  continued 
to  hold  this  office  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened in  the  month  of  January  1795- 

WALSINGHAM,  Honourable  Robert  Boyle,— was 
the  fifth  fon  of  Henry  firft  earl  of  Shannon  and  the  lady 
Henrietta  Boyle,  yoiingeft  daughter  of  Charles  third  car! 
of  Cork.  He  was  born  in  March  1736,  and  having  been 
intended  from  his  infancy  for  the  navy,  entered  very  early 
in  life  into  the  fervice.  After  pafling  through  the  ful^- 
ordinate  ftations,  he  was  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
1756,  acp'inted  commander  of  the  Crown  ftore-fliip, 
from  this  vclTel  he  almotl  immediately  afterwards  re- 
moved into  the  Badger  (loop  of  war,  and  from  thence 
was  promoted,  by  commitTiun  bearing  date  on  the  15th 
of  June  enfuing,  to  be  captain  of  the  Jafon  frigate*.

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We  find  no  meDtion  made  of  him  after  this  time  till  the' 
year  1760,  when  he  was  appoinled  to  the  Boreas  frigate,  - 
and  from  thence  ptomoted  to  the  Modellc,  of  fixty-four 

rs,  a  prize  taken  fome  time  before  from  the  French, 
he  month  of  Oflober  1761 ,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft- 
Indies,  under  fir  Geor^  Rodney,  on  the  memorable  and 
fuccefsful  expedition  then  in  agitation  sgainft  the  im- 
portant French  colony  of  Martinico,  and  was  fent  home 
to  England  as  the  welcome  herald  of  conqueft. 

Not  long  after  his  return  he  was  appointed  to  the  Rom- 
ney,  of  54  guns,  a  fliip  newly  launched,  and  elleemcd,  at 
that  time,  the  fineft  velfcl  of  her  clafs  ever  built.  He  con- 
^nued  in  this  command,  however,  no  longer  than  till  the 
conclufion  of  the  war,  and  we  know  not,  indeed,  whether 
he  ever  proceeded  to  fea,  at  moA  it  could  have  been  for  a 
very  flioTtcruife  only.  Atwr  this  we  do  not  meet  with  Mr. 
WalGngham  as  hdding  aliy  naval  command  till  the  year 
I778,  when  the  rupture  being  apprehended,  which  very 
fooo  afitfwards  a£hially  took  place  with  France,  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Thunderer,  of  feventy-four  guns,  otw 
tA  the  fleet  intended  for  Channel-fcrvice.  He  was  con- 
fequently  prefent,  under  Mr.  Keppel,  at  the  engagement 
on  Ufhant,  on  the  £7tb  of  July  enfuing,  being  (lationed 
to  le^d  the  divirion  of  the  commander-in-chief  on  the 
ftarboaid  tack.TheThundcrer,  though  very  materially  and 
diftinguiflwdly  engaged,  had  no  more  than  fcven  men 
killed  and  woiHided.  Captain  WaKingham  was  one  of 
the  witoelfes  examined  on  the  fubfequent  trial  of  Mr. 
Kcjtpel,  aind  continued  in  the  fame  command,  as  alfo 
Anployed  on  the  fatne  ftation  till  die  early  part  of  the 
-  year  1780,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  nnk  of  an  efta- 
^lilhcd  commodore,  and  appointed  to  command  a  fqua- 
dron  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforc- 
ing fiTr  G.  Rodney,  in  confequcnce  of  the  exertions  made  by 
the  enemy  to  render  the  united  force  of  Spain  and  France 
In  thatqiiarterfuperiortothat  of  Great  Britain.  Thccon- 
inodore  was.  npt  long  after  his  arrival  in  the  Well  Indies, 
;Ordered  to  Japiaica,  on  which  iUtion  he  was  unfortu- 
nately employed  as  commander  of  a  cruifing  fquadron 
M  the  time  of  the  treincndous  hurricane  which  tsok  place 
;ia  the  niMith  of  Odober,  1780.  In  this,  the  Thunderer 
was  deftn^ed,  not  a  fingte  peribn  of  the  whole  crew  fnr- 
,  .  -  vivjng 
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viving  the  misfortune.  To  that  both  the  pUce  where  tSit 
^tal  accident  took  place>  as  well  ^s  the  ctrcumfiimcqt 
irbich  attenikd  it,  remain  totally  unknown  *.  . 
.  WHEELOCK,  John,-~^K  promoted  to.  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  June  a6,  1741.  On  February 
19,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander, 
and  appointed  to  the  Fly  (loof  of  war.  We  believe  hiin 
to  have  been  advancedfrom  this  vcflel,  by  commiflioa  bear- 
ing  date  December  the  2i!l  1757,  to  be  captain  of  {he. 
Squirrel,  a  twenty  gun  fliip.  We  have  Do  farther  account 
at  him  till  the  year  1761,  when  he  was 'appointed  to  th© 
Pembroke,  of  fixty  gnns-  He  continued  in  this  ftip 
during  the  remainder  of  the  waf,  employed  a*  ihe  latter 
pan  ot  it,  in  the  Weft  Indies.  He  appears  to  have  con- 
tinued on  the  fame  ftation  fomc  time  after  the  celTatioa 
of  hodiiities,  not  having,  as  we  believe,  returned  froiit 
ihcnce  till  the  year  1764..  Wc  do  not  find  him  holdinrg 
any  commiHion  fubfequeat  to  this  time,  till  the  year 
1709  or  .70.  He  then  commanded  the  Achilles,  of  Gxtyf 
guns,  one  of  the  guard-fhips  ilationed:  at  Portfmouth,  and 
lemoved,  in  1771,  from  this,  (hjp  to  the  Medclle,  <^ 
fixiy-four  guns,  but  quitted  that  alio  in  the  cnfuing  year. 
He  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  again  ^  held  anv  othei 
command  till  the  year  1778,  vhen  be  Was  appointed  to 
the  Sultan,  of  fevcnty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fquadron 
ordered  to  America,  under  the  command  of  vicfe-admtral 
Byron.  He  arrived  at  Sandy  Hook  ea  the  28th.  pf 
Augiift,  in  company  with  rear-admiraL  Parker,  in  the 
Royal  Oak,  and  four  other  fhips  of  the  lin£  t*  He  dM 
not  furvive  long  enough  to  be  engaged  in  any  of  the  Jub* 
iequent  confequential  naval  operations  which  took  place 
in  that  part  of  the  world,  and  in  the  Wed  Indies,  dying 
foon  after  the  commencement  of  the  eniuing  year.

WILKINSON, 
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WILKIKSON,  Andrew,— the  defceiidant,  we  be- 
lieve, of  a  York/hire  fiimily  of  good  repute,  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  month  of  Auguft  1747. 
After  this  time  we  have  no  account  of  him  till  his 
advancement  to  that  of  poll-captain,  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  March  The  23d  1757*  appointing  hiiA 
to  the  Glafgow,  of  tweniy  guns.  We  find  no  far- 
ther matcriu  mention  made  of  him  tiM'  towards  tht 
end  of  the  war,  at  which  time  he  commanded  tIi|C 
jerfey,  of  ftxly^ns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  on  the 
Mediterranean  nation.  This  {hip  bcinKput  out  of  com- 
miflion  coDfequent  to  the  cefTatton  of  nod ili ties,  we  do 
not  find  captain  Wilkinfon  again  holding  aily  command 
till  the  year  ty^,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Niger, 
4  cruifine  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns.  In  this  vefTel  he 
continued  fomewhat  beyond  the  three  years,  the  period 
which  is  as  it  were  cullomarlly  allotted  to  fuch  commands, 
not  having,  we  believe,  quitted  the  Niger  till  the  midcUe 
of  the  year  1771-  His  next  command  appears  to  have 
beeti  that  of  the  Grafton,  of  fcventy-four  guns,  to  which 
lie  was  appointed  in  17771  and  being  ordered,  intheenfu- 
ing  year,  to  North  America,  with  vice-admira]  Byron,  ar- 
rived at  Sandy  Hook,  as  we  have  Jurt  now  related  in  oijr 
account  of  captain  Wheelock.  He  quittedthe  commanid 
of  the  Grafton  not  long  afterwards,  and  appears  to  have 
then  retired  from  the  fervice,  not  having,  we  believe,  held 
juiy  later  commiflion.    He  died  111  the  year  17^5'

ALLtN,  Jc^n  Carter,— this  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
14th  of  June,  1745,  and  from  thence  to  that  of  a  com- 
Inander  on  the  5th  of  Aprili"'l757.  We  believe  him  to 
have  been  appointed  to  the  Grampus  (loc^,  iit  «hich  he 
captured  a  privateer  of  Tome  force  before  (he  con- 
clufion  of  the  year,  and  while  holding  the  rank  juft 
flaled,  cttmrniTlded,' by  order,  a  Ii'xfh  rafS,  vre  bstreve 
<Mi   the    Meditciraneftn  flation.     He    was    promoted 
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to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy,  oR' ^.^ifl 
of  March,  17581  aod  ap|>btntc(l  to  the  ExjperimerR, 
in  which  Ibip  he  could  not  have  long  contihuei),  as  we 
find  him,  in  the  month  of  Augiift  1760,  captain  of  .the 
Repulfe  frigate  on  the  Halifax  flatlon,  and  diftioguilhcdly 
engaged)  under  Mr.  Byron,  tn  the  attack  and  defTrudion 
of  three  French  frigates  and  a  conliderable  number  of 
fmalt  craft  ib  ChaTeui;  ^  Bay,  a  parti>^u1ar  account  ojf 
which  enterpnfe  has  been  already  given  *■  He  proceeded 
fbme  time  in  the  year  following  to  the  "WeA  Ttydles,  an3 
continued  in  the  fame  ftiip  on  that  Ration  till  the  ionclii- 
fion  of  the  war.  In  1763  the  Repulfe  was  difi^anlled 
and  laid  up,  nor  does  Mr.  Allen  appear  again  folding  any 
commiflion  til!  the  month  of  May  1770,  when  he  was  ap-. 

Sointed  to  the  Ajax,  of  feventy-four  guns>  one  of  four 
lips,  all  of  the  faine  force,  ordered  not-Tong  aftervvards  to 
Ircand,  from  thence  to  Gibraltar,  after  taking  on  board 
9  body  of  troops  at  the  former  place  for  the  purpofe  of 
flitfting  fuch  part  of  the  garrifon  as  had  beeh  quartered 
abroaaduring  the  ufually  allotted  time  of  fervice,  '  This 
tneafure  was  adopted  on  the  combined  fcores  of  ceconomy 
and  prudence,  &rll  to  fave  the  charge  of  hiring  tranfports 
to  convey  the  foldiers,  and,  fecondly,  the  better  to  en/iire 
'their  arrival  at  their  place  of  deftiiiation,  a  ruptiire  with 
Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkla'nd  iflands,  appearing  more 
.than  probable.  This  fervice  being  executed,  and  t^c 
foreign  difputc'  accommodated,  the  Ajax  was  "put,  out  of 
commiflion  in  1771,  Stnd  Captain  Allen  is  not  Known-  by 
us  to  have  held  any  farther  command  till  1777,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  74.  guns,  but  removed  from 
that  fhip  early  in  the  enfuing  year  mto  the  Egmont.  He 
femd'  as  captain  of  the  Egrrimt  during  the  enfuing 
fummer,  in  the  Sect  commanded  by  Mr.  Keppel,  and  was 
very  diftinguifhedly,  as  well  as  <;lofely  engago(J  in  ths  en- 
counter with  the  French  fleet  off  UfDant,  having  on  that 
occafion  had  twelve  men  killed  and  nineteen  wounded. 
He  quitted  this  fhip  not  lone  after  the  retiirn  of  the  fleet 
into  port,  and  removed  into'nis  former  (hip  the  Ajax,  but 
did  not  reuin  it  manymonths,  andafier  quitting  it,  appears 
to  have  held  no  other  comman4  till  the  year  1.792,  when  he

was,  about   the   momh     of   May,    appointed    to    the 

Royal  William,  of  cighty.foiir  guns,  one  of  the  fiiips- 
equipping,  intended  for  Channel  fervJce,  atid  afterwards 
lo  be  feni  Ui  Gibraltar,  under  the  orders  of  admiral  lord 
Howe;  for  the  relief  of  that  impnrtaut  forwcfs.  He  was 
Rationed  in  the  line  as  one  o!"  the  feconds,  to  vice-admiral' 
IBarrington,  and  in  the  trifling  ft irmifli  which  took  place 
with  the  combined, fleets  of  France  and. Spain,  had  twd 
men  killed  and  thirteen  wounded,  in  which  number  were 
two  of  the  lieutenants.  Captain  Allen  quitted  the  com- 
mand of  the  Royal  William  as  a  natural  confequence  foort 
after  his  return  from  this  expedition,  and  hath  nevCr  fince 
accepted  of  any  command  either  ^s  a  captain>  or  a  flae 
officer. 

On  the  a+th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  adranced  to 
the  rank  of  rear-admira!  of  the  white* ;  of  rear-admiral  0/ 
the  red  on  the  21ft  of  September,  1790;  to  be  vice 
of  the  white  on  the  lil  of  February,  1793,  and  of  the  red 
on  the  12th  of  April,  1794;  laftty,  on  the  ift  of  June, 
1795,  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue,  a  rank  in  which  he  Hill 
continues. 

ANTROBUS,  Charles.— The  firft  inteTIigerce  we 
have  of  this  gentleman  is,  that  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  commander  of  a  floop  of  war,  or  vellel  of  that 
clafs,  on  the  15th  of  November,  1756.  Early  in  1758^ 
we  find  him  commanding  the  Vefuvius  fire-(hip,  nOt  im- 
probably the  velTel  to  which  he  was  in  the  firft  inftancC 
appointed  when  he  obtained  the  rank  juft  ftated.  He 
was  advanced,  on  the  17th  of  Febmary,  l7s8,  to  be  cap- 
tain of  the  Surprize  frigate,  this  fhip  was  employed  du- 
ring this,  and  the  following  year  as  a  cruifer,  but  appears 
to  have  met  with  no  other  fuccefs  than  having,  on  the 
17th  of  April,  1759,  captured  a  fmall  French  privateer, 
called  the  Vieux,  belonging  to .  Bourdeaux,  motinting 
eight  guns.  After  captain  Antrobus  quitted  the  Surprize, 
as  we  oelieve  him  to  have  done  about  the  beginning  of  rhe 
year  1760,  he  remained  for  a  (hort  time  out  of  comraif-- 
fioti,  but  in  1761  was  appointed  to  the  Southatrpton,  of 
thirty-two  guns.    .He  continued  in  this  fhip  till  after  the

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conclufian  of  hoftilities,  and  is  faid  to  have  been  fome  time 
afterwards  commander  of  a  fifih  rate,  though  we  have  not 
been  able  to  difcover  the  name  and  ftaiion  of  the  fliip, 
and  indeed  difbelieve  the  whole  report.  At  the  lat^i^r  end 
of  the  year  176S,  we  know  him  to  h^ve  been  appointed 
to  thejafon,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns,  in  which  he 
was,  early  in  the  cnfuing  year,  ordered  to  ihe  Weft 
Indies, 'and  unfortunately  died  while -abfent  on  that  flation 
in  the  courfe  of  the  then  current  year. 

BAKER,  James, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  31ft  of  Oftoher,  1744,  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander (in  the  17th  of  June,  1757-  But  we  are  unhap-. 
pily  equally  ignorant  of  his  ftalions  or  commands  in  both 
mftances,  except  that,  early  in  1758,  we  believe  htm  to 
have  commanded  the  Fortune  [loop.  On  the  3d  of  March, 
1758,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  captain  in  the 
navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Lyme,  of  twenty-two  guns  •. 
wc  do  not  find  any  particular  mention  made  of  him 
while  holding  this  commiflion  till  the  latter  end  of  the 
year  1760,  when  being  ordered  to  Elfineur,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  convoying  to  England  the  homeward-bound 
Baltic  trade ;  on  his  paflage  ihiiher  from  Norway,  the 
Lyme  was  unfortunately  wrecked  In  the  Cattegat.  Twenty 
three  of  the  crew  unhappily  loil  their  lives  on  this  oc- 
cafion,  the  remaindej,  together  with  the  captain  and  his 
lady,  were  faved ;  the  caufe  of  this  melancholy  accident 
being  afterwards  p/operly  inveftigated  before  a  court 
martial,  captain  BAer  was  moft  honourably  acquitted  of 
all  blame,  and,  in  1762,  was  appointed  to  the  Sapphire, 
of  thirty-two  guns.  Early  in  the  enfuirg  year  he  removed 
into  the  Loweftoffe,  of  twenty-four  guns,  and  was  fhortly 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  died  in 
the  courfe  of  the  year  .1765,  having  retained  the  fame 
command  till  the  time  of  his  deccafe. 

BALFOUR,  George, — a  gentleman  of  Scottifli  ex- 
Iraflion,  v/ns  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
5th  of  July,  1745,  and  to  that  of  commander  of  a  floop 
of  war  November  15,  1756.  We  do  not,  however, 
find  any  mention  made  either  of  the  paAicular  commands

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he  held,  or  the  lerviceS  in  which  he  was  engaged,  till  the 
year  T75S,.wheii  he  was  employed  under  Mr.  Bofcaweti} 
at  the  fieec  of  LouiHurg,  as  commander  of  the  ^tna  fire- 
(hip.  He  was  ordered  by  the  admiral  tti  take  the  com- 
mand of  one  of  the  divifions  of  boats  fent  int»  Louifburg 
harbour,  on  the  night  between  the  25th  andz6th  9f  July^ 
for  the  purpofe  of  cutting  out  the  Bienfaifam  and  Prudent, 
the  whole  of  the  French  fquadron  which  then  i^mained 
uncjeffroyed.  The  divifion  of  boats  commanded  by  cap- 
tain Balfour,  boarded  the  Bienfaifaut ;  the  conflia  was 
fpirited,  but  not  of  long  duration  ;  the  other  divifion,  com- 
manded by  capt.  Laforey,  finding  it  impolFible  to  bring  off 
the  Prudent,  which  fhip  was  aground  with  feven  feet  water 
in  her  hold,  fet  her  immediately  on  fire,  and  repaired  on 
board  the  Bicnfaifant  for  the  purpofe  of  aflifting  captain 
fialfourand  ihefuccefsfulaflailantsintowing  off  that  that- 
tered  (hip  ;  the  prtze  was  triumphantly  carried  off  in  the 
midflof  a  tremendous  (ire  commenced  by  the  exafperated 
enemy  ;  and  with  the  fmall  aflidance  afforded  by  a  gentle 
breeze,  and  the  ragged  fails  of  the  Ihip,  was  foon  worked 
out  of  the  line,  ordireAion  of  the  enemy's  fire.  The  im- 
portant capture  was  fecurcd  in  the  North-cad  harbour  iill 
the  cnfuing  day,  when  captain  Balfour  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  poll  captain,  and  himfelf  very  defervcdly  ap- 
poinied  to  command  her.  Captain  Balfour  continued  in 
the  Bienfaifam  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the  war, 
but  docs  not  appear  to  have  been  fo  fortunate  as  to  have 
met  with  any  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  honour  he  had 
already  fo  defervcdly  acquired,  nor  have  we  been  able  to 
meet  with  any  interelling  particulars  concerning  him,  ex- 
cept that,  in  the  year  1762,  he  wasias  we  believe,  ordered 
to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  appears  10  have  con- 
tinued,and  in  the  fame  fhip,  till  the  year  1765.  In  I770f 
before  which  time  he  is  not  known  to  have  held  any 
fubfBquent  commiflion,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Venus 
frigate,  and  was  from  thence  promoted,  in  1772,  to  the 
■Royal  Oak,  of  fcventy-four  guns,  a  guardfhip,  a  coin> 
mand  which  he  did  not,  however,  long  continue  in,  hav- 
ing, at  the  end  of  the  year  1773,  removed  back  into  the 
Venus,  which  he  alfo  quitted  not  lonji;  afterwards.  In 
1776  he  was  appointed  to  the  Culloden,  a  fhip  of  feventy- 
four  guns,  newly  launched  at  Deptford.

'hoftilities  with  France,  principally  as  a  cruifer  off  cap* 
FiniHerre,  for  (he  purpufe  of  preventing  any  commercial 
intercour(e  between  the  revolted  American  colonies,  and 
Europe,  as  well  as  for  the  purpafe  of  intercepting  anjr 
fupphes  of  Tvar-like  (lores  that  might  be  attempled  to  bo 
fcnt  them  from  France,  or  Spain.  Captain  Balfour  doea 
not,  however,  appear  to  have  met  with  any  conlidcrable 
fuccefs  while  thus  occupied,  being  mentioned  only,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1777,  as  the  captor  of  a  veflei  from 
South  Carolina,  bound  to  Boiirdeaux,  of  about  four  htin^ 
dred  tOBB,  laden  with  rice,  indigo,  dcci-flcins,  and  to^ 
bacco.  In  the  month  of  May  1778,  a  Ihort  time  before 
jhe.aflual  commencement  of  hcrililities  with  France,  the 
Culloden  was  ordered  to  America  as  one  of  the  fquadron 
fcnt  thither  under  the  ordeis  of  vice-admiral  Byron.  Xb» 
diftrelTes  experienced  by  many  of  the  (hips,  compofing 
this  ill-fated  fquadron,  we  have  already  had  occafion  to 
enumerate,  in  more  inllancei  than  one^  the  Culloden,  in- 
deed, was  particnlarly  unfortunate,  after  being  feparatett 
from  the  adinlral  during  a  confidcrable  part  of  the  pafTage^ 
captain  Baltourwas,  at  length,  compelled  tobearawajr 
for  Halifax,  where  he  arrived  on  the  i6thof  Auguft,  after 
a  pafTage  of  nearly  three  months  duration.  He  failed 
from  thence,  Jn  company  with  Mr.  Byron,  on  the  4th  oS 
September,  but  being  overiakcn  by  a  fecond  llorm  when 
on  his  pallbge  to  New  York,  was  obliged  to  run  for 
England,  wlicre  he  arrived  in  fafety,  having  put  into- 
Miiford  fJaven  early  in  the  month  of  December,  bring- 
ing with  him  a  French  tender  which  he  had  captured: 
while  on  his  paffage. 

■   During  the  year  1779  captain  Balfour  fervcd  under  the 

orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy  in  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet,, 

a  Nation  in  which  no  encounter  took  pbce.     In  1780  he 

was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  wiih  the  fquadron    fcnf. 

tiiilher  as  a  reniforcement  to  lir  George  Rodney,  under- 

orders  of  commodore  Walllngham,  and  having,  oxk 

approacli  of  the  hurricane  feafon,  accompanied  fis 

Rodney  to  America,  was  left  behind  by  that  admiral  on. 

return,  a^  one  of  the  fqwadmn  on  that  ftaiion,  in  eit* 

Ige  for  th?  Refoluiion  of  the  fame  force.   This  cx^ 
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thtnge  was  rather  unfortunate  for  captain  StUfom^ tb» 
Culloden  having  been  wrecked  off  the  Ealt-end  of  htdg 
IQand,  in  a  gale  of  wind  which  happened  on  the  23ft  of 
January  enfuing,  but  the  whole  crew  were  fortUBatdjr 
faved.  Captain  Balfour  afterwards  went  on  bdard  the 
Royal  Oak,  in  which  Qtip  he  continued  to  fcrvc  in  the 
private  capacity  of  a  volunteer  for  fortie  weeks,  till  after 
the  encounter  with  the  French  fquadron  off  the  Ckpts  of 
Virginia,  on  the  i6th  of  March  enfuing:  immediately 
fubKqutnt  to  which  he  was  fent  home  to  England  by  the 
admiral,  as  the  bearer  of  his  diTpatches. 

Not  long  after  his  arrival,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Conqueror,  a  Ibip  of  the  fame  force  and  .rate  as  ibf  Cuh-  - 
lodeo*,  one  of  thofe  fent  at  the  clofe  of  the  year  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  George  Rodney, 
who  returned  thither  to  refume  hts  former  charge  of  com>- 
tnander-in-chief  on  that  ftation.  On  the  arrival  of  cap- 
tain Balfour  in  the  Weft  Indies,  he  was  llationcd  to  the 
line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear-admiral  Drake,  in  which 
capacity  he  ferved  at  the  time  of  the  meinorahle  encouiiter 
with,  and  defeat  of  the.couni  dc  GralTe  t.  No  mateiiai 
<iccu[rence,  as  may  well  be  remembered,  took  place  in 
that  quarter  fabfequent  to  the  event  we  hKve  juit  related; 
peace  took  place  at  Chndmas,  and  early  in  the  enfuing 
fiimmer  the  greateft  part  of  the  fleet  returned  to  Englano 
in  divifions ;  the  Conqueror  was  among  the  firft,  and  ini- 
mediatcly  on  her  arrival  was  put  nut  of  commtlSon. 

Captain  Balfour  never  accepted  of  any  fubfequent  com- 
mand, and  although,  in  confequence  of  the  promotion  rf 
admirals,  which  took  .place  on  the  Z4th  of  September, 
1787,  he  was  fenior  to  many  who  were  raifedto  the  rank 
of  fiag  officers,  he  neither  experienced  in  common  with 
tfacrq,  that  promotion  which  is  ufnally  looked  forward  to, 
as  the  conltant  reward  of  long,  and  meritorious  former 
fervices,  nor  was  he  even  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperanmiated 
rear-admirals.  'Ihe (iippofed bud treatmcnt,and negte£t of

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this  gentleman,  and  fome  of  his  cotemporaries,  became 
alman  immediately  the  fubjeft  of  general  outcry,  and  com- 
plaint. No  incondderable  degree  of  cUmourwasmadeeven 
in  ^arliamcht  concerning  it,  and  thcfc  very  popular  and 
benevolent  exertions  were  produfllve,  not  long  after- 
wards, of  fome  degree  of  riedrefs  to  the  parties  thought 
to  be  aggrieved.  Mr.  Balfour  was  put  on  the  fuperan-r 
nuited  lift,  with  the  rank  and  half-pay  of  a  rear-admiral, 
but  did  not  many  years  enjoy  this  honourable,  though  ex- 
torted penlion,  dying,  in  St.  Georges  Square,  Porlfmouth, 
on  the  28th  of  June,  I79+. 

BENTINCK,  John,— was  a  gentleman  of  Dutch  ex- 
traSion,  and  very  nearly  allied  to  the  nobie  family  *,  the 
'headof  which  is  now  duke  of  Portland.  Having  entered 
into  the  naval  fervice,  he  was,  Oflober,  17,  1758,  pro- 
moted to  be  captain  of  the  Dover,  previous  to  which  time 
we  have  not  any  information  concerning  him,  except  that 
we  are  convinced  he  could  have  remained  during  a  very 
ftiort  period  only,  in  (he  fubordinate  ftations  uf  lieutenant 
and  comtnander.  He  not  long  afterwards  removed  into 
the  Niger  frigate,  in  which  he  was  employed  in  the 
year  1760,  as  a  cniifcr,  and  diftinguiftied  himfelf  ex- 
ceedingly on  the  following  occafion  ;  He  had  the  for- 
tune 10  fall  in  with  the  Diadem,  a  French  (hip  of  war, 
mounting  fevehty-foor  guns,  to  which,  not withilan ding 
his  great  inferiority  of  force,  he  kept  clofe  for  a  con- 
Jtderable  time,  in  the  hope  of  falling  in  with  fome  other 
craifer  by  whofe  affiftance  the  enemy  might  have  been 
attacked  with  fome  probability  of  fuccefs.  Having,  how- 
ever, fix  feet  Water  in  his  hold,  occafioned  by  a  large 
ihot-hole  under  the  ftarboard  counter,  ^nd  no  friend  ap- 
pearing, captain  Bentinck  Iboriened  fail  in  order  to  fepn- 
rate  from  the  enemy.  As  foon  asout  cf  fight  he  brought 
to,  to  heel  his  fhip,  and  repair  the  damage,  which  be  for- 
tunately efTetSed. 

About  a  week  afterwards,  when  on  his  return  to  Ply- 
mouth, as  a  fmall  palliative  to  hisdifappointment,  he  fell 
in  with  and  captured  the  Jafon,  a  French  privateer,  carry- 
ing eight  guns  and  fifty-two  men.     In  the  month   of

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November  following!  Aill  continuing  in  the  fame  fhip  and 
Gae  of  fervice,  he  had  the  better  fortune  to  fall  in  with 
and  capture  off  Morlaix,  the  Epreuve,  a  remarkably  line 
French  corvette,  carrying  fourteen  Hx  pounders  and  on* 
hundred  and  thirtv-Cx  men.  Captain  Bentinck  continued 
in  the  Niger  during  the  remainder  of  the  war  *  without 
however,  as  we  believe,  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  any  farther  fuccefs,  or  opportunity  of  diltingainiing 
tiimfelf.  Quitting  the  Niger  on  peace  taking  place,  he 
hfd  no  Xubfequent  appointment  till  the  year  1706,  when 
he  was  commifEoned  to  the  Dragon,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
at  Portfmouth,  in  which  he  continued  three  years.  In  1 770 
he  was  appointed,  as  fucccflbr  to  captain  Robert  Hughcsi 
promoted  to  be  a  fiag-ofHcer,  to  the  Centaur,'  dT  74 
flins,  a  guard-fiiip  at  Porifmouth.  He  continued,  in  the 
uiip  jufl  mentioned  during  the  cullomary  period  of  three 
years,  after  which  time  he  daes  not  appear  to  hav«  ac- 
cepted of  any  command :  indeed  he  did  not  long  furvive 
that  time,  dying  on  the  23d  of  September,  1775.  He 
was  a  gentleman  naturally  polTening  a  ftroiig  fliare  of  in- 
genuity, which  was  particularly  direSed  to  the  niecha* 
nical  purfuits ;  he  was  the  inventor  of  many  ufeful  nauti- 
cal  improvements,  particularly  with  refpefl  to  pumps, 
one  of  which,  the  chain  pump,  in  confcqucnce  of  the  ad- 
ditions and  alterations  fuggcCled  by  captain  Bentinck,  Itill 
bears  his  name. 

BETHELX,  Chriflopher,  Codrington, — is  not  known 
10  us  previous  to  his  appointment  as  captain  of  the 
Garland  frigate,  bearing  date  Oflober  the  l6th  1758I 
About  the  year  1760,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Phoe- 
hix,  of  forty-four  guns,  in  which  fhip  he  continuej 
till  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  but  without  being  fortui 
nate  enough,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  to 
meet  with  any  pahicular  fuccefs  or  opportunity  of  diftin-t 
guifhing  himfelf.  He  changed  his  name  from  Codrington 
to  Bethell,  in  confequence  of  an  cftate  bequeathed  to  him 
on  that  condition  in  1758,  and  is  faid  to  have  immediately 
afterwards  quitted  the  fervice.     This  evidently  is  a  rfilf-

We  find  fiittl  retained 
on  the  lift  of  captams  by  the  name  of  Bethclt,  till  thO 
year  1772,  after  which  tiine  we  h^Ve  no  intelligence  con- 
cerning ,'hirii.  It  is  not  imptobable  the  atiJbunt  of 
his  1  etiteirteut  from  the  fertfice  is  true,  and  titfly  errone-. 
ous  in  point  of  date.  We  hav4  not  been  able  to  collect 
iny  information  concerning  hiin  iA  addition  to  the' few 
r^anty  particulars  already  related,  nor  do  We  even  kitoVf 
'fvj^jher  he  be  now  living,  ornot, 

BRAY,  Jotin.-^was'  appointed  %  lietitenaflt  in  the 
pavy  ah  the  28th  of  A"guft,  1743.  He  was'advancfed  to 
tlte  rank  of  commander  on  the  15th  of  June,- 175^,  and 
was  not  Jong  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Adventure,  an 
artncd  fll7p,liired  from  the  merchants.  This  Veffel  was  em? 
jpTdyed  asajiruifer  for  the  better  proteflion  ofthecoafting 
trade,  /roin  the  depredations  frequently  committed  oti  it 
fcy  fmall  piiyaieer^.  The  Advehtiffe  was  tying  at  anchor 
111  Dungeue'fs  Road,  on  the  ift  of  January,  1758^  whe^i  a 
fnow  was  difcovered  reaching  in  for  the'Ncfs,  which  ififer- 
wa'rd 3- proved  to  be  the  Michanh  privateer,  carrying  fortr- 
ieehnihe  po'uiider!,  ahdiiianned  'with  i  chofen  crew, 
ainounting  in  number  .to  one  .hundred  i(nd  eighty-two. 
.Captain  Bray,  taking  the  vefTe!  in  fight  for"a  man  of  war, 
im'medijtely  cleared,  (hip,  and  btgan  to  engage  the  enemy" 
a  few  minutes  after  two  o'clock.  The  condufl  6f  the  peo- 
ple on  board  the  privateer  iiidicatlngan  intention  of  boardj. 
ing  the  Adventure,  proper  liieafures  Wert  takbn  by  the 
crew  of  the  latter  fhip  lo'coiintcrafl  if.  TheFe  were  ef- 
fetSual,  captain  Bray  having  laid  his  antagonjft  athwart 
jiawze,  and  the  enemy's  bollfprit  coming  in  between  his 
Uijin    and   mizen  mafts,   his    mizen  top-fail  fhcct  was 

Safled  through  the  eneiny's  bob-ftay'and  madefaft.  Still 
sariiijg,  however^  that  this  advantage  of  fiiuatinn  might 
be  loft,  captain  Bray  ordered  an  haVfer  to  be  pafled  round 
the  enemy's'boltfpntaiij'hrs  'bwn'caprtan  on  the  quarter- 
deck. From  the  relative' ^ofitfon  of  the  tWo/hips,  wiih 
regard  to  each,  otjier^  it'muil.^tie  evident  that  the  aSion 
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IriuR  a)mon  cntit^ly  have  (}ep«ided  on  fmall  arms,  but 
ftfter  an  hoilr's  fpinted  refiftarree,  the  «nemy,  though  fo 
(nperior  in  numberE,  furrendered,  h:ivinghad  tortyinett 
Iciiled  and  "frounded,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  ihe  AtU 
Tfentere  had  only  one  man  killed  and  two  wounded. 

The  gaHantry  difplayed  by  cafttain  Bray*in  the  fore* 
going  aftion  caufed  his  promotion  on  the  ftxth  of  the 
utne  AiOnth  (January)  to  be  -csptain  of  the  PriHcefi 
AineliH)  of  eighty  guns.'  This  Ihip  was  one  of  the 
fleet  then  under  orders  for  houitbiiig,  and  bore  the 
broad  pendant  of  comnibdore  Durell,  third  in  comoiaiid 
under  Mr.  Bofcawcn.  No  particular  mention  is  made 
of  captain  Bray  during  the  liege,  but  we  believe  hio) 
to  have  continued  in  the  Princefs  Amelia  for  fome  con- 
fiderable  tittife  af^ferwards,  and  to  have  fcrved,  in  1759,  as 
captai^n  tO;  Mr.  Durell  on  the  expedition  againft  Qpciiec; 
In  1760,  or  the  enfuirJg  year,  he  removed  into  the  New- 
ark, a  (hip  of  the  fairte  force  as  the  former,  and,  not  long 
after  this  lime,  appointed  the  fiag-fhip  of  fir  Ficrcy  Bcett, 
who  had  a  command  in  the  Mediterranean,  under  which 
gentleman' Mr.  3ray  continued  to  ferve.  as  captain  dur- 
ing the  remainder  <rf  tfw  war.  After  the  peace  we  do  not 
■find  him  to  have  held  any  command.  When  he  tecwnfc 
lenior  on  the  lift  of  captains  to  thofe  gemlenKn  who  were, 
in  (he  year  1787,  raifed  to  the  rank  bf  flag-officer, 'he  re- 
tired from  thefervitc)  and  in  co/ifeqwenceof  the  new  re.' 
guhlions,  made  by  an  ad  of  parliament  patled  foon  after 
the  time  Wc  have  been  juft  Ipeafcing  of,  was  put  on  the 
i'tfl  bf  fuperannujjted  captains,  but  was  fome  time  after- 
'wards  raifed  to  that ^?f  rear  admirals.  •  He  died  at  Deal 
in  the  lattereni'of  November  1795.

full  poiiion.hpth  of  gallantry,  and  management.  Mr,  A'llifon,  if  ne- 
glcfled  io  ihc  way  fijiied  by  Mf,  Eiiiick,  wat  ceilaiiily   vcifitl 
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•  BRERETON,  Willigm,— the  defendant  of  a  family 
of  much  rerpe£lability  fettled  at  Winchcller,  in  the 
county  of  Southampton,  was  a  pctiy-officer  or  midfhip-  , 
man  on  board  one  of  the  (hips  employed  in  the  Eafl- 
Jndies,  progrellively  under  the  admirals  Watfonand  Po. 
cock.  He  was  promoted  there,  through  the  ranks  of 
lieutenant  and  commander,  after  which  he  was  advanced, 
on  the  25th  of  March,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Queen- 
^lorough  frigate.  He  was,  in  a  very  few  days,  ftill  farther 
proRioted  to  the  command  of  the  Cumberiand,  of  Hxty-t 
fix  guns  ;  but  his  condufl  in  the  encounter  which  tpol^  • 
place  with  the  French  fleet  in  the  following  rponth,  wa| 
deemed  fo  reprehenfible  by  the  admiral,  that  he  put  him 
under  an  arrol,  and,  on  his  returti  to  ^adrafs,  ordered 
his  conduil  to  be  inve^ligated  by  a  court ,  martial*.  It 
7n2S  proved,  however,  that  tlie  Cumberknd  was  a  vcr)[ 
heavy  failer,  a  fadt  which,  added  to  fome  other  favourably 
circumKances  in  his  cafe,  induced  his  judges  to  fentence 
faim,  only  to  the  lofs  of  one  years  rank  ^s  a  polt- 
cwtain.       J  ,        1     , 

He  ictnoved  feoni.thc  Cuttiberland  into  thcTyger,  of 
fixty  guns,  which  (hip  appears  very  unfortunately  to  have 
failed  as  ill  as  ilie  former,  neverthelefs  he  contrived  t» 
jCOBtraft  hia  condufl,  if  dilatory  on  the  former  occafi on, 
by  getting  into  the  thlckeft  of  the  aftion  t,  which  took 
plsoe  in  the  month  of , September,  ,1759,  infomuch  that 
oe  had  'ho  fewer  thaa  one  hundred  and  fixly-eight  meo 
kUled  and -wou;id'ed,  ainiouniing  to  nearly  Of)e-ihird  of 
the  lofs  luitaitied  by  the  whole  fqiiadron.  The  cap  two 
hinirelf  received  a  contufion  in  the  head,  from  which^ 
however,  being  fortunately  flight,  he  foon  recovered. 

Pondicherry  foon  after  this  lime  fell  into  the  hands  of 
the  Engliffi,  a  circumftani^ci  added  to  the  want  of  fuccefs, 
which  when  fo  much  hoped  for,  and  expctled,  had  con- 
flantly  attended  the  naval  operations  of  the  count  t)' Ache  in 
that  (juartcr,  now  prevented  his  again  vlfiting  the  Indian 
feas  during  the  war.  Wc  have  nothing,  therefore,  mate- 
'  rial. enough  to  demand  our  notice  with  refped  to  captaia 
•Brereton,  ^or,  indeed,  are  any  of  his  cotemparies  on  th»

feme  (lation  in  abetter  fituat'iAn,  till  after  the  dcckratioa 
of  vcar  with  Spain,  which  took  place  in  the  beginning 
pf  the  year  1762.  The  memorable  and  fucccfsful  expedi- 
tion againd  Manilla)  was,  as  may  be  well  remembered, 
undertaken  in  the  month  of  July  ^  the  fleet  failed  in  two 
divifions  from  Madrafs,  the  firfV  on  the  29th  of  Juljr, 
the  fecond  on  (he  ift  of  Augiift.  Captain  Brereton,  who 
had  removed  from  the  Tyger  into  the  Falmouth,  of  fifty 
guns,  was  left  behind  to  convoy  the  ElTex  Indtaman,  {he 
liaving,ihe  treafure  for  the  Chinefe  invellment  on  board, 
and  no!  being  ready  for  fea  when  the  fleet  failed.  Captain 
Brereton  rejoined  the  admiral  on  the  coafl  of  Luconia* 
on  the  20th  of  September,  t^e  day  after  he  made  the 
idand,  and  was  one  of  the  officers  pitched  upon  to  fuper- 
intend  the  difembarkation  of  the  troops  defined  for  itiQ 
fiege,  on  whigh  occafion  he  appears  to  have  behaved  with 
thcgrealeft  fpirit  and  good  condiifl. 

Tha  fonunate  event  is  well  known ;  and  the  Falmouth 
being,  not  long  after  this  time,  condemned  as  unfit  for 
fervice,  was  left  at  Batavia.  Captain  Brereton  took  his 
palTage  from  thence  on  board  a  Dutch  Eafl- India 
(hip,  which,  as  ffc  have  been  credibly  informed,  he  was 
tt)e  means,  when  on  her  paflage,  of  preferving  from 
foundering. 

The  cireumHances  have  been  thus  related  to  us ,  Tlie 
vefTet  had  nearly  reached  the  entrance  of  the  EngliAi 
channel,  when  it  was  overtaken  by  a  violent  gale  of 
wind,  in  copfeq^ience  of  which  it  was  reduced  almofl  to 
the  lall  extremity.  It  appears  there  is  a  natural  averfion 
as  it  were  inhenspt  in  the  Dutch,  to  throwing  their gun> 
overboard.  Jt  was  propofed,  ^mong  the  officers  and 
crew,  to  cut  away  the  marts ;  at  length  captain  Brereton 
was  confulted,  who  having  given  it  as  his  decided  opinion, 
the  veffel  lypuld  be  in  no  danger  if  eafed  of  lieF-gnns, 
this  meafure  was,  though  not  without  fome  lehiSUacCf 
Adopted  by  the  captain,  and  the  fhip,  contrary  to  all  ex- 
pe3ation,  faved.  In  the  year  1779  caplaiti  Ereratonwas 
appointed  to  the  Rippon,  a  fourth  rate  of  Tixtyguf^  one 
of  the  (hips-we  believe  to  have  been  put  into  conuniHion* 
jifter  returning  from  the  American  ftation,.eiibeV.>as,a 
temporary  ggardlhlp, or  in  confcquencc  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  IltiiinI?.  He 
pqntin^sd  in  lh|s  Oijp  during  ^  very  (bort  titi^  <)(>!}{?  ^'^i 

his 
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Ms  next  appointment,  which  we  believe  to  have  akm 
J*IC«  in  the  year  1774,  was  to  the  Centaur,  a  guardthip 
(rf  fewnty-tour  guns,  Rationed  at  Ponfmouth.  In  this 
Sfttim  he  continued  during  the  ufually  allotted  period 
«if  thne  years,  and  after  quitting  that  (hip,  was,  iinnfie* 
dhitely  previous  (o  the  expected  rupture  with  France 
Ml  I778,  appointed  to  the  Duke,  a  fecond  rate,  of  ninety 
^ns,  ^ti  newly  launched  at  Plymouth ;  this  Ihip  was 
«ne  cf  thofe  put  under  the  orders  of  admiral  Keppel,  who 
c^nnmanded  the  main  or  Channel  ficet.  He  was-canfe- 
^oentty  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet, 
■nderihe  count  d'Orvilliers,  which  took  place  onihc  27th 
0f  Jv\y  niccceding,  and  was  Rationed  in  the  line  as  «ne 
<rfttie'ft«ond8  to  liT  Robert  Hailand,  who  commanded  the 
mm  *T  fecond  fquadron.  The  Duke  was  not,  however, 
engaged,  as  appears  from  the  return  of  Mr.  Keppcl,  the 
commander- in-chiel,  and  the  condu£l  of  captain  Brereton 
Iras  To  fiir  objected  to,  that-he  was  immediately  afterwards 
removed  fi^m  the  command  of  the  Duke.  This  gcntle- 
toan,  nMM'ithftanding,  we  believe,  repeated  foiiciiations 
havfe  been  made  for  that  purpofe,  has  never  be«n  employed 
Aibfequent  to  the  time  above  ftated,  and  Is  row  on  rtie  lift 
(ff  ftipeEannuaied  captains.  On  a  penfionof  10 s.  f>er  day. 

BOND,  Robert, — we  have  no  information  of  this 
gsmleman'  lill  "ftieycar  1757,  When  we  find  him,  on  the 
ift  of  February,  appoimed  commander  of  a  floop  of 
war,  we  believe  the  Speedwell,  in  Whichhe  was  in  th« 
then  cufrent  year  employed  on  the  North  American 
Aation,  «nd  attached  to  the  fleet  fent  under  the  orders 
af  ■adttiiral  Holbamti  on  the  unfucceftfu!  expedition 
igtrinft  Louilburg.  On.  the  13th  of  jatiuary,  1758,  he 
Was  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Hind,  of  twenty 
gtms{  this  (hip  was  fome  time  afterwards  put  out  ofcom- 
■ifflion  for  repair  Or  refitment,  and  capfzin  Bond  was, 
weticHete,  reappointed  to  her  when  ready  for  fea  in  the 
year  1761.  He  continued  in  the  fame  vctfel  during  the 
remainder  rfthevnir,  biit  after  its  conclufion  we  ha.ve  no 
ihftOiirtt  of  itis  holding  any  fubfequcnt  commifllon  till  the 
year  1770,  when  he  wai  appointed  to  the  Gibraltar,  of 
rtventy  guns-,  He  died,  foon  after  h«  had  quitted  th« 
iotnmand  of  this  fliip,  oft  the  15th  of  March,  1772. 

CARKET,  Robcrt,-^was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
ftevtea^ntifi  the  navy,  on  the  e6th  of  Febiuaty,  1744-5  ; 

but 
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but  we.  have  no  farther  information  conceroing;  hin\ 
t'ili  the  monih  of  February  1758.  He  was  then  firft 
lieutenant  of  the  Monmouth,  under  the  brave  but  unfor- 
tunate captain  Gardiner*,  at  the  time  that  fliippurfucd, 
and  aficr  an  obftlnate  aflion  captured,  a'moft  witnoiit  any 
CKtianeous  afTiftance,  the  Foudroyant.of  eighty-fourguns, 
commanded  b)-  the  marquis  de  Quefne,  a  French  chef 
d'Efcadre.  The  particulars  of  this  very  extraordinaiy 
and  gallant  aflionliaving  been  already  related,  'tis  needlefs, 
intimately  as  this  genilemaii  was  connefled  with  it,  to 
enter  into  any  repetition.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  admiral  Olborne,  at  that  time  commander^in. 
"  chief  on  the  iVIediterranean  ftatlon,  as  a  very  proper  and 
honourable  reward  for  his  gallantry,  to  command  the 
Foudroyant,  pro  tempore,  till  the  pleafure  of  the  admi- 
ralty-bonrd  (hoiild  be  known. 

Mr.  CarkeT  was  not  in  confequet«:e  of  this  recom* 
mendation,  wdl-dcferved  and  highly  honourable  as  it 
was,  continued  in  the  Foudroyant,  but  was,  in  order  to. 
anfwer  the  purpofe  of  promotion,  appointed  captain  of 
the  Royal  Caroline  yacht,  by  commiffion  bearing  date 
March  the  i2th  1758,  No  lubfequent  mention  is  made 
of  him,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  tilt 
the  year  1760,  when  he  was  employed  on  the  Weft 
India  Ration,  and  commanded  the  HulTar,  of  _  twenty- 
eight  guas,  into  which  (hip  we  think  if  highly  probable 
tie  removal  in  a  very  (hort  tinie  after  he  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  poft-captain^.  This  vefTel  was  unfortunately 
loft  off"  Cape  Francois,  on  the  iflahd  of  Hifpaniola,  in,- 
the  year  1762,  and  the  condufl  of  captain  Carkcl  on  that 
occailon  being,  as  is  cuftomary,  examined  by  a  court 
martial,  he  was  very  honourably  acquitted  of  all  blame. 
Captain  Carket,  having  returned  to  England  after  this- 
difaflcr,  was  appointed  to  the  Aflive,  a  veifel  of  the  fame

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force  with  the  Huflaf,  and  immediately  ordered  back  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  continued  till  the  year  1767. 
Having  then  returned  to  England)  the  Aflive  was  put- out 
of  commiffion  and  difmantled  at  Plymouth.  No  fubfe- 
quent  command,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difL-ovtr, 
was  held  by  captain  Carket  till  the  year  1779,  when  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Sierling  Caftle,  of  fixiy-four  guns, 
and  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  with  the  fquadron  fent 
thither  under  Mr.  Rowley,  to  reinforce  Mr.  Byron's  fleet. 
He  was  confequcntly  prefent  at  the  encounter  with  the  ■ 
French  fleet  off  Grenada,  on  which  occafion  he  had  two 
men  killed  and  four  wounded. 

The  only  mention  we  find  made  of  this  gentleman 
during  the  cnfuing  winter,  is,  his  having  been  one  of  the 
captains  detached  with  rear-admiral  Rowky,  in  the  mipnth  - 
of  December,  to  purfue  a  fmall  fquadron  of  French 
frigates  which  had  been  difcovered  from  St.  Lucia,  one 
of  thefe,  the  Ellis,  mounting  twenty-eight  guns,  was  cap- 
lured  by  the  Magnificent  and  Sterling  Caftle,  which  laft 
ihip  is  dated  as  having,  two  days  afterwards,  cap- 
tured an  American  veficl,  from  Martinico,  laden  with 
rum,  fugar,  and  gunpowder.  On  the  arrival  of'fir  Geo, 
Rodney  on  the  Weft  India  ftaiion,  and  taking  upon 
him  the  chief  command,  in  the  month  of  March,  captain 
Carket  was  ftationed  in  the  line  to  lead  the  fleet  on  the 
ftarboard  tack.  Sir  George  Rodney  in  his  official  dif- 
patch  Jlates,  "  that  at  forty-five  minutes  after  fix  he  gave 
notice,  by  public  iignal,  that  it  was  his  inieniion  to  attack 
the  rear  sfihe  French  feet  with  his  whole  force,  which  fignal 
was  anfwered  by  every  fhip  in  the  fleet,"  hoping,  tio 
doubt,  to  capture  or  deftroy  the  greater  part  of  it  before 
the  van  could  come  to  its  relief.  This  intention,  how- 
ever, being  then  a  manoeuvre  totally  new  in  pradlice,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  mifunderftood  by  captain  Carket,  who 
ftuodon,  very  gallantly  it  muft  beconfelled  •,  but  contrary 
to  the  wjihes  of  his  commander-in-chiefj  to  engage  the 
leading  thip  of  the  enemy.  The  remainder  of  the  fhips 
aftern,  feeling  the  neceflity  of  fupporting  their  leader, 
'ftood  on  alfo,  a  general  and   bloody  engagement  toolc

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place,  and  ended  without  being  produflive  of  the  fmalleft 
advantage  on  either  fide. 

Sir  George  was  cxtiemely  chagrined  at' the  difappoint- 
ment,  and  fomc  kind  of  paper  altercation  is  faid  to 
have  taken  place  between  captain  Carket  and  himfelf  on 
the  occalion.  But  whether  the  admiral's  fignals  were  not 
in  reality  fufficienily  indicative  of  his  wifhes.  Or  whethtr 
he  bore  little  refentment  to  the  unintentional  miftake  of 
an  officer  who  had  before  behaved  fo  gallantly,  and  meri- 
torioufly,  we  know  not,  but  no  inveftigation  of  the  difpute 
by  a  court  martial  took  plate.'  The  unhappy  death  of 
captain  Carket,  in  tKe  month  of  October  following, 
would,  indeed,  have  clofed  the  difpute  had  it  continued 
fo  long.  1  he  Sterling  Caftle  was  ordered  to  Jamaica, 
and  was  one  of  the  (hips  feni  to  convoy  the  homeward- 
bound  fleet  through  the  gulph.  After  having  executed 
thisfervice,  thofe  iliips  not  difpatched  to  Europe  were  to 
cruife  for  a  limited  time  off  Hifpaniola.  They  were  thus 
employed  when  they  were  overtaken  by  that  tremend- 
ous and  memorable  hurricane  which  almoft  defolatcd  the 
whole  Weft  Indies,  on  the  roth  of  Oftober,  1780.  The 
fquadron  was  completely  difperfed,  thofe  ihips  which  ef- 
caped  beft  were  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck.  The 
Thunderer,  of  fevcnty-four  guns,  foundered  at  fea,  and 
the  Sterling  Caftle  was  unfortunately  loft  on  the  Silver 
Keys,  one  perfon  only,  as  it  is  faid,  or  at  moft  a  very  in- 
confiderable  number,  of  the  crew,  confiltiDg  of  five  hun- 
dred men,  having  efcaped  deftruftion. 

CLARKE,  John, — this  gentleman  was  born  in  the 
year  1711.  He  went  to  fea  in  the  reign  of  king 
George  the  firft,  and  ferved  at  the  fiege  of  Gibraltar,  in 
1727.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  on 
the2iftof  February,  1740-1,  and  ferved  in  that  capa- 
city during  the  whole  of  the  war,  principally  on  the  Me- 
diterranean ftation,  where  he  was  prcfent,  under  Mr.  Ma- 
thews, at  the  engagement  with  the  French  and  SpaniOi 
fleets  oif  Toulon.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  c^jm^ 
mander,  Oflober  i+,  1755,  and  in  1757  was  captain 
of  the  Bonetta  floop.  He  was  farther  advanced,  on  the 
19th  of  January,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Sheernefs 
frigate,  and  continued  in  the  fame  Ihip  during  nearly  the 
whole  «f  the  war,  employed,  at  leafl  after  the  year  1760, 
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on  the  Mediterranean  nation  *,  We  believe  that  captain 
John  Clarke  did  not  quit  the  command  of  the  Sheernefs 
till  the  year  1766  or  7,  but  have  no  account  either  of 
his  having  held  any  fubfequent  commiiHon,  or  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  was  not  pro- 
moted, when  he  became  entitled  to  it,  according  to  fe- 
niorily,  to  the  rank  even  of  a  fuperannuated  flag-officer. 
He  died  at  Guildford,  in  Surry,  on  the  24th  of  Fe- 
bruary,! 789,  at  the  age  of  ft veniy- eight,  having  been  fifty- 
iix  years  in  the  royat  navy.

She  wai  chafed  near  thek  coaOi  by  three  French  men  of  war,  (he  '

Minerva,  who  came  to  an  anchor  Toon  afur  the  arrival  of  the 
6hcenicfs. 

The  Minerva, by  the  i|t-n>anageineDi  of  (he-crew.  Ariick  upon  a 
rock,  and  in  Icfi  than  t«a  hours  af(ervardi  was  eottrely  loft.  Th« 
tea  nn  fo  very  high  ihai  no  boats  would  venture  au(  from  (be  fliarc 
(o  the  afTiilarjce  ofihe  people  on  ihe  wreck.  In  thii  Gcuacion  captain 
Clarke  feni  hii  people  co  their  relief,  who  exerted  themfelvei  lo  ef> 
fefiualiy  as  Id  bring  them  all  off,  except.aboiit  twenty-five' <y ho  were 
carried  avay  by  ihe  violence  of  ihe  lurf.  The  French  commodore 
tratted  afiei  wards  upon  ihe  Siitilh  captain  10  thank  him  for  bis  utady 
affiftance,  and  to  exorert  the  great  feafc  he  enieruined  of  f)icb  b<oci> 
»olence  and  generofiiy, 

Cimphcll.Fclaesihe  Tojeginiig traafaaion  in  the  foUowiog  tnortf 
florid  lermi: 

"  The  Minerva,  a  French  frigate,  had,  in  company  with  four  o|hcf 
ftiips  of  war,  given  cfaace  lo  the  Sheernefs.  eumirandcd  by  captain 
Clarke,  who  took  refuge  in  the  harbour  of'Viila  Franca,  and  ther«- 
•nckMcd,  the  wind  blowing  frefh.  He  wat  immediaieiy  follpVrcd  hj 
lb«  captain  of  the  Minerva,  who,  afluatcd  by  atf  idle  fpirit  of  vsninr 
and  infdlence,  refolving  10  lie  belween  him  ajid  lh«  fborc,  ran  Iiif

fia  itili  melancholy  occaiion  capiaia  Clarlte,  forgcttii^  they  werf 
enemiei,ai  well  at  thai  this  very  calamity  was  occafionedby  their  lefeat- 
mentagainfl  him  and  bis  coutiiry,  eicricd  hi mfelf  vigor oojly  for  iheir 
relief.'  He  could  not  have  done  more,  If  hit  fiictidt  lied  been  in 
danger.  By  (hit  gencroat  affiOance  the  grsater  fut  of  tbe  uew,  and 
alt  the  officcri  were  bved. 

CLARK, 
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CLARK,  Edward, — was,  according  to  fome  accotintt, 
which  confound  him  with  captain  John  Clark,  of  whom 
we  have  juftfpokcn,  promotea  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant, 
Feb.  21,  1740-1,  but  that  appointment  certainly  did  not 
take  place  till  Auguft  29, 1744,  after  whidi  time  no  mention 
if  made  of  him  till  he  isfaid,  though  we  believe  crroneoufly, 
to  have  been  appointed  aAing  captain  of  the  Prince,  a 
fecondrate,  in  1757,  We  believe  him,  however,  to  have 
been,  about  that  time,  appointed  fiKl  lieutenant  of  that 
fltip,  and  to  have  proceeded  in  that  {lation  on  board  her  to 
the  Mediterranean,  where  he  was,  on  the  13th  of  March, 
1758,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Orphce,  of  fixty-foui 
guns,  a  prize  taken  a  fhort  time  before  from  the  enemy, 
bcin|  one  of  the  fmall  (goadron  which  attempted  to  flip 
out  fromToiilon  into  Carthagena.  This  gentleman  was, 
fome  time  after  this,  ordered  to  the  Eafl  I  ndies,  on  board 
what  (hip  we  have  not  been  able  to  difcover-  Hewas  on 
his  return  from  thence,  as  captain  of  the  Liverpool,  when, 
in  the  month  of  May  1764,  on  account  of  fomedifquietudo 
of  mind,  the  caufe  of  which  we  have  alfo  been  unable  io 
difcover,  he  put  a  period  to  his  exiltence  by  (hooting  him- 
lelf. 

CLIVE,  Benjamin,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  7th  of  May,  1746-7,  and,  on  the 
aod  of  July,  1756,  was  railed  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander, but  Ro  farther  mention  is  made  of  him  till 
the  beginning  of  tlje  year  1758,  when  he  was  captain 
of  the  Cormorant  Hoop  of  war*.  He  was  from  thence 
advanced,  on  the  23d  of  May  in  the  fame  year,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Rofc  frigate.  Early  in  the  year  1760,  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Sutherland,  of  fifty-four  guns,  in 
■which  mip,  not  long  afterwards,  he  proceeded  to  North 
Aiserica,  -and  after  his  return  from  thence  was  promoted 
to  the  Trident,  of  fixty-fonr  guns.  In  this  fhip  he 
continued,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war,'  employed 
on  the  home,  or  channel  (tation.  Being  put  out  of 
commil&on  in  confequencc  of  peace  having  taken  place 
in  1763,  captain  Clive  does  not  appear  to  nave  held  any 
fubfequeOt  cemmand,  indeed  he  may  be  faid  not  to  have

icrvice,  be  was  appointed  lieutci^nt  ef  one  oi  ihf.  fliipF 
ordAed  to  the  Eiit  Indies,,  where  he  was  prcuqotedi  we 
believe  on  the  17th  of  Q^(il)cX(<i7iO(  to  be. captain  *4 
the  NewcaClk.  a  fourth  latf  of  iiftj  gims.  He  waj;  ;tfteT>- 
VKaids  advanced  to  the  CQi^mand .  of,  the  Suac^rland,  p 
iixty  gun  ihip,  in  which  b^utifpitimately  Ipft  |iis  life 
la  the  month  of,  Januaiv  1761,  that  veUel  being  fxif 
o£  thofe  which  fai^ndbred  in  the  tremendous  hurricanf 
wbi<;h  happep,ed  at  th^  time,  off  Pondichfrfy,  ^nd  qh- 
tfrially  ^naged,  or  defrayed,  tha  greater  ^ft  ff  ibe 
Britilh  ftjuadron. — ^The  name  of  t;;^pt^iB  Colyille.  t^p 
been  onnitied  in  Mr.  Hardy's  lilt  of  ^aval  oflic«i»,fiOt  ii)lr 
probably  on  account  of  bis  unhappily  perilhing,  ae  j^ 
liated,  befote  his  commiQiqns,  were  confirmed  by.the  adr 
miralty  board.  We,  nevcrlhelefs,  think  juftly  entitled. to 
bp  ranked  among  the  naval  captains,  afut-  hare  hOttced 
him  according. 

'DALRYMPLE,  John,— was  figentlitiiM^nswe^l  as 
the  one  lajl  mentioned,  of  noble  itcottiQ^  extfac^Ioi),  hf 
being  de^cefided  from  the  fame.QriginaJ  flock  with  th* 
.late  earl  of  Stair.  lie  \yas  pronjotod  to.  the  rank  of 
lieiftenaut  pn.tbe  lilof  February,  1744,  .^tqr  which  tjoip 
we  aK-vnacc)iiatsted  wilh^any  pariicuJarficoflcerniif  hira 
tUl  the  year  1757,  when  we  find  him,  pn  the  jjd  of 
March .iprpinp led  to  fee  cofUinander  of  a  floop.'of  ^ar, 
called  the  Hazard's  prize.  In  this  vellel,  r\f  ,^j|)a)flfd

Captain  Da!rynip]«  was,  in  1762,  prumbted'  to  ih4 
Wincbeiter,  of  hfty  guns,  and  onicicd  to  the  Coaft  o£ 
Africa,  vrheie  he  continued  tiU  feme  time  after  the  con^, 
duficm  of  tbe  peac^  Subfeqiient  to  his  rctivn  from  tbeoee»^ 
at  the  end  of  the  year  1764^  he  appears  to  have  held  no 
comanflion  till  i^^9^  when,  in  confeqnenca  of  the  ooita- 
inehcentent  of  hoftditiet,  as  well  with  America  as'wilhf 
France,  and  fhe  profpe^t  of  that  with  Spain,  he  was  aup^/ 
pointed  to  the  Union,  a  f^ond.  rate  of  ninety  guns,  ontf 
of.  the.  jhips  belonging  to  the  home  fleets  In  this  ftup 
ht  umnterniptedly.  contifMied  nearly  till  the  end  of  twd 
war,  and  was  confe(|uemly  engaged  in  all  thb  fetvuxilf 
though  moft  of  them  were  rf  a  vpry  uninterefting 
nature,  in  which  the  fleet  iifclf  was  occupied.  When  it; 
proceeded,  in  1781,  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe  ttt 
GlbnaAtar^  captain  Dalrympiewas  flitiotibd  in  the  liiK  xt 
<tne  of  riie  Icconds  10  vice-admiral  Milbank,  who  com*' 
tnamdcd  Ae  hrft  divifion  of  the  rear  fquadron.  Heap- 
pears  to  have  hecn  very  mxterialLy  concerned  in  the  ftiort' 
encounter  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  andSpato>. 
having  had  twen^  mailcnllBd^ul  wbundedi  ' 

The  Union  being  one  of.  the  ihlps  ordered  to  the  Wxft 
Indiefi  under  fir  BidhanL  Hughe^,  in  a  few  days  after  thv 
ficttnoifli  jiiA.  mcntioiKdj  captain  Dalrymple  quitted  the 
^otntdau  of  the  Uiiion,  on  account  qf  the  ill  ftate  of  hit 
heabdi  whitii  woi^-  not.  permit  hioi  to  undtlrgo  tb* 
daogcibuDoliitiatcl  to  which  his  Ma  was  fern, nor  doiic 
Mine  himihrcrVe  hxiv  held  ahji  nibfimiicnt  omnundliK 
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»  private  detain.  On  the  a4th  of  September,  1767,  h* 
wasadvanocd  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  while, 
and  on  the  profped  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  I790> 
being  appiHnted  to  command  ia  chief  at  the  Nore,  hoilted 
his  nag  accordingly  on  board  the  Sandwich,  of  ninety 
guns.  The  apprehended  ftorm  difpeifing  foon  aiter— 
trards,  Mr.  Dalrymple  flruck  his  flag,  and  vras,  <»i 
the  2lft  of  September,  in  the  year  laft  mentioned,  ad- 
vanced to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red.  Immediately  after 
the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France  in  179^3, 
be  ^VBS  arain  appointed  to  command  at  the  Nore,  and 
KCOrdingiy  rchailted  his  fiag  on.  board  hi^  old  Ihip  the 
Sandwich,  as  fucceflbr  to  commodore  William  Locker, 
who  was  then  made  lieutenant-governor  of  Greenwich- 
Hofpital.  On  the  iff  of  Fehniary,  1793,  he  was  ad- 
vanced fi<om  the  rank  of  rear  ofihcred,  tobe  vice-admira} 
oi  the  white,  as  he  was,  moreover,  from  ihence  to  riie 
lame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron  on   the  12th  of  April, 

-  On  the  ifl  of  June,  1795,  he  was  made  admiral  of  the 
Uoe,  in  which  rank  he  continued  till  the  time  of  hii 
death,  whidi,  happened  in  the  month  of  Augud  1798. 
He  refigncd  the  Nore  command  in  the  mouth  of  March

DEANE,  Jofeph,— was,  onihe  a9th  of  April,  1755, 

Eromoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  nary.  In  1757 
s  was  lieutenant  of  the  fiulTar,  a  fir  frigate,  of  twcnty- 
dght  guns,  and  ferved  in  thdt  lotion  on  board  her  at  the 
time  Ine  captured  the  Vengeance,  French  privateer,  a  Ycflet 
afterwaids  commiilioned  as  a  frigate  in  the  firitiih  navy. 
This  is  the  <Ady  information  we  have  been  able  to  procure 
concerning  him  previous  to  hispromotfon  on  the  17th  of 
CSober,  1758.  to  be  captain  <£  the  Eunis.  He  was 
not  loi^  afterward!  rcmored  into  the  LoweltofTe,  in 
which  frigate  he  dlAinguiflicd  'himliilf  very  highly  in 
1760,  at  Qtieliec.  That  important  place  liad  been  for 
ibme  time  befieged  by  a  very  formidable  Frericb  force, 
under  the  chevaher.dc  Levi,,  wbile.it  was  at  the  jkma 
time  (Ixaitencd  tBw^rdc  the' .  river  by ,  fomo  French 
irKiUes,  -and. A  conlidenble  number  «  inferbr  armed 
SB&lt.  Comnloctore  Swkatoo  havingy  with  a  Imall  force, 
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made  his  way  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence^  the  infUnt  the 
navigatioa  became  open,  in  con&queiice  of  the  breakii^ 
Aip  of  the  frofl,  ordered  iinmediat^y  on  his  arrival  oeai 
Quebec,  the  captains  Dcaac  and  Schonibcrg,  of  the 
l^owelloSe  and  Diana  frigates,  to  (lip  iheir  cables  and.  gt- 
Uck  theenemy,  whofc  confufion  and  furprize  hiul  become 
manifeft  on  the  very  {jfft  ^pcarance  of  the  Britifli  force. 
Thefe  orders  were  executed  with  the  utmoft  alacrity  and 
moH  complete  fucoefs,  sis  has  been  already  related  in  thp 
account  of  captain  (ir  A:  Schomberg.  The  Pomona^  one 
of  the  enemy's  frigate^ ,  was  driven  afbore,  and  dcArOyed 
above  Cape  Diamond,  the  other,  the  Atatanta,' was  burnt 
at  Punt  au  Tremble,  about  ten  leagues  above  -  the 
town.  .  , 

In  exccutii^  this  necellary  feryice,  however,  the 
Lowello£^  unfortunately  ran  on  fome  unknown  lockt, 
and  was  irrecoverably  loft  ;  nevenhelefs  this  misforiUfie 
met  with  Come  confolation,  in  the  following  encomium 
beQowed  moft  Juftly  on  the  conduiS  of  captain  Deanc,  by 
general  James  Murray,  the  governor :  "  I  have  not  word^ 
to  exprefs  the  readinefs,  vivacity,  and  valour,  they  *  {hewed 
in  attacking  and  deltroying  the  enemy's  fquadront.  Cap- 
tain Deane  has  loft  his  Ihip,  but  it  was  in  a- good  caulet 
and  he  has  dune  honour  to  his  country." 

As  a  moft  honourable  and  unequivocal  teftimony  of 
the  op'uijon  entertained  of  his  conduct,  on  the  foregoing 
occauan,  he  was,  immediately  after  his  return  to  Eti^ 
Jandjt-promoied.  to  the  Bedford,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in

Soine  little  time  after  the  commencement  of  the  ruf*

■to  the  Ruby," of "■fixty-ftmr  guns,  and  fen t  out  to  Jamaica;, 

Vhere  he  unfortunately  died  early  inthe  ycar'i77g. 

PEERING,  Daniel.^was  appainied"  a  lieutenant  on 
,tbe  2lft  of  January,  17^7,  and  we  have  no  farther  in- 
ionnatioQ  concerning  him  till  we  find  him  promoted* 
on  the  18th  of  November,  ifsS,  to  be  captain  of  the 

■  Rye.     He  afterwards  removed  intfi  the  Woolwich,  in 

■  ■^hich  fliiphe  died  on'the  2C)ih  of  May,  1760. 

PENT,  Sir  Digby, — who  is  now  living,  was  the 
fon  of  captain  Cotton  Dent,  whom  we  have  already 
noticed*.  This  gentlemwi  is  not  known  to  u«,  in  the 
fervice,  t(Il  his  promotion,  on  the  7tli  "of  July,   1758, 
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Jrom  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  od  board  one  of  tltf  flijps. 
on  the  Eaft-India  flaiJonj  to  be  captain  of  the  Queen-' 
borou^  frigate.  In  this  veflel  he  continued  but  a  fbott. 
timej'  having  been  advanced,  early  in  the  enfuing  ^ear, 
by  vice-admiral  Pocctckj  the  commander-in-chief,  to  be 
captain  of  lite  Salifbury,  a  fifty  gun  fliip.  He  was  pre> 
f^nt,  holding  this  commftnd,  at  the  encounter  with  Mr. 
D'Ache*,  which  took  place  on  the  loth  of  Septcaiber^ 
1759,  on  which  occafion  he  had  thirty- fix  men  killed  and 
ivounded,  and  his  iriaGs  and  rising  fo  much  damagcda. 
that  he  wa;,  according  to  the  aamiial's  ofGcial  accounlf 
incapable  of  making  fail  at  the  conclufion  of  the  ac- 
tion. .  He  does  not  app^r  to  have  met  with  any  other 
opportunity  of  diflinguilhing  himfelf  while  he  continued 
on  that  (latiun,  where,  indeed,  he  lemained  during  nearly. 
the  whole  of  the  war.  About  the  end  of  the  year  1761, 
he  removed  into  the  Falmouth,  of  fifty  guns,  which  Oiip ; 
he  quilted  in  the  courfe  of  the  cnruingvear,  and  ntufnetl 
to  EuT^pe,  if  we  miflake  not,  a  paOenger  on  board  a 
Dutch  Eatl-Indiaffiip. 

We  have  no  account  of.  his  having  heli]  any  command  . 
fubfcquent  to  his  return,  till  the  end  of  the  year  17.64^ 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Deal  Cadle,  of  twenty-four 
guns,  which  Inip  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered 
to  Cadiz,  we  believe  with  fome  remoaftrance  relative 
to  the  Manilla  ranfom.  Being  put  out  of  commiflion 
on  her  return  from  the  voyage  juft  mentioned,  which 
happened  early  in  1 765,  captain  Dent  held  no  other  com* 
tnand  till  l-7o8,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Boreas, 
of  twenty  eight  guns.  On  that  fhip  alfo  being  put  out  of 
commillion  and'djfinantled  as  unfit  for  farther  (brvice, 
he  removed,  in  1770,  into  the  Dolphin,  of  twenty- 
four  guns,  and  retained  that  command  two  years.  In- 
1775,  he  was  appointed  to'  the  Arethiifa,  »  fifth  rate,  ■ 
mounting  thirty-two  gune,  which  vellel  was  dattoned 
in  the  £towns  on  account  of  the  difpute  which  had  thea 
taken  place  with  the  American  colonies,  it  being  ne- 
ceiTary  to  keep  vedels  of  that  defcriptioti  Itationcd  on  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  coall,  to  check  the  depredations  which  - 
would  otherivife  have  been  committed  by  their  privateers. 
He  contiiuied  in  the  Arethufa  but  a  fhurt  time,  and  was

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kfterwards,  on  the  approach  of  the  rupture  with  France^, 
which  aflually  took  place  in  1778,  appointed  to  the 
Princefs  Amelia,  on  board  which  ftip  Aamiral  Pyc  hoift- 
ed  his  flag  as  commander-in-chief  a^  Ponfmouth,  in 
1778.  Captain  Dent  rcccivetl  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood, on  the  8th  of  May,  his  Majefly  having  at  that  time 
made  an  excurfion  thither,  for  the  purpofe  of  reviewing 
the  fleets  then  fitting  for  fea.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  he  was  appointed  to  the  Vigilant,  of  fixty-fbur 
guns,  oncofthef^uadron  Tent  out  immediately  afterwards, 
under  the  command  of  Mr.  Rowley,  for  the  purpofe  of 
reinforcing  Mr.  Byron.  Previous  to  the  encottnter  with 
the  count  D'Eftaing,  off  Grenada,  the  Vigilant  was 
one  of  the  (hips  left  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  Rowley, 
to  prote'a  the  tranfports,  and  though  that  detachment 
was  afterwards  ordered  to  rejoin  the  fleet,  the  Vigilant 
appears  not  to  have  been  able  to  get  up,  her  name  being 
omitted  in  the  lift  of  thofc,  from  which  th^  returns  of 
killed  and  wounded  were  made. 

Captain  Dent,  foon  after  this  time,  removed  into  the 
Royal  Oat,  of  feventy-four  guns,  which  ftiip  needed  re- 
pair, and  was  ,  ordered  home  to  England,  where,  foon 
after  his  arrival,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Reputfe,  of 
fixty-fcur  guns.  In  this  (hip  he  ferved  in  the  home  or 
channel  fleet,  under  the  orders  of  vice-admJral  Darby, 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  when  it  was  ordered  to  th« 
Welt  Indies  with  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  and  cap- 


tain Dent  was  appointed  to  the  Cumberland,  of  feventy- 
'lurgutis,  one  of  the  fquadron  then  under  orders  for  the 
Eaft  Indies,  to   be  commanded  by  commodore  lir  R, 


Bickerton.  He,  however,  quitted  that  (hip  previous  t< 
its  departure,  and  we  do  not  bcKevc  him  to  have  ever 
heW  any  fubfequcnt  commiflion,  His  lady  died  at  Fare- 
ham,  in  the  county  of  Hants,  on  the  7th  of  November, 
1786.  Sir  Digby  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Ttat~ 
admiral  on  the  fup^rannuated  lid,  in  confequcnce  of  the 
promotion  of  flag-offices  which  took  place  on  the  24th 
of  September,  1787. 

DoAKE,  James, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  ?4.th  of  November,  1747,  »nd  was  from 
thence  raifed  to  that  of  commander  on  the  1 2th  of  0£to- 
b^4  17$^'     ^^  tiSTC  no  Kcount  whatever  concerning 
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Mm  during  the  time  he  held  either  of  the  above  (lations. 
On  Oftober'  18,  17581  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain 
of  the  Lizard  frigate,  in  which  he  was  immediately  after- 
wards ordered  to  North  America,  with  the  fquadron  fent 
there  under  the  orders  of  lir  Charles  Saunders,  on  the. 
expedition  againfl  Quebec.  .  On  this  occafion  he  is 
mentioned  by  the  admiral  as  the  captor  of  the  only  velTel 
which  arrived  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  during  the  ex- 
pedition. It  WAS  intended  for  the  fervice  and  rehef  of  the 
garrifon,  being  fent  from  Old  France,  laden  with  flour 
and  brandv.  Captain  Doake  having  repaired  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  after  the  furrender  o^  Quebec,  died  at  Antigua, 
on  the  26th  of  Auguft,  1761,  having  till  then  retained  the 
command  of  the  Lizard. 

EVANS,  Thomas, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  25th  of  September,  1743, 
in  1755  he  fcrved  in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Yarmouth, 
and  was  afterwards  advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander 
on  the  I2th  of  July,  1757,  but  we  have  no  account  of 
the  commands  he  held,  or  the  fervlces  on  which  he  wai 
employed,  during  ihe  time  he  enjnyed  either  of  the  above 
appointments.  On  ihe  30th  of^  January,  1758,  he  was 
advanced  lo  be  captain  of  the  Royal  William,  of  eighty- 
four  guns,  and  from  thence,  in  or  before  the  year  1760, 
to  be  capiain  of  rhe  Union,  of  ninety  guns,  the  flag-fliip 
of  vice-admiral  fir  Charles  Hardy.  He  continued  in  the 
fame  command' during  the  whole  of  the  war,  and  from  its  ' 
nature,  as  well  as  the  particular  quarter  in  which  he  was 
employed,  it  is  fcarcely  poflible  to  expefl  anv  occurrence 
fhould  have  takeii  place  fiifficiently  memorabte  to  demand 
our  particular  notice,  as  the  French  fleet  never  was  in  fuffi- 
cient  force  to  put  to  fea  during  the  war,  after  the  defeat 
of  the  marquis  de  Conflans.  We  do  not  find  this  gentle- 
man holding  any  commitlion  fuhfequent  to  the  peace, 
which  took  place  in  1763,  till  the  year  1771,  when,  on  the 
apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  confequence  of 
the  difpute  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Augufla,  of  fixty-four  guns,  which  fhip 
nis  namefake,  captain  John  Evans,  had  quilted  a  few 
months  before,  after  having  commanded,  as  .a  guardfhip, 
during  the  fpace  of  three  years. 

The  controverfy  being  quickly  and  amicably  lettled 
without  any  conuncnccment  of  holtilities,  thp  Augulla

comtniflioned  ;  certain,  hoteevcr,  it  is,  he  commanded 
this  ftiip  in  the  beginning  of. the  year.  1775,  acid  died, 
heldingthat  compullion,  on  the  9th  of  February- 

FAL^^tNGHAM,  John,— was  the  elder  brother  of 
csptaiti  hdward  Fitkinghaiti,  whom  we  have  already 
ftierrtly  noticed  t.  He  was'  originally  intended  for  the' 
mcTchanP-fervtce  J,  from  whence  he  afterwards  pafTed  into 
the  rqyal  navy,  in  which  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant, 
we  believe  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1745,  and  ferving  on 
the  EaiV-India  Ration  §,  was  riiere  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  commander  H,  on  the  yth  of  April,  1747.  He  fo'on 
afterwards  had  the  misfortune  of  fufFering  (htpwreck,and 
very  narrowly  efcaped  with  his  life.  Relurning  to  Europe,' 
though  hoflilities  had  then  ceafed,  he  was,  about  the  year 
1752,  appointed  to  the  Shark  floop,  on  the  Barbadoes 
Iratiotv,'  add  frotn  thence  in  1755,  if  not  at  an  earlier 
period,  removed,  on  the  Shark  being  paid  off  at  home,  to 
the  Trial  floop,  in  which  he  was  again  fent  to  the  We(t 
Indies^.

Captain 
Hartwcll  was  confequcntly  prcfcnt  at  the  important 
and  fuccersfiil  expeditiDn  fent  agai nil  Quebec;  and  after- 
wards r?pyr€d  to  the  Mediterranean,  on  which  ftation,  as 
well  as  'on  the  former,  fir  Charles  had  the  chirf  comhaand. 
It  is,'  therefore,  needtcfs  to  enter  into  any  farther  de- 
tail of  the  particBlar  tranfaAtons  in  v/hkh  this  gentleman 
was  concerned,  it  being  fuflicient  to  fay,  that  he  acquitted 
himfetf,  ort  all  occalions;  with  the  highell  credit,  and  to 
iKe  moft  perfed  fatisfaStion  of  his  friend  and  admiral* 
Captain  Hartwell,  immediately  on  peace,  and  the  confc- 
qiKitt  reduction  of  the  (hips  in  commillion,  taking  places 
quitted  the  Neptune,  and  was  appointed  to  the  BelteiHe, 
of  fixty-four  gun»,  a  guardfiiip  llationed  at  Plymouth  ;

Ttwawls  the  conclufion  of  this  expedition  he  had 
ft  'memirable  opporfunity  of  diftinguifliing'  himfeU^ 
and  of  which  he  availed  himfelf  in  the  highell  degree.

Ttirre  wn  no  great 
prababiliiy  of  ibeir  bciog  perceived  from  uy  part  o(  ibe  girnfon, 
■ct  only  on  account  of  tneir  great  difltnce,  but  ilfb  of  ibe  prctoi>> 
ceiled  brilkdivcr£oa  made  upon  it  from  all  tbe  Biitifli  battcriei  about 
dial  lime.  Belides,  ibc  bcfieged  ibemlclvei  Icfl  nobody  an  oppor- 
nmily  lo  heir  any  noire,  for  having  in  the  day-time  oblenred 
'  tbe  nuBeioui  fciling  laddcn  that  were  broaeht  into  our  iTcnchca, 
ifaev  were  under  Ibaie  apprehenCuni  of  at>  eTcalwle  intended  ai  ihit 
aigOl,  and  kept ^  coaltant  fire  with  their  mufquelry  from  tbe  rampant 
during  tbe  whole  lime,  with  the  defign,  if  polGbIc,  to  dciei  tbe  bc- 
ficKTt  from  tbat  attempt,  by  Ibewing  them  how  well  they  were  upon

"  During  ihiifeemiQgfecurily,  and  prudent  precaution  on  both  fidei^ 
ihe  bold  flratijpm  of  ibe  boau  for  AirpriGag  the  Iwo  remaining  Ihipa 
in  tbe  cncmy'i  haibour  every  momcDi  ripened  for  execution.  After 
pulhing  in,  at  far  almoll  as  ihc  grand  battery,  led  the  (hipi  Ibould 
be  loo  Toon  alarmrd  bv  tbeir  oan,  ihev  look  a  fweep  from  ibcnce 
uwardi  the  part  of  the  harboar  where  iiie  commanding  offieera,  who 
had  before  very  well  recoimoiired  ir,  koew  the  Ihips  were,  and  pre- 
Icnlly  difcoveced  ibem.  Each  diviCon  of  the  boatt  waino  fooner 
within  Gghi  and  hail  of  the  noble  obie61  of  their  atrempl,  captain  La- 
filrey'i,  of  Le  Prudent,  and  captain  Balfour't,  of  Le  Bienfailant,  than, 
after  the  ceniioeti  on  board  having  hailed  them  in  viin,  and  begin  to 
fire  on  tbeni,  each  of  ibe  commamien  ordered  bit  boat*  to  gTve  wa* 
along  fide  the  relpcQive  Ihip),  and  to  board  them  immediate^  with 
all  the  expedition  and  good  order  they  eouU  obfcrve. 

"  Tbe  boaticrewi  no  longer  able  tecontiin  themfclveiin  filcnceigave 
loud  cheen,  after  their  manner,  ai  tbey  were  plating  Dp  along  fide,  and 
with  the  molt  intrepid  afliviiy,  armed  Tome  with  mulqueii,  bayoneu, 
and  cutlaflci,  other)  with  piftols,  cntUfea,  aad  pole-am,  followed 
(heir  brave  leaden  and  boarded  (he  Ihipt  in  an  infUat,  with  great 
fpirit,  on  each  bow,  quarter,  and  ^ng-way.  After  very  liiJe  rcGIt* 
aoce  from  the  tcrri^eo  ciewi  they  loon  fouad^emrelvei  in  poncffion 
of  two  fine  fiiipi  of  the  enemy,  one  of  fcvcnty-four  and  one  of  fixiy- 
four  guna,  with  ibe  lof*  of  very  few  of  the  leamea,  and  but  one

mafter  of  her,  compelled  to  let  her  on  fire.  • 

His  V4ry  fpirited  conduct  on  this  occatlon,  wa«  judly 
rewarded  by  the  admiral,  who  promoted  him)  by  com- 
miflion  bearing  date  July  the  26th  (tbeday  fucceeding 
(he  eiKOunter)  to  be  captain  of  the  Echo  frigate,  a  vefrel

i^ominloui  extculion  of  military  juAice. 

"  The  boats  from  Le  Prudent  now  joincilihe  orheti  which  bad  at- 
tacked Lc  Bienfaifant,  and  helped  10  tow  her  off  triumphantly  in  tha 
Midlt  oFa  formidable  dre  from  the  mollified  enemy,  wbich  (hey  did 
liriih  great  fpecd,  by  ibe  aGiltancc  of  a  little  breeze  and  what  iiggcd 
&ilt,  yards,  and  rigging  (he  had  left  of  any  fervrce  after  the  conOint 
Gre  fbe  had  fo  long  received  from  our  baltcriei,  When  tbcy  bad 
got  ber  out  nf  tbe  diflanCc  and  dire^on  of  tbe  enemy'*  Bum, 
Ifcey  fecured  ber  till  the  next. day  by  an  hlwfer,  in  the  nortb-eail 
harbour,  aild  enjoyed  on  board  her  tbe  iirli:  haupy  moments  Icifure 
of  feeurely  cAngratutaiing  each  other  on  their  luccefi,  and  fafery  in 
tbit  baiardotucuterpriee. 

"  Tbe  cfipture  of  ibefe  two  fliipi  by  our  fleei'i  boati  on  this  memora* 
ble  occalion,  ai  it  muftbe  a  tailing  indelible  bnnour  to  ibe  vigilance  and 
aOivityoflhofe  wlio  proieSed,  and  10  the  bravery,  as  well  atcondufl  of 
thofe  w)n>  executed  the  bold  cicli^n,  will  alfo  be  1  new,  and  pcrhapi  a 
IcllbnaUe  convidion  10  ihe  whole  world,  that  however  arduous^ 
hitwever  apparently  impraflicabic,  any  purpofed  naval  attempt  niay 
be,  tkc  Englilh  feamco  are  not  ta  be  deterred  from  it  by  any  profpeA 
i^  difficulty  or  danger,  but  will  exert  themfetvci  ai  far  a*  men  cao  do, 
and  at  ttad  defervc  fuccefj  when  led  on  to  it  by  fuch  u  ars  wortby  to 
o^nimaSd  them."       ■

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taken  from  the  enemy  a  very  (horttimebefort.  Captain 
Laforey  continued  in  the  Echo  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1762,  without  being  fonunaie  enough  to  meet 
with  any  fecond  occafian  equally  diftinguilhable  with  th« 
iirfl.  He  then  returned  to  England,  having  been  till  that 
titntf,  we  believe,  principally  employed  on  the, Weft- 
India  ftaiion,  nor  do  we  know  him  to  have  held  any 
fubfecjuent  commillion  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  wa< 
appointed  captain  of  the  Pallas,  a  large  frigate,  carrying 
thirty-fix  guns.  He  did  not  continue  in  this  command 
much  longer  than  twelve  moqihs,  and  after  he  quitted  it^ 
was  not  we  believe  again  in  commiflion  till  1777,  when, 
a  rupture  with  France  appearing  probable,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Ocean,  a  fecond  rale,  one  of  the  ihips  put 
into  commiflion  in  the  apprehenfion  of  that  event,  and 
which,  during  the  whole  time  (he  was  commanded 
t^  captain  Laforey,  was  attached  to  the  homc^  or  channel 
fleet. 

In  the  encounter,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1778,  offBreft, 
he  Was  l^tioned  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  fir  Hugh  Pal- 
lifcr,  who  commanded  the  rear  divifion,  and  though  very 
diftinguifhedly  engaged,  had  only  two  men  killed  and 
<eighteen  wounded.  This  gentleman  was  afterwards 
examined  as  a  witnefs  on  the  fucceeding  trials  of  the  ad- 
mirals, and  having  been,  for  many  years  before  that  events 
the  profefled  friend  and  admirer  of  Mr.  Keppel,  waa 
among  ihofe  in  whom  the  bias  of  affc&ion,  operating  tp 
perfedl  conviction,  produced  the  moA  .animated,  and 
'pointed  teftimony  in  his  favour.  Soon  after  the  con- 
clufionof  this  very  difagreeable  controverfy,  it  being 
deemed  indifpeniibly  neceffary  to  the  fervice,  that  a  naval 
officer  of  rank  fhould  be  conftanily  refid^nt  In  the  Weft 
Indies,  for  the  piirpofe  of  fu  per  intending,  conducing, 
and  accelerating  the  refitment  of  (hips  which  received 
fuch  partial  damages  as  were  repairable  there  without 
cpmpelling  them  to  the  necellity  of  returning  to  Europe, 
Captain  Laforey  was  appointed  commiliioner  of  the  navy, 
^efident  at  Antigua  ;  and,  on  the  death  of  captain  P.  H. 
Ourry,  the  commiftioner  at  Plymouth,  in  the  month  of 
Febniary,  1783,  Mr.  Laforey  was  made  liis  fucaelTor. 
He  retamed  this  Aation  till  the  year  1789,  buf  divib^ 
the  two  iaft  years  not  very  paJCvcly,  rat  a.,promo- 
■  tioa 
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tion  of  flag-officers  having  taken  place  in  September  1 787, 
.extending  far  below  him  on  the  lin  of  captains^  he  grew 
extremely  uneafy  at  what  he  deemed  a  neglefi  in  being 
thus  palfed  over.  The  admiralty-board  in  vain  quoted  pre- 
cedents, jurtifying  their  conduft,  in  withholding  the 
flag  from  Mr.  Laforey,  as  they  alTeried  he  was  confidered 
totally  In  a  civil  capacity,  and  withdrawn  from  the  lins 
of  preferment  and  active  fervice. 

Counter  proofs,  however,'  of  a  diflimiiar  procedure 
having  been  very  forcibly  urged  by  this  gentleman  and 
his  friends ;  the  then  firft  lord  of  the  admiralty  was,  as  is 
reported,  very  reluAantly,  compelled  to  yield  to  the  excited 
clamour^  a  clamour  which  was  produftive  of  a  regular 
tion,  with  refpeift  to  flag-<^cerst  both  in  this  and  other 
indances,  which  may  be  faid  to  have  totally  prevented 
all  Hate  management  in  future  t  as  well  as  hindered 
all  innxent  political  opinions^  all  private  attacbmentv 
and  connexions,  however  holtile  they  may  be  meanly 
deemed  to  the  interefts  of  men  in  pawer>  from  ever 
s^ia  interfefing  with  that  juflt  and  regular  promotioa 
which  officers  have  to  look  up  to  as  the  certain  reward 
of  A  long,  and  meritorious  fervice.  Mr.  Laforey  waa 
promoted,  on  the  loth  of  November,  1789,  to  be 
rear-admiral  of  the  red,  having,  by  the  rp:;cial  Order 
of  his  nl^elty  in  council,  taken  rank  according  to 
his  feniority  on  the  till  of  captains,  as  thoush  he  had 
been  promoted  to  be  a  flag-officer,  two  yeari  before,  in  bis 
regular  turn. 

As  a,  kind  of  palliative  for  the  poftponcment  of  this 
promotion,  he  wasi  on  the  jd^f  November,  feven  days 
preceding  ir,  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  iA 
Great  Britain,  and  waa  immediately  afterwards  Tent  out 
to  the  Leeward  Iflands,  as  commander-in-chief  on  that 
,ftation>  He  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Trufty,  of  fifty  guns.  Nothing  riiateria!  happened  till 
the  period  was  nearly  completed  to  which  the  duration  ot 
fuch  cstnmands  is  ufually  limited,  Honilitics  having  then 
commenced  with  France,  in  confequepce  of  the  conduA 
of  thofe  who  had  ufurped,  and  ejtercifed  the  ntw  govcrn- 
menii  dn  attack  was  proje£ted  and  immediately  carried 
into  execution  a^inll  the  ifland  of  Tobago,  which  formed 
a  part  of  their  Weft-  India  poiTeffionsj  and  had  been  ceded 
X  a  t© 
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to  the  king  of  France  at  the  preceding  peace.  The  expe* 
dition  failed  from  Barbadoes  on  the  i2th  of  April,  1793* 
and  on  the  15th,  the  whale  illaiid  furrendered,  the  prin- 
eipal  fort  having  been  ftocmed  and  carried  by  the  land 
troops,  with  the  trifting  lofs  of  three  men  killed  and 
^twenty-five  WDundcd. 

Rear-admiral  Gardner^  who  was  appointed  to  the 
Weft  ladk  command,  arriving  on  that  ftation  in  a  very 
few  days  after  this  time,  iir  Jdin  returned  to  Europe  on 
board  nieTruAy.  He  tailed  from  Antigua  on  the  a3d 
of  Junel  and  reached  England  after  a  profperDus  pafTage 
of  one  month*,  in  1795  he  was  re-appointed  to  the 
Cime  Dation,  and  went  out  as  a  pafTenger,  on.  board 
the  Amiable  frigate,  commanded  by  his  fon  captain  F. 
Laforey.  He  failed  on  the  9th  of  May,  and  reached  his 
ftation  after  a  very  fpeedy  and  profperous  palfage,  but 
-did  not  .continue  in  the  Weft  [ndies  twelve  months,  and  . 
was  on  his  return  from  theiice,  on  boatd  the  Majellic,  in 
the  month  of  June,  1796,  when  he  unfortunately  fell  a 
vidim  to  the  yellow  fever,  of  which  he  died  "^  two  d^ys 
before  the  lliip  made  the  land.

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tained.  Previous  to  fir  John's  fecond  departure  for  th^ 
Weft  Indies,  few  men  flood  higher  in  the  public  Opinion, 
an  (pinion  entcnaincd  even  by  thofe  who  were  in  no 
d«gr«e  conneded  -with  the  fervice.  -  But  fome  -imfortu*- 
Bate  events,  which  took  place  duringthp  tjme.he  held  his 
laft  command,  which  events,  we;e  pottibly,  not  removeable 
by  any  greater  exertions  than  were  -aAually  made  by  the 
admiral,  caufed  as  general  a  clamour  among  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  Weft  Indies,  as,  perhaps,  ever  was  excited 
on  any  preceding  occafion.  A  French  banditti,  aided 
by  a  number  of  progreflively  fortunate  circumftances,  all 
contiibuting  tO'ftrengthen,and  fiipport  iheirconftquence, 
had  fometime  before  he  returned  10  the  Wcfi  Indies,  as 
it  were  miraculoiifly,  rendered  themfclves  mailers  of  the 
itiflnd  of  Guadaloiipe.  Their  privateers  and  armed  vet- 
felsn  which  were  numerous  almoft  beyond  credibility, 
daily  falliedout  from  the  ports  of  the  ifland,  and  fcarcely 
fvei  returned  fuccefslcfs,  that  is  to  fay,  without  ^lilkT.

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them  of  cofifiderable  value,  were  made  prizes  of,  and 
the  Britifti  colonies  were,  at  times,  reduced  almoft  to 
dittrefs.  The  force  under  fir  John's  orders,  though  highly 
formidable  in  point  of  real  force,  was  extremely  ill  cal- 
culated to  counterad  the  depredations  of  this  flntilla, 
which,  from  the'lizeand  Heetnefsof  the  VefTds  which 
compofed  it,  could  fo  eafily  elude  his  utcnoft  vigilance. 
This,  no  doubt,  he  was  himfelf  fcnfible  of,  and  might 
probably,  therefore,  not  keep  his  cmifersfo  much  at  fca 
as  the  loiers  expe<ftcd,  and  inliited  he  ought  to  have  done. 
Men  fmarting  under  vexations  are  not  uncommonly  too 
vimlent  in  their  complaints  and  cenfure,  while  that  viru- 
knce  orIv  ferves  to  create,  in  theperfon  abufed,  a  fefolir- 
tionto  adclofely  upto  what  his  duty  requires  of  him,  and 
to  do  nothing  farther.  It  were  impolHble  to  decide  on  this 
difpute  without  impartially  Hating  and  confideringthe  evi- 
dence'oh  hrh  Mes^  evidence,  taken  colleAively,  that 
perhaps  is  not  in  the  polfeinon  of  any  fingic  pcrfon.  We 
fliall  content  ourfclves,  therefore,  with  faying,  that  this 
gentleman,  who,  previous  to  his  tail  appointment,  had  uni- 
verfally  and  defervcdly  acquired  fo  high  a  reputation,  was 
ceitainly  extremely  unfortunate  in  having,  at  the  very 
clofe  of  life,  put  it  to  the  hazard,  in  cafes  where  his 
own  pcrfonal  exertions  were  almolt  totally  unneceflaryt' 
and  in  a  country  where,  of  all  others,  be  was  moll  ca^ 
reilcd.  Till  this  period  he  held  no  inconfiderablc  fliare 
of  influence  among  the  people  of  the  colonies,  as  well 
on  account  of  his  formei;  long  refidence  among  them,  as 
the  valuable  polTeflions  he  held  in  the  ifland  of  Antlgtia, 
in  right  of  his  lady. 

LENDRICK,  John, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant,  on  the  +ih  of  June,  1746,  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander, on  the  30th  of  the  fame  month  ten  years  after- 
wards. We  have- no  other  information  concerning  him 
till  the  year  1757,  when  we  find  him  commanding  the 
Swallow  Hoop,  a  vclTel  then  employed  as  a  oruifer.  On 
the  26tb  of  December,  1758,  he  was  advanced  to  be 
captain  of  the  Blandford ;  in  which  (hip  he  continued 
but  a  very  ftiort  time,  being,  very  early  in  the  enfuing 
fprii^,  promoted  to  the  Brilliant,  of  thirn-fix  guns.  He 
was  immediately  fent  out  on  a  cruife,  during  which  he  was 
ibrtuiute  enough  to  capture  two  French  merchant-Oiips,  of

LOGGIE,  James,— was  a  volunteer  on  board. ufaff'Tor-r- 
rington,  aiifih'-iateuf  fdtiy  gunsi,  in  1733.  Iiewi(»^On. 
ipoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  rheiQtIi  of  Mayi'1741  j. 
and  from  thenc^  advanced  to  th^t  of  comm^tider  on  thejtjtfi 
of  March,  17561  .In  1757  he.G«mmamd«d  thePar^eimt: 
j]oop,.at)d  was  appointed  captain  sf  the  Cfrf^haupdfrigat|$4^ 
on  the  aoth  of  April,  1738,  as  fuccelTor  to  captain  Har- 
jifon.  In  1759  he  was  promoted  to  the  Br'l'wot,  of. 
tjiiriy-fix  guns,  onqof  ihc  iinall  force  put  under  thq^ordera

LUCAS;  Charlesi— ivas  pramotad  te  the  rank  of  lieu*' 
tonani,  On  tiie  ?oth  of -June,  1743,  and  from  Fcrtring  int 
that  ftitian  <in  board  the  Guetnfey,  of  fifty  guns,'  Was 
advanced  tatbaf  of  cpnunander  ot  the-Medway,  armed 
Iniisi  on,  lhet.5ih  of  November,  1756.  He  was  after- 
wardtf^rotnoccd  to  be  captain  of  the  TorringtOn,  of  forty- 
four  gutis,.  by  commiflton  bearing  date  Oiftbber  the  i8tn,^ 
1758,  and  .continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  the  whole 
of  Ae  -war,  unfortunately  h  appears  without  mcetinff 
with  amy  particular  opportunity  of  diftinguilhing  himfelrZ' 
After  peace  was  concluded,  he  was  appointed  to  thei

MANNING,  Thomas, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  4th  of  February,  1742-3,  but  we  have  not  been 
able  to  procure  any  tarther  informatiofi  concerning  him 
till  liispremotioifto  be  a  captain  in  the  navy,  by  com- 
mtlfMHi  bearing  date  jMuary  the  30th,  1758,  appointing 
him  to  the  Bridgewater  We  have  no  leafon  to  believe 
this  getitlcouui  -ever  hetd  any  fubfequent  command,  nor

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have  wf  any  farther  particulars  relative  to  faim,  exttpt 
^ut  hedit-d  in  the  year  1771. 

MlbDLETON,  Sir  Charles.— we  believe  this  gentle- 
man, who  is  now  living,  to'have  been  brotight  up  to  the 
lea  fcrvice,  and  to  have  paflinl  the  earlier  part  of  his  life 
^luider  the  command  of  admiral  Holbiirne,  but  have  been 
able  to  colle£l  no  ^rther  paiticulars  relative  to  him,  till 
lus  appointment  to  be  captain  of  the  Arundel,  by  omii- 
mii&on  bearing  date  May  the  asd,.  1758.  In  1761,  h& 
Was  captain  of  the  Emerald.,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns^' 
on  the  Well'-lndia  (fation,  and  siihec  during  the  time  he 
tield  this  comjnapd,  or  the  preceding,  was  lb  extremely 
active  and  diligent  in  the  .protc^ion  of  the  commerce  oC 
that  part  of  the  world,  &onii  the  depredations  that  would 
otherwife  have!  been  conunitted  by  the  aimed  privateers, 
a  confiderable  number  of  which,  he  either  capmred  or^ 
deAroycd,  that  the  aflembly  of  .Ba^bado^s  voted  him  their 
thanks,  and  prefented  him  .with  a  gold-hihed  fword,  aa 
a  token  of.the  high  fenfe'they  enteruined  of  the  ferviccs 
be  had  rendered  them>  H^  removed  from  the  Emerald, 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  war.  into  the  Adventure,  a 
fliip  of  the  fame  rate  and  force,  employed  on  the  home  or 
channel  (lotion.  After  peace  took  place,  this  gentletnan 
is  not  known  to  us  to  have  held  any  cominand  till  the  year 
'775)  wt>™  ^^  W3S  appointed  to  the  AuguAa,  of  fixty- 
four  guns,  a  guardlhip  ualioncdat  Chatham.  He  did  not 
retain  that  command  for  fo  long  a  period  as  the  ordinary 
courfe  and  routine  of  fcrvice  allots  to  it,  that  fliip  being 
ordered  to  America,  in  1777,  and  captain  Reynolds,  now 
lord  Ducie,  appointed  to  her.  Captain  Middieton  was,  in 
the  month  of  Auguft,  177S,  made  complrollei  of  the  navy, 
85  fuccclTor  to  captain  Maurice  Suckling,  deceafed,  which 
ofHcc  he  continued  to  hold  uninterruptedly  till  the  ycat 
1790,  but  in  the  interim  was,  on  the  4th  of  September, 
1781,  created  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain,  and  on  the  24th 
of  September,  1787,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-ad- 
ttiiral  of  the  white.  At  the  general  ele£lion  in  1784,' he 
was  chofen  reprefentative  for  the  citv  of  Rochefter,  and 
continued  to  fit  for  that  place  during  the  then  current  par- 
liament. 0n  the  2iit  of  SeptetntKf ,  1790,  he  was  raifcd 
to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red,  and  from  thence, 
Qnthe  jrtof  February,  1793,  to  b*  vice  of  the  white.  Cta 
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llie  1 0th  of -Apri!,  1794;  to  be  vice  of  thii  red,  and  admiR^ 
of  the  blue  dn  the  iftof  Juna',  I'^gj,  but  never  has  taken- 
upon  him  *uf  cotnitiand  at  a  flag-oflicer.  Iti  1794,  {ir 
Charles  vn'  lappointod  one  af  the  cnminillioners  for  eX-'  ' 
ccating  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral,  an  office  which  hm 
retained  durmg  two'  years,  and  fince  qiiitring  <it,  has, 
hitherto,  hcldno  public  appointment  whatever. 

MOUTRAY^Jfthn,— was,  on  the  12th  of  May,  17+4, 
raifed  to  the  rank'of  lieutenant,  and  from  thence  to  that 
of  commaodeT  on  thjc  i6ih  of  February,  1757--  He  wa» 
appointed  captain  tof  the  Thetis,  an  hofpitat'lhip,  of  forty 
gum,:  by  commtfiicn  bearing  date  December  the  aSth, 
ij^S.-'^hete  is  a  fingular  circutnitance  attending  this 
promotion,  he  was  captain  of  the  Thctii  as  far  back  as 
the  year  1757,  with  the  rank  of  commander  only,  but  ac- 
cording to  the  date  juft  given,  fhe  was  then  put  on  thd 
cftablimment  of  a  poft-ftiip,  and  captain  Moutray  took 
rank  accordingly.  He  continued,  we  believe,  in  the  fama 
command  dfiting  the  whole  of  the  war,  and  u  as  employed, 
at  tcaft  from  the  ^r  1760,  on  the  Mediterranean  llation,' 
biit  it  not  being'pofiibic  for  him,  from  the  nature  of  his 
,  eommand,  to  mfect  with  any  opportunity  of  diftin- 
guilhing  himfelf  farther  than  by  a  regular  and  diligent 
attention  to  his  duty,  nO'more  enlarged  mention  ia 
made  of  him. 

We  do  not  find  this  gentleman  holding  any  commlfTIon 
fubfequent  latbeceflatioaofhbftiiities,  till  the  year  1770, 
when  hecommanded  the  Emerald  frigate,  which  he  quit- 
ted in  the  cnfiittigyear,  and  in  1774  Was  appointed  to  the 
Thames,  of  thirty-two  gtins,  as  fucceiroriocaptainWillianv 
I,ocker,  whofe;  three  years  of  command  were  expired. 
Captain  Moutray  himrelf  did  not  fo  long  continue  in  that 
command,  and  after  he  quitted  it,  rwnained  unemployed 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  War- 
wick,'of  fifty  guns.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1778, 
he  was  ordej-ed  out  jo  ^t.  Helena,  to  convoy  from  thence 
an  "ho  me  ward- bound  fleet  of  Eaft-India  fhips.  He  ar-  . 
rived  fafe  with  his^charge  at  Spithead  on  the  6th  of  Au-

A  judgement,  which, 
if  he  Was  in  the  fmallefV  degree  gUihy  of  negle^V,  was 
certainly  too  light ;  and  iPaoT  guilty,  far  too  heavy-  We 
rather  believe  no  enquiry  ever  took  place,  but  that  to 
convey  an  appearance  of  ccnfure  or  di  lap  probation  of  his 
condua,  he  was  fupcrcedcd  in  the  command  of  the 
Ramillies,  by  an  order  from  the  admiralty- board.  Be  this 
as  it  may,  hc-held  no. other  commiHion  till  after  thp  ge- 
neral Change  cd"  minillry,  which  took  place  in  1782;  he 
Was  then  appointed  to  the  Vengeance,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  one  of  the  fleet  fcnt  under  the  orders  of  lord  Howe 
to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  He  was  ftationed  to  lead  on 
'  the  larboard  tack,  and  in  the  trilling  fkirmiJh  which  took 
place  with  the  combined  fleets  of  trance  andSpain,  had 
three  men  killed  and  fourteen  wounded,  in  which  Ull  are 
to  be  included  one  lieulenafnt  and  two  Inidfhipmen. 

In  the  month  of  -February  following,  he  was  appointed 
commiflioner  of  the  navy,  refidcnt  at  Antigua,  as  fuc- 
ceffor  to  the  late  fir  John  Laforey,  blrt  peace  having  taken 
place  almolt  at  the  fame  inftant,  the  office  was  difcon- 
tintied,  nor  do  we  know  whether  he  ever  proceeded  thither 
to  take  pofleflion  of  it.  We  do  not  find  him  ever  to  have 
held  any  fubfequcnt  commiffion,  nor  have  we  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  even  fufficient  to  aDihorife 
ear  fbting  the  prectfe  time  of  his  death.

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;  NIGHTINGALE,  Gamalicl,*-we  h»vtf  no  inforflWi 
tion  when  this  gentleman  was  promoted  to  the  rank  oi 
lieutenant),  but  find  him  advanced  to  that  of  Commanderf 
bn  the  3d  of  Auguft,  1757,  and  to  the  higher  flation  of 
captain  in  the  navy,  on  the  iSth  of  OAober,  i7j8,  by 
commiHion  appointing  him  to  the  Vengeance,  of  twenty- 
.eightguns.  In  this  fhlp he  wasllationedduringthelattcr 
part  of  the  enfiiing  year,  off  the  coaflof  France,  under  the 
orders  of  commodore  Duff,  to  block  up  the  French  tranf- 

grts,  and  watch  the  motions  of  their  grand  armament  at 
efl.  After  this  time  he  was,  duringnSarly  thp  whole  of  thf 
two  foUowing  years,  employed  as  a  cruifer,  and,  in  1761^ 
was  not  only  extremely  fortunate  in  the^apture  of  a  con- 
iiderable  number  of  Imall  French  privateers*,  but  alfo 
diiiinguilhcd  himfelf  very  repiarkably  in  a  molt  fpirited 
encounter  with  the  Entreprenant,  a  large  French 
ibip,  equipped  for  war  and  merchandize,  pierced  for 
lorty-four  guns,  but  mounting  only  twenty-fix  (twelve 
and  fix  pounders),  having  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and 
three  men.  She  was  bound  to  St.  Domingo,  with  a  very 
valuable  cargo  from  Bourdeaux,  which  Ihe  had  quitted  on 
the  Stb  of  March,  and  five  days  afterwards  was  unfor- 
tunate enough  to  fall  in  with  the  Vengeance,  Captain 
Nightingale  got  clgfe  along-fide,  and  began  to  engage  her 
about  five  o'clock  in  the  aKernoon. 

After  a  conieft  of  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  during 
which  time  the  Vengeance  was  five  times  on  fire,  twice, 
as  it  was  fuppofcd,  occafioned  by  the  enemy's  wads,  Cap- 
tain Nightingale  found  his  rigging,  and  fails  fo  much 
ihattered,  that  the  liip  was  no  longer  under  command, 
and  the  Entreprenant  ran  her  boltfpnt  over  the  tafferel  of 
the  Vengeance,  intending  to  board  her.  This  attempt 
was  frultrated,  and  captain  Nightingale  defifted  for  a 
Ihort  time  from  continuing  the  adion,  till  he  had  in  fome 
meafure  refitted  his  rigging  and  fails.  This  being  ac- 
complifbed  as  well,  as  time  and  circumdances  would  ad- 
.   mit  of,  he  renewed  the  attack,  and  with  fo  much  vigour

during 
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during  thi  fpace  of  an  hour,  that  die  Entrepre&aiit 
fltecred  off  and  put  before  the  wind.  The  Vengeanct 
alfo  had,  for  the  fecond  time,  received  fo  much  dama^  in 
her  mails  and  rigging,  that  a  confiderable  time  elapfcd 
before  fhe  could  be  brought  to  wear.  At  length,  how. 
ever,  captain.  NightingaJe,  for  the  thinJ  time,  got  withia 
pi{tol*ihot  of  bis  antagonin,  and  after  a.  fpirited  contcll^ 
which  continued  an  hour  and  an  half,  compelled  her  to 
furrender.  The  Entreprenant  had  fifteen  men  killed  and 
twen^-four  wounded ;  the  Vengeance  had,  indeed,  only 
lix  killed,  but  had  twenty-feven  wounded,  many  of  themi 
daiigeroufiy,  and  fonne  mortally. 

Captain  Nightingale  is  faid  to  have  been  ordered  to 
North  America  not  long. after  this  event,  but  he  cer- 
tainly did  not  long  continue  there,  having  been  appointed 
before  the  conclurion  of  the  year  1762,  to  the  Flora,  of 
thirty-two  guns,  one  of  the  Ihips  employed  on  the  hoiac 
flatian.  This  veflet  was  put  out  of  commiffion  in  confei 
queoce  of  the  peace  which  took  place  foon  after  the  timi 
juft  mentioned,  and  we  believe  captain  Nightingale  to 
nave,  in  a  great  meafure,  retired  from  (he  fervice,  as  W9 
have  iH>  reafrai  to  believe  he  ever  held  any  fublequent 
commifljon.  As  a  corroborating  proof  of  this  fuppofitton^ 
we  find  he  was  not, advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  flag  oflficer, 
but  when,  in  point  of  feniortty,  he  became  eniitlt^  to  fuch 
promotion,  was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated  captains. 
He  died  at  Kneefwortfa-houfe,  in  Cunbiidgfhire,  on  th« 
ift  of  Januaiy,  1791. 

OWEN,  Thomas, — was  a  vcdunteer  on  board  tbi 
Torrington,  of  foriy  guns,  in  173+,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  3d  of  Oftober,  1743,  in 
which  flation  he  ierved  underthe  late  lord  vifcount  Keppet; 
on  board  the  Maidftone,  Anfon,  and  Centurion  ;  and  to 
that  of  commander  on  the  8th  of  April,  1755.  On  thi 
28th  of  Srotpmbcr,  1758,  he  was  advanced  to  be  a  poU- 
captain.  We  have  not  been  able  lo  difcover  the  name  of 
the  ihip  to  which  he  was  firil  appointed,  nor  are  we  ac- 

Saainted  with  any  other  commands  held  by  him,  except 
lat  of  the  St.  Florentine,  a  fhip  captured  by  the  ho- 
nourable captain  Banington,  in  the  Achilles.  H« 
was  put  on  the  fuperannuated  lift  of  captains  in  confe« 
qoence  of  the  a£l  of  parliament  pulled  in  1788,  and  died, 
webcUeve.in  thecourfe  of  theyeat  1796.  .

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RUSHWORTH,:JohDr-^a>  ficft  UsuVnaht  of  tliA

Garland.  He  continued  in  this  Ihip  without  being;  for-4 
tuoate  enough  to  meet  with  the  fmalleft '  opportunity  of 
diflingui thing  himfelf  till  the  beginning  of  (he  year  1761^ 
he  waB  then  promoted  to  the  Alarm  frigate,  of  thirty-two 
euns,  and  employed  in  her,  as  he  had  been  in  the  ihip  hfl 
hft  commanded,  namely,  as  a  cniifer.  While  ia  thil 
JQiip  we  do  not  find  any  &rther  mention  made  of  him  than 
V  the  captor  of  a  fmall  cutter  privateer,  fitted  out  of  Cher- 
bui^,  carrying,  eight  guns  and  fizty'^ight  [Beii>  catled  thtf 
Latme. 

He  remained  in  the  Alarm  not  longer  than  the  end  0!*  • 
thie  year  1761,  and  was  then  fucceeded  by  captain  Alms. 
We  do  not  find  him  to  have  held  any  lubfeqiient  com'  ' 
tnand  till  the  year  1770,  in  whifeh  year  he  was  captain 
of  the  Firme,  of  fixty  guns,  a  Ihip  in  which,  we 
believe^  he  continued  till  the  end  of  the  year  1771. 
We  have  no  account  of  his  having  held  any  fubfequent 
cooimillion,  or,  indeed  any  farther  authentic  inteliigencd 
concerning  this  gentleman,  except  that  we  imagine  him  td 
bwe  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1779,  or  the  eofuj 
log.'-     ■■ 

SAWYER,  Herbert,— was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
liemeoant  in  the  navy  on  the  fourth  of  March^  '75^< 
After  which  tinne  we  are  unacquainted  with  any  farther 
particulars  concamii^  him,  till  his  promotim,  on  tlie 
26th  of  December,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the:Che(ter- 
field,  a  forty  gun  Ihip.  From  this  veflel  he  very  foon 
afterwards  removed  imo  the  Adive  frigate,  and  was 
ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  continued  during 
the  remainder  of  the  war.  After  the  commencement  of 
hollilitieE  with  Spain,  in  1762,  he  had  the  fiimilap 
good  fonune  to  fall  iii  With,  and  capmrc  the  Her- 
mione,  a  Spanifli  regifter-ftiip,  faid  to  have  been  onp 
of  the  richeit  veflcfls  ever  taken.    The  FarouritA  fioep 
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of  war,  then  commanded  by  the  late  captain  Pownal,  wat 
in  company,  and  confequcntly  was  entitled  to  an  equal 
fliare.  Captain  Sawyer's  good  fortune  alfo  fiiftaincd  a 
fecond  irfiminuiion  by  a  parole-agreement  entered  into 
with  a  btdther  officer  *,  that  they  Ihould  ftiarc  with  each 
other  whatever  prizes  were  made  during  their  continuance 
on  a  foreign  ftation,  an  engagamcnt  which,  captain  Saw- 
yer moft  llridlyand  fcrupuloufly  fulllitled. 

After  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  we  do  not  find  this 
gentleman  to  hare  held  any  Command  till  early  in  the 
year  1777,  when  the  difpute  wiih  America  having  com' 
menced,  and  a  ruptnre  with  France  appearing  .p»b able, 
he  was  appointed  to  ih^  Boyne,  of  feventy  gunj  After 
being  for  fome  time  employed  as  a  cruiferon  t(e  home  ,, 
Aation,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he 
ferved  with  the  higheft  reputation  and  credit,  firft  under 
rear-admiral  Barrington,  and  afterwards  under  vice-ad- 
miral Byron.  To  fay  that  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  on 
every  poffible  occafion,  where  the  fmalleft  opportunity 
piefenied  itfelf  of  his  being  able  to  difplay  that  gallant 
fpirit.  of  entcrprife  he  naturally  poiTeifed,  is  only  to 
t'citerate  the  juft  encomiums  bellowed  on  him  by  all  thofe 
under  whofe  commands  he  ever  ferved.  In  the  aftion^ 
off  Grenada,  with  the  French  fleet,  under  De  la  IVIotte 
Piquet,  captain  Sawyer  was  among  the  firfl  who  got  up 
with  the  enemy,  but,  notwithftanding  the  very  fpirited  - 
manner  in  which  he  fuppurced  tear-admiral  Barrmgton 
and  capiain  Gardner  in  making   the  attack,  he  had  the 

good  fortune  toefcape  with  lefs  injury,  as  to  his  peoplc> 
lan  either  of  thofe  gentlemen,  having  had  only  twelve 
men  killed,  and  thirty  wounded. 

Captain  Sawyer  returned  to  England  immediately  after 
the  event  laft  mentioned,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  i7Sa,  as  well  as  the  fucceeding,  commanded  the 
Namur,  a  fccond  rate  of  ninety  guns,  one  of  the  fhips 
belonging  to  the  main,  or  channel  Hcet.  Heofcourfeac* 
companied  vice-admiral  Darby,  on  his  expedition  in 
March  1781,  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  being  ftationed  , 
in  the  line  as  one  of  the  fecoijds  (p  fir  John  Lockhart 
Rofs.    He  quitted  the  Namur,  Q;i;th4,t  Ihip  b.^iDg  ordered

iliip  was  one  of  thofe  retained  in  commiflion,  astx  guanl<- 
ftip  at  Plymouch,  and  captain  Sawyer  continued^  Mr  com- 
mander till  the  end  of  the  year  1785,  but  after  quitting  it 
htid  no  fubfequent  cotnmiflion  as  a  private  c^tain.  He 
was  not  long  afterwards  appointed  commanding  officer, 
ivith  the  rank  of  edablilhed  commodore  on  the  Halifax 
ftanon,  and  while  abfent  had  the  misfonune  to  lofe  his 
eldeft  daughter,  who  died  thet«  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1788.  He  was,  while  abfeat,  promoted,  on  the  Z4ib 
of  Septonber,  to  be  rcar-admiril  of  the  white,  as  he  was 
afterwards,  on  the2ifl  of  September,  1790,  to  be  rear  of 
the  red  ;  on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  vice  of  the  blue; 

■  on  the  1 2th,  of  April,  1 794,  vice  of  the  white,  and  of  tho 
jid-on  the  4th  of  July  following ;  laftly,'  on  the  ill  of 
June,  1795,  he  was  advanced  to  be  admiral  of  the  blue. 
Owing,  we  believe,  to  his  being  in  an  infirm  flate  of 
licalih,  he  did  not  towards  the  latter  end  of  his  li^  ac- 
cept of  any  command,  and  died  at  Bath,  as  iiniverfiUy 
laniented,  as  when  living  he  had  been  beloved,  in  the 
month  of  June,  1798. 

■  SKYNNER,  Launcelot,^ — was  promoted. to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  ia  the  month  ofAfay,  1748*,  and  Id  that  of 
commander  on  the  15th  of  Novambcr,  1756.  He  after- 
waidswas  appointed  to  the  Viper  floop  of  war,  and  is  faid 
to  have  commanded  a  fixth  rale,  or  poft-fhip,  per  order,  in 
1757.  On  the  7th  of  February,  1758,  he  was  advanced 
to  be  a  poft-captain,  and  appointed  tb-  ehe  Biddeford,  of 

,  twenty  guns,  in  which  fhip,  during  the  whole  of  hii 
command,  he  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any  very 
[articular  oppotlunily  of  dtflingui thing  himfelf,  till  ihat 
which  unfortunately  coif  him  his  life  in  1760.  He  was 
inhered  on  the  LifboiT  {Ration,  in  company  with  captain 
Archibald  Kennedy,  of  the  Flamborough,  tkeiy  there  feK

man,  holding  fo  private  a  rank  in  the  navy,  ever  felt

On  the  yth  inftini  1  had  the  great  fatiifaftion  to 
fi»  the  Blddefordfarcly  arrive  here,  but  It  is  with  the  utmod  regret  I 
■cquaint  their  lordfhipJ,  that  captain  Skynner  was  flain  at  the  bcgin- 
tiinj  of  the  engagement ;  foon  after  Mr.  Knollii,  (he  lieutenant,  wa» 
4angerouily  wounded,  *nd  died  the  loth  inflant.

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iirefhip,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1758,  Me  was 
promoted  to  cominand,  per  order,  the  Coventry  frigate, 
her  own  Captain  being  then  abfent ;  and  was  regularly 
advanced  by  commilflon,  bearing  date  the  i8th  of 
Oflober,  I7s8>  to  be  captain  of  the  Seahorfe.  We 
do  not,  however,  find  any  farther  particular  mention 
made  of  him,  till  the  month  of  November  1760,  when 
the  Seahorfe  was  appointed  to  carry  to  St.  Helena, 
and  Bencoolen,  the  auronomers  who  were  ordered  thi- 
ther to  obferve  the  tranfit  of  Venus  over  the  fun,  on ' 
the  6th  of  June,  1761.  He  failed  from  Spithead,  on 
the  8th  of  January,  and  on  the  loth,  about  36  leagues 
fouth-weil  of  the  ftart,  fell  In  with  a  French  frigate, 
mounting  thirty-four  guns,  called  the  Grand,  one  of  five 
fhn>s  which  had  efcaped  from  the  river  Villaine,  (ix  days 
before,  under  cover  of  a  thiclc  fog.  Captain  Smith, 
though  the  force  of  the  Seahorle  •  was  fo  much  inferior  to 
that  of  the  enemy,  refol/ed  to  purfuc  his  courfe.  The 
Grand  was  fitft  difcovered  about  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  crowding  down  upon  the  Seahorfe,  as  it 
were  to  a  certain  prize,  with  a  prefs  of  fait,  the  ac- 
tion commenced  about  a  quarter  before  eleven,  the  Ihips 
being  then  within  piftol-fliot  of  each  other.  It  continued 
■with  the  greateft  fpirit  for  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  during 
which  time  the  ihips  were,  on  board  each  other  three 
different  times,  fo  that  the  flaugliter  on  both  fides  was 
confiderable.  The  Unicorn,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  which 
ihip  had  on  the  preceding  day  captured  the  Vcftal  French 
frigate,  after  a  fevere  aftion,  in  which  both  had  re- 
ceived very  confiderable  damage,  came  in  fight  about  this 
time,  and  the  Grand  immediately  made  all  the  fail  Ihe 
could,  to  effeft  her  efcape.  This,  neither  the  Unicom  nor 
the  Seahorfe  were  able  to  prevent,  both  of  them  having 
received  damages  in  their  malls  and  rigging,  in  fo  fuperior 
a  degree  to  the  French  Ihip,  that  ihe  Ihot  ahead  of  her 
purfuers,  and  was  very  foon  out  of  fight- 
In  this  very  fpirited  action  the  Seahorfe  had  eleven  men 
killed  and  thirty-eight  wounded;  captain  Smith  was  of 
.  courfe  obliged  to  pot  back  into  port,  and,  being  fuperceded 
in  the  command  of  the  Seahorfe  *,  in  order  to  be  pro-

to  fay  he  was  mod  graciouHy  received,  and  before  the 
end  of  the  month  of  March  was  appointed  to  the  Guecn^  - 
ley,  of  fifty  guns^  Heqiiitied  this  Ihip  before  the  endof. 
the  fame  year  without  being  fortunate  enough  to  have  met 
with  any  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  jeputation  Jie  had. 
before  acquired.  In  I763he  wascommiflionedtoanewfti> 
gate,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  called  the  Solebay,  afterwards 
employed,  as  one  ot  the  home  cruifers.  He  continued  in 
this  command  during  the  ufual  period  of  three  years,  ancL" 
in  1768  was  appointed  to  the  Mermaid,  alfo  a  frigate  of 
twenty^eighl  guns,  and  employed  on  the  North  American^ 
flaiion,  in  the  fame  line  of  fervice  the  Solebay  had  been  in; 
Europe.  He  returned  to  England  at  the  latter  end'  of^ 
iJie  year  I77«,  and  was  paid  off  at  Chatham  early  in  the 
enfuing  fpring.  He  is  faid,  by  fome  perfons,  to  have  after- 
wards commanded,  in  1777)  ^''^  Lark  of  thirty-two  guns, 
one  of  the  frigates  on  the  North  American  ftaiion,  but 
this  is  a  circumflance  we  have  every  reafon  to  difcredit, 
nor  have  we  been  able  to  coHcfl  any  farther  particulars 
concerning  hitn.  To  that  we  are  even  uncertain  of  the 
precife  time  when  he  died, 

SOMERSET,  John  Stuckly, — we  have  no  account  of- 
lhis  gentleman  till  the  year  1758,  at  which  time  he  was 
lieutenant  df  one  of  the  Ihips  on  the  Eafl-Ihdia  nation^ 
and  was  there  promoted  from  that  rank  to  be  captain  oi 
the  Saliibury,  by  commiiTion  bearing  date  March  the  2d/ 
in  th6 year jufi  mentioned.  Heveryemlnentlydiftlnguifiied 
himfelf  in  a  very  Ihort  time  after  this  promotion,  in  tho 
encounter  which  took  place  with  the  French  fquadron, 
under  the  count  d'Ache*,  off  Fort  St.  David's,  infomOch 
that  he  was,  in  very  particular  terms,  commended  by  the 
vice-admiral  in  bis  otScial  difpatches.  He  was,  in  tho 
month  of  June  following,  promoted  to  the  Weytnouth, 
of  fixty^uns,  and  removed  from  thence,  not  long  after- 
wards, into  the  Cumberland,  jn- which:^jp  he  behaved

In  1764  we 
find  him  le-appointBd  to  his  o)d  Oiip  ihe.Scarbnrongh^ 
one  of  the  cruifers  employed  on  the  home^  ftatioii>  iD 
iriiic!)  command  he  continued  not  more  thsn.two  years. 
In  i77o  he'  was  appointed  to  the  Juno,  of  thiily-two 
guns,  and  was  fent  out  in  the  month  of  April,  with  iho 
Hound  Hoop  and  Florida  lloreTOiip,  to  the  Falklaod 
iflandsy  utider  .orders  to  receive  from  the  crown  of  Spain 
the  fcwmal  furrender  of  that  place. 

Captain  Stott  quilted  the  juno  in  the  enfinipgyear,  and 
fome 'time  previous  to  the' commencement  of  the  war 
with  France  relative  to  America,  was  appointed  to  the 
Minerva,  dlfo  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns.  Hb  wai,  ja 
''777>  ordered  to  the  We{l  Indies,  where,  having  no  io^ 
wjxt^tjoa  of  the  ruptuiie,and  his'ihip  being  unforiunstelf 
unprepared  for  adion,  he  was  captured  by  a  French 
-frigate  of  force  not  much  fiiperjor  to  his  owii.  This  uo- 
lucky  encounter  he  furvived  a  vety  ihort  time  only,  bat 
^ve  are  unacquainted  with  the  precile  period  when  bis 
death  did  take  place.  1 

TINDALL,  George, — was,  on  the  nth  of  March, 
1744^5,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander  of  a  flooi^ 
of  war,  ijut  during  the  time  he  held  this  tlaiion  we  have 
no  information  concerning  him,  farther  than  his  having,  in 
'C57'  commanded  the  Ranger  (loop  of  war.  On  the  1 8th 
of  October,  1758,  he  was  advanced  to  The  rank  of  poft- 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Deal  Caflte,  of  twenty 
guns.  In  this  Ihip  he  continued  during  the  grearer  part 
of  the  war,  we  mtiti  except,  indeed,  that  during  a  poftion 
of  the  year  1761,  he  removed  into  the  Akrm,  alio  ^ 
iixtb  rate,  and  from  thence  relumed  back  to  his  former 
command.  No  other  particular  mention  is  made  ofTiim 
during  this  pericfrf,  nor  do  wc  know  any  thing  farther 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  appears  to  have  bein 
principally,  if  not  entirely  employed  on  the  home  ftition.. 
After  the  ceflatlon  of  holiilities  he  is  not  known  to  have 
held  anycomtniflion,  dot  have  wel>een  able  .tacvIleS 
Y  4  any 
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any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he 
<Bed onjhe  17th of  Oflober,  1777. 

TONYN,  George  Anthonyi^-was  pi-omoted'  to  the  ■ 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  13th  of  January,  1756,  but  we 
have  no  farther  account  of  him  till  his  promotion,  on 
the  14th  of  November,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Fowey, 
as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Phillips  Towry.  He  continued 
in  the  fame  Oiip  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  it  being 
principally  employed*  as  a  borne  cruifer,  in  which  oc- 
cupation he  does  not  appear  to  have  met  with  any  better 
fuccefs  than  the  capture  of  two  or  three  French  priva- 
teers t,  all  of  them  of  inconfiderable  force.  On  quitting 
the  Fowey  he  was  promoted  to  the  Brune  frigate,  of 
thirty.two  guns,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  was 
ordered  to  Liibon  with  difpatches.  The  only  occur- 
xencc  he  appears  to  have  met  wiih,  while  thus  em- 
,  ployed,  took  place  while  on  his  paifage  thither,  this  was, 
the  very  trivial;  circuraftance  of  having  captured  a  fmall 
French  privateer,  which  he  was  incapable  of  taking  pof- 
.fellion  of,  in  confequence  of  a  very  heavy  fea  then  run- 
ning, and  the  retardment  it  would  confcquently  have  oc- 
cafioned  to  his  vovage.  He  afterwards  proceeded  on  the 
Mediterranean  ftation,  where  he  continued  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  war,  and  after  its  conclufion,  being  pnt 
,out  of  commiiiion,  remained,  we  believe  unemployed  till 
,the  year  1767,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Phoenix,  of 
forty-four  guns,  and  ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Africa.  We 
have  no  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that 
he  died  at  fea,  and  we  believe  captain  of  the  (hip  juft 
meniioned,  on  the  I7ih  of  OSober,  1770. 

WARRICK,  Thomas, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  18th  of  May,  1745,  and  was  from  (hence  ad- 
vanced, on  the  4lh  of  January,  1757,  to  the  rank  of 
commander,  as  he  afterwards  was,  00  the  ill  of  Decem-

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ber,  1758,  to  be  captain  of  the  Jafon.  In  this  fliip  he 
continued  without  meeting  with  the  linaltcft  occurrence 
'Worthy  our  notice,  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  I762» 
when  he  was  promoted  to  the  Prince  George,  a  fccond 
rate,  of  ninety  guns.  He  retained  this  command  till 
after  thecelTation  of  hoftilities,  but  after  quitting  it,  is  not 
known  by  us  to  have  taken  upon  him  any  fubfequent  one, 
nor,  indeed,  have  we  been  able  to  colleft  any  farther  par- 
ticulars concfcrning  him,  except  that  we  believe  him  to 
have  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1775. 

WILLIAMSON,  William,— was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant  on  the  6ih  of  O^ober,  1744,  and  was  from  thenctf 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander  on  the  15th  of  No- 
vember, 1756.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  commanded  the 
Furnace  bomb  ketch,  on  the  North-American  ftation, 
and  was  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Solebay  frieate,  by 
commiflion  bearing  date  Oflober  the  18th  1758.  We 
tiave  no  farther  information  concerning  him  till  the  year 
1763,  when  he  commanded  the  Montague,  of  fixty  guns, 
4nd  was  from  thatlhip  appointed,  before  the  conclu- 
fion  of  the  fame  year,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dorfet  yacht, 
the  veffel  attendnig  on  the  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 
He  continued  in  the  fame  Aation  till  his  death,  which 
-kappened  at  Dublin  on  the  13th  of  June,  I77i>

ADAMS,  William,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  26th  of  March,  1750,  and  on  the  2d  of 
Auguft,  1758,  to  be  commander  of  a  Hoop  of  war.  After 
this  time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him  till  the 
22d  of  September,  1759,  when  he  was  made  captain  of 
the  Northumberland,  of  fevcnty  guns.  We  believe  him 
-to  have  received  this  appointment  from  lord  Colville,  who 
'  at  that  time  commanded  on  the  North- American  ftation, 
and  had  his  flag  on  board  the  Northumberland,  merely 
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for  the  pBTpofeiof  giving  htm  nnk  as  x  poft-captain,  in- 
afmudi  we  find  him  continuing  in  the  Aation,  juft  men- 
tioned, only  till  the  cnfning  Tp/ing ;  frhen  he  removed 
into  the  Diana  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns.  We  betiev« 
kim  to  have  retainerJ  this  command  nearly  ti))  the  en4 
of  the  war,  a  period  he  furvired  a  very  (hori  time  oa]j, 
dying  on  the  3d  of  February,  1763. 

AFFLECK,  Philip*,— this  gentleman,  who  ie  now  liv- 
ings is  the  younger  brother  of  fir  Fdmpnd  £dward  Affleck^ 
tart.ofwhom  we  have  ulrcady^ivenfome  account.  Hewst 
OTTginally,  as  we  have  betn  irtfi>rmed,'in  the  fcrvjce  of 
the  Etft-lnlia  company,  and  having  afterwvds  entered 
into  the  royal  navy,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  o(  liew- 
tebant' on  the  2d  of  May,  1755.  We  heliere  him  I0 
have  &rved  in  this  (lalion,  either  on  borird  the  Hunter 
fi6op,  or  ^tna  bomb  )^etch,  at  the  time  of  the  fiege  of 
l/niifbiirg,<and  to  bare  fo  particularly  ditiiqjgiiiflled  hijnr 
fdf  atthe  time  the  Prudent  and  Bicnfaileqt  were  boude4 
|»y  the  boatf  of  the  fquadroii,  as  to  have  Wen  promotefl 
by  admiral:  BolcaiVcn,  to  command  one  of  ihofe  ve(Ie}s> 
Jne  wa£aft£i wards,  under  the  honoundtle  pstrtjoage  tuvi 
prote^oti  of  the  fame  offictir,  advavced,  by  commif- 
ffion.  h«Rriiig  -date  Auguft  the  28,  1759,  to  be  captain 
f)f  the  Namur,  of  ninay  guns.  He  vefyfopn  afte^warcfe 
temovcd  into  the  Panther,  of  fixty  guns,  and  was  Ordered  to 
iheEafllndies,  where  he  continued  during  nearly  the  whole 
remainderof  the  war.  He  returned  to  Europe  in  iheArgo 
frigate,  <if  twenty-eight  guns,  and  does  riot  appear 'to  have 
held  any  command,  fubfeqtient  to  his  return  10  England, 
till  the  year  1779,  whcti  he  W^S  appointed  to  theTri- 
umph,  of  feventy-tbur  gii«s,  and  early  in  the  enfuing  year 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  to  reinforce  the  fleet  iherej 
eoiHitianded  by  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  but  did  not 
-.jt»n  that  admiral  til)  ibe  foih  of  May,  upwards  of  three 
weeks  after  the  firft  encounter  had  taken  place  with  the 
French  admiral  Guichen. 

He  was  however  very  diftinguiOiedly  engaged  in  the

His  feal  at  tbe 
admiralty  boird-he  quitted  in  1796,  and  fince  that  time 
has  not  apptSred  in  »ny  public  ftation. 

BAIRD,  Sir  William,-^wasprotn«Tediothe  rank  of 
Hcutcnant  tm- the  fjth  of  Febreary>  1757,  but  wc  have 
ho  farther  accotlW  of  hifti  till  he  was  raiftd  to  the  rank 
of  pod  captain,  by  cofnmiffion  bearing  date  March  tliC 
3d,  1759,  flppoiming  him  to  the  Salilbury,  of  fifty  guns. 
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one  of  the  Eafl-I^ia  fquadron.  He  immeidwtely  after- 
wards was  promoted  to  the  Weymouth,  of  lixty  gwu, 
on,  the  fame  ftation,  ia  which  fliip  he  cootinueclf 
during  the  whole  remaiiHier  of  the  war.  He  was  pre- 
fcnt  at  the  laQ  encounter  which  took  place  .in  1759, 
between  vice-admiral  Pocock  and  the  count  d'Ache, 
but  was  not  engagedj  a  circumftance  which  might  have 
been  thought  unCavourable  to  the  chara<9er  of  iir  Wil- 
liam, had  it  not  been  very  completely  and  honour- 
ably explained  by  the  Britilh  commaiidei-in-chief,  "  the 
Weymouth  and  Sundei  land,"  fays  he,  "were  the  only 
fliips  that  had  not  fuficred,  becaufe  they  could  not  get 
properly  into  a^ion,  occafioned  by  M.  d'Ache's  begin- 
ning to  engage  before  they  could  clofc."  N«  other  ma- 
terial mention  is  made  of  him  during,  the  time  of  his 
continuance  on  the  fame  Itation  *,  which  he  quitted  not 
loMg  after  the  conclulion  of  the  war,  nor  do  we  know 
him  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  command .  after  hi$ 
arrivalin  England.  He  died,  as  we.  believe,  in  the  courfo: 
of  the  year  I??*. 

BARBER,  Robert,— was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  23d  of  February,  1756,  and  to  that  of 
poft  captain  in  the  navy  on  the  4th  of  June,  1759.  His 
fail  appointment  was  to  the  Kennington,  of  twenty  guns, 
in  which  he  was  ordered,  not  long  afterwards,  to  the  Me- 
diterranean, where  he  continued  till  the  year  1761. 
That  fliip  being  then  foujnd  unfit  for  farther  fervice, 
was  ordered  to  be  broken  up.  We  have  not  any  reafon 
'  to  fuppofe  he  held  any  command  after  quitting  the  Ken- 
nington, till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1779,  when  ho 
was  appointed  to  the'fielleiile  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of 
the  fquadron  then  under  orders  for  the  Eaft  Indies.  He 
returned  from  thence  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1781, 
and  before  its  concliifiofl,  being  appointed  to  the  Fame 
of  feventy-four  guns,  proceeded  about  Chrillmas  to  the 
Leeward  lilands  with  ^ir  George  Rodney,  He  was  con-> 
fequently  prefent  at  the  memorable  defeat  of  the  Count

mand, nor  are  we  acquainted  even  vnth  the  precife  time 
of  his  death,  which  we  believe,  however,  to  have  taken 
place  fometime  in  the  year  1784. 

BICKERTON,  Sir  Richard,— was  educated  at  Weft- 
minder  fchool,  and  having  entered  into  the  royal  navy 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  on  the  tith  of 
February,  1 745-6,  which  we  believe  to  have  been  as  foon 
as  he  was  entitled  to  it  on  account  of  his  ftanding.  la 
1748,  he  fervcd  in  that  Ration  on  board  the  Worcefter, 
a  fourth  rate,  of  60  guns.  He  afterwards  commanded 
the  ^tna  firelhip,  and  was,  on  the  21  {I  of  Augud, 
1759,  promoted  to  be  capuin  of  the  Cultoden,  this 
appointment  was  made  merely  for  the  purpole  of 
giving  him  rank,  he  haviiw,  atmoft  immediately  after- 
wards, removed  into  the  Glafgow,  of  twenty  guns,  in 
which  ihip  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  He 
diftinguilhed  himfeif  exceedingly  while  in  that  quar- 
ter, both  by  his  aflivity  and  gallantry.  Having  quitted 
that  fhip  and  remrned  10  Europe  101761,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Lively,  of  the  fame  force,  on  the  home 
Ilation,  and  on  quitting  that  alfo,  as  he  appears  to  have 
done  not  long  afterwards,  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  command  during  the  remainiler  of  the  war,  nor  in- 
deed after  its  conclufion  till  the  year  1767,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Renown,  a  fifth  rate  of  thirty  guns,  and 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  He  quitted  that  ftiip 
before  the  conclufion  of  the  following  year,*  and  again 
remained  unemployed  till  the  end  of  1770,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Marlborough,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one 
of  the  (hips  put  into  commiflion  in  confequence  of  the 
apprehentled  rupture  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  Falkland 
iflands.  He  retained  this  command  three  years,  the 
Marlborough  being  one  of  the  (hips  retained  in  com- 
miflion after  the  expedlation  of  that  rupture  had  va- 
nifhed. 

When  his  majefty  reviewed  the  fleet,  collected  at 
Portfmouth,  in  the  month  of  June  1773,  for  the  purpofe 
■  of  preventing  any  interference  on  the  part  of  France  or

liod  q'i>  the  24th  of  the  fame  month,  receiv^  the' honour  of 
inigHjfhood  on  board  (he  Barfleur.'  On  quitting  the  Marl- 
boroiigh  fir  Richard  was  appointed  to  the  Augufta  yacht, 
in  which  he  continued  till  the  year  1777,  when  the  dif- 
pute -with  America  having  commenced,  and  a  war  with 
France,  becoming  highly  probable,  he  rclinquiflicd  the 
yacht -for  a  more  adtive  command^  ^nd  was  appointed 
to  tlie  Terrible,  of  feveniy-four  guns*.  .This  ihip  was 
one  of  thofe  attached  to  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  in  con- 
feguence  of  which  he  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  which 
took  place  with  the  count  d'Orvilliers,  ofF  Ufhant,  on  the 
27th  of  July.  The  Terrible  being  Rationed  in  the  line, 
fecond  to  the  leadipg  fhip  on  the  larboard  tack,  was  v?ry 
diftinguilhedly  engaged,  having  had  thirty^men  .killed  anet' 
wounded  t.  Sir  Richard  was  ordered  on  a  cruile  in  the 
bay,  in  ihe  month  of  April  %  finfuing,  in  company  witiv 
the  Ramillies,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  fail  in  with  a 
French  convoy  of  thirty  merchant- fhips,  richly  laden  from 
the  Wefi  Indies,  under  the  protedlion  of  three  frigates. 
The  ftiips  of  war  were  lucky  enough  to  niake'their  efcape, 
but  eight  or  more  of  the  merchant-fhips  fell  into  the  hands 
pf  fir  Richard  and  his  companion,  and  the  whole  re- 
mainder was  fo  conipletely  difperfed,  that  many  more 
were  picked  up  by  different  cruifers  and  privateers.

I  DurinE  the  grtuct  part  of  die  winter  he  was  rendered  ineipable 
of  ferviee,  by  a  very  feverc  fit  of  the  rheumatifm,  with  which  be  wal 
attacked  and  conRned  at  his  feat  at  Upwood,  many  weeks.  This  cllate 
i^ai  forinerly  the  properly  or  Henry  Cromwell,  uncle  lo  the  pro- 
(eElor,  and  afterwards  of  fir  Peter  Phcfani,  judge  of  the  upper  bench 
during  the  ufurpaticm.  Sir.Richaid  much  improved  the  ancient  man* 
'$on  boufc,  and  was  buried  in  the  family  Twlt  in  tbe  cbutcl)  there. 
j^Gcat.  Mag.  Much  179s. 
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Sir  Richftrdtftfitiltued  in  tbe  Terrible  till  theendoflhf 
jeu,  but  unfortunaKly  without  meeiUig  wilh  uny  rccond 
opportuaity  of  a^ui  materially  Jtijuring  the  enemicG  of 
'  fats  country.  The  Terrible  being  then  under  orders  fog 
the  Welt  Indies,  (ir  Richard  quilted  her,  and  was  ap^ 
pointed  to  the  Foi^itude,  b  Oiip  of  the  fame  force,  the^ 
Juft  Unnched,  and,  as  well  as  the  former,  attached  to  tha 
boinc  or  channel  fleet,  prpgreflively  commanded  by  Gr 
Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  aibd  vice-admiral  Darby. 
Id  the  fering  of  the  year  178 1 « he  accompanied  the  gende- 
Bian  lalt  mentioned,  on  his  expedition  undertaken  for  the 
telief  of  Gibraltar,  and  the  Fortitude  being  dellioed  for  tbo 
flag-lbip  of  vice-admiral  Hyde  Parter,  who  had  accepted 
the  North-lea  command,  fir  Richard  of  courfe  quitted  bcr 
OR  his  return  to  England,  and  held  no  other  appointment 
till  Augud,  when,  in  confequence  of  his  majesty  having 
refolved  to  vifit  the  North-fea  f^uadron,  w^ich  was  then 
hourly  expe^ed  at  the  Noie,  after  having  had  a  fevsre 
encounter  widi  the  Dutch,  fir  Richard  was  re-appointe4 
to  the  Augufla  yacht,  which  he  quitted  foon  as  the  excur- 
fion  was  concluded,  and  was,  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
8p|>Dinted  to  the  Gibraltar,  of  eighty  guns,  on  board  which 
laip  he  hoifted  his  broad  pendant,  as  an  efiabliQiei 
commodore.  Exclufivcof  his  own  fliip,  the  force  which 
was  dcftiiied  for  India  under  his  orders  confided  of  five 
third  rates;  the  Cumberland  and  Defence  of  feventy- 
four  gun^  the  Sceptre,  Africa,  and  Inflexible  of  lixty- 
ibur  guns  each,  the  Juno  and  Medea  frigates.  Sir  Richard 
failed  from  England  with  a  coovoy  on  the  6th  of  Fe- 
bruary, 17S2,  Ind  arriving  in  India,  after  raibcr  a  te- 
dious IpaHage,  in  confequence  of  which  the  fcurvy  begag 
to  make  no  inconfiderable  havock  among  the  crews  of  the 
dilFerent  Ihim  under  his  command,  j:)ined  fir  E(lwar4 
Hugh^  jult  in  time  to  Ihare  in  the  encounter  which  took 
place  witli  fjufirein,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1783*,  T\vf 
intelligence  of  peace  arrvicd  in  India  five  or  fix  days  after 
this  event,  and  of  courfe  all  farther  hoftiliiies  ceafed. 

Sir  Richard  returned  from  India  in  the  year  1784^  atftt 
early  in  1786  was  appointed  commodore  on  the  Leewardi 
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Ifiand  nation,  in  confequence  of  which  he  hoifted  lifs 
broad  pendant  on  board  the  Jupiter,  but  after  making  a 
ftiort  flay  there,  returned  to  England,  as  a  paflenger  in 
fome  oihet  veflel,  in  confcqucnce  of  his  having  been 
promoted,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  to  be  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blue.  At  the  time  of  tiie  arUament  againft 
Spain,  in  1790,  Ht  Richard  was  appointed  to  command. 
in  the  home  or  channel  fleet,  and  accordingly  hoifled  his 
flag  on  board  the  Impregnable,  of  ninety  guns.  On  the 
2ift  of  September,  in  this  year,  he  was  advanced  to  be 
Vice-admiral  of  the  white  ;  and  after  that  apparent  ftorm 
had  blown  over,  was  appointed  to  command  as  port-ad- 
miral, at  Plymonth,  in  confcquence  of  which  he  removed 
his  flag  into  the  St.  George,  of  ninety-eight  guns.  He 
died  in  this  command*  of  an  apopleflic  fit  on  the  25th  of 
Febniary,  1792. 

BURSLEM,  Francis, — this  gentleman  is  now  living, 
he'was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the. t^th  of 
September,  174.3,  and  from  (hence  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
commander  on  the  24th  of  June,  1757,  but  we  know  not 
on  what  particular  fcr\ices  he  was  employed  in  either 
Ration.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poll-captain, 
by  commiflion  bearing  date  Oflober  the  4th  1759,  ap- 
pointing him  to  the  Coventry  frigate,  and  was  imme- 
diately employed  under  the  orders  of  commodore  DufF,  as 
has  been  already  ftated  in  that  gentleman's  life,  in  watch- 
ing the  motions  of  the  Marquis  de  Conflan's  Heet,  a» 
well  as  bl"ckiiig  up  their  Iranlports  in  Qiiiberon  Bay  t. 
He  joined  the  main  fleet,  under  (ir  Edward  Hawke,  a  day 
or  two  before  th^  aflion,  accompanied  by  the  Maidftone, 
another  of  Mr.  Duff's  fquadron,  and  was,  with 
captain  Diggs,  in  the  frigate  iafl  mentioned,  Itationed 
ahead,  one  on  the  larboard  the  other  on  the  larboard  bow, 
of  the  Britifti  fleet,  to  look  out  for  the  enemy,  who  were 
6rll  difcovered  by  the  Maidllone.     He  was  afterwards

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^rdmoted  to  a  fifth  rate,  the  name  of  which  we  have  been 
tiriable  to  difcover.  We  cannot  find  him  mentioned  as  hold- 
ing any  fubfequent  command,  nor  have  we,  indeed,  any 
realon  to  fiippofe  he  received  any  appointment,  or  com- 
tnilTiOn  after  the  time  laft  mentioned.  As  this  gentleman 
might  confequently  be  cwifidered  retired  from  the  fer- 
vice,  he  was,  wher\  he  became  ftnior  on  the  lift  of  capj- 
lains,  according  to  the  new  regulation  nrade  in  I788i 
put  on  the  Jifl  of  fupcrannuatetl  officers. in  that  rank. 

CLCLAND,  John,-^was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
ihe  navy  on  the  5ih  of  February,  1744-5,  and  a  com- 
mander on  the  lothW'Jime,  1756,  but  we  know  not 
any  thing  of  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed,  not 
even  the  names  of  the  veifels  he  commanded,  during  the 
time  he  held  thefe  ranks.  On  the  15th  of  May,  1759,  hb 
was  promoted  to  be  a  poR-capiaint  and  appointed  to  the 
'Squirrel,  of  twenty  guns,  in  Which  (hip  he  continued  till 
-the  end  of  the  war,  employed  nearly  during  the  whole  of 
that  period,  on  the  MeHitefranean  Itation.  We  have  nt> 
account,  on  which  we  can  depend,  of  his  having  held  any 
fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1780,  nhen  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Formidable,  of  ninety  guns,  one  of  the 
Aeet  employed  on  the  home,  or  channel  lervice,  commantt- 
ed  by  vice-admiral  Darby.  He  accompanied  the  vice-admi- 
ral to  Gibraltar,  on  the  expedition  fent  out  to  relieve  that 
fortrefs,  in  the  month  of  March  1781,  being  ftati(med 
in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  fir  John  Lockhart 
Rofs.  On  the  Formidable  being  ordered  to  the  Well 
Indies,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  as  the  flag-fliip  ef  fir  C9. 
Bridges  Rodney,  captain  Clcland  quitted  his  command; 
and  docs  not  appear  to  have  received  any  other  com- 
mifiton.  We  are  unacquaitited  with  the  precife  tiara 
of  his  death. 

COLLINS,  Richard,— is  not  known  to  us  till  his  pro- 
motion to  be  captain  of  the  Qiieenborough  frigate,  by 
commiffion  bearing  dale  September  the  nth,  1759.  Ht 
Was  advanced  to  the  rank  juft-mentioned,  from  being 
lieutenant  of  one  of  the  thips  employed  on  the  £aft  India 
fiation,  to  which  fquadron  the  Qiieenborough  belonged. 
He  was,  not  long  afterwards,  pfomtited  to  the  Newcaftle, 
of  fifty  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
fee  driyen  on  fhore,  in  the  tremendous  hurricane  which 
Vot.  VI.  Z  ■      '  '   ■     happenci' 
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happened  on  ^e  ift  of  January  1761,  and  completelf 
dtfpcrrcd  the  Sriiifh  fqtiadron,  then  employed  in  th$ 
blockadeofPondicherry,  of  which  the  NewcaQle  was  ooe. 
The  fate,  however,  erf  this  fliip  was  not  fo  melancholy  u 
thatof  others, hcrcon]panions*,{he  being  driven  on  fliorev 
little  to  the  fouthward  of  Ariaijcopang,  and  under  fuch  fa- 
vourable circtimllances,  that  the  whole  of  her  crew,  tt^e- 
ther  with  the  greater  part  of  her  ftores  and  provilions,  were 
fortunately  (avcd. 

Wc  iuve  no  particulars  concerning  captain  Collins, 
after  tlus  time,  tiU  the  expedition  was  undertaken  againfl 
Manilla.  He  thep  comfnandldAhe  Weymouth,  of 
lixXy  guns,  and  was  appointed,  by^the  admiral,  to  com- 
mand the  battalion  of  leamen  landed  as  a  reinforcement  to 
the  army,  a  fcrvice  he  appears  to  have  executed  much  to 
the  fatisfai^ton  of  all  thoTe  under  whom  he^ferved. 
He  continued  to  retajn  the  fame  command  after  the 
contilufionof  the  war ;  and  in  the  month  of  Oflober,  1 763, 
had  the  misfortune  to  be  a  fecond  time  involved  in  a  hur- 
ficane,  which  took  place  on  the  itith. 

On  the  day  preceding  he  was  lying  in  MadrjUs  road,  in 
company  with  admiral  Cornilh,  in  ,tbe  Norfolk,  and  captain 
Pitcnford,  in  the  Amerito.  Forefeeing  the  probable  ap- 
proach of  the  difaArous  evettt  which  was  about  to  take 
place,  they  all  put  to  fea,  but  fortunately  got  back  into 
port  on  the  24th,  thQug;h  with  the  lofs  of  all  their  malls, 
and  vfith  much  water  m  their  holds.  He  continued  on 
the  fame  ilatitini  and  in  the  fame  fhtp,  till  the  year  I76«, 
when,  hawing  been  guilty  of  fome  mifcondud,  the  parti- 
culars of  which  wc  are  unacquainted  with,  he  was  brought 
to  a  court-martial  and  fentenced  to  be  difmilfed  the  ^f- 
vice.  Several  favourable  circumftances,  however,  ap- 
pearing in  his  favour  he  was,  in  1769,  redored  to  his  for- 
-merrank;  and,  in  1771,  was  appointed  to  the  Achilles, 
of  ijxty  guns,  one  of  the  Rationed  guardlhips.  He  con- 
tinued in 'this  command,  we  believe,  during  the  ufual  pe- 
riod allotti:d  to  it,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  l^rvice  j 
.but  have  no  reafon  to  think  he  received  any  Aibfe^uent 
appointment.  He  died  about  ihft  yeari78o. 
.  .EDWARDS,  Timothy, — was  a  gentleman  defcended 
irom  a  very  aacieat  %nd  refpeftable  family  long  (ettlcd  in

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the  county, of  Cvnsrvon,  North  Wales,  where  it  h^d  long 
}ield,copfiderabk  pofTeffions.  He  was  promoted  ta  tift 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  6lh  of  February,  1755*;  but  we 
have  not  bcfn  able  to  obtain  any  farther  inforrruition. con- 
cerning him  llll  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of  i;oi^- 
mandeVon  tlie  i6thof  Oi^obcr,  1757.  Wc  believe  hiib  " 
to  have  been  at  this  time  appointea  to  the  Favourlte.flopp, 
and  ordered  to  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  was  fti^ 
farther  promsted  to  the  ftaiion  of  captain,  by  comiTiil^oif, 
bearing  date  Auguft  the  5th,  1 759.  appomllng  him  to  t^ie 
Valeurt.  In  the  beginfiijigot  theyear  1*761  he  removed 
into  the  Wager,  another  of  the  fhips  then  employed  bii 
the  Mediterranean  ftation.  How  long  he  continued  tO 
retain  that  command  we  are  utiable  to  determin^^  but 
imagine  be  returned  to  England  in  foine  other  fhip^ 
fome  lime  before  the  concluflon  of  the  >var.  V^ry  foon 
after  peace  had  taketi  place  he  was  appointed  to  the  Eme- 
laid,  of  thirty-two  guns,  on^  of  the  frigates  employed  a^

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a  cruifer.  After  quitting  this  (hip,  which  wc  believe  liiiH 
to  have  done  about  the  year  1766,  we  do  not  find  any 
menlion  made  of  him  till  the  year  1777,  when  we 
lielicve  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Europe, 
of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  ihips  put  into  com- 
miflion  in  confcqucnce  of  the  difputc  with  the  American 
colonies,  and  that  which  was  then  almofl  daily  appre- 
hended with  France. 

Early  in  the  year  1778  he  removed  into  the  Cornwall, 
of  feventy-four>  gims,  one  of  the  fleet  fent  to  America 
under  vice-admiral  Byron,  for  the  purpofe  of  t^pofihg  thai 
of  France  commanded  by  the  count  D'Eftaing.  The  (qua- 
dron  was  very  much  difpcrfed  by  the  repealed  gales  of  wind 
which  attacked  it  on  its  pafTage;  but  captain  Edward* 
wasfofortunateastoreachSandyHook.the  appointed  place 
of  rendezvous,  before  any  of  his  companions.  His  fafe 
arrival  with  fo  capital  a  fhip  was  extremely  critical,  a$ 
lord.vifcount  Howe  was  in  daily  apprehenfion  of  an  attack 
from  the  French  admiral,  who  foon  arrived  ofF  the  fame 
place  with  three  limes  his  lordfhip's  force.  Capt.  Edwards 
accompanied  the  fleet  on  the  expedition  to  Rhode  Ifland, 
which  we  have  already  giren  a  fufficient  account  of*", 
but  no  particular  opportunity  offered  itfclf  to  this  gentle- 
TOan  of  dirplaying  that  gallantry,  which,  on  all  poffible  oc- 
cafions,  was  manifelt  in  his  conduft. 
,-  Captain  Edwards  accompanied  Mr.  Byron  to  the  Weft 
Indies  at  the  clofe  of  the  year;  and  at  the  encounter  which 
took  place  with  the  count  D'Eftaing,  off  Grenada,  on  the 
©th  of  July,  I779t  was  ftationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to 
rear-admiral  rarker.  He  diflingtiifhed  himfelf  on  this 
•  .occafion  very  remarkably,,  and  was  fo  warmly  engaged  t 
that  his  fhip  was  reduced  almoft  to  a  wreck,  infomuch 
■that,  if  the  enemy  had,  confidering  their  fuperioriiy  o( 
'force,  made  any  thing  like  an  cfert,  it  miift,  in  all  proba- 
bility, either  have  fallen  into  their  hands  or  been  deflroyed  } 
.but,  as  Mr.  Byron  exprefles  himfelf  in  his  oflicial  dis- 
patches, after  having  defervedly  be(towed  tfie  higheft  en- 
comiums on  the  coiiduifl  of  captain  Edwards,  and  others 
'who  were  no  lefs  warmly  engaged,  he  adds,  "  The  enemy

Captain  Edwards  continued  on  the  fame  iHtion  during 
the  enfuitig  winter,  and  in  the  month  of  April  1780,  was 
prefent  at  the  encounter  between  lir  George  Rodney  and 
the  count  De  Guichen.  He  was  {Rationed  as  one  of  the 
feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief,  and  exerted  himfelf 
in  the  moll  confpicunus  manner,  having,  in  great  meafure,^ 
contributed  to  preferve  the  Sandwich  from  dedru^ion. 
that  (hip  being  at  one  time  attacked,  and  very  much  pref- 
fed,  by  the  French  admiral  himlelf,  in  the  Couronne,  of 
ninety  gunsj  fupported  by  the  Triumphant,  of  eighty,  and 
the  Fendant,  of  feventy-four.  The  Cornwall  hcrfelf  ' 
was,  as  in  tt^  former  inuance,  reduced  almofl  to  a  wreck  f 
had  tweniy-one  men  killed  and  forty-nine  wounded,  the 
moft  material  lofs  fultained  by  any  Ihip  in  the  fleet,  not 
excepting  that  even  of  the  commander-in-chief.  Being, 
however,  refitted,  and  her  ihot-holes  plugged  up  at  fea,  as 
well  as  circumflances  would  permit,capt. Edwards  was  after- 
wards engaged  in  the  two  partial  Ikirmifhes  which  took 
place  with  toe  fame  enemy,  on  the  15th  and  lOth  of  May. 
On  the  firfl  of  thefe  Dccaiians  he  had  7  men  Killed  and  5 
wounded^  and,  on  the  fecond,  4  killed  and  10  woundetu 
From  thefe,  fo  often  repeated  'injuries,;  this  unfor- 
tunate Qiip  had  received  fo  much  damage,  that  fhe  very 
foon  afterwards  funk,  when  at  anchor  in  the  carenag^  St. 
Lucia.  Captain  Edwards  himfelf  had  quitted  her  nefore 
this  time,  and  was  on  his  return  to  England  as  paflengcc 
pn  board  an  Englifl)  (hip,  but  died  while  at  fea,  we  believe 
in  the  courfe  of  the  month  of  AuguH*,

Rowley,  Maplcfdon,  arid  PaftOn,  who,  logeiher  witfi 
captain  Elphinrtone,  were  all  made  prifoiiers. 

He  was,  however,  foon  after  being  exchanged,  as  i. 
Icihd  of  palliative  to  this  mortification]  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  poft-captain,  and  appointed  IQ  the  Eurus,  hi 
ioTtimifEon,  bearing  dkfe  February  the  ift,  1759.  He

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tnHf  in  the  month  of  February  1761,  captain  Elphinltotw 
being  t1ien  off  the  coaft  of  Flanders,  received  intenieenc^ 
that  a  French  frigate  had,  the  day  before,  taken  aaEng- 
lifh  merchant  veirel.  '  He  immecliatelj  proceeded  in  4'^kA 
of  the  enemy,  whom  he  was  fortunate  enough  to  fall  in 
with  at  eleven  o'clock  the  fame  night.  Duringa  fhort  time 
after  the  enemy  was  firft  dlfcovered  he  bore  up  with  much 
apparent  refolution,  but  foon  hauling  his  wind  fuddenl/, 
Endeavoured  to  cfcape.  Captain  Elphinftone  gave  chacCf 
and  coming  up  with  his  antagonift  about  half  paft  tett 
o'clock  the  next  morning,  began  to  engage.  Handing  in  for 
the  land.  At  half  pail  twelve,  both  the  Ihips  ran  afliore 
alongfide  each  other,  and  the  difpute  was  foon  afterwards 
clofed  by  the  furrcnder  of  the  Felicitf,  for  that  was  the 
Datne  of  the  enemy's  fhip :  Ihe  mounted  thirty-two  guns, 
and  was  bound  to  Martinico  with  a  very  valuable  cargo, 
on  account  of  the  merchantf,  eftimated  to  be  worth. 
.3o,oopI.  Her  captain  fell  in  the  adion,  and  nearly 
one  hundred  of  ner  crew  were  either  killed  or 
trounded. 

The  Richmond  foon  after  the  encounter  ceafed,  got 
^dat,  and  being  driven  by  the  tide  a  little  to  leeward,  the 
fiifvivor^  on  board  the  French  fhip  feized  that  opportu- 
nity of  quilting  their  fhip,  and  getting  on  fliore :  the  velTel 
herfelf  remaining  immoveable  was  completely  deftroyed. 
Captain  Elphinftone  remained  on  the  fame  ftation  for 
fome  months  afterwards,  but  had  no  fucccfs,  far  as  we 
have  teen  able  to  djfcover,  farther  than  the  capture  of  a 
flnall  French  privateer,  called  the  Facheur  mounting  fix 
carriage  guns,  with  eight  fwivcls  and  forty  men,  which  he 
carried  into  Yarmouth  Roads  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft,  , 
In  the  month  of  March  1762,  he  was  ordered  out,  under 
fir  Gtorge  Pocock,  on  the  expedition  projefted  againft  the 
Havannah,  and  was  appointed  by  the  admiral  to  pilot  the 
fleet  through  the  (Ireights  of  Bahama,  a  fervice  he  very 
fuccefsfully  pcrfonned.  He  was  afterwards  very  aflively 
■  puiployed  during  the  whole  ot  the  liege ;  and  having  re- 
turned to  Europe  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  was, 
Towards  the  cnQ  of  the  year  1764.,  appointed  to  the  Firme, 
of  fixty  g^ns,  comtnifuoned  as  a  guardfliip  at  Plymouth. 
He  retained  this  command  till  the  year  1767,  and  having 
ttien  Quittcc)  it,  entered,  in  12^9>  into  the  RulEan  fervice. 
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where  he  was  appointed  a  rear-adrntral.  He  hoilled  his  Saa 
on  board  ihe  Netrofnena,  a  lh>P  of  £6  guns  j  and  having^ 
on  his  paHage  to  the  Mediterranean,  rppaired  toPortfmoutn, 
became   ftrangely   involved   in    a   very  ferious   difpute^ 

Jvith  admiral  Geary,  who  commanded  there,  reiqlive  tc^ 
iring  the  gun,  as  is  cuHomary  on  board  commanding  (hips, 
in  port;  belonging  to  their  own  nation,  at  the  lim;  pi 
ielting,  and  rtlteving  the  watch. 

Sorry  art  we  to  (ay  that  Mr.  Elphinflone  appeals,  on 
diis  DCcafion,  to  have  ftepped  far  beyond  the  bounds  o£ 
propriety ;  biit  after  fome  [iitie  altercation  the  difpute  wasi 
amicably  fettled  hy  the  decifion,  and  interference  of  th< 
RulHan  amtiafTador-  Captain  Elphinftone  proceeded 
foon  afterwards  to  th?  Mediterranean,  where  he  di^n- 
guifhed  himf^lf  exceedingly  in  a  variety  of  encounter^ 
viih  th^  Turks,  particularly  in  that  which  took  plac^. 
with  the  I'urkifh  n^t  in  thi:  road  of  Libur^o,  near  Scio, 
ip  the  month  of  July  1770. 

Admiral  Elphinllone  was  difpatcbed,  itnmedt^tely  after, 
the  foregoing  encounter,  toTenedos,in  order  to  ftreightcn 
the  city  of  Conftantinpple,  by  preveiitirig  any  velTels.  from 
carrying  provifions  thither.  It  is  faid  to  have  been  the. 
opinion  of  many  perfons  acquainted  with  th^  nature  of 
his  advice,  and  the  means  of  defence  with  which  the 
Turkilh  capital  was  at  that  time  furnifhcd,  that  if  Mr. 
Elpliinllonc  had   been  permitted  to  carry  the  operations 

'  he  had  in  his  own  rai(iil  projcfled,  that  ciiy  wouid^  in  all 
probability,  have  fallen  into  the  power  of  Ruffia.  He  was, 
however,  overruled; and  ihe  war  being  finifljcd,  retiirn?d  to^ 
Englandt,  where,  in  1 775,  he  was  appointed  to  theEgmont, 
of  74guns,  one  of  the  giiardfliips  Itationtd  at  Port f mouth. 
Ho  continued  in  this  fliip  lilt  the  hegipning  of  the  year, 

,■^778,  and  foOn  attcr  quitting,  it  vi^as  appointed  to  the 
Magnificent,  of  the  fame  force.  In  the  month  of  Odlobcr 
he  joined  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet,  commanded  by  Mr. 
Kcppel,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies  with  Mr.  Rowley,  in  order  to  reinforce  the. 
fleet  already  in  that  quarter  unde^  the  commaiid  of  vice-^

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fdmtral  Byron,  w»  prelent  at  the  -  encounter  off 
Grenada  *  in  the  month  of  July.  Continujog  on  tbs 
fame  Itation  duiing  the  enluing  winter  he  was  oetachedt 
in  the  month  of  December,  under  re^r-admiral  Rowley^ 
in  purfuit  of  a  fmall  fquadron  of  French  frigates  that  had 
been  difcovered  from  ^l.  Lucja.  One  of  tbenti  the 
planche,  of  thirty-fix  guns,  was  captured  by  the  M^gni- 
ficenti  and  a  fecond,  the  Ellis,  of  ^twenty-eight  guns,  by 
that  fbip,  and  the  Sterling  CaAle.  At  the  encounter  with 
Pe  Guichen  on  April  i  ;ih  following,  captain  Elphinllone 
Vvas  (Rationed  to  lead  the  jleet  on  the  larboard  tack^ 
^ut,  being  the  rear  (hip  ii)  the  adtion,  fuftained  no  grcatep 
injury  than  one  man  killed  and  ten  wounded.  In  thsi 
fubrequent  ikirmifli  ,which  happened  on  the  igih  of  Maj 
following,  he  was  more  materially, and  feriouily  concernca, 
having  had  five  men  killed,  and  twenty-three  wounded. 
He  proceeded  to  Jamaica  foon  after  this  time,  in  com- 
pany with  fome  other  fliips  detached  by  fir  George 
Rodney  for  the  protection  of  that  colony,  and  returned  to 
England,  at  the  plofc  of  the  year,  as  a  part  of  the  convoy 
appointed  for  the  proteilion  of  the  homeward-bound  Ja- 
maica fleet.  The  Magnificent  needing  fonie  confiderable- 
repairs,  was,  confequently,  put  out  of  commiflion  and: 
difmantled.  We  do  not  believe  captain  Elphindone  to 
^ve  held  any  ferther  command  till  the  end  of  the  year 
1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Atlas,  of  ninety 
guns,  a  Ihip  then  fitting  for  foreign  fervice;  but  peace 
being  concluded  immediately  afterwards,  her  farther  equip- 
ollent was  Ifopped.  This  appears  to  have  been  the  lali 
«)pQ.inttnent  be  lived  to  hold.  He  died  in  Broad-Areet,, 
^arnabvTmarket,  on  the  aSth  of  April,  1785. 

FAULKNEH,  Jonathan, — was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  2+th  of  Augull,  1753; 
and,  in  1755,  ferved  in  thai  (tatipn  otJ  board  the  Alderney 
floop.  After  [his  time  we  have,  no  account  of  him. 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1758,  when  we  6pd  him  com- 
ipander  of  the  Furnace  bomb-ketch,  one  of  the  fquadron- 
fent,  under  the  command  of  commodore  Keppel,  on  the 
expedition  againfl  Goree.     After  his  return  from  thence

ftventy-four  guAs,  the  flag-uii|i  of  rear-admiral  fir  Johij 
Moore,  who,  about  tTic  fame  time,  was  invelted  With  thd 
PoTtfinouth  Comihand.  He  held  this  commiflion,  as  ii 
cuftomary,  during  the  three  enfuing  years  j  and  after  quit- 
fing  it,  although  fonne  accounts  malte  him  to  have  becii 
^poitited  to  the  Crefcent  frigate,  of  thirty  gtins,  in  IJJti 
tn  ire  rithcr  inclined  td  believe  he  received  no  commif-i 
fion  tilt  the  year  1777,  ivhen  he  was  appointed  to  th<^ 
JLotili  Oik,  6f  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  tlie  (hips  equip-' 
ped  for  (fervicd,  in  confequence  of  the  <Efpute  with  Ame- 
rica, aild  the  apprehenfion  of  a  rupture  with  France, 
Immediately  prior  to  the  aSual  coti^meiicecAent  of  hofliJ 
lities  with  the  fovTet  1  all- mentioned,  in  r778,  captain' 
Faiilkncr  was  flppcnnted  fccond  captain  of  the  Vifiory, 
ihe  flag-fhip  of  ^miral  Keppel,  under  whom  he  ferved,' 
;tnd  diftinguilhed  himfclf  in  fo  great  a  degree  as  to  draW 
ft-om  the  Commander-in-chief,  and  admiral  Campbell,  the; 
firit  cafitain,  of  captaiK  of  the  ttiHt,  the  highell  encomiums/ 
iia  his'condud,  And  cool  intrepid!^  at  the  time  of  the  eo- 
Counter  with'  the  French  fleets  ofF  Ulhant,  on  the  19^1  of 
JuW  enfuitig. 

When  admiral  Keppet  retired  from  the  fervice,  as  it' 
niay  be  remembered  he  did  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  cap*  ' 
tain  Faulkner  quitted  the  Victory,  and  does  not  appeat  to 
hate  held  any  other  cottimiffion  till  tht  waf  was  nearly 
brought  to  a'  conclufion.  This  temporary  retirement, 
from  the  eircumdances  peculiarly  attending  it,  was  un- 
doubtedly occalloncd  merely  by  political  Confidcratioits, 
for  foon  after  the  change  of  miniDry,  which  took  place  in 
thiimonlh  of  April  1782,  he  was  appointed  td  thePrinccb 
1t<^,  a  feccrtifl  rate  of  ninety-eight  guns,  which  fhip  had 

Sft  before'  undergone  a  thorough  repair  at  Chatham, 
aving  beeo.equippcd  time  enough  to  proceed  with  the 
fleet  fait  t(^  Gibraltar,  under  Iprd  Hpwe,  for  the  relief  of 
that  fortrefs,  h«  was  Rationed  iii  the  Une  u  one  of  the 
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l^ttrf^  t6  tfie  eotaiOMdet-iti-ihiSt:  After  hi's  r^tU^ 
frdm  that  expedition,  ahd  the  cjffTatton  of  RdltiUti^ 
Which  atmoft  immediately  fbcceed^,  hl^  Was  rti&ftpoitlt^  to 
ffie  fame  fhip,  which  was  refitted  afiU  rebbrnmiffioiied  A 
one  iSf  tite  guardfhips  at  Pdrtfrnouth ;  and  cm  (Quitting  thft 
fhip,  is  he  dtd  befofd  the  cjfloffldry  ex{Anition  of 
ftlcR  COdStndnds,  Was  dppointtd  to  the  Triutnph,  of  7+ 
gtlh^,  a  guardffiip  at  the  fl*c' jWrt.  This  *aS  the  laft 
.  commi/fiOn'  he  cvel'  hfckl.  On  the  44th  of  Septembei', 
K787,  he  was  adt^aiiced  to  the'  rank  of  rear-admiral  Of 
the  white;  oo  the  2ilf  of  September,  ^790,  t*  Ve 
fttr-admiral  of  the  red;  to  be  vice  of  the  blUc  on 
the  ift  of  February,  r793;  vice  of  the  white,  April  the 
jath,  1794:;  of  the  red  on  the  I2th  of  July  fbHowing; 
and,  lafily,  admiral  of  the  blue  on  the  ift  of  Juiie,  1795. 
This  lalt  promotion  he  unhappily  riiiVived  but  a  very  feiV 
flays.  After  he  became  a  flag  officer  he  pa!Tcd  the  greater 
part  of  his  time,  without  ever  accepting  of  any  coiA- 
mand,  at  his  f^t  at  Havant-park,  in  the  county  of 
plants  i  But  on  receiving  information  of  his  laft  promo- 
lion,  repaired  to  London  for  the  pilrpofe  of  being  pre- 
fentcd  to  his  majefty.  He  arrived  on  the  evening  of  thfe 
22d,  and  on  ihfc  following  morning,  being  then  on  a  vifrt 
pt  the  honourable  colonel  Stanhope's,  in  Park-IanC,  ap- 
parently in  the  moft  perfe£t  he^th,  wat,  while  engaged  in 
conveiTatlcHl,  fuddcniy  flruck  with  aa  apoplexy,  and  ex* 
pired  on  the  following  fiiOriHn^. 

The  following  Ihort  hUf  well-hterited  eulogium  on  hii* 
chara^ler  Appeared  in  fome  of  the  peHOdloll  publications 
of  the  time.  *'  By  his  death  the  country  has  loll  a  nibft 
gallant  and  meritorious  officer,  and  his  family  ah  excellent 
fother  and  friend,  His  '\t«ll>knowri  nauticdt  abilities  sthd 
exTcnfive  knowledge  in  his  profellion  are  aboyc  pan^ric, 
and  his  name  will  b*  revered  to  future  ages." 

FORTESCUE,  John.— This  gentleman,  who  is  not* 
living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenaht  in  the  navy 
in  the  month  of  October  1744 ;  ind  on  the  ^lOth  of  June, 
*7S6.  to  thai  of  commander.  In  1757,  and  not  impro> 
Kably  in  the  eiifutng  year,  he  fervcd  on  the  North  Ame- 
rican (lalion,  being  then  in  the'Gre&ada  bomb-kttch.

4th,  I759>  He  Continued  in  this  ihip,  we  believe,  till  the 
end  of  the  year  1760;  but  do  not  know  him  ever  to  have 
received  any  fubfequent  commifUon.  He  is  faid,  in  fome 
accounts,  to  have  been  fufpended  from  all  command,  or 
difmifred  the  fervice,  in  the  year  1761 :  the  reafon  is.  not 
ilatcd:  and  even  Aippofing  the  information  corre£t^  he 
certainly  was  reftored  to  his  regular  rank  before  the  jsnd 
of  thcyeari763.  In  confei^ueiiceofwhat  we  have  already  . 
obfctved,  as  to  hi$  holding  no  commiflion  after  17^0,  he 
Was  confidered  as  retired  from  the  fervice ;  and  when  eh^- 
titled  by  fenioritv,  was  not  advanced  to  the  rank  of  a  rear- 
admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lid,  but  put  on  that  of  cap- 
tains according  to  the  r^ulation  made  in  the  year  1788. 

FRAINE,Jofeph, — is  alfo  now  living;  he  was  advanced 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  2d  of  December,  1745 ; 
tut  we  have  no  account  of  him,  after  this  time,  till  his  pro- 
motion, in  1 758,  to  be  commander  of  the  Speedwell  floop^ 
one  of  the  fmall  veffels  belonging  to  the  fquadron  com- 
manded by  lord  vifcount  Howe,  which  covered  the  land 
expedition  Tent  againd  St.  Maloes,  under  the  orders  of  the 
duke  of  Marlborough.  He  was  Tent  home  with  the  ac- 
count of  his  grace's  hrlt  fuccefs,  but  is  no  farther  mentioned 
till  he  was  farther  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod  captain, 
by  commiflion,  bearing  date  December  the  irth,  1759, 
appointing  him  to  the  SoiJtbampton  frigate.  In  this 
veflel  he  continued  but  a  veiy  fliort  time,  being 
removed  into  the  Surprize,  and  lent  into  the  Mediter- 
ranean.- He  returned  to  England  in  the  year  1761, 
and  remained  on  the  home  uation,  we  .believe  alfo  in 
the  fame  fhip,  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war ;  after  which 
lime  we  do  not  find  him  mentioned  as  holding  any  com- 
mand.    About  the  year  J771  he  married  Mils  Wright, 

iecond  daughter  of Wright,  efq.  heretofore  recorder 

of  Leicefter.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  cap- 
ains,  he  was,  as  well  as  tl^e  gentleman  lalt-mentionedj 
}Ut  on  the  fuperanpuaie4  lift  of,  officers  in  that  rank. 

FRANCIS,  Thomas, — is  not  knqwn  (o  us  till  his  ad- 
vancement, on  the  ift  qf  I>fovember,  1757,  to  be  com- 
nander  of  a  floop  of^war;  i;or  have  we  any  farther  acr 
:ount  erf  him,  till  bis  promoiion  from  die  rank  ju'ft  ftated 
0  that  9fi'i'90:'^3[«ain,  by  !CS}n.ini$<>Jlr  bearing,  dai^ 
NoVciBDCr 
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November  the  tii%  17591  appointing  him  to  the  Grey- 
hound Frigate.  He  was  afterwards  ordered  to  North 
Aiherica,  and  from  ttience  to  the  Well  Indies,  from  whicH 
laft  ftation  he  did  not  live  to  remove,  dying,  at  Earbadoes, 
on  the  ^th  of  June,  1762,  having,  till  that  time,  ictatned 
the  command  of  the  Greyhound. 

GOOSTREY,  William,— was  appointed  aaing  lieu- 
tenant-of  the  Marlborough,  by  Mr.  Mathews,  in  the  year 
1743,  and  Was  confirmed  in;  that  rank,  by  commifllon 
bearing, date  June  the  5th,  1744.  We  have  no  farther 
account  of  hi ni  till  his  promotion,  on  the  a3d  of  January, 
1759,  to  be  captain  of  the  Dublin.  From  this  fhip  he 
removed,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  into  the  Cambridge,  of 
eighty  guns,  as  captain  to  rear-admiral  Holnics,  who  was 
appointed  to  command  at  Jamaica.  When  the  exptv- 
dition  was  undertaken  againfl  the  Havannah,  under  the 
command  of  (ir  Gc-orge  Focock,  in  1762,  being  ordered 
V[ith  the  other  fhips  on  the  fame  llation  to  join  that 
armament,  was  unfortunately  killed  at  the  fea  attack  of 
the  Moro,  on  the  ill  of  July.  The  following  concife^ 
though  honourable  account  of  this  awful  actcident,  is  giveti 
by  the  commander-in-chief  in  his  difpatches.  "  We 
have  to  lament,"  fays  he,  "  the  untimely  lofs  of  captain 
Gooilrcy,  who,  thougli  foon  killed  after  the  Cambridge 
brought  up,  carried  her  dotvn  with  the  greatell  calmnefs 
and  fpirit." 

GRIFFITH.  Waller,— a  gentleman  of  ancient  Welfli 
family,  we  believe  from  the  county  of  Merioneth,  where 
he  had  no  inconfiderable  poflefnons,  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  7th  of  May,  1755;  in  1758  he 
ferved  in  that  flation  on  board  the  Ro^al  George,  the  flag- 
Ibip  of  .lord  Anfon,  who  at  that  time  commanded  the 
Channel  fleet  cniifing  off  Ufliant.  He  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  tHI  Gibraltar,  by 'commillion  bearing  date 
the  nth  of  December,  1759*.  That  fliip  was  then 
on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  and  captain  GrifHtb 
continued  there,  as  well  as  in  the  fame  (hip,  till  after 
the  concluripn  of  the  warj  when  having  returned 
to  England,  he  remained  in  the  fame  comirtand  as  a  peace- 
cruifcr,  we  believe,  till  the  year  1766.'    He  held  no  fub-

to  have  tiiet  with  no  farther  fuccefs,  than  the  capture  of  3 
ffnMl  American  prtyatecrj  whieh  he  Tent  into  Plymqut^ 
in  tfte  D^pnth  of  janvaiy  [■777. 

Early  iii  the  enfwing  fpring,  capt.  Griffith  was  ordered.!^ 
America,  and  {ailed  at  the  fame  time  with  a  convoy,  h^yo 
ingoii' ^oafq  a  reinforcpmentof  troops  and  recruits  for  th?  ' 
iiTmy-  Pc' arrived  3t  Newr  York  on  the  25th  of  May, 
three  days  before  Ws  companions,  ^vhichall  gotjn  fafe.  He 
ms  afterwards  cjpploved,  and  mu^h  dillinsuifhedhimrcifl 
inavarietyoflitllcdefuhoryexpeditionSj^hich, though  the 
FPn,du£t  of  this  gentleman  on,thore  occafions  reSedled  oh 
him  tiiucli  honour,  are  fcarocly  of  fufficient  corifequente 
10  require  any  pahicular  detail.

Vigilent,  and  Centurion,  but  the  Conqueror  ahead  a^id  tp 
windward  of  the  reff.  About  five  this  fliip  got  within 
pittance  of  the  French  re^r-admiral,  w^''  be^n  the  can- 
nonade. The  fleadinefs  and  coolnejs  with  which,  od 
every  tack,  capt.  GritEth  received  the  fire  of  the  thre^ 
flupE  belonging  to  the  enemy,  and  returned  his  own,  work- 
ing his  Ihip  wi,th  as  muc^  exaj^nefs  as  if  he  had  been  turn- 
}ffg  into  Spithead,  and  on  every  board  gaining  cotifiderably, 
ave  me  infinite  pkafure :  the  rcS  of  the  mips  fhewed  no 
u^  f^ernef;  to  get  into  aftion.  Towards  fun-fet  the 
Albion  had  got  well  up  to  fecond  the  Conqueror,  and  thp 
fUher  /hips  were  in  a^iop;  but  as  they  had  worked  not 
fiiilj  within  the  danger  of  the  Ihoals  of  this  bay,  but  within 
^be  icach  of  the  batteries,  from  ^l^ence  were  fired  both 
^it^Is  and  Ihot,  I  called  them  oS*,  hy  the  night  fignal,  at 
a  quarter  before-fcycn.  It  waswiih  inexpremble  concern 
}'&ai  h^rd  that  cabtain  Walter  Griffiths  was  killed  by 
the  laft  brpadlide.  The  fervice  cannot  lofe  a  better  man 
or  a  }>ener  officer." 

HAMILTON,  iQeprgc, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  25th  of  0<3ober,  1746.  In  1755  he  was  fecond 
of  the  L^.ncafter,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-eight  gunS|  and  10 
1757  comnianded,  with  the  rank  la£iiKnti(iiie|d(  the 
Aicrtfs  arpied  cutter,  employed  as  a  packet  between  Yar- 
inouth  and  Stade,  for  the  conveyance  of  me^ngers. 
Ke  was  promoted,  on  th^  9th  of  Ai^arch,  1759,  to 
fhe  rank  of  pofl-captain,  and,  we  believe,  appoinf- 
«4  to  fome  fri^te,  at  that  time  employed  on 
,the  North  American  ftattqn.  In  this  command  he 
died,  at  Halifax,  in  the  moiub  of  April  1760.  The 
name  of  this  gentleman  has  been  omitted  by  Mr.  If  ardy, 
as  well  as  by  other  coUeftors  of  the  iiames  of  naval 
commanders,  whofe  MSS.  we  have  feen  t  he  is,  nevei- 
tbdefs,  indlfputably  entitled  to  a  place  here;  and)  it  is  not 
improbable,  the  fpon  time  he  held  the  rankjuQ  ftatocl 
may  have  occafioned  the  omidion. 

HARRIS,  William,— was,  in  1737,  a  midfhi  mnan  ign 

bpard  the  Torringtoh,  of  forty  guns.     He  wa^  adyai^e<t 

to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  2^  of  February,  1743-4. 

In  174S  he  was  fecond  itetiteoant  of  tbf  Norwich,  a

fifty-gun  Clip,  and  was  afterwards  promoted  to  be  coSii 
Riander  on  the  6th  of  April,  1756 :  but  we  have  no  othcf 
Sccoiint  of.  him  till  his  farther  advancement,  an  July  30^ 
1759,  to  be  captain  of  the  Penguin,  of  twenty  guns.  In 
this  (hip  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be  captured,  on  the  28th 
6{  March,  1760,  oiFthe  coaft  of  Portugal,  by  two  FrfncH 
'frigaies,the  malicieufc,of  thirty-fix  guns;  and  theOmphaley 
of  thirty-two.  The  captors  funk  the  prize,  and  fcnt  thcs 
crew  into  Vigo.  Alihough  it  appears  fcarcely  polHble 
to  affijf  a  fhadow  of  blame  on  captaip  Harris,  m  con-' 
fequenCe  of  the  foregoing  unfortunate  event,  yet  we  dor 
not  find  him  holdingany  fubfequent  command,  nor  have  wff 
any  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  thai  he  died 
on  Ihe  1 4th  of  November,  1 766,  .  * 

HATHORN,  Robert,— was  advartced  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  ill  of  July,  1745 ;  aftet 
which  time  we  have  no  information  concerning  him,  till 
"his  promotion  to  be  captain  of  the  Royal  Sovereign,  a  firft 
rate,  by  commiflion,  bearing  date  Odtaberthe  27ih,  1759^ 
.This  was  the  flag-fhrp  of  the  admiral" holding  the  Portf- 
mouth  command  during  the  war;  and  Mr.  Hathorn  conti- 
nued to  ferve  the  whole  of  the  period  juft  Ita'ted,  as  cap^ 
tain-^rogreflively  to  vice-admiral  Holburne,  rear-admiral 
■Geary,  and  olhers.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1763,  fome 
time  alter  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  he  was  appointed  tO 
the  Snperbe,  of  7+guns,  aguardfliip  ftationedat  Portfmouth, 
and  on  board  which  his  former  commander,  Mr.  Holburne, 
not  long  afterwards  hoifted  his  Hag  as  port-admiraL 
Captain-Hat  horn  contirtued  in  the  fame  ffation  during  the 
ufual  term  of  three  years*.  We  do  not  know  him  ever 
to  have  held  any  fubfequent  commiflion,  nor  arc  we  even 
acquainted  with  the  time  of  his  death,  which  we  imagine  to 
have  happened  about  the  year  1799. 

HEWIT,  Sir  William,  — the  fon  of  fir  William 
Hewit,  whom  we  have  before  noticcdt,  entered  into  the 
navy^  after  thrfexamplc  of  his  father,  and  was  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  gih  of  December,  1745.  On 
February  25,  1756,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  com- 
mander; but  wc  know  neither  the  liames  of  the  fliips  in

from  which  he  was  foon  advanced  to  the  command  of  thd 
ducD'Aquitaine^offlxty-fourguns,  a  Slip  taken  from  lbs 
enetny  not  long  before.  Rod  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indieu 
He  ufifortunatbly  periflicd  there,  togc^er  with  his  whole 
crew,  that  fhip  foundering  in  that  tremendous  gale  of  wind 
which  happeiled,  off  Pondicherry,  on  January  i,  1761. 

JOCELYN,  Robert. -^This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living*;  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
31ft  of  July,  1746.  After  which  tiitie  we  have  no  tnfor-^ 
maticRi  concerning  him  till  1758,  when  he  was  made  lieu-* 
tenant  of  the  Royal  George,  at  that  tinie  the  fiag-lhip  of 
lord  Anfon,  who  was  then  employed  in  cruifing  off  Ufliant. 
Mr.  Jocelyn  was  from  that  Itation  advanced  to  be  com* 
tnander  of  theBaliimore  bomb-ketch,  and  from  thence  pro-j 
moted  To  be  captain  of  the  Lenox,  by  commillion  bearins 
date  Feb.  9, 1759.  This  niip  was  foon  afterwards  appointed 
for  the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Comifb,whowas  fcnt  out,  in  the 
month  of  May,  with  a  fmall  fquadron  to  the  £all  Indies^ 
to  reinforce  Mr,  Pocock.  He  continued  to  ferve  as 
captain  to  Mr.  Cornilh  as  long  as  he  remained  oa 
board  the  Lenox.  He  afterwards  retained  the  commzai 
of  the  fame  (hip,  we  believe  during  the  whole  of  the  wari 
and  diftinguilhed  himfelf  exceedingly  fin  the  expedkioa 
againft  Manilla,  on  which  occafion  the  following  very 
iionouraUe  compliment  is  paid  him  by  the  adOiiral  m  hia 
difpatcbes.  *'  Captain  Jocelyn,"  fays  he,  *'  who  was 
entnifted  with  the  care  of  the  difembarkatioa,  did  every 
thing  that  could  be  expected  from  a  diligent  good  officer." 
After  his  return  from  the  £aft  Indies,  which  happened 
in  the  year  1764,  we  do  nqt  believe  him  to  have  held  ao^ 
cominillioQ.  In  wofequenceof  whioh  retirement,  as  it 
may  be  called,  from  toe  fervice>  he  yr9^,  at  might  natu- 
rally be  etp«ded,pafl«d  over,  in  the  p^motion  of  admirals, 
in  1787,  and  piU,  according  to  the  new  r^^ilation,  on  the 
lift  of  lupcraniuuted  captains. 

KING,  Sir'  Richard. — This  gentleman  alfo  Is  now 
Jiving ;  he  is  the  nephew  of  commodore  Curtis  Barnet,  of

rilptur?,;*vilh  Spain  relative  to  the  Falkland  Iflands.  .This  ' 
^p^ediilfirmi  pafliag.Qvcr,  captain  King^reipoved  into 
the  Aii^  a;fhiR  of  T'^e  .fainc  force,  the  Ardent  being  put' 
pyt  of  jCommifliOp  and  difmantled..  Captain  King  conti- 
liocdrip  (he  Afia,  v<hich  Was  a  ft^lionW -guardlhip  at 
Poftfinouh  for  the  utial  period  of  three  years;  that  being 
co(f)plet.9d,  he  is  not  found  again  commanding  any  ihip  tiU 
iiw.endof  the  year  X778,  when  hp  was  appointed  to  the 
Jlji^ter,  of  fevent;^  guns,  iuid,  eaply  in  1779,  pff^ceeded  to 
t^e£all  Indies  wiihj fir  Edward  Hughes,  He  continued' 
^  that  ftatioo  during  i}ie,,whole  of  the  war;  and  after  his 
jiirivalj  being  the  fenior. captain  m  the  fcjuadron,  was 
raifed  to  the  rank  of  an  eftablifhed  cominodpre.  Tlig 
principal  tranfaflion^  of  the  war  kawe'  been  already  re- 
counted at  fijfiicieni  length  in  our  memoirs  of  fir  Edward 
Hughest,  fo  that  we  feel  it  neceffary  to  add  but  little  on 
the  prefent  occafion.  ■  In  the,  fifit  .engageme)it  which  took 
place  with  ihe  French  fquadron  under  irionfieur  SufFrein, 
and  which  happened  off  Fort  St.  George  on  the  i^ih  of 
February,  17X2,  the'  weight  of  the  aftiort  lay  on  th? 
E^ieter  and  the  Superbe'/'the  flag-lhip  of  fir  E^  Hughes. 
-The  firil  was  attacked  by  three  of  the.  enemy's  ihips,  tho 
fmalleft  of  equal  force,  and  (iiperior  in  fixe  to  tbe  Kxeter; 
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the  Utter'by  foiir,  polTeflingihe  (aWe  aifvantage  witfi  re- 
gard  to  ihc,  Superbe.  The  wind  was  at  this  time  To  calm 
that  noiie  of  the  other  fiiips  could  poflibly  get  to  their  affift- 
once  for  upwards  of  two  hours,  fo'  that  half  the  Biitiili 
line,  which  confifled  only  of  nine  fail,  including  the 
Ills,  of  fifty  guns/could  neverget  mtoadionat  all.  The 
Monarca,  wbtch  liy  next  to  the  Exeter,  made  every 
podible  effort  to  protefl,  and  cover  her :  but  what  the  event 
might  have  heen,  appears  douttftil,  had  the  fame  fuperr- 
orityof  fireconti'nucdnwich,longer.  The  wind,  however, 
fpringing  iip  about  fix  o'clock,  and  enabling  the  fbiir 
lieadraolt  Ihipstopayroundtotheicnemy,  the  French  were 
glad  to  effca  their  retreat.  The  Exeter  was  by  this  tniic 
reduced  almoll  to  a  wreck,  and  w'as  rendered  loleaky.bjr 
the  number  of  fliot-holes  nndcr  water,  as  tb  be  reduced  to 
the  neccfiity  pf  making  a  fignal  of  diflrefii*;  ncverthe- 
lefs,  by  the  vigorous  exertions  that  Were  made,'riie  fhipwas 
preferved;  and  furely,  encominmsfu^cientlygrcat,  can 
Icarcely  be  beftowed  on  that  gallantry  which  Ip.foiritedlyi 
and  fuccefsfuliy  exerted  itfelfagainfffofuperiorafoe.  : 
'  ■  In  the  fecond  adtion,  which  took  place  on-thc  8th  of 
April,  the  Exeter  did  not  experience  fo  pointed  an  attack ; 
but,  neved'helefs,  was  very'diftinguifhcdly  engaged,  hav- 
ing had  forty-four  men  killed  Snd  wounded.  No  fubfe- 
^uent  adion'  took  place  till  the  loth  of  June,  1783;  and 
,  that  could  foircely  be,  called  more  than  a-  BcirmiQi. 
Commodore  King  had  removed  his  bitjad  pendant  into  ths 
Heroj  of  feventy-four  guns,  and  commanded  the  van 
lijiiadron  ;  but  in  this'  very  indecifive'  conteft  had  no  very" 
interefling' con  Cera,  intelligence  of  the  peace,  whichhad 
taken  place  in  Europe,  arrived  in  India  in  s  few  days 
after  the  foregoing  event,  and  put  a  total  itop  to  all  farther 
»as  of  hoftility.  Mf.  King  Vfas  fent  home  td  Europe 
with    the    firft   divifion    of   the    fleett,    and    reached

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England  in  the  month  of  May  1784..  On  the  ad  of  June 
following,  he  was  introduced  to  his  majedy  and  received 
the  honour  of  knighthood.  Sir  Richard  appears  no  more 
in  comtnand  till  Tome  time  after  he  became  a  flag  officer, 
an  advancement  which  took  place  on  the  24th  oif  Septem* 
ber,  1787,  he  being  then  appointed  rear-admiral  of  the 
white.  On  the  2iKofScptemhcr,  1790,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  f^uadron;  on  the  ift  of  Fe- 
bruary, i793t,  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  bUie :  to  be  vice  ttf  the  white  on  the  1 1  th  of  April, 
1794  ;andof<heredonthe4th  of  July  following  t.  Towards 
thefnd  of  the  fame  year  he  was  chofen  reprefentative  in 
parliament  for  the  borough  of.  RoChcftcr,  as  fucceffor  to 
Nathaniel  Smith,  sfq.  dcceafed,  and  has  continued  member' 
for  the  fame  place  ever  fince.  About  the  fame  time  he 
was  appointed  port  admiral  at  Plymouth,  a  Ration  he  hath 
ever  lince  filled,  except  during  fuch  intervals,  as  his  ne- 
celTary  attendance  on  h'K  duty  in  parliament  has  unavoid- 
ably oocafioned,  with  the  highefl  credit  to  himfelf.  On 
the  ift  of  June,  1795,  he  was  raifcd  to  the  lank  in  which 
he  now  continues,  that  of  admiral  of  the  blue. 

LEMPRIERE,  Thomas, — This  gentleman  we  believe 
to  have  been  a  native  of  the  ifland  of  Jerfey :  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  uf  lieutenant  as  far  back  as  AuguA  1 1 , 
1741;  but  from  that  time  to  June  10,  1757,  when  he 
was  raifcd  to  the  ilation  of  commander,  we  have  no  ac- 
count of  him.  We  continue  alfo  unacquainted  with  the 
fcrvices  or  veflcls  in  which  he  Was  afterwards  employed 
piinr  to  his  farther  advancement  to  be  captain  of  the  Port 
Mahon  frigate,  by  commi(fion  bearing  date  February  22, 
1759.  In  this  velfel  he  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  we  believe  he  remained,  and  in 
the  fame  fliip,  till  the  year  176^.  He  was  from  thence 
promoted  to  the  Centaur,  uf  feventy-four  guns.  Having 
returned  to  England  in  r763,  he  nnfortunalelydid  not  long 
furvive  his  arrival,  dying  on  the  29th^f  December  in  the 
year  laft-mentioncd.

MAITLAND,  Honoursbte  Frederic,— was  Ihe-  fixth 
fon  of  Charles,  the  fixth  earl  of  Lauderdale,  atid  thc/lady 
Elizabeth  .Ogiivy,  daughter  tojkmes,  earl  of  Finlatcr  and 
3eafie1d.  Having  entered  at  an  early  agb  into  the  nowy^ 
and  pafTed  through  thefuboj-dinatc  ftaiions  as  well  of  raid*, 
fliipinan  as  licuietiant,  he  was,  on  the  i^th  of  JantiaTy, 
1757,  advanced  to  be  commander  of  a  fleo)^  of  var; 
but  we  are,  as  in  many  other  cafes,  unacquainted  both 
with  the  name  of  the  veflcl  itfelf,  or  the  ftatLons  on 
■which  he  ferved.  On  the  9th  of  March,  17591  he  wJ« 
made  captain  of  ihe  Wagef,  of  tweniyguns;  Biiiivcry  fooa 
afterwards  temoved  imo  the  Lively,  a  fliip  of  the  fame 
force,  and.  was  feni  10  the  Weit  Indies,  where,  as  alfo 
in  the  fame  ihip,  he  continued,  we  believe,  till  the  end  of 
the  year  1761. 

Hediftinguifhed  himfelf  Jn  themonthof  OftobeTi76o, 
being  then  under  the  command  (^  rcar-adniiral  Holmes^ 
in  the  Capture  of  the  Valeur,  a»French  Ihip  of  war  of 
(sqiial  force  with  himfelf,  with  which  he  had  a  fmart 
action,  lafting  an  hour  and  an  half,  off  tha  ifl^d  of 
Cuba,  The  prjze  was. one  of  a  fquadron  of  five  French 
frigates  which  had  failed  from  Cape  Francois,  bound  to 
France,  valuLibly  laden  with  fugar  and-indigo,  two  of 
which  were  taken  and  as  many  deftroyed  by  the  aftiviiy 
pf  captain  Maitland  and  his  companions,  as  we  have  al- 
'  ready  briefly  related  in  our  account  of  Mr.  Holmes*. 
Captain  Maitland  having  returned  to  England  at  the  time 
above-ftaied,  was  promoted  to  the  Renown,  of  thirty 
guns.  .  In  this  command  he  remained  fome  years,  em- 
ployed till  the  end  of  the  war,  on  the  home  fiation ;  and 
after  peace  had  taken  place,  was  ordered  in  the  fame  fhip 
to  North  America.  He  returned  from  thenCe  in  1764, 
and  appears  to  have  had  no  farther  appointment  till  the 
year  1780,  when  wt  find  him  captain  of  the.  Elizabeth, 
pi  fevcnty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  cmplojed,  under  the 
orders  of  fir  George  Bridges  Rodney,  on  the  Welt-India 
ftaiion.  In  the  adion  which  took  place  with  the  count 
le  Guichen  on  the  17th  of  April,  1780,  the  Elizabeth 
vas  ftationed  in  the  line  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
iitmiral  Parker  who  commanded  the  van  divifion,  and 
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iitts  very  diflM^nifhedly  enga^;^  havmg  had  nme  men 
Killed  ?nd  fifteen  wounded.  In  the  two  fubfcqiienf 
jt||irini{hes  which  happened  in  the  tnofith  of  May,  captaii^ 
Mait^nd  does  not  appeaj|to  have  been  concerned.  The 
Elizabeth  Iffing;  in. great  wapt  of  repair,  was  ordered  t^ 
J^maiqi  foot!  atterwards,  in  order  to  return  to  England  af 
part  of  the  conyoy  fent  ,with  the  homeward-buuMTfleetol 
Caerchant-Zhips  in. the  etifuing  autumn.   .      . 

Captain  Maillantl  was  immediately  on  his  arrival  ap- 
pointed to  the  C^ieen,  of  nificiy  guns,  in  which  he  conti- 
nued tiU' the  tnqnth  of  Augull  1752,  always  ftailonetJ .  in 
the  fxt^injeet,  or  employed  on  Cphannei  fervice.  The 
moil  material  .Itanfafliona  in  which  he  wa»  concernc(I 
ivefe  the;  relief  (tf  GibraUer,. in  1781,  in  company  wii^ 
itbe  fleet  cotnmandecl  by  vice-admiral  Darby,  and  tlie 
Capturoof  the.^£lion^i[e,  a  French  fli'ip  of  war,  piercefl 
for  (ixCy-fo|ir  guoS,  but  tlien  aritii  eajiutf,  being  bound 
to  the.  Sail  Ipdtes  vrith  a  cargo.of  Jb3res,provifions,  and 
mails  for  tfie  French  klng^s  fervice,  havintf  alfo  on  board 
eleven  chell^  of  fpccic,  and  five  hundred  and  (ifly  troops.  Of 
this  fuccefs  the  following  we  believe  a  correal  account. 
Captain  Maitland  haying  joined  at  Tea  the  fqUadron  which 
laiied  from  Porifmoutb,  on  the  1 3th  of  April,  J7&2,  under  the 
orders  ofthe  adinl^als  Bafritigton,  Kempenfelt,  and  com- 
modoi^  Elliot,  he  viif.  orderpi!  by  fignal  from  the  latter^ 
on  th;  9il^  of>th^  fam^  fnonth,  toalfiR  tiieFoudroyant  in 
Yecuring  her  prize,  the  Pcgafe,  of  feventy-four  guns,  which 
tiad  be«n  talten  jud  before. .  The  wind  was  f»  extremely 
.violent,  and  of  courfe  produced  fo  heavy  a  fwejl,  that  it 
.was  nine  q'(:Iock  .the  next  mojning  before  the  captured 
fhip  was  in  any. condition  to  make  fail.  Captain  Mait- 
iand  ^aii  by  t)iat  tlm&received  on  Ward  three  hundred 

trifoners,  ahd,  fent  aivo^cer  with  forty  Britilh  feamen  on 
oaid  the  Peg^r^  \,o  allill  in  navigating  her.  A  large  fhip 
wasabout  thi)>lirae  difcovercti  to, the  fouihward,  Ifandin^ 
tO.lDe  fouth-if  eft,  upon  a  wind ;  and  being  very  foon  pcr- 
ipeLved  pot  to  be.  an  l^jngliih  man  of  war,  Was  pariued  with 
iill'  poitibje  al^fifi?}'  by  ik^  Qiiepn.  AH  the  fiench  oSicers, 
prifonefs  op^ard  that  Qilp,.  concurred  in  alluring  captaip  - 
Ma  It  land,,  ^t,  tf)^  chace  was  the  Prote^fUr,  of  fevcnty- 
jbiu  guns,  i9a:.t^ar(l  vritich  was  the  coinniDdore  who 
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^quentlr,  ordered  to  make  the  bell  of  her  ■wty  to  the 
neafeft  Englifh  port,  attended  by  one  of  the  cutters  then 
in  company,  and  the  Queen  continued  her  purfuit.  After 
a  chace  of  fourteen  hours  captain  Maitland  got  up  with 
the  ertemy  in  the. night,  and  flili  continuing  under  the 
delufton  of  its  being  the  Prote^teur,  fired  his  broadCdc, 
by  which  nine  of  tha  French  crew  were  unfortunateV 
killed,  and  twenty-five  wounded.  The  Adjpnaire  dill 
charged  her  suns,  and  immediately  (Iruclc  her  colours. 

Captain  Maitland,  after  his  return  to  England,  went  to 
'  fea  for  a  (hort  cruize  with  the  main  Heet,  under  the  orders 
of  earl  Howe;  but  having  returned  into  port,  (juittcd  th? 
Qiieen  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  previoui  to  the  departure 
ofthe  fleet  for  the  relief  of  Oibr  Jtar,  his  Oiip  having  be«i 
pitched  upon  to  receive  the  flag  of  rear-admiral  Alexander 
Hood,  who  had  a  command  in  that  expedition.  Captain 
Maitland  was  immediately  appointed  to  the  Grafton,  of 
feventy-foor  guns,  a,  (hip  then  in  a  ftate  of  etjuipment  for 
fcrvice  at  Portfmouth ;  but  tjuifted  that  fliip  very  foon 
afterwards  without  ever  proceeding  to  Tea ;  peace  taking 

filace  (juickly- afterwards,  he  never,  we  believe,  held  any 
ubfec^uent  command.  He  married  a  lady  of  the  name  of 
pick,  by  whom  he  left  a  daughter,  married,  April  the  4th, 
1793,  to  Henry  Scrymgeor.  Captain  Maitland  himfeff 
"died,  at  Rankellor,  in  the  county  of  Fife,  beibre  he  be- 
came entitled  to  his  ijag>  on  the  i6th  of  December) 
1786. 

■ — I — :-- — ,  Michie,  —  from  being  lieutenant  of  one 
of  the  ihips  on  the  Ealt-India  liationi  a  rank  we  know 
not,  with  any  precifioit,  when  he  obtained,  but  certainly 
only  a  very  mort  tjme  before  hfs  laft  promotion,  was  ad* 
vanccd,  by  vice-admiral  Pocock,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Newcaftle,  a  fourth  rate  of  fifty  guns,  in  thp  month,  oS 
July  17S9<  This  very  honourable  proof  of  his  admirals 
^ood  opinion,  he  did  not  long  furvive,  having  fallen  in  th^ 
^£tion  which  took  place  with  the  count  D'Ache,  in  th^ 
month  of  Bcptembef  following.  He  was  kilted  by  a 
mufket-fiiot  in  his  forehead,  before  he  brought  up  along- 
fide  the  (nemy,  or  his  Ihip  had  fired  a  fthgle  gun,  a  con> 
vincing  proof,  how  pear  he  intended  *o  h^ve  engaged. 
'  NORBVRY,  Richard: —This  gehtlehian,  who  is 
^mongthofeftow  living,  is  the  broth^rof  capt,  Coningfty 
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Norbury,  whom  we  have  already  briefly  noticed*,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  lieutenaot  of  tne  Elizabeth,  by  admiral 
Mathews,  on  the  18th  of  May,  1742  ;  after  which  time 
we  have  no  intelligence  concerniug  him  till  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  loth  of 
January,  1757-  We  again  reniuln  unacquainted  with  all 
particulars  relative  to  his  fcrvlcc  previous  to  his  appointment 
from  the  Fly  floopof  war,  on  thcAthof  June,  1759,  to  the 
command  of  the  Refolution,  of  feventy-four  guns,  as 
captain  to  rear-admiral  Geary.  He  remained  in  this  fliip 
but  a  very  fhort  time,  having  removed,  with  his  admiral, 
into  the  Sandwich,  his  appointment  of  captain  having  been 
made  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  ferving  under  Mr. 
Geary.  Capt.  Norbury  continued  with  him  ti!!  he  quitted 
the  Sandwich  at  the  end  of  the  year  1760,  on  being 
appointed  to  the  Portfmouth  command,  but  remained 
{n  the  Sandwich  during  the  continuance  of  the  war ;  after 
which  he  did  not,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover, 
hold  any  commiffion.  He  was,  confequcntly,  to  be  con. 
fidercd  as  retired  from  the  fervice ;  and  was,  therefore, 
when  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  captains,  put  on  that 
of  the  fuper^nnuated  ofScers  in  the  fame  rank. 

SCAIFE,  John,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant on  the  J9th  of  December,  1747-  In  1757  we  find 
him  commander  of  the  Vulture  iloop,  but  are  unacquainted 
with  the  precifc  date  of  his  laft  promotion.  On  the  22d  f 
f>f  February,  17,59,  he  was  farther  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
capuin  in  the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Chederfield,  of  40 
guns:  after  continuing  in  that  ihip,  we  believe  on  the  home 
Aation,  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  or  the  beginning  of 
the  enfiiing,  he  was  ordered  to  New  York,  He  failed  from 
thence  in  the  month  of  June  1762,  in  company  with  his 
majefty's- (hip  the  Intrepid,  and  fifteen  fail  of  tranfports, 
having  on  board  troops  intended  to  reinforce  the  army 
then  occupied  in  the  liege  of  the  Havannah.  In  their 
palTage  thither,  the  ChcfterfieJd  and  four  of  the  convoy,  on 
the  24ih  of  July,  unfortunately  ran  on  Cayo  Comfits,  at 
the  entrance  of  the  Bahama  Streights,  on  the  Cuba  fide : 
idl  the  lives  on  board  were  preferved,  but  the  veflels 
themfelves  totally  loft.     He  does  not  appear  to  have  ever 
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he1c(  any  fubrequcnt  cominiflion,  ikh:  are  we  acquainted 
with  the  precife  time  of'  his  death,  which  we  belieVe, 
however,  to  have  happened  about  the  year  1773. 

SHIRLEY,  Thomas, — which  gentleman  i$  now  living, 
is  the  third  (on  of  Laurence,  the  tenth  fon  of  Robert,  firlt 
earl  Ferrers,  and  Anne,  fourth  daughter  to,  fir  Walter 
Clarges,  of  Afton,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  birt.  He 
was  bom  on  the  6th'' of  April,  1733;  and  having  emerfd 
into  the  royal  navy  at  a  very  early  age,  was,  on  the  nth 
of  Oaober,  1755,  promoted  10  the  rank  of  lieutenant: 
but  we  have  no  fariher  intelligence  concerning  him  till  he 
Was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain,  by  cflmmiiTion  " 
bearing  date  November  the  rgih,  1759,  appointing  him  tO 
the  Garland.  He  very  foon  afterwards  was  made  captain 
of  the  Kingfton,  of  fixty  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till 
towards  the  end  of  the' year  1761,  when  that  Jhip,  bein|; 
deemed  iinfit  for  fariher  lervice,  was  difmanlled,  and  cap- 
fcin  Shirley  removed  into  the  Princefs  Mary,  of  the  fafflft 
force,  employed  as  a  guardffiip  during  the  remainder  of. 
the  war.  Subfequcnc  to  that  time,  he  appears,  during  3 
confiderable  interval*,  to  have  retired  from  the  fervice, 
not  having,  far  as  we  havi:  been  able  to  difcover,  held  any 
comriiiiliori  lill  the  month  of  July  1780,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Learider,  of  fifty  guns,  a  fliip  then  newly  . 
•jlaunched.  He  was  employed  for  fome  time  as  a  cruifcr 
in  the  North  Sea,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 78 1  w?s  fent 
out,  in  the  fame  fhip,  to  the  coaft  of  Africa  with  a  con- 
voy, conlifting  of  a  -few  merchant-velfels  and  tranfports. 
In  the  cnfuing  fpring,  %vhile  off  that  Coaft,  he  attacked 
and  made  himfelf  mailer  of  five  Dutch  fortst,  mounting 
from  eighteen  to  thirty-two  guns  each,  belides  deftroying  ji 
French  ftore-fliip,  called  the  Officleufe,  off  Senegal,  fup- 
pofed  to  be  worth  30,000!.  Captain  Shirley  palTed  from 
ihe  coaft  of  Africa  to  the  'Weft'  Indies  J,  where  he  was  pro- 
moted, by  the  commandi;r-in-chief  on  that  ftaiion,  to  tlip 
Union,'  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety  gunp.

.  STIRLING^  Sir  W»Iti;r,--^raa  advaacod  to  tlie,  rank 
of  lieutvnaot  ofC'tht  tSlh  oi  FeUruary,  :i745-6;  and  to 
ttiat  of  aominandn  of  a  doop  o£  war,  we  believe  the  Salioflif 
on  the  a6tfa  of  FebniarV}  1757'  In  this  comcnand 
we  find  nb  .other  mention  made- of  him,  .than  his 
having  been  employed  as  a  cruifer.  Oti  the  loth  of  }^t 
Biiary,  1759;  he  wai  promoted  to  be  a  poft  captaiD,  and 
appoiiUed  to  the  Lynn,  a  forty-gun  Qiip.  In  this 
eommanti  he  continued  two  years,  employed  priflci* 
pally, 'we  believe,  at  a  cniifer,  a  forvicc  in  which,  how* 
ever,  we  find  so.  other  mention  made  of  his  fuccefs,  thaa 
as  the  captor  of  a  ftfiall  privateer  belonging  id  St.  Maloet^ 
talledthe  Temenire,  carrying  ten  carriage,  or  fwivel  gunt 
and  thirtv'^ight  men.  In  1761  he  removed  into  the 
Loweftoffis,  a  new  Ihip  mounting  twenty-four 'guni^  in 
whicb  he  continued  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the 
war,  and  in  the  month  of  May  1762,  had  the  good  for* 
tune  to  ddlroy  two  of  the  enemies  prames,  off  Giavelioe, 
after  killing  arid  wounding  a  confiderablc  number  W  the 
perfons  on  board.  His  tirit  command  after  peace  took 
place,  was  io  the  year  1764,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Rainbow,  of  forty>four  guns,  and  ordered 
to  North  America,  where  he  continued  till  1 766,  and  after 
his  return  to  England  was  pardofT  and  putoutofcommiffion. 
He  had  no  farther  command,  we  believe,  till  the  year 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  10  the  puukirk,  of  fixty 
^ns,  .as  captain  to  commodore  Mackenzie,  who  had 
obtsined  the  Jamaica  command.  He  removed,  in  I771. 
into  the  Ponland,  of  fifty  guns,  and  returning  to  EngUnq 
fiot  long  afterwards,  ^as  again  paid  off.  He  held  no 
^ther  command  till  fome  confiderablc  time  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  War  with  France  in  1778  ;  and  having 
been    appointed   a    regulating  captain    on   the  impreis   ,

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fervice;  it 'it  not  improbable  he  lecuned  that  ,ftation 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1 780,  when  he  was  made  captain 
of  the  Gibraltar,  of  eighty  guns,  one  of  the  fquadion  fem 
to  the  W^  Indies,  under  tne  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood.' 
The  expedition  againft  the  Dutch  illand  of  St.  Euftatix 
taking  piaqe  foon  after  his  anival  on  the  fUlion,  he  was 
ehofen  to  be  the  welcome  rotShagsr  of  the  fuccefs,  and* 
in  coofcquence,  roceivEd  the  honour  of  koightliood. 

He  does  not  appear  again  in  the  fervice  till  the  futnmer 
of  th«  year  1782,  when  he  was  appointed  commander, 
with  the  tank  of  commodore,  at  the  Nore.  He  accord- 
ingly hoiflcd  his  broad  pendant  ArA  on  board  the  Grcen- 
v/i6h  armed  (hip,  and  Afterwards  removed  it  into  the 
Prificc  Edward,  of  fixty  guns,  a  fliip  taken  from  the  Dutch, 
off  St.  Eullatia,  by  captain  Reynolds,  now  lord  Ducic.  He 
<juittcd  this  command  before  the  conclufton  of  the  .year, 
and  does  not  appear  to  hare  accepted  of  any  fubfequent 
one.  He  died  about  the  year  1780. 
■  VANE,  Honourable  fiaby, — third  fon  of  Henry,  firft 
earl  of  Darlington,  and  the  lady  Grace  Fitzroy,  third 
daughter  of  Charles  duke  of  Cleveland,  was  born  on  ths 
2d  of  January,  1736;  and  having  betaken  himfelf  to  a 
maritime  life,  was,  on  the  4-th  of  September,  1759,. pro- 
moted to  be  captainof  the  Areihufa  frigate,  which  is  the 
fii&  mraition  we  find  made  of  him  in  the  fervice.  About 
the  fame  time  he  was  chofcn  one  of  the  reprefentatives  ia 
parliament  for  the  county  of  Durham;  and  in  that 
chofen  in  1761,  was  returned  for  the  city  of  Carlifle,  for 
which  place  he  continued  to  fit  till  the  dilTolution  ia 
1768.  He  cominued  in  the  Arcthufa  till  the  end  of 
the  war,  principally,  if  not  entirely  employed  as  x 
Cruifcr  on  the  home  nation ;  but  the  titmoll  of  his  fuccefs 
(infortimately  exceeded  not  the  capture  of  two  or  three 
fmall  French  privateers  ♦.  After  peace  had  taken  place. 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Achilles,  of  fixty  guns>  a 
guardlhip.  He  retained  this  command  during  the  ufually 
alloncd  period  of  three  yearsj  but  dying  on  the  13d  at 
iO^ober,  1769,  did  not  live  to  obtain  any  other.

VARLO, 
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-  VARLO,  Wcllon, — was  appointed  a  Uniten^nt  in  the 
navy  as  fv  back  as  the  r6th  of  May,  1743,  having  oh' 
tained  that  promotion  from  admiral  Mathews,,  under 
whom  he  st  that  time  ferved  on  the  Meditcrraiwan  Oation, 
and  was,  almod  immediately  fubfe<)uent  to  the  date 
above  giv6n,  made  heutenant  of  the  Torbay.  We 
kave  no  other  intelligence  conceining  this  gentleman  till  he 
WM  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod  captain  and  appointed 
to  the  Rye,  by  commilfion  bearing  date  May  the  lath^ 
1759.  He  continued  in  the  fotne  velTel  principally,  if  not 
entirely,  w«  b«l!eve,  employed  as  a  cruifei  on  the  home 
ftation  till  the  end  of  the  year  1761,  when  he  remPVed 
iato  th^  Maidftone  iriKAte,  and  continued,  occupied  ai 
bcfpnt,  dtiring  the  remainder  of  the  war.  After  peace  had 
taken  place  he  was,  in  1763,  ordered  to  North  America, 
where,  we' believe,  he  remained  three  years.  After 
his  return  to  Ei^land  he  appears  to  have  held  no  com- 
milHon  tilt  tiitf  yesr  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  th* 
Yarmouth,  of  Usty-four  gutu,  one  of  the  mips  ordered  to 
be  equipped  for  fervice  in  confequesce  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain.  He  quitted  the  Yarmouth  in  the 
enTutng-year,  on  the  difpute  being  accommodated,  and  that 
Ihip,  with  many  others,  coi^eqsently  difmsntled.  We 
do  not  'find  him  holding  any  commif&on  after  this  time 
rill  the  year  1777,  when  he  commanded  the  Bedford,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  Ihips  employed  as  cruifers 
in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  for  the  double  purpofe  of  watching 
the  motions  of  thfa  French,  and  diftrelCng  the  American 
commerce.  He  appears,  however,  to  have  met  with  but 
little  fuccefs  in  his  laft  occupation,  being  noticed 
only  as  the  captor  of  a  fmall  American  veSel,  bound  from 
Virginia  to  St,  Sebaflians,  laden  with  tobacco.  The 
Bedford  being  ordered,  in  the  month  of  May  1778,  to 
^ortb  America,  wiih  Mr.  Byron,  captain  Varlo  quitted 
that  {hip,  and  never  appears  to  have  taken  upon  him  any 
fubfequent  command.  When  he  became,  in  1787,  fentor 
on  the  lift  of  captains,  he  was,  in  confequence  of  his 
having,  as  it  might  be  iti  fome  meafure  faid  he  had,  retired 
from  the  feivice,.  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuatcd  rear- 
admirals,  but  did  not  long  enjoy  this  advancement,  for 
fuch  it  may  be  called,  dying  on  th^  2Xd  of  December,  1789

Prinfccfs  Afflf^ia,  of  eighty  gtiilsiferved,  during  the  fum- 
mer^  asfecond  in  commandof  Ae  fquadron  employed  in 
the  Ghafnnel,  undti  the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  Thfc 
-preTeiW  earl  Howe,  nnder  whom  hishlghnefs  had  fervcA 
on  his  fitft  entrance  into  the  fervice,  in  the  ftatioti  ofi 
midAlpmit),  in  compliment  to  him  took  the  command  of 
the  (hip  undtfr  hitn.  The  fquadron,  which  conlj'fted  only 
of  eleven  fail  of  tht  line  and  three  frigates,  failed  frprtl 
Spithead  the'  latter  end  of  July.,  Havingjret'urned  ihtt> 
port  he  failed  On  a  fecond  cruize,  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tettibcr,  to  jflJn  fir  Gharks  Hardy  ofFBreft;  and  not  long 
afterwards  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blufc 
fqiladrcin.

'He  repaired  to  the  Hague  early  in  the  year  1767;  and 
roRi  thence,  after  a  (hort  flay,  procfceded  to  the  fouth  oE 
France.     Towards  the  end  of  Augufl,  after  havlngdanced 


too  much,  in  confeqEMnce  of  which  he  became  overheated^ 
«t  an  entertainment  given  him  by  a  French  nobletnan,  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Toulon,  he  imprudently  refolved  to 
proceed  thither  as  Toon  as  the  ball  was  over,  though  the 
diftance  w^  nearly  twelve  miles.  All  the  diiruafivfe  re- 
prefentations  made  by  the  gentlemen  in  his  fuite  wera 
unfortunately  ineffeflual.  His  royal  bighnefs,  prefumiBg 
perhaps  on  his  youth,  and  the^flrength  of  his  conflitutjott^ 
irrapped  himfelf  up  in  his  cloak,  and  proceeded.  On  the 
aext  day  he  complained  of  a  flight  indifpolition,  and  tetn- 
porary  (hivering;  but  even  theie  fymptoms  were  not  fuf- 
ficient  to  deter  him  from  going  to  the  comedy  at  night. 
Neverthelefs,  he  found  his  complaints  fo  rapidly  encreafmg 
that  he  was  compelled  to  withdraw,  long  before  it  wa« 
finiOied.  He  complained  particularly  of  being  feverifh, 
sndthirfty;  but  by  proper  care,  and  drinking  proiiifelyy 
proper  diluting  liquors,  he  was  fo  far  recovered,  by  the 
following  day,  as  to  refolve  on  proceeding  to  Monaco,  the 
prince  of  which  place  he  had  become  perfonally  acquainted 
with  in  a  former  tour  of  Italy,  made  by  his  royal  highnefs 
when  admiral  on  the  Mediterranean  flation. 

The  duke  was  not  improbably  induced  to  take  this 
meafure  in  the  hope  of  meeting,  tht:au|^  the  intimacy 
jufl  dated,  as  he  certainly  did,  with  better  accommodation, 
than  he  could  have  found  at  any  other  place  then  within 
his  reach.  On  his  arrival  at  Monaco  he  Itill  complained 
pf  fever  and  thirfl,  but  in  other  refpedls  appeared  in  good 
fpirits.  Ontheenfuingmorninghis  royal  highnefs  was  much 
worfe,  and  was  confined  wholly  to  his  bed.  In  a  very  few 
days,  though  the  utmofl  attention  was  paid  him,  and  every 
medical  affiance  the  country  aS'ordeti,  was  procured,  his 
royal  highnefs'^  difeafe  was  pronounced  incurable.  Soon 
as  this  intimation  was  given  to  the  duke,  he,  with  the 
utmoft compofure,  made  fuch  arrangements  as  he  thought 
iKCeSsiyi  dire£^ed  that  captain  Wrottelly  fhould,  alter 
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his  death,  be  difpatchcd  to  England  with  intelligehce  of 
the  event,  which  was  to  be  communicated  to  the  royal 
family  in  a  manner  prefcribed  by  hlmfelf.  In  this  placid 
compofure  of  mind  his  rbyal  highnefs  died,  on  the  14th 
of  September,  1 767;  and  his  boi^,  after  being  embalmed, 
■was  put  on  board  the  Montreal  frigate,  which  arrived  with 
it  in  the  Thames  on  the  ift  of  November.  It  laid  in  (late 
one  day  in  the  prince's  chamber,  and  was  interred,  with  the 
uCual  lolemnities,  in  the  royal  vault  under  king  Henry  the 
Seventh's  chapel,  on  the  3d  of  the  fame  month.

Ai)A]\iS,  Sir  Thomas, — was  the  great- gran dfon  of  fir  ' 
Thomas  Adams,  fon  of  Thomas  Adams,  of  Wem,  in  the 
county  of  Salop,  efq.  which  fir  Thomas  Adams,  the  fon,  on 
account  of  his  unfhakcn  loyaltyj  and  firm  attachment  tO 
the  royal  caiife,  was  created  a  baronet  by  king  Charles  the 
,  Second,  on  the  13th  of  June,  1660,  Sir  Thomas  was,  in 
the  early  part  of  his  life,  much  patronifed  by  the  late  fir  j. 
fiufhout,  and  having  made  choid^  of  a  naval  life,  was  pro^ 
moted  to  (he  rank  ofiieutenant  on  June  8, 1757;  and  being, 
advanced  to  the  rank  of  commander,  ferved,  we  believe^ 
either  in  the  Speedwell,  or  the  Happy,  then  employed  on 
the  Downs  ftalion.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poll 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Terpfichore  frigate,  by 
commiflion  bearing  date  AuguH  the  27th,  1760,  and  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  as  well  as  the  earlier  part  of  the 
enfuing,  was  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the  home  Hation. 
The  only  fuccefs,however,weare  acquainted  with  hishaving 
nlet  wiih,  while  thus  occupied,  was  the  capture. of  a  very 
inconfiderable  lug-fail  French  privateer,  belonging  to 
Dieppe,  which  he  met  with  off  SciJIy  on  the  8th  of  April, 
Being  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  on  hi?  arrival  at  Ply- 
liiouth  with  his  prize,  he  failed  thither  accordingly  on 
the  23d  of  May  following.  On  his  return  from, thence 
he  was,  in  the  monih  of  July  1762,  removed  into  tha 
Bofton,  of  thirty-two  guns.  This  fhip  being  put  out.ol, 
commilTion  not  long  afterwards,  in  conjeguence  of.peace 
having  taken  place,  fir  Thomas  was  appointed  to  the 
Niger  of  the  fame  force,  m  which  he  continued  till  the 
end  of  the  year  1 764:  the  fliip  having  then  (icentidiefi  into 
Vol.  VI.

■fubfequent  command  till  the  year  1769,  when  he  was 
again  commi Hi oncd  to  the  Bofton,  and  ordered  to  North 
America,  where  he  died  on  the  i6th  of  April,  1770. 

BANES,  Francis. — We  have  no  informittion  relative 
to  this  gentleman,  prevlna»  to  his  promotion,  on  ihe  23d 
of  March/  J7S7i  W  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war. 
Even-  after  havmg  obtained  this  advancement,  we  are  un-r 
acquainted  in  vrhat  particular  manner,  or  ftrvice  he  was 
employed.  On  the  14th  of  April,  1760,  he  was  appointed 
captain  of  the  Rofe,  of  twenty  guns,  a  fhip  at  that  time^ 
we  believe,  belonging  to  the  T^orth- American  ftation. 
'  Having  returned  to  England  in  fome  other  veffel  towards- 
the  end  cf  the  year  176 1,  he  remained,  for  a  (hort  timeout 
of  commiflion ;  but  before  the  conclufion  of  the  enfuing, 
was  appointed  to  the  Lizard,  of  twenty-eight  guns^, 
in  which  ihip  we  believe  him  to  have  ferved  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation  at  ihe  conclufion  of  the  war.  Being 
paid  off  foon  afterwards,  on  returning, to  'England^ 
we  do  not  again  find  him  mentioned  as  holding  any  com- 
mand till  the  year  1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Rjcnown,  of  fifty  gtfns,  and  ordered  to  North  America. 
He  died  there,  on  the  i8th  bf  J'unt,  1777,  retaining  till 
the  time  ofhis  dftath  the  commi'fliort  laft-mentioned. 

BAXEMAN,  Nathahicl.— Out  information  concern-, 
ingthis  gentleman  commences  with  his  appointment  to 
be  Captam  of  the  Euros,  a  twen(y-gun  Ihip,  at  that  time 
on  the  Nprih-A-merkan  ftation,  by  commillion  bearing 
date  March  the  3Tft,  1760.  He  continued  to  ferve  in 
this  fhjrt' btrt  a  very  Jhort  time,  being  appointed,  long 
before  thtConcliMon  of  the  year,  to  the  Northumberland, 
of  feventy  giins,'  as  captain  bo  lOrd  Colville,  who  then 
commanded  in  chief  ort  the  above-mentioned  ftation. 
He  not  improbably  continued  to  retain  the  (ame  commiflion 
during  the  Temainder  of  the  war,  as  we  find  no  mention 
rtiade  of  him  in  any  other  command;  and  the  inaflive, 
tKorgh,  highly  honourable  property  of  that  juft- mentioned, 
.rna}',  it  is  fairto  contludc,  well  account  fgr  our -lack  -of 
inforihaiitin.    The  ijrft  mention  we  find  matje  of  him

are  un;lc)tiainted,  does  ntit  appear  to  have  bees  materially 
<  engaged^  po  return  having  been  made  of  the  Icilkd  and 
Grounded  on  itaafi  that  Slip,      

He  continued  td  forre  an  the  fame  ftatioh  till  the'  tnohtH 
of  Afiril  1780,  when  he  was  prefent^  undei*  the  command 
of  fir  George  Bridges  Rodiieyj  at  the  encounter  with  thfe 
cptint  de  Guichen;  On-  thit  ocOaOon  he  ha^  IWcnt^  mta- 
'kiWai  iuid  woulided,  an  unequtTocal  [Irodf  of  his  baviiig. 
,beei^  at  lead  fotneWhat  concerned  in  the  a^ion,  fo^en  only 
of  the  whole  fieet  haring  fufVained  fuperioi  injury;  iat  *ii 
felated  (o  the  Uumbefs  of  the  creW  killed  and  wouadcd.  Hi#- 
condu^  was,-  neverthelefs,  fo  much  drfapplrovcd  of  by  thu' 
coirtmander-in-Ghief^  that  h6  *aa  brouglit  to  _i  court-, 
martial )(nd  feniencedtobedHndiiredthefervice.  Injullicey 
howevcrj  to  this  gentltnMQ,  we  hive  to  obfetre,- that  many;. 
tery  mariji  br^ve, and. intelligent  officers  cOnfxdered  him  aii 
treated  wiU»  »  harlhnefs  bordering  on  crurfty ;  for  .ihofl'gh 
his  condb^  niight  not  be  entirely  irreprehenflb]e,many  cir- 
cumQances  tcndetj  to  pallfete  the  iiapropricty  of  it,  aocJ 
rendered  him  aS  object  exciting  compaiTib^  fai  more  than 
calling  forth  puniihmentj 

BAYNE,'  Wriliam,— fervcd,;  in  1755,  as  a  Ueuteftani 
on  board  the  Torbaj',  at  that  time  the  flag-ftiip  of  vice- . 
iidmiral  Bbfcawenj  On  the  loth of  November,' 1756^  ho 
was  Advanced  to  be  t^oimander  of  a  Doopof  wan  In  the 
enfuing  Jtsir  we  find  him  in  the  Spy ;  but  whether  he  waff  ■ 
origlodly  appointed  to  that.veflcl  we  kntOy  hot.  Frevtous 
te  his'  advancement  To  the  tajik  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy

he  comman^ed-theWooIwich,  of  forty-four  guns,  peif 
order,  for  fome' time  prior  to  his  regulafcdmmi^on  being 
ifliied  for  that  fhip,  which  bore  djite  July  I,  1760.  He  is 
laid  to  have  afterwards  coffimatided  the  Boreas  frigate  at  thC 
liege,  andconquenof  Martihico,  in  i762jbutthisisacir- 
cumflance  we  dare  not  poGlively  bver.  ■- 

Strange  as  it  may'  fetttt,  we  have  tiO  afcouht 
of  this  gentleman  having  held  any  fubfcfjuent  CoihMatiS 
,  till  after  the  recommencement  of  the  war  (tilh  Ftancb  in 
1778;  indeed  we  have  noreafon  to  imagine  hifcceivcd  amy' 
commiflion  during  the  inl^rveiiing  />eace,  '  Soon  after  the 
event  juft-mentioned  had  taken  place,  he  was-appointctl 
to  the  Alfred,  of  fevenly-four  gifns,  aiftipjuft  launched. 
After  continuing  a  fbort  time  dn  the  hofne  ftationj  he  was 
ordered  to  ifce  Weft  Indies,  where  he  was  prefcnt  at  all 
the  diiFeiiht  encounters  which  took  place  in  that  part  of 
the  world  previous  to  his  death :'  firtt,  that  with  the  count 
de  Grafle,  on  the  29th  of  April,  1781  !  fecondly,  having 
accompanied  fir  SamuelHood  to  North  Ameritd,  in  that 
with  the  fame  opponent  on  the  5th  of  September  follow- 
ing, off  the  Chefapeak.  On  both  thefc  occaftons  he-was 
ftalioned  to  lead  the  van  of  the  fleet,  but  was  notet^sged- 
owingtocaufesalreadyexplainedj'in  our  account  ofthb-dif- 
ferentcommanders-in-chief,  Mr.  Graves,  and  firS.  Hood*. ' 
After  his  return  to  the  Weft  Indies,  his  ftatjon,  aS  leader 
of  the  fleet,  proved  rather  pnunfonufiite  ci^cuntftance  to 
him,  he  having  ran  foul  of  the  Nymph  frigate,  1  in  cohfe- 
qiience  the  Alned  received- fo  much  in^ryas  tob^Obliged 
to  change  her  ftation  in  the  line,  at  the  ojoment  an  attack 
was  on  the  point  of  taki tig  pladc  On  tlie  FrettsA  flctt, 
which  then  lay  at  anchor. in  BaAsterre^Itotld ;  a^d  Which, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  unfisrtunate ace idencjuft:^ mentioned, 
btK  on  which  account  capt£iia:;&y;9e  was'rot&lly  bUme- 
lifs,  would  hltve  been  in  great'mMfiiVe'furprt^ed. 

The  Alfred  being  refitted,  captain  Bayne  re>fumed  his 
original  flation,  but  una  afterwards  was  ptMled  fecbnd  in  the 
Iine,in  confequence  of  captiBornetjwho  wasa  fcRiOr  officer, 
and  to  whom,  of  courfe,  the  poft  of  honour  juft-inentioned 
belonged,.baving  joined  the  fleet  in  the  Royal  Oak.  We 
now  come  to  the  memorable  encounter  in  which  a  period 
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was  put  to  the  life  and  fervices  of  thts  very  aftive,  and 
gallant  officer.  This  wai  ihc  partial  ficirmifn  which  took 
place  between  a  part  of  the  EngHfh  and  French  fleets  on 
April  9 i  1782:  a  fkirmifli  which  proved  a  prehide  to 
the  decifive  and  glorious  viflory  obiained  over  the  coiint 
de  Grade  three  days  afterwards.  Apart  from  this  confi- 
deration,  the  indecifivc  a^ion  ju it- mentioned,  was  chiefly 
memorable  on  account  of  the  melancholy  event  we  have 
to  record.  The  firing  commenced  about  eight  o'ciTock, 
and  csafed  foon  after  twelve,  a  fhort  time  before  which, 
captain  Bayne  loit  his  thigh  by  a  cannon  fhot;  and  the 
elTufion  of  blood  was,  in  contequence,  fa  great,  that  he 
expired  before  the  tourniquet  could  be  applied.  His  com- 
mander-in-chief praifed  nim,  and  lamented  his  fate :  his 
brother  officers,  and  thofe  he  commanded,  were  unani- 
moils  in  their  tribute  of  forrow;  and  the  whole  nation, 
foon  as  the  account,  and  circumftances  attending  his  deaih 
were  received  in  England,  were  impelled,  as  if  by  one 
voice,  in  paying  him  a  general,  and  welUdcferved  tribiitc 
of  forrdw.  To  perpetuate,  to  future  ages,  the  memory  of 
bis  worth  and  gallantry  ;  in  confequence  of  a  parliamentary 
application  to  his  majefty,  a  noble  monument  has  been 
ereded  in  Weltminfler-abbey  to  the  joint  memory  of  this 
gentleman,  captain  Blair,  and  lord  Robert  Manners,  who  ■ 
werelcilled  either  in,  or  died,  in  confeqnence  of  wounds  re- 
ceived, foon  after  the  ailion  of  the  1 2th  of  the  fame  month. 
BENNET,  William, — is  faid  to  have  been  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  as  far  back  as  the  26th  of  March, 
1741.  We  cannot,  hovrever,  but  exprefs  fomedoubts, 
whether  it  is  the  fame  Wm .  Bennet  of  whom  we  are  now 
about  to  fpeak :  however  this  may  be  in  point  of  fadl,  we 
have  no  farther  information  relative  to  him  till  the  3d  of 
March,  1760,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pofl 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Royal  George,  a  firft  rate, 
at  that  time  the  fiag-fliip  of  the  late  fir  Edward  Hawke. 
We  believe  him  to  have  retained  the  fame  command  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  the  war.  After  liofiilitics  were 
concluded  this  gentleman  appears  to  have  remained  out 
of  commiflion  till  the  .year  1766,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Rippon,  of  fixty  guns,  a  gnardfhip  at  Portfmouth. 
In  the  enfuing  year  he  removed  into  the  lEoIus  frigate,  of 
thirty-two  guns,  and  proceeded  to  the  Mediterranean, 
B  b  3  where 
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where  tie  remained  fome  ycaxs,  aofl  ^fo  reuified  the  f«im« 
command  for  a  considerable  time  after  he  returned  to 
England)  not  haying  quitted  thp  ^olus,  we  believef  till  tb^ 
end  of  the  y^r  1774,  or  thp  banning  of  the  eafuing, 
|je  was  next  appointed  to  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty 
guns,  and  fcnt  to  Newfoundland  i  but  we  do  not  beltcv« 
fiim  to  have  cpRtinued  jn  this  fliip  Iqi^r  than  twelve 
rnonths,  apd  after  quitting  it,  docs  not  appear  to  have  hcl4 
any  other  comniiflion  till  fomc  time  after  the  conunence- 
jnent  of  the  war  with  France.  Jt  being  then  deemc^ 
proper,  that  ^  guardOiip  fho^ld  be  Oationed  at  Cork,  cap^ 
tain  Bennpt  was  appointed  to  the  Lenox,  of  fcventy-four 
gune,  the  Oiip  deftined  for  that  fervice.  He  remained 
there  during  the  continua|ice  of  the  vrar,  and  after  itscelV 
fation  does  not  appear  to  h;ivc  taken  upon  himfelf  any 
■command,  Wheo  he  became  fenior  op  thp  lift  of  cap* 
fainS)  as  was  the  cafe  in  1787*  he  was  put  on  the  fuper* 
annuatfd  lift  of  rear>admiia]s,  ^nd  died,  we  beli^^,  if) 
ihe  courfe  pf  the  year  1 790, 

CARPpNTER,  RoVcrt.^was  promoted  to  tw  Uente, 
pant  in  the  jiavy  on  the  28th  of  April,  1755.  Aftcf 
^hiph  tinie,  not  being  noticed,  far  3s  has"  come  to 
our  knowledge,  till  hjs  promotion  to  the  rank  of  poH-i 
paptain,  by  copmiflion  be?ring  date  January  the  3d^ 
f  760,  appointing  him  to  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty  guns, 
wp  pre  unacquainted  with  all  particulars  relative  to'hij 
fervice,  as  well  while  commapder  of  a  fjoop  of  war,  as 
■while  in  his  former  ftation  of  lieutenant,  Sometime  be-t 
fore  the  contiufion  of  the  year,  he  was  promotpd  to  the 
Covcfiiry,  of  twenty-ejght  gups,  a  frigate  employed  oq 
the  home  Ration  as  a  cruifer.  He  continued  in  that  (hipi 
?nd  occupied  in  the  fame  line  of  fervice,  as  we  fuppplc, 
till  the  cdnclufion  of  the  war.  He  is  not  mentioned,  how- 
cvpr,  in  any  other  way,  than  as  having  captured,  in  the 
inonth  of  Aprii  J762,  a  French  privateer,  belonging  IQ 
Bayonne,  called  the  Guerrier,  carrying  ten  guns  and  one 
fiijndred  and  twenty  men.  After  quitting  the  cpuntry  we 
do  not  find  him  holding  any  fubfcguent  Compiapd  till  the 
year  ^768,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Edgar,  of 
lixty  guns,  ^  guardfhip.  He  quilled  this  fliip  not  long 
afterwards ;  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  collefl  any  far- 
ther particulars  concerning  hijn,  except  th^t  h?  Jicd  on 
thp  14th  of  February,  i77'i.

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ELIOT  John,— the  brother  of  EdwanJ,  loid  Eliot,  (o 
cnated  January  30,  1784,  was  promoted  from  the  rank 
ef  lieutenant  to  tie  commander  of  the  Hawke  floop  of  war 
in  1759.    Othcrwife  he  is  not  known  toustillhisappoint- 

-mcnt  to  be  captain  (rf  the  Gofport,  on  the  25th  of  April, 
1760.  He  remained  in  the  Ihip  lad-mentioned  till  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  1761,  and  was  then,  we  believe,  ap- 
pointed to  the  Thames  frigate,  of  which  he  continued 
captain  til!  after  the  conclufion  oi  the  war.  He  was  then 
promoted  to  the  Prince  of  Orange,  a  fixty-gun  (hip,  fta- 
ittoned  as  a  guardfhip  at  Chatham,  and  remained  there 
during  the  uUially  allotted  period  of  three  years.  .  At  the 
end  of  the  year  1766,  he  was  appointed  governor  of  Weft 
Florida,  and  died,  holding  that  honourable  truft,  on  the 
1 2th  of  June,  17&(, 

FIELDING,  Cfharies,— was  the  fecond  fon  of  Charles, 
third  fon  of  Bafil  Welding,  fourth  earl  of  Denbigh,  and 
third  earl  of  Dcfmond,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  by 
his  lady,  Hefter,  daughter  to  (ir  Bafil  Firebrafs,  knight 
and  baronet.  He  was  brought  up  from  a  very  early  age 
to  the  fca  fervice;  but  we  have  no  account  of  the  particu- 
lar manner  in  which  he  w^  employed,  till  we  find  him 
promoted,  on  the  27th  of  Auguft,  1760,  to  the  rank  of 
poft-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Flamborough,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  continued  in  this  Ihip  but  a  very  fhort 
time ;  nor  do  we  know  of  any  to  which  he  was  afterwards 
appointed  till  the  year  1762,  when  he  was  captain  of  the 
Unicorn,  of  twenty-eight  guns.  We  do  not  find  him 
after  the  conclufion  of  the  war  to  have  held  any  fubfe- 
quent  commiflion  previous  to  the  year  1770,  when  he 
commanded  the  Achilles,  of  fixty  guns,  under  vice- 
admiral  Geary,   who  was  then  appointed  the  llatiuned 

Hag-officer  at  Portfmouth*.  Soon  as  the  prQfpeft 
of  a  rupture  with  Spain  palTed  away,  captain  Fielding 
removed  into  the  Rainbow,  of  forty- four  guns,  a 
fhip  equipping  for  fervice  at  Chatham,  a  command  which 
he  retained  nearly  two  years.  On  quilting  it,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Kent,  of  feventy.four  guns,  a  guardfhip 
at  Plymoutb,  and  continued  in  this  Ihip  during  the  ufually 
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allotted  period.  Early  in  1776,  lie  wag  appointed 
to  the  Diamond  frigate,  of  thirty -two  guns,  and 
in  the  month  of  May  following  was  ordered  to  Ame- 
rica as  commanding  officer  of  the  convoy  fent  thither  with 
a  large  detachment  of  foreign  and  Britilh  troops.  After 
continuing  there  fome  years,  during  a  part  of  which  timCi 
particularly  in  1778,  he  was  commanding  officer  at  Hali- 
fax*, in  Nova  Scotia,  he  returned  to  England,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1779,  having,  after  his  arrival  from 
America,  been  promoted  to  the  Namur,  of  ninety  guns, 
was  fent  out  on  a  Channel  cruize,  as  commanding  officer 
of  a  fmall  fquadron,  confifting  of  fix  (hips  of  the  line, 
one  of  fifty  guns,  and  five  frigates  or  floops  of  war,  for 
the  purpofe  of  intercepting  a  Dutch  merchant-ficet,  and 
its  convoy,  reported  to  be  laden  with  naval  fiores,  bound 
to  fome  of  the  enemies  ports.  Captain  Fielding  fell  In 
with  the  vcffels  lie  was  in  queft  of,  when,  after  fome  lirtie 
^iltercation  with  t!ie  Dutch  admiral,  he  furrenderedhimfelf 
to  captain  Fielding,  a  few  guns  being  lired  by  the  Britifli, 
as  a  proof  they  were  ferious  in  their  determination  to 
fearch  the  (hips  under  his  prote^ion. 

Captain  Fielding  not  long  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Minerva,  a  new  frigate  on  a  large  contlru^tion,  cartyipg 
thirty-eight  gnns,  and  fuppofed  at  that  time  the  fineft 
velfcl  of  her  chfs  in  the  Britlfh  navyt.  He  continued  in 
the  fame  fliip  till  towards  the  end  of  the  year  178 1,  when, 
after  quitting  the  Mtnerva,  he  remained  for  a  few  months 
out  of  comtninion,  till  the  Ganges,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
one  of  the  fhips  prefcnted  to  government  by  the  Eaft  India 
company,  was  launched.  Being  then  appointed  to  that 
Jhip,  a  drcumflance  which  ^ok  place  early  in  1782,  he

t  He  acrompanied  vice-admiral  Darby,  and  the  Qeei  feni  to  the  relief 
of  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  March  i;8i;  but  is  not  other  Wife  raeB- 
iloned,  tliia.as  having  been  cacccrncd  in  ibe  conteft  with  the  Spanifl^ 
cuo-boats  in  Gibraltar  Bay,  and  ai  being,  with  other  fbips,  difpaichn^ 
p/  the  sdmiial,  to  rcfoonpitie  the  port  of  Cadiz. 
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Mras  ordered  to  join  the  main  or  Channel  Sect)  ?nd  ac- 
cordingly procecxled  with  lord  Howe,  in  the  month  of 
September,  to  relieve  Gibraltir.  In  the  fkinnifli. which 
took  place  Triih  the  combined  fleets  on  the  20ih  of  Oc^ 
tober  following,  captain  Fielding  had  the  tnisforti^e  to 
be  wounded .  in  the  arm  by  a  fpTinter  i  though  the  hurt 
was  apparently  flight,  and  no  evil  confequences  whatever, 
were  at  firft  apprehended  as  likely  to  cnfue,  fuch  was  his 
bad  habit  of  body  that  it  turned  to  a  gangrene,  of  which  he 
died  in  a  few  weeks  after  his  return  to  England.  Few 
perfons  who  have  ever  attained  the  rank  of  captain  in  the 
navy  appear  to  have  been  Icfs  fortunate  in  finding  oppOn 
tunities,  either  of  enriching,  or  diilinttuilhing  hiinfelT, 
more  efpecially  when  we  condder,  that  from  family  con- 
nexions, or  fome  other  canfe,  every  attention  to  what  wa» 
thought  conducive,  or  likely  to  be  fo,  to  his  intere(Vi  was 
paid  by  thofe  who  had  the  diredlion  of  the  marine  de? 
partment  at  that  time,  far  a;  was  confident  with  a  due 
regard  to  the  good,  and  the  regulations  of  the  fervice.  His 
ill  fortune  was  theimore  te  be  lamented,  as-  he  certainly 
polTcfred  many  of  the  requifites  neceffaiy  to  form  a  great, 
and  good  officer.  Thefe  qualifications,  however,  were, 
in  fomc  degree,  alloyed  by  a  too  faturnine  difpofition,  en- 
creafed-  perhaps  by  difappointment,  and  a  more  rigid 
enforcement  of  rules,  which  he  connected  as  a  part  of  the 
(July  of  an  officer,  and  a  feamah,  than  was  abfolutely  nc- 
ceflary  to  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  proper  difcipline. 
GASCOIGNE,  Edward, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  30th  of  March,  1742;  and  advanced 
from  thence  to  the  rank  of  commander,  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  Oftobcr  the  nth,  1755.  We  know  him  to 
have  been  frequently,  if  not  during  the  whole  time  he 
held  the  rank  I  a  fl- mentioned,  employed  in  an  a£live  Nation. 
In  1757,  however,  we  have  reafon  to  fuppofe  him  en- 
gaged, not  as  captain  of  a  veffel,  but  on  the  imprefs,  or 
fome  other  fervice  connefted  with  the  navy.  This  co'n- 
llitutes  the  whole  of  the  information  we  have  been  able 
(o  collefl  relative  to  this  gentleman,  previous  to  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  i8th  of  February,  1760,  to  be  captain  of 
the  Dublin,  of  feventy-four  guns.  He  was  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  continued 
to  fqrve,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  war,  under  fir 
James 
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James  Douglafs,  who  ftoifitd  his  broulpetnfaht  on  bovd 
the  Dublin,  as conun(mder<in>chief  on  the  Leeward  IQani 
ftation.  Nothing  materixl  took  place  with  refped  to 
Mr.  Gafcoignc  while  thus  employ«Jj  and  after  ^  return 
«f  (he  commodore  to  Englaiid,  in  1763,  on  board  ttie 
CetHuridn,  captain  Galcoign«  continued  to  command  the 
Dublin  till  after  riiecondufion  of  the  war.  Havingthea 
fetUTnfld  to  England,  that  fliip  was  confequently  put  out 
af  cofflnnitlioa,  anddifmantled:  nor  did  captain  Gafcoigm 
Nve  long  enough  to  obtain  any  other  command.  He  died 
en  the  30th  of  December  (Mr.  Hardy  fiiys  the  i4tn), 
1764.. 

GOWER,  Honouptblc  John  Levefon,— the  fecond  fon 
of  John,  firft  earl  Cower,  by  his  third  countefs,  the  lady 
Mary,  daughter,  and  o^eir  to  Thomas  T^fton,  earl  oi 
Thanet,  and  widow  of  Anthony,  earl  of  Hanold,  fon  of 
Henry,  duke  of  Kent.  According, to  CoHins,  and  other 
heraldic  authors,  he  was  born  in  the  year  1743.  If  this 
be  true,  which  we  fee  no  fdid  reafon  10  doubt,  he  muft 
have  entered  at  a  very  early  age  into  the  navy,  and  rapidly 
■  paired  through  the  fubordinate  ranks  of  lieutenant  and 
commander,  having  been,  on  the  30th  of  June,  1760*, 
being  then  only  fcven  teen -years  old,  promoted  to  the  rink 
of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Flamborough,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  remained  in  this  vefTel  but  a  very  fhort 
time  t,'  having  removed,  long  bafors  the  end  of  the  year, 
to  the  Q^iebec  frigate,  and  proceeded  to  the  Mediterranean. 
Id  the  monih  of  December  he  carried  into  Gibraltar  a 
French  privateer,  calltd  the  Phcenixt  carrying  dghteen 
pjns  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men,  which  he 
.captured  off  Cape  Palos.  He  remained  in  thp  fame  Ihip, 
as  well  as  on  the  fame  ftation,  till  after  the  Reflation  of 
hoflilities;  and  having  then  returned  to  England,  vas, 
after  continuing  a  fliort  time  out  of  commijiion,  appointed 
to  the  Africa,  of  fixty-four  guns.  He  was  immediately 
ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  and  from  thence,  we  be- 
believe,  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies.  On  his  return 
to  England  he  was  appointed  to  the  JEo^  frigate,  of

tbirty- 
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thirt^>nro  ginir,  ons  of  the  Meditsfran^tn  fquadron 
^iarionoi  there^  as  is  cuftomary,  tjpn  in  timfi  of  peace. 
He  BppnaTS.  to  have  quitted  tpts  fliipi  mt6  fetumed  to 
£ii^9i>d  in  E767  !  nor  is  he  kncwn  to  ue,  as  holdi;^  any 
fuw^uent  command  till  the  y#ar  ijfo^  when  he  was  cap, 
tain  of  the  Peart,  of  33  Sons,  on  the  NfcwfuQndland 
iiatianF  Jie  retailed  this  coimYilffioi^  for  dnefeafon;  and  . 
after  remaining,  during  a  ihott  paflod,  unemployed,' 
was  appointed  to  the  Albion,  of  feVent^-four  guns,  one 
pf  the  guariUfaipa  natianed  at  Plymouth.  On  the  com- 
inenceraent  of  the  difturbanoe,  and  difpuie  with  North 
America,  he  removed  into  the  Valiant,  a  (hip  of  the  f^mc 
force  with  that  he  laft  commanded,  and  employed  as  a 
cruiser  in  the  Bay  of  Bii^ay,  for  the  pBTpofe  of  prevent- 
ing, or  at  leall  leflraiaing,  the  American  tomnnerce  vcith 
iFrance.  In  this  occupation  he  appears,  allcirCTimftanceg 
confidered,  to  have  been  tolerably  fuccefsful,  having  cap* 
tured  three,  or  four  of  their  vefTefs  laden  wiih  cargoes  of 
po  mean  value.  On  the  comniencetneni  of  the  war  with 
f  ranee,  captain  Gower  was  ordered  to  join  tTie  fleet  in- 
tended for  home,  or  Channel  fervice,  and  was  prefent,  as 
Captain  of  the  Valiant,  at  the  encounter  with  the  Frenclj 
fleet,  off  Ufhant,  on  the?7th  of  July,  1778.  Hewason 
that  occafion  ftationed  in  the  line  a's  one  of  the  feconds  to 
}A.r.  Keppel,  the  commander-in-chief  •,  anddiftinguilhed 
himfelf,  in  a, manner  naturally  to  be  expefted  from  a  man 
of  his  known  ^llantry,  aaivity,  and  general  knotirledge 
jn  his  profcflion. 

He  was  one  of  the  witnelTes  examined  on  the  trial  of 
Mr.  [Ccppel,  which  prefently  afterwards  took  place;  and 
t>eing  warmly  attached,  td  the  caufe,  and  party  of  that 
gentwman,  followed  his  example  of  retiring  from  the 
-fervicc,  when  that  gentleman  Uruck  his  flag  after  his" 
acquittal.  On  the  general  change  qf  miniflry,  which  we 
haye  already  had  fo  many  occafions  to  repeat,  and  which 
it  may  be  well  remembered  took  place  early  in  1782, 
captain  Gower  again  returned  to  his  pfofeflioii,  and  was 
appointed  firft  captain,  or  captain  of  the  fleet  to  lord  vif- 
fount  Howe,  who  commanded  in  chief  the  formidable 
grmament  employed  in  the  Channel  during  the  months  of

ing  very  handfome  terms. '  "  At  tbefam^e.  time,  I  aio 
leminded  of  the  advanuges  derived  to  his  majefty's  fervice 
from  the  cKtCnfive  knowledge  of  the  difficult  navigation 
viihin  the  Streights,  actjuin^  by  the  unretnittiDg  affiduiiy 
•f  my  firft  captaini  Levcfon  Gowcr." 

Peace  taking  place  prcfenily  after  the  return  of  the  fleet, 
captain  Cower,  as  a  natuTa)  confcquence,  quilted  hre 
command.  On  the  31ft  of  January,  1783,  he  was  apf 
pointed  one  of  the  commiilioners  foe  executing  the  office 
of  lord  high  admiral,  lord  Howe  beii^  at  the  fame  time 
made  fitft  commilfioner.  He  retained  this  ftation,  how- 
ever, foi  a  (bort  period  only,  having  quitted  it  on  the  loth 
o£  April  following,  together  with  nearly  the  whole  board, 
in  order  to  make  room  for  the  coalition  party,  which  then 
came  into  power.  Thefe,  in  their  turns,  were  fucceeded 
by  thofe  whom  they  had  before  fupplanted,  od  the  »ft 
of  December,  1783,  and  captain  Gowcr  again  refume^fats 
SlMion,  which  he  continued  to  hold  through  three  com- 
millions,  till  the  12th  of  Auguft,  1789.  To  enumerate 
)iisc<Mnmand5  as  a  navai 'officer,  in  the  month  of  June 
1785,  he  hollaed  his  broad  pendant  on  board  the 
Hebe  frigate,   being  appointed  to  that  ftation   for   the 

Jurpofe  of  attend'mg  his  royal  highnefs  Prince  William 
lenry,  fince  created  duke  of  Clarence,  on  a  tour  of  cir- 
cumnavigation round  the  ifland  of  Great  Britain.  The 
choice  certainly  was  a  compliment,  though  a  well-defervcd 
one,  and  fufBciently  proves  the  high  elltmation  in  which 
the  abilities  of  .this  gentleman  were  held.  In  June 
1 787,  he  was  appointed  commodore  of  a  figuadron  6f  obfer- 
.  vatioo  conCfting  of  fix  fhips  of  the  line,  befides  frigates, 
equipped  for  Channel  fervice,  and  accordingly  hoifled  his 
broad  pendant  on  board  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-fou'r  guns. 
Nothing,  however,  in  the  fmalieit  degree  material  took 
place.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1787,  he  was  raifed 
to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue ;  and  in  the  enfu- 
ing  fummer  was  invefled  with  a  command  exactly  of  the 
fame  nature  with  that  he  had  held  in  the  preceding  year. 
He  hoifled  his  flag  on  board  his  former  fliip,  the  Edgar. 
The  force  under  htm  confifted  of  fix  (hips  of  the  line  and 
iwo  frigates,  one  of  them  the  Andromeda,  of  thirty-two 

guns. 
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mns,  conitnanded  by  his  royal  highnefs'  prince  William 
nertTj,  tjic  advancement  of  whole  naval  education  waa 
faid  to  be'onpof  theobjefls.rfthe  cruife  we  are  fpesking 
of.  His  Highnefs  having  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
the  fquadron  ceturned  Into  port,  and  the  rear-admiral  ap- 
pears tbliave  had  no  farther  appointment  till  the  fummcr 
cf  the  yefer  1790,  when,  on  the  idea,  afid  profpeft  of  a 
rupture  with'Spain,  he  was  once  more  appointed  to  his 
furmcr  ftation,  of  firft  captain  to  earl  Howe,  ctAnmander- 
jmchieTof  the  main,  or  Channel  fleet  equipped  on  th&t 
occafion. '    - 

The  difpute  being,  asmay  be  well  remembered,  quickly 
accommodated,,  the  armament  never  proceeded  to  (ea,  ana 
Mr-  Gower  again  pafled  into  private  life.  On  the  21ft 
of  Septemher  m  this  year,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  white,  a  iituation  from  which  he  did 
not  live  long  enough  to  experience  any  advancement, 
dying  fuddenly  by  an  apopleflic  fit,  while  in  the  ail  of 
m^vrngfaimfelf,  at  his  feat  at  Bill-hill,  near  Wokingham, 
Berks,  on  the  15th  of  Auguft,  1792.  In  1784  he  wras 
chofen  reprefentative  in  Parliament  for  the  borough  of 
Appleby,  in  Wcftmoreland:  and  after  having  con tmucd 
meinber  for  that  place  during  the  whole  feflion,  was,  in 
1790,  returned  in  the  new  parliament  then  called,  for  the 
borough  of  Newcaftle-under-Line,  He  married,  on  the 
6th  mJ\A^',  1773,  Frances,  daughter  to  admiral  Bofcawen,  ■ 
and'  nftcr  to  the  prefent  lord  vifcount  Falmouth :  fay  her 
he  had  ISae  a  fon,  named  John,  bOrn  June  25;  baptized 
July  23,  1774-  Few  men  in  the  naval  fervice  have  ever 
been  ^/n/fj/f  rnore  attached  to  thofe  parties,  created  bjr 

fiolitical  contrbverfies,  than  this  gentleman.  Neverthe- 
efs,  however  flrong  thofe  attachments  might  be,  he  fuf- 
ietcd  them  not  to  burA  forth  into  that  Tpecies  of  isge 
which  hath,  not  unfrequcntly,  tarnilhed  the  charafter  of 
the  ableft  and  the  moll  worthy  men.  Previous  to  the 
year  1782  he  feemed  moft  ftrongly  linked,  by  the 
ties  of  friendship,  to  Mr.  Keppel ;  but  fubreouent  events 
proved  this  connexion  not  of  the  moft  lafting  kind: 
the  rear-admiral  having,  as  W  public  charadler,  conftantjy 
kept*Jn  check  with  his  former  friend,  after  the  year  1782; 
never  both  holding  at  the  fame  time  any  governmental 
appointment,  like  two  {lafs,  to  ufe  a  common-place 
phrafe,  that  never  appeared  in  the  fame  fpherc  This 
appears

GRAHAM,  MitcheJi;— »^s  the  fan  of  Ht  Utgitali 
Graham,  of  Nacio'n  Conyers^  in  the  coun^-of  iQrti 
barofi^t  *,  and  his  lady,  the  daughter  of  colonel  Gtabam/ 
t>(  Pickill,  in  the  fame  epuniyj  who  fervcd  in  qticen 
Anne's  wars  as  aid-dc-camf  to  John,  eammonfy  caOtd  lh4 
great  dilkc  of  Marlborough.  Mr.  Graham  Was  pEomotcd 
to  the  rank  of  Uei^ttnaxit  on  the  2d  of  April  1755. 
He  was  afterwards  ralfcd  ,tp  the  rant  of  Commander,  aoJ 
we  Ueliefe -early  in  1760  Was  appointed  to  the  Lighu 
ening  firefliip.  From  thiST^flel  we  fuppofe  bim  to  bavtf 
been  promoted,  by  conuiiiffion  hearine  cfale  November  the' 
2lft,  1760,  to'be  .captain  of  the  Aldborough,  of  twenty 
guns.  He  was  (bon  aftemards  ordered  to  the  Medi- 
terranean, whefe  he  remained  till  the  beginning  of  ths 
year  (76?,  When  he  retiy-ned'to  J^ngland  and  re:^itsdthe 
f^mo  command  till  the,  concJufion  of  the  war.

the  fame  pjlvateer-  After  ibe  CDiicIuifon  qf  the  w»r 
Captain  Gi:aham  was  ordered  (o  Korth  America  in  tha 
fame  fltipi  and  having  returned  frpm  tbence  to  EngJandy 
either  for  refitmenty  or  ojifomp  other  accouot*  was/  on  the 
3d  of  May,  1764,  married  to  a  lady  df  the  nameof  Jadt- 
man,  the  daughter  of  an  eminent  timber-rneichant.  Hei 
again  repaired  to  hjs  former  flailon  tn  North  America; 
'  h-herehe  remaiiied  till  the  year  1766.  After  quitting  th^ 
Aldborough,  as  he  did  on.liis  fecond  reinrn  to  Engfend,! 
*t'  the  time  jufi-ftated,  we  do'  not  know  of  his  having- 
held  any  farther  commilfion,  except  that  he  wa£  appointed 
to  the  Fly  (loop,  which  he' commanded  on  the  vreftern 
ftation  in  the  Channel,  during  the  yeir  1770  and  the

enfiring. 
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tnfying*..  As  he  was  confidcrcd  in  th«  light  gf  a^retired 
officer,  not  having,  during  the  courfe  of  fo  many  years^ 
held  any  cocmnand,  he  was  not,  when  he  became  fenior 
bn  the  lifl  of  captainS)  pr^unoted  to  k  Sag,  but  put  od 
that  of  fuperannuated  rear-admirals. 

'Being  unfortunalcly  much  embarralVcd  itr  his  circudi- 
ftances,  he  fought,  during  tHe  latter  part  of  his  life,  a 
mifeiable  afylum'  in  France.  At  the  time  of  the  com- 
fnentxihcnt  of  Rc^^ertfpierre's  infamous^  and  bloody  tyr- 
rany,  this  genticman  was  at  Paris;  and,  in  common  with 
ft  number  of  other  unhappy  natiMs  of  Great  Brilainf 
hbouring  under  the  fame  fpecies  of  difficulty,  was,  in 
tiolation  of  thofc  well-known  rules  of  hofpitable  humanity, 
■which  allchrilHan  nationj,cvcn  whfinat  war  with  each  other,- 
have  everhdd  inviolable,  withrefpcft  to  pcrfonswhofeek  a 
peaceable  afylum  among  them,  and  continue  to  aft  }n- 
offenfively,  was  thrown  into  the  Luxembourg  prifon,and 
treated  with  the  greateft  cruelty  as  well  as  feverity.  The 
death  of  fhe  tyrant,  on  July  28,  1794,,  was  produaivcj 
indeed,  ofthis  gentleman's  relcafe  (  but  he  unhappily  fur- 
♦ived  tfte  mileries  lie  had  endured,  but  a  fetfr  months^  , 
d^ing,  at  Paris,  on  the  8th  of  March,  179.5,  leaving  be* 
hihd  film,  at  the  fame  llicklefs  capital,  his  (on,  and  daugh- 
ter, a*  his  reported,  in  a  very  deplorable  ftate. 

HGJWi;,  'Wilfiaiii,'— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
iieuCen^nt  in  the  navy  On  the  I2th  of  November^  1756  j 
but  wefenow  not  any  th'jng  farther  concerning  him,  pre- 
tious  to  his  promoticm,  oji  the  lH  of  Julyj  1760,  to  be! 
captain  of  the  ffiddrford  frigate.  He  was  employed  in 
Aiefame  vcfici  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  176a,  enlirely/ 
We  believe,  as  a  crgifer  in  the  North  Sea.  In  this  kinj 
of  fefvice  he  appeat^  to  have  been  extremely  sflive,  hav- 
ing captured  fereral  fff  thefmall  French  privateers  which' 
rticB  infciled  the  Britiffl  coaftt.  He  removed  from  the; 
Biddeford,  into  the  Montreal,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns* 
and  being  orderctd  to  the  Mediierunean,  died,  white  on 
that  ftationj  at  Gibraltar,  on  the  6th  of  January,  1764.    '

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HUNT,  Jofq)b, — was  promoted  to  the  ranli  of  lien-*- 
tenant  on  the  ad  of  June,  1756 ;  and  to  that  of  co[nmaa-> 
deron  the  iSih  of  June,  1759.  We  believe  him  to  hava 
been  then  appointed  to  the  Mortar  bomb- ketch,  and  to 
have  continued  in  the  fame  veiTel  till  his  advancement,  on 
Nov.  21,  1760,  to  be  captain,  per  order,  of  (he  Unicomj 
ortwenty-four  guns.  He  was  immediately  fent  out  on  a 
crutfe  off  the  coaft  of  France^  and  on  the  ilth  of  Janu- 
ary, 17611  fell  in  with,  off  the  Penmarks,  a  French  fri- 
gate, called  the  Veflal,  carn[Lng  thirty  guns,  and  twa  ■ 
Sundrcd  and  twcdty  men.  TTie  enemy  was  firft  difco-" 
Kcred  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  brought  to 
a3ion  after  a  chace  of  two  hours.  Captain  Hunt  unfor- 
tunately had  his  right  thigh  (battered  at  the  ihird 
broaddde  by  a  Ihot,  which  occafioncd  his  death  about 
an  hour  after  the  adllon  was  clofed,  by  the  furrender  of 
the  Veftal.  A  well  authenticated  circumftance  we  havo 
zeceivcd,  relative  to  the  death  of  this  gentleman  docs  too 
mucli  honour  to  hl^  humanity  to  be  luppreffed.  AlmoU 
immediately  after  he  was  carried  into  the  cockpit,  while 
the  furgeon,  and  his  attendants  were  buiily  employed  in 
attending,  and  endeavouring  to  fuccour  him,  one  of  the 
feamen,  lefs  dangeroulty  wounded  than  hirofqlf,  was 
brought  down  alfo,  he  immediately  forbad  all  farther  at- 
tention being  paid  him,  faying  that  he  feared  his  own 
cafe  was  adefperate  one,  and  polttively  infifled  they  thould 

firoceed  to  take  proper  care  of  the  man.  He  prclervedj 
ike  the  immortal  Wolfe,  his  fenfes,  llrength,  and  refo- 
lulion,  juft  long  enough  to  be  capable  of  ■knowing  the 
enemy  had  furrendered.  He  exprefled  his  fatisfa^ion  in 
nearly  the  fame  terms  that  illuftrioiis  chara^er  did  on  the 
fimilar  melancholy  occafion,  and,  Minting,  never  uttered 
3  word  afterwards,  though  be  continued  to  breathe  nearly 
an  hour*.  Owing  to  the  fliort  time  this  brave  gentle- 
man ferved  on  board  the  Veflal,  and  not  having  lived  long 
enough  to  have  the  rank  of  captain  confirmed,  his  name 
has  been  omitted  in  the  liftpubliflied  by  Mr.  Hardy,  as  well 
as  in  many  others  which  we  have  feen  in  MS.

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"HUGHES,  John,  —  is  totally  unkno^vn  to  us  till  the 
year  1757.  when  he  commanded  the  Cruifer  (loop  of  war 
on  tlfc  Downs  Nation.  From  this  velfel  we  believe  him 
tti  have  removed  into  the  Tamar  floop  of  war.  He  waS 
tmployed  as  a  Channel  cruifer,  and  on  the  30th  of  April 
fel!  in  with  two  French  privateers,  oiF  Portland,  carrying  fix 
guns  each,  both  of  which  he  captured,  and  carried  into 
Plymouth.  On  November  2[,  1760,  he  was  promoted 
to  be  captain  of  the  Seaford,  a  twenty-gun  (hip,  and  was 
almoft  immediately  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where, he 
was  appointed,  not  long  afterwards,  to  the  York,  of  fixty 
guns.  Having  returned  from  thence  in  1762,  he  was  made 
captain  of  the  Portland,  of  50  guns ;  atid  that  fhip  being 
broken  up  anheconclufion  of  the  war, he  was  next  appoint- 
ed to  the  Boreas,  a  cruifing  frigate  of  2S.  He  retained  this 
command,  we  believe,  till  the  year  1766 ;  and  after  quitting 
it  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any  fiibfequentcommiffi- 
on.  We  are  not  even  acquainted  with  the  precife  time  of  his 
death,  but  believe  it  to  have  happened  about  the  year  1787. 

KEITH,  Sir  Bafii,— -the  defcendant  of  a  very  ancient 
and  honourable -Scott  i(h  family,  was  promoted  to  the  rant 
of  lieutenant  in  thenavy  on  November  15, 1756,  and  fcrved 
in  that  ftation  on  board  the  Entcrprize,  a  5th  rate  of  44.gtms. 
He  was  moreover  advanced  to  be  captain  of  the  Dover,  a 
forty-gun  ihip,  on  the  lith  of  April,  176©.  He  retained 
this  command  only  till  the  month  of  July  following, 
when  he  removed  into  the  Amazon,  a  fixtb  rate,  a  ve(lel 
which  was  employed  as  a  cniifer  oh  Channel  fervice.  In 
the  month  of  January  1761,  having  then  the  Solebay, 
commanded  by  captain  Datrymple,  in  company,  they  fell 
in,  on  the  31?!,  off  Calais,  with  a  (lout  French  pri- 
vateer,  caHed  the  Chcverti  belonging  to'  Dunkirk,  car- 
rying eighteen  guns,  fix-pnunde'rs,  and  one  hundred  and 
lixty  men.  After  fome  chate,  the  enemy  got,  about  half 
part  two  o'-clock  in  the  afternoon,  under  a  battery, 
mounting  four  heavy  guns,  a  little  to  the  weflward  of  the 
cliff.  Notwithftanding  tfiis  formidable  proteiSion,  the  af- 
failantsiefolutelyperfiitedinthetrattack.though  the  enemy 
kept  up  a  tremendous  fire.  The  privateer  ran  aJhoreaboit 
four  o'clock  ;  but  Itriking  her  colours  foon  afterwards  to 
the  Amazon,  was,  without  much  difficulty,  got  off  unhurt. 
Captain  Keiih  continued  in  the  fame  (hip  during  the  re- 
m^mder  of  .tlie  war,  wc  believe  alfo,  conilanlly  on  the 
home  ftation.     After  peace  had  taken  place  he  does  not 
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appeSr  ,tp  have  held  any  comniand  till  the  year  1 766, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Levant  frigate,  of  cvrenty ' 
eight  guns,  then  fitring  at  Sheernefs.  He  prcjceeded  id 
this  velTe!  foon  aflerwards  to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he 
remained  till  ihe  year  1 769,  .or  the  beginninE  of  the  en- 
filing;  and  after  quilting  it  on  his  return  to  England,  wc 
do  not  helieve  him  is  have  held  any  other  command  as  a 
naval  officer. 

In  1772  he  received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  incdn- 
lequence  of  his  being  appointed  proxy  for  his  brMh^r,  lir 
Robert  Murray  Keith,  then  atHbaiTador  at  the  court  of 
Vienna,  who  vi-as  at  that  Time  inllallcd  knight  of  the 
Bath.  In  the  enfuing  year  he  vi-as  raifed  to  the  very 
honourable,  and  con fequential  trull  of  eovcrnpr  of  the 
ifland  of  Jamaica.  A  (hort  time  before  his  departure  he 
was  tnarried  10  mifs  Wairen,  of  Harley-ftreet ;  and  har- 
ming proceeded  to  his  government,  died,  holding  that  fta- 
tion,  on  the  i  ^ih  of  November,  1777. 

LAMBERT,  Robert. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  3d 
of  July,  1754:  after  which  time  we  have  no  account  of 
him  till  his  promdlion,  on  the  l8th  of  February,  1760, 
(o  be  captain  of  the  Wager.  He  remained  in  this  velTel 
but  a  very  Oiort  time,  having  been,  before  the  conclufion 
of  the  year,  promoted  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of  forty- 
four  guns,  one  of  the  (hips  employed  on  the  home  ftation. 
He  quitted  this  command  before  the  end  of  theyeariy6l, 
,  when  the  Prince  Edward  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  I^iesf; 
and  though  we  believe  him  to  have  been  always  employed, 
know  not  what  fpecrfic  commiflions  he  held  dunng  the 
remainder  of  the  .war.  We  find  him  no  fM'thcr  mentionod 
till  the  year  1766,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Phosnlx, 
of  forty-four  guns,  and  fent  out  to  thq  coaft  of  Africa,  ai 
commanding  officer  on  that  ftation.  After  his  return 
from  thence,  he  was,  in  1767,  appointed  to  the  Dorfct- 
ihirc,  of  feveniy  guns,  a  guardfhip  at  Portfmouth ;  and 
was  ordered,  in  the  enfiiing'year,  to  the  MsditerrancaM. 
He  returned  from  thence  in  17690170,  we  are  not  precifety 
informed  which  :  and  after  quilting  the  Dorfetlbire,  as  he 
then  did,  we ilo  not  again  find  him  holding  any  commilfioii 
in  this  line  of  fervice.  '  In  1782  he  was  appointed  a  Com- 
millioner  of  the  navy  refident  at  Jamaica,  i(  being  thought 
jiccefTary,  in  CQufequence  of  the  very  exteiiJive  naval  artna- 
.'..-..    oieat; 
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JlWtf  then  Mnp](^<d  in  that  quarter,  to  eftabtifh  a  civil 
Idcpaittncnt  to  Aipcrintend  the  partial  lepairs,  and  nfit- 
Sacnt  of  Qiipa,  in  order  to  leflen,  in  fbmc  cl)EKr«e)  the  care 
■mi  labour  of  the  commander-in-chief.  Peace  taki^ 
place  very  foon  after  this  time,  the  newly  ere^ed  ofltcic 
juft-meotioned,  was  fupprc^d,  andcapt.  Lambert  retired 
on  a  pcnfion  of  250I.  ptr annum,  as  a  luperannuated  com* 
nuffioner  oi  ^  navy. 

LONG,  WiUiam, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
nivy  a$  far  back  as  the  4th  of  May,  1740.  He  fcrved 
on  bocird  the  Rupert,  as  third  lieutenant,  at  the  time  of 
the  encoutnei  off  Toulon,  between  the  Britiih  fleet  com- 
manded by  Mr.  Mathews,  and  the  combined  fleets  of 
France  and^imin  under  M.  de  Court,  and  Don  Navano. 
He  was  afterwards  examined  on  the  trial  of  captain  John 
Ambiofe,  who  commanded  the  Rupert,  as  one  of  the 
eridences  in  hi«  favour.  On  the  15th  of  November, 
1756,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commander  In  the 
navy ;  and  being  appointed  to  the  Ponfmouth  Bufs,  was  fent 
afterwards  toEmbden.  He  next  removed  into  the  Raven 
floop,  and  on  February  the  22d,  1760,  being  advajiced 
to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  in  the  navy,  was  appointed  to' 
'  the  Beilana,  a  Qiip  of  twenty-four  guns.  In  thiscommand 
he  remained  but  a  very  Ihort  time,  and  after  quitting 
it,  took,  at  the  inflance  of  lord  Anfon,  then  firll  lord  of 
the  admiralty,  the  command  of  the  Wolf  floop  of  war, 
which  was  ordered  to  the  river  Ems,  Wc  are  not  to 
a ,  certainty  acquainted  with  any  other  fpecific  com- 
mi^n  held  by  .him  till  the  year  1767,  when  he  was  cap- 
tun  of  the  Gioraltai,  of  twenty  guns,  then  employed  as  a 
cuftomary  cruifct  on  the  peace  eftablilhrnent.  He  conti- 
nued to  retain  the  command  either  of  that  fliip,  or  the 
Hind,  of  24  guns,  we  believe,  during  the  three  fucceeding 
years,  and  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  accepted  of  any 
other  after  quitting  it.  We  are  not  acquainted  with  any 
briber  particulars  relative  to  this  gentleman,  except  that 
we  believe  him  to  have  died  about  the  year  1 780. 

PERCIVAL,  Honourable  Philip  Tufton,  —  was  the 
dijrd  fon  of  John,  fecond  earl  of  Egmont,  and  the  lady 
Catherine  Cecil,  fecond  daughter  to  James,  earl  of  Salif- 
bury,  by  the  lady  Anne  Tufton,  fecond  daughter  and 
coheir  to  Thomas,  earl  of  Thanet,  by  the  lady  Catherine 
■     Cc  2  Cavendilli, 
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■caftleJ  He  was  born  dn,  the  loth  of  IVIarchh^  ty4a^,  ttH 
:havi  ng  entered- very  ear!y  ill  life  ill  to  the  ffaSefvice,  fefsad 
■JS'a  lieutenant  at^he  fiegt'of  Qiiebec.  Early^in  the  year 
■1760  W^Hcve  him -to'  have  bee*i  promoted  lo  the  comi 
Wand  (>f  the' Badger  flbO]4i  and  from  thence  advanced,  on 
ihe  2l(t  -of  July  foltewing,  to'  be  captain  of  the  Dover. 
He  was  immediately  ^terwaWs  ordered  to  North'  Ame- 
rica, where  he'continued  till  fhe-beginning  of  the  year 
iy62;  he  was  then  fcnt  to  the- Weft  Indies,  where  he 
remained  till  ihe  conclufion  of  ths  war,'  and  Was  prefent 
aenhe  attack  of  Martirti<!0.  On  'his  return  to  England, 
in  1763,  he  was  immediately  appointed  to  the- Rami  I  lies, 
of  fe vent y- four- giirvs,  a  guardfhip  ftationed  5it  Chatham, 
but  continued  in  that  command  no  longer  than  tiH  the 
middle  of  the  yearenfuingy  when  he  removed  into  the 
Tweed  frigate,  of  32  guns,  arid  was  again  ordered  to  North 
America,  He  returned  to  England  in  1766,  and  was  cottl- 
miflioned  to  the  Aqui]on,  of  28  guns,  in  which  he  proceeded- 
one  feafun  to  Newfoundland;  and  foon  after  his  return  was 
appointed  to  the  Fubbs  yatch,  in  whidi  he  continued  till 
1779,  when,  that  vefTcJ  being  found  to  be  totally  rotten  and 
decayed,  he  removed  into  the  Mary,  a  veffei  of  the  fatne 
defcription.  Capt.  Perclva!  retained  this  command  ttU  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  happened  on  the  I2th  of  April,' 
1795,  not  having  been,  whej]  entitled  in  point  of  feniority 

'  to  the  rank  of  admiral,  advanced  to  be  a  flag  officer. 

ROBINSON,  Mark— This  gentleman,  who  is  now- 
living,  Was  promoted  to-the  rank  oF lieutenant  in  the  navy 
on  March  30,  1746;  and  about  the-year  1757  ferved  in 
that  {Ration  on  board  the  Ramillies,  at  ihaMime  the  flag- 
(hip  of  fir  Edward  Hawke.  But  after  this  limc  wc  have 
no- account  of  him  till  his  advancement  to  the  rank  of 
poll  captain,andappoiiitmentio  the  Vanguardya  third  rate, - 

,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  Auguft  the  13th,  1760*.  He 
is  faid  to  have  immediately  afterwards  removed  into  a 
fourth  rate,  in  which  he  continued  two  years ;  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  afcertain,  with  any  degree  of  fatisfadion 
to  ourfelves,  either  the  name  of  the  ftiip,  or  the  fervices 
on  which  it  was  employed.     Before  the  end  of  the  year

■clandeftine  intercourfe  between  the  colonies,  and  FVance. 
While  thus  occupied,  he  does  not  appeal- to  have  met  wiih 
any  very  confiderable  fuccefs,  being  only  mentioned  as  the 
.captoirof  one  fm^I  veflet,  called  the  Fi^ch,  from  Nantz, 
bound  to  Bolton,  Ia4cn  with  arms  and  cloathing,  which 
he  look  in  the  nionHi  of  May  1777.  On  the  commence- 
nierit  of  ^oftiliiicff  with  Frghce  in  the  cnfuing  year,  the 
IF'budroyant  was  one, of,  the  ftips  ordered  for  home,  or 
Channel  fervice.

Nothing 'beyond  the  Ordihary  routine  of 
fervicc  toolc  place  duHng  the  firftyeai'  of  his  command; 
the  French  having  no  force  at  Toulon  capable  of  con- 
tending with  him,  were  compelled  to  be  content  with_ 
owing' their  fafety  to  their  conrinuance  in  port  under  the 
prote£lion  of  their  batteries.  ■  But  the  political  pofture  of 
affairs '  became  materially  altered  on  the  approach  of 
winter,  in  eonfequence  of  the  Spanifh  court,  cajoled,  im- 
pofcd  on,  or  terrified,  by  the  promifes  and  threats  of  th«  . 
French  diretftory, having  been  weak, and  imprudent  enough 
not  only  to  quit  the  general  caufe  in  which  they  were  em- 
barked, but  aiSually  even  to  declare  war  againfl  Great 
Britain. 

~  Sir  John  JerVis,  as  a  natural  confequence,  quitted  the 
Mediterranean,  and  repaired  to  Lifbon,  firft  that  he  might 
be  the  better  enabled  to  watch  the  motions  of  the  Spanilh 
fleet,  then  fitting  out  at  Cadiz,  and,  what  was  nearly  of 
as  much  confequence,  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  being 
enclofed  between  two  enemies,  the  weakeft  of  whom  was, 
in  oftenfible  force,  more  than  equal  to  hiinfelf.  Such  was 
his  fituation  when,  early  Jn  the  morning  of  Feb.  14,  1797, 
being  then  off  Cape  St.  Vincent's,  the  Spanifh  fleet,  whole 
fignal  guns  had  been  diftindlly  heard  during  the  preceding 
night,  were  difcovcred  by  the  Britiih  fquadron.  The 
force  oppofed  to  the  Britifh  admiral,  was  tremendoufty 
formidable,  fufficient  to  have  deterred,  even  by  the  appear- 
ance of  its-ftrehgth,  a  commander,  lefs  determined  than 
.himfelf,  from  hazarding  an  attack.  Its  force  amounted- 
to  twenty- feven  (hipsof  the  line,  fevenofthem  firft  rates, 
carrying  one  hundred  and  twelve  guns  dnd  upwards,  white 
that  under  the  orders  of  fir  John  amounted  to  fifteen  onlyt. 
The  Spaniards  were  in  the  neighbourhood  of  their  own

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foint'to'wliieli'&ich'fhips  as  might  ifi'thv^mitefl  chaitM 
to  be  difable4>  had  every  probable  profpcS  of  being  aU« 
10  retire  unrtiolelted :  the  Briiifti  Iqundron,  on  the  othsr 
hand,  was  far  dittant  from  frieitdtt  «id  from  fuccour :  no 
pons  nearer  thsn  thofe  of  Britain)  Lifbon  excepted,  *  and 
that  too  labouring uniier  manifold  ilaturkl  inconveniences, 
holding  forth  any  profpeft  of  a  favourable  lec^tion,  or  ' 
even  proteflion  from  a  fuperior,and  exulting  foe,in  cafe  of 
dircomfitQre. 

Alt  thefo  >veighty  Cosfideralions,  however,  were  not  of 
fufScient,  cpnlcquence  to  damp  the  ardour  of  the  Briltfli 
admiral.  The  weather  was,  fortunately,  extremely  hazvi 
ind  favourable  to  the  rapid  movements  of  fo  well-difci- 
plined  a  force  as  that  he  commanded.  His  fhips  wer« 
clofely  formed  in  two  compact  lines,  while,  on  the  con- 
trary, the  Spanilh  Qiips  were  extremely  fcattercd,  their 
liiK  very  irregular,  and  ill-  formed,  at  the  fame  time  far  too 
txtenfive.  The  fituaiion  of  fir  John  was  critical  in  the 
extreme;  it  required  the  mofl  inllantaneous  decifion;  a 
«lelay  or  hefiiacion  of  five  minutes  might  not  only  have 
placed  the  enemy  beyond  his  reach,  but  have  even  Tub- 
jedled  him  to  the  moft  unequal  conteft.  The  glorious 
opportunity  which  prcfented  itfcif  he  feized,  wiih  alt 
the  prompiilude  of  an  able  mind,  firmly,  and  wrth 
conBdencc,  relying  on  its  own  knowledge,  gallantry,, 
zefoufccs,  and  general  ability. 

By  carrying  a  prefg  of  fall,  and  pufliing,  without  hefi- 
tation,  ihrough  the  Spanifh  line,  nine  of  their  ihips,  in- 
cluding that  of  the  commander- in>chief,  the  Santillima 
Trinidada,  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  guns,  were  feparated 
.  from  their  companions,  who  were  driven  fo  £»r  to  leeward 
as  to  be  prevented,  by  tlie  gallant  efforts  of  fome  of  the 
Britifb  mips^,  from  rejoining  the  van  till  the  clofe  of  the 
day.  The  remainder  were  engaged,  as  circumdances 
would  permit,  with  thofe  Oiips  of  the  van  which  had  been  cut

The  retreat  of  the  SpaniOi  admiral  was  facilitated'  by 
the  approach  of  the  fcVenteen  fliips  which  had  been  cm 
eS*  at  the  comttiencemcnT  of  the  adipn,  and  had  novt 
nearly  worked  up,  infooiuch  that  it  r^Ouiied  a  fecond  ex- 
ertion of  ability,  and  nautical  kiiowleoge,  not  inferior  to 
tfae  HrQ,  to  enable  lir  John  Jarvis.  to  feuia  the  advantage 
he  had  gained,  and  fecure  thofe  fubfbuitial  proofs  of  vic- 
tfKy  which  were  then  in  his  polTelllon.  His  dccifion  was, 
as  in  the  firft  inflance,  inllamaneous.  He  formed  his  fleet 
U)fuchcompa£l  order,covennglhe  prizcsaiid  difabled  ftiipi 
tajveW,  that  theenemy  ventured  not  the  fmalleft  attempt  at 
making  any  injprelTioin,  notwithftanding  they  ilill  pQlTefTed 
a  oianifed  fuperipriiy,  confidertng  the  difabled  date  of 
many  of  the  Britifh  Ihips. 

It  is  needlefs,  almoit,  to  add,  that  the  newsof'this  ever 
memorable  and  truly  glorious  vidory  was  received  in 
England  ^ith  the  otipoll  exultation.  The  people  fcarcely 
knew  which  tn«|ll  to  admire,  the  intrepidity  and  ability 
which  formed  the  plan,,  or  the  gallantry  which  executed 
it.  Sii  John  him^lf  was  ennobled,  being  created  eart 
of  St.  Vincen^,  by  patent  bearing  date  May  the  27th» 
1797*.  'HisloFdlbiphaaever'nncecoctinuedon  the  fame 
Itatioa,  blocking' up  the  pwtof  Cadiz^  and  frequently  con- 
lining  the  Spaoi^  fleet  in  port,  with  a  force  fo  much  infe- 
rior, (hat  if  noty^  related  asan  event  having  happened  Ibnie

Such 
having  been  ihe'condu^-of  l+ve  enemj',  it  necelfarily  fol- 
lows, his  lordffiip  tiaS  rtol  birtierto  had  any  farther  perftmrf 
opporltinity  of  adcHflg'  io  thofe  laurels  we  have  feen  him 
ttready  acquire.'  The  ftme  commander,  Inae&i,  muflrbe- 
more  than  ordiirarily  fortiinaie  to  ffltet  with  eny  fecond" 
oppoitonity  of  effefling  eqiial  mifchief  to  the  enemies  o( 
Kis  cowntry,  or  of  acquiring  equal  faaiet. 

THOMPSON,  Samuel.— This  gentleman,  who' ii 
BOW  living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  26th. of  July,  174+:  in  1755  he  was  lieute- 
nant of  the  Elizabeth,  a  third  rate  of  fixty-four  guns,  on- 
the  home  or  Channel  Ration ;  a9  he  afterwards  was  of  the 
Grafton,  of  the  fame  rate,  under  commodore  Holmes,  on 
tTie  Halifax  ftation ;  and  was  from  thence  advanced  to  the 
rommand  of  the  Jaiflsica  (loop ;  and  to  that  of  com- 
mander on  the  14th  of  FebfBiry,  1757;  but  we  have  no 
account  of  his  employments,  or  fervicesj  while  continu- 
ing in  either  of  thofe  flations.  On  the  4th  of  November, 
1760,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  pofl-captain,  and 
appoint^  to  the  Flamboitough,  of  twenty  guns,  a  fliip  at 
that  time  employed  on  the  home  or  channel  fiation.  He' 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip  till  the  conclufion  of  the  war. 
Soon  after  peace  had  taktn  place,  he  was  promoted  to  tho 
Lark,  of  thirty-two  gims.  He  continued  in  this  (hip  till 
the  year  1766,  when  it  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indiesi 
and  captain  Thompfon  was  app.ointed  to  the  Triwmph,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  as  captain  to  fir  Edward  Hawkc,  who 
-  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  that  (hip,  as  port-admiral,  at 
Chatham.  He  retained  the  fame  command  after  fir  ~ 
Edward  ftruck  his  flag ;  not  quitting  it  till  the  year  1768, 
vhen  he  removed  into  tha  Rippon,  of  fixiy  gims,  and  was 
srdered  to  North  Anieiica.  He  returned  from  thence 
either  in  the  following  year,or  in  1770;  and  having  then  ieft 
that  (hip,  was,  in  the  month  of  Oaober,  1771,  appointed

Jiroceed  fofar;  for  the  fleet,  havingon  the  8th  of  January* 
alien  in  with  a  valuable  Spanifh  convoy  from  St.  Sebaf- 
tian's,  bound  to  Cadiz,  confining  of  fixteen  merchant- 
veflels,  under  the  proteflion  of  one  fliip  of  the  line,  four 
■frigates,  and  two  floops  of  war,  the  whole  were  cap- 
tured. Captain  Thompfon  was  fent  back  to  England 
in  the  America,  aa  well,  to  be  the  bearer  of  the  news,  as  to 
convoy  that  part  of  the  prizes  to  England,  which  the 
commander-in-chief  deemed  it  expedient  to  fend  thither. 
Early  in  the  enfuing  fummcr  he  was  ordered  tc» 
North  America  wiih  Mr.  Graves;  but  no  occurrence; 
in  any  degree  material,  took  place  in  that  quarter  lill 
the  month  of  March  1781 ;  when,  the  French  fquadron 
having  put  10  fea  from  Rhode  Ifland,  was  purliied  b^ 
vice-admiril  Arbuthnot,  and  brought  to  a  partial  aflion, 
off  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  on  the  i6th  of  that  month. 

,  The  America,  being  the  rear  Qlip  of  the  fquadron,  waS 
very  trivially  engaged'j  the  ■  French  line  havyig  been 
broken  by  the  fplriied  attack  of  the  Briiilh  van  before  the 
whole  line  could  clofe;  nor  did  any  opportunity  offer  ofi 
again,  renewing  the  adion.  In  ihc  engagement  off  tho 
Chefapcafc,  on  the  5th  of  September  following,  captain 
'yhompfon.was  in  a  fimilar  fituation,  the  America^  owing 
■  to  the  particular  ftation,  and  circumltances  under  whicE 
the  fleets  came  to  aflion,  being  the  headmoft-ftiip  of  ihofe 
which  were,  not  engaged  f.  Tha  naval  campaign  in  that 
Quarter  clolii]^  very  foon  after  this  evert,  captain 
tThompfon  reiMi^ed  to  the  Welt  Indies  with  fir  S.  Hood, 
■  and  in  the  flcirmifii  which  took  place  with  the  count  d«

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Graflcf  ofF  St.  Chriftopher's,  ^on  whicS  occafion,  the 
America  had  eighteen  men  kilica  and  wounded)  was  fta- 
tioned  to  l»d  the  fleet  on  the  larboard- tack.  In  the  me- 
morable actions  which  followed,  on  the  9th  an^  121b 
of  April  enfuing,  he  led  the  divifion  of  the  commaoder- 
ia-chief,  and  ruifained,  though  very  warmly  engaged,  Itill 
Ie(s  injury.  It  was  fomewhat  (ingular»  that  the  only 
perfons  hurt  on  board,  were  both  of  them  lieutenants,  one 
of  whom,  Mr.  Collowhill,  was  filled;  the  other^'AlT. 
Trelawney,  wounded.  Nothing  material  enough  to  de- 
mand any  particular  notice  took  place,  in  this  quarter  of 
the  world,  during  the  remainder  of  the  war.  Suffice  it* 
therefore,  to  fay,  that  captain  Thompfon  proceeded  to 
North  America  with  admiral  Pigot  i  and  being  left  there, 
under  the  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood,  whs  continued  on 
that  ftation  to  watch  the  motions  of  a  French  fquadron  in 
Boiton,  formed  out  of  the  remains  of  the  count  dcGraffe's 
fleet,  did  not  repair  to  the  Weft  Indies  till  fome  time  after 
the  main  body  01  thefiritifh  force.  The  America  returned  ta 
Englandearly  in  the  enfuing  fu[nmer,  when  being,  as  a 
matter  of  courfe,  put  out  of  commifjion  and  difmantled^ 
we  do  not  find  captain  Thompfon  to  have  held  any  fub- 
fequent  command.  At  the  time  of  the  promotion  of  flag- 
officers  which  took  place  in  1787,  he  wasput  on  the  fuper-, 
annuated  lifl*,  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  a  rear-admiral. 
UVEDALE,  SamueL — This  gentleman,  who  is  alio 
now  living,  is  a  native  of  the  county  of  Warwick,  and 
was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  5th  of  May^ 
174.7 ;  but  we  have  no  farther  account  of  him,  till  his  pro- 
motion to  be  captain  of  the  Boreas  frigate,  by  commiilion. 
bearing  date  February  the  iSth,  1760.  He  was  immedi- 
ately afterwards  ordered  to  the  Leeward  Iflands.  He 
remained  theret,  and  in  the  fame  Oiip,  till  the  end  of  the 

year

Wc  do  not  find  any  TubfeqUeiit  com- 
inilBoD  held  by  captain  Uvedale  till  the  year  1779,  when 
he  waf  appointed  to  the  Ajax,  of  feventy-ibur  gunS)  ona 
of  the  fleet  ordered  for  Gibraltar,  urfder  fir  George 
Rodnevt  a  detachment  from  which,  the  AjaX  being  one, 
was  afterwards  ordered  to  proceed  with  the  admiral  to 
the  Well  Indies.  He  much  di£tingui(hcd  himfelf  in 
the  encounter  with)  and  capture  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
Spanifli  fquadron  under  don  Juan  dc  Ldngara,'on  which 
•ccaflon  he  loft  his  fore-top-maft,  and  had  four  guns  ' 
difinounted,  though  the  injury  among  the  people  onboard 
was  but  tririal,  amounting  to  no  more  than  fix  men 
wounded.  Proceeding  to  the  Leeward  I  (lands  in  the  month 
of  Fdinmry  following,  he  was  prefent  at  the  engagement 
off  Martinico,  in  April,  on  which  occafion  his  lofs  was 
more  fcvere,  the  Ajax  having  had  feventeen  killed  and 
wounded.  He  returned  toEngland  immediately  afterwards 
with  the  admiral's  difpatches,  being  compelled  to  quit  the 
Weft  Indies,  as  Gr  Geoi^e  himfelf  ftates  at  the  end  of  hit 
official  letter,  on  account  of  bis  very  ill'ft«te  of  health.  This 
circumftance  nnay,  probably,  bell  account  for  his  not 
having  had  more  mquent  commands,  as  well  as  his  not 
holdii^  any  fubfequent  commilBon  after  his  return  to 

vere  npltired,  or  defltoycd  by  the  Boreu,  HampQiire,  and  Uvelt. 
Rcar-adtniial  Holmn,  who  tlicn  conimwded  tt  Jiimici,  pvn  the 
following  account  of  tbe  very  difiiDgailbed  part  boroe  by  c^taia 
Uvedalc  in  ihit  tncounter.

Tbe  Barm,  dif- 
aiUed  in  her  rif^ng,  cenld  not  again  clofc  wtth  tbe  enemy  till  two  iti 
thcafierooonoFnext  day.whenavigoroutaAion  recommeDcedoffiiM 
aft  end  of  Cuba,  and  continued  liirfotty  iiiiiiuie)pa&.four,  when  the

By  ihii,  and  other  rucceOc),  tmong  which  we  have  been  iafontMil 
waa  ibe  capture  of.a  Spanilb  veOel  of  no  inconGderable  force,  and  gteat 
T>lue,  he  realized  a  very  handfome  ()roperiy,  which,  in  jafltce  tobtai, 
we  nuQ  aid,  we  have  been  wcJI  informed,  he  ha*  con(lan:ly,  and 
Iihenilly*p|ilicd  io  all  proper  chinncit  of  benevolence,  and  hoTpitalityi  .

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England.  In  1787,  having  become  fenior  on  the  lift  of 
captains,  be  was  put  on- the  fupcrannuatcd  lift  of  officc» 
in  that  rank;  but,  in  confc(]uence  of  fonieveryftrong,  aniJ 
proper  reprcfentations  made,  we  beliere  on  thfrdccafion, 
concerning  the  impitaprrcty  of  (hewing  even  the  moft 
diftance  appearance  of  nM;Icft  to  the  advanced  age  of  an 
officer,  who  had,  in  the  vigour  of  hfs  youih,  diftinguiQicd 
himfelf  fo  eallantly,  he  was  raifed,  in  1789,  to  that  of 
a  rear-admiral  on  half-pay. 


Having  now  reached  the  end  of  the  year  1760,  we  fhall ' 
take  the  liberty  to  depart  a  little  from  that  fyftcm  of 
arrangement  we  have  hitherto  piirfued;.that  is  to  fay,  of 
clafting  the  officers  promoted  in  each  year  to  the  raiik  of 
captain  alphabetically.  We  (hall  give  their  memoirs

GRANT,  diaries- Cat  he  art, — a  gentleman  of  ScoQi% 
CKtraiftiT>n,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the 
I2th  of  January,  1743-4;  and  from  thence,  to  that  of 
'.commander  in  thtthavy  on  the  23d  of  March,  1^57.  We 
do  not,  howcverj  Usui  any  other  mention  made  of ,  him, 
'  except  by  the  particular  dales  above,  given,  duiing 
liie  time  he  continued  in  either  of  thofe  ftations/    On  the 

17th 
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i^thof-Jajiuary,  I76iyhe  wab  promoted  to  ^  retain  of 
the  Seahorfc*,  a  twenty  gun  fhip,  then  under  orders  foi-- 
the  Eaft  Indies.  He  accordingly,  proceeded  ttiither  a»; 
foon  as  the  fhip  was  iefitted,and  retained  the  f^ma- com- . 
.mand,  centinuing  alfo  OB'the  flatipnjult-nientloned  till- 
the  cpncliifion  of  the  war.  Havipg  accompanied  admiraj ; 
Cornifh  and  the  fleet,  towards  the  end  of  the  ytar  1762,  ■ 
on  the  expedition  undertaket)  againft  Manilla,  he  was.de-.. 
lachcd  ahead  of  the  armament,  ihrough  the  Streights  of 
Malacca,  to  the  entrance  of  the  Chincfc  Sea,  with  orders 
to  flop  all  yelTels  whatever,'  hound  to  Manilla,  or  [hal  came 
from  aT\y  port  in  the  neigh  brouthood  of  the  Britilh  fettle-, 
nents  in  India.  This  tneafure  was  taken  by  Mr.  Cornifh  . 
to  prevent  the  Spaniards  from  receiving  any  information  , 
of  the  expedition  on  foot  againtl  them,  and  appears  to  have 
been  completely  fucccfsful.  Captain  Grant  was  afterwards : 
one  of  the  captains  Italioned,  to  cover  the  difeinbarkation . 
of  the  trooj)s,  a  fervice  he  very  completely  and  pundlually " 
executed.  He  returned  to  England  immedutely  afterwards, . 
and  hoUihties  having  clofed  with,  the  above  memor- 
able enterprise,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  held  any 
fubftquent  command  j  but  have  not  been  able  to  procure 
any  farther  particulars  coiiccrning^him,  except  that  he 
died  in  England  on  the  24th  of  April,  17^9. 

USHER,  Arthur,  —  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  at  the  latter  end  of  the  month  of  November  '■745  i 
and  acommandcr  on  the  17th  of  January,  1757.  On 
the  2ld  of  January,  1761,  he  was  promoted  to  be  captain  . 
of  the  ^aniplhire,  a  Hfty-gun  Ihip;  hut  as  we  think  hint 
to  have.held  that  commifGon  but  a  very  fhorl  timet,  be- 
lieve, it  to  have  been  given  him  for  ijio  other  purpofe  than 
that  of  raifjng  him  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain ;  nor  does 
his  name  again  occur  as  commanding  any  other  Oiip.  He 
was  unfortunately  burnt  to  death  on  the  6th  of  May,  I7$3, . 
in  the  hgufc  of  the  lady  .Molefworth,  his  filler,  in  Upper, 
Brook-rftreet,  Grofvenor-fqiiare.  Her  ladythip,  and  many 
others  of  ^he  family,  perifbing  alfo  in  the  flames.

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COWELL,  Henry, — was  appoiBte<i.a  li«utftnant  in  ihe  - 
ntvyon  the  31(1  of  May,  1744.  We  know  nothing  far- 
mer concerning  him,  till  (bmc  time  after  the  rccomntence- 
ment  of  the  war  with  France,  that  is  to  fay  in  1760,  at 
which  time  he  ferved  on  the  Esfl-Imtia'  flation,  we  be- 
lieve as  a  lieutenant.  He  was  there  promoted,  without 
holding  the  inlerittediate  rank  of  commander,  at  Icaft  for 
a|iy  tine,  to  be  captain  of- the  York,  a  finty-gun  (hip, 
•lid continued  in  the  fame  quarter  till  feme  time  after  the 
conclution  of  the  war.  We  are  not  pofrtive  whrther  he 
abfoltitely  continued  captain  of  the  York  during  the  whole 
of  his  liie ;  but  at  all  events  he  certainly  furvived,  quit- 
ting that  (hip  a  very  Ihort  time  only,  dying  on  the  ilih 
of  April,  17^5. 

DUNCAN,  Adam,  Lord  Viftount, — a  gentleman  of 
Scotch  extraflion,  now  living^;  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  the  loth  of  January,  1755 ;  and  a  com- 
mander <m  ihc  izrft  of  September,  1759.  Wc  know 
nothingi  however,  as  Js  too  commonly  the  cafe,  of  the 
fervices  on  which  he.  was  employed  while  holding  cither 
rank.  He  was  Bitd  up  to  thf  n4v'y  principally,  we  be- 
lieve, under  the  aufpJces,  and' protedion  of  the  late  lortf 
vifcoiint  Keppel,  wh'9,  very  early  in  life,  coiiceiving  the 
(Irongeft  attachment  tff  him,  procured  him  to  be  promoted, 
on  the  25th  of  February,  I761,  captain  of  the  Valiant,  of 
feventy-fmir  guns,  'tW  fliip  on  board  which  Mi".  Kernel 
hoifted  his  broad  psndant,  as  (^ommander-in-chitf  or  the 
•expedition  fcnf  awinft  EcIIeifle.  '  We  believe  Kim  to  have 
continued  in  the  fame  Ihip,  ubderMr.  Keppel,  during  the 
whole  of  the  war,  and  confequently,  have  only  to  rtSfer  to) 
fais  tordfhip's  life  *,  for  fuch  particulars  as  the  reader  inay 
■wifli  to  be  informed  of,  relative  to  the  different  fervices  in 
which  capt.  Duncan  was  engaged.  We  do  not  know  him 
to  have  held  any  command  ftibfequcnt  to  the  conclulion  of 
the  war  till  the  end  of  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Monarch,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the 
Ihips  employed  on  the  home  llation.  In  the  mAith  of 
January,  as  well  as  the  fucceeding  April,  I779>  he  was  a- 
memberofihecourt's-martialheia  on  ^mical  Keppel,  and 
iir  Hugh  Fallifer.     He  continued  employed  in  inea^4A>

among  the  firA.lhips  which  were  fortunate  enough  to  get 
iato  4^on,  fuf&rcd  very  confiderably*,  confidering  the 
defultory  manner  in  which  the  aSion  was- compiilfivcly 
UH^u^ed,  owing  to  the  Spaniards  making  a  running 
fight.  Captain  Duncan  quitted  the  Monarch  9ot  longi 
alter  his  return  to  England  in  the  enfuing  ffring*  and  ap- 
pears no  more  in  command  till  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1 782"t,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Blenheim,  of  ninety 
gjins.  In  this  lliip  he  continued  during  the  remainder, of 
the  war  being  cotiltanity  attached  to  the  main  or  channel 
tieeti  at  that  time  comaianded  by  lord  vifcouhl  Howe, 
and  of  cDurfe,  proceeded  with  his  lordihip  laGibraltar  in. 
the  month  of  SeptemtKHj. being  liationed  to  lead  the  lar^ 
tHnrd  divifion  of  the  center,  or  commander-in-chief '•> 
iquadron.  In  the  Ikirmilh  which  took  place  with  th^ 
combined  fleets,  in  the  motdlvof  OSober,  the  BlenhwOpL 
though  materially  engaged,,  had  the  good  fortune  to  efcspe 
with  no  greater  lok  than  two  nien  killed,  and  fluee 
wounded. 

Peace  taking  place  Toor  after  this  event,  the  BIenhein|l 
was  put  out  of  commiflton,  and  captain  Dtincan  was  an- 
poiftted  to  the  Edgar,  of  feventy-tour  guns,  a  guardfliipl 
liationed  at  Portfmouth.  Hecontinuedin  this  command, 
which  was  the  lad  he  ever  held  as  a  private  captain,  dur- 
ing the  three  fucceeding  years;  and  was,  on  tne  i4.th  of 
September,  1787,  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of 
the  blue{;-of  the  whiteon  the  |2ft  of  September,  179* ;  to  be 
vice  of  the  blue  on  the  ilt  of  February,  1793;  to  the  fame 
ranlc  in  the  white  fquadroa  on  the  izth  of  April,  1794.; 
andt  laftly,  to  be  admiral  of  ther  blue,  the  rank  he  now

During  all  the  foregoing 
periods  the  admiral  held  no  command  ;  but  immediate]]^'

appointed  to  the  command  of  the  fqUadron  Rationed  in  the 
No«h  Sea,  and  particularly  intended  to  aSt  againft  the 
Dutch,  who  had  collected  no  inconfiderable  naval  forccj 
which  was  then  lying  ready  for  fervice  in  the  Texel, 

Nothing  material  took  place  beyond  the  ordinary  routine' 
of  futh  a  fervice  for  more  than  two  years  after  he  firft  took 
opon  him  this  command.  The  occurrences  were  confined 
TO  thofe  fthall  occafional  captutefe,  which  muft  frequently 
tike  place  in  the  coiirfe'  of  (iich  extenfive  comrninds*, 
though  the  largeft  of  the  prizes  W3S,  certainly,  of  no-Vcry 
conliderab'e  force,  yet  the  number  of  them  very  fofficienlljr 
proves  the  vigilance  of  the  commander-in-chief^  and  thofe 
ading  nnder  his  orders.

did  not  Trocced  from  Ea^and  till  the  nth  of  March, 
1776.  Ue.madc  the  Hland  of  St.  Pierre  on  the  iiih  of 
Aprit;  and  after  having,  with  incredible  difikulty,  and 
great  preflliVe  of  fait,  faioed  his  Ihip  for  the  fpace  of  near 
lixty  leagues  through  large  Itcldg  of  (hick  ice,  «t  length 
arrivcil  off  the  iHand  of  AntScoOi  on  the  21ft,  and  the 
hme  evening entercdthe  R4ver  St.  Lawrence*. 

Still  cmtinuing  to  ufe  every  potliblc  endeavour  to  get 
u^  to  Qiiebec,  which  waK  then  dofely.  betieged  by  the '

'  t^  Formidable,  the  Ihip-on  board  which  Ttr  George  Rod- 
ney then  hoifted  his  flag  as  comiijander-r in-chief  on  tht 
■  Wefl-India  f^tion.  Sir  Charits,  as  captain  of  the  fleer, 
coafequently  had  the  temporary  rank  of  rear-admiral.  This 
'  appointment  being  mare  con^icutius  than  any  he  had  been 
fortunate  enough  to  hold  previous  to  it,  he  failed  not  to 
-  dillinguifh  himfelf  in  the  mod  confpicuous  manner,  more 
particularly  on  an  occafioii  lliat  required  his  utmofl  exer- 
tion, the  engagement  with  the  count  De  GraHi;,  on  the 
9th  and  12th  of  April,  1782. 

SirGeorge  Rodney  himfelf  IE  faid  to  hare  candidly con- 
fefled,  to  all  his  private  friends,  his  fuccefs  was  in  no  Anall 
degree  owing  to  the  advice  and  great  afliflance  he  derived 
from  Or  Charles.  In  the  efGcial  difpaiches  he  paid  him 
the  following  well-deferved  compliment.  "  My  own 
.captain,  fir  Charles  Douglafs,  merits  every  thing  I  can 
poflibly  fay :  his  unremitted  diligence,  and  a£livity  greatly 
eafed  me  in  the  unavoidable  fatigue  of  the  day*-" 

After  the  return  of  lord  Rodney  to  England,  fir  Charles 

continued  to  retain,  during  the  whole  remainder  of  the 

war;  his  former  polt  under  admiril  Pigot,  who  fucceed^ 

hislordAiipin  comiiland.  But  noeventin  the  fmallell degree 

confoquential  took  place,  and  peace  being  concluded,  he 

returned  to  ^glanil  in  17$}.     Not  long  after  hi;  arfival, 

that  i$  to  fay,  in  Oftober  1783,  having  hoifted  hij  broad 

pendant  as  an  ellabUllKd  commodore,  on  board  the  AjSU- 

ance,  of  fifty  guns,  he  proceeded  to  Nova  Scotia,  bci<og 

appointed  commander-in-chief  on  that  ftation.

Edinlntrgh,  early  in  February,  of  an  apopleSic  fit,  as 
entering  a  publk  toom.  I'bc  folloning  laconic,  thongh 
truly  honourable  chanfiler,  was  given  of  him  in  Coate  of 
the  penddical  publications  of  that  year,  "  that  he  was  a 
Vet7  good,  a  very  brave,  ahd  a  very  honeft  nnn."  We 
mtdt  rtot  forget  to  mention,  that  h«  had  a  panictilar  turn 
for  mechanical  purfuits,  elpecJally  when  th^  tended  to 
fuch  contrivances,  Or  inventions,  as  might  in  any  degree 
^neht  the  fervice.  The  locks  introduced  into  the  navy  t^ 
byadvice  of  general  Pefagnliers,  about  the  year  1758, 
was  revived  and  improved  by  firCharlesj-whocAufedthem 
TO  be  applied,  according  to  an  invention  of  his  own,  to  all 
the  cannot)  in  the  Duke.  They  have  been  adopted,  with 
good  fuccefs,  on  board  fome  other  (hips ;  but  they  certainly 
are  by  no  means  in  univerfal  ufe,  as  foine  have  afiertcd.  - 

BRATHWAITE,  Richard.— This  genUeman,  who  is 
now  living,  is  defcended  from  a  very  refpedable  family 
long  fettled  in  the  county  of  Weftmorcland.  He  went  to  Tea 
Rtxwt  the  yeaf  1743,  under  the  patronage  of  fir  C.  Ogle, 
his  relation,  who  was  then  commander-in-chief  on  the 
.  JatAaica  ftation.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  en  the  9th  erf  May,  1755,  at  the  fpecial  recommen- 
dation of  fir  E.Hawke,  and  alter  promoted  to  the  nmk  of 
fiemmander  00  the  29th  of  Noven.bcr,  1756.  We  know 
BOt,  however,  in  what  fervices  he  was  engaged,  during 
the  time  he  continued  in  either  (lation.  We  believe  him 
to  have  been  emptoyed  in  the  Mediterranean,  where  he  was, 
on  th*  6th  of  April,  1761,  promoted  to  be  captain  of  the 
Sha&aon  frigate.  .  He  was  immediately  afterwards  ordered 
to  England,  and  brought,  as  prifoners  from  Gibraltar,  a 
tiua^r  of  pirate^,  accufed  of  robbing  ft  Dutch  thip,  on 
^oard'  which  they  bad  committsd  the  taoH  cruel  enor- 
mities. He  wa£,  after  the  Shaimon  had  been  refiued^. 
^rdcftd  on  Channel  fervice,  where  he  centinued  dur- 
ing ihe  remainder  of  the  war.      Aftit   its  conclufion

"vras  promoted  to  the  Liverpool,  of  twenty-cidit  gims,  in 
"which  he  ;^in  proceeded  to  Ncwfoundlanci,^  where  he 
continued  two  yeare,  and  was  from  thence  ordered  to  tht 
Mediterranean,  where  he  remained  till  1772.  Captain 
Erathwaite'Bnextappointmentwasthatorthe  Centurion^  of 
fifty  guns,  to  which  he  was  commiflioned  in  1775,  and  Sr- 
deiea  to  North  America,  where  he  continued  tiH  theend  of 
the  year  1778,  aflively  employed  on  a  variety  of  fervices, 
"nhtch  it  is  ncedlefs  to  particularize  here ;  the  mod  confe- 
qucnlial  nf  thetp  having  already  been  related  in  our  account 
of  earl  Howe,  the  commander-in-chief  on  that  fUtion. 

Hoftilitics  having  commenced  with  France  in  1778, 
and  it  being  deemed  expedient  to  detach  a  ilrong  bot^  cff 
troops,  together  with  fome  fhips  of  war  to  the  Weft 
Indies,  captain  Brathwaite  was  ordered  thither,  with 
conunodore  Hotham,  Almoft  immediately  af^er  his  ar- 
Tival  there,  that  is  to  fay,  in  the  month  of  December,  he 
was  prefent,  under  admiral  Barrington,  at  St.  Lucia, 
when  the  count  D'Eftaing,  at  the  hrad  of  twelve  fail  of 
the  line,  and  ten  frigates,  befides  feveral  fmallcr  velfels, 
Was  repulfed  with  difgrace,  in  the  attack  made  by  him  oh 
four  Bruifli  {hips  of  the  line,  three  of  fifty  guns*,  and 
four  or  five  frigates*  or  floops  of  war.  Captain  Brath- 
ivaitc  continued  on  the  fame  ftation  till  the  middle  of  the 
year  1780,  but  without  being  fortunaio,  enough  to  moe^ 
'with  any  occalion  requiring  any  particular  exertjcms 
fnnilar  to  the.  firft.  At  the  time  above-flated  he 
reiuined  to  England  with  a  convov;  and  the  Cen- 
turion, being  ordered  lo  be  difinantlea,  and  repaired,  he 
was  very  foon  afterwards  promoted  to  the  Bieniaifant,  of 
Cicty-four  guns,  as  fuccefior  to  captain  Macbride.     In  the

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month  of  March  1781,  heprocecded.^with  vicerftdmrral 
Darby,  and  the  main  fleet  to  Gibraltar,  for  the  relief  of 
.that  fortiefs :  and  immcijiatelv  on  his  return  to  England, 
in  ihe  month  of  May,  was  oraered  into  the  North  Sea  to 
joiit  the  fquadron  Rationed  there,  under  vice-admiral 
Parker,  in  confequence  of  hoftilities  having  commenced 
with  the  Dutch.  He  wasprcfeni  at  the  engagement  with 
the  Dutch  admiral,  Zoutman,  and  his  fleet,  onthe  Dogger 
Bank,  in  the  month  of  Augufl  following*;  and  quittmg 
the  Blenfaifaut  at  tlte  concJunon  of  the  year,  did  not,  we 
believe,  ever  hold  any  other  comniLJIion.  Oh  September 
21,  1790,  captain  Brathwaite  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white  fquadron ;  on  tbe  ifl  of 
February,  1793,  to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  of  the  white  on 
ihe  1 2th  of  April,  1794;  atid,  laftly,  of  the  red  on  the  ift 
of  June,  1795.

CARTERET,  Richard,  —  was  promoted  to  be  com- 
fliaoder  of  a  floop  of  war,  which  is  the  firft  information 
we  have  concerning  him,  on  the  i8th  of  May,  1745,. 
J^o  other  partic)ilars  relative  to  him  are  known  to  us  till  his 
farther  aovancement  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain,  by  com.- 
miflion  bearing  date  April  the  i6ih,  '7oi,  appointing 
him  to  the  Glaigow,  of  twenty  guns.  We  believe  him  to 
have  cootinued  in  the  fame  fliip,  and  to  have  been  employed  •

nave  died  in  the  courTc  of  the  year  1780,  ; 

WILLIS,  Thomas,— ^was,  on  the  i  Ith  of  Jiily,  1747, 
appoLntcft  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  ;  and  a  commander  oil 
the  5th  of  Jnne,  IJSQ-  ■  We  believe  him  to  have  been 
appointed  to  the  Blaft  firefiiip,  of  which  vcflel  we  find  himl' 
to  have  been  commander  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
1760;  and  imagine  him  to  have  been  promoted  front 
thence,  or  from  tne  Hawke  (loop,  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of 
forty-four  guns,  which  fliip  he  was  coitimiflioned  to  orf 
.  the  4th  of  May,  1761.  He  was  immediately  ordered  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  Continued  till  about  Midfum- 
mer  in  the  enfuing  -y^arj  and  after  his  return  to  England 
does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  command.  He  died, 
we  believe,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1766! 

KEELER,  Robert, — which  gentleman  is  now  living, 
TV3S  a'ppCiinted  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  26th  of 
Atigiift,  1756 ;  and  a  commander  on  the  4ih  of  September, 
1759.  Early  in  the  year  1761,  we  find  him  captain  of 
the  rroferpine  firelhip  on  the  home  Hation.  In  the  month 
of  April  following  he  ferved  as  a'fling  commander  of  the 
Arcthufa*,  of  twenty-fix  guns;  and  fuppofe  him  to  havtf 
been  promoted  from  thence  to  be  captain  uf  the  Succefs, 
of  twenty-four  guns,  by  commillion  bearing  date  May 
the  *9th,  1761.  He  remained  but  a  very  fliort  time  In 
this  lliip^  and  removing  into  the  Dolphin,  of  the  fame 
force,  was  employed,  firlt,  on  the  North- American,  and, 
atterwards,  a  Ihort  time  before  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  , 
on  the  Mediterranean  ftation.  He  returned  from  thence, 
however,  juft  as  hoftilities  had  adlually  ceafed,  and  on  his  ■ 
nalTage  home,  we  believe,  fell  in  with,  aiid  captured,  the 
Due  D'Aqnilon,  af  rench  pacquet-boat,  bound  for  the  Eaft

txperiment,  of  fifty  guns.  He  quitted  thisfhip,  hp.Wfvcj:^ 
after  a.very  fhort  continuarice  in  it,  and  JS  not  ^ftwn,  by 
lis,  to  have  received  any  other  commiflion  till.

thbre,  ph  tbr  melancholy  ^■ccsfion  of  bringing  to  Eng- 
khd  the  ^orpfe  df  his  royal  higtxnefs  the  duke  of  York 
ftod  Albany.  He  atriTea  at  St.  Helens  on  the  28th  0/ 
OSober,  iftdr  a  paiftge  ■of  thit-ty-onc  days  ffom  Vill^ 
Frinca.-  He  afterw^ds  returned  back  to-  the  fatria 
ftation,  and  continued  theft  d\irin|  the  three  fuccceding 
years*.  ■  Afber  this  tiJne  t  wfi  believe  tiim  to  have

Nothing  material  took  place  on  that  ftation  in  addition 
to  what  we  have  already  related  in  the  account  |  of  ihe 
comnuindcr-in-chiefi-till  the  encounter,  otFthe  Capes  of 
Virginia,  with  the  French  fquadron,  commanded  Dy  the 
.Shevalierde  Temay,  onlhe  i6th  of  March,  1781,  On 
this  occafion  c^ain  Colby  led  the  Britifh  fqiiadron  into 
adion^  and,  as  vice-admiral  Arbuthnot  exprelTes  himfclf

^ut  were  compelled  to  bre»k  the  Jina  after  the  a£tlon.had 
continued  half  ao  hour.  ':Tiie  Robufte^howevei-,  in  par- 
ticular*, with  4WQ  oihcfr  (hips  of  iheBritLfli'van^  th« 
Europe,  and  Prudent,  had  fuffered  fo  fevorelyia'thc  pro; 
ceding  Ihott  a^ion,  that  Mr.  Arbutlinot  fpund  it  impro- 
per to  pnrfue  them:  that -unfortunate  .ftiip.was  fo  much 
difabled  on  this  ocuafion,  thai  flie  W3S  obliged  to  be  nripped 
^ndupdergg  (he  bell  impair,  circumitanceswtnild  admit  of,' 
at  New  york,  in  order  tojinake  it  fafe  for  ker,  even  to 
proceed  to  f^. 

-  Being  completely  difn^jillitd,  and  Jn  a  StsiXeiof  refit- 
rnent,  ^t  the  time  rear-adtnaijal  Graves  proceeded,  in  the 
monihof  September  followjiiig,  for  the  C he fapeak,  captain 
Colby  was  of  courfe  prevented  horn  prc(ceediag:with  him 
ihither.  But  though  in  a  very  crazy  flaie,  the  Robiiflc  being 
put  in  the  b^d  order  circumlUnces  permitted,  capt.  Cofby 
went  to  fea  with  the  fleet  in  ihemonth  of  dftobdr,  -when  the 
fecond  fruitlefs  attempt  was  made  for  the  deRve ranee  of 
the  earl  CornwalliE,  and,  his  army.  No  eng^emcnt,  as 
jnay  be-well  remembered,  loo^  place ;  perhaps  it  was  a 
fortunate  circumftance  for  caplain  Cofby,  ftluatcd  as  ha 
was,  that  it  did  not.  The  Robuftewas  foon  afterwards 
Ordered  to  England  for  repair,-  and  earl  Cornwallis  em- 
barked on  board  her  as  ap'aflengeri-  but  foori  after  it  got 
to  fea,  was  found  fo  extremely  craz,y,  as  to  be  incapable 
of  proceeding  in  fafety  to  Europe,  .His  lordflitp  removed 
into  a  mercham-Ihip,  and  captain  Cofby  bore  away  for 
Antigua.  After  heaving  down,  and  refilling  there,  he 
proceeded  to  England  in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1782, 
and  fafely  arrived,  with  a  convoy,  in  the  month  of  Jnly. 
After  this  time  we  do  not  find  him  to  have  held  any 
conflnidion,  as  a  private  captain.  In  1786  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  command,  with  the  rank  of  eliablilhed  com- 
modore  on  the  Mediterranean  ftation,  as  fuccelTor  to  fir 
John  Lindfcy,  who  Retired  on  account  of  his  ill  ftate  of

Nothing  ftiaterial  appears  to  have-  occurred  to  him  during^ 
the  time  he-retamed  this cotnmandi'in  which  heconiinuey 
dtmttg  the  nfiiktly  allotted  period  of  three  years,  except' 
that,  in  1788,  he  was  fent  to  vifit  the  different  flarfeary^ 
ftatct,  and  arrange-  fuch  tcnnr  *:ith  ,'lfie  Cmperor  of, 
Morocco,  that  the  Britiffa  commerce,'  as  if  Uitn  feeitoed  to' 
be  appreheftded  it  might, ^oitld  not  meet  wiih'ahy  Inter-^ 
ruplion  from  tire  corfair^.  This  negftciatSdn  and' treaj^y* ' 
he  carried  into  compteie  execotiun  with  the  greatefl  ex.- . 
a£tnefs  and  precifion.  Not  long  after  his  return  from  his_ 
IWtion,  that  is  to  fay,  on  the  zill  (if  September,  1790,  he' 
was  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white,  which  was 
his  firft  appointment  asa  ffag-officer*.  In  1792  he  was" 
appointed  to  command  at  Plymouth  t,  as  port-admiral,r 
and  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the  St.  Gcorge,'_ 
of  98  guns.  After  the  commencement  of  ho(lilitie£  wilh, 
France,  he  was  removed  from  his  laft  ftation  to  corrt'maiid' 
in  the  fleet,  fent  into  the  "Mediterranean,  under  th^  orders' 
of  lord  Hood  :  and  -about  the  fame  time,  that  is  to  fay,  the  [ 
l(l  of  February,  1793)  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral, 
of  the  blue.  He  hoifted  his  flag  on  hoard  the'  Windfor' 
Caftle,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  hut  we  find  no  other  particular 
mention  made  of  him  while  employed  on  this  fervice, 
except  that,  in  the  month  of  November,  1793,  he  was 
detached,  with  feveral  fliips  of  the  fleet,  to  Leghorn,  in 
order  lo  bring  bacit  from  thence  iive-ilock,  and  other  fup-  ' 
plies  of  provifions,  for  the  allied  troops  in  garrifon  at 
Toulon;  While  abfent  on  this  fervice  a  circumftancc 
extremely  alarming  toolc  place  in  the  fquadron  under  his 
oommand.  The  Scipio,  of  74  guns,  a  French  fliip  of  war, 

?ut  into  the  hands  of  the  Britifh,  by  the  Royalifts,  at 
"oulon,  and  then  totally  manned  with  a  French  crew," 
having  taken  fire,  and  threatened  deftniftion  both  to  the. 
fliips  m the  port,  andihe  Briiifh  fquadron.  Neverthelefs,, 
through  the  prudent  meafures  taken,  under  the  direi^ion 
of  the  vice-admiral,  added  to  a  breeze  of  wind  fortunately.

On   ij;C  26th  (if  May,  1761,  he  was  promoiefi  to  tbo> 
rank  oi  po{l-capi^in^  and  appointed  to  the  Metampe,  of, 
thirty  fix  guiis,  a  frigate  taken  a  fhort  time  before  bfttn 
the  encipy.     How,  or  on  what  fervice  he  was  at  firft  em~ 
p'liiyed  d'^s  not  appear,  hut  in  the  year  1762  he  was 
'cjidtrsi^  iq  the  cqafl  of  Afrjia,  where  hccontintied,  as  w« 
h^ic  fceu  lajighc  10  fuppofe,  during  iht  three  or  four  fuc- 
(^i xdiiig  years ;  and  ^f  ei  rieiurning  lo  England,  do  nut  know 
liim  to  havp.htld  any  nihcr  commillion  til.i  iltt  end  of  thfl- 
j^ear  17.71,.  when  he  was  appointed  to  thp  Prudent,  of 
fiicty  hnir  guns,  as  fiicceiTOT  10  captain  Alexand.i  Schomr 
berg.  On  the  ^iftof  Janujry  follovvin^(i772i  he  received

Nonipture,  or  memorable  occurrence  look  place;  but  iir 
John  having  removed  into  ihe  Dolphin,  of  twciily-four 
guns,  in  confequence  of  the  Prudent  being  ordered  to 
return  back  to  England,  he  died,  in  India,  in  the  com- 
mutdof  that  Aiip,  on  the  I9[h  of  November,  1775. 

OURRY,  Ifaac  Florimond,—  was  promoteid  to  the 
nnk  of  lieutenant  on  the  14th  of  February,  1744^5, 
and,  in  1745,  ferved  as  lieutenant  of  the  Litchfield,  as  he' 
'afterwards  did  of  the  Orford.  In  17^  he  proceeded  to' 
the  Ea(l  Indies,  under  commodore  Stevens,  as  lieutenant- 
of  the  Elizabeth,  He  was  there  advanced,  by  commiflion 
bearing  date  June  6,  1761,10  be  captain  of  the  fame  fhi'p,' 
undercommodore  Tiddcman,  who hoilted  his  broad  pendant; 
<m  board  her.  The  different  fervices  in  whichhewasengagcd 
during  this  period  have,  confequcntly,  been  already  related 
either  in  the  life  of  the  commodore",  fir  G-  Pocock,  ^r. 
Stevens,  or  {ir  Samuel  Cornifh  ;  to  thefe,  therefore,  it  is. 
ncedlefs  to  add  any  farther  particulars.  After  his  return 
from  the  Eafl  Int^es,  as  was  the  cafe  on  the  conclufion  of 
Ihe  war,  we  do  not  know  him  to  have  held  any  farther 
command  till  the  year  1771,  when,  on  the  Buckingham 
iteing  ordered  to  tnc  fame  ftalion,  icaptain  Ourry  was  com-: 
miffioned  to  her.  He  died  in  this  lliip,  at  Madrafs,  about 
<he  month  of  0<9ober  177  j. 

MIULAR,  Archibald.  —  This  gentleman,  who  we 
fuppofe  to  have  been  of  Scotch  extraSion,  was  appointed 
a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  23d  of  May,  1746;  and 
was  from  thence  advanced  to  the  rack  of  commander  on  , 
Sept.  29,  1757.  He  was  immediately  afterwards  ap-, 
pointed  tu  the  London  Bufs,  one  of  Ihe  veffels  ordered,  m 
the  beginning  of  the  cnfuing  year,  to  proceed  on  the  ex- 
pedition projeSed,  by  Mr.  Cumming,  againft  the  French 
feltlement  at  Senegal.  He  diftinguiQied  himfelf  in  the 
mod  confpicuous  and  gallant  manner  on  this  occafion,  as

cEiptain  W.  Marfh,  who  commaoded  the  armament  t. 
In  addition  to  the  circumftance  juft  related,  we  know 
nothing  farther  concerning  this  gcDtleman  till  his  pro- 
motion, on  the  i6th  of  June,  1761,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Lynn,  of  forty-four  guns.  In  this  command  he  ctmti- 
nucd  till  the  end  of  the  war,  employed  ftrlt  on  the  Medi- 
terranean, and  afterwards  as  a  cruifer  on  the  home  llatioR. 
On  the  ceflalion  of  hoftililies,  the  Lynn  being  put  out  of 
commiilion,  captain  Millar  was  not  re-appointed  to  any 
other  rtiip.     He  died  on  the  8th  of  September,  1766. 

WILSON,  Johnt, — was  promoted  from  ths  rank  of 
lieutenant,  to  be  commander  of  the  London  Bufs^,  on 
Nov.  15,  1756.  On  the  3d  of  July,  1761,  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  rank  of  port  captain,  and  appointed  to  the 
Solchay  frigaie.  We  know  not  of  any  other  command 
held  by  this  gentleman,  his  name  not  again  occurring  in 
the  fervice ;  and  fo  deficient  are  we  in  all  other  particulars 
concerning  him,  that  we  have  not  been  able  precifely  to 
colled  the  time  of  his  death,  which  we  believe  to  havt 
happejied  in  the  year  1796,  after  having  been,  for  fome 
time,  on  the  fijperannuatcd  lili  of  retired  officers. 

MEAD,  Jofeph.— This  gentleman  is  now  living.  He 
was  bred  up  10  the  fea  fervice  under  captain  Savage 
Moftyn,  and  while  with  that  officer  invented  a  very  ofe- 
fui  machine,  for  the  piirpofe  of  cleaning  Ihipsat  fea,  though 
now  rend<yed  lefs  neceiTary  on  account  of  the  recently 
adopted  mode  of  coppering  ihips  bottoms  §.  He  was 
appointed  a  lieulenanl  on  the  I9_th  of  Augu{l,  1747  ||,  and

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jfcommandc'r  on  the  5th  bf  April,  1757,  being  commiC-' 
fioned  to  the  Cr6wn  ftorefhip.  In  1760  he  was  <;aptain- 
of  the  fame  v^llel',  at  that  time  employed  on  the  North- 
American  ftation-  He  was  promoted,  we  believe  from' 
^ence  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to 
the  Fowcy,  of  twenty-four  guns,  by  commiflioo  bear* 
ing  date  July  the  7th,  1761.  He  was  employed  during" 
tbewhdle  remainder  of  the  war  on  the  Well-India  flaiibn, 
and,  .in  the  year  1762,  diftingiiiOied  himfelf  in  the  mofi' 
gsJlant  manner  during  an  adlion  with  a  Spanifh  frigate oP 
fuperior  force*.  The  a^ion  took  place  about  feven 
leagtfes  from  Cape  Tiberone;  and  after  having  been  main-' 
tained,  with  very  great  fpirit  on  both  fides,  for  an  hour 
and  an  half,  they  parted,  as  if  by  mutual  agreement,  tO' 
repair,  in  the  belt  manner  they  were  able,  the  damages 
they  had  feverally  fuftained. 

About  tert  o'clock  at  night,  thc^Fowey  being  refitted  as 
«e,U  as  her  fituation  would  then'  permit,  captain  Mead' 
again  bore  down ;  but  after  giving,  and  receiving  in  ex- 
ehsuige,  one  or  two  hroadfides  without  any  material 
efk^  being  produced,  finding  it  too  dark  to  continue  the 
aSion  with'the  precifion  he  wiflied,  he  refolved  to  make 
fail  to  windward,  and  to  renew  the  attack  at  day-break, 
keeping  a  good  look-out  for  fear  of  lofing  company :  ac- 
cordingly he  then  bore  down  on  the  enemy,  and  ran  at 
dofe  to  her  as  he  pollibly  could,  without  falling  on  board, 
before  he  fired  a  gun.  The  contett  was  now  renewed 
for  the  third  time,  and,  if  poflible,  with  greater  vigour  and 
J^irit  than  ever.  At  length,  about  halfpall  eight  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  the  Spanifh  (hip,- which  certainly  wM' 
fouglu  with  the  moft  defperate  courage,  having  received' 
leveial  Ihot  between  wind  and  water,  aa  well  as  being  in 
other  rel'peds  reduced  aimod  to  a  wreck,  hauled  dtiww 
her  colours  and  furxcndered. 

The  iipanilh  (hip  had  near  fifty  men  killed,  while  the

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dte  inferipF  numbers  of  her  ciiew  ainouaffd  to  unty  ten  nten 
killed  uid  twenty-four  .wounded.  Both  the  fbipswen  ftf 
extremely  difabled  that  neither  of  them  had  tackles  left 
with  which  they  could  hoiO  outabcwt;  nor  indeed  had  the^ 
S'fingle  boat  that  would  fwim.  Captain  Mcftd,  who  wad' 
pecuhatlylertikof  invention  in  all  fimilaf  cafes  of  difEculty, 
contrived,  by  nailing  a  tarpawiin  over  the  Ih&t  holes  of  » 
fmall  boat,,  which  he  alfo  was  ruccefsful  enough  to  knver 
down  into  the  water,  to  bring  all  the  Spaniih  officer*.  Mi 
a  part  of  the  crew  on  board  the  Fowey. 

Campbell  and  Entick  both  add  the  following  circum*^ 
fiances  relative  to  the  foregqing  aflion,  which  certainly" 
heighten,  if  that  were  ncceflaiy,  the  extraordinary  merit 
of  it ;  that  the  mailer  was  fo  dnink  as  to  be  incapable  of 
^ifibrding  the  captain  the  fmaltell  afliflance ;  the  gttnner  waa 
wounded  very  early;  and  a  lieutenant,  with  24ofthecrew> 
were  on  fhore  when  the  a*Slion  took  place,  (o  that,ias  tfecy 
might  both  concur  in  adding,  the  capture  ^f  tfais  frigate 
might,  tvith  great  judice,  be  reckoned  among  the  meft  gt(>- 
lani  a<^inns  which  took  place  during  the  war.  After  quit- 
ting the  Fowey,  we  do'not  find  captaici  Mead  mentioned  as 
holding  any  comuiidion.  We  may  naturally  owidudtf  hft 
retired  from  the  fervicc,  and  are  con6rmed  in  this  opi- 
;iion  by  finding  him,  when,  in  the-  year  1790,  in  cootci 
<)ucnce  of  a  promotion  of  tla^ofGcers,  he  became  fenior 
on  (he  lift  of  poU -captains,  put  on  the  fupcrannuated  lift 
S(s  an  officer  of  ihai  rank*. 

FITZHEREERT,  ThOTnas,— was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  navy  on  the  20th  of  February,  1755;  and  4 
<jisnmander  on  the  14th  of  March,  1760.  Ijewascom- 
dufiioned  to  the  Speedwell  floop,  and  is  not  otherwifs 
known  to  us  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1761,  when, 
llping. acting  captain  of  the  Niger  frigatej  and  employed 
on  a  c.ruife  oF  the  coafl  of  France,  he  fell  in  with  and 
09fKured,  about  twenty  leagues  to  the  fouth-well  of  Ulbant,  , 
the  Duke  de  Mazarine  French  privateer,  belonging. 
to  Brcft,  carrying  twe}vj;  guns,  and  one  hundred  and  (ixty

This,  ibough  by  no  means  itncomman  at  a  more  niiMte' 
perioclh  and  on  other  occafions,  we  totaUy  difbetievv  on- 
thepcc&nt.  Jk^rtain,  however,,  it  is,  he  contiqucd  but  » 
very  ihort  time  captain  of  the  Wager  ;  noi  have  we  any 
/uther  account  of  him  to  be  depended  on  till  the  year- 
176.7  *,  when  he  commanded  thi.-  AdvetUure,  of  thirty-two- 
guns,  on  the  Weft-India  ftation.  : 

H«w  long  he  contiRued  in  this  thip  remains  rather 
,doulnfut;  but  aur  nexjt  «rtain  information  concern- 
ing hint  is  in  the  year  J'jySi  when  he  was  appointed' 
to  the  Gublin,  of  feyenty-four  guns,  a  guardfliip  Itationed 
at  Plyinouth.  Jfc  icmoyed  from  that  (hip  in  1777," 
into  the  Raiibnal^c^  of  fixty-four  guns,  and  was  or- 
dered to  North  America,  where  he  continued  to  fervc, 
uodenhe.  orders  of  lord  Howe,  during  ihe  remainder  of 
the  current,  and,  probably,  the  whole  of  the  enfiiing 
jsart.  H.c  returned  to  England  as  a  palTengcr  in  fome 
;odier  fliip;  and  after  his  arrival  was  appointed  to  iha' 
^Iliqueux,  of  fixty-four  guns, a  Slip  then  newly  launched. 
He  retained  thiscammand  till  the  end  of  the  year  1780, 
and  thsn  quitted  it,  in  csnrequence  of  the  fliip  being  or- 
dered 10  the  Weft  Indies,  a  climate  not  perfectly  agreeing 
with  the  conAitution  of  captain  Fitzherbert. 

He  held  no  other  contmillion  tiil  the  end  of  the  yeap 
Z782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Alexander,'  of  fevenry- 
four.guns,  one  of  the  fhips  then  under  orders,  and  6<tirig 
for  foreign  fervice;  but  peace  taking  place  immediate  !y 
aftervi>ard5,  that  ftiip  was  ordered  to  be  difmantled,  and" 
put  out  of  commilTion.     In  the  monih  of  May  following

caprain  Fiizherbert  wac  at  Hali^,  and  wai  ordered  front  iheoce  b^ 
,  MiDuniMlore  Fisldiog,  to  i«inlbrcehitlordllu|i,  whom  he  aecompanied 
on  bii  cxpcditioa  to  Khodc  Uhnd. 
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he  vas  appointed  to  the  Powerful,  a  new-ftiipof  ftventy-. 
four  guns,  ordered  to  be  fitted,  as  Toon  as  launched,  for  s 
liatiMied  guardfhip  at  Plymouth.  In  thii  command  hei 
continued  during  the  ufual  period  of  three  ^eais,  and. 
appears  to  have  held  no  fubfequent  commifiion.  On- 
the  2i(l  of  September,  1790,  he  was  raifcd  to  the  rank' 
of  rear-adniiai  lA  the  blue ;  as  he  afterwards  was^  on  the' 
ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  rear  of  the  red*.  On  the. 
12th  of  April,  1794*  tie  was  advanced  to  be  vice-admiral 
of  the  bluci  and,  laftly,  to  the  fame  rank  iii  the  white 
Auadron  on  the  4th  of  July  fallowing.  This  was  the  - 
bigheA  rank  ht;  lived  to  obtain,  dying  in  a  very  few  weeksr 
after  his  laft  promotion^  ; 

MAINWARING,  William,— iras  raifed  to  th«  rank 
of  Iteutenam  in  the  navy  on  April  5,  1756;  qnd  proi>'- 
■noted  to  that  (;f  commander  on  the  9th- of  January,  1760, 
wlien  he  was  appointed  to  the  Baltimore  llQop.  On  the* 
fithof  Augull,  1 761,  he  was  advanced  to  thexank  of  po(t. 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Arundel,  of  twenty  guns,  ioi 
vhkh  Oiip.be  wa&  ordered,  fiKl  to  the  Wcfl  ladiesrantl 
from  thence  to  Virginia.  He  died  there  on  the  Phila- 
delphia Oalion  on  the  26th  of  Odober,  1763. 

INNES,  James, — ^was  appointed  a  licMtenant  in  the; 
navy  on  the  i6th  of  January,  1745-6;  and  after  continu- 
ing a  very  ftiort  time  in'lhe  intermediate  rank  of  00™-* 
maoder,  <liiring  which  iie  ferved  on  the  Weft-India  fiation^ 
vras,  in  the  month  of  June  1761,  appointed,  by  cgmmo- 
^ore  fir  James  Doiiglafs,  at  that  time  commander-in-chief' 
there,  to  be  adlng  captain  of  the  Arundel,  of  twenty  guns. 
In  this  ihip  he  was  ordered  to  England  immediately 
afterwards,  with  intelligence  of  the  capture  of  the 
idand  of  Dominica.  Soon  after  his  arrival  he  was, 
on  the  6th  of  Auguft,  1761,  promoted  to  be  captaia. 
of  the  Rye,  In  this'lhip  he  continued  during  the  re- 
mainder of  the  wart,  employed,  we  believe,  entirely  on 
the  home  Haiion.     This  {hip  being  put  out  of -eommiflioa

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hh  the  ceflation  of  hoUilitics,'  we  do  not  find  h'lra  to  have 
held  any  fiibfequcnt  commiflion  ;  nor  have  we  any  farther 
particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  we  believe  him  to 
nave  died  either  in  the  year  1779,  or  the  cnfuing. 

CORNISH,  Samuel  Pilehford,— was  the  nephew  •  of 
fir  Samuel,  Cornilh,  baronet,  of  whom  we  have  already 
given  fome  account  t.  He  was  bred  up  under  the  care 
and  inftreSIon  of  that  very  able  and  gallant  officer  his 
uncle,  who  carried  Mr.  Pitchford  with  him  to  the  Eaft 
f  Adies  in  1759 ;  and  while  vn  his  pafTage  thither,  promoted 
Mm,  on  the  6t(i  of  Auguil  following,  to  the  rank  of  Iieti-  , 
tenant.  '  Mr^  Pilehford,  continuing  under  the  fame  able 
^flrufiqr,  was  very  defcrvcdly  advanced,  by  him,  on 
Ae  i4th  of  Auguft,  17611  to  be  captain  of  the  America, 
it.  fixty  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  under  his  orders.  He 
Continued  °n  the  Ikme  {{ation  during  the  whole  remainder 
of  the  war,  and  diflinguil^ed  Fiiiqiclf  very  much  during 
Ae  expedition  againft  Manilla,  on  which  occafion  lie 
was  appointed  to  aS  as  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  battalion 
of  feameii  landed,'  to  reinforce  the  troops,  and  aflift  in  the 
fiegc. 

'  Captaiii  Pilehford  continued  in  the  fame  quarter  for 
fome  time  after  hotlilities  had  ceafed.  He  was  lying  in 
Madrafs  Road  on  the  2olh  of  Oilobcr,  1763,  when  the 
tremendous  hurricane  came  on,  which  eftc^ed  fo  much 
damage  among  the  (hipping  in  that  quarter.  The  Ame- 
rica, logither  with  the  Norfolk  and  Weymouth,  put  to 
fea,  and  were  fortunate  enough  to  furvive  the  gale,  thougli 
with  the  lofs  of  all  their  mafts.  They  got  back  to  the 
Road  on  the  24ih,  but  in  much  dUlrefs,  and  with  a 
great  deal  of  water  in  their  holds.  Captain  Pitchford 
relumed  to  England  at  the  end  of  the  year  1764,  and  is 
not  known  to  have  held  any  fubfcqiienT  command ;( till 
towards  the  conclufion  of  1781,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Arrogant,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  fliip  which  had

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undergone  a  thorough  repair,  and  was  then  tmcler  oi^ert 

for  the  Weft  Indies,  with  ladmiral  Rodfiey.  Oj^taio 
Corni'fli'  accordingly  prbceeded  thither,  and  remaintfl  thcrS 
fill  foilrie  time  aftet  the  conctufiort  of  the  war,  with  ihi 
cxceptidn  that  he  accompanied'  admiral  pigot  to  AAierica'  ' 
ttowai'dsthe'conchifionof  thefummer  17SZ.  He  continued 
on  the  fatnfi  ftatifln  after  (he  main  body  of  the  fleet  had 
teturned  tio  the  Weft  Indies,  being  d'eiach'ed  by  ihc  ad-' 
mi'ral,  unAet  lord  Hood,  to  cruife  off  B6ft6n. 

This  gentleman  doeS  hot  appear  after  peac6  had  taVeo' 
flace  again  a£  holding  any  command  till  the  year  I796» 
when,  in  confeqiience  of  the  armament  equipped,  on  the 
profped  of  a  jupture  with  Spaih,  he  Wis  'appointed  to 
the  Marlborough,  of  feyerity-four  gnrts;  bill  did  not  long 
detain  that  cbmmand  a&  i  private  explain,  being,  on  the 
aiR  of  September,  in  the  famii  yeat,  advanced  to  be 
rtjar-admitai  rtf  the  blue.  He  hbi^ed  his  flag'immedi- 
ately  on  board  the  fame  (hip,  being  appointed' to  procec^ 
with  a  fqiiadroni  ordered  ortt  to  the  Weft  lodies,  confid- 
ing of  fix  (hips  of  the  line  and  a  frigate.  '  He  failed  from 
St.  Heterts  ofi  the  26ih  of  Oaober;  but'  fhd  pfofpefl' (^ 
hofliliiics  having  vanift)e4  he  returned  immediately  to 
England,  and  arrived  at  Spiihead  on  the  I3lh  of  Februaryj' 
Wiin  three  (hips  of  the  Um;  and  a  frigate,  the  remainder 
having,  by  order,  put  into  Plymouth*.  On  the  ift  of 
February,  1793,  he  was  advanwd  to  be  rear-admiral  of 
the  red;  to  bevi^eof  Ihebliic  on  thfe  12th  ot  April,  1794.  ' 
of  the  while  on  the  4th  of  July  fillowing;  and,  laftly,  on 
the  ift  of  June,  i'7$5,.to  the  fame  rank  in  tfie  red  fqiia- 
ilron,  which  he  now  holds,  biit  has  not  taken  .upon  niia 
any  command  fince  the  vear  17^1. 

GORDON,  Thomas,— a  gentleman  of  Scotch  cx- 
tra^ion,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
27th  of  Dccetnber,  1743  ;  and  was  not  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  commander  til!  the  23d  of  May,  1757.  We  know 
nothing  of  the  particular  vefTels  or  (iations  on  which 
he  was  cniploycd  during  the  time  he  held  either  of  the 
above  ra'nks,  but  find  him  proinofed  10  that' of  poft-cap- 
t'ain,  and  appointed  to  the  Biddcford,  oi  nVenty  guns,  by 
commiflion  bearing  date  September  10,  1761,  Thiff 
VclTel  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  into  ihe  I^  rth  Sei,  ai

fortunately  perifhcdalFo.  Thofewhofuivivedigotonfltort 
in  a  very  helplcfs  conditioti,  having  been  forced  to  conn 
tinue  on  the  wieck  two  days,  the  Tea  breaking  over  then 
the  whole  time,  wilkout  any  other  fiiflenance  thait  a  Sew 
^eeed  of  nWbeafi  which  they,  with  difficulty  got  out  of 
the  Diipn  and  a  fnpalt  quantity  of  fpirkuous  liqilor.  Wo 
jgwft  not  omit  one  circumdance  relslive  to  the  death  of 
Wus  gentleman;  two  of  the  crew,  after  the  Ibi^  tlruck* 
k>^  it  by  tiuns  to  hold  htm  up,  and  proteA  hiiti  in  tha 
beft  manner  they  were  able  from  the  walhing  of  the  Tea;  ' 
but  at  lafl,  worn  out  with  fatigue,  and  by  the  extremity  <^ 
Ae  weather,. he  died.in  the  arms  of  his  fuppoiters. 

BRUSfiANE,  John, — This  gentleman,  who  is  not* 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  5th 
«£  Aaffik,  1757;  and,  we  believe,  without  palling  throtwl 
the  intermediate  rank  of  commander,  or,  at  mm, 
witAiOut  continuity  in  it  longer  than  a  few  weeks,  perha{» 
days  only,  (for  we  have  no  account  whatever  of  him, 
while  holding  that  rank)  was  pronsoted  to  be  a  poll-captaia 
in  the  navy,  by  commiHion  hearing  date  September  ths 
ft4tfa,  1761.  He  was  appointed  to  theNightingale,  a  twenty- 
gun  fbip,  at  that  time  on  the  North-American  ftation, 
hit  continued  during  a  very  fhort  time  in  this  command* 
being  quickly  promoted  to  the  E^cbo  frigate,  and 
ordered  to  the  WtH  Indies.  .  He  continued  there,  we 
believe,  till  the  conciufion  of  the  war.  This  Aip  beine 
then  put  out  of  comtniflion,  we  do  not  find  captain  Brif- 
bane  to  have  held  aiiy  farther  command  till  the  year  1769, 
when  he  was  cfHnmiflioned  to  the  Cerberus,  of  a8  giinsi 
This  frigate  was  one  of  thofe  firft  eniployed  on  the  Weft 
Jndia,  and  intended  afterwards  for  the  home  ftation,  incafe 
the  rupture  with  Spain  had  taken  place,  but  capt,  Brisbane 
quilted  his  comEoand  foon  after  that  difpute  wag  accomma> 
dated. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  contcft  with  the 
North-American  colonies,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Flora 
frigata,  of  thirty-two  guns  j  and  being  fent  out  thither 

with 
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Viih  a  convoy,  in  1776,  wtfS  embloyed  on  a  vatlety  a€ 
8efultory  expeditions,  fcarcely  fufiicienrl)'  confequentiaP 
to  require  any  particular  detail;  die  moh  material  warf 
the  purfuit  of  the  Hancock  and  Bofton  AnienCan  frigatesy 
with  their  prize,  the  Fox.  The  laA«r  was  captured  by* 
the  Flora  after  a  very  long  chace*i  flie  fornoer  by  tht: 
Rainbow,  commanded  by  fir  George  Collrer,  who  being 
eut  on  a  cruife,  and  fortunately  difcoverfn^  the  enemy^ 
♦elfels  about  the  fame  time  the  Flora  did  in  anoihai' 
Quarter,  joined  alfo  in  the  purfuit.  In  the  funliner  of  the 
year  1778,  he  was  ftationed  at  Rhode  IHand  as  fenior  or 
commanding  officer  of  a  fmall  fquadron,  confiftingof  five' 
frigates,  two  floopsofwar,  and  fome  gatlies,  left, not  oni^ 
for  the  belter  protection  of  that  port,  bm  for  the  rabr^ 
cfFe^iial  annoyance  of  the  enemy,  by  occafionaily  cruifing 
off-thc  neighbouring  coaft,  and  diftrefling  their  commerce/ 
On;ihe  28th  of  July  the  French  fleet,  confifting  of  twelve 
(hips  of  the  lipe,  and  four  frigates,  commanded  by  thri 
count -D'Eftaing,  made  its  appearance  off  Rhode  Ifland  ; 
and  after  feveral  previous  indications  of  attack  in  lefa 
force,  entered  the  harbour  with  their  whole  fleet  on  the  8th 
of  Augult.  In  conreqiience  of  this  fudden  event  the 
Britiflt  fquadron  was  either  fel  on  fire,  or  funk,  in  order  to 

Erevent  its  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  as  would 
ave  been  the  cafe  had  not  that  meafure  been  purfued. 
Captain  Brifbane  being. in  this  manner  unfortunately  de- 
prived of  his  command,  returned  to  England,  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Alcide,  a  new  (hip  of  feventy-four  gunst. 
He  quitted  this  fliip  at  the  end  of  the  year  1780,  after 
having  been  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies;  and  proceeding 
from  thence  to  America^.     After  his  return  to  Europe,

on  the  ift  of  February,  1793 ;  to  be  vice  of  the  blue  oil 
the  I2th  of  April,  1.794;  of  the  white  on  the  4th  of  Juljf 
following ;  and,  laftlyj  to  the  rank  he  now  holds,  that  tff 
vice-admiral  of  the  red  on  the  lA  of  June,  1795. 

BOYD,  John, — after  having  ferved  as  a  midfliipman 
many  years  on  board  the  Oxford)  was  promoted  to  th« 
tank  of  lieutenant  on  the  ijth  of  February,  1745-6. 
He  was  employed  on  the  home  {Ration  firfl  as  lieutenant 
of  a  (irclhip;  afterwards  in  the  Experiment,  of  twen^ 

Sns  i  and,  thirdly,  in  1 756  or  7,  in  the  Cerberus  frigatet 
:  changed  out  of  the  fbip  I  all- mentioned  into  the  I^ce- 
horfe  bomb-ketch,  and  was  ordered  immediately  after- 
vards  to  North  America,  where  he  was  noticed  by  lord 
Colville,thecommander-in-chief  on  that  {laiion.  Having 
ferved  fometimeon  board  theflag-lhip,  he  was  promoted,  by 
hiilordfliip,  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  by  commiflion 
appointing  him  to  the  Pcnfance,  of  forty  guns,  bearing 
^e  September  the  24th,  1761.  He  was  lent  Toon  after 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  where  he  exchanged  into  the  Echo 
ftigate ;  but  a  captain  being  ordered  out  from  England  br 
the  admiralty 'board,  who  were  probably  acquainted  with 
the  preceding  arrangement,  to  take  the  command  of  that 
fbip,  captain  Boyd's  commiJlion,  as  derived  under  aa 
interior  authority,  became  of  courfe  fuperceded.  He  ac 
cordingly  went  athore,  and  is  faid  to  have  died,  almofl 
immediately,,  of  mere  chagrin,  at  the  foregoing  difap- 
pointmcnt,  leaving  behind  him  a  mofl  unblemilhed  repu- 
tation, and,  of  courfe,  being  univerfally,  as  well  as  juitly 
pitied  and  lamented. 

NOTT,  John  Neal  Pleydcll, — was  ^pointed  a  lieu-' 
tenant  on  the  3d  of  July,  1756,  and  a  commander  on  the 
7lh  of  September,   1759.     He   was  promoted  to  tfaa

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rank  of  poft  captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Rofe,  of 
twenty  guns,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1761.  Hecon- 
tinuea  in  this  (hip  many  jrcars,  employed  firft,  we  bclicrc, 
on  the  North- American,  and  aflerwaids  on  the  Weft 
India  ftation.  He  remained  in  the  quarter  lall- mentioned 
fomc  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war;  and  on  his 
return  to  England,  being  {till  retained  in  commillion,  was 
for  fome  time -employed  as  a  cmifer  in  the  Britifh  Channel. 
After  quilting  this  {hip  we  do  not  find  htm  holding  any 
command  till  the  year  17791  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Centaur,  of  feventy-four  guns ;  and  having  ferved  on 
the  home  ilation  without  meeting  with  any  memorable 
occurrence  till  the  fumtner  of  the  year  1 7S0,  was  ordered 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  with  feveral  other  ftiips  of  the  line 
fcnt  finglvt  or  in  the  fquadron  under  the  orders  of  com- 
modore Walfingham,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  the 
Brililh  fleet  in  that  quarter,  commanded  by  ftr  Geoigc 
Bridges  Rodney,  He  accompanied  that  admiral  to  North 
America,  when  he  luckily  repaired  thither  to  avoid  the 

frobableconfequences  of  the  hurricane  months  in  the  Well 
ndies,  and  returned  back  again  at  the  clofe  of  the  yeAr. 
Ko  occurrence,  or  opportunity  of  adding  either  to  his 
fiune  or  fortune  appears  to  have  fallen  in  the  way  of  this 
gallant  and  truly  worthy  officer;  nor  was  he  even  fortu* 
nate  enough  in  his  death  to  prociu^,^  a  confequence  from 
it,  any  materialadvantagetohis  country.  The  ad  ion,  or 
rather  fkirmifti,  in  which  this  brave  man  fell,  was  chiefly 
memorable  for  the  lofs  his  country  fuftained  by  his  death> 
The  general  incidents  of  the  encounter  itfelf  having  been 
already  related  in  our  account  of  fir  Samuel  Hood,  who 
was  commander-in-chief* ;  to  ihefe  it  is  only  ncceilaiy 
to  add  the  peculiar  circumftances  which,  we  have  been 
informed,  produced  his  unhaj^y  fate.  Some  doubt  having 
arifen  between  himfcif,  and  the  mailer,  or  one  of  his  lieti- 
,  tenants,  relative  to  a  fignal  made  by  the  couimander-in- 
chicf,  captain  Nott  faid  he  would  go  down  into  his  cabin 
and  confuit  the  table.  The  Cenlaur  was  at  that  ttme 
fuppofcd  to  be  a  good  randotn-fhot  diftant  from  tlie 
Ctiemy,  fo  that  nothing  material  was  apprehended  as  likel; 
to  take  place;  but  an  accidental  fhot  came  through  the 
fflip,'.';  fide  and  ftriick  captain  Nott  on  the  cheft,  with  force

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]uft  fufficicnt  to  put  an  end  to  his  exiftencc.  His  fate  m» 
uniyerfally  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him  perfonally,  and 
fcarcely  Icfs  fo  by  ihofc  who  had  only  heard  his  charafter 
from  report ;  thefe,  as  well  as  his  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ance, unitingin their kmentationsofhisdeath,  as  an  able, 
a  judicious,  a  gallant  officer,  and  as  a  truly  honeft,  worthy 
man. 

The  Centaur,  whofe  firft  lieutenant  was  alfo  killed, 
together  with  ten  of  the  crew*,  was  reduced  almoft  to  a 
wreck,  having  received  a  confiderahle  number  of  (hot  be- 
tween wind  and  water,  and  having  all  her  lower  malts 
badly  wounded. ' 

HOULTON,  John, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  June  28,  i756t;  and  to  that  of  commander, 
being  appointed,  we  bell^eve  to  the  Senegal  floop,  on  June 
29,  1759.  Qn  the  5th  of  November,  1761,  he  was 
wlvanc^  to  the  Oation  of  pofl  captain,  and  being  appointed 
10  the  Mercury,  of  twenty  guns,  was  ordered,  we 
believe,  to  North  America^,  but  did  not  continue  in  the 
vcflel  laft-mentioned  many  months,  having  been  promoted, 
early  in  1762,  to  the  Entcrprize,  of  forty  guns,  a  (hip 
employed,  we  believe,  conllantly  on  the  Weft-India  (Nation 
till  Tome  time  after  theconcluHon  of  the  war.  Capt.Houlton 
appears  to  have  <jiiitted  the  (hip  laft-mentioned  in  1 764, 
and  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  com- 
miHion  till  the  year  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Montague,  a  new  (hip  of  feveniy-four  guns.  In  the 
month  of  pecejnber  he  was  ordered  out  to  Gibraltar, 
under  Or  .George  Bridges  Rtxihey,'  ard  was  one  of 
the  officers  who  afterwards  proceeded  to  the  Weft 
Indies  with  him.  In  the  aftion  with  the  count  de 
Guichen,  \olf  Mariinico,  in  the  month  of  April  1780, 
he  was  ftattoned  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
admiral    Rowley,    uid .  appears    to  '  have    been    verf

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nrarmly  enea^d,  as  well  as  his  principal,  having  had 
toine  men  Killed  and  twenty-fix  wounded.  When  fir 
GtoTgc  Rodney  proceeded  to  North  America  at  the  clofc 
of  (he  year,  the  Montague  was  one  of  the  (hips  left  in  the 
yfe&.  Indies  for  the  better  protedion  of  the  Britifh  pof 
jcfljoDs  there.  In  the  tremendous  hurricane^  which  tt 
may  be  well  remembered  happened  on  the  loth  of 
OOobcr,  (he  was  blown  out  of  St.  Lucia,  and  expe- 
rienced the  greatcll  pofTible  di(irefs  fhort  of  foun- 
dating.  The  (hip  had,  however,  the  good  fortune  to  get 
bach  to  the  Carennge  on  the  13th,  though  with  the  lofs 
of  all  her  mans,  as  well  as  her  bowfprit,  eight  feet 
water  in  her  hold,  and  her  powder  all  damaged,  fieing 
^t  into  the  harbour  and  repaired,  as  well  as  the  lituation 
tnd  other  circumltances  would  permit,  capt.  Houllon 
"was  in  a  j;xindiiion  to  join  the  f)eei  on  the  return  of  the 
commander-in-chief,  and  the  arrival  of  fir  Samuel  Hood 
from  Europe  with  a  reinforcement.  He  was  one  of  the 
Captains  detached  under  the  latter  gentleman,  in  the  month 
of  April,  ifn  the  hope  of  intercepting,  on  his  pafTage  from 
Bred,  tho  count  de  GraiTe,  whofe  arrival  was  daily  expeflcdi 
)tnd,  according  to  erroneous  information,  with  3  force 
much  inferior  to  what  adually  proved  to  be  the  c»fe.  In 
the  ikirmilli  which  took  place  on  the  agth  of  the  month 
lad- mentioned,  the  Montague  fortunately  received  but 
Ijitle  injury,  having  had  only  four  men  wounded.  Cap* 
tain  Houlton  quincd  the  command  of  the  Montague  im- 
mediately after  the  foregoing  event,  and  returned  to 
fiurope  ;  nor  iS  he  known  by  us  to  have  ever- taken  upon 
kimlielf,  any  fubfequent  command  cittitrasa  captain,  or  asa 
flag-officer.  On  the  2rft  Of  September,  1790,  he  was 
promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue,  but  lived  not  to 
obtain  any  higher  tank,  dying  in  the  courfeof  theyear  1792. 
V ;  WOLSELEYv  Charles,— brother  to  fir  William  Wol- 
fcley^  hart.*  of -Wulfcley  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  is  now 
living.

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living.  He  was  appointed  a  commander  in-  the  navy  on 
Nov.  21, 1 76o,ard  proceeded  tothe  Weft  Indies  in  a  Uoop 
of  war.  H«  was  promoted,  on  the  9th  of  ihe  fame  month  in 
the  year  enfuing,  to  bt  CBpt^in  of  the  Alarm,  a  fifth  rate, 
which  was  carried  out  to  him.  Heconiinuedbutavery  Ihoit 
time  in  (his  (hip,  and  is  faid  to  have  removed  into  fom« 
other  of  the  fame  rate  and  force,  tho'  wc  have  been  unahl* 
to  difcovcr  cither  its  name,  or  the  ferviccs'on  whiqb 
it.was  employed.  We  have  no  farther  account  of  any 
command  held  by  this  gentleman  ti!l  the  eiid  of  the  year 
1780,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  St,  Albans,  of  fixty- 
four  guns,  immediately  on  that  (hip  being  put  into  coin- 
tniflion,  after  having  received  a  thorough  repair.  He 
remained,  however,  in  this  commanij  but  a  very  (hort 
<ime,  having  been,  early  in  1781,  appointed  to  the  M«- 
nanime,  a  fhip  of  the  fame  force  juft  launched.  Not 
being  completely  ready  for  fea  when  vjce-admiral  Darb]^ 
proceeded,  in  the  month  of  March,  to  Gibraltar,  captaia 
Wolfeley  remained  at  Portfmouth,  and  was,  during  the 
abfence  of  the  fleet,  onlered,  with  fome  othei  Ihips,  into 
Che  North  Sea  with  vice-admiral  Hyde  Parker,  to  oppole 
the  Dutch  fqiiadron,  thea  known  to  be  ready  to  [ail  from 
the  Tcxel.  The  Channel  fleet  returning,  however,  foon 
afterwards,  the  Magnanime  was,  fcogjethcr  with  the 
Victory  of  the  fame  ftuiadroti,  ordered  back  to  Spitbead, 
and  replaced  by  the  fortitude  and  Bienfaifant.  The 
Magnatiime  having  beeip  originally  dellined  for  the  Eaft 
Indies,  proceeded  thither,  in  the  month  of  June  following, 
in  company  with  the  Sultan,  of  ieventy-four  guns>  hav- 
ing eight  Eafl-India  Qiips  under  their  convoy. 

Captain  Wolfeley  joined  fir  Edward  Hughes  on  the 
^oth  of  March*  1782,  with  a  crew  extremely  reduced  and 
debilitated  by  the  li:urvy,  in  confequence  of  a  very  tedious 

bath  bcEii  of  ancient  and  long  continaancc  at  ihu  [^Ke,  ai  appeari  br 
their  ancient  evidencei  without  date,  and  other  ambentic  matter,  col- 
leQed  bv  the  labour  Vnd  induflry  of  fir  Richard  St.  George,  knight, 
Clirencieni,  king  it  anni,  dediKcd  down  to  6r  Robert  Wolfeley,  of 
Woircley,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  bart.  iggs,  and  coDliniMd  down 
to  i6gs  by  Peter  Maudiiit,  efq.  Windfbr  henld.

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palTage.  On  the  I2th  of  April  following,  the  very  (i»y 
on  which  the  encounter  took  place  in  the  Weft  Indies 
between  fir  George  Rodney  and  the  count  de  Grafle,  a 
partial  aflion  tmik  plact  between  the  fotiadron  under  (ir 
Edward  Hughes  and  that  under  moniieur  de  Suffrein ; 
but,  owing  to  the  great  advantage  the  enemy  poifeiTed  in 
confcquencc  of  the  greater  number  of  their  uiips  being 
coppered  and  prime  failcrs,-  they  were  enabled  lo  point 
their  attack  with  their  whole  force  againft  fuch  pari  of  the 
Britift  fquadron  as  the  French  chef  D'Ercadre  thought 
proper.  The  Magnanimc  in  confequence  happened,  and 
It  in  foine  degree  appears  fortunately  fo,  on  account  of 
the  debilitated  ftate  of  her  crew,  to  have  been  but  flightly 
engaged,  having  had  only  fevcn  men  wounded.  In  the 
aAion  which  totA  place  off  Negapatnam,  with  the 
flme  enemy,  on  the  6th  of  July  following,  captain 
Wolfeley  was  fomcwhat  more  materially  concern- 
ed, thoiigW  fortunately  without  being  much  difabied, 
having  had  nineteen  of  his  people  killed  and  wounded :  but 
inthe  aflion  off  Trincomale,  which  took  place  on  the  3d  of 
Sepiembcr,  the  Magnanimc  fuffercd  an  heavier  iofs,  having 
twenty  men  kitted  and  wounded. 

Captain  Wolfeley  removed  foon  after  this  time  into 
the  Coventry  frigate,  in  which  fliip  he  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  captured  by  the  French  fleet,  in  Ganjam  Roads,  on 
the  loth  of  January,  17S3.  He  had  fallen  in,  on  the  fame 
morning  with  the  Blandford  Baft-India  (hip,  the  com- 
mander of  which  informed  captain  Wolfeley,  that  in  the 
courfe  of  the  preceding  night  he  had  fallen  in  with  a 
French  privateer,  which  he  had  engaged.  Captain  Wol- 
feley feeing  a  (hip  Umn  after  at  anchor  in  the  roads,  and 
fuppofmg  lier  to  be  the  privatfter,  ran  To  clofe  in  as  to 
render  cfcape  impoffiblp,  before  he  difcovered  the  enemy's 
fleet.  He  returned  to  England  after  being  exchanged,  but 
in  confeqUence  of  peace  having  taken  place,  was  not 
appointed  to  any  other  Ihip. 

On  the  2ift  of  September,  1790,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  a  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  as  he  was,  inoreover,  on 
the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  rear  of  the  red;  vice  of 
the  blue  on.thc  i2th  of  April,  179+;  of  the  white  on  the 
((.th  of  July  following;  and,  taflty,  10  that  of  vice-admiral 
of  the  red,  in  which  rank  he  now  continues,  on  June  i, 
1 795 ;  but  has  not  held  any  command  as  a  tlag-otficer. 
-    ■  PEIGHIN, 
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.  PEIGHIN,  John, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  as  fat 
back  as  the  id  of  June,  1745.  In  1757  he  ferved  in 
that  (tation  on  board  (he  Kamillies ;  and  was,  on  the  4th 
of  January,  1758,  promoted  to  be  commander  of  the 
Alderney  floop.  In  this  velTel  he  continued  uninteyupt- ' 
cd\j,  we  telieve,  till  the  ift  of  December,  1761,  when, 
having  been  ordered  out  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  he  was  there 
promoted  to  the  Seaford  frigate.  In  this  vefle!  he  con- 
tinued on  the  fame  Nation  till  Tome  time  after  peace  had 
taken  place,  and  long  as  hodilities  continued  was  em- 
ployed on  fuch  fervices  as  the  nature  of  his  cotnmand 
permitted  him  to  undertake.  At  the  fiege  of  Manilla  he 
was  one  of  the  captahis  employed  to  cover  the  landing  of 
the  troops,  and  aided  in  executing  that  fervice  with  all  the 
ability  and  attention  naturally  to  be  expedled  from  a  good 
and  gallant  officer.  He  remained  in  the  fame  quarter  of 
the  world  Come  time  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  as  we 
have  juft  now  obferved  :  and  having  returned  to  Europe, 
we  believe  in  the  courfc  of  the  year  1 765,  does  not  appear 
to  have  held  any  fubfequeat  command.  We  have  no  far- 
ther information  concerning  him*;  nor  do  we  know  pre- 
cifely  the  time  of  his  death.  Some  accounts  Hating  it 
to  hare  taken  place  early  in  the  month  of  April  1777  ; 
others  not  till  the  year  17^7,  or  the  enfiiing, 

INGLIS,  Charles.— We  know  not  at  what  time  this 
gentleman,  who  was  of  Scotch  extraction,  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  but  find  him  advanced  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  17th  of  June,  1757,  and  appointed  to 
the  Efcorte,  During  a  part  of  the  year  1760,  as  well  as 
the  enfuing,  he  ferved  in  the  Carcafs,  which,  though  faid 
by  fome  to  have  been  a  floop  of  war,  was  not  a  veflel  of 
that  clafs,  but  a  bomb-ketch.  He  was  promoted  from 
that  vcffei  to  be  captain  of  the  Newark,  of  eighty  guns, 
by  commiflion  bearing  date  December  the  15th,  i76r. 
He  retained  this  command  but  a  very  (hort  time,  and  re- 
moved into  a  fiflh  rate,  the  name  of  which,  as  well  as  the 
fervice  on  which  it  was  employed,  we  have  been  unable 
to  difcover.     After  the  conclufion  of  hoftilitics  we  hJvc

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ef  the  neccflary  refiiment  of  the  (hip  he  rommanded, 
^maiiied  unemployed  for  a.  very  few  months;  but  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  17S1  vi.ns  appointed  to  tlie  Si. 
Albans  of  Cxty-foiir  guns,  a  ihip  which  had  newly  under- 
gone a  thorough  repair. 

He  fcrved,  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1781,  iji 
<he  main  or  channel  fleet,  and  in  the  fpring  accom- 
panied vice-admiral  Darby  on  the  expedition  undeitaken 
foi  the  relief  of  Gibraltar.  At  the  conclulion  of  the  year  > 
jte  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  a  convoy;  and 
Jiaving  joined  fir  Samuel  Hood,  who  then  commanded  ia 
chief  on  the  ftaiion  juft- mentioned,  was,  immediately 
previous  to  the  ikirmifh  with  the  count  de  Gratle,  off* 
Salleten?,  on  the  asth  of  January,  1781,  appointed  to 
iead  the  fleet  on  the  Aarhoard  tack  inAead  of  captain 
^yne,  whofe  Ihip,  the  Alfred,  as  may  be  feen  on  rcfer- 
xing  to  his  life,  wag  accidentally  difablcd  from  htling  that 
jionourable  polt. 

The  St.  Albans,  however,  fuHained  no  injury  in  the 
encounter,  the  enemy  having  direSed  their  whoie  effort 
fligainft  the  rear  iUyifion,  In  the  a£tions  with  the  fame 
enemy,  on  the  9th  and  I2th  of  April  following,  he  wai 
^Imoft  equally  forunate,  having  had  only  lix  of  his  peo|^ 
wounded,  and  his  IHp  very  immaterially  damaged.  He 
^iccompanied  admiral  Pigot  to  North  America  in  the 
month  of  Auguft,  and  returned  from  thence  with  him  to- 
avards  the  concluiion  of  the  year,  without  being  fortunate 
enough  to  meet  with  any  occurrence  worthy  our  notice*, 
cither  while  ahfent  from,  01  after  he  repaired  again  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  peace  taking  place  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year  17S3,  diptain  Inglis  returned  to  England^arly 
jn  the  enfuing  fummer :  nor  do  we  know  him  ever  to^ 
haye  held  any  fubfequent  command. 

On  the  2jA  of  September,  2790,  he  was  advanced  to 
be  reaf-9dmiral  of  the  blue,  but  never  had  any  appoint- 
ment as  a  flag-officer,  nor  did  he  long  furvive  his  promo- 
jion,  dying,  at  his  boyfe  at  Suan^lide,  on  the  10th  of 
O&ober>i79i.

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ADMIRALS,  1790 — 1793. 

GQODALL,  Samuel  Granfton.  —  This  gentleman, 
who  is  now  living,  ivas  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant  on  the  lit  of  September,  1756;  and  from 
thence  to  that  of  commander  on  the  2d  of  June,  1760. 
He  was  appointed  to  the  Hazard  floop,  a  velfel  employed 
as  a  cruifer  in  the  North  Sea,  but  vrhile  occupied  in  this 
fervice  is  mentioned  only  as  having  captured,  off  the 
coaft  of  Noiway,  a  French  Dogger  privateer,  called  the 
Due  D'Ayen,  carrying  fdveu  four- pounders,  and  fixty-five 
men.  We  believe  him  to  have  been  afterwards  ordered 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  where,  on  the  3d  of  January,  176+, 
he  was  promoted  to  ibe  rank  of  poll-captain,  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  Mercuryi  of  twenty  guns.  In  this  fliip  he 
continued  cither  on  the  ftation  juft- mentioned,  or  on  the 
North  American,  whither  he  appears  to  have  afterwards 
removed,  tiil  the  year  1764. 

We  have  no  authority  to  fay  ho  held  any  fubfequent 
appointment  till  the  eve  of  the  recommencement  of  hofti- 
lities  with  France,  in  i778-  He  was  then  commiflioned 
to  the  Defiance,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  ordered 
to  be  equipped  for  Channel  fervice.  He  was  prefent  at 
the  encounter  with  the  count  D'Orvillicrs,.off  Ufhant,  on 
the  27th  of  July  following;  on  which  occafion  he  diftin- 
guifhed  himfelf  greatly,  few  fliips  having  fuffered  more  than 
■that  heconjtnanded*.  Early  in  the  enfulng  year  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Valiant,  of  feveniy-four  guiis,  as  fiicceflbr 
to  captain  Levifon  Cower  t,  and  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed on  the  home  or  channel  ftation,  progreflively  under 
the  orders  of  fir  Charles  Hardy,  admiral  Geary,  and  vice- 
admiral  Darby,  tilt  the  end  of  the  year  1781.  He  was 
.  then  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  fir  George  Bridges

Rodney, 
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Rodney,  and  in  the  memorable  encounter  of  the  12th  of 
April  was  (htioned  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear-ad- 
miral fir  Satniiel  Hood.  In  confeqiience  of  the  very 
diflinguifhed  manner  in  which  the  Valiant  was  engaged, 
that  (hip  fuHained  very  confiderabie  lofs,  having  had  one 
of  her  lieutenants,  togeiherwithninefeamen  killed  iherfifth 
lieutenant,  mafter,  and  26men  wounded.  On  the  19th  of  the 
fame  month  he  fignalifed  himfelf  no  lefs  remarkably  in  the 
MonaPalTagcthe  Vaiiautbeing  one  of  the  fqitadron  detach- 
ed, after  the  aSion  of  the  formerday,imder  ihe  orders  of  fir 
S.  Hood,  for  the  piirpofe  of  picking  up  any  fugitive  (tragi 
glers  who  might  be  endeavouring  to  elcape  after  their  late 
difcomfiture.  On  the  dayjufl-mcntloned  five  fail  weredif- 
covered, which  afterwards  proved  to  betheCaton  and  Jafon, 
,  of  64.  guns  and  fix  hundred  men  each,  frefh  ihips,  wfhich 
are  faid  not  to  have  been  in  the  preceding  a<EtionE.  A 
general  chace,' of  courfe  imtnediately  commenced;  the 
Valiant  being  the  headmoft  (hip,  and  captain  Goodall  im- 
pelled, as  well  by  the  eager  deiire  of  didingnifhing  him- 
felf, as  of  deftroytng  the  enemies  of  his  country,  crolfed  the 
fhoals  of  Cape  Roxo,  at  a  very  great  rifle  of  grounding. 
Nay,  it  is  even  afTerted,  that  the  Ihip's  keel  adual^ 
ploughed  the  foft  fand,  but  was,  by  a  great  prefs  of  fail, 
forced  ovef  (he  (hoals  in  fafety. 

Captain  Goodall  came  tip  with  the  enemy  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  reft  of  the  fijiiadron,  the 
Magnificent,  and  one  or  two  other  (hips  excepted,  being 
either  becalmed,  or  occupied  in  chacing  the  other  vclTels, 
the  Valiant  clofed,  firfl  with  the  Calon',  which  (hip, 
after  a  (hort  aftion,  having  fallen  oif  with  her  bows  to- 
wards the  Valiant,  was  raked  with  good  fuccefs,  and  im- 
mediaiely  ftruck.  The  Jafon  endeavoured  to  efcapc,  but 
being  purfued  by  capt.  Goodall,  was,  after  a  warm  conteft, 
which  continued  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  compelled  to 
furrendcr,  a-s  well  as  her  companion.  The  Valiant  had, 
on  this  occafion,  only  twelve  men  killed  and  wounded, 
the  Gazette  ftates  only  two  killed  and  (ix  wounded  ^  but 
what  confiderabiy  enhances  the  merit  of  this  a£lion  is, 
that,  in  confequence  of  her  lofles  in  the  courfe  cf  the

pre- 
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preceding  cn^gements,  the  Valiant  had  no  more  than 
five  hundred  and  fixty-five  men  on  board  lit  for  duty* 
while  the  Orew  of  the  Jafon  alone  amounted  to  upwards 
of  fix  hundred  men,  and  that  of  the  Caton  to  nearly  as 
many. 

Captain  Goodall  repaired  to  America  with  admiral 
Pigot  and  the  fleet,  on  the  approach  of  the  hurricane 
months:  and  peace  taking  place  veryfoon  after  his  having 
again  returned  to  the  Weft-India  tetion,  in  the  month  of 
Ekcember ;  no  farther  opportunity  fortunately  prefented 
itfelf  on  which  this  gentleman  could  didingulfli  himfelf. 
He  arrived  in  Europe  early  in  the  funimer,  and  during 
the  enfuing  peace  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  com- 
ipand  till  the  month  of  Time  1790,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Gibraltar,  of  eighty  guns,  one  of  the  Ihips  equipped 
for  Channel  fervice  in  confequence  of  the  rupture  which 
it  W9S  then  apprehended  was  likely  to  take  place  with 
Spain.  That,  however,  pafli|ig  over,  he  reHgned  hit 
command  foon  afterwards;  and  on  the  21ft  of  September 
following,  was  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  theblue*;a« 
he  moreover  was,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red  fquadron, 
on  Feb.  3, 1 793.  Soon  after  the  time  laft-mentioncd,  hav- 
ing -hotted  his  flag  on  board  the  Princefs  Royal,  of  9$ 
guns,  he  was  appointed  to  command  a  fquadron  ordet^ 
to  the  Mediterranean,  and  remained  for  fome  time  on  that 
Hation  as  commander  of  a  divifion  in  the  fleet  under  the 
orders  of  lord  Hood.  When  Toulon  was  taken  pofleflion 
of  by  his  loidlhip,  the  rear-admind  was  appointed  gover- 
nor of  the  city,  and  continued  to  exercife  that  high  truft 
with  great  ability,  till  the  arrival  of  lir  G.  Elliot,  from  Eng- 
land, with  a  cointnilTion  appointing  him  civil  governor,  and 
oflieutenant  general  O'Hara  from  Gibiahar,  with  a  fimilar 
rank  in  the  military  line,  which  rendered  the  rear-admiral'g 
abfence  from  his  own  natural  command  no  longer  necef- 
i(ary.     On  the  expedition  undertaken  againft  Corficat

be  confidereil  as  extraneous  to  the  duty  of  a  naval 
officer,  vrhich  the  peculiar  exigences  of  the  fervice  In 
which  he  was  engaged  rendered  indifpenfibly  neceflaty. 
Lord  Hood,  in  his  official  difpatches,  pays  him  the  jull 
cncomiunis  his  high  nnerit  claimed,  by  acknowledging 
the  obhgations  he  ^It  himfelf  under  to  the  vice-admiral*, 
not  only  for  his  promptitude  in  carrying  into  immediate 
execution  fuch  orders  as  were  immediately  in  the  profell- 
fionai  department  of  a  naval  officer,  but  by  his  great 
attention  to  fupply  the  wants  of  the  troops  ferving  on  fh<urc. 

On  the  return  of  his  lordfhip  to  England  foon  after 
the  furrender  of  the  ifland,  the  vice-admiral  remained  on 
the  fame  Itation  as  fecond  in  command  of  the  fleet  left 
there  under  the  orders  of  vice-admiral  Hotham.  In  tHc 
month  of  March  1795,  he  was  prefcnl  at  the  trifling  en- 
counter t  with  the  French  fquadron,  which  ended  in  the 
capture  of  two  of  their  (hips  of  the  line^.  Towards  the 
concluflon  of  the  year  the  vice-admiral  ftruck  his  flag  and 
returned  to  England :  fince  which  time  he  has  not  hitherto 
accepted  of  any  command, 

SAXTON,  Sir  Charles,  ^  which  gentleman  is  now 
living,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant,  by  admiral  Wefton,  on 
the  E^  India  llation.  Having  returned  to  England,  he 
ferved,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1760,  in  the  fame 
capacity  on  board  the  Modefie.  He  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  commander  on  the  nth  of  Oftober, 
1760;  but  we  know  not  either  the  names  of  the 
veffbls  to  which  he  was,  while  in  that  flation  commit* 
lioned§,  or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed.

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On  ihe  28th  of  January,  1761,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
nwik  of  port  captain,  and  appointed  to  command  the 
Magnanimc  under  commodore  lord  vifcount  Howe.  His 
'lordlhip  having  very  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the 
Princefs  Amelia,  in  compliment  to  his  royal  highnefs  the 
duke  of  York,  who  had  his  flag  on  board  that  Ibip,  captain 
Saxtoo  continued  in  'he  Magnanimc  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war,  ferving  in  the  Imall  Channel  fquadron  com- 
manded by  fir  Edward  Hawke,  and  his  royal  highnefs,  to 
which  low  ellablilhment  the  defeat  of  the  French  fleet, 
under  the  martjuis  de  Conflans,"had  rendered  it  not  inex- 
.  pedicnt  to  feduce.the  Britifh  naval  force'  on  the  home 
lUlion. 

The  fame  caiife  which  produced  this  reduAion  ren- 
dered alfo  the  whole  period,  during  which  captain  Saxton 
continued  in  the  fame  (hip,  extremely  nninteretling, 
for  it  paiTed  away  without  ihe  intervention  of  the  finallett 
memorable  occurreiKc.  The  Magnanimc  being  put  out, 
ofcommitiion  immediately  on  the  concUiHon  of  the  war, 
captain  Saxton  was  appointed  to  the  Pearl,  of  forty  guns, 
and  ordered  on  the  Newfoundland  (tation.  In  1764  he 
was  one  of  the  officers  fent,  by  commodore  fir  Hugh 
Pallifer,  into  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  to  reconnoitre 
■the  French  force  there*,  and  examine  what  infringe- 
ments they  were  making  on  the  late  treaty  of  peace. 
Quitting  the  Pearl  in  1766,  we  do  not  find  him  to 
have  held  any  farther  command  till  the  year  1770,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Phoenix,  of  forty-four  guns; 
but  quirted  that  fhip  in  the  enfuing  year,  as  foon  as  the 
difpiite  with  the  Spaitifti  court,  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Iflands,  was  adjultcd.  We  do  not  know  that  this  gen- 
tleman held  any  fiibfeqiient  command  till  fome  co'nfider- 
able  time  after  the  commencement  of  hoRilities  with 
France  In  1778,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  In- 
vincible, of  fLicjity-four  guns.  He  conliniied.  to  fervt 
on  tie  home  +  ifa  ion  till  the  end  of  the  year  178c, 
when  lie  was  ordered  to  ihe  Weft  Indies  under  ihe  coin- 
nand  uf  fir  SaJiiucI  HooJ,  who  proceeded  thither  with  a 
fqna-

Hecominued  in  the  fame 
flation  after  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  rhe  Weft  Indies, 
iind  was  ^refent-  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet,  in 
ths  month  of  January,  off  St.  Chrift^ophers.  Owing, 
however,  to  the  a«ack  of  the  enemy  having  been  princi- 
pally directed  agatnll  the  rear-divifion,  the  Invincible 
niftained  very  little  injury,  two  only  of  her  crew  beine 
Wounded.  Xhis  (hip  being  ordered  foon  after  the  flcirmiln 
juft-mentioned,  to  Jamaica,  captain  Saxton  was  not  fortu- 
nate enough  to  be  a  contributor  to  the  memorable  defeat 
of  the  count  de  Grafle  on  the  i2th  of  April  following. 
Having  proceeded  towards  the  clofe  of  the  year  to  North 
America  with  admiral  Pigot  and  the  fleet,  he  was  one  of 
the  officers  detached,  under  the  orders  of  Sir  Samuel  Hood, 
to  cruife  off  Bofton^and  did  not  on  that  account  return  to 
theWeftIndiaftation,till  fome  time  after  the  commander- 
in-chief.  Peace  having  taken  place  at  the  very  banning 
of  the  year  1783,  captain  Saxton  returned  to  England 
early  in  the  fummer;  and  the  Invincible  being  then  dif- 
mantled,  we  do  not  believe  him  to  have  ever  received  any 
other  appointment  in  this  line  of  fervice.  In  1787,  a 
rupture  being  in  fome  meafure  apprehended  with  France, 
in  confequence  of  that  court,  as  was  fuppofed,  ftrongly 
favouring  the  republican  party  in  Holland ;  and  a  number 
of  fhips  being  confequenily  ordered  to  be  fitted  with  the

The  dorm  fpeedily  blew 
over,  anij  befoi'5''that  profpefi  of  the  fame  kind,  -which 
happened  ia-r)'gio,  took  place  with  ref^ed  to  Spain,  cap- 
laia  Saxtonhad  retired  from  the  fervice  as  a  captain  ul 
the  navy.  In  1789  he  was  appointed  coiamiflioiici' 
reiident  at  Portfinouth,  an  office  he  has  ever  fioce  ctmti- 
nucd  to  fill  vriih  the  highefl  reputation,  as  well  on  account 
of  his  ability,  as  his  attentive  diligence  to,  the  duties  of 
his  fituatioD,  and  his  unbtemiflied  integrity.

We  believe,  of  French 
exlra^ion;  but  who,  being  a  defccndant  from  a  fxmily 
zealnufly  attached  to  the  Proteilant  religion,  entered  into 
the  Britilh  navy,  and  was  naturalized.  On  the  z^d  of 
March,  iysT*t  being  advanced  to  the  rapk  of  com- 
mander.Tie  was  appointed  tO  the  Haven  floop;  and  in  the  " 
month  of  Auguft,  fubfequent  to  his  being  commif&oned  to 
this  veffel,  diftinguilhed  hifflfelf  exceedingly,  under  the 
orders  of  captain  Taylor,  who  commanded  the  Seahorfo 
in  the  attack  t  of  two  French  frigates  in  Oftend  It9ad. 
Having  already  briefly  related  the  leading  circum- 
Aances  attending  this  a6lion,,as  defcribed  by  captain 
T^lor,.we  fhall  forbear  from  adding  any  thing  farther 
on  the  prefent  occalion,  except  that  the  gallantry  of  tho 
gentleman  whom  we  are  now  fpeakingof  moll  elfentially 
contributed  to  the  difcomtiture  of  the  enemy.  We  haw 
thought  it'a  very  neccflary  piece  of  jufiice  to  hischara^er 
to  fay  thus  much,  becaufe,  though  wounded  in  the  a^ion, 
he  does  not  appear  to  have  been  fo  much  attended  to,  or  fo 
well  rewarded,  as,  we  have  been  well  informed,  his  con- 
du£l  moft  juftly  merited.     We  do  not  believe  him  to  have

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long  condnued  ia  the  Raven  after  the  foregoing  event* 
but  are  otherwife  totally  unacquainted  with  all  particulars 
coDCeming  him  till  his  promotion,  on  the  i  ath  of  March, 
1762,  to  be  captain  of  the  Lively,  a  twenty-gun  (hip.  In 
this  veflel  he  remained  a  veryfliort  time  onlyj  but,  except 
that  in  1764  he  is  faid  (o  have  been  appointed'to  a  fifth 
nte,  we  have  no  farther  particulars  relative  to  the  fervice  of 
this  veiy  good  and  excellent  man,  as  he  is,  we  believe  very 
juflly,  laid  to  have  been,  whether  conftdercd  in  his  public 
fundioa  as  an  officer,  or  in  the  lefs  conlpicuous  fiation  of 
a  private  country  gentleman.

RANDELL,  James,— was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in 
the  navy  as  far  back  as  th«3ift  of  January,- if  40-1 1.  W«. 
have  no  fanher  account  of  him  tUt  hts  prornvtioo,  on  OS. 
10,  1758,  to  the  rank  of  commander,  when  he  was. 
commiflioned,  we  believe,  to  the  Julines-EHzaheth  armed 
fhip.  Certain  it  i&,  that  he  commanded  the  fTiip  laft- 
mentioned  from  the  year  1760  till  his  father  advance- 
ment  to  the  rank  of  poft-ca}aiain  in  the  navy,  and  ap* 
pcnntment  to  the  Lyme,  by  commiDion  bearing  date  March 
the  i2th,  1762.  We  have  no  farther  particulars  relative 
to  this  gentleman,  except  what  we  derive  from  Mr. 
Hardy's  hd  of  naval  officers;  and  from  thence  we  learn, 
that  he  died  in  England  in  tiie  com-fe  of  the  year  1765. 

BOTELER,Thiiip,— the  defccndant  of  a  very  ancient 
and  rcfpe^ble  family  fettled  in  the  county  of  Hertford, 
where  they  held  very  con&derable  pofTcHious^.  He  was  ap  j 
pointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  nivy  on  the  ^23d  of  February, 
1756;  and,  on  the  i6th  of  June,  1761,  was  advanced  ta 
the  tank  of  commander.  Being  afterwards  ordered  to  the 
Weft  Indies  in  a  bomb-ketch,  the  name  of  which  we  are 
unacquainted  with,  he  was  there  promoted  to  be  captain

On  ihii,  tnc  chevalier  made  a 
fignal  (o  commodore  Treville,  who  commanded  a  flyinf>  fquadron  of 
paft  of  (he  rombined  fleet,  vben  the  comtpodon  Ihewinsthat  he  uo- 
derdood  the  fignal,  maile  one  to  bii  fquadron  10  make  fail.

The  Eneliih  (hip  made  many  cHbrtt  to  ihua 
the  frigate,  but  llie  Juno  followed^ all  her  molioni,  and  ihcwcd  them, 
by  (ignalt,  to  commodore  Treville,  who  dire&ed  hii  fquadron  in  con* 
fequcnce  of  them.  The  enemy  at  lenRth  refolved  to  put  before 
the  wind,  and  the  chevalier  tacked,  to  intercept  her  cottrfe,  when, 
on  a  fuddeii,  the  chace  lay-(o,  and  (00k  in  a  reef.  Thii  appcaraiica 
of  fccuritT  made  the  chcvatier  conclude-,  at  $rft,  that  fl>e  wu  one  of- 
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Ckpt.  Botelcr  hsul  not  received,  as  is  afTerted  bjr  his  friendly 
the  fmallell  intinution  ihat  the  encmj'  was  out}  much. 
Icfs,  therefore,  fuppofing  this  aJTertion  to  be  truei  Could 
be  iavgine  that,  that  ■nemj'  was  off  Plymorith,  »id  thtl 
fleet  he  wu  in  quell  of,  many  leagues  farther  to  the  wefte 
ward.     He  appears  to  have  been  fiually  lulled  into  •

"  At  Toon  M  the  cbcniier  got  withio  ^d-Oiot  he  boilled  French 
colour*,  end  fired  a  ball.  The  encmf,  ivithout  Qtewiag  taf  coloun, 
bc^io  to  opcD  her  porti  oq  the  larboa^  fide,  which  (he  lurncd  to  ibe 
Juno.  The  chenlier  no  longer  doubted  bui  fbe  wu  an  encmj,  and 
anributed  her  deliv  in  fhewing  her  colour!  to  the  hope  Ibe  bad  enter- 
tained, that  while  Ihc  wu  unknown  Ihe  Ihould  not  be  atta^cd,  and 
flXHildgata  more  time  to  prepare  for  aOion.  Tbe  chevalier  immedi- 
atelji  came  on  the  (tarboard  lack,  and  by  a  rapid  evolution  enabled 
himrelf  to  pour  in  two  broadlidei  on  the  enemv'i  Iirboard  tjuaricr. 
The  £agliQt  fliip  did  not  boifi  her  colours  till  all  her  pom  were  open, 
and  (be  «« tead)r  to  engage  the  frigate,  when  the  chevalier,  tbinking  ■ 
^e  other  might  be  ready  only  on  one  fide,  contrived  to  quit  the  lar. 
board,  aitd  raOEc  upon  the  flarboard  lidc,  in  the  eiecuiion  of  which 
mancruvre  he  nred  two  broadGdei  on  the  enemy's  (lern  and  quarter. 
Ifc  law,  indeed,  that  (he  had  notyetgotherlovrer  tier  quite  ready  on  ibe 
fiarboard,  and  look  advantage  of  that  circumflanee.  Juft  at  that  in' 
flant  the  Gcntillc  fr^ate,  conmanded  by  tbc  baron  dc  Mengaud  dtf 
la  Hage,  who  had  crowded  (»H  u  foon  ai  lie  bad  perceived  the  lignal 
6>r  an  enemy,  came  up,  and  made  a  briflt  fire.  The  Englilh  Ihip  tbea 
began  to  fire  on  the  fngatet ;  the  Juno  received  two  bioadCdei,  but 
they  were  To  badly  pointed  that  fhe  had  not  a  Gnile  man  hurt,  not  did 
Ibe  l<^eR<Bafl;  and  the  chevalier,  who  brought  the  newt  oftiiehattlei 
WW  isniMaiit  whether  tb*  Geniillc  had  received  any  damaire.

did  he  {u[pe&  the  misfortone  which  was  about  to  bcfal' 
tiita,  that  he  is  faid  to  have  been  in  the  a£t  of  ree&ng  bis 
tuiails  when  the  cnemv's  frigate,  which  Arft  got  up 
with  him,  poured  her  oroadride  into  his  (tern.  Thu 
iffatr  beirw  afterwards  inveftlgated  before  a  court-marttal- 
at  the  clnte  of  the  ycar«  captain  Botcler  was  fentcnccd  to 
be  difmilTed  the  fcivice.  We  confequently  have  no  dr- 
iller inforinaiton  concerning  hitn»  nor  do  ws  even  know- 
whether  he  be  now  living,  or  not. 

OGLE,  Chalonerfi).— This  gentleman,  who  is  how 
living,  was  promoted  to  the  rans  of  licutenaflt  on  the 
t9th  of  November,  1745 1;  and  to  that  of  commander  on 
the  37th  of  December,  1759.  We  have  not,  however^ 
toy  account  of  him  during  the  time  he  ferved  in  either  of  ths 
ftalions  juft-mentioned,  encept  that,  towards  the  end  of 
the  period  in  which  he  held  the  latter  rank,  he  was  eiQ- 
ployed  on  the  Weft-India  ilation,  where  he  appears  to 
nave  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft  captaia,  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  Dover,  by  commilTion  bearing  date  March 
the  29th,  1762.  We  have  ao  account  of  any  fublcquent 
eommiflion  held  by  this  gentleman,  and,  confequentlv^ 
luppofe  him  to  have  lived,  with  refpe^l  to  the  fervice,  la 
miremcnt.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift  of  captains, 
as  was  the  cafe  in  1790,  he  was  put  on  Ae  lift  ot 
fupcranniiatcd  officers  in  that  rank. 

BOTTERELL,  John, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  as  early  as  the  4lh  of  September,  1742^.  fi« 
was  advanced  to  that  of  connnander  on  the  i8th  of  F*^ 
bfruary,  1760,  and  appointed  to  the  Grenada  bomb-ketch, 
in  which  vefiel  he  was  afterwards  employed  on  the  Weft- 
India  ftatlon.  He  was,  we  believe,  from  thence  promot^di 
hf  comoiiJIion  bearing  date  April  the  7th,  1763,  to  be 
captain  of  the  Succefs,  a  twenty-gun  fhip,  in  which  he 
■was,  before  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  ordered  to  North 
America.     He  continued  on- the  fame  ftatlon  fome  time

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•after  hoftilities  had  ceafed,  and  having  then  returned  to 
England,  was,  in  the  year  1767,  appointed  to  the  Squirrel, 
of  20  guns,  a  vefTel  afterwards  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the 
Weft-India  ftation.  He  continued  in  this  vefTel  till  the 
1770,  when  he  is  Taid  by  fome,  On  whofe  accounts  vrt  do 
not  indeed  place  implicit  confidence,  to  have  been  appoint-, 
ed  to  the  Jafon  frigate,  of  ihiny-two  guns.  He  is  reported, 
after  a  very  fhort  interval,  to  have  again  returned  lo  the 
Squirrel  during  a  year  or  longer>  and  to  have  been  ordered 
to  North  America.  We  have  no  account  of  his  having 
held  any  fnbfequent  cammilfion,  andconfequently  believe 
him  to  have  lived  from  the  time  jufl-Ilated,  with  lefpcA 
to  the  fervice,  in  a  (late  of  retiretnent,  except  that,  in  the 
year  1776,  or  early  in  the  fuccecding,  foon  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difpuie  with  the  American  Colonies,  he  ' 
wa«  appointed  regulating  officer  of  the  imprefs  fervice  at 
the  port  of  Whitehaven,  a  fiaiion  he  not  improbably  con- 
tinued to  retain  till  the  general  peace  took  place  in  1783. 
When  he  became  fenior  10  fome  who  had  betn  advanced  to 
be  flag  oSicers,  he  was  put  on  the  lift  of  fuperannuated 
captains,  and  did  not  long  furvivc  this  circumftance, 
dying,  at  his  houfe  in  Soho-fquare,  on  the  i2th  ot  Sep- 
tember, 1793.  in  the  feventy-etghlh  year  of  bis  age. 

CRANSTON,  James, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  21ft  of  March,  1755;  and  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  27th  of  Auguft,  1760.  He  was,  we 
believe,  appointed  to  the  Swallow  Hoop,  and  advanced 
from  that  veflel  10  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  by  comiDillion, 
to  the  Blenheim,  on  the  7th  of  April,  17&2,  which  Ihip  he 
carried  out  to  lir  C.  Saunders,  in  the  MMiierranean.  I' rom 
this  fliip  he  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the  Squirrel, 
of  twenty  guns,  and,  we  imagine,  continued  in  the  fame 
command  titl  the  year  1764:  after  which  time  we  hant 
no  account  of  his  holding  any  commilfion  till  the  year 
1770,  When  he  was  appointed  to  the  Ocean^  of  pinety 
guns,  the  flag  guardftiip  at  Plymouth,  He  removed  from 
thence,  early  in  the  enfuing  year,  into  the  Intrepid  of 
iixty-foui  DUOS,  a  (hip  &rll  commidtoncd,  as  that  hejuft 
fitted-  had  been,  for  a  guanKhip ;  but  which  was  not  long 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  He  returned  from 
thence  in  the  year  1775,  not  having  met  with  any  memor- 
able occurrence  during  the  time  he  was  abfcnt ;  and  was  not 
appointed  to  any  othcj  (hip  till  the  year  1779*  wbeu  he 
Gg  3  was 
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was  commilTioned  to  the  Defence,  of  74.  guns,  one  of  tlia 
(hips  attached  to  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.  Owing,  how, 
ever,  to  its  not  having  been  put  into  commiflion  nil  ths 
fummcr  was  far  advanced,  he  was  not  prefent  at  the 
encounter  off  Ufhant,  and  was  a  member  of  bnth  the 
court-martials  held  for  the  trials  of  admiral  K^ppel,  and 
vice-admiral  fir  Hugh  Pallifer. 

Nothing  material,  or  out  of  the  ordinary  rouline  of 
fervice  occurred  to  captain  Cranfton  during  the  year 
1779;  but  being  ordered  to  Gibraltar  with  (ir  George 
Rtxlncy  in  the  month  of  December,  he  fignalifed  himfelf 
exceedingly  in  the  encounter  with  the  Spanilh  fquadron, 
commanded  by  Don  Juan  de  Langara,  on  the  i6ih  of 
January  following.  The  Defence  received  very  confl- 
'  derable  damage  in  her  malls  and  yards,  befides  having  ten 
pien  killed,  and  twenty-one  wounded ;  but  having 
refitted  his  fliip  at  Gibraltar  as  well  as  circumltancts 
would  permit,  captain  CranOon  was  Tent  by  the  admiral 
to  Minorca  with  two  other  (hips  of  the  line,  the  Marllra- 
rotigh  and  Invincible,  to  convoy  thither  a  fleet  of  viflual- 
lers  and  Horelhips.  They  rejoined  the  admiral  on  the 
13th  of  February,  not  having  even  heard  of  any  of  the 
(BBcmy's  ftips.  The  remaining  part  of  the  current  j|ear*, 
fks  weU  u  the  whf^e  of  the  fucceeding,  was  produSive  of 
^o  memorable  event  demanding  our  notice ;  and  the  brief 
acoount  already  given  of  the  naval  tranfaidions  on  the 
tiome  Itation  in  the  memoirs  of  admiral  Darbyt,  will,  on 
referring  to  it,  be  found  fufliciently  explanatory  of  the 
ferviccs  in  which  captain  CranRon  was  engaged.  At  the 
iClofe  of  the  year  1761  he  quitted  the  comtnand  of  the 
DefenpC)  that  (hip  being  then  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies; 
but  in  a  very  few  months  afterwards  was  appointed  to  the 
Bombay  Canle,  «f  feventy.four  guns,  a  Inip  then  jud 
launched,  being  one  of  thofe  prefented  to  government  by 
the  Eaft  India  <:ompany.

C^braltar,  in  the  month  of  September,  andwedu  not,  after 
this  time,  know  him  to  have  held  any  comnailTion,  He 
^ed  at  his  hou(e  at  Lewes,  in  SulTex,  on  the  31(1  of  July, 
1790,  a  (hort  time  before  the  promotion  of  flag-officers 
took  place,  in  vrhich  it  is  moll  probable  he  would,  had  he 
lived,  been  included. 

STEWART,  Honourable  Keilh,— was  the  fourth  Too 
ef  Alexander,  feventh  earl  of  Galloway,  by  his  fecotid 
■wife,  the  lady  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Cochran,  eail 
of  Dundonald.  Having  entered  into  the  royal  ntvy  at  a 
very  early  age,  he  was,  on  the  ad  of  January,  1759,  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant*^  and  to  that  of  conv- 
tnander  on  the  nth  of  February,  1761.  What  particular 
commands  he  held,  or  what  fervices  he  was  employed  in, 
while  holding  this  Nation,  we  are  unacquainted  with,  as 
we  have  no  fubfequent  intelligence  concerning  him  till  hts 
promotion,  by  commiOion  bearing  date  April  the  7th,, 
1762,  to  be  captain  of  the  Lively,  a  twemr-gun  mip, 
employed,  towards  the  conclulion  m  the  war,  on  the  Weft 
India  Italian.  He  afterwards  proceeded  to  North  Amc^' , 
rica;  and  from  thence  having  returned  to  Europe,  pro- 
ceeded, as  we  believe,  in  1764,  to  the  Mediterranean.  He 
certair^y  fen«d  on  that  ftation  during  the  two  fucceediog 
years ;  and  is  (aid,  on  his  return  from  thence,  to  have  been 
appointed  to  a  fifth  rale.  We  are  unacquainted  whh  the 
Jubfequenl  commands  held  by  this  gentleman  for  fome 
years,  the  only  information  we  have  concerning  hii;D  being, 
that,  at  the  general  elefiion,  in  1770,  he  was  chofen  re- 
prefentative  in  parliament  for  Wigtanfliire,  in  Scotluid, 
and  was,  as  h^  been  etfewhere  rather  farcattically  re- 
mackcd,  on  all  occalitms,  the  firm  infiexibtt  fupporter  of 
every  meafure  propofcd  by  thofe  perlbns  who  then  held 
the  adm'iniftration  ofpublic  aSairs;  He  was  rechofen 
ifer  the  fame  county  at  the  general  election  in  1774;  but 
we  do  not  find  liiln  to  have  been  invelled  with  any  naval' 
tXMunand  till  hofiiUties  with  France  were  on  the  eve  of 
^omtnencing,  '

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Ektlj  in  1778  h«  irai  appointed  to  the  Bfcriridt,  of 
feventy-tour  guns,  one  of  the  fliips  intended  for  ChaDtMl 
fervice-  In  this  ffaip  he  was  tupcfent  at  the  encounter 
with  the  count  D'OiVillicrSi  off  UQiact,  on  the  a7th  df 
July  in  the  year  juft-mentioncd.  Hetvasftationedintbe 
Van  diviHon,  commanded  by  fir  R.  Harkuid,  and  die 
Berwick,  having  been  Very  conrpicuoufly  engaged,  va» 
among  thofe  (hips  which  moft  materially  fuficrcd  on  that 
occalion,  her4ors  amounting  to  ten  men  killed,  and  devsn 
wounded.  During  the  year  enfuing  he  fervcd  on  the 
home  flation,  and  in  the  famefliip,  under  the  orders  of  fir 
Charles  Hardy  i  but  met  with  bo  occurrence  meriting  any 
paiiicular  recital.  In  the  month  of  April  1780  he  was 
ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  commodore  Walling- 
faam,  and,  foon  after  his  arrival  there,  was  detached  under 
the  fame  officer,  by  fir  George  Rodney,  the  commander- 
in-chief,  to  Jamaica.  Having  received  copliderabie  da- 
mage in  the  hurricane  which  happened  in  the  month  of 
0£lnber  following,  he  refolved  to  run  for  England  under 
jury  mads,  and  arrived  in  fafety,-  without  fuliaimng  any 
^rther  injury,  in  the  month  of  December.  The  fierwick 
being  refitted,  captain  Stewart  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
■  «f  an  eUabiilhed  commodore,  and  feat  to  command  in  the 
North  Sea.  The  formidable  fquadron  fined  out  by  the 
Dutch  rendered  it  expedient  to  fend,  in  the  couife  of  the 
fummer,  a  force  into  the  German  Ocean,  fuperior  to  what 
was  originally  fuppofed  would  have  been  neceflary  to  the 
exigencies  of  that  fervice.  Vice-admiral  Parker  was 
choTeii  to  comtnand  it,  and  capiain  Bntfawaite*,  who 
.was  fenior  to  captain  Stewart,  being  one  of  the  officers 
under  his  orders,  captain  Stewart  was  compelled,  by 
the  rules  of  the  fervice,  on  joiniflg  the  fquadron,  to  ftrikc 
his  broad  pendant,  and  totally  rclinqaHh  hU  command  to 
Captain  Fcrgufoo,  who  had  before  coDomanded  the  Bcr^ 
wick  under  him. 

He  nevcrthelcfs  contihucd  On  bbard  in  the  hoDoniy 
ftation  of  a  volunteer,  Kid  was  prefent  in  that  capacity  at 
the  encounter  with  theiDntdi  admirs)  Zoutman,  off  the 
Dogger  Bank,  in  ihe  moath  of  Augtift.     'VioEMukmnl

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Piirker  havillg^re^tgAe1l  hia  cootasnd  not  lon^  iftif  this 
time,  arid  oipti  firaithwaitc  itlfb  quitting  the  fiienfatfant, 
Mr.  Stewart  igain  rcfumed  his  former  rank,  but  held  it  no 
longer  than  theconslufion  ef  the  year*,and  remained  unem- 
f  loved  aftetwards  for  two  or  three  months.  Early  in  the 
kafuing  fummer  he  wai  appointed  to  the  Cambridge,  of  80 
guns;  and,  after  a  Qiort  cruife  under  lord  Howe,  accom- 
panied him  in  the  month  of  September  to  Gibraltar. 
The  Cambridge  Was  ftationed  in  (he  hne  as  one  of  the 
feconds  to  the  Ocean,  the  flag-lhip  of  vice-admiral  Mil- 
-bank;  and  in  the  fkirmini  which  took  place  off  the 
&rcights,  with  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain, 
had  one  midlhipman  and  three  feamen  killed,  befides  two 
inidfhipmerf  with  four  feamen  wounded. 

After  ^e  return  of  the  fleet  to  England  the  Cambridge 
was  ordered  to  be  fitted  fur  the  Well  Indies,  whither 
it  was  intended  (he  fhould  procead  under  Mr.  Stew- 
art ;  but  peace  taking  place  at  the  very  commence- 
ment of  the  year  enfumg,  the  Cambridge  was,  aa 
a  natural  confequencc,  ordered  to  be  difmantled.  We 
io  not  find  this  gentleman  to  have  held  any  farther  com- 
mand till  the  year  1790,  when,  on  the  prolpe^  of  a  rup« 
ture  with  Spain,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Formidable,  of 
ninety-eight  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  ordered  to  be  fitted  for 
Channel  fcrvice.  This  palling  over,  he  religned  his  com- 
ttUnd;  aad  was,  on  the  lift  of  September  in  the  fame 
y«ir>  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  war 
farther  advanced,  on  the  iftof.  February,  1793,  to  be 
rear  of  the  red  ;  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue  on  th« 
12th  of  April,  1794.:  and,  ladly,  on  the  4th  of  July  fol- 
lowing, to  be  vice  of  the  white ;  which  laft  was  the  higheft 
rank  he  lived  to  attain.  He  never  held  any  command  at 
a  flag-officer,  and  died  at  his  feat  at  Gloceftcr,  near 
Dumfries,  iathe  j6thycarof  faisage.  On  the  3d  of  March, 
179s  t.

vember, 1760 :  but  we  have  no  particular  account  of  hiia 
while  holding  either  Ration.  On  the  12th  of  Aprily 
1762,  he  was  advanced  tu  the  rank  of  poll  captain,  and 
appoinled  to  the  Cherter,  of  fifty  guns.  How  long  he 
continued  to  command  this  ihip,  or  on  what  fervices  he 
was  employed  while  he  did  command  !t,  we  know  not, 
but,  in  1703,  we  find  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  die 
Solebay,  a  new  frigate  of  t  wenty-eiglit  guns.  He  wa>  not 
long  afterwards  ordered  to  North  America,  where  he  con- 
tinu>:d  till  the  year  1766,  and  having  then  returned  to  Eng- 
land, quilted  the  Solebay,  nor  docs  he  again  appe:^ 
holding  any  iiibfequcnt  command  till  the  year  1770,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Carysfort,  a  frigate  of  the  fame 
force  with  the  former.  In  this  fhip  he  continued  three 
years,  and  in  1777,  as  well  as  a  part  of  the  enfuing  yesr, 
commanded  the  Alarm,  of  thirty-two  guns  on  the  Medi- 
terranean flation*.  This  is  all  the  remaining  informa- 
tion we  have  been  able  to  collet  concerning  bim  on 
which  we  dare  depend.  When  he  became  entitled,  in  point 
cf  feniority,  to  the  rartk  of  a  fiag-officsr,  he  was  put  on 
.  the  lift  of  fuperannuatcd  rear-admirals,  and  we  believe  is 
now  living. 

DUCIE,  Francis  Reynolds  Morton,  Lord.  —  This 
noble  peifon,  who  is  now  living,  is  the  itephew  of  Matr 

tbc  A*Y  aficr  the  enemy  hrai  defeated,  he  loft  his  bold,  tad  hilipM 
ima  ibc  fea  wii  unfortunately;  drowKd,  noiwithflaodiog  eveiy  pt£ 
fibk  efTort  was  made  to  fave  him.

1777  captaiR  Reynolds  was  appointed  to  the  Augufta»of 
fjxty-four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  failed  for  America  ex- 
prefs,  in  the  month  of  March,  having  major  Balfour* 
pn  board  as  a  paflenger,  and  arrived  fafe  at  New  York  on 
the  9th  of  May. 

In  (he  month  of  July  following  he  failed,  under  the 
orders  of  lord  Howe,  on  the  expedition  projeded  againft 
Phitaddphia  ;  but  on  the  ijd  of  September,  being  ordered 
to  attack  a  number  of  American  gallies  moored  under 
Mud  Fort,  the  Augufta  unfortunately  took  fire  in  the 
adion  and  was  burnt  to  the  water's  edge,  although  eVerjr 
poUible  effort  was  made  to  fave  her.  Captain  Reynolds 
returned  to  England,  and  foon  after  his  arrival  was  ap. 
pointed  to  the  Jupiier,  of  fifty  guns.  In  this  Ihip  he 
proceeded,  early  in  the  month  bf  April  1779,  to  LiJbon ; 
and  on  his  paildge  thither,  having  the  Medea  frigate,  of 
twenty-eight  guns,  in  company,  fell  in  with,  and  very 
rpiritediy  engaged  a  French  Ihip  of  the  tine,  which 
he  com  pi  lied  to  feek  for  faiety  in  flight.  This 
aflion  was  rendered  the  more  honourable  to  captain 
Reynolds  from  the  circumflance  of  the  frigate  having 
bci:n  totally  prevented,  at  the  very  commencement  of  the 
adliod,  from  affording  him  any  affiilance,  by  an  unlucky 
thirty-fix  pound  ball,  which  entered  her  bow  under  water, 
and  compelled  her  to  brlnjj  to  for  the  purpofe  of  flopping 
the  leakt.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1780  this  gen- 
tleman was  promoted  to  the  Monarch,  of  feventy-four 
guns,  and  ordered  to  the  Well  Indies,  in  company  with 
the  Alfred  of  the  fame  force,  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforc- 
^g  the  ileet  employed  on  that  (lation,  under  the  orders  ot 
fir  George  Bridges  Rodney. 

Having  accompanied  the  admiral  on  his  expedition 
wainfl  the  Dutch  iiland  of  St.  Euflatia,  in  the  mpnth  of 
February,  178 1 ,  he  was  detached  in  purfuit  of  anhome-

Captain  Reynolds  came  up  with  the  obje£l  of  his  purfuit 
on  the  following  day;  and  having  ordered  captain  Harvey, 
and  lord  Charles  Fitzgerald,  in  the  Panther  and  Sybil, 
which  had  been  put  under  his  ordert,  to  purfu«,  and  tak« 

'  poirefTion  of  the  mcrchant-fhips,  he  himfclf  bore  down  to- 
the  Mars,  The  Dutch  admiral,  notwithftanding  every 
poffiblc  humane  rcmonftrance  that  could  be  maAe  to  him 
oy  captain  Reynolds,  on  the  abroluleabfurdity  of  refiftance, 
peremptorily  refufed  to  furrcnder,  A  few  guns  were, 
therefore,  through  necelGty,  fired  front  the  Monarch,  one 
of  which  unfortunately  killed  the  rath,  and  ftubborn 
admiral.  His  (hip  immediately  furrender^d,  and  was, 
with  all  the  ve^ls  under  her  convoy,  carried  in  triumph 
back  to  St.  Eufiatia. 

Captain  Reynolds  was  flationed  in  the  line  as  ohc  of 
tbe  feoondito  rear-admiral  fir  Samuel  Hood,  but^vas  not 
nattsially  concerned  in  either  of  the' encounters  which 
took  f>Iace,  daring  the  courfe  of  the  year,  with  the  French 
fleet  under  the  count  de  Graffe;  th*  firft,  in  the  Weft 
Indtel,  on  the  29th  of  April ;  and  the  fecond,  off  Cape  . 
Henry,  on  the  5th  of  September.  He  returned  to  the  Weft 
ladies  with  fir  Samuel  in  the  month  of  December,  and 
ftrved  in  his  original  ftation  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  the 
him,  as  well  in  the  flcirmiQies,  off  St.  Chriftc^er's, 
(Ml  the  25th'and  a6th  of  January,  1782,  as  in  the  more 
lerious  and  memorable  encounters  on  ihe  gth  and  12th  of 
April  followinz.  On  the  two  firft  of  thole  occalions  the 
injury  fuftained  by  the  Monarch,  although  that  fhip  was 
very  materially  engaged,  was  very  i  neon  fide  rable,  amount- 

.  ing  to  no  more  than  two  men  killed,  and  as  many  wounded ; 
but  OD  the  two  laft  ftie  was  not  equally  fortunate,  lixieen 
men,  a  greater  flaughter  than  was  made  on  board  any 
other  flup  in  the  fleet,  being  kilted,  and  thirty-three 
wounded.  Captain  Reynolds  returned  to  £ngland  early 
in  the  enfuing  fummer,  in  confequencc  of  hoftilities  hav- 
~  ing  then  ceafed,  and  the  Monarch  being  paid  off  00  hei 
arrival,  captain  Reynolds  never  took  oa  him  any  fuble- 
quent  command.  Having,  in  1785,  in  confcquence  of 
hi*  l)rgther's  deathj  fuccecdcd  fo  the  title  of  lord  Ducic, 
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be  nfigMd  his  rank  in  the  TiiFvice, »  eticninftaiice  mwtih  t» 
\te  lamented,  inafmuch  as,  though  very  forcible  n/d  ruf&> 
cient  rexfons  might  aduate  hii  tordOiip  to  this  necoibry 
and  indifpenfible  refolution,  we  cannot  be  fufpefied  either 
of  flattery,  <»- compliment,  in  the  rmallefl  degree  fhaincd, 
vben  we  fay,  that,  ia  confeijuence  of  it^  hit  country  hi* 
loft  the  future  fervice*  of- a  good,  gaUftDt>'  and  molt  able- 
•fEcer. 

Hie  lordfiiip  is  provod  marOtal  of  the  iflartd  of  Barbo' 
does,  a  linccure  office,  which  has  been  held  by  toait  perron^ 
of  his  family  many  years.  He  married,  Oftober  lo,  1774* 
Mary,  da ugnterof  Thomas  Purvisycftf.  of  Shepton  Mallet, ■ 
in  Somerfetlhire.  by  whom,  who  died  in  1 789,  he.bad  Hbe 
Thomas,  born  Augufl  31,  1776  ^  Auguftus^Frandt,  borft.

ONSLOW,  Sir  Ricbatdr— now  living,  is  the  feCo(»t> 
fbn  of  Richnrd,  brother  to  Arthur  Onflow,  efq.  teprc— 
tentative  in  parliament  for  the  town  of  Guilford ;  as  he 
afterwards  was  for  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  fpcaker  of 
the  houfe  of  commons  for  upwards  of  thirty- ^rec  .years. 
The  mother  of  llr  Richard  was  Pooley,  daughter  of 
Charles  Walton,  of  Little  Burfled,  '  in  the  county  o£ 
EfTex,  efq.  and  niece  to  the  'well-known  fir  Georgr 
Walton,  knight*.  Deriving,  therefore,  as  it  wei«,  ht—. 
tcditary  claim  to  confequence  in  his  profefiion,  he  eiUered 
early  in  life  into  the  navy,  and  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
on  the  17th  of  December,  1758  ;  he  was  from  thence  ad- 
vanced to  be  a  commander,  we  believe  of  the  Martin 
Hoop,  on  the  tith  of  February,  1761.  We  aj-e  not^ 
however,  acquainted  wi^  any  farther  particulars  con- 
cerning this  gentleman  during  the  time  i^e  held  cither 
of  the  above  ranks.  He  was  promoted,  by  commiffioft 
bearing  d;itc  April  the  14th,  1762,  to  be  captain  of  the 
Humbcr,  a  forty-gun  Ihip,  and  was  fent  out  in  a  ftVf 
months  afterwards  to  convoy  the  outward -bound  Baltic 
fleet  i  but  being  on  his  return  to  England)  in  the  month  of

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September,  with  a  fimilar  charge  under  his  proteSion,  th« 
Clip  uafonunately  ran  nn  the  fouih  ehd  of  the  Hayftwrough 
Sands  and  was  entirely  loll.  Several  of  the  merchant-veflels 
under  his  prateflion  had  the  misfortune  to  ground  alfo,  but 
their  cargoes  were  happily  faved,  as  was  the  whole  crew  of 
the  Hun^r,  one  man  only  excepted.  The  conduA  of  cap- 
taia  Oadow  having  been,  as  a  matter  of  courfe,  regularly 
invcfltgated  before  a  court-martial,  which  acquittnl  htm 
in  the  mqfi  honourable  manner  of  all  blame,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  a  fixth  rate,  the  name  of  which  we  are  unac-' 
quainted  withj  though  we  believe  him  to  have  contiiiued 
tter  captain  till  the  conclu&on  of  the  war. 

After  this  period  we  do  not  know  him  to  have  held 
any  command  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1766,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Aquilon  frigate,  of  twenty-eight 
guns,  and  ordered  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea-  Whether  ho' 
proceeded  thither  we  are  not  corredtly  informed,  but  in 
ly^-i  find  him  to  have  been  employed  in  the  fame  Ihip' 
on  tne  Mediterranean  (lation.  He  continued  thus  engaged 
till  1769  or  70,  and  having  then  returned  to  England, 
does  not  apipear  as  again  holding  any  command  till  1771, 
Vhen  he  was  appointed  tu  the  Diana  frigate,  of  thirty-two 

funs,  and  proceeded  (o  Jamaica  with  fir  Georgs 
iridges  Rodney.  He  doec  not  appear  to  us  holding 
any  fubfequcnt  command,  after  his  return  to  England, 
till  the  year  1777,  when  he  was  commillioned  to  the  St.' 
Albans,  of  fixiy-four  guns,  one  of  the  Ihips  ordered,  in  . 
the  courfe  of  the  then  current  year,  to  North  America.  He 
failed  in  the  month  of  April,  having  the  Difpatch  floop' 
under  his  orders,  as  convoy  to  a  fleet  of  tranfports  bound 
to  New  York,  The  convoy  were  in  fome  degree  dif- 
perfed,  when  1 50  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  that  port,  but 
arrived  in  fafety,  as  the  St.  Albans  herfelf  alfo  did,  early 
in  the  month  of  June- 
He  continued  on  the, North  American  flation  without 
meeting  with  any  remarkable  occurrence,  except  what 
has  been  already  related  in  our  account  of  lord  vifcount 
Howe  *,  till  the  clofe  of  the  year  1778  i  he  was  then  dif-

fiarringlon,  who  then  commanded  on  thfr  ftation  laft> 
,  mentioned  with  a  very  (lender  force.  He  returned  to  Eng-> 
'  land  early  tn  the  fummer  with  a  fleet  of  merchant-fliips 
tinder  his  convoy,  the  Sl  Albans  being  unfit  for  farther 
fcrvtce  without  &rft  undergoing  a  thorough  repair.  Not 
long  after  his  ariival  he  was  appointed  to  the  Bellona,  of 
fcyenty-four  guns,  in  which  (hip  he  continued,  unremit- 
tingly employed  in  the  home  or  Channel  fleet,  till  thd 
naa<^  the  year  1782.  The  di^reot  fervices  on  which 
be  was  e^iploycd,  iiTimatcrial  as  they  were,  have  already 
keen  enumerated  in  our  accounts  of  fir  Charles  Hardy* 
fir  Francis  Geary,  and  vice-admiral  Darby,  who  progref- 
fively  commanded  the  Britifh  fleet,  tn  the  montn  of 
September  1782,  he  failed  tinder  the  command  of  lord 
Howe  to  Gibraltar,  and  vrae  (Rationed  in  the  line  as  fecood 
to  vicc-admjnl  Milbank,  whofc  divifion,  owing  to  th* 
partial  approach  of  the  enemy,  who  had  tbo  wmd,  wa* 
but  trivially  engaged.  The  Bcltona  was  me  of  ^c  fliipo 
detached,  in  a  few  days  after  the  afiion,  to  the  Weft  . 
Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Edward  Hughes;  but  hof^ 
tilities  having  ceafed  almoft  immediately  after  hil  reach- 
ing that  llatlon,  he  returned  to  England  early  in  the  ed* 
fuing  fummer  without  having  been  fortunate  enough  to 
meet  with  the  fmallefl  opportunity  either  of  entidiing,  or 
diflii^uifhing  himfelf- 

■We  do  not  know  him  to  have  held  any  ciHnmand  fub- 
fcquent  to  his  return  to  Europe  till  the  year  1790,  When 
be  was  appointed  to  the  Magnificent,  of  feventy-fonr 
guns,  one  of  the  fleet  intended  for  Channel  fervice,  and 
equipped  ihmiigh  the  apprehenfionof  a  rupture  with  Spain, 
r<)ative  to  Nootka  Sound.  Wc  believe  him,  however, 
to  have  quitted  his  command  before  the  concluflon  of 
the  year,  focn  a^  the  idea  of  hojlilities,  which  had  been  fo 
generally  prevalent,  vanithed ;  nor  do  we  find  him  to  have 
aeain  taken  upon  him  any  other  as  a  private  captain. 
On  the  id  of  February,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  be 
—ar-admiral  of  the  white;  as.he  farther  was,  on  the  I2th 
f  April,  1794,  to  be  rear  of  the  red  :  on  the  4th  of  July, 
I  the  fame  year,  to  be  vice-admir^  of  the  white}  and. 
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Ofl  the  ill  of  June,  1795*,  to  be  vice-admirai  of  the  red. 
In  1796  he  was,  for  a  ihon  time,  port-admiral  at  Pty. 
mouth,  and  was  fooii  afierwards  appointed  fecOnd  in 
command  of  the  fleet  flaiioned  in  the  North  Sea,  under  the 
orders  of  admiral  Duncan,  to  watch  the  muttons  of  ihc 
Dutch  fleet.  He  accordingly  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Monarch,  of  feventy-four  guns;  but  no  occurrence,  fuf- 
ficicndy  memorable  to  require  any  particular  mention^ 
took  place  till  the  month  of  Oftober  1797,  when  he 
dilinguilhed  hitrfeif  moft  confpicut'ufly  in  the encounter 
with,  and  the  defeat  of  the  Dutch  fleet  under  admiral  de 
Winter. 

.  TheMonarch,whtch  was  rather afingularcifcumflance, 
was  the  Ihip  which  commetKed  the  a'^ion,  and  fuHained 
greater  injury  than  anyone  in  the  Brit  ilh  fleet,  the  Ardent 
exceptedf.  Admiral  Duncan,  who  commanded  in  chief, 
pays,  in  his  official  account  of  the  a£lion,  the  following 
very  juft  tribute  to  Mr.  Onflow's  gallantry.  "  My 
fignalSi"  fays  he,  "  were  obeyed  with  great  promptitude  t 
and  vice-admiral  Onflow,  in  the  Monarch,  bore  down  on 
the  enemy's  rear  in  the  moflgallant  manner,  his  divifion 
following  his  example."  The  condufl  of  the  vice-ad- 
miral was,  amongll  other  honours,  rewarded  with  a  patent 
of  baronetage,  bearing  date  on  the  30th  of  Ouober, 
fubfequent  to  the  a£iion.  He  has  continued  in  the 
fame  Nation  and  command  ever  fmce,  but  the  enemy 
'  have  been  too  wary  and  prudent  to  give  him  any  fccond 
opportimity  of  adding  to  his  former  well  earned  laurels. 

FALCONER,  Honourable  George,— was  the  fifth 
and  youngell  fan  of  David,  fourth  lord  Haikerton,  and 
the  lady  Catherine  Keith,  dauglfter  to  William,  feconcl 
earl  of  Kintorc  J.     Having  entered  into  the  royal  navy,  he

On  April  27,  1762,  he  was  advaix:ed  to  the  rank  of  port- 
captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Captain,  of  (ixty-four  guns, 
m  (hip  not  long  aftecwat^:  ordered  to  be  paid  off,  and 
broken  up.  Captain  Falixifmt  was  commilBoned,  before 
the  conclullon  of  the  year,  tothc  Jitno  frigate,  of  thirty-two 

Ems.  After  the  celfalion  of  hoftilities  he  proceeded  to 
ilbon,  and  reiurm"ng  from  thence  in  the  year  1 764,  was 
promoted  to  the  Etfex,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in  which  ftiip 
he  was  ordered  out  to  ihe  coaft  of  Africa.  After  iiis  return 
from  thence  he  is  not  known  to  ut.  as  holding-  any  fubfe- 
quent  command  till  1775,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Mars,  of  feventy-four  guns,  one  of  the  giiarJfhips 
ftationed  in  the  Mcdway,  After  the  difpute  had  com- 
menced wiih  the  American  Colonies,  captain  Falconer 
Was  one  of  the  officers  ordered  to  cruife  in  the  Bay  of 
Bifcay,  and  off  the  ccaft  of  France,  as  well  for  the  pnj- 
te^kin  of  the  Briiifh  commerce,  as  the  annoyance  of  the 
American,  The  only  fuccefs,  however,  he  is  known  by 
us  to  have  met  wiih,  while  thus  occupied,  was  the  capture 
xif  an  American  merchant  brig,  in  tlie  month  of  Oflober 
I777i  bound  from  pharleftown  to  Bourdeaiix,  with  1 
cargo  of  inconliderable  value.  He  did  not  proceed  to  fea 
aftflf  the  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France,  and 
we  believe  the  caufe  of  this  inaflivity  to  have  b.en,  that 
the  Mars  was  found  to  be  fo  much  oui  of  repair  as  W  be 
unfit  for  farther  fervice*.  He  died  before  receiving  any 
fMbfequent  appointment,  but  whether  he  continued  captain 
of  the  Mars  till  the,  ume  of  htc  deccale  we  know  netr  as 
we  are  not  precifely  infprmed  when  it  happened,  but  be- 
lieve, either  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 778,  or  the  beginoii^ 
of  the  enfuing.       '

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Shirley,  James,— was  apiiointc^  9  Ikutenant  Ai 
the  9th  of  Oftober,  1 746 ;  and,  after  continuing  in  that 
rank  many  years,  was  promoted  to  be  a  commander  on 
tlie  I5lh  of  Odiiiber,  1759.  Towards  cTie  latter  end  of 
his  continuatice  in  this  rant  he  was  captain  of  the  Fortune 
floop;  and  from  thence,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1762,  being 
promoted  to  be  a  pefl-captain,  was  appointed  to  the 
Princefs  Mjry.  This  command  was  giVcB  him  merely 
fw  the  purpofe  of  beftowing  rank,  as  he  was  not  long 
afterwards  commiffiorved  to  the  Lark,  of  thirty-two  guns. 
He  quitted  this  fhip  on  the  cefTation  ot  holtiiities  in  the 
Cnfuing  year;  nor  do  we  know  him  ever  to  have_he]dany 
fubfe^uent  command,  excepting  that,  in  1772,  we  believe 
him  to  have  been  appointed  to  ihe  Dolphin,  of  twenty-  .

ELLYS,  Charles,— was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieil- 
Tcnam  on  the  ift  of  March,  i753>  In  this  ftation  hc 
ferved  fome  time  under  fir  Peter  Denis;  and,  on  the  2tfl 
ofNovcmber,  i76o,wasraifed  to  thatof commander.  Hd 
Was  appointed  we  believe  to  the  Efcort  floop,  and  being 
employed  in  the  en  riiingyear,undercommodoreKeppel,  oft 
Ihe  expedition  againll  Belleifle,  was  fent  exprcft  with  an  ac^ 
count  of  the  firft  landing,  which  failed ;  but,  except  in  this 
refpei3,we  have  noaccount  concerning  him  till  his  advance- 
ment to  the  rank  of  po({-captain,  by  commifliun  bearing 
date  May  the  loth,  1762,  appointing  him  to  theBellona, 
of  feventy-four  guns.  In  this  fllip  he  continued  during  a 
Very^ftort  fpace ;  and,  fome  time  after  peace  was  con- 
cluded, Was  appointed  to  a  frigate,  the  name  of  wHich  is 
Unknown  to  us.  He  afterwards  commanded  the  Trident^ 
of  64  guns,  (he  flagfhip  of  fir  P.  Denis,  on  the  Mediterra- 
nean nation,  but  we  do  not  find  him  ever  again  men- 
tioned as  holding  any  fubfet^uent  command ;  nor  have  we 
been  able  to  collect  any  farther  particulars  concerning 
htm,  except  that  when,  in  1793,  he  became  fenior  on  the

HALLUM,  Thomas. — This  gentleman,  who  is  now 
living,  is  faid  to  have  been  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  as  far  back  as  the  6th  of  January,  1741-3.  In  1755 
he  was  lieutenant  of  the  Elfex  under  captain  Harlatidy 
and  removed  not  long  afierwards,  with  that  gentleman, 
into  the  Conqueror.  He  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
commander  on  the  icthof  Auguft,  1759;  but  to  what  par- 
ticular veflel  or  command  he  was  appointed  we  know  not, 
.till  1761,  when  we  lind  him  captain  of  the  Scorpion  floopof 
war.  On  the  a+rfi  of  May,  1762,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rant  of  polt-caplain,  and  appointed  to  the  Ludlow 
Cadle:  after  continuing  for  fome  lime  on  the  home 
.Itatton  he  was  ordered,  in  1763,  to  the  coaft  of  Africa  ; 
and,  on  his  return  from  thence  in  the  enfuing  year,  was 
paid  off  from  that  fhip.  Some  time  after  the  commence- 
ment of  hoftilitieswith  Fiance,  in  1778,  he  uws  appointed 
to  the  Qiieen,  the  flagfhip  of  his  former  friend,  and  patron, 
vice-admiral  Harlandi  and  was  afterwards  commiflioned 
to  the  Royal  George,  into  which  Ihip  it  was  intended  the 
vice-admiral  Hiould  have  removed.  He  quilled  this  com- 
mand, we  believe  in  a  IhQrt  time,  when  fir  Robert  himfelf 
retired. 

In  1793,  in  confequence  of  the  promotion  of  flag* 
officers  then  made,  which  extended  very  confiderablv' be- 
low him  on  the  lift  of  captains,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  on  the  fuperannuated  lid. 

RUTHVEN,  Honourable  John,— was  the  fecond  fon 
of  James,  third  lord  Ruthven,  by  the  lady  Anne,  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  to  James,  earl  of  Buie,.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  tiie  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  23^  of  December, 
1760;  and,  after  a  very  fliort  continuance  in  the  interme- 
diate fta^ion  of  commander,  was  promoted  to  that  of 
poft-captain  in  the  navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Terpficbtwe 
frigate,  bycommillion  bearing  date  May  ihe  24ih,  1762. 
In  this  ihip'he  continued  till  after  the  coiiclufion  of  hofti- 
lities,  employed,  firJt  on  the  home  ftaiion",  and  after- 
wards  on  the  Lifbon,  and  Mediterranean.      Not  long

after  his  arrival  on  the  latter,  he,  in  1764,  removed  into 
the  Guadalaupe,  of  thirty-two  gnrs,  a  frigate  employed 
on  the  Tame  ftation.  He  continued  there,  and  in  the  fame 
(hip,  till  the  year  1767;  but  from  this  time  appears  to 
faav^  been  unemployed  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Glory  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  which 
(hip  was  afterwards  named  the  Apollo.  In  this  command 
he  continued,  we  believe,  till  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
happened,  according  to  the  bell  information  ne  have  been 
able  to  procure,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1771 ;  but  fome 
of  the  Peetages  erroneouily  ilate  it  to  have  taken  place  in 
1778. 

KINGSMILL,  Robert  Bricc.— This  gentleman,  who 
is  now  living,  and  employed  in  aAive  fervicc,  was  pro- 
moted to  be  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  agth  of  April, 
1756.  In  the  month  of  February  1761,  he  was'appointcd 
ailing  commander  of  the  Swallow  floop,  in  which,  being 
ordered  out  on  a  cruife,  he  is  mentioned  as  having  captured  ' 
a  fnow  privateer,  belonging  to  Bayonnc,  carrying  ten  guns 
and  fevt-ntv- three  men.  On  the  3d  of  July  he  was  con- 
firmed in  nis  commillion  as  a  commander,  and  appointed 
to  the  Bafilidc  bomb-ketch,  in  which  he  was  immediately 
afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies.  Having  returned 
from  thence,  he  commanded,  in  1761,  one  of  the  yachts 
fcnt  over  to  Germany  for  her  prefent  majefty  and  her  fuite, 
-and  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain,  we  believe, 
while  on  this  ftation, beingappointed to  theCrefcent  frigate, 
by  comilHon  bearing  date  May  26,  1762,  He  continued' 
in  this  (hip,  and  on  the^fame  ftation,  fome  tithe  after  the 
condufion  of  the  war,  \)0t  having  returned  from  thenca 
till  the  end  of  the  year  1764.  Soon  after  his  arrival  ii\ 
England  the  Crefcent  was  fin  1765)  ordered  to  be  dif- 
Oiantled  and  paid  off.  In  the  year  enfuing  captain 
Brice,  in  confequcnce  of  his  marriage  with  a  Derk> 
Ihirc  lady  of  confidcrabic  fortune,  changed  his  nam^ 
to  Kingfmill,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  held  any  fub- 
fequent  command  in  the  navy  during  the  enfuing  peace, 
nor  till  the  year  1778  ;  whenalmoft  immediately  preced- 
ing the  adlual  commencement  of  hoftilities  with  France, 
he"  was  appointed  to  the  Vigilant,  of  fixty-four  guns.  ■ 
In  this  (hip,  which  was  one  of  thofe  appointed  for  home 
or  Channel  fervice,  he  was  prefent  at  the  encounter  off 
Ulhant ;  but  though  very  materially  and  diftinguilhediv 
H  h  3  engagea* 
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engaged,  had  the  fortune  to  fuftain  very  trivial  Wt*. 
He  quitted  the  VigiUm  when  that  fhip  was  ordered,  at  the 
ddfe  of  the  year,  to  the  WeQ  Indies,  and,  we  belicrc, 
held  no  farther  command  till  the  middle  of  the  fummer 
1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Elizabeth,  of  feventy-. 
four  guns,  which  had  jud  before  uudergone  a  tho- 
rough repair.  Not  being  fully  equipped  and  manned 
by  the  month  of  September,  when  ihe  grand  fleet 
faik-d  under  the  orders  of  lord  Hiiwe,  for  the  relief  uf 
Gibraltar,  capt.  Kingfmill  contjiiued  on  the  home  ftatiiMi, 
and  in  a  very  (hort  time  afterwards  was  ordered  to  the 
Eait  Indies  as  commanding  officer  of  a  fm^tl  fquadron 
intended  to  be  feot  thither  for  the  purpofe  of  replacing 
fuch  Ihips  as  were  out  of  condition,  and  unfit  for  fervke. 
He  failed  from  Spithead  on  the  i7ih  of  January,  having 
the  Grafton  and  Europe,  one  of  feventy-four,  the  other 
of  lixty-four  gimf,  with  the  Iphigenia  frigate,  under  hit 
orders.  The  fquadron,  after  hiivi-ng  encountered  much  - 
foul  weather  in  the  Bay  of  Bifcay,  was  at  length  com- 
pletely difpeifed,  the  greater  number  of  the  fhips  almoft 
totally  difmafled,  and  otherwife  fo  difabled,  that  it  was 
not  without  much  difficulty  they  effefled  their  return  to 
England.  The  Elizabeth,  which  continued  out  to  the 
laft,  in  hopes  nf  effc3ing  her  pafTage  by  dint  of  perfeyeri- 
ance,  returned  to  Spiihead,  having  lod  all  her  inp-malts, 
on  the  iH  of  February,  Peace  havit^g  been  concluded  in 
the  interval,  the  deftined  fervicc  of  the  Elizabeth  was 
changed  :  Ihe  was  ordered  to  be  fitted  as  a  guardlhip,  and 
captain  Kingfmill  appointed  to  command  her,  as  he  con* 
tinned  to dn  during  the  acuuftomeii  periiid  of  three  yearii. .  - 
Having  quitted  the  Elizabeth  it}  1786,  we  do  not  find 
him  holding  any  farther  cominani!  till  the  year  1790, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  D^ke,  a  fecond  rate^ 
one  of  the  fhips  put  into  commitSon  in  confcquencc  of 
.  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain.  The  mailer  in 
difpute  being  accommodated  before  the  conclufion  of  the 
year,  the  Duke  was  not  long  afterwards  put  out  of  com- 
mitfinn  and  difmanlled  j  nor  do  we  helieye  captain  Kingf- 
mill-to  have  ever  accepted  of  any  fubfeqiient  command  as 
a  private  captait>.     On  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  he  was

juftljr  defervcd,  the  general  applaufe  of  his  countrymen, 
and  thanks  of  government,  for  his  unremitting  aflidaiiy 
and  judicious  attention  in  the  difpofition  of  his  cruifers. 
Succcf;,  in  great  meafure  exceeding  what  the  molt  fan-

rendering  more  reiterated  Tervrccs  to  their  coiintry,  or  have 
more  materially  diltreifed  and  injured  the  common  enemy 
than  this  gentleman  ".  On  the  12th  of  April,  1794,  he 
.was  raifed  to  ihe  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red;  on  the 
4th  of  July  foilowingtobe  vice-admiral  of  the  white;  and, 
on  the  ill  of  July,  1795,  to  be  vice  of  the  red.  Delicacy 
forbids  IIS  to  be  rather  careful  in  attributing  even  that 
degree  of  merit  which  a  worthy  and  gallant  man  truly  de- 
krrts,  becaufe,  when  living,  improper  caiifes  may  be 
ridiculoujly  and  (Irangely  amgned,  by  the  invidious,  for 
fuch  honeil  praile.  We  (hall  content  ourfelves,  there- 
fore, with  briefly  remarking,  that  few  inftances  occur,  in 
which  it  is  lefs  neceflary  to  riflt  incurring  this  ki^d  of 
cenfure  than   in  the  prelent.     Thofe  perfoiis,   who  are

war,  cannpt  fail  to  admire  the  prudence,  the  zeal,  the 
profeilioiial  ability  of  the  man,  whofe  perfonal  worth,  and 
plivate  virtues,  their  want  of  iniimately  knowing  him  has, 
perhaps,  in  forae  degree,  rendered  them  unacquainted  with, 
DOUGLASS.  Stair,— was  the  younger  lun  of  iir  John 
Dougla(s,barl.  of  {Cilfiead'.in  the  kingdoin  of  Scotland.  He 
ferved  as  a  midlhipman  wilh  captain  G.  Mackenzie,  in  a 
twenty-gun  Ihip,  onthc  Weft-  India  ftation,and having  re- 
turned to  England,  was  afterwards  in- the  fame  capacity 
on  board  the  Barflegr.  He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  leth  of  December,  1756;  and  having 
feivedfirfl  under  capiain  HydeParker,in  the  Brilliant, as  he 
^fterwardt.  did  under  lord  Hawke  in  the  Royal  George,  wag 
advanced  to  that  of  commandtr  on  the  ytli  of  July,  1761, 
Some  accounts  make  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the 
Sardoineon  his  iirfl  advancement  j  but  though  of  this  cir- 
cumllance  we  are  not  fo  fully  inforreied  as  10  enable, us 
peremptorily  to  affert  it,  we  know  hjm  to  have  comtn^ndcd 
that  velTcl  for  a  confiderable  time  previous  to  his  promor 
tion  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain.  On  the  291I1  of  June, 
1762,  he  was  comiDiUioned  as  captain  of  the  (jlafgow,  of 
twenty  guns,  in  which  he  certainly  did  not  long  continue, 
being  promoted  in  the  pourfc  of  the  enfuing  ypar,  to  fay 
the  tartheft  lime,  'to  i(  e  Richmond,  of  thirty-two  guns,  in 
which  (hip  he  was  ordered  to  North  Americit,  Aftci 
his  return  from  thence,  in  the  year  1765,  he  does  not  a|h 
pear  to  haye  held  any  fubfequent  command  till  i77(, 
when  having  bten  appointed,  we  believe,  to  a  frigate 
feut  out  to  Jamaica,  he  wa^,  on  his  arrival  there, 
removed  intp  the  Dunkirk,  of  lixty  guns,  as  captain  to 
coramoilore  Mackenxie,  the  feni  or 'officer  on  that  ftation.  ' 
He  quitted  the  Dunkirk  in  1772,  that  ihip  having  then' 
returned  to  England  ;  and  being  paid  qtf,  he  was  imiTiedi-

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steljr  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Searord,  of  twenty  guns,  , 
and  ordered  out  to  Lifbon :  when  having  again  returned  to 
England,  he  removed  into  the  Squirrel  of  the  fame  force, 
and  was  once  more  fent  to  Jamaica.  He  returned  from 
thence  in  1777 ;  and  after  remaining  for  fome  months  un- 
employed, was,  in  the  month  of  September  l778,appointed 
to  the  MtHitred  frigate,  of  thirty-lwo  guns.  He  failed  froia 
Spitheadonthc  i2ihofO£lober,  having  the  HulTar  frigate, 
pommanded  by  capt.  Salter,  under  his  oiders,  as  convoy  to 
the  outward-bound  fleet  for  Lifbon  and  the  Mediterranean. 
He  remained  on  the  nation  lalt- mentioned,  and  early  in  the 
enfuing  year,  having  the  Thetis  frigate  of  the  lama  force 
in  company,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  in  with  two  French 
fbipBot  the  line,  carrying  feventy-four  guns  each.  The 
Thetis  efcaped  by  fuperior  failing,  while  the  enemy  was 
occupied  in  fccuring  the  Montreal,  Any  refiftance  to  force 
fo  fuperior  would  have  been  ridiculous,  and  ralh  in  the 
extreme,  fo  that  captain  Douglafs,  after  firing  his  guns  at 
random,  as  is  cullomary  in  fuch  cafes,  Itruck  his  colours. 
On  his  ret\irn  to  England,  after  being  exchanged,  he  was, 
in  1780,  appointed  to  the  Prince  William,  of  fixiy-four 
guns)  in  which  fliip  he  proceeded,  at  the  clofe  of  the  year, 
to  the  Weft  Indies,  under  the  orders  of  fir  Samuel  Hood. 
Hcthcrediflinguilhedhimfelfcxceedingly  by  the  great  and 
fuccefsful  exertions  he  made  to  join  the  dttadunent  under 
the  fame  admiral  immediately  previous  to  the  encounter 
with  the  count  de  Grafle,  oiF  Martinico*.  On  that  oc- 
palton,  however,  he  fuftained  but  trivial  injury,  having  only 
had  lix  men  wounded;  and  having  removed  not  long  after 
this  occurrence  into  the  Triumph,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
|ie  returned  to  England,  as  convoy  to  an  homeward-bound 
fleet  of  merchant- (hips. 

We  believe  him  to  have  returned  to  England  on  ac- 
count of  his  health,  as  we  do  not  find  hiin.again  holding 
sny  command  till  the  end  of  the  year  1782,  when  he  wat

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appointed  to  ihe  Gnfton,  of  feventy^four  gvna;  but  re. 
figiied  his  commiHion  in  a  very  few  dayi,  we  believe  «n 
Ihe  fame  accounr,  as  that  which  caafed  hia  return  from  the 
Weft  Jnriks.  We  do  not  find  any  farther  particular 
mention  made  of  him,  nor  do  we  believe  him  ever  to  have 
held  any  rubfcqucnt  command,  but  lo  have  died  at  Rich- 
mond, ill  Ysf  kwiire,  on  the  8th  of  April,  i  ySt).  Poaeffcd  of 
many,  though  ioaocent,  and  venial  eccentricilie!<,  few  men 
have  palTed  through  lile  more  refpe£lcd  and.  eftcemed,  aa 
well  on  account  of  his  private  virtues,  and  real  goodnels  of 
heart,  as  his  perfona)  gallantry  and  profefiional abilities. 

HOLMES,  Launcel(tf, — was  promoted  to  tbe  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1756;  and  to  that  of 
commander  on  the  fccond  of  the  fame  month,  in  1760. 
We  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed,  on  his  (iWl  ad- 
vancement, to  the  Ranger  floop,  but  to  have  quitted  this 
velfel  fume  time  before  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  poli- 
captain,  and  to  have  afterwards  commanded  the  Bonettq 
on  the  Well  I  ndia  Italion,  having  exchanged  with  captain 
Douthwaiie  lor  the  Kanger,  which  was  lUtioned  as  an 
home  ciuifer.  On  (he  2d  of  July,  1762,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Dover,  of  forty-foor  guns;  but  neither  ap^ 
pears  to  have  coniinued  in  tliis  command  anjr  length  of 
time,  nor  ever  lohave  held  a  fubfequent  one,  except  that  he 
is  reported  by  fume  to  have  been  afterwards  commllBoned 
toalhipoi  ihe  line  on  the  Welt  India  Nation.  He  had  ori-< 
ginalty  been  bred  up  in  the  merchant  fcrvice,  and  came 
into  the  royal  navy  at  a  lery  late  period  of  life,  a  circum- 
fiance  whith  may  well  account  for  our  not  finding  him 
more  frequently  meniioned  as  holding  anycommand.  He 
died, univerfally  lamented  as  an  nblc  good  officer,  at  Depl- 
ford,  where  it  is  faid  he  had  refKlt-d  a  confiderable  length  of 
time,  on  the  12th  of  November,  1785,  and  was  at  the  time 
of  hiE  deceafe,  as  it  is  reported,  nmeiy-feves  years  old. 

.  COLLIER,  Sir  George. — We  know  not  at  wbat  par- 
ticular lime  this  gcntlemCB  was  appointed  a  lietiienanr, 
but  imagine  him  to  have  continued  in  that  rank  but  a  very 
fliort  time.  He  was  advanced  to  the  fuperior  one  of 
commander  on  the  6th  of,^c|u[t,  1761 ;  and  from  thence 
promoted  10  be  a  poli* captain,'  by  commiflton  dated  July 
the  i2th,  1762,  appointing  him  to  theBologne  frigate,  of 
thirty>iwo  guns.  He  ciinttnucd  in  this  fhip  till  after 
peace 
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peace  was  concluded,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  , 
1763  was  appointed  to  the  Edgar,  offlxtyguns,  one  of 
the  suartKhips  liationcd  at  Plymouth.  He  continued  to 
hold  this  command  during  the  ufuaily  alloitcd  period  of 
three  years.  In  1 770  he  was  commifuoned  to  the  Tweed 
frigate  of  thirty-ftx;  and  after  a  fliort  continuance 
in  that  (hip  was  appointed  to  the  Levant,  of  twenty-eight ; 
from  whence  he  again  removed,  towardj  the  end  of  the 
year  1771,  into  the  Flora,  of  thirty-two  suns.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  ihip  till  1773,  and  is  not  known  by  us  to 
have  held  any  fubfequcnt  command  till  the  commence- 
ment of  the  difpute  with  the  North  American  colonies,  in 
1775.  He  was  then  appointed  to  the  Rainbow;  and  not 
long  afterwards,  in  confcqucnce  of  his  very  afltve  beha- 
viour in  tliat  quarter,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
In  1777  he  was  appointed  by  lard  Howe  to  command,  at 
Halifax,  the  detachment  of  the  fleet  Rationed  there,  but  as 
fenior  captain  only,  not  having  the  privilege  of  a  brOad 
pendant  as  an  ellablilhed  commodore.  He  diftinguifhed 
himtblf  exceedingly  while  on  this  ftation,  as  well  by  hit 
great  attention  to  the  prote^ion  of  the  Britilh  fiOieries,  a* 
to  the  commerce  and  trade  of  that  country  in  general.  In 
the  month  of  July,  being  on  a  ciuife,  he  fell  in  with  and 
captured,  after  a  very  long  chace,  the  Hancock,  an  Ame- 
rican frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns  and  two  hundred  and 
ninety  men,  efteemed  at  that  time  the  fined  in  their  fer- 
vice,  and  one  of  the  fafteft  failing  veflcls  ever  built  •. 

Some  little  time  after  meeting  with  the  above  fuccefs, 
fir  George,  having  received  information  of  an  invafion 
proJeSed  by  the  Americans  from  New  England,  againfl 
the  province  of  Nova  8v:otia,  he  proceeded  with  his  own 
ftiip,  the  Blonde,  and  Mermaid  frigates,  together  wiih  the 
Hope  floop;  to  Machias,  a  fmall  port  where  fome  of  the 
principal  magazines,  intended  for  the  fupport  of  the  ex- 
pedition, had  been  formed.  He  deftroyed  there  feveral 
ftorehoufes  filled  with  fioiir,  rice,  and  other  articles. 
After  which,  proceeding  along  the  coafts  of  New  England 
and  New  Hampfhire,  he  burnt  thirty  fail  of  TefTels  of

difierent 
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rfifferent  defcriptions,  the  greater  part  of  them  dellined 
for  the  fervice  jtift  dcfcribcd.  He  continued  on  the  fame 
ilalion  during  the  cnAiing  year,  but  not  for  ihe  whole  of 
that  time  as  commanding  officer,  captain  Fielding,  of 
Ihe  Diamond,  who  was  fenfor  to  him,  having  been  or- 
dered ihiiher  to  refit  his  (hip  during  the  liimmey.  Xhc 
Dianaoni  having  proceeded,  in  company  with  vice-admi- 
lal  Byron,  to  join  lord  Howe,  on  the  ith  •?  September 
following,  fir  George  refumed  his  former  command. 
After  the  departure  of  lord  Howe  for  England,  and  vice- 
admiral  Byron  for  the  Weft  Indies,  fir  George  removed 
into  the  Hatfonable,  of  fixty-foor  gnns,  on  board  which 
flirp  he  hotfted  his  broad  pendant,  as  commander-in-chief 
fri  ttmpore  on  the  North  American  (lation,  a  confequen- 
Ital  Iruil  which  he  continued  to  hold,  and  with  the  higheft 
credit  to  himfelf,  till  fupercedtd,  in  the  year  enfuing,  by 
the  arrival  of  vice-arfmiral  Arbiithnot  with  a  fquadron  from 
Europe.  Previous,  however,  ro  this,  he  diftinguJOied  Kim- 
fclf  exceedinaly  in  expeditions  undertaken  againft  Portf- 
mouCh,  Verplanks,  and  afterwards  Ncwhaven,  Fairfield^ 
Norwalk,  Greenfield,  and  other  fmall  ports  on  the 
Corneflicut  fljore,  which  ferved  as  places  of  refuge  to 
the  fmall  American  privateers,  many  of  which  peing 
dcftroyed,  proved  an  infinite  relief  to  Brttifli  commerce. 

Immediately  on  hra  return  from  the  laft  exploit  he 
failed  to  the  northward  for  the  purpofe  of  relieving  coIo-. 
iiel  Maclean,  who  had  juft  before  taken  poft  and  began  to 
cre^  a  fort  at  Majebigwaduce,  on  the  river  PenobfctJt, 
Thts  fettlement  exciting  no  inconfiderable  alarm  among 
the  people  of  Bofton,  a  formidable  armament,  confifting 
of  nearly  three  ihoufand  troops,  efcorted-by  a  large  fri- 
gate, and  fixteen  other  VeiTels  of  war,  was  eqtiipped  with 
the  utmoft  expedition  for  the  purpofe  of  attacking  the  - 
fort  before  its  projefled  works  (hould  be  completed.  On 
the  25th  of  July  the  enemy  made  their  appearance,  and 
began  their  operations  immediately  :  ihey  were,  however, 
fuccefsfully  kept  at  bay  till  the  14th  of  Auguft,  the  day 
■when  the  arrival  of  fir  George  Collier  completed  their 
difcomfitnre.  He  failed  from  Sandy  Hook  on  the  ^d 
with  the  Raifonable,  Greyhound,  Virginia,  Camillai 
Galatea,  and  Otter  floop;  On  his  arrival  in  Penobfcot 
Bay  he  fonnd  the  American  fleet  drawn  up  in  form  of  an 
half- moon,  as  if  with  an  apparent  intention  of  difputing  th? 
patfage. 
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pB^igc  This  rerolurion,  however,  Toon  failed  them; 
they  endeavoured  in  vain  to  make  their  efcape,  but  weie 
all  of  them  either  dertroyed  or  taken  •. 

He  quitted  the  Raifonable  almoO  immediately  after  thh 
ruccefs,  and  returning  to  England  was,  in  1780,  appointed 
to  the  Canada,  of  feventy- four  guns,  one  of  the  Oiips 
then  belonging  to  the  main  or  Channel  fleet.  Having, 
early  in  the  fpring  I7iii,  accompanied  vice-admiral 
Darby  on  his  expedition  for  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  the 
fleet  was  011  its  return  from  thence,  when  the  Canada; 
being  ordered  to  tot^  out  ahead,  gave  chace  to  and  captur- 
ed, after  a  purfuit  o(  feventy  leagues,  a  very  large  Spaniih 
fri^te,  pierced  for  forty  guns,  which,  in  confequence  of  a 
very  heavy  fwel!  then  running,  was  encouragtyi  to  bring  to 
and  attempt  an  engagement,  in  the  ht>pe  thai  a  chance 
(bot  might  carry  away  one  of  the  Canada's  mafls,  and,  in 
confequcnce,  enahle  her  to  efcape.  This  hope  proving 
vain  the  enemy  furrendered,  after  half  an  hour's  contefi, 
in  which  fliehadaconfidcrablenumberof  men  killed  and 
wounded,  amimg  the  latter  her  captaint,  who  loft  his  right 
arm.  The  Canada  was  ohdered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with 
admiral  Rodney  at  the  ciofe  of  the  year  ^  but  previous,  how- 
ever, to  this,  fir  George  Collier  quilled  her,  and  we  do  not 
know  him  to  have  held  any  fubJequent  command  till  the

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rev  1790*,  when,  on  the  expe^halon  of  a  rupture  tvith 
ipain,  he  wasappointed  to  the  St.  George,  of  ninety-eight 
guns,  one  of  the  {hips  ordered  to  be  equipped  fur  home 
lervice  at  Porlfmouth.'  The  difpute  being  foon  xconi' 
modatcd,  he  of  courfe  reftgncd  his  command  after  contU 
-  ouing  in  it  a  (hon  time  only.  On  the  ift  of  February* 
1793,  he  wu  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white  i 
ton  the  tath  of  April,  1794,  to  the  fame  rank  in  the  red 
fquadron;  and,  on  the  i2ih  of  July  following,  to  be 
vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  held  no  appointment  aE  a 
flag-ofiicer  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1795,  when  he 
was  appointed  To  command  at  (he  Norc ;  but  this  he  was 
compelled  to  relign  immediately  afterwards  on  account  of 
ill  heahh,  and  unhappily  furvived  but  a  very  jhort  tinir, 
dying  on  the  6th  of  April,  1795. 

Sir  George  was  ihe  author  of  a  dramatic  romance, 
called  Sclima  and  Azor,  brought  out  and  played  nilh 
good  fucccfs,  at  Drury-lanc  theatre,  in  1776. 

JOHNS'10Ni!.,George,—wasilieihirdfon  of  Ilr  James 
Johnftonfe,  bantntt,  who  is  fuppofed  by  fome  to  have  died 
legally  polfelTed  of  the  honoui  s  attached  to  the  tnartjurfaie 
of  Annandale,  in  Scotland.  Having  betaken  himletf  to 
k  naval  life,  he  fcrved  as  a  uiidthipman  on  bfiard  ihe  Lark 
with  captain  Crooklhanks;  and  quitting  that  Ihip,  having 
challenged  Iiis  commander  for  relufmg  him  his  ccrtiticale, 
wounded  him  in  the  neck.  On  Oft.  9,  1755,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  tf;  as  he  was  on  February 
6th,  1760,  to  that  of  commander,  uid  was  appointed, 
we  believe,  to  the  Hornet  floop,  in  which  he  appears  lo 
have  continued  as  long  as  he  remained  in  the  rank  juft- 
meniioned,  He  was  employed,  in  1760,  asacruifer  in  the 
North  Sea,  where  he  is  mentiojied  to  have  captured  a  pri*- 
vateer  (hough  of  very  inconfiderable  force  i  and  in  the  enfuing

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year,  being  on  the  Lilbon  (iation,  he  is  Aated  to  have  catricd 
ioto  that  port,  in  the  month  of  J>anuaiy,  a  fmall  privateer  , 
belonging  to  St.  Maloe's,  called  the  Society,  carrying  flx 
carriage  guns  and  fixty  men.  The  particulars  relative  to 
this  gentleman,  conftdcred  merely  as  a  naval  officer,  are 
extremely  fcaniy^  but  this  deficiency  is  more  than  madtf 
up  by  the  profufion  of  materials  his  public  condii^  has 
afTorded  us  in  other  refpedts.  Finding,  however,  very 
little  either  worthy  of  imitation,  or  entitled  to  our  praife, 
ve  are  not  difpoied  to  enlarge  this  account  to  that  great 
extent  ue  might  do,  were  we  either  to  become  his  advo- 
cate, or  claflcd  no  higher  astong  his  enemies,  than  the 
greatcft  part  of  thofe  perfons,  whom  chance  or  curiofity, 
have  rendered  acquainted  with  his  cqndu£l. 

He  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  pod-captain  in  th« 
navy,  and  appointed  to  the  Hind,  by  commiinoi)  bearii^ 
date  Augull  the  iiih,  1762 ;  but  removed  before  the  end 
of  the  year  into  the  Wager,  which,  as  well  as  the  former, 
was  a  twenty-gun  Ibip.  Immediately  on  receiving  his 
commiflioR  he  was  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and,  ac- 
cording to  Bcatf<»i,  wh(^  account  we  believe  incorreS, 
was,  in  1763,  appointed  governor  of  Penfacola*.  He 
was  in  confequcnce  ever  afterwards  through  lifp  moft  ge- 
nerally dillinguifhed  by  tiie  addition  of  governor  placed 
before  hU  furiiamc.  He  quitted  this  itation  in  1766;  and 
from  this  lime  we  do  not  find  him  holding  any  naval  com- 
taaod  for  fome  years ;  but  after  the  general  eledion  ia 
1768,  having  been  chofcn  member  for  Cockermouth,  in 
Cumberland,  he  for  many  years  confined  himfelf  to  his 
favouriie  talent  of  haranguing  in  the  houfe  of  commonst. 
At  the  enfuing  ele^ion  in  1774  this  opportunity  of  in- 
dulging his  darling  propenfity  was  conlintied  to  himj  but 
having  been  returned  for  the  borough  Qf  Appleby,  as  well 
as  Cockermouth,  he  made  his  elefiion  for  the  former. 
In  1778  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiilioRers  for 
treating  with  the  American  colonies,  and  fetliing  the  dif- 
jHite  then  fubfiftjng  between  that,  and  ihe  mother  country,

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Great  Britain:  Having,  however,  foon  after  hii  arritaff 
endeavoured,  by  private  negociation,  to  gain  the  interefts 
of  certain  individuals  who  potfefled  much  weight  in  con- 
grefs,  that  aDembly  came,  on  the  2i(t  of  Jiilyi  to  the  fol- 
lowing refolulion,  "  That  it  is  incompatible  with  the 
honour  of  congrefs,  to  hold  any  manner  of  cor refpondence 
or  intcrcourfe  with  the  faid  G.  Johnftone,  efq.  efpecially 
to  negociate  with  him  upon  affairs  in  which  the  catife  of 
liberty  and  virtue  is  intercfted ;  and  for  the  propriety  of  fiich 
condnd  we  make  and  piiblith  to  the  world  this  our  decla- 
ration." He  was  compelled,  therefore,  to  withdraw  him- 
felf  from  the  diplomatic  firm,  and  be  content  to  live  in  a 
private  flation  during  his  continuance  in  America.  He 
returned  to  England  at  the  clofe  of  the  year,  and,  early  id 
1779,  rendered  himfelf  very  confpicuous  by  a  moft  out- 
rageous profeilional  attack,  made  in  parliament;  on  the 
character  of  the  prcfent  ear!  Howe,  relativc-to  his  conduct ' 
-with  reTpcd  to  the  French  fleet,  under  D'Eftaing,  off  the 
eoaft  of  America  in  the  preceding  year. 

Thofe  among  his  friends,  who  were  not  feamen,  were 
aftonilhed  at  his  profeilional  knowledge ;  and  there  were  not 
wanting  thofe  wlio  were  even  hardy  enough  to  arraign  the 
condu^  of  admin  id  ration,  becaufe  he  was  not  inveftcd 
with  the  chief  command  of  the  main  or  Channel  fleet. 
What  influence  or  weight  the  vtry  eonclujivf  argumenli  ufed 
by  this  gentleman  on  this  occafion  had  with  miniftry  wc 
will  not  pretend  to  determine;  nor  do  we  mean  even  to 
infmuate  that  the  force  of  his  rhetoric,  and  the  confum- 
oiate  theoretical  knowledge  he  difplayed,  were  in  the 
tinalleil  degree  conducive  to  that  appointment  with  which 
he  was  very  foon  afterwards  inverted,  namely,  of  com- 
mander-in-chief, with  the  rank  of  eftablifhed  commodore 
ontheLiibonflation.  The  Romney,  of  fifty  guns,  being  the 
ihip  chofen  for  the  honour  of  bearing  his  broad  pendant, 
was  fitted  accordingly  ;  but,  previous  to  his  proceeding  for 
his  iUtion,  in  confequence  of  the  appearance  of  the  com* 
bincd  fleets  of  France  and  Spain  in  the  Channel  In  veiy 
great  force,  he  was  ordered  to  join  the  fleet  commanded  by 
lir  Charles  Hardy,  under  whom  he  ferved  as  a  private 
.captait),  till  the  difappearance  of  the  enemy  rendered  the 
longer  continuance  of  the  Britilh  admiral  at  fea  totally 
unneceffary.  He  proceeded  to  Lifbon  at  the  clofc  of  the 
year  in  the  Romney,  having  the  Tarlarj  of  twenty-eight 
guns, 
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guns,  and  the  Rflttlefnake  floop  in  compan/i  On  ths 
pa(I^6  thither  they  fell  in  with  the  Santa  Mai^retta,  a 
very  line  Spanilh  frigate,  which  was  captured  by  the  Tar- 
tar and  Ratilefnake  almoft  without  icGftance,  or  ths. 
fmalleft  allillance  from  the  Romncy,  which,  even  when 
the  enemy  furrendered,  was  a  confiderable  way  afterni 
Neverthelefs,  this  fuccefs  formed  no  i  neon  fide  rable  thenio 
for  panegyric  among  thofe  who  profcQed  themfelves  ad- 
mirers of  the  governor's  charaAcr. 

He  repaired  to  Lifbon,  where  he  continued  during 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  year  1781,  rellding  conftantly, 
we  believe,  in  (bore,  on  the  fame  manner  as  a  port-admi-' 
ral  in  England  is  ufually  accullomed  to  do.  The  Ihips  under 
his  orders  *  being  employed  op  occafional  cruifcs,  cap* 
tured  the  Artois  of  fotty-four  guns,  elleemed  at  that  time 
.  the  fined  frigate  ever  built,  and  the  Perle,  a  corvette  of 
eighteen ;  both  which  fuccelTes  were  loudly  praifed  as  in-  ., 
controvertible  proefs  of  the  governor's  gallantry,  and 
nautical  abilities.  He  returned  from  Liloon  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  was  immediately  appointed  to  command 
a  fecrei  expedition  of  confiderable  force,  the  original  inten- 
tion and  deAination  of  which,  as  well  as  the  firlt  ob}ed  of 
firopofed  attack,  has  never,  even  to  the  prefent  day,  been 
ully,  and  fatisfa&orily  explained  to  the  public.  He  failed 
from  Spithead  on  the  13th  of  March,  and  arrived  at  Porto 
Praya  Road,  in  the  Portuguefe  illand  of  St.  Jago,  after  a 
Ihort  and  fucccfsful  paflage.  But  although  he  was  per-' 
fe£^ty  well  informed  that  a  French  fquadron  liad  either 
failed  before  him,  or  was  intended  to  follow  him  imme- 
diately for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  attacking  him  wherever 
he  fhould  be  met,  fo  confident  does  the  governor,  or  com- 
modore, appear  to  have  been  inhisfuperiorftrength,  asfO 
have  totally  neglefted  thofe  firft  precautions  every  prudent 
ofEcer  well  knowing  his  proCeflioni  ought  to  have  taken 
in  time  of  war,  even  though  he  had  not  apprehended  any 
enemy  in  aftuai  purfuit  of  him. 

His  force  which,  as  will  be  feen  in  the  note  We  intend 
ptefently  to  fubjoin,  confined  of  five  flout  fliips  of  two 
decks,  belidesaconfiderable  number  of  infevior  rateywas^ 
inilead  of  being  moored  according  to  the  mod  obvious  and

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natural  arrangement  for  defence,  the  larger  fhips  oiitwar  J^ 
-  in  compaft  order  with  their  broadfides  to  the  feaward, 
were  anchored  very  eonfiifedly,  and  whhoMt  the  fmalleft 
attention  to  order.  The  India  fhips,  the  tranfports,  antf 
others  of  inferior  force,  were  fttangely  mtermixed  with 
the  larger  fliips  of  war,  and  ferved  rather  to  impede 
than  aid  their  exertions*.  The  Diana  frigate,  a  boml>- 
tetch,  and  a  firefhtp  were  faffered  to  lay  fo  far  o-jt 
beyond  the  reft  of  th^  (hips,  as  to  be  incapable  of  receiving 
any  afliftance ;  fo  that  the  two  latter  were  for  a  (horttime,a9 
■will  be  feen  in  the  feqiicl,  in  the  power,  and  one  of  them, 
tbgcther  wiA  two  India  ihips,  a£tua!ly  in  tlie  poffclfion  (rf 
die  enemy. 

Such,  as  we  have  juft  been  defcrrbing,  was  the  pofitioi* 
ef  the  Briiifh  fc^uadron  and  convoy,  when,  on  ihe  i6th  of 
April,. tho  French  armament,  confifting  only  of  two  fliips 
or  feventy-four  guns,  and  three  of  fixiy-four,  commanded 
by  monfieur-  De  SufFrein,  made  its  appearance.  Thit 
gentleman  had  the  reputation  of  being,  and  we  believe 
was,  beyond  difpute,  one  of  the  abkll  officers  in  the 
French  fervice  :  his  condnft  on  the  prefent  occafion  fully 
evinced  it.  Obferving  the  little  pTeparatton  neceflary  to 
repel  an  enemy  that  was  made  by  the  governor,  he  thought 
it  worth  attempting  an  attack  on  him  even  at  anchor^  in 
hopes  of  profiting,  foiuc  way  or  other,  by  that  en- 
creafed  confufion  which  appeared  likely  to  enfue  amimg 
the  (hips  he  commanded.  The  gallantry  andfteadinefs  of 
the  different  officers  under  the  governor's  orders,  for-

1)y  a  'f^'ig  °"  'lie  «U«t  lod  went  out  to  fea  uailci  tit  MdaaattBni  ^ 
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iunately  rendered  this  bold  and  fpirited  attempt  of  the 
enemy  abortive.  After  a  contell  of  nearly  an  hour's  con- 
tinuance, the  French  commodore  was  glad  to  defifl,  and 
make  his  retreat  in  the  beft  manner  he  could.  To  have 
cffedled  his  efcape>  even  with  fuch  part  of  his  fquadron 
as  had  fuflained  teaft  damage^  would  have  been  an  under- 
taking of  no  fmall  difficulty,  to  an  officer  of  left 
ability  than  himfelf,  or  if  his  opponent  had  fortunately 
polTeiled  a  ffreater  fbare  than  hedid*.

fnlly  capable,  wilk  a  proptr,  diffajitim  of  ImfeHt,  of  defending  (be 
harbour,  though  not  of  going  out  and  jjiving  the  enemy  balilc.  (&> 
Gavtrntr  JoAnfitn^s  eamjptrtk  in  die  ParliamcnUiTy  Rigi/ler,  tat.  IB, 
fagi  «46>)  Vet  lord  Howe's  whole  force  at  that  time,  counting  every 
gun  he  could  bring  to  bear,  of  whatever  weight,  or  from  whatever 
point,  did  not  furpafi  the  number  of  the  enemv's  weighty  guns.  Wai 
□ol  the  governor's  GltUtioo  at  St- Jago  equally  favourable?  Should 
not  then,  his  fpare  force  alone,  ai  it  save  him  a  fupciiority  of  £44  gum, 
havecnabled  turn,  CLt(JaprD^iri^jiuwii,to  have deiendcd  the  harbour^ 
and  if  this  be  true,  as,  on  hi*  own  principle  it  cannot  be  controverted, 
how  will  he  aofwcr  (o  hii  country  fat  not  having,  viith  kit  a/hak/ertt 
ctmiiiud,  funk,  taken,  or  dcftroyed  the  wht^  ^uadroa  that  W  fo 
madly  attacked  faimP 

*'  After  this,  fhall  webe  told  that  ihe  railoKt  aiKinedan  katrealbed 
his  fyllcm  t  How  hai  be  realiacd  it  P  According  to  him  lord  Howe, 
with  fix  lail  of  fixiy-foar  gun  flups,  three  of  fifty,  twooffoity,  with 
fume  frigates  and  lloopt,  for  the  moft  part  wretchedly  maonedf  was 
£illy  capable  of  dtjndiag  hitnfelf,  acfif  a pnftT  d'Jfi^tian,  again^  a 
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completely  difmallcd :  oevcrthelers,  the  Bailli  de  Suflrcin 
contrived,  to  take  the  difabled  fhip  in  t^w ;  and  having, 
according  to  the  governor's  ph;afe,  '*  raifed  ^Jhtrnp  for- 
ward-and  fixed  a  tail  upon  i:,"  he  wore  the  hulk  and  put 
before  the  wind  with  his  whofe  Tcjuadron  in  a  line  of  battle 
abreafl.  .  Though  it  mull  be  evident  to  all,  that  a  confi- 
derable  fpace  of  time  was  unavoidably  confumed  in  car- 
rying this  meafure  into  executioo,  a  mealure,  to  th* 
prevention  of  which  his  own  ryfieni  of  naval  ta£tics 
was  moll  particularly  applicable*;  neyerthclefs,  To  much 
greater  walle  of  it  was  committed  in  waiting,  accord- 
ing  to  the  excufe  he  made,  for  the  Tfist,  and  the 
enemy  had  drawn  him  fo  far  to  the  leeward  of  St.  Jago^ 
that  he  thought  proper  to  abandon  the  purAiit  %  and  return

Biouniing  36-gun(  eich.  But  did  the  governor  even  do  To  much  with 
a  fupetioriiy  of  600  gUM,  and  fo  fmilla  companiive  difpofition  erea 
ID  weight  of  mcul  ?  Ccrlaioly  not:  the  BriiiOi  Sag  wat  iafalted  bj 
the  capture  of  a  king'i  Oilp,  Tome  of  hit  convoy  were  takeu,  and 
carried  out  to  Tea.  The  trial  therefore  of  that  part  of  hii  fynem, 
which  regatdi  the  defence  of  ihe  harbour,  condemiu  him.  What  other 
part  of  it  he  reilixed,  the  nation  ha> yet  to  team.  Did  he  enuge  the 
enemy  in  a  line,  or  in  the  open  fci  i  Did  he  fupport  hit  fiftie*  with 
bii  fngiiei,  and  try  their  united  (Irengib  with  the  heivy  Ib^  of  riw 
cnenyp  He  inight,  indeed,  have  done  it.  In  the  fiiutMk^ 
French  fquadron  put  to  Tea  be  might,  on  every  frOem,  have^^Fit 
eertsinty  of  viQory  ;  but  he  fhrunk  fium  the  trial,  and  by  that

{  How  differently,  different  officer!  think  on  the  fame  point;  when, 
ai  we  have  bcfoie  (taied,  capt.Brifbanc,  in  the  Flora,  wa>  in  parfoit  ofan 
edemy  on  the  coaft  of  America,  ibe  chacc  wai  ledlouQy  loog,  aod  foineof 
hiiolEcera  Eook  occaGon,  aiii  reported,  loobferve,  ihatifil  continued 
much  longer  they  would  run  beyond  the  limit*  of  ihcirflation  "  No 
matter  for  that,"  replied  Brilbane,  "  if  (he  rum  to  the  D— I'll  folW' 
her,"  By  way  of  flrengihening  and  adding  fomc  ^parent  weight  to 
the  excufe  he  pretended  to  make  for  hii  delay,  on  hit  ceiurn  to  St. 
Jago  he  put  captain  Sution  under  )n  arrefl ;  but  inllcad  of  aSin?  to. 
wardi  him  with  that  propriety  he  ought  to  have  praflifed  had  he  been 
in  mlity  guilty,  and  brb^og  him  to  immediate  trial,  he  fent  him  to 
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to  Porto  Praya.  The  flijps  which  had  fiinained  damaga 
in  the  encounter,  being  foon  refitted,  the  governor  failed 
to  the  fouthward  with  his  fquadron,  leaving  the  Porto 
{loop  behind,  to  proceed  to  England  with  his  difpatches, 
which,  that  every  Iranfaflion  relative  to  the  expedition 
might  be  diifercnt  from  all  that  had  ever  preceded  it, 
were  fent  to  A^efterelatj  ef  fiatt,  inftcad  of  the  admiralty 
board,  to  which  alone  it  is  cullomary  for  naval  ^cefs  to 
communicate  all  informalion  they  find  It  their  duly  to 
tranfmit. 

Having  proceeded  onward  towards  the  Eall  Indies,  he 
received  intelligence,  on  the  9th  of  July,  from  one  of  his 
frigates,  which  had  captured  the  Heldwoltemade,  an  out-r' 
ward-bound  Dutch  Eaft  India  fliip,  that  M.  de  SufFicin 
had,  notwiihftanding  the  injuries  his  fliijjs  fuftained 
in  the  Porto  Pray  a  fight,  fafely  arrived, .  with  his  whole 
force,  in  Falfe  Bay,  on  the  2ift  of  June  preceding,  and 
that  there  were  five  Dutch  Eaft  India  fhips  at  anchor  in 
Saldanha  Bay,  at  fome  diftance  from  the  former.  He 
inftantly  determined  to  aitack  the  latter,  as  the  moft  cerr' 
tain  and  eafy  prize.  He  tells  us,  in  the  official  account 
iranfmitted,  as  well  as  the  former  had  been,  to  the  earj. 
of  Hillfbprough,  "  That  he  took  charge  of  the  pilotage 
bitnfelf,  and  ran  in  fliore  under  cover  of  the  night,  judg- 
in^fehis  diftance  by  the  lead."  Not  to  enlarge  more. 
th^TO  necefTary  in  our  account  of  this  tranfaflion,  fuiRce 
it  to  fay,  that,  on  the  21ft  of  July,  he  furprized  five  fail 
pf  Dutch  India  Uups  \  that  he  very  gallantly  made  himfelf 
Oiaftfr.of,  and  brought  off  four  of  them  :  the  fifth,  which 
was  called  the  Middleburgb,  having  been  fet  on  fire  and 
burnt  by  the  Dutch  themfelves,  to  prevent  her  falling  intq 
iTie  governor's  hands.      After  this  fuccefs,  having  difr- 

f  itched  fuch  of  his  ihips,  as  were  under  orders  for  the 
aft  Indiesf,  with  the  franfporis  and  other  veffels  they 


the  Eaft  Indies,  whence  he  was  qrdcrcfl  to  England  by  ihe  commao^ 
4er-in -chief,'  Cr  E.  Hughes,  ^yho  very  jufily  tefufed  taking  any  c(^ni- 
kance  pf  a  mairer  ihat  was  ejiira  judicial,  fie  was  iried  at  ibe  lai'c^ 
i^nd  of  ihc  yesr  1 783,  on  boaid  the  Prlncefs  Royal,  at  Porifmouihi 
and  mod  honoui ably  acijuiiij^d.

were  to  convoy,  he  prepared  to  return  to  Europe  with  Ihf 
Temainder :  but  that  misfortune  might  accompany  this 
^ntlcman's  undeitakings  to  the  laft,  two  of  the  prizeE* 
4he  Dankbaarheyt  and  Hoencoop,  were  lof^  in  the  Channel. 
Mr.  Johnfon  difpatched  thete  fhips  from  St.  Helena 
Ainder  convoy  of  the  Koainey  and  Jafon ;  and,  previous  t^ 
<heir  Departure,  removed  his  broad  pendant  into  the 
Plana  frigate,  but  tnAead  of  returnii:^  by  his  moll  dired 
'Courfe  to  England  he  xepured  to  LifboA,  where,  having 
married  a  lady  of  dillinuion,  to  whom  he  had  paid  his 
addreffes  vdiik  commanding  officer  on  that  llaiion,  he 
catne  home ;  and  having  then  quitted  his  naval  com- 
mand, never  received  any  fubfequent  appointment  iu 
the  fame  line.  The  remainder  of  his  life  was,  through. 
ticcellity,  confined,  far  as  the  leading  points  of  it  extended* 
to  haranguing,  as  he  had  been  accultomed  to  do  before,  iii 
the  houfe  <of  commons',  and  in  balloting  at  the  India 
houfe. 

On  the  former  Sxat  of  i£lion  he  renewed,  at  the  end 
•of  the  year  1782,  his  auack  on  lord  Howe,  for  his  coit- 
dui^  in  the  a£lIon  with  the  French  and  Spanish  flee^ 
ofi'Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  0»Sober  preceding.  Hp 
conduikd  himfelf  with  his  accuftomed  virulence,  but  his 
attempt  met  wilh  no  better  fuccefs  than  his  precedingon? 
iof  the  fame  nature  had  done.  It  was  fmiled  at,  neglij^d, 
and  forgotten.  Jn  the  India-houfe  he  was  more  fucceif- 
ful,  having  had  addrcfs  enough  to  procure  himfelf  to  bp 
chofen  a  direSor  in  1783.  In  Hilary  Term,  1784,  cap- 
lain  Sutton  brought. his  adtion  in  the  Exchequer,  againft 
iiim,  for  hisconduft,  in  charging  him-maiicioufly  wilhan 
offence,  of  which  he  was  innocent,  and  aggravating  that 
mcafure  by  ordering  him  to  ihe  Eali  Indies  under  an 
arrell,  inltead  of  bringing  him,  as  he  might  have  done,  to 
a  court-tnariial  immediately.  Captain  Sutton  obtained 
a  verdia  againfl  him,  on  the  19th  of  June,  giving 
him  damages  to  the  amount  of  50oolt.  The  governor, 
impatient

It  was.  granted,  and  on  the  nth  of  December  follow^ 
ine  he  had  the  fecond  mortification  of  having  a  ver-> 
diet  agaifid  him  to  the  encriiafed  atiioiint  e?  6ood], 
6tiU  wilhing  to  evade  the  judgement  which  the  juftice  of 
an  EngliOi  jiiry  had  twice  pafled,  he  applied,  in  Hilary 
Term  1785,  for  a  rule  to  arrefl  judgement,  which,  after 
folemn  argument  before  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer,  was 
4ifcharged,  and  thedecifion  confirmed. 

Not  yet  conquered,  though  difcomfited,  in  Trinity 
Term  1785,  the  governor  again  rallied,  and  brought  a 
■writ  of  error  in  the  Exchequer  chamber,  which,  on  refer- 
ence from  the  lord  chancellor,  was  argued  on  the  2d  of 
February,  1786,  before  the  carl  of  Mansfield',  lord  chief 
jufticc  of  the  court  of  king's  bench  ;  and  l(ird  Loughbor 
iought,  lord  chief  jullice  of  the  court  of  common  pleas; 
when  after  a  farther  argument,  on  the  4th  of  November 
following,  their  lordfhip's  were  pteafed  to  declare,  that 
the  judgement  in  the  court  of  exchequer  ought  to  be  re- 
verfed.  Captain  Sutton  on  his  part  feeling  himfelf  injured 
and  aggrieved,  appealed  to  the  houfe  of  lords,  by  whom, 
fifter  a  f<dl  invelligatiun,  in  the  enfuing  year,  of  each 
party's  cafe,  the  verdifl  erf  the  jury  was  fully  confirmed,, 
and  (he  opinion  of  the  noble  retercps  as  fully  reverfed. 

As  though  it  had  been  determined  by  fate  this  deciiion 
fhould  be  tinal  in  e^'cry  refpefljihe  governor  died  at  Brillo],of 
a  lingering  diforder,  as  hear  as  could  be  calculated,  in 
about  two  hours  after  the  decree  completing  his  overthrow 
had  been  made.  But  the  injured  plaintiff  was  obliged  to 
be  content  with  the  honourable  vindication  of  the  juftice 
of  his  caufe,  without  receiving  tliaf  juft  pecuniary  recom« 
penfe  fg  Arongly  demanded  by  the  wrongs  his  reputatioo, 
tor  a  time,  and  his  fortune  had  more  laAingly  fuflaiiied.

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We  (hall  not  attempt  much  delineation  of  the  governor's 
'  -eharafter,  public  and  confpicHons  as  it  was.  Wc  are  the 
moiedirmclined  to  this  undertaking,  becaufe,  wereit  doitc 
with  that  coolnefs  and  temper  impartiality  demands,  we  fear 
we  (hould  offend  both  his  friends, and  his  enemies.  We  (hall 
iherefore  content  oiirfelves  with  briefly  rcmarkiiig,  that  he 
certainly  confidered  himfclt  a  much  abler  man  m  all  the 
multifaiious  characters  of  a  naval  officer,  a  fenator,  a 
(latefman,  and  an  Eall-India  diredlor,  than  alt  the  world,  - 
except  thofe  very  few  perfons  who  were  his  advocates  and 
Bdn;iirer£,  believed,  or  even  would  admit  him  to  have  been, 
Having  faid  thus  much, and  adhering,  far  as  is  in  our  power, 
to  the  old  adage  of  ^  mertuis  nil  niji  bonum  ;  where  we 
cannot  praife,  we  (hall  in  confecjuence  endeavour  as  little 
as  poffible  to  ccnfurc. 

NAPIER,  Honourable  Charles,— who  is  now  living, 
isthefecond  fon  of  Francis,  fifth  lord  Napier,  and  the 
lady  Henrietta  Hope,  daughter  to  Charles,  earl  of  Hope- 
ion.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
3-l(t  of  May,  1754;  and  a  commander  on  the  3d  of  May, 
1758.  We  are  unacquainted  with  the  name  of  the  veffcl, 
or  the  fervices  on  which  he  was  employed,  on  his  fird  pri>- 
-motion  to  the  rank  ju ft- mentioned,  but  early  in  1761  find 
him  commander  of  the  Cygnet  (loop  of  war  on  ihe  Medi- 
f  terranean  ttation.  He  is  mentioned  as  having,  while- 
"thus  employed,  captured,  o{r  Cape  de  Gattc,  hnd  carried 
into  Gibraltar,  in  the  month  of  June,  1761,  a  lame 
.  French  privateer,  carrying  eighteen  carriage  guns  and  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  men.  He  probably  continued  in 
the  fame  veRei  Itrog  as  he  retained  the  .rank  of  commander, 
but  is  no  oiheiwife  policed  than  as  already  ftated,  except 
<hat  having  been  ordered  to  the  W^ft  Indies  as  part  of  the 
armament  fent  againS  the  Havannah,  in  1762,  under  the  ' 
orders  of  (ir  George  Pocock,  he  was  there  advanced  to 
the  rank  of  pofl-captain,  by  commiffion  bearing  date 
Auguft  the  17th,  appointing  him  to  the  Stirling  Caftle. 
H«  is  faid  to  have  continued  in  the  fame  (hip,  and  alfo 
to  have  remained  on  the  Weft  India  flation,  for  Two  or 
three  yeajrs  after  the  ceffation  of  hoftilities.  As  we  do 
not  (ihd  him  holding  any  other  command  after  his  return 
jto  Euglaad,  wc  naturally  conclude  hith  to  have  retired 
ffom  the  feivice^  and  are  in  foine  ineafure  liiengthcned 
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in  this  belief  through  finding  him,  in  1793*  put  on  the 
lift  of  fuperannuated  captains.     In  the  month  of  JuDb 

1 777,  he  was  married  to  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Hamilton^ 
of  Weft  Eouro, 

CAMPBELL,  Lord  William,— was  the  third  fon  of 
John  Campbell,  fourth  duke  of  Argyle,  and  the  htmour- 
able  mifs  Bellenden,  daughter  of  John  lord  Bellenden. 
We  have  no  account  whatever  of  his  lordniip's  fervicct 
or  promotions  as  a  naval  ofRcei-,  till  his  advancement,  on 
Auguft  20,  1762,  to  the  rank  of  poA-captain,  andappmnt- 
ment  to  the  Nightingale,  of  20  guns,  a  veflel  employed  on  . 
the  North- American  and  Well-Indian  ftation;  nor  after 
this  time  do  we  know  any  thing  farther  concerning  him  till 
the  end  of  ihe  year  1764*,  when  he  was  commiffioned  to 
the  RamiUies,  of  74  guns,  one  of  the  Mcdway  guardlhips. 
He  is  fatd,  by  fonie,  to  have  been  appointed,  in  the 
month  of  May  enfuing,  10  a  ftiip  of  fixty-four  guns,  but 
of  this  circumllance  we  have  no  acc^nint  fuSiciently  au- 
thentic to  warrant  oUr  dependance  on  it.  Before  the 
conclufion  of  this  year,  hfc  was  appointed  governor  of 
Nova  Scotia,  and  advanced  from  thence,  in  1773,  to  the 
more  confequential  one  of  South  Carolina.  Here  he 
continued,  till  after  the  commencement  of  the  difpute  her 
tween  Great  Britain  and  the  colonies,  and  diftinguiflied 
himfcll  exceedingly,  as  a  volunteer,  on  board  the  fquadron 
command^  by  lir  Peter  Parkert,  which,  in  the  month  of 
June  1776,  made  the  imfuccefsfu!  attack  on  Charles 
Town.  He  returned  to  England  foon.  after  this  event, 
and  did  not  live  fo  long  as  to  take  upon  him  any  fubfe- 
quent  naval  command,  dying  on  the  3d  of  September, 

1778.  His  lordlhip  married,  in  1763,  mifs  Izard,  of 
Charles  Town,  South  Carolina;  and  in  the  month  of 
January  1764,  was  chofen  knight  of  the  (hire  for  the

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county  of  Argyll,  a  flation  which  he  appears  to  have  quitted 

on  his  appointment  10  a  foreign  government. 

OLMIUS,  Hon.  John  Luttrel,— a  gentleman  now  liv- 
ing, is  the  3d  fon  of  Simon,  firft  earl  of  CaThampton,  and 
Maria,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir  to  fir  Nich.  I-awes,  knt. 
many  years  captain -general,  and  governor  of  the  illand  of 
Jamaica*.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on 
the  loth  of  Oflober  1758,  and  promoted  to  the  rafik  of 
commander  on  the  4ih  of  March,  1761.  No  particular 
mention  is  made  of  him  while  holding  either  of  the  above 
Rations;  hat  on  the  25th  of  Auguft,  1762,  we  find  him 
promoted  to  be  captain  of  the  Mars,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
on  board  which  fhip  commodore  Spry  hoiDed  his  broad 
pendant,  and  proceeded  to  North  America  juft  before 
the  concltifion  of  the  war.  We'  believe  captain  Luttrel 
to  have  proceeded  with  him  thither,  and  having  returned 
to  England  foon  after  the  celTation  of  hoflilities,  does  not 
jippear  holding  any  fubfequent  command  till  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  I765t,  when  he  was  appointed  to  tho 
Achilles,  of  hxty  guns,  a  guardfhip  Rationed  at  Portfmouth, 
;ind  in  which  he  continued  during  the  accuftOmed  period 
,  of  three  years.  After  quitting  it,  he  is  not  known  by  us 
to  have  held  any  other  commiflion  till  the  year  1779^, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Charon,  of  forty-four  guns, 
anevr  (hip  jud  launched.  He  was  immediately  afterwards 
prdered  to  Jamaica,  for  which  place  he  failed  from  Spit- 
head  on  the  27th  of  March,  having  captain  Sutton  in  the 
Proferpine,  and  captain  Lioyd  in  the  Glafgow,  under  his 
prders,  as  well  as  a  fleet  of  merchant-lhips  under  hit 
proteflion.  Being  fent  foon  after  his  arrival  into  the 
bay  of  Honduras,  to  proteft  the  Britifh  Baymen 
and  fettlers,  he  diflinguiftied  himfelf  very  much,  in 
the  month  of  Oflober,  in  an  expedition  projefled  and 
mrried  into  execution  by  himfelf  and  captain  Dalrympic

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Capt.  Dakymplc  having,  under  cover  of  the  fquadrra*, 
put  on  (hore  his  motley  force,  confuting  of  five  hundred 
incn,  compored  of  marines,  Loyai  h'lfh,  Baymen,  and  a 
few  Mufquito  Indians,  attacked  and  itonned  the  fort  by 
land,  while  Mr.  Luttrel's  little  fqiiadron  cannonaded  it 
by  fea.  Such  was  the  Ipirit  and  fuccefs  of  thefe  bold  af- 
failantSi  that  the  foil,  which  was  reprefented  as  very  for- 
fnidal>lc,  was  carried  after  a  fhort  reliilancc,  with  the 
trivial  lofs  of  twelve  men' killed  and  twenty-fix  wounded, 
in  both  fervices.  Two  regiftcr  Jhips,  very  richly  laden 
with  indigo  and  other  valuable  commodities,  together  with 
two  hundred  and  fifty  c^uintals  of  quickfilver,  and  other 
anicles  of  tcfs  value,  eAimated  in  the  whole  to  be  worth 
three  millions  of  dollars,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  con- 
querors. Capt^iin  Luttrel  returned  to  England  in  the 
cnfuing  fumnier,  and  is  not  known  to  us  ever  to  have 
accepted  of  any  fubfequent  command.  Mrs.  Luttrel  be- 
commg,  on  the  death  of  her  brother  lord  Waltham, 
without  ilTue,  on  the  loih  of  December,  17S6,  fole  heir 
tb  his  eflate,  this  genileman,  by  his  majefty's  permilCon, 
took  the  name  and  arms  of  Olmius,  on  April  \,  1787. 

In  1775  he  vacated  his  feat  for  Stockbridge  in 
favour  of  his  next  brother,  James,  of  whom  we  {hall 
hereafter  have  occafion  to  make  fome  mention.  At  the 
general  eledlion  in  1780  he  was  rechofen  for  the  fame 
place,  and  continued  its  re  p  re  fen  ta  live  during  the  whole 
of  that  parliament:  but  immediately  after  its  diiTolution, 
in  1784,  was  appointed  one  of  the  commiflioners  for 
managing  the  excife,  in  confetjuence  of  which  he  became 
no  longer  eligible.  His  name  was  continued  on  the  lilt  of 
captain?  till  the  promotion  of  flag-officers,  which  took  place 
in  1793,  but  he  derived  no  pecuniary  advantage  from  this 
circumltance  during  the  lafl  nine  years,  inconfcquenceof 
the  well-known  regulation  which  prevents  ofHcers  from 
receiving  half-pay  while  they  hold  any  place  of  profit,  or 
emolument  under  government.

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NEWSpM,  William.— The  name  of  this  gentlemaa 
is  omitted  in  moft  litis  we  have  feen  of  pofl  captains.  Hfe 
was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  HeutCRant  in  the  navy  on  April 
4,  1 743-  He  afterwards  fervetl,  in  1756,  on  board  the. 
NalTau,  a  third  rate,  under  captain  Cockburn,  and 
was  advanced  to  be  a  commander  on  the  15th  of  June, 
1757.  We  believe  him  to  have  been  appointed  to  the 
Roman  £mperor,  then  an  aimed  velfcl  of  twenty  guns, 
and  fometime  afterwards  converted  into  a  firelhip.  In  this 
command  he  proceeded,  under  the  command  of  commo- 
dore Keppel,  on  the  fuccefsful  expedition  againlt  Goree. 
After  his  return  from  thence  he  waS'  appointed  to  the 
South  Sea  Callle  ftore-fhip,  and  ordered  to  the Eaft  Indies, 
where  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-captain  on  the 
nth  of  Augiiu,  1762,  though  to  what  (hip  we  are  unao 
(juainted.  Having  been  foon  afterwards  guilty  of  fome 
breach  of  condu3,  he  was  tried  by  a  court-martial,  and 
reduced  to  his  former  flation  of  commander.  W^  have 
no  farther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he 
died  on  the  17th  of  September,  1787,  after  a  lingering 
■llnefs,  in  the  71ft  year  of  his  age. 

ST.  JOHN,  Honourable  Henry,— was  the  fifth  fon  of 
John,  tenth  lord  St.  John,  of  Bletlhoe,  and  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  fir  Ambrofe  Crowley,  of  Greenwich,  in  the 
county  of  Kent,  knight,  dliil  alderman  of  the  city  of  Lon- 
don. He  was  born  on  the  ill  of  June,  1740,  and  having 
entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very  early  age,  was,  on  the 
15th  of  September,  1760,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant. After  a  very  fliort  continuance  in  the  interme- 
diate one  of  commander,  he  was  advanced  to  that  of  poft- 
captain  in  the  navy  on  the  31ft  of  Ailgutl,  1762,  by  com- 
milCon  appointing  him  either  to  the  Tartar  or  the  Torbay, 
though  we  believe  the  former,  both  thofe  fhlps  being 
named  in  different  accounts.  After  the  conclufion  of  the 
war  he  was,,  early  in  1763,  appointed  to  the  Garland,  a 
fifth  rate,  employed  as  one  of  the  cruifers  ufiially  kept  in 
cominillion  in  time  of  peace.  He  continued  on  the 
home  flation  till  the  year  1766,  when  he  was  ordered  to 
North  Amitrica,  w*iere  he  remained  till  1768.  Having 
then  returned  to  England,  appears  to  have  held  no  fubfe-, 
quent  commiflion  till  the  year  1770,  when  he  was  com- 
toifGoned  to  the  Edgar,  of  6ogiins,  one  of  the  fhips  equip- 
ped in  con&quence  of  the  apprehended  rupture  wjth  Spain. 

la 
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In  the  entiling  year  he  removed  into  the  Raifonable  of 
fixtjr-four  guns,  one  of  the  guatdOiips  ftationed  at  Ply- 
mouth during  the  three  fucceeding. years.  Not  long  after 
the  difpute  ctHnmericed  with  the  American  colonies,  that 
is  to  fay,  in  1777,  captain  St.  John  was  appointed  to  the 
Torbay,  of  fevcnty-four  guns.  He  continued  in  this  (hip 
'  till  1779.  employed  on  the  home  ftation,  but  not  engaged 
in  any  fervice  memorable  ensugh  to  demand  our  particular 
notice.  The  Torbay  being  put  out  of  commiflion  for 
repair  in  the  year  laft- mentioned,  captain  St.  John  was 
appointed  to  the  Intrepid,  of  fixty-four  guns,  and  ordered, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1780,  to  the  Weft  Indies  as 
convoy  to  a  fleet  of  merchant-veffels  and  llorelhips.  He 
arrived  there,  fafe  with  his  charge,  a  fliort  time  before  the 
engagement  took  [^acc  between  admiral  Rodney,  and  the 
count  de  Gulchen,  in  the  month  of  April  following.  In 
ihis  hewas,  after  behaving  with  the  mofl  diftinguilhed 

tallantry,  unfortunately  killed  j  being  at  the  time  of  his 
eath  fcarccly  forty  years  old,  during  eighteen  of  which 
he  had  ferved  as  a  poll-captain  in  the  navy.     He  married 

Mary,  daughter  of Schuyler,  of  New  York,  efq,  by 

whom  he  left  a  fon,  named  Henry. 

BROOKS,John,— was,  in  1743,  amidlhiptnan  onboard 
the  Namur,  under  Mr.  Mathews,  and  was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant  on  July  9, 1 747,  in  which  ftation  he  ferved  on  board 
the  Severn.  He  was  advanced  to  be  a  commander  in  the 
navy  on  May  26, 1758 ;  but  we  have  no  fairer  particular 
account  of  him  till  the  year  1760,  when  he  commanded 
the  Peregrine  Hoop  of  war ;  and  early  in  the  enfuing  year 
removed  into  the  Pomona,  a  velTel  of  the  fame  defcription 
as  the  former.  On  the  24th  of  September,  1762,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  Captain,  of  lixty-tbur  guns ;  but  appearf 
to  have  received  this  commiilion  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
givinghimranl£,not  having,  as  we  believe,  ever  proceeded 
to  fca  in  that  Ihip.  We  have  no  fubfequcnt  account  of 
his  holding  any  ccimmiffion  till  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1771,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Minerva 
frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  as  fucceflbr  to  captain  Stott^ 
He  continued  in  this  vcflel  three  yeaTs,  and  aner  quitting 
it,  appears  to  have  been  unemployed  till  1777,  whenhewa* 
made  captain  of  the  Eelleifle,  of  64  guns.  He  was  not 
engaged^  during  the  time  he  continued  in  that  (bip,  in  any 
I  bxvkm 
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lervice  fuflicienlly  memorable  to  attraA  our  particular 
notice;  and  having laioin  lyySquittedtheBelleifie,  on  that 
ftip  being  ordered  to  the  Eafl  Indies  with  fir  E.  Hughes, 
does  not  appear  to  have  ever  taken  upon  him  any  later 
command.     He  died  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1792. 

DRUMMOND,  Patrick,— the  defcendant  of  a  very 
ancient  and  honourable  family  in  North  Britain,  was 
appointed  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  as  far  back  as  the  4th 
of  September,  1744:  but  from  this  time  no  mention 
whatever  is  made  of  him  in  the  fervice*iill  1762,  when 
being,  we  believe,  employed  on  the  Weft-India  Itation, 
he  was  there  promoted,  after  pafling  very  rapidly  through 
the  intermediate  rank  of  commandert,  to  be  a  poft-captain 
in  the  navy,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  Oftoberthe  22d, 
appointing  him  to  the  Greyhound.  He  was  recommiffioncd 
to  the  fame  fliip  after  the  cefTat ion  of  hoftilities,  and  ferved 
as  ^  Weft'India  cruifer  till  the  end  of  the  year  1765,  or 
the  enfuingj.  On  his  return  to  England  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  Pearl,  of  forty  guns,  and  ordered  to  New- 
foundland. He  quitted  this  Ibip  alfo  in  the  enfuing  year, 
and  is  not  known  to  have  received  any  farther  appoint- 
ment till  the  year  J773§>  when  he  was  appointed  tt> 
the  Seahorfe,  of  twenty  guns,  then  under  orders  for  the 
Eaft  Indies.  We  do  not,  indeed,  know  whether  he 
ever  proceeded  to  fea  in  that  command,  nor  have  we  been 
able  to  coUeft  any  farther  particulars  concerning  him  either 
with  refpcft  to  his  private  life,  or  the  fervicejj,  except 
that  he  died  at  Bandirran,  on  the  3lfl:  of  Augurt,-i792. 

BOW  YER,  Sir  George, — the  defcendant  of  a  very  an- 
cient and  rcfpeiSable  family  in  Berkihire,  where  they  have 
long  held  cxtenfive  pofleffions,  was  promoted  to  tlie  rank.

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of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  13th  of  February,  1758; 
and  to  that  of  commander  cui  the  4th  of  May,  1761 ;  but 
we  know  not  eiiher  the  Rations  or  fervices  on  which  he 
was  employed  while  holding  either  of  the  ranks  juft- 
mentioncd.  He  was  promoted  to  be  a  pofl-captain  on 
the  28th  of  Oftober,  1762,  by  commiflion  bearing  that 
'  date,  appointing  him  to  the  Shcernefs.  He  does  not  appear 
to  have  long  retained  this  command,  nor  have  we  any 
account  of  his  holding'a  fubfequent  one  lill  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  dirpLte  wjth  the  North  American 
colonies,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Burford,  of  feventy 
guns.  He  quitted  this  ihip  in  1778,  and  was  commiOioned 
to  the  Albion,  a  feventy-foiir  gun  fliip,  one  of  the  fqua- 
dron  ordered  to  North  America,  under  vice-admiral  Byron. 
Captain  Bowyerwasof  courfe  eng^ed  in  all  the  different 
fervices  that  gentleman  himfclf  was,  during  the  time  he 
held  the  North- American  and  Weft-Indian  command; 
the  moft  remarkable  among  thefe  was  the  engagement 
with  the  French  fleet,  off"  Grenada,  on  the  6ih  of  July, 
1779.  Captain  Bowyer  vras  (lationed  in  the  line  as  one  * 
■  of  the  feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief  i  but  though- 
very  materially  engaged,  had  the  fortune  to  efcape  witli-r 
out  farther  injury  than  two  men  wounded.  In  the  month 
of  December  following  he  diftinguiUiCd  himfclf  by  his  very 
gallant  conduifl  in  the  attack  on  the  fniall  French  fquadron 
in  Port  Royal  bay*;  on  which  occaflon,  though  00  ad- 
vantage, honour  excepted,  was  derived  from  the  Hirmilh, 
he  is  particularly  marked  by  rear-admiral  Parker,  the 
commander-in-chief,  in  his  official  difpaiches,  for  his  great 
eagernefs  in  getting  up  his  fhip  to  fecond  the  Conqueror^ 
who  led,  and  whofe  captain  was  unfortunately  killed  at  the 
clofe  of  the  encounter. 

In  the  aflion  which  took  place,  off  Martinique,  wiih 
^e  Guichen,  in  the  month  of  April  tolluwing,  captain 
Bowyer,  who  was  {lationed  as  on?  of  the  feconds  to  rear- 
admiral  Parker,  who  commanded  the  van  fquadron,  and 
diHinguilhed  himfelf  in  no  Icfs  degree  than  on  Ihe  former 
occafion.     With  refpe£l  to  his  lois,  however,  in  men,  he

No  confeqiieatial  event  took  place  during 
captain  Bowyer's  continuance  on  that  flationifrom  whence 
he  returned,  with  a  fleet  of  merchaDt-Oiips,  towarda 
the  clofi-of  the  year  i-j^i  i  and  the  Albion  being  put  out 
ofoommilfioninthemonthof  December,  in  order  that  Qm 
might  undergo  a  thorough  refitment,  he  held  no  appoint- 
ttient  during  the  fhort  lemaindor  of  the  war.  Early  in 
■  7B3  he  was  conmiifliooed  to  the  Irrcfiftible,  of  feventy-r 
four  guns,  one  of  the  fliuis  filtingAtChatham  to  be  fbtioned 
in  the  Medway.  He  continued  to  command  there 
as  commodore  during  the  two  fucceeding  years  t;  an4

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after  quitting  it,  appears  to  have  held  no  faitlier  Cols' 
miflton  till  the  month  of  July  1790,  when,  in  conrcquencs. 
of  the  apprehended  rupture  with  Spain,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Boyne,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  a  Ihip  newly  launched  ' 
■t  Woolwich.  This  fhip  being  not  long  afterwards  paid 
otr  in  confequcnce  of  the  appearance  of  hodilities  iiaving 
Tanilhed,  captain  Bowyer  held  no  oihei  cotnoutnd  as  » 
private  captain. 

On  the  id  of  February,  1793,  almoft  immediateljr 
after  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  war  with  France^ 
he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  white*; 
and  having  hoiftid  his  flag  on  board  the  Prince,  of  ninety 

tuns,  was  appointed  to  command  in  the  main,  or  channel 
eet  under  earl  Howe.  Nothing  material  took  place,  till 
the  memorable  encounter,  followed  by  the  glorio«s  vidlory 
obtained  over  the  French  fleet  on  the  ift  of  June,  1794, 
on  which  occafion  Mr.  Bowyer,  who  behaved,  as  he  had 
ever  done  on  alt  former  occafions,  with  the  moll  dill!a> 
euiihcd  gallantry,  had  the  misfortune  10  lofe  a  leg.  In  con- 
iequence  of  this  hurt,  which,  as  muft  be  obvious,  peculi- 
arly incapacitates  a  man  from  ferving  at  fea,  though  his  lif« 
was  happily  faved,  his  country  has  been  deprived  of  his 
future  lervices,  in  the  line  of  that  profeflion,  to  which  he 
has  ever  been  an  ornament.  He  was  prevented  by  his 
Wound  from  being  introduced  to  his  majefty,  when  he 
\ifited  Portfmouth  foon  after  the  arrival  of  the  fleet  and 
prizes:  but  as  foon  as  he  was  fufficiently  recovered,  was 
prefented  to  (he  king  at  St.  James's  j  and,  it  is  almoft 
ncedlefs  to  fay,  was  moft  gracioufly  received.  He  re- 
ceived, as  a  teilimony  of  his  gallantry  on  the  forego- 
ing occafion,  and  as  a  remuneration  for  the  injury  nis 
perfon  had  fuflained,  a  penfion  of  one  thoufand  pounds 
a  year,  being  moreover  prefented  with  a  gold  chain  and 
medal :  added  to  which,  on  the  l6th  of  Augiift  following, 
he  was  raifed  !o  the  rank  of  a  baronet  of  Great  Britain, 
honottrs  and  marks  of  royal  and  public  favour,  which  ne- 
ver perhaps  were  more  juftly,  or  more  properly  bellowed. 
SMITfJ,  Richard,  —  a  gentleman  now  living,  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  o'f  lieutenant  on  the  I2ih  'of 
June,   1760;  and  to  that  of  commander  on  the  4th  of

Heretumed  to  England  with  that  gentleman  in  1 77  2, and  wc 
fuppofe  him,  after  this  timo,  to  have  been  confidercd  as 
retired  from  the  fcrvice^,  as  he  Is  not  found  to  have  been 
again  employed,  nor  indeed  have  we  any  farther  particu- 
lars concerning  him,  except  that,  when,  in  1793,  he  be- 
came fenior  on  the  lilt  of  captains,  be  was  railed  to  that 
of  fuperannuated  flag-ofScers;  a  convincing  and  honour- 
able proof  to  us,  that  our  information  concerning  him  is 
dcfe^ive,  and  that  he  was  employed  more  freqiienily  and 
confequentially  than  we  have  been  able  to  procure  Infof- 
aoation  of. 

BERTIE,  Honourable  Peregrine,  —  was  born  on  the 
t3th  of  March,  1741.  He  was  the  third  Ton  of  Wil- 
Joughby,  third  earl  df  Abingdon,  and  Anna-Maria, 
daughter  of  fir  John  Collins,  knight,  a  gentleman  of 
Scotlifll  extraftion,  which  lady,  his  lordihip  married  at 
Florence  in  the  month  of  Auguft  17*7-  Mr.  Bertie 
having  entered  very  early  in  life  into  the  royal  navy,  and 
ferved  during  the  neceflary  period  ai  a,  midlhipmari, 
was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  1761 ;  to  that 
cf  commander  on  the  ift  of  January,  1762;  and,  laltly, 
to  that  of  pod-captain,  by  comtniffion  bearing  date  on  the

Peace  took  placealmoftimtscdiately 
after  the  promoiionjuft'tnentjoned,  anfl  the  habits  in  life, 
as  wellasthJepankular  purfuits^  this  eendeBuui,didnofe 
appear  to  require  of  hiin  any  folicitation  of  oomman4 
during  a  period,  in  which  it  was  almofl  iimmfitble  an 
opportunity  coukl  a rL(e,  through  <which  he  could  particu- 
Urly  dUtinguilh  iiimfelf. 

This  confideration  wiU  certainly  appear  «f  Aiflicient 
confequence  to  account  for  Jiis  not  iiaving  hdd  any.cotn- 
mand  previous  to  the  comnieocenwnt  of  the  dt^uie  with 
the  American  colonies*;  and  political  par-ty  rsafons,  j^ 
believe,  prevented  his  acceptance,  of  any  during  the  whoie 
.of  its  continuance.  At  the  general  eleAion  in  -1768,  he 
was  chofen  reprefentaiive  in  parliament  for  the  borough 
of  W^bury,  in  Wiltfliire,  which  i)lace  he  .continued 
nicmber  for  till  ^JJit  tbe  enfuing  genial  deftion,  when 
he  was  returned  for  the  city  of  Oxford,  a  partiamentaiy 
station  he  continued  to  hold  >tiU  the  time  of  his  deafh. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  1782  he  was  appointed  to  the  For- 
titude, of  feventy-four  guns,  a  fliip  then  under  equipment 
for  foreign  fervice,  but  was  paid  off  early  in  the  qhftiing 
fpring,  peace  having  then  taken  place.  In  1787  he  ww

its  exertion,  would,  without  aoubt,  have  r«n<ieFcd  (he 
^rcateft  ietvice  to  his  country,  and  nflefted  the  hi^ieft 
ihonour.on  him(elf., 

OURRY,  George  t, — a  gentleman  now  living, -was- 
.pKxnutedto  the  rank  of]ieu[enantonthe9th  of  July,  1755^ 
and  being  afterwards  appointed  to  fetye  on  boatdv^'c 
^QOX,  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  he  was  ad- 
vanced tobeca{^inpf  theNorfolk,byco(i;inii8ionbe;u-ing^ 
date  Nov.  10,  1762.  Sometime  t^fore  he  re«eiv^  th^ 
apfKHntmem,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  admiralty  board,

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he  was  put;  by  fir  Sam.  Cornilh  the  commander-in-chief 
on  that  ftation  *,  into  the  Pamher,  of  lixiy  guns,  as  acting 
captain,  and  lerved  in  the  fame  capacity,  for  Tome  days-, 
during  the  early  part  of  the  attack  on  Marillla.  He  was 
afterwards  appointed'  third  in  command  o(  the  battalion  of 
fe^en  landed  for  the  purpofe  of  reinforcing  the  army ;

iiiitrfei,  of  feventy  guns,  one  of  the  fhips  employed  on  the 
Nonh-Alnef icdn  {ktiod,  and  particularly  in  the  blockade 
6f  Bofton.  He  returned  to  England  in  1776  for  repair 
and  vefifment,  and-  returned  again  to  America  in  the  month 
of  April  177^1  havins  a  fleet  of  truifportE  under  his  con- 
voy. He  arrived  fafe  at  New  York  with  his  charge  on 
lh<!  3d  of  Jude,  and  continued  there  during  the  remainder 
of  thfc  cuTrent,  aiid  the  greater  part  of  the  cnfuing  year, 
without  meeting  with  any  occurrence  fufficiently  memor- 
alil^  to  denland  our  particular  notice.  On  the  arrival  of 
Hk  French  fleet  under  the  count  D'Eflaing,  he  accompa> 
nicd'lord  Howe  on  his  expedition  to  Rhode  Ifland,  and 
aflerwatdi  to  the  northward,  in  QueA  of  the  French  fleet 
which  had  taken  flidter  in  Bofton.  The  latter  part  of 
this  voy^  proved  unfortunate  to  him,  the  Somcrfet  being 
wrecked  m  a  vioiem  gale  of  wind  off  Cape  Cod :  but  the 
wh6lecre>»  were  fortunately  faved  though  made  prifoners  by 
the  Americarts,  except  23  Teamen,  who  were  drowned. 

Captain  Ourry,  having  been  exchanged,  returned  to 
England  i  and  Was>  in  1^780,  app(M0ted  to  the  Ocean,  a

HpLBURNE,  Sir  Alexander,  —  nephew  to  admiial 
Francis  Flulburne,  of  whom  fome  account  has  beeii, 
already  given  •,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
on  the  20th  of  July  1757;  and  to  that  of  commander  on 
^e  6th  of  April,  1761,  He  appears  to  have  been  cap- 
tain of  tlic  Lynx  (loop  of  wa^j  but  no  farther  particu- 
lars have  come  to  our  knowledge  concerning  him  till  his 
advancement  10  the  rank  of  poli-capiain,  by  commiffion 
bearing  date  February  the  ift,  1763,  appointing  him  to  the 
Repulfe  frigaie.  We  believe  him  to  have  continued  in  this 
flaiion  but  a  very  ftibrt  lime;  and  imagine,  from  onr 
not  finding  him  ever  to  have  proceeded  to  Tea  in  that  fliip, 
that  the  commiffion  was  given  him,  merely  for  the  pur- 
jypfe  of  creating  rank.  We  do  not  think  he  evpr  heM 
any  fubfcquent  command,  but  oiherwife  have  noinforma- 
tion  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  Feb.  22,  1772. 
'  LESLIE,  William,— This  gentleman  is  known  to  US 
only  as  hiving  been  promoted  to  be  a  poft-captain,  and

:  is  faid  to  have  afterwards  removed  into'  fome  othor 
veflel,  the  name  of  which  we  are  unacquainted  with,  and 
to  have  died  in  that  command,  atAntigua,  Decs,  1766. f  , 
'  GREGORY,  Robert,— went  firft  to  fea,  as  \t  is  faid, 
with  Mr.  Keppel,  and  *a's  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  on  the  1 9th  of  January,  1 756;  After  this  time 
wc  have  no  account  of  hirri  till  he  was 'promoted  to 
the  rank  of  poft-captam;'  and  appointed  to  the  Syren,  of 
(wenty-four  guns,  by  commiflion  bearing  date  April  the 
47tb;  1763.     He  continutd  in  this  fl)ip  till  1705;  and

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arfterwards,  in  1767,  wascommiflimied  tothe  Scarborough* 
in  which  he  remained  three  years:  but  we  have  no  far* 
ther  particulars  concerning  him,  except  that  he  died  at 
Norion,  near  Siockton-upon-Tees,  in  the  bifhoprick  ot 
Durham,  on  the  i8lh  of  February,  1774. 

CLARKE,  Peter, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  the  29th  of  July,  1757;  and  to  that  of  comman- 
der on  the  2d  of  July,  176a,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Ferret  floop  of  war,  one  of  the  velTels  then  under 
orders  for  the  African  (tation :  but  excepting  thefe  particu- 
lars, we  have  no  account  concerning  him,  previous  to  his 
advanocDient  to  the  rank  of  polt  captain,  and  appoint- 
ment to  the  Mciampe  frigate,  then  employed  on  tha 
&me  (tation,  by  comini^on  bearing  date  May  the  5thf 
1763.  How  long  he  continued  tn  this  command 
v/e  have  been  unable,  with  any  preciJion,  to  afcertain,  ow- 
ing to  this  gentleman  facing,  in  many  accounts,  confounded 
with  fir  John  Gierke*,  of  whom  we  have  already  made 
Tome  mention,  and  who  was  captain  of  the  fame  frigate 
feveral  years.  We  do  not  lind  captain  Peter  Clarke 
noticed  as  holding  any  commilfion  after  quitting  the 
Melampe,  whenever  that  might  be  the  cafe,  til]  ihe  year. 
1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Kcnnington,  of 
twenty  guns.  He  remained  in  this  Hiip  till  the  rime  of  his 
death,  which  happened  in  the  month  of  January  1773. 

FERGUSON,  James,— was, a  gentleman  of  Scotlilh 
extraftion ;  who  having  entered  into  the  royal  navy,  was, 
on  the  15th  of  November,  1756,  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lieutenant;  and  after  a  remarkably  ihort  continuance  in 
the  intermediate  one  of  commander,  was  advanced,  on 
the  6ih  of  June,  1763,  to  that  of  poft-captain,  being  ap. 
pointed,  by  comroifiion  bearing  the  above  date,  to  the 
Romneyt,  of  fifty  guns,  ihe  flag- (hip  of  the  lord  Colville, 
on  the  North- American  ftaiionj.     He  continued  in  the

Ihips  then  etnployed  on  the  fame  Aation,  where  he  tt\Ci 
very  particularly  diilingoiihcd  himfelf  at  ths  timfe  of  the 
encounter,  which  took  place  in  the  month  of  April  1780} 
between  the  fleet  comidandeil  by-fir  George  Rodn^  and 
the  count  de  Guichen.

-their  motions,  which  was  admirably  well  attended  to  by 
that  good  and  veteran  officer,  captain  Fcrgufon."  Inftne- 
diatety  after  the  foregMng  event  this  gentletnan  vtas  ap* 
pointed  to  the  Intrepid,  as  fiiceelTor  to  capt.  St.  John,  who 
was  killed  from  that  ftiip.     He  afterwards  removed  intb

■f  In-thf  moothof  Mirch  17V7,  he  comBianded  ihfc  nWal  part  of 
■  expe^uon  Tent  up  the  norib  rivtf  to  -demolifli  an  Alnericah  oia"- 
lineal  IV<k's.JCi!f,  a  fcrvice  that  Will  VeiVcompleieiy,  and  (liWeA 
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tte'  TcniWc,  of  74.  gitiis,  orw  of  the  line  of  baftfc  fliips 
employed  on  the  fame  ftation.  He  accoinpantcd  the  ad- 
miral to  North  America  on  the  approach  of  ihe  hurricane 
moiAhsi  but  nothing  fufliciently  memorable  to  dernand 
«ur  notice  wok  plxcc  during  the  time  He  was  abfent  there, 
or  indeed  after  his  return  to  the  Wdl  Indies^  till  the 
capture  of  £;■  fnAatia.  This  too  being  efie£ted  withoot 
aay  rciilfauics  uiaile  on  the  part  of  the  Dutch,  it  to  be 
mentioned  merely  as  an  occurrence.  In  the  month  of 
April  following  he  was  prefeht,  under  fir  Samuel  Hood, 
at  the  encounter  with  the  Frepch  fleet  off  the  illand  ,of 
Martitiico :  But  tbe  aAion,  owiiig  to  the  extreme  caution 
jof  the  count  de  Gralle,  and  hi^  wifh  of  avoiding  the  coa- 
4eft,  having  been  extremely  partial,  the  Terrible  was  one 
«f  the  fliips  which  was  wr/  trivially,  if  at  all  engaged. 
Captain  Fergufon  reftgncd  bis  command,  and  returned  to 
EneUnd  very  foon  after  this  time :  nor  do  we  believe  ever 
to  have  taken  upon  him  aivy  fiibfequent  <ine  tilt  the 
month  of  June  1782,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Eg.

ftationed  as  one  of  the  feconds  to  rear-admiral  lir  Alex- 
mder  Hood,  who  commanded  the  fecond  (^viGon  of  the 
center  fquadron.  On  that  occafion  he  was  not  materially 
engaged,  having  had  only  one  of  his  crew  killed.  The 
EgmonI,  on  her  return  to  England,  was  ordered  to  he 
equipped  for  the  WeR-India  Ration :  but  peace  tidcing 

£«:«  immediately  afterwards,  captain  Fergufon  refigoed 
s  command. 

Inthemonthof  January  1784,  he  was,  on  the  deceafeof 
Xaptain  Broderick  Hartwdt,  appointed  lieutenant-go ver> 
nor  of  Greenwich-hofpital,  a  (tation  in  which  he  comir 
nued  till  the  time  of  his  deathj  which  happened  on  the 
I4Th  of  February,  i793-  This  gentleman,  among  Tome 
.eccentricities,  polTelled  alfo  many  excellent  qualities,  and 
,die  fhades  of  the  former  were  not  in  any  d^ee  capable  of 
^bfcuritig  the  brilliancy  of  the  latter.  The  latter  years 
«f  his  ti)e  he  unfortutiately  palTed  almoft  in  a  Hate  of  child- 
;hood,  in  confcqnence  of  a  paralytic  Itroke,  which'  befel 
itiiiQitbQiu  the  year  il96,  and  fhcreaGng  in  its  effe^s, 
leducod 
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Bri^ced  him,  crc  lung,  to  the  pitiable  liiiulioo  in  wliich 
WS'havc  jiift  reprtfented  him. 

.,  '(tlORWOOD,  Jofeph,  —  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 

;in  the  navy  on  the  21ft  of  January,  17+7-8;  and  being 

.laifed  to  the  ra:ik  of  commander  on  the  2ift  of  No- 
vember, 1761,  was  appointed  to  the  Lightning  fire- 
fiiip,  a  vellei  emplayid  on  ihc  home  or  Channel 
ftation.  He  continued  in  the  fame  command  till' 
1762;  when  a  rupture  with  Spain  being  apprehended, 
in  which  difpute  it  became  highly  probable  the  Icing  of 
Portugal  would  be  coirpelled  to  become  a  party, 
captain  Norwood,  together  with  captain  Lee,  of  whom 
we  haveprefcmly  10  give  fome  account,  were  permitted 
to  enter  into  his  fervicc.     After  peace  was  concluded  he

LEE,  Thomas, — was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant on  the  22d  of  April,  1755;  and  to  that  of  cod>< 
mander  on  the  lift  of  Novemtjer,  1761.  He  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Tamar  floop,  in  which  veliel  he  remained 
tilt  the  end  of  the  year  1762,  when  Porlugal  having  be- 
come a  party  in  the  war,  he  was,  as  we  have  juil  no^r 
remarked  in  our  account  of  captain  Norwood,  permitted 

J  to  enter  into  the  fcivicc  of  that  government.  On  peace 
being  concluded  he  returned  to  England,  and  being,  on  the 
14th  of  July,  176^,  raifcd  to  the  rank  of  poit-captain,  was 
appointed  to  the  {dreadnought,  of  Hxty  guns,  the  fiag-fhip 
of  fir  William  Burnaby,  who  was  then  made  com  mander- 

,'in'Chiefon  the  Jamaica  ftation.  After  his  return  front 
thence  he  was  appointed,  in  1770,  to  command  the  Aurora 

^igate,of  thiny-iwoguns,  a  vellel  ihen  under  e<^uip me nt 
for  the  Eaft  Indi.es,  whither  he  was  ordered  to  carry  go-

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yernor  Vanfittart  and  the  fiipervjfors.  He  accotdingly 
fajled  Toon  afterwards,  and  proceeded  to  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  where  he  arrived  in  perfefl:  fafety ;'  but  having 
quitted  that  place,  no  tidings  were  ever  heard  of  him,  or  this 
anfortunate  fhip.  The  general  opinion  appears  to  be, 
that  it  was  fet  on  fire,and  burnt  at  fome  coiifiderablc  diflance 
&OTn  land. 

PARKER,  Sir  Hyde,  — the  fon  of  vice-admiral  fir 
Hyde  Parker,  of  whom  wc'-have  before  given  fome  ac- 
count, is  now  living.  He  ferved  firft  as  a  petty  officer  on 
]>oard  the  Squirrel,  friHn  which  Ihip  he  afterwards  removed 
into  the  Brilliant,  a'nd  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant on  Jan.  4$;  1758.  He  ferved,  as  he  had  before  done, 
under  his  fathsr,  in  the  Brilliant,  and  having  removed  with 
him  into  the  Norfolk,  proceeded  to  the  Eall  Indies,  where 
he  very  rapidly  paffed  through  the  intermediate  oneof  com- 
'  nfiander,  and  was,  on  the  1 8th  of  July,  1763,  advanced  to  that 
of  po(l~captain,  being  appointed,  according  to  Mr.  Hardy* 
tij  a  Ihip  called  the  BellaJne,  but  as  we  cannot  find  any  fliip 
of  this  name  to  have  been  in  the  royal  navy,  it  is  naiiiral 
to  conclude  it  is  either  a  miftake  or  a  niifprint.  We 
have  lio  fubfequent  account  of  this  gentleman  after  the 
above  time,  till  the  year  1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Phoenix,  and  not  long  afterwards  ordered  to  North 
America,  in  confequcnce  of  the  difpute  which  had,  fome 
time  before,  commenced  with  the  colonics.  Here  he 
foon  diftinguifhed  himfelf  very  confpicuoufly  in  the 
different  attacks  which  took  place  on  the  pulls  adjacent 
to  New  York.  His  firft  employment  was  on  an  expedi- 
tion up  Hudfon's  River  to  Orange  Town,  and  commodore 
Holham,  foon  after  the  return  of  captain  Parker  from  this 
fervice,  having  (hifted  his  broad  pendant  from  the  Prefloa 
into  the  Phcenix,  it  is  needlcfs  to  add  any  thing  farther 
relative  to  the  parlieiilar  occupations  of  captain  Parker 
during  this  period,  they  having  been  already  briefly  related 
jn  the  account  of  the  commodore  himfelf*.  On  the  ^ih 
of  Oftoher  following  he  was  detached  up  the  North 
River,  having  the  Roebuck  and  Tartar  under  his  orders, 
to  force  a  palTage  above  the  American  works  at  JefFry'i 
Hook,  on  York  Ifland,  and  the  oppofite  fhore  oi  Jerfey. 
The  enemy  had  made  many  attempts  to  block  up  the

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chaniibl  snd  tdifiede  th«  proofs  of  any  navd  foice,  fifft. 
By  ftRking  a  number  of  velTcIfl,  and  frames  conuruded  for 
the  purpofe,  in  the  dCctt  part  of  the  river,  and  by  ftationin^ 
y  nDtnber  (^  fitHies  which  drew  little  water,  though  fome 
of  them  earned  thirty-two  pounders^,  in  fuch  poTitions 
thst  th^  cduld  with  lafeiy  annoy'  any  frigates  which  ap^ 
proachcd  them,  without  running  much  rtfk  of  injury  an 
th'eii'part. 

Such,  however,  was  the.addrefs,  iSivity,  and  gallantly 
of  captain  Parker  *ith^  hit  colleagues,  that  they  very 
Quickly  overcame  all'  th^fe  difficulties;  and  though  the 
vefFels'lhey  feverally  commanded,-  fi^ered  conlidcrably  in 
their'  malts,  the  lofs  of  men  on  board  iticm  was  extremel]i 
trivieh  In  confequtince  of  his  gallamry  on  this^  and  . 
the  foregoing  occalion,  he  received  not  long  after- 
wards^ as  did  feveral  other  officers*  who  were  engaged  io 
the'  fnhe  line  of  fcrvicre,  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
Nothirig  vfery  material,  confidering  the  active  line  of 
fervice  in  Wtuch  this  gentleman  was  tfngagedi  fopk>  place 
during  either  of  the  two  fucceeding  years.  The  only 
oCcafion  on'  which^  we  fitid  fir  Hyde  particularly  men- 
tioned  isin  the  month  of  AuguH  1778,  when  he  ferved 
onder  theqrdersof  lord  vifcount  Howe,  on  his  expedili<Ht 
tb  Rhode  IQand,  in'  qued  of  the  Frendi  fieet.  In  thp 
month  ot  November  he  was  dbtgched,  by  rear-admiral 
Gambler,  then  commander-in-chief  on  the  Nonh- 
American  ffartton,  being  appointed  commodore  of 
the  convoy  fent  with  the  fleet  of  tranfports,  having 
troops  on  board,  dcltined  for  the  conqueltt^  Geoi^. 
He  failed  for  New  York  on  the  27th  ot  the  month  juft- 
tnenttonied ;  but  having  encountered  a  leries  of  bad 
weathbr,  and  repetition  of  ftonns,  did  not  reach  Tybce^ 
St  the  entrance  of  the  port  of  Savannah,  till  the  a3d  of 
pecember.  The  rcdudion  of  the  whole  colony,  a  con- 
an^  efieded  almod  without  reCJlance,  followed  imme- 
diately  afterwards;  but  the  Phoenix,  in  common  with  the 
Other  fliipi  of  the  f^uadron,  having  fuftained  confiderable 
daniage  itl  the  paflage,  Was  obliged  to  be  .refitted  at  the 
captured  port  la  the  befl  mimiier  circumAances  would 
'^nnit,.  and  immediately  afterward*  returned  to  England

iniinateriaUy  occupied  in  fuch  tervice9.u  were  .required  on 
9  fiytioD,  .whcie  little  oUkf  appearapce  of  wufiire  tuh!^ki, 
tfmn  the  caliiai  capture  of  a  inetchant  veOH,  or  rn)itU.fbip 
of  y/v-  ^inf;  out  on  acniife  at  the  time  jult-mcntionei^ 
Jiehad  the  misfortuoe  to  be  overtaken  by  that  tremendoui 
btUTicane,  which  iicatly  defolated  that  quarter  .of  the 
world.  The  Phoenix  was  wrecked  on  the  morniqg  of  the 
4tii  of  that  month  on  the  iHaod  of  Cuba,  about  three 
-  leagues  to  the  eaftward  of  Cape  Cruz ;  aud  thou^  the 
;cniEforV)c  in  the  lofs  of  the  Uiip  was  undoubtedly  a  gnat 
one,  yet,  from  the  circumftances  attending  it,  it  confider- 
^ty  alleviated  the  public  concern'  at  wnat  woidd  have 
happened,  according  to  the  reprefentation  of  fir  Hyde 
himfelf,  had  it  not  taken  place.  The  Phoenix  had  re- 
cqived  fo  muck  previous  injury  in  the  gale,  and  had  be* 
come  fo  extremely  leaky,  that,  had  fhe  not  been  driven  on 
fliore,  her  fate  would  have  been  rendered  flill  more  dread- 
ful by  tbe  deSruflion  of  all  her  crew,  in  confeqoeooe  ef 
her  muodering  at  fea> 

The  conduct  of  fii  Hyde  on  this  melanchdy  occafion 
was  mod  highly  exemplary  and  praife-worthy ;  the 
whole  of  the  fliif 'screw,  twenty  excepted,  the  greater 
part  of  whom  were  waihcd  overboard  with  the  raain>maft, 

Cfafc  to  the  fliore.  Their  number  amounted  to  two 
idrcd  and  forty  porfons.  and,  by  great  exertions,  a 
fuf^cieni  quantity  of  provifions  and  ammunition,  together 
with  .four  of  the  Ihip's  guns,  were  got  on  Hiorc.  Sir 
Hyde  immediately  took  poll  on  a  fpot  favourable  to 
defence  in  cafe  of  attack  j  and  having  difpatched  his  fiiH 
lieutenant,  Mr.  Archer,  in  one  of  the  Ihip's  boats  to 
Montcgo  Bay  for  alliflance,  inftantly  fet  his  people  to 
work  in  the  hally  conltruSiun  of  fuch  temporary'  defences 
fts  ihpuld  enable  him  to  refill  any  fuddcn  alTault  till  adift- 
MKC  atid  ttlii^  fiipulfl  anive.    Thefe  fpirited  and  wife 
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precautions  were  rewarded  with  the  liiccefs  they  lb  well 
dcferved.  The  Porcupine  floop  of  war  and  three  fnialler 
vefTels  reached  them  from  Jamaica  in  leven  days  after  the 
lofs  of  the  fliip,  and  fafcly  tranrporting  from  the  enemy's 
country  the  whole  of  this  fortunate,  as  they  might  b« 
called,  while  unfortunate  crew,  after  they  had  firft-dcmo- 
lifhed  their  little  fort,  put  a  period  to  their  temporary 
-fufierings  by  landing  them  at  Montego  Bay  on  Oflobcr  15. 

Sir  Hyde  Parker  returned  to  England  foon  after  the 
foregoing  event i  and  almoft  immedialely  on  his  arrival 
was  appointfed  to  the  Goliath,  of  feventy-four  guns,  a  fhip 
newly  launched,  and  then  under  orders  of  tquipment,  at 
Woolwich,  for  home  or  Channel  fervice.  Nothing  ma- 
terial, as  may  be  Itill  remembered,  look  place  on  that 
llation,  till  the  departure  of  lord  Howe  with  the  fleet, 
covering  the  convoy  of  ftorefhips  deftined  for  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar,  in  (he  month  of  September  1782.  Sir  Hyde 
was  Rationed  to  lead  the  van  divifion  of  the  fleet ;  and  in 
the  trivial  encounter  with  ihe  combined  force  of  France 
and  Spain,  had  four  men  killed,  his  third  lieutenant,  his 
mafler,  and  fourteen  Teamen  or  marines  wounded.  Peace 
taking  place  almofl  immediately  on  the  return  of  the 
fleet  into  port,  the  Goliath  was  retained  in  commiflion  as 
a  guardOiip,  and  fir  Hyde  continued  to  command  her*. 
He  was  fird  flationed  at  Sheernefs,  and  in  the  courfe  of 
the  fummer  was  ordered  to  be  fitted  at  Chatham  as  one 
of  the  Plymouth  divifion.  In  the  month  of  Odober  the 
Goliath  was,  together  with  fome  other  (hips  of  the  fame 
force,  ordered  to  Gibraltar  for  the  purpofe  of  (hifting  a 
part  of  the  garrifon.  Sir  Hyde  failed  on  the  i4ih  of  Oc- 
tober, 1783;  and  after  his  return  from  this  fervice  wat 
ordered  to  rortfmouth,  where  the  Goliath  continued  as  a 
guardlhip,  and  fir  Hyde  remained  her  captain  during  the 
time  ufually  allotted  to  fuch  commands. 

On  the  apprehenl'ion  of  a  rupture  with  France  relative 
to  the  Dutch,  in  1787,  fir  Hyde  Was  appointed  to  the 
Orion,  of  feveniy-four  guns,  a  new  fhip  fining  at  Wool- 
wich ;  but  the  point  being  quickly  fettled  by  the  march  of 
the  Prudian  army  into  Holland,  the  Orion  was  put  out  of 
commidion,  and  fir  Hyde  does  not  appear  to  have  held 
any  farther  command  till  the  month  of  May  1790,  when 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Biunfwick,  of  feventyi-four  gune, 
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one  of  the  (hips  fitted  for  Channel  fervtce,  on  .a  (imilar' 
profped  of  a  rupiUre  with  Spain,  TRis,  as  well  as  the 
former  difpiite,  being  alfo  accommodattd,  fir  Hyde  re- 
ligned  his  comtnand,  and  did  not,  we  believe,  accept  of 
any  other  as  a  private  captain.  Hoftilities  having  com- 
menced with  France  in  1783,  a  promotion  nf  flag-officers 
took  place;  in  confcqiience  of  which  fir  Hyde  was  ad- 
vanced, on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  to  be  rear-admiral 
of  the  white,  and  immediately  aflerwards  accepted  of  the 
flation  of  firtt  ca[)tain  to  vice- admiral  lord  Hood,  who  Was 
appointed  to  the  Mediterranean  command.  He  accord- 
ingly embarked  on  board  the  ViiSory,  and  proceeded  with 
the  fleet;  but  it  becomes  fcarcely  neceifary  to  give  any 
detail  of  thfe  tranfaiSions  •  which  took  place  while  he 
continued  in  this  quarter,  either  in  the  (tation  jull-men- 
,  tioned  Of  ^lerwardst  when  *he  removed  into  the  St, 
George  as  commander  of  a  fqiiadron.  On  the  I3th  of 
April,  1794,  he  was  advanced  In  be  rear-admiral  of  the 
red;  as  he  moreover  was,  on  the  4ih  of  July  following, 
to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue-,  and  on  the  ift  of  June, 
1795,  to  be  vice-admiral  ot  the  red.  In  1796  he  returned 
from  the  Mediterranean,  and  was,  very  foon  after  hi^ 
•rrivaf,  appointed  to  command  on  the  Jamaica  (Nation, 
whither  "he  repaired,  and  has  continued  ever  fmcc. 
Owing,  however,  lo  its  iituatioa  being  far  removed  from 
any  probable  fccne  of  great  naval  entLrprlze,  in  confe- 
quence  of  neither  the  French  nor  Spaniards  having  any 
confiderable  force  in  thofe  Teas,  he  has  not  met  wiih 
any  opportunity  of  adding  10  that  reputation  he  had  betorc, 
very  juftly,  acquired. 

DALRYMPLE,  Hugh,  — a  gentleman  of  Scottifli 
extrailion,  was,  in  17+7,3  midihipman  on  board  the  Kent, 
under  the  late  capl,  Wyndham,  His  fubfequent  fervices 
■while  in  the  fame  ftation  we  are  ignorant  of,  as  we  have 
nofarther  account  of  him  till  he  was  appointed  a  lieutenant 
in  the  navy  on  Feb.  28,  1756.  He  was  from  thence  ad- 
vanced to  be  acommander  on  the  l8lh  of  April,  1759,  and 
■  was  appointed,  we  believe,  to  the  PolUilion:  we  imagine 
him  to  have  continued  in  the  fame  velfel  during  nearly  the

tbe  24th  of  November,  1763,  be  w^  piomotcd  to  be 
s  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Arundel)  of 
twenty  guns ;  but  we  believe  him  to  have  received  this, 
eommiinon  merely  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  rank,  a 
Tery  common  mode  of  rewarding  thole  officers  who  have 
merilorioufly  ferved,  particularly  at  the  end  of  a  loi^ 
war.  We  iind  no  farther  mention  made  of  him  tiif 
the  year  1771,  when  he  commanded  the  Emerald,  of 
ihirty-two  guns,  a  cruifing  frigate.  He,  not  improb^ly, 
eras  appointed  to  this  flii^  in  the  preceding  year,  as  we 
find  him  to  have  quitted  it  in  1772,  and  to  have  been  com- 
miflioned  to  the  Cerberus,  a  fiiip  of  the  fame  rate,  but  infe- 
rior fcHCC,  carrying  only  twenty-eight  guns,  to  which  we 
think  it  by  no  means  improbable  he  removed,  in  confc- 
quence  of  the  time  limited  to  his  former  command  being 
expired.  He  quitted  the  Cerberus  airoicarl^  in  1775,  and 
in  1777  was  appointed  to  the  Juno,  of  thitty-two  £uns* 
In  tnis  (hip  he-was  ordered  to  North  America,  but  does 
oot  appear  to  have  been  concerned  in  any  ieivice  more  tna> 
terial  than  that  of  cruiflng,  in  which  he  met  with  but  indif- 
ferent fuccefs.  In  themonthof  July,  1778,  he  was  Ilationecl 
at  Rhode  Ifland,  when  that  fettlement  was,  as  may  be  wel) 
remembered,  attacked  by  the  French  fleet  under  tl^  count 
U'ERaing:  the  Juno  was  in  conlequence  ordered* together 
with  the  reft  of  the  armed  veiTels,  to  be  burnt,  or  otherwiie 
deltroyed.  Captain  Dalrymple  returned  to  England  iu>t 
long  afterwards,  and  in  1779  was  appointed  to  the  Canada, 
«f  leventy-four  guns,  in  which  Ihip  fie  continued  till  the- 
year  enfuing.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1779 
he  was  ordered  on  a  cruife,  gff  the  Weflera  Iflands^  in 
company  with  captain  Jervis,  who  commanded  the  Fou- 
drovant;  but  nothing  material  enough  to  demand  gur 
notice  took  place,  nor  have  we  any  farther  partici/larf 
concerning  him,  except  that  he  appears  to  h!(v.edied  in 
ihe  courfe  of  the  yeat  1780.

COTTON,  Rowland.— This  gentleman,  who  is  of  2 
very  ancient  and  rerpe^able  family  in  the  couhty  of 
Salq>,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  jifl 
of  January,  1760,  and  a  commander  on  the  25th  of 
AuguH,  1762.  Afterthe  ceflatton  of  hodilitics  he  was, 
in  a  Hoop  of  war,  ordered  to  North  America,  on  which 
fUtion  we  find  him,  early  in  the  year  1764^  ferving  as 
afiing  captain  of  the  Alarm  frigate.  He  was  confirmed 
in  the  command  of  this  thip,  by  commillion  bearing  date 
May  the  7th,  in  the  year  juft-raentifined.  After  his  re- 
turn to  England,  which  was  not  till  fome  confiderable 
time  after  this  appoiiitment,  we  do  not  find  him  menti- 
oned as  holding  any  other  till  I777j  when  he  was  com- 
millioned  -to  the  Pallas,  of  thirty-lix  guns,  a  frigate  then 
employed  on  the  African  fhlion,  ■  Haying  quitted  that, 
command  on  his  return  to  England,  we  do  not  find 
him  holding  any  fubfequeilt  one  till  the  year  1780, 
when  he  was 'appointed  to  the  Buffalo,  of  fixty  guns, 
then  employed  as  a  guardfhip'in  the  Downs.  That  fliip 
being  ordered  to  Join  the  grand  fleet  in  the  month  of 
Auguft,  captain  Cotton  was  promoted  to  the  Irt- 
flexible,  of  fixty-four  guns,  one  of  the  fleet  equipped 
for  home,  or  channel  fervicc.  He  continued  in 
this  (hip  till  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  when'  thfe  , 
Inflexible  was  ordered  to  the  Eaft.  Indies  with  commo- 
dore fir  Richard  Bickerton.  In  this  interval  owing  to  the 
extreme  cautiin  of  ihe  enemy,  and  their  ftudious  attention 
to  avoiding  any  aflion  in  the  European  feas,  no  opportu- 
nity offered  in  which  be  could  diftinguilh  himfelf ;  in. 
deed,  the  only  occafions  on  which  we  find  his  name 
mentioned,  arc,  that  he  was  ordered,  as  foon  as  appointed 
to  the  Inflexible,  to  attend  captain  Moutrjy  and  his  fleet 
an  hundred  leagues  to  the  wtrfward  of  Scilly,  after  which 
he    was    iiiHrudted    to  join    admiral    Geary ;     fecondly, 
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llrat,  in  the  month  of  March  1781,  he  accompanied  vice- 
admiral  Darby>  when  he  proceeded  to  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar, 

After  quitting  the  Xnflexihle  we  do  not  find  him  to 
have  held  any  command  till  the  month  of  September 
1783,  when  he  was  appointed  to  ibc  Cull oden,  of  fcventy- 
four  guns,  ju&  launched^  and  then  eqyipping  at  Wool- 
Trich  for  a  guardlhip,  to  be  -dationed  at  Plymouth.  He 
'retained  this  command  during  th^  cuflomary period  of 
three  years  r  ''id  after  quitting  it,  did  not,  wc  belierc,  hold 
any  commilSon  till  the  atmamcftt  which  took  place 
againft  Spain  in  1790,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Rt^ufie,  a  third  rate  of  the  fame  force  with  the  Cultoden. 
The  prolpe^  of  hollilities  vanishing  foon  afterward^ 
captain  Cotton  ouitted  his  command,  and,  we  believe, 
never  held  any  otner  in  the  rank  c^ captain.  On  the  ifi 
of  February,  1793^  he  was  advanced  to  be  reir-admiral  of 
the  white;  and  beir^  immediately  appointed  to  command 
ai  part-admiral  at  nymouthr  hoiiled  his  flae  accordioglf 
on  board  the  Cambridge,  of  eighty  guns.  He  ctKitinued 
in  this  llation  lill  the  time  of  his  death,  which  happened  at 
his  houfe  ia  the  Docfcyird^  at  Plymouth,  on  the  30th 
of  NDTcmberj  J794**

CALDWELL,  Bemamin,— a.  gentleman,  now  livtog, 
of  ■  very  refpcdable  ntnily  in  Ireland,  but  fome  years 
iince  fettled  in  the  town  of  Liverpool.  Having  entered 
into  the  naval  ferrice,  he  was,  on  ^e  2oth  of  March,. 
1760,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant ;  and  to  that 
of  commaoder  on  the  34th  of  May,  1763,  being  ap- 
pointed to  the  Martin  iloop.  He  was  ordered  in  this 
vellel  to  the  coaft  of  Africa,  and  from  thence  paflcd, 
we  believe,  to  the  Well  Indies,  where,  or  immediaiclj

in  J768.  He  continued  in  this  Velfel  thiee  years,  add, 
yrc  twiieve,  held  no  farther  commitTioo  till  the  year 
1775)  when  bs  wai  appointed  to  the  £meraM,  of  thiny- 
two  giut)  one  of  the  fcigates  ordered  jmmediately  after- 
Wards  on  the  North-American  Itatioa.  He  continued 
there  alio  during  the  three  Xuccecding  years,  employed  on  a, 
Tanety  of  thofe  fervicee  which  the  nature  of  the  war  in 
that  quarter  particularly  required,  but  which,  though  hit 
continued  gallantry,  and  good  condu^  added  much  to  his 
reputation,  it  is  fcarcely  neceffary  to  repeat  here,  hot  only 
on  account  of  their  frequency,  but  becaufe  the  reiterated 
account  of  fmall  captures,  and  defultory,  though  fuc'ceriful 
expeditions,  would  rather  tire  the  mind,  than  awaken  ths 
cuiioTity. 

CaptainCaMwell  hariog  returned  to  England,  was,  in 
r779,  appointed  to  the  Haonlbat,  a  new  (hipof  6fty  guns, 
and  empnyed,  we  believe,  in  1780,  in  convoying  a  fleet 
'  of  EaA'India  .{hips  to  and  fiom  St.  Helena.  He  was 
advanced,  in  i78[>  Xram  tlw  :[bip  lafl-^roentioned' to  the 
Agamemnon,. of  iixtyifotu  gins,  which,  as  well  as  the 
.  former,  wajs,  on  hts  firft  appoiDtment  to  her,  newly 
launched.  AsToonasthelhipwasequippedforfervicecapt. 
Caldwell  was  ordered  to  join  the  main  flfiei ;  and  was  one 
of  the  officers  Cent  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  1781,  under 
rear-admiral  Kempcnfi;lt,  for  the  piirpofe  of  intercepting 
a  French  fquadron  and  convoy,  laid  to  be  bound  from 
Brefl  to  the  Ealt  and  Wed  Indies.  The  particulars  of 
the  principal  fuccefs  h^ve  been  akeady  related  in  our  ac- 
count of  the  rear-admiral;  but  captain  Caldwell,  wiihhis 
own  Ihip,  and  the  Frudente  frigate,  having  been  detached 
^.him  in  purfuit  of  any  flragghng  veffels  that  mjght  have 
ftparated  from  the  main  body,  had  the  good  fortune  to 
fall  in  with,  on  the  a.^fh  of  December,  thirteen  days  after 
the  fi  rft  capture,  faur  (hips,  and  a  large  fnow,  laden  with 
valuable  cargoes,  on  the  French  king's  account,  all  bound 
-from  Bourdeaux  to.ihe  ilUnd  of  Martinico.  The  whole

being  made  prises  □£,  irere  broiight  into  port,  and  capT; 
Caldwell  was  foon  afterwards  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies 
for  the  purpofe  oS  reinforcing  admiral  flr  George  Bridges 
Rodney,  who  had  pioceaded  thither  with  a  Itout  fquadrotv 
a  few  days  before. 

Th<  AgamQRinon  being  very  diftitiguifhedly  engaged  in 
the a£tion  with  theCountdeUrafleiOn  the 9th and  1 3th  of 
April  folio wing,.f II fterod  extremely  on  thofe  occaltons,  hav-  , 
inghad  fourteen feanien killed, bdidestwolieutenantsanc^ 
twenty-two  feamcn  wounded.  Capt.  CaidweU  proceeded  to 
Jamaica  with  the  fleet,  and  from  thence  to  Not^  America 
with  admiral  Pigot,  with  whom  hs  retamcd  ag»n  tn  the 
Wcfi  Indies  towards  the  clofe  of  the  year ;  but  no  event  ii> 
^e  fmaltcfl  degnte  worthy  bar  notice,  bv  rehtkm,  took 
place  during  ■  the  (hnrt  remainder  of  the  war,  and 
peace  being  concluded  early  in  the  enKiing  year,  he 
retiirne'd  with  the  Agamemnon  to  England'  in  the 
month  of  May  following.  We  do  not  hnd  this  gen- 
tleman particularly  mentioned  as  hojditig  any  command 
after  this  time,  tilfthe  armament  which  was  equipped,  in 
1790,  under  the  idea  of  a  rupture  being  I'tkcty  to  talcc 
place  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  condnd  of  t^t  court  in 
the  affair  of  Nootka  Sound,  The  (fifi^ute  being,  howeveri 
amicably  fettled,  the  Berwick,  to  which  he  had  been  ap- 
pointed, was  put  out  of  commiflion,  and  we  do  not  find  him. 
ever  again  in  aSIve-fcrvice  as  a  private  captain.  On  Feb.  i , 
1793,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  tljc 
white,  and  being  foon  afterwards  appointed  ts  command 
rn  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  hotfted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Cumberland,  of  feventy-foHr  guns.  He  foon  removed 
into  the  Impregnable,  a  fecond  rate,  in  which  (hip  h« 
continued  to  ferve  inthe  main,  or  Channel  fleet  till  th« 
month  of  September  1794*;  whenrhavii^  been  nominated 
to  command  in  chief  on  the  Letward  illand  -  ftalion,  he 
fltifted  his  flag  into  the  Majcflie,  of  reventy-foHi:£uns,and 
proceeded  ibither  on  the  lyh  pf  0<%}bcr  lolkrwing.  H« 
retained  the  command  jud-  mentioned  only  till  the  month  of 
*June'i795,  when  having  returned  to  Europe  he  tlnKk  his.

potntmciTt  fmcc  that  time  *. 

CORNWALLIS,  Honourable  William,  — now  liv- 
ing, isthefounh  fon  of  Cbaries,  fifth  lord,  and  firft  earl 
CornwaHit,  by  his  lady,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Charles, 
lord  vifcount  Townfhend,  by  his  6rft  wife,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Pelnam,  and  Jincr  to  Thomas 
duke  of  Newcadle.  He  was  born  on  the  20th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1743-4;  and  having  entered  at  a  very«arly  age  into 
the  royal  navy,  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  at  the  latter 
«nd  of^the  year  1761.  On  the  12th  of  July  in  the  enfu- 
ing  year,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commander,  and 
apptnnted  to  the  Swift  floop  of  war,  in  which  we  believe 
liiia  to  hare  continued  till  his  liJH  farther  advancement  to 
iherankef  poll  captain,  by  comtniffion  bearing  date  April 
the  2othj  1765,  appointing  him  to  the  Prince  Edward,  of 
forty  guns.  We  do  not  prectfely  know  how  long  he  con- 
tinued captain  of  that  Ihip,  but  believe  him  to  have 
been  appointed,  in  1767  t,  to  the  Guadaloupc,  of  thirty-  ' 
two  guns,  in  which  he  was  ordered,  not  long  afterwards, 
totheMe(iitern)nean,where  he  continued  during  the  accuf* 
tomed  period  of  three  years.  After  his  return  to  Eng- 
land we  do  not  find  hjtn  holding  any  fubfcquent  com- 
mand till  1774,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  PaUas,  of 
thirty-fix  guns,  on  the  African  flation.  He  c(»itinued  in  that 
frigate  till  t1ie  year  1 776,  and  luving  then  returned  to  Eu- 
rope, was,  not  long  afterwards,  commiffioned  to  the  His,  of 
fifty  guns.  He  was  ordered  immediately  to  North  Ame- 
.  rica,  where  he  diftinguilhcd  himfelf  exceedingly,  in  the 
month  of  November,  at  the  attack  of  Fort  Illand;]:,  in 
the  river  Delaware;  and  having-  returned  to  England 
on  board  fome  other  (hip,  was,  at  the  end  of  1778,  ap-

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pointed  to'ille  Lion,  of  rixt7-fbiJr  guns.  In  this  fhip  he 
was  ordered,  at  the  very  comtDencement  of  the  year  en- 
fulng,  to  the  Weil  Indies  with  con^riiodore  Rowley, 
tinA  flaring  joined  the  fleet  onth^t  (btion,  commanded  by 
vice-admiral  B^ron,  ferved  under  him  in  the  encounit^ 
.off  Grenada)  on  nhich  occAfion  ht  difUngiriihed  himlelf 
in  the  mod  gallant  manner.  The  Lion,  being  very  conn 
fiderably  damw^  in  the  aaioa*,  as  well  by  the  lofc 
of  her  main  ana  mizen  top-maAs,  as  by  the  injury  done 
her  fails,  rigging,  and  yards,  was  oblizcd  to  beaf  away  fur- 
Jamaica,  wna«  fbe  arrived  indeed  in  iafcty,  but  in  a  m^ 
dtflrefTed  and  fiiattcred  Date.  Having  remained  on  ih^ 
fame  ff  ation,  during  the  enfuing  year,  he  farther  fignalifed 
himfelf,  by  his  very  gallant  condud,  in  two  diSerent 
encounters  with  French  fquadrons  of  greatly  fupcrior 
force.  The  iirll  of  thefe  took  place  on  the  scrth  of 
March,  oiF  Monte  Chrilii.  The  force  of  the  enemy,  who 
werecommanded  by  one  of  the  ablcft  officers  in  their  fer»i«, 
.monficur  De  la  Motte  Piquet,  conlillcd  of  four  fliipa  of 
the  line,  with  the  Amphitrite  frigate ;  while  that  under 
captain  Cornwatlis  amounted  only  to  the  Lion  of  Cztyr 
four  gnns,  the  Briftol  of  fifty,  and  the  Janus  of  forty-fouj. 
He  immediately  made  the  fignal  for  his  fhips  to  fonti 
into  a  line  ahead,  and  formed  the  beft  preparations  in  hia 
power  for  refilling  fo  unequal  an  attack.  The  crent  did 
him  the  higheft  honour,  as  will  be  fcen  by  the  fubjoined 
official  account  t,  tranfmitted  by  fir  Peter  Parker,  tb? 
cpmrnander-iifcluef,  to  the  admnalty  boud.

The  remainder  of  the  da^r  was  employ^  by  the  enemy  in  repairing 
their  damagri ;  and  juA  before  fnn-fet  khey  made  fait  again  after  ow 
Ihipi,  but  did  not  come  within  gun-lhol  the  whole  nig^t.  Soon  aifter 
daylight  OD  Wednefday  utormng,  (he  ^id,  capuio  Comwallii  &ir 
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The  fecond  a^on,  thou^  not  lb  warm  u  tke  fiift, 
was  far  more  dilgraceful  to  tbe  eneniy  from  the  circum- 
fiances  which  attended  it,  and,  conretjuently,  if  poflible, 
more  hoitotirabic  'to  the  Eaglith  cominanden.  Captain 
Cornwallis  had  attended  captain  Inglls,  in  the  Salifbury. 
with  the  homeward-bound  convoy,  throtuh  tbe  gulph  of 
Florida ;  and  having  parted  company  on  the  9th  of  JuDCy 
afterwards  proceeded,  accordiiw  to  his  ioftnifiions,  on, a 
cniife  to  we  northward,  where  he  fell  in,  on  the  20th  o^ 
the  fame  month,  with  a  French  fquadron,  commanded  by 
monfieur  De  Tcmay,  bound  to  North  America :  its  force 
being  ten  or  eleven  fhips  of  two  decIcSi  two  of  them 
carrying  eighty-four  guns  each ;  three  or  four  frigates,  « 
cutter,  and  an  armed  brig :  while  on  the  other  hand  that 
under  Mr.  Cornw^Jis  confined  only  of  two  Ihlps  of 
fcventy-four  guns  each,  the  Sultan  and  Hc£tori  two  of 
flxty-four,  the  Lion,  his  own  {hip,  andtheKuby;  with 
the  firiflol,  of  fifty  gum,  and  the  Niger  frigate.  Tbe 
enemy,  who  were  croiEng  the  commodore's  track,  on 
difcovering  the  Britifb  fquadron  hauled  up  towards  him, 
feveral  of  their  large  Ibips  (Iretching  ahead  of  the  reft, 
particularly  two  of  them,  who, '^  Toon  as  the  He^orand 
Niger  approached  them,  wore  »nd  edged  down  to  rejoin 
their  companions.  The  two  fqtiadrons  had  nearly  ap- 
proached each  other  about  half  pall  four  o'clock,  and^ 
captain  Cornwallis  ^en  perceiving  feven  Ihipg  of  two 
decks  forming  into  a  line,  exclufive  of  othen  left  for  the' 
protedion  of  a  fleet  of  traorports,  which  were  in  com- 


three  fatl  to  1cev«rd,  which  he  imagined,  ind  tfumtaiit  foand  lo  be 
the  Ruby,  (nd  the  Ni^r  ii)d  Pomoaa  Fng*tM>  Tbe  French  inme. 
jiatety  hauled  their  wind  and  ciptaio  Cocnwillii  chared  them  for  five 
houTi,  but  they  declined  the  combat  nolwithftanding  ibe  Janui  wu 
difabled,  and  capiaia  Cornwatlii  had  only  two  fixty-four  and  one  fifty-, 
gun  Ibip  lo  oppob  10  four  fail  of  the  eneniy'i  line  of  fcvcaiy-four 

Snt  each,  under  the  commaiwi,  ai  I  bave  (ince  been  infofiiied,  o^ 
,  de  la  Mdtie  dc  Piquet.  The  fiamet  of  the  French  ftipi  are  the 
Hannibal,  Hero.Vanqeur,  Diadem,  atid  the  Ampbiiriie  frjgate.  The. 
Ftcaeh  fired  fo  iBJuditaoufly  that  ihere  were  ooly  twelve  rn^n  killed, 
and  wounded  in  the  three  fhipi.  The  marked  conduEl  and  intrepidity 
of  captain  Corowatlis,  ind'aTt'the  oficeii  and  men  andcr  hii  com- 
mand, vill,  I  flatter  niyE^l^  (ivc  cntiic  btiifaSiQa  (a  t^ir  loid* 
IWpi.  ., 
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pany,  bdides  fevcral  fricatcs,  made  the  fignal  for  hii 
own  fhips  to  form  into  a  Tine  ahead  on  the  {tarboard  tack. 
'  The  enemy  were  at  this  time  on  the  larboard  tack, 
their  convoy  Deing  two  or  three  miles  diftant  from  them 
on  their  {larboard  quarter :  fomc  of  their  two  decked  (hips 
as  well  as  frigates  beingunder  a  prefs  of  fail  to  Join  the  fertn 
which  were  already  formed  to  oppofe  the  tnglifh  fqua- 
dron.  At  this  time  the  Ruby  was  io  far  10  leeward  that  the 
enemy  would  have  weathered  her,  in  confcquence  of  which 
fhe  was  obliged  to  tack;  andcapt.  Cornwalli,*,  with  the  reft 
of  the  fliips  under  his- orders,  immediately  wearing  to 
fupport  their  companion,  became  on  the  fame  tack  with 
the  enemy,  who  were  prevented*  by  this  manoeuvre  from 
pufhing  anv  of  their  weathermoft  fliips  between  the  Ruby 
9nd  the  reft  of  the  fquadron.  Mr.  Ternay's  intention 
being  thus  fnidrated,  he  edged  away,  forming  his  line,  but 
although  within  diftjince,  did  not  fire  a  fingle  fliot. 

At  half  paft  five  o'clock  captain  Comwallis,  finding  he 
had  puflied  the  enemy  fufHciently  far  to  enable  the  Ruby  to 
rejoin  him,  made  her  (ignal  to  tack  ;  in  confequencc  of 
■which  the  eremy  immediately  hoiftcd  their  colours,  and 
began  tofire.  When  the  Ruby  had  fetched  into  the  rear  of  tho 
.Britilh  line  flie  tacked,  and  the  headmoft  fliip  of  the  enemy 
tacked  alfo,  the  reft  following  her  example  in  fuccelTion, 
ftiilprcferving  their  line.  They  kept  upaverydiftant,  and 
tonfequently  Tiarmlefs  fire  on  the  Britifli  fquadron  as  they 
pafTed  it  on  the  contrary  tack ;  but  as  foon  as  their  ftern- 
moft  ih  ip  had  ftretched  beyond  thcBritilh  rear,  they  bore  up 
and  joined  their  convoy.  Such  good  ufe  did  they  make  of 
the  approaching  night  to  prevent  all  farther  conteH,  that, 
on  the  fucceedmg  morning,  not  one  of  them  was  to  be 
Seen. 

The  injury  fuHained  by  the  Briiifh  fliips  was  fo  ex- 
tremely trivial  as  fcarcely  to  deferve  remembrance,  on 
^ny  otner  grpu^d  than  as  a  proof  of  the  caution  and  bacfc- 
irardnefs  of  the  enemy :  it  amounted  only  to,  the  lofs  of 
the  Ruby's  jib-boom,  together  with  a  fliot  through  the 
fliiigs  of  her  fore-yard*.     Mr.  de  Ternay,  in  his  dif-

}»te}iM  to  hii  own  court,  is  faid  to  have  paid,  whether 
with  intention,  Or  othcrwifc  we  cannot  pretend  to  deter- 
mine, the  greatelt  poflibic  compliment  to  tlie  conduct  of 
captain  Cornwallis.  Knowing,  faid  he,  the  magnitude 
of  the  expedition  I  was  entrufted  with,  and  finding  frtMO 
liiscondud,  that  the  officer,  who  had  the  honour  of  com- 
manding the  BritiQi  fquadron  was  not  to  be  trifled  with,  I 
judged  It  moft  prudent  to  decline  any  aftion  as  much  as 
polfifole. 

Captain  Cornwallis  concludes  his  own  account  of  thi« 
tranudion  in  the  following  very  modcll,  though  pointed 
terms. 

"  The  whole  of  this  matter,"  fays  he,  "  is  of  fmall 
importance ;  but  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  of 
every  particular,  for  fear  of  mifreprefeniatlons,  as  the 
enemy  are,  fometinies,  not  very  correft  in  their  accounts. 

•'  We  flattered  ourfelvcs  at  firft  thatit  was  a  convOjr 
under  the  care  of  the  four  line  of  battle  fliips  we  met  tb^ 
laft  cruize  with  fome  frigates  :  lam  fure  it  was  the  fin- 
Cetc  wi(h  of  my  brother  captains,  and  every  one  of  our 
litile  fquadron."  But  I  am  to  lament  my  ill  fortune,  that 
after  having  been  entruded  by  you  with  the  command  of 
five  fuch  Dtips  and  a  frigate,  that  I  Oiould  again  meet  the 
enemy  To  lircing  as  to  prevent  our  being  able  to  attempt 
any  thing  againii  them." 

Capt.  Cornwallis  returned  to  England,  at  the  clofe  of  the 
year,  in  the  Lion;  and  during  the  greater  pari  of'theenfu- 
ing  fpring,  as  well  as  fummer,  ferved  on  the  home  ftatioa 
under  vice-admiral  Darby :  he  proceeded  wiih  him, 
in  the  month  of  March,  to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  the 
only  fervice  which  dcferves,  in  any  degree.thefmailcft  re- 
membrance, as  having  taken  place  during  the  courfe  of  the 
then  current  year.  At  its  conclulion  he  was  promoted  to 
theCanada,of  74guns,  and  ordered  to  the  WeK  Indies  with 
fir  G.  B.  Rodney,  under  whom  he  diftingniflied  himfelf 
Tcry  confpicuouUy  in  the  two  encounters  which  took  place 
with  the  count  dc  Guichen  on  the  9th  and  1 2th  of  April,' 
1782,  on  which  occafions  he  had  twelve  feamen  killed  and 
rwenty-three  wounded.  He  is  faid  to  have  hailed  the 
commander-in-chief  at  the  clofe  of  (he  action,  and  to 
have  foltcited,  in  the  Itrongcft  terms,  permiflton  topurfue 
the  routed  foe,  a  r^qyelt}  Ipiritcd  a*  it  was,  fir  Geor^, 
fearmg 
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feariafiihe  itCpoaSbWitj  aitachsd  to  his  flation,  did  -not 
think  It  prudent  to  comply  with-  Capi.  Cornwallis  con- 
tiDued  in  the  lame  quarter  till  the  month  of  Auguft,  when 
liewas  ordered  to  England  as  j>artof  the  convey  tothchonie- 
ward  bound  fleet.  The  fhip  received  To  much  damage 
in  that  gale  of  wind,  which  proved  dellruftive  to  many 
of  itie  Aips  of  war,  as  well  as  merchant-vellitis,  dF  the 
banks  of  Newfoundland,  that  captain  Cornw^lis  was 
obliged  to  inake  the  beft  of  his  way  to  England,  where  he 
was  fortunate  enough  to  arrive,  !n  fafety,  on  the  ift  of 
OSobcr.  Being,  as  a  ttatural  coniequence,.  paid  off 
immediately  on  his  arrival,  he  did  not,  we  believe,  hold  a^ 
farther  appointment' till  the  end  of  the  year  1788*,  vrhen 
be  was  fent  commanding  officer  of  a  fin^l  fqusdron 
ordered  to  the  Ead  Indies,  confiliing  of  the.  Crown,  of 
lixty-four  guns,  his  own  Ihip ;  the  Perfeverance  and  Phoi- 
nix,  of  thirty-Ox  eaeh,  with  the  Atalanta  and  Ariel  floops. 
After  having  met  with,  and  furmounted  many  accidents  ttf 
inferior  moment,  fuch  as  having  at  one  time  ran.  on  Qiore, 
and  at  another  fuflained  Tome  damagd  by  running  foul  of  4 
fliipofwarjinjurles  which  however  were  eaCiy  repaired, he 
at  la(t  failed  horn  Poilfmouth,  with  the  force jultlUted^oa 
the  Qth  of  February,  1789. 

Nothing  material  occurred  in  the  naval  department, 
during  the  time  he  was  abfent  on  this  ftation,  till  the  year 
I792t,  when  adifputetook  place  between  a  frigate  under 
his  ccmtmand,  and  one  belonging  to  the  French,  An 
aflion  had  nearly  enfucd,  but  the  point  i  was  at  lall  ami- 
cably

**  )  had  the  boiKNii  of  virt'iDg-you  br  iheTbamea:  Gacetbatflup 
failed,  monficur  St.  Felii,  the  cotnieiHlor*  of  the  French  ftpiadron, 
arrived,  and  we  were  very  near  hiving  an  ennscioent  with  him  oD 
bit  coming  on  thii  coaft.  We  happened  (o  uiT  in  with  him  in  the  , 
eveniDE,  and  not  knowing  what  Slip  11  wu,  the  commodore  ordered  a ' 
gontoufiied.  A  liulc  wb'lc  after,  coning  neiircr  to  himwrEnKid 
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f!^Uy  (ettletd  w'tttiotK^hyhoftiHty.  While  abfent,  he  was, 
on  the  ift  of  February,  1793,  «ifed  to  the  rink  of  rear- 
admiral  of  the  white  j  and  having  hoilled  his  flag  on  board 
the  Minnva  frigate,  continued  on  the  Suae  ftation  till  the 
tfid  of  the  fame  yeah 

Tfi«  laft  fer*ice  in  which  h«  was  employed  appeara  tp 
have  been  the  UoQkade  of  Pondicherfy  by  fea,  while  that 
place  was  befieged  on  the  land  fide  by  a  corps  under 
pslonal  Braithwaite.  This  duty  was,  confiderii^  the 
very  fnull  foice  imder  the  rear-^miral's  orders,  certainly 
Ml  arduous^  and  might  have  proved  a  dangerous  one,  the 
fSaemj  bting  u  that  time  far  fuperior  in  force  in  thofe 
{eas,inconfsqtiei)ceofunexpe3edreiDf(»:cenientsfentfioni 
{Europe  to  the  lile  of  France.  A  numerous  body  of  troops 
were  adually  expe£l«i  to  arrive  during  the  fiege,  under 
the  convt^  of  the  S^bille,  a  large  frigate  of  forty-four 
guna,  and  three  of  inferior  fize,  while  the  whole  fwce 
under  the  rear-admiral  confided  only  of  the  Minerva  fri-

We  all  ekpeQed  to  have  an  B£iioii 
with  him,  aa  oui  (ommodore  wu  determined  to  comply  with  bii 
order*;  but  we  undcrltood  afierwaidi  the  French  commodore  wai  aoi 
■bic  to  put  bis  threat!  into  execution,  ai  ihe  national  afTcmbly  oi^ 
b6lr(lbiillHp,andiheReroIiic,dirapprovedof  hiiconduS.  Tbey  fajd 
diey  thought  we  laad  a  right  to  feanb  every  v«ffet  comns  apoo  tbia 
coal),  ai  long  u  wc  were  at  war  with  TJppoo,  and  that  tney  under. 
Hood  be  intended  to  try  ui  with  a  convoy  i  but  if  he  bad  a  mind  to 


Gght,  he  mufl  fire  the  guoi  himfclf,  for  ibey  would  not.  The^  faid 
•  they  were  a  free  nation  now,  and  therefore  .aacd,  and  ihoueht  difTcreot 
from  what  they  had  done  formcrlv.

We  brought  to  IcveralveBeli  under  French  colouri,  but  be  never 
took  notice  of  It,  which  rather  furprized  us  (not  knowinE  then  what 
fiad  happened  on  board  bis  fiiips).

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Ste,  of  thimr-eight,  with  three  Indumen  fitted  as  anned 
ipE.  No  interruption,  however,  was  attempted  againll 
the  Britifil  arms.  The  Svbillc,  indeed,  did  make  her 
appearance,  but,  on  being  cfiaced  by  the  Minerva,  quitted 
the  coad  with  the  utmi^  precipitation. 

ITie  place  fumndcred  Toon  aftcrwanb,  and  Mr,  Corn- 
wallis  having  arrived  in  England  early  in  1794%  was  ap- 
pointed to  command  a  rmalFcruifing  ftjuadron,  in  confc- 
qucnce  of  which  he  hoifted  his  flag  nrft  on  boatd  the  Ex* 
cellent,  of  74  gans,  from  which  he  afterwards  progreflively 
removed  into  the  Csefar,  of  eighty ;  the  Prince,  of  ninety- 
eight;  and,  laltly,  in  the  enluing  fpring,  into  the  Royal 
Sovereign,  a  iirft  rate.  He  continued  unintemiptedlj'  em- 
ployed in  the  line  of  fcrvice  already  ftated,  but  without 
icing  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with  any  occurrence  de- 
manding our  particular  notice  til)  the  month  of  June 
179;,  when  being  on  a  cruize  off  BelteiOe,  having, 
befidet  his  own    Ihip,   the  Triutnph,  Mars,  Bellero- 

Phon,  and  Brunfwick,  of  feventy-four  euns  each;  the 
haoeton,  of  ihiny-eight;  the  Palus,  of  thirty-two;  and 
KingsfjOier  iloop  of  war,  under  his  orders,  he  fell  in,  on  the 
7th,  with  a  French  fquadrbn  confiiling  of  three  fliips  of  the 
line,  (ix  frigates,  a  brig,  a  floop,  and  a  cutter.  The 
vice-admiral  immediately  gave  chace,  and  for  a  Qiort  time 
entertained  hopes  of  being  able  to  get  up  with  the  enemy ; 
but  die  wind  being  unfortunately  fair  for  Bclleifle  Road, 
the  fugitives  were  enabled  to  fecure  themfelves  there, 
before  he  could  clofe  with  them.  He  afterwards, 
on  the  fame  day,  chafed  two  frigates,  having  a  very 
lame  Dutch  Jhip  in  tow,  laden  with  cannon,  naval,  and 
ordnance  {lores  ■■  the  frigates  crowded  all  the  fail  they 
could  and  efcaped,  but  the  veflel  they  were  towing  was 
captured.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day  he  met 
a  convoy,  rounding  the  point  of  the  iQand  already 
mentioned;  eight  of  the  merchant  vefTels,  which  were 
laden  with  wine  from  Bourdeaux,  were  captured,  and 
proved  part  of  a  fiect  which  had  failed  from  thence 
under    the    proteAion    of    the    three    liiie    of    battio

fliips, 
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Alps,  the  nine  frigaWs  and  Hnaller  veflcis  already  men- 
tioned. Nothing  material  took  place  after  this  time  iiM 
the  t6th  of  the  fame  month,  when,  being  off  (he 
Penmarks  with'  the  fame  force,  he  fell  in  with  a 
French  fguadron,  confifting  of  thirteen  fliips  of  the  line, 
fourteen  frigates,  two  brigs,  and  a  cutter.  The  remain- 
der of  the  day  palled  in  manoeuvering,  it  being  as  much 
the  part  of  vice-admiral  Cornwallis  to  avoid,  ifpoffible, 
againft  fuch  powerful  odds,  as  it  was  the  inlereft  of  the 
enemy  on  their  fide,  to  bring  on  an  adion,  the  event  of 
vriiich,  in  confequence  of  their  great  fuperiority,  they  had 
every  teafonable  hope  to  conclude  would  be,  in  ftmie  de- 
gree, favourable  to  them. 

Half  the  enemy's  fleet  tacked  in  fhorein  the  afternoon, 
and  a  change  of  the  wind  brought  thoTe  (hips  to  windwaid 
of  the  BritiOi  fliips,  fo  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
17th,  at  day-light,  the  enemy  were  feen  on  both  quartets 
of  the  vice-admiral's  fquadron.  At  nine  o'clock  one  of 
their  headmoft  fliips  began  firing  on  the  Mars,  the  flcrn- 
moft  of  the  Britifli  line,  and  the  reft  of  their  fleet,  as  ihey 
came  up,  in  fucceffion  commenced,  to  ufe  Mr,  Corn- 
watlis's  own  term,  '*  a  teazing  fire,"  which  continued,  at 
intervals,  during  the  whole  day,  but  without  eftcfling  any 
injury  to  the  Britifh  Ihips,  or,  confequently,  aflbrdingany 
acfvuitage  to  the  enemy.  The  Mars  having  fallen  a  littk 
to  leeward  towards  the  clofe  of  the  day,  the  enemy,  as 
their  laft  effort,  appeared  to  threaten  rather  a  feriot» 
attack  on  that  fhip ;  but  on  the  vice-admiral's  bearing  up 
to  fiipport  her,  they  abandoned  their  intention;  and,  not> 
withitanding  their  wonderful  fuperiority,  began  to  draw 
off,  infomuch  that,  by  funfet,  the  whole  of  the  enemy's 
fleet  having  tacked,  left  the  Britifh  to  purfue  their  courfe 
unmoleftal.  Thus  had  this  gentleman,  for  the  third  time, 
the  (Ingiilar  honour  of  having  defended  himfelf  with  fiK:- 
cefs,  and  brought  off,  entire,  as  well  as  uninjured,  the 
whole  of  the  fhips  he  commanded  in  the  face  of  an 
ehJJmy*,  at  the  loweft  odds  double,  and  at  the  highcft

occupied  in  cniiGngibiriiw  thennninderof  thcyuu't  and 
on  the  i«h  of  Febiuary  m  die  eofiiing  year,  wu  apt- 
pointed  to  commud  the  Equtdron  and  convoy  jordcicd  to 
the  Weft  Indies.  He  accordingly  pot  to  &a  on  the  aSth 
of  February,  having  his  flag  on  boora  die  JRoyal  Sorerei^^ 
bttt  having  unfortunately  lan  fotil  of  the  fielUraiius,  i 
large  tranfport  belonging  to  the  fleet,  on  the  lA  of 
March  t,  received  To  much  damage  as  to  be  compelled,  a 
few  days  afterwards,  to  put  back,  after  leaviog  culain 
Louis,  in  the  Minotaur,  of  feventy-fourguns,  w'm  innjruc- 
tions  to  proceed  with  the  fleet  to  its  place  df  dctUnatioa. 
He  announced  his  arrival  at  Spithead^  to  the  admiralty- 
board,  on  the  14th,  and  received  immediate  orders  to  fliift 
bis  &ag  into  the  Allrea  fiigtt^  and  proceed  according  lo 
-liis  former  deOination.  The  ill  Aajeof  the  vice-admiral '« 
health  caufed  him  to  refufe  complying  with  this  order, 
buf  at  the  fame  time  he  expreScd  his  willii^gnefs  to  pr<v 
ceed  in  the  Royal  Sovereign  as  foon  as  tfaatlbip  Ibould  be 
lehtted.  This  being  deemed  a  breech  of  idifcipline  t^ 
the  admiralty,  a  court-martial  was  oideieti  to  be  hekj,  for 
the  purpofe  of  enquiring  into  the  particular  circumdances 
which  caufed  his  return,  as  well  as  his  refufal  to  proceed 
to  fea  in  the  Aflrea.  It  accordingly  was  held  on  board  the 
Orion,  in  Portfmouth  harbour,  on  April  7,  earl  Howe  be- 
ing preddent;  it  confided  of  nine  flag-oflicers,  beftdcs  his 
loidihip,  a  greater  number,  perhaps,  than  everbefore  &t  on 
any  court-martial,  and  three  captains,  as  members.  Its  de- 
cilkon  was,  that  in  refpcfl  to  the  two  firft  charges  of  his 
returning  without  leave,  after  having'beenorde^topn^■' 
ceedtoBarbadoes,  and  of  his  difobeying  the  orders  hehad 
received,  mifcondud  was  imputable  to  him  forrnot  havii^ 
fhifted  his  flag  into  the  Mars,  or  Minotaur,  and  pro*

tdmiral  of  the  fteei. 
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ceeded  taeid»rof  thoTc  lliii*  to  the  Weft  Indies.  But  in 
cofifideratton  of  other  clrcutnfbinces  the  court  acquitted 
him  of  any  difobediencc  in  his  condu^  on  that  occafioii. 

With  nfycQ:  to  the  third  chirge,  his  having,  afto: 
his  [%turn,  disobeyed  the  orden  of  the  board  of^oiniratty 
in  not  going  (Hit  to  tbe  Weft  Indies,  in  the  Altrea  frigate, 
ibe  court  were  of  opinion,  that  the  charge  wqs  not  proved, 
and  therefore  unaaunoully  acquitted  him.  This  decifioh 
was  certainly  as  honourable  to  the  vice-admiral  as  any 
ihtwt  of  the  moft  unequivocal  acquittal  polGbly  could  be : 
the  Cenfore,  fuch  as  it  was,  did  not  leave  a  AiadoW 
of  imputation  on  his  charafter  either  as  an  ofScer  or  as  a 
nian  t  the  pmnt  critically  turning  on  that  kind  of  miflake 
which  all  men  being  liable  to  malte,  it  fliuuld  rather  ex- 
cite oui  furprile  that  fimilar  infiances  of  the  fame  nature 
do  not  daily  occur,  than  our  wonder  that  in  the  prefent 
occafion  it  Ihould  have  fliown  itfelf  in  fo  brave,  experi- 
enced, and  able. an  ofiiccr,  as  tbe  whole  wurld  will  readily 
admit  this  gentleman  to  be. 

Having  ftruck  his  flag  immediately  afterwards,  he  has 
not,  hithorto,  taken  upon  him  any  command,  and  we  havt 
a  double  reafon  to  lament  the  foregoing  mifunderlUnding 
between  a  gallant  oiScerand  a  very  able  marine  minilter; 
grievii^  hrli,  that  the  Qighied  occurrence  fhoiild  takd  place 
which  could  give  a  moment's  unealinefs  to  fo  good  a  man, 
or  that  his  country  Ibbu Id,  for  a  Tingle  inflant,be  deprived  of 
the  ferviccs  of  fo  brave  a  one.  Having  been,  as  we  have 
already  obferved,  chofen,  in  1768,  reprefentative  fur  the 
borough  of  Eye,  in  SufTolk,  he  continued  to  Cn  for  that 
place  during  tbe  whole  of  that  parliament ;  but  after  its 
dilTolution,  in  1774,  was  not  again  elected  for  any  place 
till  the  general  cleftlon  in  1784,  when  he  was  returned 
for  Portfmouth.  LaAly,  at  the  enfuing  general  eleflion, 
in  1790^  he  was  again  chofen  re preTent alive  for  Eye, 
which  place  he  has  continued  member  for  ever  fincc. 

MOUATT,  Patrick,  — was  a  gentleman  of  Scotch 
CKtraflion,  and  was  not  originally  Ijttended  by  his  friends 
'  ioT  the  fea  lervice,  having  been  bound  apprentice  to  a 
fhip-builder.  In  this  occupation,  however,  he  acquired 
no  inconftderable  (tore  of  ufcful  knowledge,  knowledge 
'  wluc^  afterwards  became  of  great  ufe  to  him  in  his  new 
profellion 
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prafcflion  of  a  feaman,  and  not  only  acquired  hioi  (tts--. 
favour  and  patronage  of  many  diftingtiiuied  chara^er]^ 
but  alfo  caufed  his  employment  on  all  fuch  particular 
ferviccs  as  appealed  peculiarly  to  demand  that  ufcfiil 
kind  of  information  he  pofTcued.  Aloioft  immediately 
on  his  entering  into  the  navy,  he  became  acquainted 
wiih  captain,  afterwards  admu^  Byron,  an  intimacy 
which  continued  to  fubfiH  during  their  lives.  Mr.  Mouatt 
fetvcd  Under  that  gentleman,  hrll  as  a  midfliipman,  and 
aftcrwaids>  for  a  very  confiderable  part  of  that  peri  od,dlirin^ 
jMrhich  he  continued  in  the  more  advanced,  but  Hill  fub- 
Ofdinate  flatiou  of  lieutenant.  To  the  lanlc  lad-mentioned 
he  was  promoted, oa  the2oth  of  January,  i743-6t  and  after 
Ibme  time  fpent  as  a  junior  lieutenant,  was  advanced, 
a  fliort  lime  before  the  recommencement  of  war  i4i  1756, 
to  be  firft  of  the  Vanguard,  as  he  afterwards  was  of  the 
America,  both  commanded  by  Mr.  Byron.  He  was,  from 
the  {lation  I  aft- mentioned,  promoted,  on  the  2ad  of  May-, 
1758,  to  be  commander  of  a  Hoop  of  war  ;  after  conti- 
nuing in  which,  fome  (hoit  time,  he  removed  into  the 
Cormorant  hrclbip.  He  remained  in  thisvcHel  till  1762, 
after  which  lime  we  are  unacquainted  with  any  commif* 
fion  held  by  him  till  1764,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Tainar  floop  of  war,  a  velTel  which  was  then  fitting  for  a 
voyage  of  difcovcry  in  the  South  Seas,  as  confort  to  the< 
Dolphin,  of  iwenty-four  guns,  commanded  by  commo- 
dore Byron.  They  failed  toget|ier  the  beginning  of  July, 
and  it  is  needl^fs  to  enter  into  any  detail  of  the  [larticu- 
hrs  which  took  place  during  that  voyage,  they  having 
been  already  given  in  our  account  of  Mr.  Byron*. 

Captain  Mouatt  was  advanced  by  the  commodore,  he 
be;ng  authorized,  by  particular  inflmdtions  for  that  pur' 
pufe  t,  to  the  rank  of  poll-captain,  and  appointed  to  his 
own  (hip,  the  Dolphin,  fay  commiffion  bearing  date  April 
the  aSih,  1765.  He  returned  to  England  in  the  month 
of  May,  1766,  and  this  command,  with  the  rank  erf 
poll  ■•captain,  as  ii  was  the  firft,  fo  was  it  the  laA 
we  know  him  to  have  held;  nor  have  we,  exclufive  of

the 
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the  lofs  of  his  Ton,  a  lieutenaat  iti  the  marine  corps,  Ivho 
died  at  Antigua  in  the  month  of  October  1786,  been  able 
to  colleift  any  farther  particiHars  Concerning  him,  except 
that  he  died  in  Smith-ftteet,  Weftminfter,  on  the  5th  of 
May,  1790,  having  then  reached  his  jUth  year; 

O'HARA,  Jamfes, — a  gentleman  now  living;  is  faid  by 
fome,  though  we  believe  erroneouily,  to  haVe  been  the  fon 
of  rear-admiral  O'Hara,  of  whomwc  have  already  given 
a  Ihort  account  *.  He  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  on  tiie 
I2th  of  April,  1748,  and  ferved  in  that  ftation,  in  1*756, 
on  board  ihe  Dolphin,  of  twenly-four  guns,  capt.  Carr 
Scrnpe,  one  of  the  Mediterranean  fquadron.  He  was  from 
thence  prompted  to  be,  a  commander  on  the  2d  of  June, 
1756,  and  was  appointed,,  we  believe,  to  a  Polacre  floap 
of  war.  He  was  from  thence  removed,  about  the  year  1760, 
into  the  St.  George  armed  (hip.  He  continued  in  the 
fame  command,  we  believe,  during  <he  whole  of  the  war, 
without,  however,  being  fortunate  enough  to  meet  with 
any  occurrence  confeqiiential  enough  to  caufe  any  parti- 
cular mention  being  blade  of  him.  After  the  ceflation  of 
hoftilities  he  was  appointed  to  the  Peggy,  a  floop  of  ten 
guns,  from  whence  he  was,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765, 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-capfain,  and  commiiiionedto 
^fie  Nightingale.  After  quilting  this  fhip  we  have  no", 
farther  account  of  him  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  177 1  ; 
when,  though  holding  the  rank  of  port  captain,  he 
accepted  the  command  of  the  Alderney  floop.  In 
this  velTel  he  continued  three  years ;  and,  in  1-775,  was 
appointed  to  the  Ptarl  of  thirty-two  guns,  one  of  the 
frigates  employed  on  the  North-American  ftation.  He 
quitted  that  ihip,  however,  very  early  in  the  enfuing  year, 
and  did  not,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcover,  ever 
take  upon  himfelf  any  fubfequent  command.  In  1793, 
having,  in  confequence  of  the  promotion  of  flag  officers 
tbcn  made,  become  fenior  to  many  of  them,  he  was,  ac- 
cording to  the  regulation  eftabliihed  in  1788,  put  on  the 
lift  of  fuperannuated  captains. 

.  PASCALL,  Michael- Henry, —was  appointed  a  lieute- 
nant.in  the  navy  on  the  Qth  of  December,  1745 1;  and  pro- 
moted to  be  commander  of  a  floop  of  war  on  the  2lft  of 
Auguft,  1759.     We  have  not  been  able  to  difcover  the

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qame  of  the  veflel  to  which  he  was  appointed,  or  the  fer— 
vices  on  which  he  was  employed,  previous  to  the  end  of 
the' year  1761,  when  a  rupture  with  Spain,  in  which 
Portugal  would  be  of  courfe  involved,  appearing  inevit* 
able,  he  was,  with  other  Britifli  officers,  permitted  to  en- 
teiT'into  the  fervicc  of.that  government,  for  thepurpofcof 
Winging  its  navy  into  a  fomewhat  more  refpcfiable  tooling 
tfaan  the  long  continuance  of  peace,  and  an  habitual  inda> 
!enc^  or  want  of  energy,  had  fuffered  it  to  dwindle  down 
to-  In  confeqiience  of  the  general  approbation  his 
ferviccs  met  with,  while  thus  employed,  he  was,  after  his 
return  to  England  *,  promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft-ofptain, 
and  appointed  to  the  Scarborough,  of  twenty  guns,  by 
commtfilon  bearing  date  the  20th  of  June,  1765.  We  do 
not  know  him  to  have  held  any  fubfcquent  commuid  in 
the  BritiQi  fervicc,  and  othcrwife  indeed  have  no  parti- 
culars concerning  him,  except  that  we  believe  him  to  hav« 
died  about  the  year  1787. 

ALMS,  James.  — This  brave  and  able  officer,  as  he  is 
a  proof,  that  obfctirity  of  biiih  is  not  the  fmallell  impedi- 
ment in  the  Briiiftifervice,  to  the  attainment  of  the  htffheft 
rank  and  lionours  in  it,  by  a  man  poffening  the  ability, 
and  other  requifites  nej:cffary  to  form  a  good  commander, 
lb  ought  he,  with  others  equally  well-deferving,  indeed, 
with  himfelf,  prove  the  moft  honourable  incentive  to  all 
perfons  who  enter  into  it,  not  to  fiifFer  their  natural  fpirtt 
to  be  abalhed,  or  their  exertions  deprclled,  by  a  circum- 
flancc,  «hich  far  from  d  i  fc  red  i  ting  them  in  theopmion  of  all 
well^thinking  and  judicious  men,  muft  raife  them  ftlU 
higher  iu  their  efteem,  and  the  general  favour  of  their 
I'e  i  lo  w-  c  ountry  m  en , 

Mr.  James  Alms  was  a  native  of  Gofpnrt,  in  the 
county  of  Southampton,  being  the  fon  of  a  very  honet^, 
and  indufirious  man,  who,  we  have  been  informed, 
boaft<;d  no  higher  apporniment  than  that  of  an  inferior 
domeltic  belonging  to  the  houfehold  of  the  late  duke  of 
Richmond.  Ey  afiiduity,  and  a  perfeflly  uninterrupted 
propriety  of  condoft,  he  rarfcd  himfelf  to  ihe  ftation,  we 
believe  of  ftcward,  in  which  he  died  as  much  lamert^ed, 
as  he  had  been  in  his  "lifetime  truly  valued  by  his  grace. 
Mr.  James  Alms  having  entered  into  the  navy  at  a  very 

■  He  ferved  for  fome  lime  afier  tbe  peace  «  ciMpmandcr  of  tlie 
JQirpalch  flocf , 
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eiily  age,  was,  after  the  neccffary  probation  •  in  an  inferior 
ftation,  paffLd  through  with  the  utmoll  propriety,  raifed 
to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  and  appointed  to  the  Syren  .fri- 
gate on  the  iftof  May,  1749.  fie  returned  not  long  after- 
"BPards  to  Europe ;  where  having,  in  1754,  been  appointed, 
as  we  have  been  informed,  commander  of  the  Harwich 
Eafb  Indiamauihe  repaired  again  to  the  Eafl  Indies,  and  was 
prefem  in  the  enfuing  year,  under  his  former  commander 
r^r-adiniral  Watforij  at  the  attack  and  reduflion  of 
Geriah,  the  principal  of  Angria's  fortrdTes.  War  having 
commenced  foon  after  this  time  between  Great  Britain 
,and  France,  Mr.  Alms  returned  to  Europe,  in  1758,  over- 
land, accompanied  by  Mr.  Ives  the  furgeon,  who  publifh- 
ed  the  celebrated  account  of  the  occurrences  which  took 
place  on  their  route.  Mr.  Alms  having  immediately  on  his 
arrival  tendered  his  fervice,  he  was,  foon  afterwards,  ap- 
pointed, firH  lieutenant  of  the  Mars,  of  74  guns.  Heferverf 
in  this  Itation  at  the  rime  of  the  memorable  engagement 
■with  the  marquis  de  Conflans,  in  the  month  of  November 
'759 » ""''  **®  afterwards  promoted  to  the  rank  of  (;om-  , 
niander  on  the  loth  of  July,  1761.  In  the  montli  of 
Febrjjary  1762,  he  was  ftnt  out  to  the  Weft  Indi^  as 
ading  captain  of  the  Alarm,  a  frigate  of  thirty-two  giinsy 
and  was  preftnt  in  that  (hip  at  the  attack,  and  conquell  of 
the  ifland  of  Martinico.  boon  after  this  time  he  capttired 
two  French  corvettes,  or  armed  velTcls,  one  carrying' 
rightcen,  the  other  twelve  guns;  and  having  proceeded,  in 
the  month  of  May,  under  the  command  of  fir  George 
Pocock,  on  the  expedition  agdinft  the  Havannah ;  n^s 

*  Ja  1744,  bsiog  then  only  fourteen  yean  old,  he  fcrved  on  board. 
the  Dngon,  commaadtd  by  captain,  afierw^irds  vice. admiral  Waifoo,, 
iq  ibe  engagement  wbicb  tootc  place  off  Toulon,  between  the  Brili{il, 
flteti  commanded  by  Mr.  Mathews,  and  the  combiued  foice  of 
Fnnee  and  Spain.  On  tnii  occallan  he  aficd  a>  one  of  the  aids-de> 
camp  10  hit  captain,  who  beflawed  (be  bigheft  and  befl-dererrej 
comtnendationi  on  bti  conduS.  From  the  Dragon  be  wp  remored' 
into  the  Mamure,  of  fcveniy-four  guni,  then  .commanded  by  capiija 
SoTcawen,  and  taken  by  him  foun  afterward;  for  hii  flag  (hip,  wbcR 
IH-omotcd-  la  the  rank  of  rear-admiral,  aod  appointed  eommandcr-ia* 
chief  in  the  EaA  Indici.  Mr.  Aims  «ai  prefent  at  the  defeat  anl- 
jcapture  af  Mr.  de  Jonquiere's  fquadron,  on  the  3d  of  May,  I747;aiiil. 
Wing  aftervraidi  accompauied  his  admiral  to  the  Ball  Indiei,  vat  oM 
«( the  kw  fortunate  pctfoni  laved  out  of  the  Namure,  when  (hat  Ow, 
wft  uiibappily,  wneckcd'on  the  coafi  of  CoTonaadcl,  in  die  moaih  oc 
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(Jrdered  by  the  admiral  aheaji  of  the  fleet,  together  with 
the  Echo,  of  34  guns,  to  lye  on  the  Cayo  Sal  Bank.  Thefe 
ihips  had  the  good  fortune  to  defcry  five  veffels,  to  which 
they  gave  chace  j  the  Alarm  being  much  the  fafter  failer  of 
.  the  two,  came  iip  with  the  two  largeft,  one  of  which- 
proved  to  be  the  Phoenix,  of  twenty-two  guns,  and  onci 
hundred  and  feventy-five  men ;  the  other,  the  Theiis,  of 
<nghteen  guns,  and  fcventy  men;  both  Spanifh  frigates, 
having  under  their  convoy  two  fchooners  and  a  brjgantine, 
bound  to  Sitga,  in  the  Streighls,  for  timber.  Captain 
Alms  immediately  began  to  engage  the  velTels  of  war, 
and,  .after  an  obflinate  difpute  of  three  quarters  of 
an  hour,  compelled  them  both  to  furreijder.  On  this 
occalion  Mr.  Alms  is  faid  to  have  had  feveral  very  nar- 
fpw  eiicapes,  many  mulket  balls  having  palTed  through  his 
hat,  and  one  having  wounded  him,  though  not  danger- 
oufly,  in  the  knee  *^  He  was  afterwards  employed  on 
many  important  points  of  fervice  during  the  fiege  of  the 
Havannah,  which  took  place  immediately  after  this  time.; 
NotwithlUnding,  however,  thefe  repeated  opponunitie» 
which  he  fo  well  employed  of  didinguiHung  hiinfelft,  he 
■was  not  advanced  to.  the  rank  of  poft-captain  tilLhe  was 
appointed  to  the  Levant,  of  twenty-eieht  guns,  by  com- 
midion  bearing  date  June  the  aolh,  J7P5.     - 

We  do  not  believe  him  to  have  long  retained  this  com- 
mand, no  mention  being  made  of  him  except  merely  that 
of  his  appointment;  nor  have  we  any  farther  account  till 
that  of  his  being  commillioned  to  the  Montreal,  of  33  gims, ; 
a  frigate  employed  as  a  cruifer,  to  which  he  was  appoint- 
ed in  1770,  and  in  the  command  of  which  he  continued,- 
as  is  cuftomary,  during  the  three  fucceeding  years.  '  After 
quilting  the  Montreal  he  appears  to  have  remained  un-' 
employed  till  the  month  of  September  i^So,  when  he  wafti 
appointed  to  the  Monmouth,  of  lixty-four  guns.  During 
this,  as  well  as  the  interval  preceding  his  appointment  to  the 
A^treal,  he  rcfided  principally  at  Chjchefter  whh  his  fa- 
mily, where  he  endeared  himfelf  to  all  perfons,  with  whom

- 1  H«  for  a  (hori  riins  if tcrward*  conntndcd  the  Cjignct  Hoop  of  war ' 
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he  was  acquainted,  by  his  private  conduct,  in  as  great  a 
degree,  as  his  more  public  behaviour  muft  have  excited 
their  admiration. 

The  Monmouth  was,  at  the  commencement  of  the  yeaf 
'1781,  ordered  to  the  Eaft  Indies  with  commodore  Johni 
ftone,  under  whom  capt.  Alms  conduifted  himfelf  with  fo 
much  ability  and  fpirit,  in  the  encounter  with  Suffrcin  in 
Porto  Praya  Road,  that  prone  as  his  commander  was  to 
ccnfure  on  grounds  which  none- but  himfeif  would  pro^- 
bably  haVc  taken,  and  little  inclined  as  he  was  to  praife 
thofe  points  of  condiiii  which  all  the  reft  of  the  world 
»ppiauded,  yet  he  difdained  not,  on  the  occafion  to"  which 
we  now  allude,  to  beftow  a  tribute  to  merit  which  never, 
perhaps,  was  more  juftly  earned,  or  more  truly  defcrved. 

The  Monmouth  proceeded  afterwards  to  India,  in 
company  with  the  Hero  and  [Us,  having  under  their  pro- 
tedion  the  ftoreflifps,  and  tranfports  with  troops,  com- 
manded by  general  Meadows.  -After  encountering  many 
difficulties,  and  much  delay  on  the  paflage;r  captain  Alms 
withhislittlefleet  arrived  fafe  at  Fort  St.  George  on  the  oth 
of  February,  178?,  and  effefled  his  iimilion  with  fir  Ed- 
ward Hughes.  His  arrival  with  tuch  a  reinforcement 
was  highly  critical,  and  probafaly  proved  the  means  of 
preferving  the  admiral,  from  at  leaft  a  partial  difcomfir 
ture,  fincc,  even  with  the  accumulation  of  force  juft  ftated, 
his  fquadron  was  one-fourth  inferior  to  that  of  the 
French,  commanded  by  Mr.  De  SufFrein,  who  anchored 
within  three  leagties  of  Fort  St.  George,  in  fix  or  fevei^' 
days  after  captain  Alms  joined  him.  On  the  moinine 
of  the  I5rh  the  enemy  got  under  weigh,  and  advanced 
towards  the  Britiih  fquadron  with  an  eafy  fail.  At  two 
o'clock  they  bore  away,  and  fir  Edward  hoping  to  meet 
with  fome  opportuniiy  of  attacking  them  with  advantagCi 
weighed,  and  flood  out  to  fi.-a  in  purfuit  of  them.  On  the 
following  day  an  opportunity  appeared  to  offer  it felf  of 
CuttingofFfomeof  thefturefhips,  and  fmalier  veflels  which 
were  in  company  with  the  French  fleet.  Captain  Alms 
was  accordingly  difpatched  with  his  own  fhip,  the  Ifis, 
an^eahorfe  frigate,  in  purfuit  of  them.  The  fpirited 
attempt  was  in  part  fuccefsful,  the  Ifis  having  captured 
the  Laurifton,  of  1300  tons  burthen,  one  of  the  largell 
^  mqfl  valuable  veflels  belonging  to  the  enemy,  havmg 
■  M  m  3  Oft 
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on  board  many  officers  of  nitik,  a  confiderablc  number  of 
foldlcrf,  with  a  complete  train  of  aniUery,  a  Urge 
quantity  of  military  Hores  of  differeifl  fpecies,  and  1500 
quintals  of  powder.  Five  other  velfels  of  inferior  confe- 
quence,  the  greater  part  of  them  recaptures,  being  prizeg 
taken  before  from  thcEnglilh,  fell  alfo  into  the  hands  of  the 
purftiers,  and  the  fuccefs  would  have  been  Hill  greater,  had 
pot  the  near  approach  of  the  enemy  prevented  it,  for  two  of 
moreof  the  liurelhi)^<sha(i  (truck  their  culoufSj  but,  owing 
10  their  immediate  necelHiy  of  calling  in  the  chacers,  were 
not  taken  poiTelTion  of. 

In  the  n&ioa  which  took  place  on  the  following  day, 
captain  Alms  was  not  perfonally  concerned,  he  having 
been  ilaiioned  in  the  van  of  the  fleet,  and  the  enemy, 
whofe  manoenvrcs  were  confideiably  atfifted  by  the  wind, 
tfliich  flattened  to  a  complete  calm  immediately  on  the 
commencement  of  the  aililion,  having  cunfined  their  attack 
entirely  to  the  rear,  which  they  alTaulted  with  their  whole 
force.  It  fell  not,,  however,  to  his  lot  to  be  equally  in« 
active  in  the  iDore  feriousadlion  which  took  place  offTrin- 
com^le  on  April  the  12th,  following*.  According  to  the 
account  given  by  fir  Edward  himfeli,  Mr.  SufFrein,  in  the 
Hero,  with  his  fecond  after  having  engaged  the  Superbe  for 
fome  time,  Itood  on  tu  attack  the  MoinnoUth,  which  (hip  was

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then  alfo  warmly  engaged  with  anotficr  of  the  enemjf'B 
line.  At  three  o'clock,  the  Monmouth  after  having  been 
engaged  nearly  an  hoUr  and  an  hsif  againll  the  odds  jiift 
ftated,'had  her  mizeti-inafl  fhot  ^way,  and  in  a  few  mi- 
nutes sfterwards  her  main-maft.  Thcfe  repeated  acci- 
dents compelled  captain  Alms  to  bear  out  of  the  line  to 
leeward:  the  adion ended  with  the  day,  and  fir  Edward 
anchored  with  his  whole  fquadron  to  refit. 

Such  was  the  attention  ufedin  proiefting,  and  diligence 
in  refitting  the  di  fabled  veflcla,  particularly  the  Monmouth, 
that,  fiiperior  as  the  French  were  in  force,  they  did  not 
.  make  the  fmalleft  attempt  to  poflefs  themfelves  of  that 
flkip,  which,  from  her  then  di  fabled  flate,  Tvas 
rendered  almod  incapable  of  making  the  Icaft  rtfiftancc. 
1'he  Ihips  being  rehitcd  by  the  22d,  as  well  as  circum- 
ftances  would  permit,  failed  for  Trincomtle,  off  which 
place  they  anchored  on  the  fame  evening  without  feeing 
any  thing  of  the  French  fqu^ron,  which  had  quilted 
^em  in  a  kind  of  dtrpair  three  days  before.  Nothing 
memontble  took  place  attei  this  time  till  the  (light  a^ion, 
off  Cuddalore,  on  the  2oth  of  June,  1783.  On  this  oc- 
calion,  which  indeed  was  trivial  in  the  extreme  when 
compared  with  the  former,  captain  Alms  had  2t  men  killed 
and  wounded,  but  his  (hip,  excepting  in  thofe  refpedls, 
fulhiined  but  little  injury.  The  news  that  peace  had 
taken  place,  arriving  in  India  in  a  very  few  days  after  the 
foregomg  event,  ail  farther  holfililies  ceafed,  and  with 
them  the  necefllty  affo  of  keeping  fo  large  a  naval  force  on 
foot  in  the  Indian  feas.    Capt.  Aims  returning  to  Europe, 

(brty-five  men  killed,  and  one  hundred  and  cvto  wounded.  The 
captain  bimrelf  had  iwo  wounds  in  hit  face  from  fplintets,  two  mulket 
balli  went  through  hit  hai,  h'tt  hair  was  on  lire,  tin  coat  lorn  belwcea 
the  fhoulders,  ai^  one  of  the  Hurts  (hot  away  j  the  wheel  was  twice 
-cleared,  and  only  two  peifoni  with  himfelf  remained  on  the  quarter* 
deck.  Happy  wai  it  far  the  countiy  that  fuch  an  hero  had  to  o^jpofe  ibe 
daring,  and  intrepid  courage  of  Suffrein,  a  naval  officer  fuperior  lo 
any  uiat  France  ever  produced.  But  while  wc  coniemplite  wtdi 
wonder  ihii  heroic  aBion,  and  while  the  page  of  biltory  {ball  record  ' 
it  to  poSericy,  at  never  (urjulTed  in  naval  warbrc,  the  finer  feelinn 
oFtbe  heart  will  throb  to  find,  that,  amidft  ihefe  welt.earned  lanreU, 
ibia  worthy  oSicer  had  a  fon,  a  lieutenani,  an  honour  10  ibe  prolelliea 
«f  arms,  brsvc,  accompliOied,  all  thai  fiiendi,  or  couniiy  could  wiAt, 
iBdin  tiic  bloom  vfyaud),  killed  on  bwvd  the  Supcib." 

Mm  4-  vM 
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was  paid  ofTon  hi«  arrival,  and  furvived  not  lone  cnottgi^ 
to  take  upon  him  any  iubfequent  command.  He  died  at 
Chicliefter  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age,  on  the  8ihof  June, 
1791;  the  account,  from  wJiich  we  have  already  fub- 
joined  a  longcxitail,  concludes  in  the. following  terms— 
*'  He  bore  a  long  and'  painful  illnefs  wiih  the  utmoft 
patience  and  refignaiion  to  the  diyiije  wiU,  and  met  his 
deuih  with  all  the  fortitude  of  a  mind  familiarized  to  dag- 
ger in  various  forms." 

ALLEN,  William. — This  gentleman,  whoisnon  liv- 
ing, was  originally  intended,  we  believe,  for  the  civil  depart- 
ment of  naval  fervice,  and,  if  we  haye  not  been  mifinform- 
ed,  held,  in  the  early  part  of  his  life,  a  purfer's  warrant  for 
a  frigate.  Being,  however,  tired  of  an  employment  which 
promifed  little,  or  no  oppo_rtiini[y,by  which-he  could  dillin- 
guilh  him'felf,  he  determined  to  proceed  in  the  orher  line; 
and  afte[  a  proper  time  of  probation,  as  it  may  be  called^ 
duririg  which  he  acquired  the  fricndlhip,  and  efteeni'  of  aQ 
with  whom,  as  well  as  under  whom,  he  feryed,  was  pro>. 
moted'to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  May  17, 
1 756;  as.healfo  was  10  that  of  commander  on  Nov.  21,1761; 
l)ut  we  know  not  any  particulars,  either  of  the  feryices  or 
ihips  in  which  he  was  employed,  during  the  time  he  held 
either  of  the  ranks  juft-mentioned.  On  the  ?9th  of  Jun.^ 
1765,  he  was  advanced  to  be  a  poft-captain,  and  commiC- 
iioncd  10  the  Juno  frigate  ;  but  wc  believe  his  appoint- 
ment to  have  been  made  merely  for  ihe  piirpole  ot  giving 
hini  rank,  "as  no  other  mention,  whatever,  is,  to  our  ktiow- 
ledge,  made  of  him,  than  as  merely  having  been  appointed 
to  the  (hip  according  to  the  date  already  given,  (n  1768, 
however",  he  was  appointed  to  the  GlaTgow,^of  twenty 
guns,'one  6f  the  cruifers  employed  on  the  Nort^i-^me. 
rican  itation.  'fie  remained  thtre  inthe  fame  fliipduring 
the  cuftomary  period  of  three  years,  and  afier  his  return 
to  England  being  paid  off,  did  not,  we  believe,  hold  an* 
farther  ctymmiflion  till  the  end  of  the  year  IJJ^,  when 
he  was  appointed'  to  the  Chatham,  of  fifly  gun's.  He 
iailed  from  fortfrnouih  on  the  27th  of  March  in  the 
enfuing  year,  having -the  Theiis  frigate,  commanded  by 
captain  Gell,'  and  the  Childers  (loop,  under  his  orders,  as 

•  He  wat  promolei  .Ki  thai  rank  ihrougfi  ihc  iniercd  of  fir  P.  Breit, 
who  was  his  icUiivc,  and  afferwaids  Saved  ir.  that  flaiion  uniler  capr,

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convoy  to  the  outward- bo  unci  Streights  fleet;  He  re- 
mained on  the  Lifbon  fiation  during  the  enfuing  fummer, 
and  towards  itsconclufion  captured  a-veryvahiable  prize, 
which  he  carried  into  that  port.  This  fuccefs,  though  a 
.public  advantage,  proved  uriforturati  'y,  as  we  have  been 
informed,  a  private  misfortune  to  this  brave,  and  good  man, 
the  agents,  appointed  by  him  for  the  receipt,  and  manage- 
ment of  the  proceeds  having  failed  loon  afterwards, 
and  fubje^ed  him  to  the  importunate,  and  'unceafing 
demands  of  thofe  under  his  command,  who  were  pre- 
ient  at  the  capture. 

Captain  Alien  returned  to  England,  at  the  clofe  of  the 
jear,  in  the  Chatham,  and  was  paid  off  in  confeqiitnce  of 
that  (hip  needing  cnnliderable  repairs.  In  1781  he  was 
appointed  10  the  Sceptre,  of  fixly-four  guns,  a  new  fliip 
jujt- launched;  and  at  the  end  of  the  fame  year  removed 
jnto  the  Cumberland,  of  feventy-four  gtins,  as  fuccelTor  to 
fir  Digby  Deni.  He  proceeded  to  the  Eall  indies  early  in 
the  cnfiiing  fpring  tinder  the  orders  of  commodore  fir' 
Richard  Bickerton :  but,  owing  to  much  unavoidable 
delay  experienced  on  the  paflage,  did  pot  form  a  jun^lion 
\vjth  fir  Edward  Hughes,  who  commanded  the  fleet  thea 
employed  in  that  quarter,  till,  a-very  lliort  time  before 
the  news  of  peace  having  taken  place,  arrived  in  India.  A 
Sight  Jkirmilh,  as  the  lait  gafp  of  expiring  war,  took 
place  with  the  French  fquadron,  under  Suffrein,  on  the 
^othof  June,  17&3,  oif  Cuddalore',  and  capt.  Allen  being 
on  this  occafion  iTationed  to  lead  the  van  divilion  of  ths 
fleet,  liad  thirteen  men  killed  or  wounded.  He  re- 
turned to  Europe  with  commodore  K-ing  in  the  enfuing 
year,  and  never,  to  our  knowledge,  took  upon  him  any 
("ubfequent  command. 

On  the  lit  of  February,  179'J,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the  blue;  on  the  I2th  of  April, 
1794,  ^  that  of  rear-admiral  of  the  red ;  on  the  4tn  of 
July  foITowing  to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  and  to  the  fame 
rank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795.  He 
has  ncit  however,  hitherto,  taken  upon  him  any  command 
as  a  flag-officer.

Leilie,  whom  we  have  already  noticed*,  teas,  flit  the 
twenty-fourth  of  May,  1757,  promoted  to  the  rank  rf 
lieutenant  in  the  navy ;  and,  among  many  other  appoint- 
ments held  by  him,  at  diflfercnt  periods,  ferved  in  the  yeair 
1761,  in  the  rank  jud-mentroned,  on  board  the  Thun- 
derer, commanded  by  captain  Proby,  at  the  time  he  at- 
tacked, and  captured  the  Achillea,  a  French  fhip  of  viar 
mounting  fixty-feur  gunst.  His  gallantry  difplayed  on 
this  occahon  procured  his  promotion,  on  the  7th  of  April 
in  the  enfuing  year,  to  the  rank  of  cuminander.  He  was 
appointed  in  the  fird  inAancc  tathe  Wafp  fnow,  carrying 
eight  guns  only ;  but  foon  afterwards  removed  into  the  . 
Cygnet,  a  large  flbop  of  war  mounting  eighteen  guns» 
Ukcn  from  the  French  a  fliort  time  before.  He  was  or- 
dered, in  1763,  to  North  America,  whe^c  he  continued 
in  the  vcllel  laft  mentioned,  which  waB  employed  as  a 
ilationed  cruifer  on  the  peace  cftabtiflimeiit ;  and  whilfc 
there,  was,  on  the  20th  of  June,  1765,  advanced,  to  the 
Mnk  (rf  poft-captain,  bycommiiRon  to  the  Seahorfe,  of 
twenty  guns,  ilTued  from  the  admirahy  board.  Information 
of  this  promotion  being  fent  out  to  him,  he  of  couffe  quit- 
ted the  Cygnet,  and  returned  to  England,  we  believe  in  a 
packet. 

We  imagine  the  appointment  jnfl-mentioned  to  have 
been  made,  as  is  cuftomary,  merely  for  the  purpofe  of 
creating  rank,  as  we  find  no  other  miniion  made  of  him, 
in  that  fliip.  According  to  fome  accounts,  he  is  faid  to 
have  accepted,  in  1767,  the  command  of  the  Ranger  floop 
<if  war,  in  which  he  continued,  by  report,  three  years. 
In  1771,  however,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Warwick,  of 
fifty  guns;  and  the  enfuing  year,  being  promoted  to  the 
Orford,  of  fcventy  gims,  one  of  the  (hips  then  under  orders 
for  the  Eaft  Indies,  commanded  by  rear-admirul  Harland, 
he  accordingly  proceeded  thither,  and  riiurncd  to  Eng- 
land without  having  met  with  any  cxiraordina^  occur- 
rence during  his  abfence,  in  1775.  He  unfortunately  did 
not  long  fumve  his  return,  dying  befoi*  the  end  of  the 
year,  at  Lewifliam,  in  Kent,  whither  he  went  for  the 
benefit  of  the  air.

MACBRIOE,  John, — a  gentleman  of  a  very  refpec- 
table  family  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  now  living, 
was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  lyih  of 
Oflober,  1758.  With  the  earlier  part  of  his  ftrvices, 
while  holding  this  rank,  we  are  unacquainted,  but  find 
him  to  have  very  eminently  diftinguilhed  him'felf,  in  the 
month  of  Augull  1761,  being  then  commander  of  the 
Grace  arfned  cutter.  We  (hall  relate  ihecircumftances  of 
this  very  brilliant  a3ion  in  the  plain  terms  ufed  in  the 
official  account.  _ 

*'  Mr.  Macbride  being  off  Dunkirk,  and  obferving  a 
dogger  privateer  in  the  road,  immediately  left  his  ftation'to 
join  the  Maidllone,  and  propofed  cutting  out  the  piivateer 
that  night,  if  captain  Digges  would  let  him  have  four  boats 
manned  and  armed,  which  he  very  readily  complied  with, 
knowing  his  abilities  and  refolution.  The  boats  left  the 
ihips  at  ten  o'cloi.k  at  night,  and  when  they  eame  near 
the  road,  laid  all  their  oars  acrcifs,  except  two  in  each 
boat,  which  they  muffled  with  baize  to  prevent  their  being 
heard  atadiftance.  They  rowed  in  that  manner  1  ill  they 
were  within  niuflctt  fliotnf  the  privateer;  when  being  hailed 
they  made  no  anfwer,  but  in  a  few  minutes  boarded  on 
both  tides,  and  took  polfellion  of  the  velfel  without  the  lofs 
of  a  man  killed,  two  only  being  wounded.  Mr.  Macbride 
(hot  the  lieutenant  of  the  privateer  through  the  head  with 
a  mufker,  as  he  was  pointing  a  gim  inio  the  boat: 
£elides  this  pcrfon,  one  common  man  was  killed,  and 
fyfe  v/oundcd    belonging    to    the   ciKmy.      This   was 

done 
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done  within  half  gun-fliot  of  a  fort  on  theeaft  fide  ofthc 
harbour,  but  it  did  not  fire  at  them;  and  when  the 
prifoners  were  fecurcd  the  captors  ctit  the  cables  and  failed 
out  of  the  road." 

On  April  7, 1762,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  com-* 
mander  of  the  Grampus  firefhip,  and  from  thence  rem oveij 
into  the  Cruifer  floop ;  but  no  other  mention  in  any  degrep 
interefting  is  made  concerning  him  previous  to  his  promo^ 
tion,  Jiineao,  1765,  tobecapiainof  thcRenown,  a3oeun 
frigalel  In  the  enfuing  year  he  commanded  thejafon,  Of  33 
guns,  in  which  he  was  ordereii  to  the  Falkland  Illands  Or 
South  Sea;  and  after  his  return  from  thence  was,  in  1768, 
appointed  to  the  Seaford,  a  twenty  gun  ftiip,  employed  as 
a  cniifer  on  the  home  ftation.  In  this  (hip  we  believe 
him  to  have  continued  three  years;  and,  on  quitting, it, 
to  have  been  appointed  to  the  Southampton,  of  thirty-two 
guns.  In  ihe  month  of  May  1772,  he  was  ordered,  with 
another  frigate,  to  Copenhagen,  for  the  purpofe  of  bring- 
ing from  thence  the  queen  of  Denmark,  and  conveying 
her  to  Stade,  This  is  the  only  material  mention  we  find 
made  of-  capiain  Macbride  during  the  time  he  continued 
in  the  Southampton;  which  Ihip  he  quitted  either 
in  the  year  1773,  or  the  Gicceeding;  and,  in  1775,  was 
captain  of  the  Orpheus,  a  frigate  of  the  fame  force 
with  the  former.  A  ihort  lime  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difpute  with  the  North -Americaij 
colonies,  that  is  to  fay  in  1777,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Eienfaifant,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in  which  he  continued  till 
,  the  commencement  of  the  year  1781,  employed  conflantly 
either  on  the  home  ftation,  or  on  fuch  fervices  as  the'main 
iieet,  or  detachments  from  it,  were  occafiohally  engaged  in. 

To  particularize  thofe  which  more  immediately  demand 
our  notice;  in  1778  he  ferved,  under  the  orders  of  admiral 
Keppel,  in  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  off  Ufhant, 
but  docs  not  appear  to  have  been  materially  engaged.  He 
continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  current,  and  the 
whole  of  the  enfuing  year,  in  the  fame  kind  of  ocoipationj 
but,  as  we  have  already  had  occafion  to  obferve  in  many 
inftafices,  no  occurrence  memorable  enough  to  demand 
pur  notice,  took  place. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1 779  he  was  ordered  to  Gibraltar, 

with  admiral  Rodnty,  to  relieve  that  fortrcfs.     The  fleet,

while  on  its  padage  thitjier,  having  hjd  the  good  fortune 
to  fail  in  with  a  Spanifti  fouadron  and  convoy,  near  Cape 
Finiflerre,  on  the  8th  of  January,  captain  Macbride  had 
the  happinefs  of  capturing  theGuipufcoana,  of  fixty-four 
guns,  the  commanding  "ihip  which  convoyed  them ;  the 
whole  of  the  remainder,  as  Well  ihips  of  war,  as  merchant 
veflels,  falling  ai  the  fame  time,  prizes  to  different  (hips  of 
the  fleet.  In  the  a^ion  which  took  place  with  Doq  Juan 
de  Langara,  almoft  i mined i ate ly  fubfequeht  to  the  fuccefs 
laft-mentiooed,captain  Macbride  \ya3  no  lefsdiftinguifhed, 
not  only  on  account  of  his  condufl  in  the  adlion  itfelf,  in 
which  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  fuftainbut  triviailofs, 
but  by  the  great  adroitnefs  and  Ikill  with  which  he  con- 
trived-to  fecure  poflelTion  of  tlie  Phcenix,  of  eighiy  guns, 
the  flagihip  pf  the  Spanifti  admiral.  The  engagement 
took  pjace,  as  may  be,  even  to  this  day,  well  remembeted,- 
in  the.midil  of  a  tremendous  ftorm,  in  which  the  Phoenix 
and  the  Bienfai&nt  were  completely  feparated  from  thejr 
companions;  but  fuch'-wa3' the  addrefs  this  gentleman 
ufed,  that  lie  contrived  to  fecure  his  ptizearifl  carry  it 
fafe  into  Gjbraltaj  •,  notwithltanding  ihe  particular  in-

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Captain  Macbride  was  fent  home  exprefs  whh  the 
intelligence,  but,  owing  to  the  unfavourabfe  winds  he  met 
with  on  his  paffage,  was  unfortunate  enough  Qot  to  reach 
England  with  the  intelligence,  til!  fome  days  after  the 
wrival  of  captain  Edward  Thomfon,  who  had  been  dif- 
patched  with  a  duplicate  of  the  account  later  than  he 
himfelf  had  been.  On  the  return  of  the  fleet  to  England, 
captain  Macbride,  in  the  month  of  March,  again  toolc 
upon  him  the  comtnand  of  the  Bienfaifant,  and,  after  a 
few  weeks,  was  ordered  into  the  St.  Geoi^'s  Channel 
in  quett  of  a  large  private  French  (hip  of  war,  mounting 
fixty-four  guns,  which  was  known  to  have  failed  from 
Breft,  on  a^cruife  in  that  quarter.  On  the  1 3th  of  AugulV, 
at  daylight,  he  fell  in  with  the  objcft  he  was  in  queit  of, 
ofF  the  Old  Head  of  KInfale,  and  brought  the  enemy  to 
aflion  about  half  pad  feven  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It 
is  fomewhat  lingular,  as  captain  Macbride  himfelf  obfervea 
ID  hisofliciai  difpatches,  tnat  the  adion  commenced  or 
both  fides  with  mufquetry,  for  the  chevalier  de  Clonard, 
who  commanded  the  count  D'Arttris,  previous  to  the 
(x>mmcncement  of  the  action,  hoitled  Eoglifh  colours, 
and  appeared  determined  to  referve  his  nre.  Captain 
Macbride  followed  his  example,  and  ranging  up  within 
pi(tpl-lhot,  entered  into  fome  convcrfation  with  the  enemy. 
The  Bienfaifant,  while  this  was  taking  place,  got  fo  far 
on  the  chevalier  de  Ctonard's  bow,  that  neither  his  guns 
forward,  nor  thofc  of  the  Bienfaifant  which  were  aft, 
would  bear.  In  this  relative  fituation  were  the  two  fhips 
when  captain  Macbride,  being  no  longer  under  any  doubt 
as  to  the  reality  of  the  {hip,  he  was  along-fide  of,  being  an 
enemy,  though  Englilh  colours  ftill  continued  flyingon 
board  him,  ordered  the  marines  on  his  poop  to  hre.  The 
.ienemy  having  hoiiW  their  proper  colours,  immediately 
returned  theirs  with  great  bnlknef^. 

A  fljort  time  elapTed,  before  captain  Macbride  conlcl 
regulate  his  fails,  and  place  his  (hip  in  the  portion  he 
wiihed.  During  this  interval  the  enemy  macfc  a  daring, 
but  uofuccefsful  attempt  to  board  him!  being  foiled,  the 
a^ion  commenced,  and  was  clofed,  by  the  furrender  of 
the  Count  D'Artois,  without  any  incident  intervening, 
that  is  uncommon  in  fuch  cafes,  after  a  contefl  of  an 
tf  ui,  aail  ten  minuvs.    The  (i^n^  the  maSs,  and  the 
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J'ards  of  the  enemy  vcrc  very  much  irijurtd ;  Ac 
ofs  (he  fufUined)  in  killed  and  wounded,  amountetl 
to  Iweniy-onc  of  the  former  and  thirty-five  of  the  latter^ 
while  that  on  board  the  Bienfaifant  exceeded  not  three 
men  killed  and  twenty-two  wounded,  the  greateit  part  of 
them  in  3  very  flight  degree*.  At  the  clofe  of  this 
ye^  captain  Macbride  quitted  tne  Bienfaifant,  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Ariois,  of  forty-four  guns,  a  frigate  taken 
a  few  months  before  from  the  enemy,  and  at  that  time 
cfteemed  the  fineft  veifi^l  of  her  clafs  in  the  world. 

During  the  year  1781  he  ferved  in  the  North  Seas,  at- 
tached to  the  fquadron  employed  there  in  watching  the 
motions,  and  oppofmg  any  attempt  that  mighr  be  made 
by  the  Dutch  fquadron,  then  ready  for  immcdiate.fervice 
in  the  Texel.  He  was,  confequenily,prefent.in  the  month 
of  Auguft,  at  the  engagement  off  the  Dogger  Bank, 
between  vice-admiral  Parker,  and  Scimiral  Zoutman ;. 
aiter  the  clofe  of  which,  he  removed  into  the  Prjncefs 
Amelia,  of  eighty  guns,  at,  the  requeft  of  the  commander- 1 
in-vhief,  as  luccelfor  to  captain  Macartney,  who  hacl- 
fallen  in  the  aflion.  This  removal  took  place  in 
cbnfequence  of  Mr.  Parker  having  conceived  it  probable 
the  conleft  might  be  recommenced,,  when  the  fervices 
of  fo  experienced  an  officer  would  have  been  particularly 
ufeful  at  fo  critical  a  time,  and  ia  fo  capital  a  fliip. 
Captain  Macbride  refiimed  his  former  command  on  the 
'  return  of  the  fquadron  inlo  port,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  continued  to  be  employed  as  a  cruifer  on  the 
fame  italion,  where,  in  the  month  of  Decem.ber,  he  fell  in 
with,  and  captured  two  very  Horn  Dutch  privateers,  mount- 
ing twenty-four  guns  each  t-  He  was  ordered  into  the 
Channel

wtih  much  confidence.     A'boiit  (wo  o'clock  1  brought  ihem  both  to 

sQion,  bul  paid  attention  only  to  the  one  on  our  quarter  tiff  we  haj 
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Channel  early  in  the  enTuing  year,  and  in  the  thomh  of 
April  attended  tl^c  fquadron  ordered  out^  under  admiralL 
Barrington,  for  the  purpofe  of  intercepting  a  fmall  ■ 
French  fquadron,  and  which  was  ready  to  proceed  from-  ' 
Brell  to  the  £af^  Indies.  Captain  Macbride,  who  was 
ahead  of  the  fleet,  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  the  firft 
difcoverer  of  the  enemy,'  and  in  the  colirfe  Of  that,  or  the 
following  day  nearly  half  the  veffels,  as  *ell  (hips  of  war 
as  tranfportsi  of  which  the  armament  was  compofed,  fell 
into  the  polTefiiori  of  different  (hips  6f  the  Britifli  fquadron. 

Immediately  on  his  retiirn  into  port;  captain  Macbride  ' 
was  ordered  on  the  Iriih  llation,  and,  in  confequence  of 
his  panicuiar  influence  in  that  kingdom,  was  ap- 
pointed regulating  officer  on  (hore  to  fuperintend  the 
coilcaion  of  a  large  body  of  men  voted  for  the  fea  fervice, 
by  the  IriOi  parliament,  in  aid  of  Great  Britain.  Captain. 
-Macbride  coniinued  thus  occupied  nearly  during  the 
whole  remainder  of  tHe  war,  and  confiderably  advanced  the 
fervice,  as  well  by  the  great  efteem  in  which  he  was  held, 
as  by  the  exertions  which  hecaufed  to  be  made;  The  Artois 
remained  during  the  fame  period  on  that  flation,  as  a 
croifer,  under  the  tettiporary  command  of  his  firft  lieute- 
ijanti  After  the  ceflation  of  hoftilitics  he  of  courfe  quitted 
the  Artois,  and,  in  the  month  of  July,  1783,  was  appointed 
to  the  Dniid  frigate,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  fliip  employed 
asacriiiferin  the  Iridl  Channel.    After  quitting  this  com-

vbich  was  engaged  on  our  bow.  In  about  thirly  min utei  Die  (Iruck  :

Tbey 
proved  to  be  the  Herenlet  and  Man,  two  privaieeii  belonging  id 
Atndeidara,  moittiiing  twenty-four  nine-pounderi  and  ten  coborna 
each :  ace  pcrfeai^  ntw,  and  alike  -.  fait  as  fad  as  the  Arloii,  and  are 
the  compleiieftprivaiecril  ever  fiw:  ihcyeofl  upwards  of  eo,ooo1,  com- 
manded by  two  Hogenboomei,  father  and  foQ,  inhabilatiti  of  FluOiing. 
'*  The  father  wai  well  koown  lall  war  by  the  nick-name  of  John 
Hardapple;  he  had  a  fchoote  privateer,  with  a  French  commiffion,  out 
of  Fluthing,  and  did  much  nifchief  to  our  trade  :  he  wai  fent  for  on 
purpofe  to  command  ihcfe  privaiterj.

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tnand,  a>  we  think  hnn  to  have  done,  before  the  end  of 
the  year  1784,  he  did  not,  wc  believe,  hold  any  farther 
naval  commillion  for  foroc  years.  In  1784  he  was  eleded 
reprcfentative  in  parliament  for  the  town  of  Plymouth; 
^d  diftinguifhed  himfelf  very  much,  during  the  time  ho 


c  gave  every  n 

fervicc,  or  the  welfare  of  his  '  'her  officers;  and, 
laftly,  by  his  uniform  conduit  in  i  ;\.itg  to  remedy  fome 
abufcs  which  had  made  their  way  into  the  civil  depart- 
ments of  the  fcrvice.  In  1788  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Cumberland,  of  74  guns>  a  guardlhip  Rationed  at  Ply- 
mouth. He  retained  this  command  during  the  cudomary 
period  of  three  years,  and  in  that  time  met  with  no 
occurrence  worthy  our  particular  remark,  except 
havingt  in  the  month  of  July  1790,  repaired  to  Torbay 
with  His  Ihip,  as  one  of  the  fleet  allembled  there,  under 
the  orders  of  lord  Howe,  inconfequence  of  theapprehen- 
idon  of  a  rupture  with  Spain  relative  to  Nootka  Sound. 

On  the  ift  of  February,  17931  immediately  after  the 
commencement  of  the  prefcnt  rupture  with  the  French 
republic,  he  was  raJTed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
blue;  and  having  hoiked  his  flag  on  board  the  Qiiefoec 
frigaie,  of  thirty-two  guns,  repaired  to  the  Downs  as 
commander-in.chief  on  that  flation.  He  retained  that 
appointment  during  the  whole  of  the  then  current  year, 
but  was  not  engaged  in  ;iny  material  fervice,  except 
that  of  taking  polfefjlon  of  Oftend,  on  the  retreat  of  the 
French  early  m  the  fpring ;  and  having  checked  their 
progrefs  in  the  month  of  Oflober  following,  after  the 
failure  of  the  attempt  on  Dunkirk,  by  convoying  thither  a 
reinforcement  of  troops,  commanded  by  general  flr 
Charles  Grey. 

In  1794  he  was  appointed  to  command  a  flying  fquv 
dron  llationed  to  the  weftward,  and,  as  is  not  unfrecjuenily 
the  cafe  with  fuchapporntmentsin  time  of  war,  had  his  flag, 
at  different  periods  of  refitment  or  otherwife,  on  board  ft 
variety  of  veffels,  among  which  are,  the  Echo  floop,  the

He  was  more  than  once  occupied  in  cniifmg  in  the 
Channel,  but  unfoiiunatdy  did  not  meet  with  any  opt 
portunity  of  adding  to  that  reputation,  he  had  longbefore^ 
10  deferredly  acquired.  Indeed  it  was  his  misfortune  to 
be,  for  a  confidcrable  fpace  of  time,  incapacitated  from 
&om  afiiflg  in  the  line  of  his  profefnon,  having  unhappily 
broken  his  leg  while  mounting  his  horfe.  On  the  i2tft 
of  April  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  th« 
Eed ;  as  he  afterwards  was,  on  the  4th  of  July  followingj 
to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue.  He  after  this  time,  com- 
manded the  fquadron  employed  in  the  North  Seas  to  watcb 
the  moitons  of  the  Dmch  fleet,  which,  under  the  influence  of 
French  politics,  lay  equipped  in  the  Texel  ready  to  take 
.advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  fhould  be  afforded  it 
of  injuring  the  trade,  and  interefts  of  Great  Britain,  but 
foon  quitted  that  (tation,  unwhich  he  unfortunately  did  not 
meet  with  a.ny  opportunity  of  dillinguiDiing  himfelf.  Ob 
■the  lil  of  June,  1795,  he  was  railed  to  the  rank  of  vice-( 
admiral  of  the  while,  but  has  not  held  any  naval  appoint- 
ment fince  he  quitted  the  command  in  the  North  Sea,  as 
already  dated. 

BREMER,  James,— was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieu^r 
tenant  on  the  29th  of  October,  1755*;  and  from  thence  to 
-that  of  commander  on  the  4tb  of  June,  1 76^8 1.  We  be- 
lieve him  ID  have  been,  in  the  tirfl  inftance,  appointed  la 
the  Savage  floop,  of  eight  guns,  a  veflel  employed  as  a 
cruifer  on  the  home  Qatinn.  He  was  afterwards  pn>- 
moted  to  the  Ferret,  a  veflel  of  the  fame  clafs,  though 
of  much  fuperior  force,  and  was  ordered  10  North  Ame- 
rica. On  the  20th  of  June,  1765,  he  was  raifed  to  the 
rank  of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Seaford,  of 
twenty  gunsj  but  was  not  long  afterwards  removed 
into  the  Solebay,  of  twenty-eight,  a  (hip  employed  as  a 
peace  cruifer.  We  have  not  been  able  to  collefl  anjT 
far  [her. particulars  relative  to  this  gentleman,  except  that^ 
about  the  year  1773,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Pearl  frr-

GLOVER,  Bonovier, — •  was  promoted  to  be  a  lieatc 
aant,  wo  believe  of  the  Hind,  Dec  8,  1760,  and  a  com-. 
Blander  Aug.  6, 1762,  He  was  appointed  to  the  Favourite 
floop,  but  remained  in  that  vetrel  for  a  very  Ihort  time  t 
nor  have  we  any  farther  information  concerning  him  pre- 
vious to  his  advancement,  on  the  2oih  of  J:une,  1765,  to- 
be  captain  of  ihe  Uniaorn,  a  tweniy-gun  ftiip.  This  ap- 
pointmoRt  appears  to  have  been  made  merely  for  tha 
cudomary  purpofa  of  giving  him  Fank, as  w«  have  no  reafoa- 
to  bellcTe  he  long  retained  the  comniahd  laft-ftatcd;  nor  - 
indeed  have  vv«  any  account  of  him,  as  hoklitig  any  fubfe- 

Sicnt  one,  till  tKe  year  1770,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
e  Tartar  frigate,  of  twMity-etght  guns.  He  very  foon 
quitted  this  velfel  alfo,  we  believe  without  over  proceeding 
to  fea  in  her ;  nor  do  we  think  he  held  any  other  com- 
jniflion  till  the  year  1778,  when  he  was  made  captain  of 
Ac  Janus,  of  forty-four  guns,  and  ordered  to  Jamaica,. 

Nothing  material  took  place  with  refpcA  to  captaJK 
Glover  till  the  month  of  March  1 780 1,  when,  having  bcctt 
ordered  out  on  acmife  off  MonleChrllli,  under  theorder» 
of  captain  Cornwallis,  in  the  Lion,  of  fixty-four  guns,  in 
company  with  the  Brillol,  of  fiity,  they  fell  in  with  » 
French  fquadronrconfifting  of  four  fhipsof  the  line  andx 
fti-gate,  commanded  by  monfienr  de  la  Mette  Piquet. 
Notwithftandiflg  this  great  fuperiority  of  force,  the  Britifb 
ihips  defended  rhemfelves  wiih  the  utmoft  gallantry,  and 
with  the  fuccefs  it  well  defcrved.  The  Janus  in  parti- 
cular diftinguithed  herfelf  very  highly,  having,  by  her 
conllant  and  well-direded  fire,  compelled  the  French 
chef  D'Efcadre  to  take  the  advantage  of  a  light  breeze  of 
wind,  and  Ihcer  otF,  wiih  the  lofs  of  his  mizen-top-maft  and 
'fore-top'gallant-mall.  This  gallant  a^ion  took  place  on 
.March  31,  lyiio;  and  capt,Glover,  who  had  long  been  in 
s  declkiing  ilatcrhad  not  tlie  happinefs  he  well  deferved,  of 
.furviving  K.  He  died,  as  might  be  faid,  in  the  arms  of 
M&oiy,  pending  the  encounler,  and,  as  captain  Cornwallis

HUDSON,  Charles,  — was  promoted  to  be  a  licuic- 
i-rant  in  the  navy  on  June  27,,  1757*,  and  from  thence  t* 
'therankof  oommandeEfOf  ihefauievelTel,  Aug.  24, 1762. 
He  removed,  early  in  1763.  imo  the  Vulture,  of  fourteen 
guns,  in  which  he  was  foine  rime  afterwards  cmfiloyed  oa 
incJViediterranean  (tation.  On  the  20th  of  June,  1765, 
be  was  .promoted  to  be  a  pult-captain,  and  appointed 
to  the  Deal  Cafile,  of  twenty  guns;  but  no  other 
mention  is  made  >of  him  farther  than  his  having  been  ihns 
commilTioned,  till  1775,  when  he  was  comtniflioned 
Jo  the  Orpheus  frigate,  of  thu'ty-two  gtins,  and  ordered  to 
l^orth  America.  Here  he  coniinucd,  employed  on  a  va- 
riety of  fuch.  fervices  as  the  (hip  he  commanded  was  ade- 
.^uate  to  perform;  and  on  all  thofe  occafions  behaved 
i^ith  the, propriety  .and  fpirit  fuitod  to  the  charaj!ter  6£ 
A  brave  and  intelligcDt  officer,  in  the  month  of  Auguft 
J778,  the  Orpheus,  was  one  of  the  {(]uadron  of 
frigates  Rationed  at  Rhode  Ifland,  when  that  poll  ^as 
attacked  hy  an  American  army.  The  French  admiral^ 
ithc  count  D'£ftaing,  had  arrived  ofF  the  port  in  great  force 
a  few  days  before ;  and  having  <f>>rced  his  way  into  the 
-  -harbour  by  dint  of  very  fuperior  force,  -it  .became  in- 
^ifbenfibly  ncceilary  to  deflroy  the  Orpheus,  and  all  the 
irelt  of  the  IhippitRg,  10  prevent  their  falling  into  his  handi. 
Captain  Hudfon  having  returned  to  England,  was,  focHi 
After  his  arrival,  appointed  to  the  ^Foudruyant,  as  captain 
io  the  late  lord  Shuldham;  and  after  a  vesy  fliort  voyage, 
>in  which  he  attended  the  outward-bound  fleets  into  » 
Jafe  latitude,  removed  into  the  Richmond,  a  (hip  of 
rthc  fame  force  tiie  Orpheus  had  been.  At  the  clofc  of 
the  year  1779,  he  was  ordered  again  to  North  America;; 
and  proceeded  thither  in  the  .month  of  December,  having 
the  Kaleigh  frigate  in  company,  as  convoy  to  a  fleet  of 
Victuallers  and  iranfports  from  Cork,  lie  continued  on 
the  fame  ftation',  occupied  as  he  had  beeri,  during  tns 
former  conunandt,  till  <tbe  month  of  JSqptember  1781^ 
whenj

of  rear-admiral  Graves,  he  was  ordered,  at  the  time  of  th« 
encounter  with  the  count  de  GratTe,  to  ftand  into  the 
Chefapcak,  accompanied  by  the  Iris  of  the  fame  force, 
for  the  purpofe  of  cutting  away  the  buoys  from  the  French 
anchors;  the  enemy  having  flipped  their  tables,  and 
left  thein  behind.  This  krvice  captain  Hudfon,  and 
his  colleague,  very  dihgenily  and  completely  pertormed, 
though  in  the  end  their  fuccefs  coll  tnem  dear,  for  the 
count  de  Graflc  returning  back  to  his  anchorage  bifatt 
they  could  clear  the  Una,  were  both  of  ihem  unfortut 
nately  hemmed  in,  and  captured. 

Captain  Hudfon  returned  to  England  as  foon  as  ex- 
changed, but  (00  late  to  receive  any  fubfequent  appoint- 
ment during  the  continuance  of  the  war.  Imtnediaielyi 
.  liowcver,  after  its  conclulion,  he  wti  cornmiffionWl  to  thfe 
Veniis  frigate,  of  thirty-{ix  guns,  a  ihip  fitted  as  ■  p^ace 
cniifer  in  the  Irifli  Channel.  He  retained  this  command 
during  the  cuflomary  period  of  three  y^ears,  but  after  quit* 
ring  it,  is  not  known  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  one. 
In  1793,  incoDfequenceof  the  promoiion  of  nag-oificers 
which  then  took  place,  he  was  put  on  the  fuperannnated 
lift  with  the  rank,  and  half-pny  of  a  rear-admiral. 

MULGRAVE,  Conllantine  John  Phipps,  Lord,— was 
tfte  elded  fon  of  Coiiflaniine,  created  baron  Mulgrave,  of 
New  Rofs,  in  the  county  of  Wexford  and  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  by  writ  of  privy  feal,  dated  at  St.  JaiSnes's  Auguf^ 
the  8th,  1767,  and  by  patent,  at  Dublin,  on  the  3d 
of  September  following.  The  mother  of  the  noble  IokI, 
whole  meinofrs  we  are  about  to  give,  was  Lepetl,  eldeft 
"daughter  to  John,  lord  Hervcy,  orickwonls  (on  oJ  John, 
firll  eail  of  Briflol.  His  lordlhip  was  born  on  the  30th 
of  May,  1744,  and,  haying  tnade  choice  of  a  tnaririme 
|if«,  entered  into  (he  fca  feryice  at  a  very  early  age».  He 
-was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  on  the  17th  6f 

bripde  of  jOO  votuBtcer  feimcn  put  on  Qtori  to  attaclt-  ihe  H'oMg 
'  'fijoerian  pofl  ai  Hourii  Pleafaiit,  and  aficrwardi  ihc  foit  fin  Sulli- 
-  Vid'i  iBaod,  btitb  wbicli  enterprim  fucf^ciled  in  (he  futlcft  exieijt. 
'Oi)>H)n  Hudfon,  togedicr  wiih  lie  oScen  wbo  (eivci  ondcr  bit

OUed  in  this  ranit,  or  the  fupeiior  one  of  commander,  10 
■which  he  was  advanced  on  the  24th  of  November,  1 763^. 
On  the  2oih  ofjune,  1765,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of 
poll-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Terplichore  frigate  ; 
but,  excepting  the  mere  date  of  the  commiflion  juft 
^iven,  we  Know  no  particulars  whatever  relative  to  him. .  In 
1767  he  was  captain  of  the  Boreas,  of  28  guns,  thei^ 
employed  as  a  cruifmg  frigate,  but  did  not  long  continue 
to  retain  this  command.  At  the  general  elc3ion  in  1 768, 
he  was,  after  a  very  Arongcontefl  with  Mr.  Vyner,  ^hofen 
one  of  the  reprefentativcs  for  the  city  of  Lincoln,  and 
very  foon  became  didinguilhed  as  a  fpeaker,  but  does 
not  appear  to  have  held  any  fubfequent  naval  cammiflioo 
till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1773,  when  an  expeditic^ 
to  the  North  Pole  having  been  undertaken,  by  the  advictf 
of  the  royal  (bciety,  as  well  for  the  purpofe  of  afc^r- 
taining  to  what  degree  of  latitude  it  was  polfible  to 
{lenetrate,  as  of  making  fome  agronomical  obfervatiozw 
which  might  be  ferviceable  to  navigation,  and  advance 
the  difcovery  of  a  north-eaft  pallage  into  the  South  Seas, 
captain  Phipps  was  propofed  as  an  ofHcer  in  every  way 
qualified  to  command  fo  difficult,  and  dangerous  an  expe- 
dition. 

The  Racehorfc  and  Carcafs  bomb-ketches  were  pitched 
upon  for  this  fervice,  as  the  belt  calculated,  on  account  uf 
the  folidity  of  their  conftmdlion,  to  refill  the  aflaulls  of 
■the  ice^  and  the  tempcfluous  feas  they  were,  in  all  likely- 
lt(V)d,  deftined  to  encounter.  They  were  ftorcd  with 
.every  polBble  aiteminn  to  the  inclemency  of  the  climate 
<hey  were  to  enter  into:  i;or  was  the  fmalleft  point  omitted 
that  could  in  any  degree  contribute  to  the  fuccefs  of  the 
propofed  undertaking.  Captain  Phipps  was  cojumiflioncd 
to  the  Racehorfe  on  the  22d  of  Apiil ;  and  that  (hip,  at 
well  as  her  confort,  were  taken  into  dock  immediately 
afterwards  for  the  purpofe  of  fitting  them  flill  more  fufc. 
Aantially,  if  poRible,  for  their  intended  fervice.  Op 
the  22d  of  May,  the  Racehorfc  being  completely  fitted 
was  vifiled  by  the  carl  of  Sandwich,  at  that  rime  firll 
commifltoner  of  the  admiralty-board,  and  every  poflible 
TcTUtiny  made,  as  is  very  honourably  flated  in  the  narrative 
.Nn4  of 
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of  the  voyage,  as  to  whether  due  attention  had  been  pa!<} 
to  the  dilterent  paints  of  equipment. 

Captain  Phipps  proceeded  immediately  afterwards  to 
the  Nore,  where  he  was  joined,  on  the  30th  of  the  fame 
month  (May)  by  the  Carcafs,  captain  Lutwidgc.  They 
proceeded  logeiher  on  their  voyage  on  the  4th  of  June, 
and  on  the  28th  made  the  land  of  Spitzbergen.  The 
Racehorfc  and  Carcafs  continued  in  thofe  frozen  feas, 
till  the  10th  of  Auguft,  occatlonatly  occupied  cither  in  ' 
coalling  along  the  jhore  of  Spitzbergen  or  the  land  adja- 
cent*, with  the  immenfe  fields  of  ice  which  might  be 
faid  to  enclofe  them,  or  in  endeavouring  to  fulfill,  more 
completely,  the  objeft  of  their  expedition,  by  forcing  a 
paffage  through  every  channel,  that  appeared  in  any  degree 
open.  On  the  31ft  of  July  the  ftiips  were  clofely  fur- 
rounded  by  the  ice,  which  became  fo  thick  and  impene- 
trable, that  the  greaieft  fears  were  entertained  they 
"woljld  be  prevented  from  returning.  Every  attention  was, of 
courfe,  immediately  paid  to  the  lafety  of  the  people  :  the 
launches  were  hauled  over  the  ice;  and,  in  fliort,  no' 
meafure  that  bore  any  appearance  of  tending  to  their  deli- 
verance, omitted.  At  lenglh,  when  leaft  expefted,  and  much 
laboui  had  been  fruitiefsly,  though  prudently,  thrown  away 
in  the  attempt,  the  fliips  drifted  to  the  weflward  with  the 
ice,  pafled  the  boats,  which  were  immcdiarely  ordered  on 
board  ;  and,  on  the  loth  of  Auguft,  about  noon,  having 
got  clear  of  their  furrounding  difficulties,  flood  out  to  fea. 

On  the  following  day  they  anchored  in  Smecrenbui^h 
harbour,  ^hcre  the  Dutch  were  formerly  accullomed  to 
boil  their  wh_ale  oil,  and  where,  they  then  found  four 
I>utch.fhips  at  anchor,  A  few  fubfequent  attempts  to 
yufli  to  the  northward  were  made  between  this  time  and  the 
a2d:  tbey  all  of  them,  however,  proved  unconfequentlal ; 
and  the  wind  then  coming  round  briflrly  to  the  northward, 
this  circumftanpe,  together  wiih  the  very  advanced  feafot) 
of  the  year,  United  to  con6nn  the  determmation  of  captain 
Phipps  to  make  no  farther  exertions,  which  experience

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ftad  taught  hitn  could  not  be  expefled  fuecefsful,  but 
to  proceed  immediaiely  to  the  foutKward*.  On  the  7th 
of  September  the  (hips  arrired  off  Shetland;  and  from 
thai  time  till  the  24ih,  when  they  reached  Orfordncfs, 
encountered  conftant,  and  nioft  violent  gales  of  wind, 
fuch  as  proved  the  judgment  with  which  the  time  was 
chofen  for  the  commencement  of  the  voyage,  as  well 
as  for  the  abandoning  any  farther  attempt,  which,  if 
pcrfifted  in,  ■mud  inevitably  have  proved  fata!. 

Captain  Phipps,  in  confcqucnce  of  the  death  of  his 
father,  which  happened  on  ihc  13th  of  September,  1775, 
fucceeded  to  the  title  of  lord  Miilgrave,  and  in  the  year 
1777 +,  he  vtas  chofen  reprefentative  in  parliament,  in 
confequencc  of  his  friendfhip  and  connexion  with  tlie 
earl  of  Sandwich,  for  the  town  of  Huntingdon.  At 
the  clofe  of  the  fame  year,  that  is  to  fay,  on  the  4th  of 
December,  he  was  appointed  enc  of  the  commiffioners  for 
executing  the  office  of  lord  high  adoiiralf  a  Itation  he 
-uninterruptedly  held,  through  four  commillions,  till  the 
general  political  convulfion,  which  caufed  him  to  quit  it 
on  the  30th  of  March,  1782.  Soon  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  difpute  with  the  American  colonies,  his  lord- 
fllip  was  appointed  to  the  Ardent,  of  iixty  euns,  one  of 
the  fhips  employed  to  criiife  in  the  Bay  ot  Bifcay,  as 
well  as  off  other  parts  of  the  coaft  of  France,  for  the 
double  purpofe  of  watching  the  naval  armaments  of  that 
country,  and  of  reftraining  the  commerce  of  the  colonies; 
but  a  fliort  time  before  the  actual  commencement  of  hoili- 
lities  with  the  former  power,  his  lordfliip  was  promoted 
to  the  Cpurageux,  of  feventy-four  gims. 

In  this  fliip  he  fer\ed  during  the  whole  of  the  war, 
except  at  intervals,  where  his  attendance  in  parliament,  . 
or  the  indifpenfible  attention  to  the  ftatioa  he  held,  of

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commiflioncr  at  the  admiralty-board,  rendered  his  abfenCQ 
from  command  nccelTary,  and  caiifcd,  as  was  rometimei 
the  cafe,  the  Courageux  to  be  fent  to  Tea  under  an  afling 
captain.  'I'o  enumerate  the  moft  material  occafions  on 
which  his  name  is  mentioned,  as  concerned— he  was  pre-r 
ient  at  the  encounter  with  the  French  fleet,  off  Ufhant, 
on  the  27th  of  July,  1778,  and  very  mateiblly  engaged, 
having  had  nineteen  men  killed  or  wounded,  fieing 
one  of  the  witnclTes  examined  on  the  trial  of  admir^ 
Keppel,  which  took  place  in  the  enfuin^  fprin^  along 
and  difagreeable  altercation,  carried  on  with  confideiable 
warmth  on  both  fides,  arofe  between  his  lordfhip,  and  ad> 
miral  Montague,  one  of  the  members  of  the  court :  the 
difpiite  terminated,  however,  without  being  produdive  of 
juiy  ferious  confequcnces. 

During  the  year  1779,  as  well  as  the  fucceeding,  no 
extraordinary  occurrence  appears  to  have  fallen  within  the 
fphere  of  his  t^lhip's  command.  He  continued  conftantly 
on  the  home  or  channel  llation,  belonging  to  the  fleet 
under  the  orders  of  admiral  fir  C.  Hardy ;  and  after  the 
death  of  the  gentleman  lad-  mentioned,  of  admiral  Geary 
and  Mr.  Tiuhy  progreflively,  a  period  which,  we  have  al- 
ready hadoccaliontoobferve  in  our  account  of  thofe  gentle 
men,  owing  to  the  cautious  condufi,  or  very  fuperior  force 
of  the  enemy,  pafTed  on  without  contell.  At  the  conclufion 
of  the  year  hrft -mentioned,  his  tordfliip  was  ordered  out  on  a 
winter  cTuife  in  the  Channel,  in  company  with  ihc  Valiant, 
a  ihip  of  the  fame  force  with  his  own.  On  the  ^ih  of 
January,  1781,  they  fell  in  with  two  French  frigates,  odc 
of  which  being  cliaced  by  the  Valiant,  his  lordihip  pur- 
fued  the  Other,  which  proved  ro  be  the  Minerva,  of  32 
guns  and  three  hundred  and  fixteen  men,  taken  from  the 
,£nglin),  in  the  Welt  Indies,  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war.  The  fea  ran  extremely  high  at  the  time  the 
CouFageux  got  up  with  the  chacc,  a  circiimflance  which 
tncouKSged  the  chevaJier  de  Grimouard,  who  comctiandeji 
the  cnomy's  flrip,  and  in  this  inllance,  utiitmuaajLeif 
for  him,  pofTefled  a  bravery,  bordering  on  frenzy,  to 
attempt  a  refinance  whrcb  the  fmallcll  rcfleSion  muft  have 
convinced  him,  was  not  only  intemperate, but  nugatory,  and 
futfiek  Th«  Mijwrva  did,  oat  Airrender  till  after  a  moft 
o^MUite 
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dbfHfiate  conieft  of  an  hour's  continuance ;  by  which  time 
all  her  mafts  were  rendered  unferviceable)  her  hull  vet; 
Oonfiderabty  dattiaged ;  one  of  her  lieutenants,  with  for^y- 
nine  of  the  crew,  killed^  the  captain  himfelf,  wiih  his 
nephew  and  tweniy-onc  other  perfuns  wrunded,  the  greater 
part  of  them  very  dangerouHy.  The  Courageux,  though 
&r  lefa  injured  in  this  very  unequal,  and  IraTitic  contpft,  a 
oonteft  proiotiged  in  cotMCqucncc  of  nor  one-twentieth 
part  of  her  (hot  having  taken  place  owing  to  the  great 
fwell,  had,  neverthelefs,  ten  men  killed  and  fcven  wound- 
ed ;  with  her  iore-msiH,  mizen-mali,  and  bolt-fprit,  alfb  veiy 
tnaterially  injured.  Soon  after  his  return  into  port,  and 
liis confequent  refitment,  he  was  fent,  wjth  another  (hip 
of  the  fame  force,  and  feme  others  of  inferior  rate,  to 
make,  an  attempt  on  the  Dutch  port  of  Flulhing;  but, 
owing  to  information  rsceived  by  the  enemv,  previous  to 
any  attack,  or  even  the  preparations  for  uiie,  the  whole 
deitgn  u  as  obliged  to  be  absndnned. 

uriy  in  the  cnfuing  Ipring  his  lordlhip  accompanied 
vice-adcniral  Darby  with  the  fleet  to  Gibrahar ;  but 
neither  on  this,  n<^  any  fubfequent  occalion,  is  he 
particularly  noticed  durJTig  the  remainder  of  the  war, 
icxcept  as  having  accompanied  lord  Howe,  and  the 
main  fleet,  to  Gibraltar  in.  1782.  In  the  flight 
encoumer  which  took  fUce  off  the  Streighis  with  the 
combined  fleet,  on  the  20th  of  03obcr,  he  led 
the  divifion  of  3he  commander'in-chief,  and  had  one 
inld(hipman  killed,  together  with  four  leamen  wounded. 
Peace  took  place  in  a  few  weeks  after  the  return  of  the 
fleet  into  port,  and  rhe  Courageiix  being,  cunfeqHently, 
«aid  off,  was  put  otit  [if  commiffion  early  in  the  enfuing 
fpring:  after  which  we  do  not  believe  bis  lordlhip  ever  tu 
Irave accepted  of  atiynaval command. 

He  continued  to  rejirefent  the  town  of  Huntingdon 
from  the  rime  tie  was  firft  diofen,  till  the  general  cleSiun 
-in  1784,  when  he  was  rcttirned  for  the  town  of  Newark- 
Upon-Trcni.  In  (he  month  of  April  1784,  he  was  ap- 
ipointfld  to  the  high  Qatloii  of  joitit  p^yaiaAer-generalof 
.'the  forcesi  and,  on  the  i8th  of  the  enfuing  month,  one 
«f  ttie  commiffioners  for  managing  the  affairs  of  the£a(l- 
India  company;  both  which  offices, 'together  with, that  of 
-ji  lord  of  the  committee  of  couacjl,  ^{\pointed  by  his  ma- 
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jefty  for  the  conrideration  of  all  matters  relative  to  traSc  ' 
and  foreign  planiaiions,  he  continued  to  hold  till  1791- 
On  the  l6th  of  June,  1790,  he  was  raifed  to  the  dignity 
of  a  p.'cr  of  Great  Biitaiii  by  the  fame  title  he  had  befoie 
]icld  in  Ireland,  but  did  net  long  cosiinue  to  enjoy  this 
accumulation  of  honours,  dying  on  the  10th  of  Oflober, 
179a*.  In  Ci>nfc<juence  of  his  having  left  no  ilTue  the 
iC[)glilh  title  became  extin^;  but,  in  1794,  it  was  revived 
in  the  perfon  of  his  brother,  the  right  honourable  Henry 
Phipps,  now  lofd  Mulgraue  of  the  kingdom  of  Great 
Britain,  as  well  as  oi  Ireland. 

O'HAKA,  fiancis, — fcrother  to  'capt^n  James 
O'HarA,  already  mentioned,  was  promoted  10  the  rank  of 
jieutenanl  in  the  navy  on  the  29th  of  May,  1756,  and  t* 
thu  of  oommander  on  the  2 Bth  of  December,  J 763,  We 
iiavc  not,  howevci,  been  able  tb.colIe£t  any  farther  par- 
ticulars relative  to  the  commands  in  which  he  .was,  while 
■  liolding  either  (lation,  engaged.  He  -was  advanced  to  th« 
txaV.  of  poft-captain  on  June  2o,  1765,  by  commiflion 
appointing  him  to  the  Shecrnefs.  We  ate  lorry  to  fay  vrc 
iuive  no  farther  account  of  him  except  that  hauing  aftec- 
wards  removed  into  fome  other  Ihip,  the  name  of  which 
we  are  unacquainted  with,  and,  being'onlercd  to  the  coaft 
of  Africa,  he  was  kilkd  there,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year 
1769,  in  a  lumtHt,  occafioned  either  by  an  infurre£tion 
-among  the  free  natives,  or  thofe  which  had  been  puKhafod 
i(K  (he  purpofe  of  fupplying  the  Weft  Indian  colonies. 

VANDEPUT,  George,  —  fcrved  as  a  midfhipman  oa 
board  the  Neptune,  at  the  licge  of  Quebec,  under  the  late 
ftr  C.  Saunders;  and  was  appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  24th  of  September,  1759.  After  the  peace 
lie  was  fent  out  fo  Senegal  as  commaiider  of  a  guard-reflel 
ftationed  there ;  from  whence,  having  relumed  to  England) 
he  was  promoted  to  be  a  commander  on  April  17, 1'jf^Ai 
as  he  farther  was  on  the  aoth  of  June,  1765,10  the  raidc'

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of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Surprize,  of  twenty  , 
guns.  How  long  he  lemained  in  this  vcffel  does  not  ap^ 
i  but,  in  1767,  we  find  him  appointed  to  the  Caryf- 
of  twenty-eight  guns,  a  new  frigate  then  jiift 
hunched.  He  was  not  long  afterwards  ordered  to  the 
Mediterranean,  where  he  contkined  during  the  ufually 
allotted  period  of  three  years. 

In  the  month  of  April  1769^  being  at  Leghorn,  h« 
had  ^e  honoui  of  being  prefented  to,  and  very  much 
noticed  by  the  emperor  of  Germany,  who  then  vifited 
^at  port.  This  circumflance,  uninterefting  as  it  may 
appear  to  fome,  we  have  been  induced  to  record  as  beiti^ 
the  only  one  which  offers  itfelf  to  oer  notice  during  tlw 
time  this  gentleman  held  the  command  laft-mentioned-. 
After  his  return  to  England  he  was  appointed,  ki  1770, 
to  the  Solebay,  of  thirty-two  guns,  a  frigate  employed) 
(luring  the  three  cnfuing  years,  as  a  cruifer  on  the  home 
•  Hation.  Quitting  the  fliip  juft- mentioned  in  I773»  he 
was  in  the  enfning  year  appointed  to  the  Alia,  of  fixty- 
four  guns,  in  which  ftiip  he  was  afterwards  ordered  to 
North  America.  He  continued  there  during  the  cufto- 
mary  period  of  three  years*;  and  the  Afia  having  returned 
-to  Europe  at  the  commencement  of  the  ^ear  1777,  was 
-  ordered  into  dock  for.  refitment,  and  neceflary  repair. 
During  this  period,  however,  caplain  Vandeput  does  not  ■ 
appear  to  have  quitted  his  command;  hut  as  foon  as  the

A  quantity  of  guapowdet  was  put  on  board  a  fmall  veOtl,  wbicli  i( 
liid  to  have  purpofely  thrown  herfelf  in  the  way  of  one  of  the 
AGa'i  lenders.  Inoncof  ihebarreliwasan  alarum,  or  piece  of  clock- 
Vork,  which  being  woundup,  previODS  to  its  being  put  into  the  barrel, 
woald  go  aWit  adiSant  period,  and  by  means  of  a  mulket'lock  attached 
to  it,  niing  the  powder  which  Turroundcd  it,  would,  on  being  taken 
into  the  magazine  of  the  Alia,  have  fet  lire  10  the  whole  flore,  lod 
thereby  blown  up  the  vcOel.  The  whole  fcheme  was,  however,  hap- 
pily frullrated  by  the  prudence  of  caplain  Vmdeput,  and  the  terror!  of 
one  of  the  American  phfonert  whowai  on  board,  and  in  the  fecret.  la 
1775  a  fcrioui  difpoce  arofe  between  him  and  the  mayor  of  New  Yoii, 
relative  (o  tbe  rrtnova}  of  the  cannon  frutn  the  batteries  of  tbe  Kivd. 
It  had  been  preceded  by  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants, 
which  produced  a  cannonade  from  the  Alia,  and  caufcd  a  return,  in 
•an(ei]ueiice  of  which  the  Alts  had  one  maa  killed,

H«  returned  to  England  with  a  fleet  of  EaQ  India  {hips 
under  ^is  convoy  at  the  comraencement  ol  the  year  17S1  ; 
and  artcr  continuing  for  a  Ihort  time  unemployed,  was. 
•t  the  beginning  of  the  cn^uiDg  ^ear,  appointed  10  the 
Atlu,  a  fecond  rate  of  ninety-eight  guns,  then  newly 
laiindied.  As  Toon  as  his  (hip  was  nt  for  feat  he  was 
ordered  to  join  the  main  or  channel  fleet,  which,  in  the 
month  of  Si^^ptembeT,  proceeded  to  the  relief  of  Gibraltar. 
In  the  flfirmiih  wl.ich  took  place  with  the  comI»ned  fleets 
of  France  and  Spain  on  the  20th  of  October,  and  at 
which  captain  Vandeput  was*  of  courTe,  prsfent,  the 
Alias   had  two   men   killed   and   three   wounded.      He 

Siiitted  this  command  immediately  on  the  return  of  the 
eet  into  port)  and  peace  following  almolt  inltanta- 
-neoufly,  was  appointed  to  the  William  and  Mary  yacht. 
He  removed  from  this  vefTel  at  the  commencement  of  the 
enfulng  fiimmer,  imo  the  PrinceG  Aagufta,  a  Teffel  of  the 
fame  dtfcription,  and  procEjeded  not  long  afterwards  to 
the  Elbe  for  the  purpofe  of  conveying  ihither  his  royal 
highnefs  prince  Edward,  fourth  fon  to  his  prcfcDt 
majefly. 

Captain  Vandeput  continued  to  retain  the  command 
laft-mentioncd,  tjll  he  was  advanced  to  tlie  rank  of  a  flag^ 
officer,  a  promotion  which  took  place  on  the  ill  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1793;  in  confequence  of  which  he  became  rear- 
admiral  of  the  blije.  Some  tim;  after  tbiS)  he  hoified  his 
flag  on  board  (he  Saturn,  of  feventy-four  guns,  but  had 
TOt  the  good  fortune  to  meet  with  any  remarkable  oppor- 
tunity of  di  11:1  ngui  tiling  himfetf,  or  cauftng  us  to  notice 
Iliin,  otherwjfe  than  as  a  very  g,Ood  aud  aWe  officer,  hoidiijg 
an  inactive  command.  On.ihe  12th  of  April,  1794,  he 
Was  farther  advanced  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  red ;  as  he 
was,  moreover,  on  the  4th  of  July  following,  to  be  vice 
of  the  blue.  In  the  month  of  May,  1795,  he  biiilVed  his 
fag  on  board  the  Juplier,  of  fifty  guns,  b^ipg  appointed 
iO  .cotaniaiid  a  f<juadfon,  or  divilton  ia  the  armament, 
■which  the  irruption  of  the  French  into  Holianrf,  rendered 
it  indilpentibly  necelTary  to  keep  ftaiioned  in  the  North 
&;a.  On  the  i&  of  June  he  was  advanced  to  be  yice-atf- 
S  mini 
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miral  of  the  white;  and  having  in  the  interim  removed 
his  flag  into  the  Leopard,  a  Oiip  of  the  fame  force  wiih 
the  Jupiter,  cotitinued  on  the  northern  ftstion  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  Some  time  after  this  he  hoifled 
his  flag  on  board  the  Kefolution,  of  feventy-four  guns, 
and  proceeded  to  Halifax  in  Nova  Scotia,  being  invefled 
with  the  North-American  command,  which  he  has  filled 
with  diligence,  m  well  as  ability,  and  which  be  flill  ci>ii> 
tinaes  to  retain. 

CORNER,  John, — wasapptuntcd  a  lieutenant  in  the 
navy  on  the  6th  of  Oftobcr,  1 758 ;  but  wc  have  no  infor- 
mation of  the  prccife  time,  when  he  was  promoted  to  be  a 
commander,  nor  account  either  of  the  appointments,  or 
Services  on  which  he  was  employed  white  holding  ihit 
rank.  On  the  ioth  of  June,  1705,  he  was  advanced  to 
that  of  pod-captain,  and  appointed  to  the  Liverpool,  a 
£fth  rate;  but,  except  the  mere  date  of  the  commiflion 
juA-mcntioned,  we  have  no  account  of  him  till  1768, 
when,  being  appointed  to  the  Romney,  <^  fifty  guns, 
ss  captain  to  commodore  Hood,  now  lord  firioport, 
he  was  ordered  to  North  America.  In  the  enfuing 
year  he  underwent  the  difagreeable  ta(k  of  witnefling 
a  revival  of  thofe  feuds,  which  a  fhort  time  before,  had 
exited  between  the  American  colonies  and  Great  Britain, 
on  account  of  the  ftamp  aft ;  and,  till  the  event  we  arc 
now  going  to  mention  took  place,  appeared  to  have  been 
in  mzt  meafure  allayed  by  Its  repeal. 

The  Romney  being,  as  was  curfomary  in  time  of  peace, 
on  the  Bolton  ftation,  was  moored  in  the  harbour  j  and 
ihe  officers  of  the  cuHoms  having  feized  a  vefl*el,  as  con- 
cerned in  a  contraband  trade,  after  fun-fet,  carried  her 
«lown  to  ^  Romney  for  the  purpofe  of  protection  from 
any  attempt,  that  might  be  made  by  the  owners,  or  their 
adherents,  to  repoffcfa  themfelves  of  her.  There  appears 
to  have  been  feme  irregularity  in  the  feizure,  which,  it  is 
faid,  the  law  prefcribed  thould  have  been  made,  between 
what  is  commonly,  though  improperly,  called  fuir,  and 
fun.  The  people,  exifperated  at  a  procedure  deemed  fo 
violent  and  illegal,  were  immediately  thrown  into  a  great 
ferment ;  and  the  weight  of  their  nfentment  falling  oa 
the  otHcers  of  the  revenue,  they  were  all  obliged,  thinKing 
(heir  lives  in  danger,  to  take  flietter  on  board  the  Romney. 
Aa  ao  unfortunate  coincidence  of  disagreeable  events 
'  teodlni; 
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lending  to  promote  animorny,  feveral  feamen  had  6«:ri> 
imprefTed,  from  different  American  velTels,  by  capiaii^ 
Corner's  boats  ;and,  what  was  ftill  more  unfortunate, among 
thcfe  perfons  was  a  young  man,  who,  thoilgh  in  a  realar- 
ing  way  of  life^  had  very  powerful  and  extenfive  con- 
nexions in  the  town  of  Bofton,  where  his  family  lived. 
A  deputation  was  accordingly  appointed  to'  wait  on  cap- 
tain Corner  for  the  purpofe  of  {tali'ng  the  alleged  griev- 
ances ;  and  it  is  but  juftice  to  his  memory  to  declare,  that 
it  appears  no  perfcm  could  have  conducted  himfelf,  on  fo 
delicate  an  occalion,  vnth  more  mildnefs  and  moderatioti^ 
having  a  proper  regard  for  the  hoRonr  of  the  ftation  he 
then  held.  In  Ihort,  no  facrificfi  whatever  was  made  to 
the  honour  either  of  government,  or  the  ferrice  ;  and  lh« 
deputies  retired  perfeftly  fatisfied  with  the  general  con* 
iu&  cjptain  Corner  obfcrvcd  towards  them. 

He  returned  to  England^  not  long  afterwards,  having 
exchanged  into  the  HulTar  frigate;  and  is  faid  to  have 
married,  on  the  6th  of  September,  1770,  a  lady  of  th« 
natne  of  Berry.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  appointed  to  thit 
Crefcent  frigate,  and  ordered  to  the  Welt  Indies;  but 
unfortunately  furvived  his  arrival  on  his  Aation  but  a  very 
jhorttime,  dying  at  St.  Vincent's  either  in  the  month  of 
December  1772,  or  the  very  commencement  of  th« 
enfuing  year. 

GORDON,  Francis  Grant,— a  gentleman  of  Scottift* 
extra^ion,  now  living,  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
lietitenant  in  thenavy»on  the  29th  of  June,  1753;  and  to 
that  of  commander  on  the  24th  of  September,  1762;  but 
we  have  no  information  concerning  him  during  the  time 
he  continued  in  either  ftation,  except  tiiat  he  was  appoint- 
ed, though,  we  believe  not  immediately  on  his  firft  pro- 
motion to  the  rank  lafl-mcntioned,  to  the  Merlin  floop  of 
war.  He  was  advanced,  on  the  iithofjidy,  1765, tobe 
captain  of  the  Greyhound,  a  twenty-gun  fhip,  but  we 
iiave  no  account  whatever  of  the'  fervices  on  which  he  was 
employed,  or  whether  he  ever  held  any  fubfequent  corn- 
million.  Some  time  after  his  promotion  to  ;he  rank  of 
poft-captain  he  alfumed  the  name  of  Gordon,  in  addition 
to  his  former  one  of  Grant ;  and  married,  on  the  l8th  of 
September,  1770,  a  lady  of  the  name  of  Afhton.     In 


*  He  lervtd  ia  (hit  fiatioo,  cm  board  ihc  Bedford,  i 
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CQii^qtience  of  his  having  held  no  corotRifCoa  during  fd 
nuRy  years,  he  wu  not  advanced,  whep  he  became,  in 
point  of  fcniority>  entitled  to  a  flag)  to  be  a  rear-admiral 
■on.  the  fuperaanuftted  lift,  but  put  on  that  of  retired 
Captains. 

LEARY,  John,— is  known  to  us  only  as  haying  been 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1758;  and  as  having  been  advanced 
afterwards  to  that  of  poft-captain,  by  coBinjiflion  bearing 
date  July  the  13th,  1765.  We  have  no  reafon  to  think 
he  ever  held  any  fubfequent  command;  nor,  iudced,'have 
We  beeti  able  to  collect  any  farther  particulars  concetrning 
him,  except  th^  we  believe  him  to  have  died  in,  or  about 
the  year  1789. 

PA'I*TISON,  Mirk,— was,  in  1758,  mafter  of  the 
Neptune,  under  fir  C.  Saunders,  and  was  appointed  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  navy  on  January  15,  1759;  as  he  moreover 
was  a  commander  on  the  14th  of  October,  1762*.  He  was 
advanced,  by  commiljion  bearing  date  Augufl  the  2i(i, 
1765,  to  be  captain  of  the  Juno  frigate.  Thefe  veiy 
'  fiender  particulars,  however,  form  the  whole  of  the 
information  which  we  have  been  able  to  procure  relative 
to  this  gentleman.  When  he  became  fenior  on  the  lift 
of  poll- cap  tains,  he  was  put  on  that  of  retired,  or  fuper- 
annu^ted  ofHcers  in  the  rank  laft-mentloned'i  and  died,  we 
helieve,  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1 796.

ADMIRALS  1793. 

BUCKNER,  Charles.  — This  gentleman,  who  ]s 
now  living,  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
'  on  the  6th  of  June,  1756 ;  and  to  that  of  commander  of 
the  Virgin  brig,  (loop  of  war,  on  the  atxh  of 
September,  1761.  At  the  end  of  the  enfulng  year  he 
was  appointed  to  the  Savage ;  excepting  which  cir- 
cumAance,    we  have  no  account  of  him  till  the '  lytlt 

*  After  the  peace  he  wu  feot  to  the  Falkland  Uattf^  ia  a  bomb-ketch. 
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of  Februkry,  1766,  frhen  he  was  promoted  to  tfaelnaft 
of  pott-ciptavn,  and  b«irig  appointed  to  the  ImIc,  vra» 
ordered  <e  the  Weft  lAdk>.  After  eonttnuing  on  th4t 
fafion  for  fbtne  ttme,.  be  removed  into  the  Chatbam,  of 
Mtf  guns,  in  which  we  believe  him  to  have  arterwards 
fttdrned  to  England.  We  have  no  Aibfcquent  accflunt 
tff  »j)j  commmd  held  hy  him,  till  the  end  of  the  ye^ 
T^8o,  when  he  was  aptwinted  to  the  Prothee,  of  TiKty-fbiir 

ftiw,  a  fliip  tttken  Mom  the  French  in  the  preceting 
ring<  He  remained  on  the  home  ftatton  till  tiie  end  «f 
e  year  i^SiiwithoUt  Riee  ting  with  any  occurrence  wordty 
our  particular  notice;  snd  beingordered,  withfir'G.  Rod- 
ney, to  the  Weft  Indies,  (eived  under  him  in  the  two  me- 
morable encounters  which  took  placefOn:he9ih  and  iSAttf 
April,  1782,  between  the  Britifb  fleet,  and  ibat  of  France 
commanded  by  the  count  i)e  GrafTe.  On  thofe  oocaOons, 
-though  very  materially^  and  dininguifhedly  engaged, 
captain  Buckhef  had  the  good  fortune  to  ban  no  more 
than  five  feamen  kilted,  together  with  his  mafter,  and 
twenty-four  fezmen  wounded. 

In  a  very  fhort  time  after  the  a3ion,  he  removed  inco 
the  Royal  Oak,  of  fcventy-foHr  guns,  and  Continued  to 
-ferve  in  that  fbip,  on  the  Wefl-Indian  and  North-Ame< 
rican  ftation,  during  the  remainder  of  the  wat.  Return- 
ing to  England  about  thetniddteof  the  year  1783,  he  wa« 
paid  off,  and  does  not  appear-  to  have  held  any  «ther  c«n- 
midion  till  after  (be  year  1787,  when  he  was  appointed 
to  the  William  and  Mary  yacht.  He  continued  cap- 
tain of  that  veffel,  till  \ns  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue  on  tha  ill  of  February,  1793. 
On  the  1 2th  of  April,  1794,  be  was  raift-dto  the  rank  of 
rear-admiraj  Tif  tne  white;  as  he  was,  moreover,  on  the 
4.th  of  July  folloiving,  to  be  vice-admiral  of  the  blue. 
In  the  month  of  Maich,  1795,  he  was  appointed  to 
command  at  the  Kore,  a«  fuccelTur  to  vice-admiral  Oal- 
lymple,  and  accordingly  hoifted  hit  flog  on  board  the 
Sandwicb>  at  the  Nore.  On  the  ifl  of  June  followii^ 
■he  was  raifed  to  tht:  rank  of  vice-admiral  of  the-wbite, 
-and  continued  employed,  as  juft  now  (iaied,  till  the  month 
of  June  1797  ;  but,  having  ftruck  his  flag  as  {bon  as  tbe 
mutiny,  which  then  broke  out  on  board  the  ffaips  lytnjf 
there* 
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4her^  was  cntOied,  has  not  accepted  of  aay  oaVal  ap- 
poiniment  fince  that  time. 

G£LL,  John.  —  This  gentleman,  who  is  now  living,' 
is  the  dercendant  of  a.  very  ancient  and  refpe^able  Der- 
hjBiiK  family.  He  was  promoted  to  be  a  lieutenant  iii 
the  navy  on  the  fiih  of  January,  1760;  and  a  commander 
on  the  14th  of  Od^abcr,  1762.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
Gnmput  fircftiip,  but  continued  in  that  vellel  only  a  flioft 
time ;  nor  are  we  acquainted  with  the  name  of  any  oth« 
in  which  be  afterwacds  ferved,  previous  to  his  quitting 
the  rank  yaH  mentioned.  On  the  4th  of  March,  1766. 
he  was  promoted  to  be  a  pofl-captain,  and  commif-' 
iiontd  to  the  Launcefton,  of  44  guns,  as  captain  to  vice- 
adtnical  Durell,  who  then  held  the  North-American  com- 
mand,and  had  his  flag  flying  on  board  that  fhip.  Capt.  Gell 
-remained  three  rears  on  the  fame  (tation,  and  alfo  in  the 
lame  fhip,  after  the  death  of  his  admiral,  whictr 
happened  in  a  few  months  after  his  promotion ; 
but  we  do  not  fnd  him  to  have  received  any  fubfequent 
itppointment  till  the  year  1776,  when  he  was  comraif- 
fioned  to  the  Thetis  frigate.  He  was  employed  during 
the  firft  two  years  of  his  continuance  in  this  ihip  on  the 
North-American  ilation ;  and  having  then  returned  tb* 
England,  was  refitted  and  fcnt,  in  the  month  of  March 
1779,  ta  the  Mediterranean.  He  failed  from  Portfmouth 
on  the  28th  of  March,  under  the  orders  of  captain  Allelic 
in  the  Chatham,  having  a  fleet  of  merchant-velTels  und^ 
•their  conv<^ ;  but,  foon  after  his  arrival  in  the  Mediter- 
iranean,very  narrowly  faved  himfelf  from  being  captured 
by  two  French  (hips  of  the  line,  which  the  1  heti*  and 
Montreal  frigate,  who  were  in  company  together,  accf- 
dentally  fell  in  with,  and  to  which  the  latter  became  a  prey. 
Captain  Gell  returned  to  England  after  this  fortu- 
nate efcape,  and  continued  in  the  fame  Ihip,  on  the 
h'o^ne  or  channel  Ilation,  for  feveral  months,  without ' 
meeting  with  any  occurrence  demanding  our  particular 
mention.  In  17S0,  having  a^lhort  time  before  quitted 
the  frigate,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Monaica)  of  ieventy 
guns,  oiie  of  the  ihips  taken  from  the  Spaniards,  by  the 
•  fleet  under  fir  George  Rodney»  off  Cape  St.  Vincent's,  ra 
the  month  of  January  preceding.  At  the  dofe  of  the  yeiSr 
theMon«rca  was  ordered  to  tlw  Weft  Indies  as  oneof  the 
O  o  a  fquadron 
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fquadron  ftnt  thither  under  firSantuel  Hood  for  the  piir* 
pofe  of  reinforcing  admiral  fir  G.  Bridges  Rodney  ;  but 
being  overtaken  at  fea,  when  nearly  thirty  degrees  to  the 
westward,  by  a  violent  gale  of  wind,  vists,  after  having 
Jolt  her  Ruin  and  oiizen-malls,  together  .with  her  fore- 
top-mal),  reduced  to  the  ncceflity  of  putting  back  to 
England  under  jury  marts.  Xhc.  deftination  of  the  Ihip 
was  in  confequence  changed,  and  captain  GcU  proceeded 
in  her  finglyt  as  foon  as  refitted,  to  the  £a(l  Indies. 

He  continufd  to  ferve  in  the  fame  quarter  during  the 
whole  remainder  of  the  war,  and  was  enp;aged  in  the  nu- 
merous anions  which  took  place  with  the  French  fqua- 
dron  under  monfieur  dc  Suffrcin  ;  on  all  which  occafions 
he  behaved  with  the  moH  dilltrguifhed  gallantry,  and  had 
the  happlnefs  in  one  of  them,  mort  probably,  to  ptevent 
.the  Monmouth,  of  fixty-four  guns,  commanded  by  cap- 
,tain  A'^iSf  which  was  completely  difmantled  and  dif-  ' 
ablcd,  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  The 
Monarca  was  conAantjy  flationed  in  the  line  ai  one  of 
.the  feconds  to  fij  Edward  Hughes,  the  commander-in- 
chief;  and  though,  from  the  peculiar  circumlianccs  . 
.attending  the  greater  part  of  them,  that  (hip,  with  two  or 
.three  others,  fuftaiiied  the  principal  weight  or  ftrefs  of 
,the  a£tion,  yet,  as  is  not  unfrequently  the  cafe,  it  re- 
,ceived,  perhaps,  lefs  injury,  and  had  fewer  calamities 
,aaiong  the  people  than  have  frequently  befallen 
other  vefTels  engaged  only  in  a  trivia),  or  inconfiderable 
.(kirmiOi.  Captain  Gell  returned  to  England,  in  17S4, 
with  the  divitiqn  ordered  home  under  commodore  King; 
and  being  paid  ofToi)  his  arrival,  does  not  appear  holding 
.any  fubfequent  commiino4i  till  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  1790,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Excellem,  of 
feveAty-four  guns,  one  of  ihe  (hips  put  into  commiUlon, 
in  confcquence  of  the  jhon  apprehended  rupture  with  ' 
Spain,  relative  to  Nouika  .Sound.  The  point  in  difpute 
being  amicably  fettled,  the  Excellent  was  paid  off,  attd 
'  Mr.  Gell  appears  to  have  held  no  farther  command  a« 
a  private  oaplairi. 

.  On  the  ill  of  Fetffuary,  1793,  he  was  advanced  to  the 
rank  of  re^r>admiral  of  the  blue,  and  was  immediately 
appointed  to  command,  one  of  tlie  divifions  in  the  fleet . 
ordued  c»it,  to  the .  Mediterruiean.  Having,  in  con- 
2  fequenc^ 
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fc'juincc,  hoillcd  his  fl^g  on  board  thfc  St.'  George*  - 
of  ninety-eight,  guns,  he  proceeded  thiiher,  in  the 
month  of  April,  and  on  his  psiragc  had  the  good  ' 
fortune  to  fall  in  with,  and  capture,  the  General  Du-~ 
tnourier,  a  French  privateer,  together  with  her  prize,  the 
St.  Jago,  a  Spanilh  regillcr  Ihip.  The  farmer  had  taken 
all  the  fpecie  out  of  the  prize,  and,  both  together,  formed 
the  mott  valuable  capture  ever  brought  to  Ertgland  at  one 
time.  Lord  Hood  with  his  divHion  followed  in  the 
month  of  May,  and  the  rear-admiral  continued  to  fcrve 
under  his  lord^ip,  till  unfortunately  compelled  to  return 
K>  England,  over  land,  in  the  enfuing  year,  in  confequence 
of  hie  health  being  in  a  very  precarious  (late.  On  fuch 
occafionsas  the  Situation  of  naval  affairs,  and  condition  of 
the  enemy  permitted,  he  ditlinguilhed  himfelf  with  his 
ufual  ability  and  gallantry ;  but,  owing  to  caufes  already 
given  by  oiir  itatement  of  public  events,  in  the  memoirs- 
of  lord  Hood,  and  others,  the  molt  material  mention  w& 
find  made  of  this  gentleman  is,  bis  fpirited  conduiS,  at 
Genoa,  in  the  month  of  Oflober. 

The  rear-admiral  had  been  ordered  thither,  with  his 
own  ftiip  fthe  St.  Gewge),  three  Qiips  of  feveniy-four 
guns,  two  frigates,  as  many  fireOiips,  and  three  Hoops  o£ 
ivar.  La  Modelle,  a  French  frigate  of  thirty-fix  gunsr 
vas  then  lying  in  the  harbour,  and  had  broken  the  neu- 
trality of  the  port  on  a  variety  of  occaficns,  particularly 
by  arming  two  gunboats  for  the  purp'ofe  of  acting  olfen- 
Cvely  againft  England,  in  dtre^  oppolttion  to  the  re- 
monftratices'of  the  fenate,  and  government.  Mr.  Gell, 
as  foon  as  informed  of  ihefc  circumiiances,  as  he  was  by 
an  advice-boat,  ordered  on  his  arrival,  the  Bedford* 
of  leventy-four  guns,  to  anchor  alongside  the  Modede, 
and' demand  her  furrender.  The  order  was  at  firft  re- 
fufed  lo  be  cotnplied  with ;  but  on  receiving  a  few  mulket- 
'fliot,  reflection  produced  an  immediate  acquiefcence. 
The  government  of  Genoa  very  properly  contidered  tha 
conduct  of  the  Britilh  admiral  as  perfedlly  regular,  ai 
well  as  llridily  confonant  to  the  laws  of  nations,  and  the 
captured  ihip  was  incorporated  with  the  Britifh  iiavy, 

Mr.  Cell  fiacc  his  return  to  England  has  not  held  vtj 

naval  appointment.     On  the   i2in  of  April,   1794,  he 

iviu  promoted  to  be  rear-admiral  of  the  white  i  and,  on

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the4.th  of  July  following,  to  be  vice  of  the  blue.  On' June 
1, 1795*7  he  was  farther  advanced  to  be  vice  off  the  ivhite, 
CHADS,  James,  ^was.appointed  a  lieutenant  in  the 
and  Ttiwy  onthtfjthofiAAy,  1746;  after  the  cotninenccT 
mcnt  of  the  war  with  France,  in  I7s6t  ferved  under  lord 
Howe  in  that  rank,  firlt  on  board  the  Dunkirk,  and 
afterwards  in  the  Magnanime.  He  wa«  promoted  to  the 
Ank  of  commander  on  the  18th  nf  October,  1758,  and 
<S>ntinucd  in  that  llation  duritip  the  whole  of  the  war ; 
but  we  find  no  mention  made  ofthe  partictilar  commands 
he  held,except  that  of  the  Vcfuviiis  iirefhip  in  the  yeat^  1 762, 
ini  during  ine  greater  pan  of  the  enfuing.  On  the  ad  of 
April  1766  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  poft  captain,- 
and  appointed  to  the  Guernfey,  of  fifty  euns,  which  (hip 
fie  commanded  under  the  late  fir  Hugh  I^allifer,  ivho  had 
his  bread  pendant  on  board  as  commodore  on  the  NAw^ 
Jbundltnd  (lation.  We  do  not  find  him,  after  quitting 
Ihe  Guemfey,  holding  any  command  till  the  year  1775, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  the  Conqn^ftadore,  of  fixty 
ms,  the  giiardfhip  flationed  at  the  Norc ;  but  quittecl 
lis  ihip,  and  retired  from  the  fervice  in  the  enfuing  year, 
heing  appointed  one  of  the  captains  on  the  eftablifpnKnt 
of  Greenwich-hofpital.  He  retained  thisHarion  till  the 
time  of  his  death,  an  event  which  happened  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1781. 

DICKSON,  William, — was  appointed  a  lieutenant  io 
Hie  navy  on  the  31(1  of  December,  1755,  and  ferved  in 
diat  flalion,  under  fir  Gtwrgc  Pocock,  during  a  confider- 
tble  part  of  the  war;  but  we  have  no  precife  account  when 
he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  commaudt-r.  It  is  known, 
however,  (hat  his  continuance  in  it,  could  have  been  but 
ef  very  fhort  duration  :  indeed,  it  is  far  fi-ort)  being  impro- 
bable, that  he  was  promoted  to  be  a  po(t  captain  at 
once,  from  being  a  lieutenant.  He  was  raifed  to  the 
flation  juft  mentioned  on  the  2d  of  Miy,  1766,  t^  com- 
miflion  appointing  him  to  the  Jerfey,  of  fixty  guns,  as 
captain  to  commodore  Spry,  who  was  then  inveftcd  with 
fhe  chief  command  on  the  Gibraltar,  or  Mediterranean 
flation.  He  continued  in  the  fame  Ihip'  during  the  cufto- 
inary  period  of  three  years;  and,  after  his  return  to  Eng-

^Itcfq.  «fHopt(u>,  inUieeoifiiiy-af  Pciby. 
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lind,  is  not  known  by  us  to  have  held  any  fiibrequcnt 
ocommiflion  iiil  1777,  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Greyhound  fri^ie.  He  ferved  on  the  American 
Aation  during  the  two  fucceeding  fcafonS;  and  having 
then  repaired  to  England  for  refitment,  proceeded  to  the 
Weft  Indies  at  the  conclufion  of  the  year  1779,  in  com« 
pany  with  (ir  George  Rodney  and  the  fleet,  which  was 
firft  deftined  for  the  relief  (rf -Gibraltar,  under  his  orders. 
Having  parted  company  with  his  ktrdfliip  off  Cape  Fini- 
ffcrre, Tie  proceeded  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  returned  from 
thence  back  to  England  at  the.beginmng  of  the  year  178  [> 
nar-admiral  fir  Chaloner  Ogle  Ibeing  with  him  as  a  paf- 
Icnger.  Nothing  material,  or  beyond  the  cooimon  xoutiae 
-ofafiive  fervice,  appears  to  have  fatlen  within  ithe  reach  of 
this  gentleman,  either  during  the  Ume  he  was  employed 
on  the  Weft-Indian  ftation,  or  the  North- American, 
which  preceded  it.  Soon  after  his  return  tt>  England  he 
Was  promoted  to  the  Sampfon,  of  fixty-four  guns,  a  fliip 
flewly  launched  at  Woolwich,  but  continued  in  that 
command  only  till  the  commencement  of  the  year  17825 
when,  afterTcmainingfor  a  fiiort  timcomof  commiffion, 
fte  was,  about  the  month  of  September,  appointed 
to  the  Standard,  of  the  fame  force.  Peace  taking  place 
at  the  commeocement  of  the  enfuing  year,  the  Standard, 
which  was  not  equipped  foon  enough  to  be  employed 
^on  any  war  fervice,  vras  jetained  in  commifiion  as  a 
gnardfoip  at  Plymouth,  where  c^taift  Dickfon  conti- 
iiijcd  to  commaod  her  during  the  cnftomary  period  of 
.tl(ree  years- 

■  SubfeaueM  to  his, quitting  the  Standard  we  do  not  be- 
^Hevc  this  gentleman  to  have  held  any  commifiion- 
On  the  i(l  of  February,  1793,  he  was  promoted 
io  be  rear-admiral  of  the  blue ;  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1794,  to  be  rear  of  the  while;  on  the  12th  of  July  fol- 
lowing to  be  vice  of  the  blue;  -and,  laftly,  to  the  fam« 
lank  in  the  white  fquadron  on  the  ift  of  June,  1795; 
but  has  not  hitherto,  we  believe,  taken  upon  himfelf  any 
command  as  a  flag  officer. 

GARDNER,  Sir  Alan.— Thjs  gentleman,  v«bo,4(  is 

al m oft  need lefs  to  fay,  is  alfo  now  living,  was  appointed  3 

lieutenant  in  the  navy  on  the  7th  of  March,  i  j6q ;  md  a 

commander  on  the  i2lh  of  April,  1762.     We  have  not, 

O  o  4  however. 
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however,  any  account  of  his  lervlces  while  holding  either 
of  thofc  flations.  Oij  the  19th  of  May,  1766,  he  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  poft*aiptain,  and  appointed  to  tho 
Prefton,  of  fifty  guns,  the  flae-lhip  of  rear-adoiiral  Parry, 
who  was  tliep  fent  out  to  Jamaica,  and  the  Windward 
Illands,  as  commander-in-chief  on  that  (Nation-  Captain 
Gardner  continued  to  fcrve  unijer  the  admiriil  for  two.jears, 
and,  we  believe,  towards  the  i;nd  of  the  fumtner  1768, 
removed  into  the  Levant  fiigate,  of  ?8  guns*.  He  returned 
to  England  in  the  year  1771  ;  and  being  paid  off,  does 
not  appear  tp  have  held  any  fnbfiiquent  commiflion  till 
1775,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  MaidClone  fri-; 
gate,  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  ordered  out  to  his  former 
Aaiion,  Jamaica.  He  was  not  fortunate  enough  to  meet 
with  any  particular  opporumity  of  didinguiOiing  himfcl^ 
till  the  end  of  liie  ye»r  1778  ;  when,  having  been  fent 
on  a  ctuife  off  the  coaft  of  America ;  on  the  3d  of  No- 
vember, about  ope  o'clock  in  the  morning,  he  fell  in  will^ 
3  very  large  (hip,  about  fixty  leagues  from  Cape  Henry, 
Captain  Gardner  immediately  gave  chace,  and  at  h^f 
paft  three  brought  his  aniagonift,  who  hoilled  French 
colours,  tociole  action.  Alter  it  had  been  fuftained  for 
an  hour  with  great  fpirit  and  warmth  on  both  Qdes,  cap- 
tain Gardner  found  it  neccflary  to  haul  off  for  a  flior( 
time,  in  order  to  knott  and  fplice  his  tigging,  which  wa^ 
entirely  cut  to  pieces  by  the  enemy's  fhot. 

At  day-break  a  fecond  ftiip  was  difcovered  to  vfind-r 
ward  bearing  down,  and  was  fuppofed  to  be  the  (ronfort 
of  the  fhip  engaged.  About  nine  o'clock  the  (Iranger 
brought  10,  apd  made  a  private  fignal,  which  not  bene 
anfwered  by  the  MaidCtone,  he  foon  afterwards  Qiade  fail, 
^d  flood  by  the  win'!  to  the  fouthward.  The  fhip  en- 
gaged, was  at  this  time,  nearly  a  league  to  windward  under 
her  Cop-fails :  and  the  damages  fuflained  by  the  Maidjlone, 
tieing  repaired  as  well  as  tune  and  circumflances  would 
permit,  captain  Gardner  wpre  (hip,  and  brought  the  enemy 
.^igain  to  a^ion,  about  twelve  o'clock,  ^^cr  a  fecond 
conteft  of  nearly  an  hour's  continuance  the  Ihip  (Inick,

pounders,  with  a  crew  of  two  hundred  and  fixteen  men*. 
Thus  was  ihe  equipped,  3s  well  for  war,  as  fitted,  in  con- 
fequencc  of  her  fize,  for  the  conveyance  of  merchandiae. 
Her  cargo  coijIiAed  of  upwards  1 300  hoglheods  of  tobacco, 
ivhich  would  have  rendered  her  a  prije  of  very  confider- 
fible  vahie  fn  the  captors,  bad  not  the  great  attention  Capi. 
Gardner  paid  to  the  regulations,  and  what  he  very  properly 
thought  the  good  of  the  ferFicc,  very  much  lellened  it. 
His  conduct  on  this  opcafion  does  him  fo  much  credit,  ai 
an  officer,  Ihat  we  think  it  would  be  the  highelt  iiijuflice  10 
fupprefs  the  account  we  have  heard  of  it. 

At  the  clofe  of  tlie  action  both  the  fhips  were  very 
much  difabled,  particularly  in  their  maib,  fails,  and 
Xigging,  injuries  which  rendered  it  extremely  difficult 
for  them  to  bear  up  aginft  a  contrary  wind.  It  then 
blew  fair  for  England  with  a  fleady  conftaot  breeze, 
ivhich  continued,  without  variation,  long  enough  10  have 
wafted  thither,  both  the  prize,  and  her  brave  captor,  in 
half  the  time  that  was  unavoidably  confumed  by  the  iwo 
ihips,  crippled  as  they  were,  in  working  up  to  Antigua. 
J^lattering,  however,  as  the  profpe£ts  of  private  pecuniary 
advantage  appeared  f,  and  excufable,  nay  juAified  as,  con- 
.  fidering  the  inconveniences  under  which  he  laboured,  cap- 
tain Gardner  certainly  would  have  been,  in  putting  before 
the  wind,  and  running  home,  he  forewent  the  profpefl  of 
profit,  and  endured  all  the  difBculties  naturally  attendant 
on  fo  difficult  a  navigation,  rather  than  appear  to  a£t,  in 
the  fmalleft  particle,  contrary  to  his  orders,  by  breaking 
his  Ration,  while  there  exidcd  a  poflibility  of  his  being  able 
to  keep  it.  TheMaidftonedid  not  reach  Englilh  Harbour, 
in  Antigua,  till  the  22d  of  December,  nearly  feven  weeks 
'^fler  the  a^ion  ;  and,  being  obliged  to  go  in  for  repair  and

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refitment,  captain  Gardner  vns,  (bon  iftenvtrds,  pro' 
Rioted,  by  vke-admiral  Byiwi,  the  conimander-in-cnkf, 
to  rhc  Siiltan,  of  feventy-four  guns,  aa  mcceflbr  tocaptatn 
Wheelock,  who  died  juft  before. 

In  the  encounter  on  Grenada,  on  the  6th  of  July  folt 
lowing,  with  the  French  fleet,  commanded  br  the  count 
D*£ft3ing,  the  Sultan  was  {lationcd  in  the  line  as 
one  of  the  feconds  to  the  commander-in-chief,  and  was 
Tcry  warmly  engaged,  having  been  one  of  the  (hips  which 
began  the  adion  under  a  prelsof  fail,  and  of  courfc  fuf- 
fered  very  feverely,  having  had  fixteen  men  killed,  xaA 
thirty-nine  wounded.  The  Sultan  was,  loon  after  this 
time,  ordered  to  Jamaica^  from  whence  captain  Gaidner 
returned  to  England  wilh  a.convoy  in  the  cnfuing  year, 
without  having,  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  difcorer,  met 
%viih  any  farther  opportunity  of  adding  to  that  reputalion 
he  had  already  fo  juQIy  acquired. 

This  (hip,  foon  after  her  arrival,  was  paid  off; 
and  captain  Gardner,  after  continuing  for  a  mort  time 
unemployed,  was,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1781, 
appointetl  to  the  Dulce,  of  ninety-eight  guns,  one  of  the 
ftips  ordered  to  the  Weft  Indies  with  admiral  fir  G. 
Rodney.  He  bore  a  moA  diftinguifbed  fiiafc'in  die 
memorable  anions  of  the  gth  md  12th  of  April  follow- 
ing ;  and  on  the  latter  day  contributed  moft  clTeniially  to 
the  viflory,  having  been  one  of  the  commantiers  who 
broke  through  the  French  line.  He  proceeded  with  ad- 
miral Pigot,  and  the  fleet,  in  the  enfuing  autumn  to  North 
Aiucrica ;  and  having  returned  with  him  back  to  the  Weft 
Itultes  when  the  hurricane  feafon  was  pafl,  repaired  to 
England  in  the  enfuing  fpring,  a  general  peace  having 
taken  place.  The  Duke  being  paid  off  on  her  arrival 
captain  Gardner  did  not,  we  bdicve,  hold  any  fufafequcnt 
coinmiflion  \ill  the  year  1786,  when  he  was  appointed 
commander-in-chief  on  the  Jamaica  (tation,  with  the 
temporary  rank  of  commodore:  he  accordingly  hoiRed 
his  broad  pendant  on  board  the  Europa,  of  fifty  guns, 
and  coniiuued  there  nearly  three  years  j  when  havlog 
returned  to   England,  he   was,  in  1790,  appointed  to 
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lh«  CoBidgeux,  of  (cirtMy~taur  gHiW,  one  of  the  ftipS'  ■ 
pot  into  comrtiiflkm  in  confcquen«  of  the  apprehended 
rupture  with  Spain  rdative  M  Nootlct  Sound  i  but  that 
dtnerencc  beirtg  Kcommodited  trhhout  a  fopture,  htf 
was,  in  confequcnce,  paidioff  fonn  afterwards. 

On  (he  igtfi  of  Jafmary,  1790,  prececKng  his  laft  coni' 
mand,  he  was  iippotMed  one  of  the  cotnmilTiofters  for ' 
cxercifing  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral ;  atid  about  the 
fame  tim*  was  cTi>)ftn  reprcfent^ive  in  parliament  for 
the  borougli  of  Plymwrth.  He  continued  a  member  of 
the  admiralty-board,  during  four  conimiffions,  till  th« 
month  of  March  1795;  and,  at  the  genetal  eledlion  in 
1796,  was  returned,  after  a  fetble  oppofition,  member  ft* 
the  city  of  Weftminfter.— To  return,  however,  to  the 
naval  fervices  in  which  he  has  beeh  engaged,  and  the  pro- 
motions ho  has  received.  On  the  ift  of  February,  1793, 
immediately  on  the  commencement  of  the  rupture  with 
Prance,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of 
(he  Mue;  and  having  hoifted  his  flag  un  board  theQiieen, 
of  ninety-eight  gum.'  was  ordfted  to  the  Weft  Indies 
vrith  a  fquadron,  cotilifting  of  fevcn  fhips  of  the  line,  two 
frigates,  and  a  floop  of  war ;  but,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  fufS- 
cient  land  force  to  co-operate,  little  was  e (fed ed,  during 
that  feafon,  againll  the  Weft-India  colonies  in  the  pof 
leffion  of  the  French.  The  rear-admiral  returned  to 
England,  and  hath,  ever  (incc  that  time,  been  employed 
on  the  home  or  chariuel  fervice.  On  the  lath  of  April*, 
1794,  he  was  raifed  to  the  rank  of  rear-admiral  of  the 
white,  and  commanded  during  the  fummer,  having  his. 
flag  ftill  on  board  the  Queen,  in  the  main  fleet  under  carl 
Howe.  He  fignalized  himfelf  very  remarkably  in  the 
memorable  encounter  with  the  French  fleet  on  the  ift  of 
June;  and  though  it  might  bethought  invidious,  as  it  cer- 
tainly would  be  illiberal,  to  attempt  attributing  pre-e mi- 
fienCe  among  fuch  an  hod  of  brave  men,  equally  eager 
with  himfelf  to  diftinguifh  themfclvcs  in  the  fervice  of 
their  country,  yet  we  think,  if  there  ever  was  one  man 
more  avaricious  of  glory  than  all  the  rell  of  his  colleagues, 

*  On  tbe  ydi  of  Jmatrj  hii  daughter  wii  matricdi  hj  fpeciil 
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ttwt  man  could  not  be  be  eSendcil  at  the  aflertion,  that  n* 
one  could  have  dlilinguilhed  himfelf  more,  than  the  gen- 
tleman of  whom  we  are  now  fpeaking.  On  the  12th  of 
July  fallowing  the  action,  he  was  advanced  to  the  rank  of  . 
vice-admiral  of  the  blue,  and,  together  with  other  flag- 
officers  not  commanding  ftjuadrons,  was,  on  the  i6th  of 
the  enfuing  montht  raifed  to  the  rank  of  baronet  of  Gmt  - 
BriUtn*. 

In  the  month  of  June  1795,  he  vas  prefent,  under  the 
orders  of  lord  Bridpbrt,  at  the  attack  of  the  French  fleet 
off  Port  L'Orient  j  but,  awing  to  the  fpecdy  flight  of  the 
enemy,  and  the  fmall  diHance  they  were,  when  difcovercdf 
from  their  own  harbour,  fir  Alan  was  not  able  to  get  up 
in  time  to  Oiaie  in  the  flying  contefl.  On  the  ifl  of  the 
fame  month  he  had  been  previoufly  advanced  to  the  rank  c^ 
vice-admiralofthewhite;  and  having,  in  1797,  removed  his 
flag  from  the,  Queen  to  ihe  Royal  Sovereign,  of  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  guns,  has,  ever  iince  that  time,  continued 
to  command  a  divifion  of  the  naval  force  employed  oa 
the  home,  or  channel  fervice.  This  has  been  occupied  ia 
alternate  cruifcs,  for  the  purpofc  of  lyatching,  and  con- 
fining  in  port,  the  mifeiable  icmnant  of  a  fleet,  flill  re- 
maining to  the  French,  after  their  repeated  difcomfitures, 
biit  whofe  prudence,  hitherto,  has  not  afforded  fir  Alan  any 
opportunity  of  adding  to  tfaofe  laurels,  his  formed  fervices 
againft  them,  have  juftty  acquired  him.
